§. 1. F the upper Circle of the Rłine, which is alſo ſimply called the 
Circle of the Rhine, the fulleſt and beſt chart hitherto pub- 
liſhed is that by Gerhard Val in two ſheets. Thoſe of Viſſeber, de Wit 
and Homann, the latter of which, in the Atlas of Germany, compoſes the 
ninety-ſecond chart; as alſo thoſe executed by other hands, are remarkably 
fuperficial and defective. 
$. 2. From this Circle, almoſt all lands and ftates, fituate on the other 
fide of the Rhine, have been gradually taken away by France; that is to 
ſay, the greateſt part of the biſhopric of Straſburg, as alſo thoſe of Metz, 
Tal and Verdun, together with the archbiſhopric of Biſaur, or Beſangon, 
the princely abbey of Murbach, the abbey of Munſter, in the Gregorienthale, 
and the dutchy of Lorrain (which at firft was reckoned in the Circle of the 
Upper Rhine, but afterwards was annexed to that of Burgundy, ſeevol.2. p. 420. 
the county of Bzzſch, the land-vogtey of Hagenau, which comprized the ten 
ancient Imperial cities of A/ſace, together with the Imperial cities of Metz, 
Tull, Verdun and _—_— This Circle is at preſent terminated by the Elec- 
toral Circle of the Nine, by which . is alſo properly interſected, the . N

INTRODUCTION TO 
Circle of the Rhine and the Weſtphalian, together with the Lower Saxon, 
the Upper Saxon, the Franconian and Swabian Circles, Alſace and Lorrain, 
in the latter of which alſo are ſome lands belonging to the Circle of the 
Upper Rhine. Concerning its extent we have ſpoken of that before, under 
the Electoral Rheni/h Circle. 
$. 3. The Circle of the Upper Rhine has, at preſent, the following ſtates 
belonging to it; namely, thoſe of the biſhoprics of Forms and Spire, as 
alfo the provoſtſhip of Meiſſenburg, together with the biſhoprics of Straſ- 
burg, Baſel and Fulda, and the commandery of the order of St. John, as 
alſo the princely abbey of Prum, with the provoſtſhip of Odenbeim and the 
Electoral Palatinate of Simmern, Lautern and Veldenz, the Palatinate of 
Deuxponts, Heſſe-Caſſel, Heſſe-Darmſtadt, Hersfeld or Hirſebfeld and Spon- 
beim, as alſo the margraviates of Nomeny, Salm with Kirburg, Naſſau- 
I rilburg, Naſſau-Uſingen, Naſſau- Idftein, Naſſau-Saarbrucken and Otweiler, 
with thoſe of Waldeck, Hanau-Munzenburg, Hanau-Lichtenburg, Solms- 
Hohenſolms, Solms-Braunfels, Solms-Rodelhetm, Solms-Laubach, and the 
Electorate of Mentz on account of Konigftein ; that of Stolberg on account 
of Konigſtein, thoſe of Tſenburg-Birflein, Tſenburg-Budingen, Wacktersbach 
and Meerbolz, as alſo the Rhinegraves of Greweiler, Grumbach, Dhaun, 
Leiningen-Hartenburg, Leiningen-Weſterburg and Grunſtadt, * 2k 
Witgenſtein of Witgenſtein, Witgenſlein-Berleburg, Falkenſtein, Reipolzkirchen, 
Chriechingen, Wartenberg, Bretzenheim, Dachtubl and *Ollbruck, and the 
Imperial cities of Worms, Spire, Franckfert, Friedberg and Wetzlar. Some 
Seigniories alſo lie in this Circle, but theſe are either exempted, or have 
neither ſeat nor voice in it. Heſſe-Cafſel and Hanau- Munzenberg have 
ſometimes ſeparated from the Circle, and I know not whether, at preſent, 
they hold of it again or not. The dukedom of Savoy is alſo reckoned in it, 
but this has ſeparated itſelf from the Circle. Some diſputes relating to the 
ranks of the above-mentioned ſtates of the Circle, are ſtill exiſting, but 
they generally follow each other in the order here recited. 
$. 4. The biſhop of Worms and the Elector palatine of the dutchy of Sim- 

mern, are ſummoning Princes of this Circle. Theſe, cn account of the 
Directorium, entered into a ſtipulation at Weinheim, in the year 1690, to 
the following effect; viz. that Forms indeed ſhould poſſeſs it alone, but yet 
communicate with the Elector- palatine of Simmern. In the year 1705, they 
ſtipulated again, that Worms ſhould ſeparately engroſs and expedite the circu- 
lar ſummons, but both before and after engroſſing them, communicate them 
to the Elector-palatine for peruſal and reviſion : That the deputies of the 
Palatinate of Simmern ſhould concur in binding the officers of the Circle, 
at the folemn engagement; and that the deputies of. Worms ſhould 
ſubſcribe the heads of bills to be brought in, after the words, Yon geſammten 
Kreis- Auſſchreib-amts wegen. That the chancery of Worms ſhould addreſs 
the

the circular ſummons tranſmitted to the ſtates of the Circle, ſhould 
the writings addreſſed to the ſummonary office of the Circle, by that 
ſummoning Prince of it to whoſe hands they firſt came, and were ſent 
to the other; but when delivered to their deputies in the preſence 
of both, that they ſhould be opened only by thoſe of Worms, but 
ſhould be communicated, according to cuſtom, to the Palatine of Sim- 
mern. As the Catholic line of Neuburg obtained the Electoral Palatinate, 
and the co-ſummoning office of the Circle in the Upper Circle of the Rhine, 
the Proteſtant ſtates of this Circle wanted a Proteſtant ſummoning Prince 
for it, and, being unable to obtain their wiſh, moſt of the Proteſtant ſtates 
of the Circle bound themſelves under the conduct of Heſſe Caſſel to a ſepa- 
ration from the other ſtates z but theſe were divided among themſelves, and 
therefore effected nothing further than that, in the year 1700, it was pre- 
viouſly ſtipulated, that, in all executions, which concerned the Catholics in 
common with the Proteſtants, or the Proteſtants alone, the preſiding pro- 
teſting ſtate ſhould concur therewith ; but in all caſes wherein this ſtate 
either impeded, or was itſelf, directly or indirectly, intereſted in the execu- 
tion : That the Impetratus ſhould have the privilege of nominating another 
Proteſtant ſtate to the laudable ſummoning office of the Circle, which at that 
time aſſiſted at the execution; and that the like ſhould alſo ſtand free for 
the Impetrans executionis, when of the Proteſtant religion, and the Impetra- 
tus of the Catholic. In commiſſions and diſpatches, wherein the Proteſtants 
were, either directly or indirectly, intereſted, the equality of the religions 
was to be obſerved ; and if the Proteſtant ſtates had any thing to advance for 
the intereſt of their conſtitution, they were to declare it by means of the 
preſiding ſtate to the laudable ſummoning office of the Circle, which was 
then to confer with that ſtate, and alſo at defire to add the declaration 
given by the preſiding Proteſtant ſtate, in ſummoning the Diet of the 
Circle to the particular heads, to be taken under deliberation : That, ſhould 
any ſuch cafes happen in the Circle, in which the Proteſtant ſtates might be 
intereſted, the laudable ſummoning office of the Circle ſhould conſent to 
hold the neceſſary conferences relating to it, with the frequently mentioned 
preſiding ſtate. Heſſe Caſſel did not chooſe to adhere long to this previous 
ſtipulation, and therefore, till the year 1731, abſented itſelf from the diets 
of the Circle. In the ſaid year, indeed, it made its appearance again; but, 
in 1741, ſeparated a-new. : 
$. 5. The diets of the Circle of the Upper Rhine were formerly held at 
Worms, but in this century at Frankfort; but the chancery Circle of the 
archives belonging to it are kept at the directory at Worms. 
$. 6. With reſpect to its ſituation on the fide of France, this Circle is 
reckoned among the four anterior and fix prejacent Circles of the Empire, 
and acceded alſo to the confederacics entered into in the years 1697 and 


1702,

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1702, which were afterwards frequently renewed by certain Circles. As 
the prejacent Circles, in the year 1697, took upon them, the ſettmg on 


foot a triple army of 60,0co men ; of theſe 10,023 fell to the Circle of 


the Upper Rhine; but it being repreſented that it could not poſſibly ſup- 
ply this number on account of the diminution of the ſtates of the Circle, 
and the miſeries it endured from the war, 7000 men were offered; that is 
to ſay, two thirds foot and one third horſe, if the princely houſe of 
Heſſe returned again to the Circle ; but that otherwiſe only 5000 men ; 
nay, in the treaty of Nord/ingen, in the year 1702, it ſupplied only 3600 
men. In the year 1727, after the ſtipulated one and # halt ſupply, it kept 
on foot, in times of peace, one hundred' and fifty horſe and 2120 foot. 
In the year 1733, it raiſed a triple army; viz. two hundred horſe and 
6023 foot. The Circle captain-office has, in later times, been again 
brought into vogue; and, in the year 1750, was conferred on Lew:rs VIII. 
landgrave of Hefſe-Darmſtadt. | 

§. 7. This Circle, with reſpect to its religion, is reckoned among the 
mixed, and to the chamber judicatory actually preſents at preſent two,

F. 1. TN the year 1752, Homann's heirs publiſhed a chart of the bi- 
1 ſhopric of Worms, which in the Atlas of Germany makes the 93d 
chart, but has conſiderable defects. 
F. 2. It lies on the Rhine, being about five hours, or two miles and a 
half long, and for the greateſt part environed by the lower Palatinate, but 
partly alſo by the upper county of Ka/zenelinbogen, and by the territory of 
Mentz. 
F. 3. This country is for the moſt part mountainous and woody, but 
boaſts alſo ſome fruitful arable lands, meadows and wine. It is likewiſe 
plentifully watered ; for the Rhine, running through it, receives here ſeve- 
ral ſmaller rivers in its courſe. 5 0 
8. 4. The Proteſtant churches in this biſhopric retired in the year 1705 
from the Electoral Palatinate to the biſhopric of Worms, and live now in an 
oppreſſed State. They have no longer any particular church-government 
of their own, but yet are not ſubject in eccleſiaſtical and matrimonial mat- 
ters to the regency of Worms or catholic officers. The regency nominates 
the paſtors and ſchoolmaſters. One of the Proteſtant preachers too is in- 
ſpector of the reſt. | | | 
$. 5. In ancient times the Vangicnes inhabited this diſtrict. In the middle 
ages it was called Wormefoeld, Wormatzfeid, or Wormſergau. That it was 
formerly the ſeat of an archbiſhop has not been proved; but the biſhopric 
belonging to this place is ancient, and one of the biſhops of Worms (Epi- 
ſenpus Vangionum) named Victor, aſſiſted at a council at Cologn, in the year 
347. Of the ancient biſhops here, however, we have little certainty. The 
ſeries of the Prelates of J/orms, which may be moſt depended on, begins 
with Erembert, who was appointed biſhop thereof about the year 770. 
| 1 $. 6. The 
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. 6+ The arms of this biſhopric are a filver key, lying in an oblique 
1 with the wards turned upwards, and r ſide Ge 
golden ſtars, in a black field. os EO 

$. 7. The biſhop of Worms is ſubject to the archbiſhopric of Mentz. In 
the circle of the Upper Rh:ne he is the ſummoning Prince and director. In 
the council of the Princes of the empire he exchanges place on the ſpiritual 
bench with the EleQor of Wurzburg. His matricular evaluation is two 
horſe and thirteen foot, or ſeventy-ſix florins, and to one chamber-term he 
gives fifty rix-dollars, ſixty-four kruitzers. 

$. 8. The moſt worthy chapter of this place, as alfo the cathedral, has 
its ſcat in the Imperial city of Worms, and conſiſts of thirteen Capitulars and 
nine Domicelli. | 

$. 9. The princely regency here confiſts of a preſident, a chancellor, 
aulick and regency counſellors and ſecretaries ; the epiſcopal vicarſhip, of 
a vicar-general, official and fpiritual counſellors ; the aulick judicatory, of 
a preſident, an aulick judge, commiſſaries and counfellors, who are all 
members of the regency, together with a ſecretary ; and the aulick chamber, 
of a preſident, provincial clerk, counſellors, fecretary, and a fiſcal general. 

$. 10. In this biſhopric are the following places. 

1. Stein, a fortreſs lying on the river Weſchnitz, which is the ſeat of a 
bailiwick, 

2. Nerdbeim, Hofheim, and Lambertheim Proteſtant churches and church 
villages, belonging to the amt or bailiwick of Stein. 

3. Nenhauſen, a borough, having a procurator, who holds juriſdiction 
over this and the following boroughs. The Proteſtant churches here were 
begun by the catholics, in the year 1699, to be uſed in common. In this 
place was anciently a royal court, which Dagobert King of the Frenks. 
erected into a church, and biſhop Samuel, in the year 847, into a collegiate 
one. This foundation the Elector palatine Frederic III. ſuppreſſed in the 
year 1565, in the room thereof founding a princely ſchool, or Gymnaſium 
Hluflre, in which twelve tables are held; but under the catholic Electors all 
was again taken away. The revenues of this ſupprefied foundation amounted 

early to between fifteen and twenty thoufand florins, and in the year 1706 
it was fully ceded by the Elector- palatine to the biſhopric of Worms, upon 
which Francis Lewis, Elector of Mentz and biſhop of that place, founded: 
an orphan-houſe at Worms. | 

4. Rhein-Turkheim, a borough ſituate on the Rhine, the Proteſtant church 
belonging to which was formerly a filial of the church of Ortho, but in the 
year 1730 was added that off Neubauſen. In the year 1699 the catholics 
alſo began to make uſe of it for divine ſervice. In thisxown the family: 
of de Ron has an hereditary feat. 

5. Heckbeim, a borough, in which till the year 1730, was a Proteſtant 


| filial church belonging to the church of Neubauſen, but by the catholics

erected into a peculiar pariſh-church of itſelf. The ancient cloiſter here 
was ſuppreſſed in the year 1580, by the Elector-palatine. 

6. Lichbenan, formerly a cloiſter, ſuppreſſed the Elector-palatine, in 
the year 1570. - m— | 

7. Dirmſtein, a borough and citadel of a biſhop. In this place is a baili- 
wick, a provincial decanate and a Proteſtant church. 

8. Vieſſoppenbeim, a village, containing a catholic church. 

9. Horcheim, a village, having a catholic church. 

10. Meigſbeim, a village containing a filial church belonging to the pariſh 
of Horcheim. | 

11. Beunterſheim, a village, having a Proteſtant church, which, ever 
fince the year 1700, the catholics have alſo made uſe of for divine ſervice, 
and the Proteſtants at preſent enjoy it only every fourth week. 

12. Laumerſheim, or Lammerſcheim, and Ormſbeim, in Latin Mors, are 
villages containing churches of the Proteſtants. | 
13. Roxheim, a village ſeated on a canal, which falls into the Rhine, where 
the family of de Ron has an hereditary ſeat, as alſo the crane or ſtaple-right 
thereof, which brings in yearly above 1 500 florins. 

14. Neu-Leiningen, a town ſtanding on a mountain, was in the year 
1468, on the death of Heſfſo, landgrave of Leiningen, ſuppreſſed by the 
biſhopric of Worms as ſuperior of the fief; and in the ſame year one half of it 
conferred on the palſgrave Frederick. At preſent the line of Neu-Leiningen 
is in —— of the other half. The citadel here was laid waſte by the 
French.

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F. I. Or this biſhopric alſo Himann's heirs publiſhed a chart in the year 

1753, which was taken from the drawing of Bloedner the N ur- 
temburg engineer, and in the Atlas of Germany forms the 94th chart, but 
is not without faults. | 

F. 2. This biſhopric lies on the Rbine, being for the moſt part ſur- 
rounded by the Electoral Palatinate, and bounding alſo in ſome places on 
the Margraviate of Baaden-Durlach. It is partly woody and partly mountain- 
ous, but enjoys alſo good arable lands, wine, cheſtnuts and almonds. 

F. 3. In theſe territories anciently dwelt the Nemetes. In the middle 
ages the biſhopric formed a part of the Speyrgau. The real origin of it is 
unknown, though a biſhop of Sire, named Jeſſe, is adduced, who in the 
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year 348 aſſiſted at a council at Co/ogr, Mention is alſo made, that Da- 
gebert I. King of the Franks, in the beginning of the ſeventh century 
erected the biſhopric of Spire, as it were of new, and appointed Athanaſius 
his chaplain, biſhop thereof. 

$. 4. The arms of this biſhopric are a ſilver croſs in a blue field. 

$. 5. The biſhop of Spire is ſubject to the archbiſhop of Mentz. He is a 
Prince of the Empire, and in the council of the Princes thereof has a ſeat 
and voice on the ſpiritual bench between the biſhops of Eichſtart and 
Strasburg. At the Diets of the circle of the Upper Rhine he takes the ſe- 
cond place, His matricular evaluation is eighteen horſe and ſixty foot, or 
monthly four hundred and fifty-ſix florins. To one chamber-term he gives, 
on account of this biſhopric and the provoſtſhip of Meiſſenburg, one hundred 
and fixty-nine rix-dollars eight kruitzers. : 

$. 6. The ſeat of the cathedral-church and chapter lies in the imperial 
city of Spire. The highly worthy chapter thereof conſiſts of fourteen capi- 
tulars, and of the Domicelli here there are thirteen. | 

8. 7. The regency, the epiſcopal vicarſhip, the aulick juriſdiction and 
aulick chamber are its high colleges. . 

F. 8. To the biſhopric of Spire belong the following places, namely, 

1. Philipsburg, a town and fort lying on the Rhine, and ſprung out of 


a borough, named LDaenbeim, which Emich biſhop of Spire purchaſed in 


the year 1316, of Henry of Cologn, burgher of Spire. Biſhop Gerhard ob- 
tained permiſſion of the Emperor Lewis to fortify this place with walls and 
ditches, and biſhop Philip choſe it for his refidence, cauling it in the year 
1618 to be fortified. But the combined Electors and Princes, particularly 
the Elector- palatine Frederick V. as ſuperior, together with the Margrave 
of Baaden-Durlach, agreed at an aſſembly ſummoned at Hellbrun, to ſend 
thither 4000 horſe and foot, with 1200 pioneers, and the neceſſary artillery, 
who alſo on June the 15th, 1618, demanded and took poſſeſſion of the 
place, and upon this razed all the fortifications thereof. But as the Elector 
Frederick was put under the ban, the biſhop of Spire, in the year 1623, 
availed himſelf of this opportunity, to complete the fortifications, and 
named the place Pþhil/ipsbarg, in honour of the Apoſtle of that name. It 
was fortified afterwards in a better and more regular manner. The town, 
indeed, belongs to the biſhop of Spire, who has allo an office here; but is 
looked upon as a fort of the Empire, and accordingly a governor and com- 
mandant are appointed here by it. In the year 1714, at the afſembly of 
the circle- aſſociation of Hebron, it was agreed, that the circle of Franconia 
ſhould ſuffer its troops here to continue longer, or be relieved by an equal 
number ; upon which the circle alſo appointed a Proteſtant chaplain for the 
Proteſtant church of the garriſon in this place. At the peace of Manſter of 
1648, France obtained leave to keep a garriſon here, which privilege in the 


year 1679, at the peace of Niemeguen, ceded to the Emperor, At the peace 


of

of Ryſwick, in 1697, Philipshurg with all its fortifications to the right of 
the Rhine was again ceded to the Emperor and Empire; but it was agreed, 
that thoſe which ſtood on the other fide of that river, together with the 
bridge, ſhould be demoliſhed ; but to the biſhop of Spire were reſerved his 
rights. In 1734 this fort was taken by the French, after a brave defence 
by Wutgenau the commandant, but reſtored again in the year 1737. Since 
that time the works are much fallen to decay. 

2. Rbeinbauſen, a borough lying on the Rhine. 

3. Bruchſal, the proper reſidence of the biſhop, and the ſeat of an upper 
bailiwick, is a ſmall town lying on the river Salsa, inſ that tract of land called 
Prurbein. This place the Emperor Henry HI, conferred in the year 1056 
on Conrad bithop of Spire. Biſhop Ulrich II. built here a citadel, and allo 
purchaſed of Count Conrad of Calve the lordſhip of the place. Concerning 
the immediate Imperial foundation here a ſeparate article occurs below. 
This town was conſiderably damaged by fire by the French in the years 1676 
and 1689. In 1735 the army of the Emperor and Empire had a camp 
here between Bruchſal and Langenbruck, and before them a line and inun- 
dation reaching from F/t/ingen in the margraviate of Baaden-Baaden over 
Bruchſal and Ki/lau to Ketjch and the river Rhine, In it is a commantant 
belonging to the order of run 

4. Altenburg is the ſeat of a bailiwick. 

5. Upper and Lower Grumbach belong to the bailiwick of Grumbach. 

6. Obftatt or Lſtatt is a village lying on the river Cratch. 

7. Upper-Oewiſheim, a village, having a bailiwick- office belonging to the 
chapter. 

9. Langenbruck, a village. 

9. Ki/lau, a citadel ſeated on the river Craich, which the Emperor VI. 
liam conferred in the year 1249 on the biſhopric. In it alſo is a bailiwick- 
ofhce. 

10. Rotenburg, a little town and citadel fituate in the Prurhern, and hav- 
ing a bailiwick- office. | | 

11. Weib/iatt, a little town ſeated in the Creichgau. 

12. Ketſch, a village, lying near the Rhine. 

13, Marientraut, a village ſeated on the Speyerbach, and containing a 
Lailiwick. 

14. Eeideſheim, a little town ſtanding on the Hart, on the banks of 
which grows a fine wine. In it is a princely bailiwick. 

15. Rheinzabern, a village ſeated on the Erlbach, which not far from 
hence falls into the Rhine. 
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The PROvOSTSHIP of 
J T 


HE princely provoſtſhip of Meiſſenburg lies in the ancient imperial 


city of Meiſſenburg, or Kron-Weiſſenburg in the Lower Alſace, See 
vol. ii. p. 597. It was originally an abbey of Benedictine Monks, founded in 
the year 624, which in the year 664 was conſiderably improved by Dago- 
bert King of the Franks. Pope Clement VII. erected it in 1546 into a tem- 
poral provoſtſhip, and in 1546 it was incorporated with the biſhopric of 
Spire, Its arms are a filver caſtle with two towers, over each of which 
waves a golden crown, in a red field. The biſhop of Spire, as princely 
provoſt of Meiſſenburg, has a ſeat and voice in the council of the Princes 
of the Empire on the ſpiritual bench, and that between Berebtoligaden and 
Prum. At the Diets of the Circle of the Upper Rhine, he enjoys alfo a voice 
on account of this provoſtſhip. He repreſents it with two horſe and four- 


teen foot, or monthly, with eighty florins. It has been already ſhewn 
what belongs to this provoſtſhip. 


The BisHOPRIC of

F HE erection of the biſhopric of Straſiburg is aſcribed to the Frankif6 
King Dagobert, and placed in the ſeventh century. It was founded 
in the city of Sraſsburg, where alſo the cathedral church and chapter till 
remain; but the biſhop, as the city received the Lutheran doctrine, has 
fixed his ordinary reſidence in the town of Zabern, or Elſas-Zabern. Ever 
fince Alſace and the ancient imperial city of Straſiburg are fallen under the 
power of France, the biſhop of Straſsburg, indeed, with his temporalty, fo 
far as it is ſituate on the other ſide of the Rhine, is ſubject to the territorial 
juriſdiction of France; but yet with reſpect to his bailiwicks lying on this 
fide of the Rhine, is ſtill a Prince and State of the German Empire, and as 
fuch has as well in the council of the Princes of the Empire on the ſpiritual 
bench, as at the Diets of the Circle of the Upper Rhine, both a ſeat and voice. 
His ancient matricular evaluation is eighteen horſe and one hundred foot, 


er monthly fix hundred and fixteen florins. For one chamber-term he is at 
| preſent 


a 
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preſent limited fifty- eight rix-dollars, thirty kruitzers. As biſhop he is ſubject 
to the archbiſhop of Mentz. The eleven bailiwicks of his territory are de- 


ſcribed Vol. ii. p. 598. 
I ſhall once more mention the bailiwicks ſituate on this ſide of the Rhine, 


among the territories of the Empire, and which are ſtill ſubject to the juriſ- 
diction thereof, and, at the ſame time ſomewhat improve and complete 
the account given thereof, Vol. ii. p. 598. Theſe lie in Suabia, and, indeed,

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The PRovosTSHIP of 
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HE princely provoſtſhip of Meiſſenburg lies in the ancient imperial 
city of Meiſſenburg, or Kron-Weiſſenburg in the Lower Alſace, See 
vol. ii. p: 597. It was originally an abbey of Benedictine Monks, founded in 
the year 624, which in the year 664 was conſiderably improved by Dago- 
bert King of the Franks. Pope Clement VII. erected it in 1546 into a tem- 
poral provoſtſhip, and in 1546 it was incorporated with the biſhopric of 
Spire. Its arms are a ſilver caſtle with two towers, over each of which 
waves a golden crown, in a red field. The biſhop of Sprre, as princely 
provoſt of Meiſſenburg, has a ſeat and voice in the council of the Princes 


of the Empire on the ſpiritual bench, and that between Berchto/5gaden and

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T HE erection of the biſhopric of Straſiburg is aſcribed to the Frankif 
King Dagobert, and placed in the ſeventh century. It was founded 
in the city of Straſiburg, where alſo the cathedral church and chapter till 
remain; but the biſhop, as the city received the Lutheran doctrine, has 
fixed his ordinary refidence in the town of Zabern, or Elſas-Zabern. Ever 
fince Alſace and the ancient imperial city of Straſiburg are fallen under the 
power of France, the bifhop of Straſiburg, indeed, with his temporalty, fo 
far as it is ſituate on the other ſide of the Rhine, is ſubject to the territorial 
juriſdiction of France; but yet with reſpect to his bailiwicks lying on this 
fide of the Rhine, is ſtill a Prince and State of the German Empire, and as 
fuch has as well in the council of the Princes of the Empire on the ſpiritual 
bench, as at the Diets of the Circle of the Upper Rhine, both a ſeat and voice. 
His ancient matricular evaluation is eighteen horſe and one hundred foot, 


or monthly fix hundred and fixteen florins. For one chamber-term he is at

5. 1. O F the principality of Fulda, Wolfgan Regrwill has delineated a 
chart, which was engraven by Blaeu. After him John Bapt. Ho- 
mann publiſhed another on two ſheets, which in the Atlas of Germany is the 
102d. In Jobn Frederic Schannat's Corpus Traditionum Fuldenſium we find 
a chart of ancient Buchau, in Latin Buchonia, which Job. George Puſchner 
of Nuremberg engraved ; and this very Schannat has ſubjoined a chart to his 
work, which bears the inſcription of Dioceſis Fuldenſis. - 
$. 2. The principality is environed by Heſſe, the counties of Jenburg and 
Hanau, the biſhopric of Wurzburg, the princely county of Henneburg, and 
ſome diſtricts of knights of the Empire, being in its greateſt length above 
thirteen, and in its greateſt breadth upwards of ten German miles. 
$. 3. It is a mountainous and woody country, but has alſo rich arable 
lands and falt ſprings. The principal rivers which water it are the Fulda, 
which ariſes in it, and the Saal, which iſſues out of the territory of Wurz- 
burg, and to the ſouth runs through a ſmall tract of the biſhopric of Fulda. 
Its inhabitants are for the greateſt part Roman catholics, but among them are 
alſo ſome Lutherans. In general we reckon here ſixty pariſh and ninety- 
four filial churches, among which nine of the pariſh and a few of the filial 
churches are Lutheran, but the reſt catholic. | 
$. 4. This principality forms a conſiderable part of the ancient Buchau, 
in Latin Buchonia, Boconia, Bocauna, Buochunna and Puobunna, which 
aroſe out of a great and rough wood, and was divided into fix gauns, or 
fagi; namely, into Eaſt and Weſt Grapfeld, Tullifeld, Salagewe, Sinna- 
getee, Aſcfeld, Vueringewe and Baringe. To this rough wood the Abbot 
Sturm betook himfelt in the year 742, at the ſuggeſtion of St. Boniface, 
in order to ſeek out a place for a cloyſter. He fixed upon one on the 
river Fulda, in Latin Fuldaha, over which the merchants of Thuringen 
uſed to go to Mentz, and Boniface, in the year 744, obtained permiſſion 
of the Frankiſh King, Karimann, to erect a cloyſter there, which was founded 
with Benedictine Monks, and had the ſaid Sturm for its firſt abbot. Pope 
Zachary I. in the year 751, conferred on it the privilege of being ſubject 
to the chair of Reme alone, and to no other biſhop, This privilege was 
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confirmed by King Pepin, about the year 755, and, in the 6 
Pope S IV. — Jobn XIII. in the year 968, e by 
abbots of Fulda the primacy over all abbots in Gaul and Germany, which 
Pope Silvefter Il. ratified in the year 999, adding thereto the liberty of ap- 

inting councils, and how the biſhops were to appeal to the chair of Rome. 

he Emperor Otto I. granted unto the abbots the dignity of being arch- 
chancellors to the Roman Empreſs ; and Charles IV. confirmed it in ſuch 
a manner that, by virtue thereof, at the coronation of the Empreſs, and 
at all other times whenever ſhe was to appear in the Imperial ornaments, 
they were to ſet on and take off the crown. At length, Pope Benedict XIV. 
in the year 1752, raiſed the abbey to an exempted biſhopric, though with 
the reſervation of the fatus regularis. But of this the archbiſhop of Mentz 
complained greatly, affirming himſelf to be the to ancient metropolitan of 
the church of Fulda. ” 

F. 5. The title of the biſhop of Fulda runs thus, by virtue of the 
above : Biſhop and Abbot of Fulda, Prince of the holy Roman Empire, 
Arch-chancellor of the reigning Roman Empreſs, Primate of all Germany 
and Gaul. The arms of Fulda are a black croſs in a field Argent. The 
high-chapter here conſiſts of fifteen perſons. 

F. 6. The biſhop and abbot of Fulda is a Prince of the Empire, and in 
the council of the Princes of the Fmpire has a feat and voice on the 
ſpiritual bench after the biſhop of Chur. He is alſo a member of the Circle 
of the Upper Rhine.

Fulda, the capital and refidentiary town of the Principality, on the river 
Fulda, owes its original to the abbey, near which at firſt a village was 
erected and afterwards enlarged, and, about the year 1162, ſurrounded 
with walls and erected into a town. In it alſo was a royal palace. The 
Prince's palace here is a well laid ſtructure. The principal church in it is 
dedicated to Cbriſt our Saviour. The collegiate-church here, dedicated to 
St. Boniface, was before called the pariſh-church of St. Blazſe ; but, in the 

1650, the chapter of St. Bonzface, which, till that time, had conti- 
nued at Great Bor/la on the Werra, was tranſlated to Fulda. In it alto is 
a college of Jeſuits, with a gymnaſium and papal ſeminary, and a nunnery 
of Benedictinet. In the year 1734, the Prince and Abbot Adolph, of Da!- 
berg, founded an univerſity here, which, on Augu/# 19, was ſolemnly 
conſecrated.

vear founded a nunnery at the foot of Blankenberg hill, on the ſpot where 
the fortreſs ſtood ; but ever fince the fixteenth century this nunnery has 
been deſtitute of recluſes.

Herbjtein, or Herberſtein, a ſmall town, well known in the year 1325. 

Obſ. In the year 1366, Henry abbot of Fulda, diſpoſed (reſerving, how- 
ever, a power of redemption) to the three brothers Frederic, Balthaſar, 
and I/illiam, Langraves of Thuringen, the bailiwicks of Salzungen and 
Lichtenburg, with all their appurtenances. Not long after they too diſ- 
poſed of the whole bailiwick of L:ichtenberg and one half of Sa/zungen to 
the archbiſhopric of Mentz, from whom it devolved to the archbiſhop of 
Wurtzburg, and afterwards to the houſe of Henneberg; and laſtly, the 
bailiwick of Lichtenberg came into the poſſeſſion of the counts of Mangfeld. 
In the year 1557, the houſes of the Princes of Saxony redeemed the baili- 
wick of Lichtenberg from the counts of Mansfeld, and in 1675, that half 
alſo of Salzungen (the other half having never been alienated) which be- 
longed to the counts of Stollberg, to whom it had deſcended by means of 
the widow of Albert count of Henneberg, by birth counteſs of Stollberg: 
the preſent proprietors of this bailiwick are the dukes of Saxe-Meinungen 
and Eiſenach. In the year 1625, the abbey of Fulda ſhowed an inclination 
for redeeming theſe bailiwicks, and in 1723 more ſtrongly infiſted on it, 
which occationed great diſturbances, till the year 1737 both parties agreed 
to refer it to an arbitration, which arbitration, however, has not taken 
place. The abbey of Fulda will ſubmit the diviſion only to the aulic 
council, and the Saxon Princes inſiſt on referripg it to the Judices Anſtrege, 


or a court of arbitrays, nominated by the Sovereigns. The

$. 2. The chief prior or grand-maſter of that order in Germany, who is 
alſo uſufructuaty poſſeſſor of theſe places, has been reckoned ever fince the time 
of Charles V. who raiſed George Schilling grand-prior to that dignity, a Prince 
of the empire, and he fits in the college of Princes on the eccleſiaſtical 
bench, in the middle betwixt the priors of Ellwangen and Berchtolsgaden : 
he has alſo a ſeat and vote in the Diets of the Circle of the Upper Rhine. In 
the matricula too of the Empire he is aſſeſſed ten horſe and eighty foot, or 
two hundred forty florins per month, and to the chamber at Wez/ar forty- 
nine rthler. forty-five and a half kruitzers. 

$. 3. The grand-prior pretends that the firſt five places under-mentioned 
were acquired by the order of St. Jobn, and that the property and ſo- 
vereignty of them have been inveſted in it for ſome centuries. Relatively to 
thoſe places he is ſubje& only to the Emperor and Empire; but the houſe 
of Auſtria accounts him a vaſſal. The grand-maſter having in the fixteenth 
century removed his reſidence to Herterſheim, was ſummoned to the Diet 
of Briſgau, whither he came on certain conditions, upon which he was 
afterwards decounted a denizen, and the correſpondent duties were re- 
quired of him, in which in the year 1630, he formally acquieſced. After- 
wards, indeed, he preferred ſeveral complaints both to the Emperor and 
Pope, but without effect. In the year 1665, it was, indeed, agreed that 
the grand-maſter ſhould hold the faid five places together with the ſove- 
reignty of them, but acknowledge the houſe of Auſtria as the patron and 
Dominus directus; and with reſpect to the other villages as lords paramount 
that relatively to the two firſt places he ſhould be a prelate of Upper Auſtria, 
and by virtue of the third a noblemen. This agreement, however, was 
never wholly fulfilled, and the houſe of Auſtria has fince cancelled it. 

$. 4. The places above-mentioned are, 

1. Heiterſheim, a market-town, purghaſed by the order from the Mar- 
grave of Hochberg in the year 1297. The Emperor Leapold granted it the 
privilege of two annual fairs, and ever fince the fixteenth century it has 
been the place of the reſidence of the grand-prior. 

Ginglingen, a village, transferred to the order by the Margrave of Holberg 
in the year 1297. 

Brembgarten, a village, which in the year 1313 devolved to the order 
from the lords of Stauffer as a fief of the Empire.

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Grieſheim, or 4 a village ſeated on the Rhine, which deſcended 
likewiſe to the order from the lords of Stauffen.

The PRINCELY ABBEY of 
P R U H. 


F. I. 8 HE Benedictine abbey of Prum lies in the foreſt of Ardenne, be- 
| twixt the bailiwicks of Schoneck and Schonberg, in the electorate 
of Triers, and the duchy of Luxembourg. It was founded in the cighth 
century by Pepin, King of the Franks, and his ſpouſe. In the year 883 
the Normans deſtroyed it, and about ten years after it was again ſurpriſed 
by thoſe fierce ſavages, who put many of the religious to the ſword. In 
the year 1017, a canonry was ſettled in this place. In the year 1343, for 
its greater ſecurity, it put itſelf under the archbiſhopric of Triers; and in 
1579, by a papal bull, was for ever annexed to board-lands of the 
archbiſhopric, and incorporated with it, which annexment and incorpo- 
ration was confirmed in 1575 by the Emperor Maximilian II. and thus it 
was that the Elector of Triers became adminiſtrator of this abbey, and the 
arms he bears as ſuch are mentioned in the archbiſhopric of Trier:. 

F. 2. The archbiſhop of Triers, as adminiſtrator of this abbey, fits and 
votes on the eccleſiaſtical bench in the college of Princes, before the abbots 
of Stablo and Corvey; but the precedence betwixt theſe abbies is conteſted, 
and according to ſome, they take place alternately. The Elector alſo, with 
reſpect to Prum, is taxed in the matricula of the Empire at one horſeman 
and thirteen foot. In the laſt publication of the uſual matricula, Prum pays 
to the chamber at Wezlar thirty-eight rthlr. ſixty- two and a half kruitzers; 
but others ſay, that by a particular act of the Empire, dated 1727, the 
quota of this abbey is only eleven rthlr. five kruitzers; Prum likewiſe en- 
titles the Elector of Triers to a ſeat and vote in the Diet of the Circle of the 
Upper Rhine, where he fits the laſt on the bench of Princes. 

$. 3. The prior and convent of this abbey have, indeed, a court of juſtice 
for civil cauſes, either perſonal or within the lower juriſdiction, but with a 
right of appeal to the court of Triers, whereas the tribunal erected at Prum, 
by the Elector of Triers, decides finally in all criminal caſes, and others per- 
taining to the high juriſdiction. | 

8. 4. The 
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$. 4. The lands and caſualties of this abbey fince the year 1361, have 
been divided among the abbot and convent; and this partition holds good 


in moſt points to this very day; but the abbey no longer enjoys all the lands 


and caſualties which at that time belonged to it. The lordſhip of S. Goar 
on the Rhine, which had been annexed in particular to the abbots lands, 
was about the year 1557 ſold to the Landgrave of Heſſen-Rheinfels; and of 
the ſovereignty, and conſequently of the taxes of the lordſhips of Avance, 
Loncin, Fumay, Teppin and Ravin, the abbey has been deprived by the 
biſhop of Liege and the King of France contrary to the treaties of Ryſwyck 
and Baden. At the time of the above partition the annual produce of the 
eſtates allotted to the convent was computed at 4000 gold guldens. The 
Elector of Triers in a memoir of his preſented to the Diet in the year 1722 
for an abatement of this imperial circular and chamber aſſeſſments, alled 
that the whole abbey of Prum, together with rhe remaining lands, did not 
bring in above 1 500 rthler. 

This abbey lies on the little river of the ſame name, having a borough 
near it, and not far from it ſtands Nicdar-Prum, which is a nunnery of 


Benedictines.

8. 1. I N the year 1122 Bruns and Pappe, brothers and counts of Lauſſen, 

and the former alſo archbiſhop of Triers, founded a convent of Be- 
nedicti nes at Odenbeim or Wigoldsberg, referving, however, to themſelves and 
the heads of their family the right of patronage and protection, and this 
foundation with its ſeveral clauſes received the ſanction of the Pope and 
Emperor. On the extinction of the counts of Lauffien, abbot Berniger, 
with the privity and by the advice of his convent, in the year 1219, made 
a tender of the right of patronage and protection to the Emperor Frederic II. 
and his ſucceſſors, which the Emperor Lewis conferred on Gerhard biſhop of 


A Spire, and Charles IV. in the year 1369, mortgaged it to the biſhops of 


that place for 1000 florins. Under Maximilian I. namely, in the year 1494, 
this convent was, by permiſſion granted from the Pope, converted into a 
fecular college of immediate nobles of the Empire, and a prior appointed 
in lieu of the abbot. In 1507, Philip, biſhop of Spire, permitted the col- 
lege to be removed from Odenbeim to Bruchſal, at the ſame time granting 


to the prior, dean and chapter thereof, the church of our Lady in that town. 


This convent therefore, though removed to Bruchſal, a town in the dioceſe 
of Spire, is yet ſtill commonly called Odenbeim from the primary place of 
its foundation. 

$- 2. The prior of Odenheim, who is generally the biſhop of Spire, fits 
and votes in that quality at the Diet among the prelates of the Empire on 
the Rhine-bench next to the abbot of Keyter/heim, and likewiſe in the Diets 
of the Circle of the Upper Rhine. His matricular aſſeſſment is ſeven foct 
ſoldiers, or inſtead thereof forty florins per month, and to the chamber of 
Wetzlar he pays eighty-one rthlr. fourteen kruitzers and a half. 


$ $. 3. By 
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g. 3. By virtue of an ancient cuſtom, the chapter levies the contributions 
on the ſubjects, and the prior receives a yearly penfion. The chapter has 
indeed found means to get the whole management of the priory into their 
own hands, excluding the prior from any part of it; and in the year 1729, 
he made a complaint, that after having advanced out of the treaſury at 
Spire, the imperial circular and Wetzlar aſſeſſments for the priory of Oden- 
heim, he had not been able even to recover his own money, and therefore, as 


biſhop of Spire, renounced the payment of the ſeveral taxations with which 


the ſaid priory was charged. 
FJ. 4. The immediate imperial eſtates of the priory, which of courſe form 
a diſtin territory from the dioceſe of Shire, conſiſt of

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§. I. L. E S in the Hundſruck or Hunſruck, or Pagus Hunicus of the an- 

cients, the origin of which was in the following manner: Rupert III. 
Elector-palatine, who alſo arrived to be King of the Romans, is ſaid before 
his deceaſe, which happened in the year 1410, to have choſen arbitrators, 
and requeſted of them to make the moſt equitable diſtribution of his domi- 
nions among his four ſons, who after his death, obliged themſelves faith- 
fully to abide by and promote the execution of ſuch diviſion. This was 
performed in the ſame year, and gave riſe to four principalites which are 
abſolutely independent, the mutual right of inheritance excepted. Of theſe 
brothers Duke Stephen III. had for his ſhare the towns of Simmern, Laubach, 
Habenbeim, Argenthal, and all that part belonging to the Elector- palatine in 
| 2 the 
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the Hunſrucł, together with the caſtle of MViperg, the village of Lauben- 
heim, the caſtle of Stramberg, Ge. as alſo the towns of Anweiler, Livey- 
brucken, Hornbach, Bergzabern, and in a word the preſent principality of 


Simmern, and county of Ziveybrucken or Deuxponts. This duke St 


marrying Anne only daughter of Frederick, the laſt count of Veldenz and 
Sponbeim, obtained with her the county of Yeldenz and half that of Sponbeim 
alſo. In 1444, it was agreed betwixt Fregeric his father-in-law and Duke 
Stephen, that his eldeſt fon Frederic ſhould fucceed to his grandfather's part 
of both the counties of Sponbeim, and alſo to his father's eſtates in the 
Hunſruck, namely, to Simmern; and that Leis the other fon ſhould poſ- 


ſeſs Veldenz and Ziveybructen. Frederic III. great-grandſon to Frederic 


duke of Simmern, arriving to be Elector-palatine, granted the dutchy of 
Simmern to his brother George, and on his death to his brother Richard, 
and he dying it again eſcheated to the EleQtor Frederic IV. who bequeathed 
the principality of Simmern to his youngeſt ſon Lewis Philip; but on the 
death of his fon Lewis Henry it again devolved to the Electoral houſe. On 


the extinction, however, of this, and in it of the whole Simmern line, Leo-/ _ 


fold Lewis, Palſgrave of Veldeng, claimed the ſucceſſion to the dutchy of 
Simmern, which has been continued however under the EleQor-palatines. 

8 2. The EleQor-palatine, in right of Simmern, fits and votes in the 
college of Princes, and is joint convocatory Prince of the Circle of the Upper 
Rhine, of which mention has been made at large in the introduction to 
that Circle. No particular aſſeſſment of the principality occurs in the 
matricula. 

$. 3. To this dutchy of Simmern belongs 

The upper bailiwick of SIMMERN, 

Simmern, the capital and ſeat of the upper bailiwick, lies on the river 
Simmern, all the three religions have their church here. In 1689, this 
place ſuffered extremely by the French. 

Laubach, a ſmall town. 

Hoben- Rhine, alſo called Horrein, a ſmall town. 

Argenthal, a little town. 

Waldeck, a caſtle. 


Ekrenberg, a caſtle ſeated on the AMoſel, and wholly ſurrounded by the

The churches of Rheinbellen, Ribern, Pleitſenbauſen, Neuenkirch, Gun- 
terſhauſen, and Gemunden have been taken from the Proteſtants. 


Obſ. The upper bailiwick of STROMBERG: has alſo been annexed to the 


Simmern ſhare ; and a deſcription of it is to be met with p. of this work. 


To it likewiſe belongs the bailiwick of Bockelbeim, 2 by the Elector- 


palatine, it was immediately added as an under bailiwick to the upper amt 


of Creutzenach in the county of Sponbeim. This bailiwick was held as a 
mort- 
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mortgage from the archbiſhopric of Mentz by Lewis the Swarthy, duke of 


Deuxponts ; but in the year 1471, Frederic I. Elector-palatine, made him- 
ſelf maſter of it, and kept poſſeſſion thereof. The Elector Frederic IV. 
united it to the dutchy of Simmern, which he conferred on his own fon 
Lewis Philip. In the year 1663, the Elector of Mentz offering to redeem 
this bailiwick, Lewis Henry, the laſt duke of Simmern, conſented to hold it 
of him as a fief, and allowed him the acceptance of homage ; but this duke 
dying in 1673, the Elector- palatine ſeized on the bailiwick of Bockelberm. 
This cauſed the imperial chamber to ſequeſtrate it and appoint an admini- 
ſtrator; but in the year 1715 this was taken off by a convention, by virtue of 
which the bailiwick of Bockelheim continued to the Elector- palatine, who 
on his part ceded certain places in the upper amt of Creutzenach to the 
Elector of Mentz. This bailiwick lies along the Nabe, and its principal 
places are, 

Bochelbeim, a caſtle. 

Sobernheim, a ſmall town lying on the Nabe

N the year 1610, Frederick IV. Elector-palatine, bequeathed to his 
ſecond ſon, Lewis Philip, the Palſgrave, excluſive of the principality of 
Simmern, and one half of the anterior county of Sponherm, likewiſe the Prin- 
cipality of Lautern, which, in the year 1613, was ſettled and ratified, In 
the compact entered into in the year 1653, betwixt Charles Lewis, Elector- 
palatine, and the above-mentioned Palſgrave, Lewis Philip, the latter re- 
tained, during his and his ſpouſe's life-time, the caſtle, town and amt 
of Lautern, with moſt of the church-lands and all the rights appertaining to- 
the ſovereignty of them; but the two upper amts of Wolſſtein and Rocken- 
hauſen, together with the town of Otterberg, and the upper and lower ju- 
riſdiction, were to deſcend to his heirs. On the other hand, the 3 
| palatine 
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palatine poſſeſſed the abbey of Lautern, with the reverſion thereof, the convent 
and priory of Enkenbach, the public cellar at Caliſiadt, as alſo a ſeat and vote 
at the Imperial and circular Diets held by the Prince of Lautern; and the 


above-mentioned Lew:s Philip, his conſort, and their ſon Lewis Henry, dying, 
the whole country reverted to the Electoral houſe. Its particular aſſeſſment, 
either to the Empire or chamber at Watzlar, is not ſpecified. In the Diets 
Lautern votes before Simmern. This dutchy conſiſts of the upper amt of 
Lautern, which has been already deſcribed in the Circle of the Rhine, 
as a part of the Palatinate. 


YVELDENZ and LAUTERECK. 


8.1. IF has been already obſerved, in the article of Simmern, that Stephen, 

duke of Simmern, by his marriage with Anne, heireſs of Frederick, the 
laſt count of Yeldenz, acquired the poſſeſſion of that county; and, with 
the approbation of his father-in-law, ſettled on his fon Lewis, ſurnamed 
the Swarthy, and his heirs, the counties of YVeldenz and Deuxponts, together 
with ſome other places, inveſting him alſo with the arms and title of Count of 
Veldenz. Now, though theſe countries, thus incorporated, are from the reſiden- 
tiary ſtyled the dutchy of Deuxpents, and under this title all the regalia have 
been conferred on the proprietors ; yet its ſovereigns, as the Elector- palatine 
and Duke of Bavaria, uſed to ſtyle themſelves only Counts of Veldenz. 
Theſe territories were jointly poſſeſſed, under the title of the dutchy of 
Deuxpons, by Lewis the Swartty, as alſo by his ſon Alexander, Lewis II. 
ſon to the latter, and by Rupert II. as guardian fo Volfgang, his brother's 
fon, till the year 1543, when the ſaid Duke Rupert, by the mediation 
of Philip, Landgrave of Heſſe-Caſſel, obtained leave for his former ward, 
Duke Wolfgang, agreeably to a, contract ſigned at Marburg, to transfer 
unto him, and the male heirs of his body, the caſtle and vale of Yeldensz, 
with its five villages and the tythes of Brambacher, as alſo the caſtle and 
borough of Lawutereck, together with its four villages, the juriſdiction of 
Gettenbacher, with its appertenances, the convent of Ronigſberg, with its 
revenues, as alſo certain revenues ariſing from the bailiwick of Krchtemberg, 
and other emoluments : but to this contract a clauſe was alſo annexed, that 
Duke Volſgang, and his ſucceffors, ſhould, as reigning lords, receive the in- 
veſtiture of the whole country from the Emperor and Empire ; and, that 
all its vaſſals, though dwelling in the parts aſſigned to Duke Rupert, ſhould 


be inveſted by Duke Yo/fgang and his ſucceſſors, as actual fovereigns ; and, 


likewiſe, that the lands thus alienated ſhould pay their reſpective contin- 
gencies at the Imperial or circular aids into the ſovereign's treaſury at 
Deux-fonts, Duke Rupert ſettled theſe new acquifitions on his own ſon 
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George John, who, in conſequence of a treaty of partition, entered into in 
the year 1556, with the above-mentioned Duke Wolfgang, ſucceeded in 
the dominions of the Elector- palatine to the lordſhip of Lutzel/tein and the 
EleQor's portion of the territory of Gutenberg, Abſenz, and the wine tenths 
at Weiſſenburg and Kleeburg. But, the year 1566, brought a conſider- 


able addition to the grandeur of Duke George Jobn, the Emperor creating 


him a Prince of the Empire with right of a ſeat and vote in the Diet. All 
theſe privileges deſcended to his grandſon Duke Leopold Lewis, who dying 
in the year 1694, without male iſſue, was the laſt of the line of his great- 
grand-tather Rupert. His territories were claimed by the Elector-palatine, 
Palſgraves of Deux-ponts, Sulzbach and Birkenfeld. At length, in the year 
1733, an agreement was entered into between the ſeveral claimants, by 
which it was ſtipulated, that the Elector-palatine ſhould hold Veldenz and 


"Lautereck ; and the Palſgraves of B:rkenfeld and Sultzbach poſſeſs the county 


of Lutelſtein betwixt them; and, with reſpect to the ſeat and vote in the 
Imperial and circular Diets, as lord of Veldenz, Charles Philip, the Elector, 
was to hold theſe during life, after which they were to be ſhared alter- 
nately, from year to year, by the Palſgraves of Brirkenfeid and Sulzbach ; 
and thus it has continued ever fince the year 1743, without the leaſt diſcon- 
tent on either fide. 

F. 2. The lands which devolved, in the manner above-mentioned, to 
Duke Rupert, and are now held by the Elector-palatine, form two upper 
bailiwicks ; v:2z. 

1. The upper bailiwick of Yeldenz, lying on the Meſelle, and being ſur- 
rounded on all fides by the EleQorate of Triers. In it is 

Veldenz, a borough, containing a ſeat of that name at half an hour's diſtance 
from it, together with the villages of Borgen, or Burgen, Duſſemont, noted 
for its excellent Moſelle wine; Mullbeim, containing a pariſh-church ; An- 
deln and Kornhauſen. 

2. The upper bailiwick of LauvTzRrEck lies on the river Glan, and 
contains 

Lautereck, a berough, or ſmall town, ſeated on the river Glan. 

The villages of Heznzenhauſeu, Lobnweiler, Berſweiler and WV; et/fwailer.. 

Romigsberg, originally a convent, but now a ſeat. 


The Dur chY of DEUX-PONTS. 


§. 1. TEE preſent dutchy of Deux-ponts is compoſed of the ancient 

county of Deux-ponts and ſome parts of the preceding county ot 
Feldenz ; the laſt, indeed, conſtitutes two thirds of the dutchy. In the year 
1385, Eberhard, laſt count thereof, ſold half this county to the Palatine 


honſs 
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houſe for 23,000 florins, and the other half he afterwards left to the Elec- 
tor Rupert the Elder. In the year 1410, this county was aſſigned to Duke 
Stephen, who bequeathed it, together with the county of Yeldenz, to his 
ſon Lewis the Swarthy, How theſe territories, thus united, came to be 
called the Dutchy of Deux-fonts, has been ſhewn in the account ot Veldenz. 
Under Duke Wolgang this dutchy ſuffe red a conhtiderable diſmembrement 
by his grant of part of the territories of Ye/derz and Lautereck to his uncle 
Rupert. On the other hand, by virtue of the treaty of He:deiberg in the 
year 1553, and the compact at Marburgh, in 1559, entered into with his 
grand-tather Gecrge Jebn, Elector-palatine, the tame Duke Wolfgang, on 
the demiſe of the Hector Orta Henry, ſucceeded to one half of the hither 
county of Sponheim ; and a few years before, the above Elector, Otto Henry, 
had conferred on him the dutchy of Neuburg, which had deſcended to him 
by his mother. This laſt dutchy he ſettled on his eldeſt fon Philip Lewis, 
and the dutchy of Deux-ponts on his tecond fon Febn ; but, as the eldeſt ſon 
was, by his father's will, to cede to his brother, Orte Henry, the caſtle, 
court and town of Su/zbach, together with the bailiwicks of Hipoliſtein and 
Allerſterg, and to his brother Frederick the caſtle, bailiwick and juriſdic- 
tion of Park/tein and Neiden, as alſo the bailiwick of Flofjenburg, in the 
dutchy of Nerburg, as an appenage ; hn, the ſecond ſon, was alſo to 
make over to Charles, the youngeſt of theſe brothers, one moiety of the 
county of Sponheim. Jobn, Duke of Deux-ponts, had two ſons; wiz. 
TFobn Frederick Caſimir and Jobn Cafimir. Frederick Lewis deſcended from 
the ſecond ſon dying, in the year 1681, without heirs, the ſucceſſion de- 
volved on the poſterity of the third ſon, John Cafimir, whoſe fon, Charles 
Guſtavus, arrived to be King of Sweden; and his fon, Charles XI. King alſo 
of that Kingdom, ſucceeded to the dutchy of Deux- ponts and tranſmitted 
it to his martial ſon Charles XII. The latter being killed at the fiege of 
Frederick/hall in Nerway, in the year 1718, this dutchy deſcended to Duke 
Guſtavus Samuel Leupold, whoſe father Adolphus Jobn was brother to King 
Charles Guſtatus. He died without heirs in the year 1731, on which 
Duke Cbriſtian III. of Berkenfeld, put in his claim to the dutchy of Deux- 
ponts; and, in the year 1733, by virtue of a compact with the Elector- 
palatine, obtained it, yielding up to that Prince the under bailiwick of 
Stadecken. 

$. 2. The Duke of Deuxponts enjoyb a ſeat and vote in the college of 
Princes, as alſo in the Diets of the Circle of the Upper Rhine. His matri- 
cular aſſeſſment is ten horſe and thirty foot, or two hundred and forty florins 
per month; and to the chamber at Vetzlar, a deduction being made for 
the bailiwick of Stradecken, he pays one hundred and ſeventy-two rix- 
dollars and thirty-fix kruitzers. 


F. 3. The annual revenues of the territories of Deux-ponts are computed 
at 300,000 florins,

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$. 4. The dutchy of Deux-ponts conſiſts, 

1. Of the following parts of the preceding county of Deux: ponts, lying 
in the Waſgau ; vis. 

1. Deuxponts, in Latin Bipontum, in German Zaveybrucken, the cap ital, 
though not large. It is well built and has a fine palace erected in the modern 
taſte. It is alſo the ſeat of an upper bailiwick. Of the great church here the 
Catholics have the choir and the Proteſtants the nave. The Lutherans have 
likewiſe a church. In this town is alſo a gymnaſium. During the thirty years 
war this town ſuffered extremely, and, in 1677, no leſs from the French. 
In a vale at no great diſtance from it lies | 

Schuflick, a pleaſure-houſe, erected by Staniflaus, the dethroned King of 
Poland, during his reſidence at Deux-ponts, but now gone to ruin. 

Kirkel, a ſeat. 

Hornbach, a little town. 

Breidenbach, Contwig, Ernſtzveiler, Lambſhorn and Wiesbach, Limbach, 
Minbach and Webenbeim, Nunſchweiler, Rieſchweiler, Waldmobr, Walzbeim, 
all Proteſtant pariſhes. 

Amweiler, a ſmall town and the ſeat of Tr:iefels, near which lies 

Neu-Caſtell, a ſeat. 

Bergzabern, a (ſmall town, containing a feat and an upper bailiwick. 

Minfeld and Langenkandel, two market-towns. 

Guttenberg, a ſeat. 

Kindelbrun and Drachenfels, two caſtles lying in ruins. 

Kleeburg, a market-town, fortified with a wall and a caſtle, was for- 
merly the reſidence of the family of Deuxponts-Kleeburg, the founder of 
which was Jahn Caſimir, third fon to Duke Jabn. The Proteſtants have a

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$. 1. THE moſt ancient and imperfect map of Heſſe is that of Dryander. In 

the year 1586, Gerhard Mercator, by order of the Landgrave Mil- 
liam began a map of Lower-Heſſe, which was finiſhed by his fon John 
Mercator. This probably was the plan made uſe of by Blacuw, Janſſon, 
Hond, the Waesbergs and Homann in their maps of Lower-Hefſe. In the 
year 1705, the heirs of the latter publiſhed Pranner's map of the territories 
of Heſſe-Darmftadt, and all its neighbourhood, in fix leaves; but Valt and 
Keulen have put forth maps of all Heſſe. Thoſe of Hamann make N 100 
and 101, in the Atlas of Germany. i 

8. 2. Under the Catti, the Empire of the Francs, and a little before the 
time of Henry the Child, the boundaries of this Principality were different. 
At preſent the Landgrave of Heſſe terminates on the biſhopric of Fulda, 
the Principality of Herſjeld, Thuringia and Eichſfeld, as alſo on that of 
Calenberg, together with the biſhoprick of Paderborn and Waldeck, the dutchy 
of Meſipbalia, the county of Witgenſtein, Naſſau Dillenburg, the county of 
Solms and Upper Iſenburg. In theſe limits the county of Katzenellnbogen 
and ſome other territories are not included. The Landgravate of Heſſe, 
conſidered in itſelf, is ſomewhat above twenty German miles in length. 

F. 3. The country, for the moſt part, is hilly and woody, though not 
without pleaſant vallies in it, and here and there good corn and paſture 
lands are met with, and ſome parts alſo produce a plenty of excellent wine, 
and it abounds particularly in cattle. The mineral Kingdom here is very 
conſiderable. The Eber is an aurifluous river, and near Frankenberg a gold 
mine was formerly worked. Silver, copper, lead and iron are found at 
preſent in great quantities in this country; as alſo allum, vitriol, ſalt- ſprings, 
pit-coal, ſulphur, boles, a porcelain-earth, marble and alabaſter. It has 
likewiſe its baths and mineral-ſprings, with an uncommon plenty of game 
and fiſh. Excluſive of the Nine, which runs through the upper and lower 
county of Katzenellnbogen, and the Mayne, which paſſes alſo through a part 


lowing 


of the upper county of Katgenellnbogen, Heſſe is further watered by the fol- 
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lowing rivers ; viz. the Lan, or Lahn, alſo called the Lebn, Lobn and 
Labn, in Latin Lanus and Logana, which run into the Weſfterwalde, in the 
Principality of Naſſau-Siegen near a farm called Lahnhauſs, and paſſing 
through part of the county of Mitgenſtein, enters Heſſe, where it is rejoined 
by other ſmaller ſtreams ; namely, the Ohm, Marbach, or K-tzerbach, the 
Zweſſerau, Salzbutte, Wieſſeck, Beber, Dill, Wetz, Weilbach, Ems, Elb, 
Aar, Erl and Mublbach. After this it falls, near Cablenix, into the Rhine. 
The Fulda comes from the biſhoprick of Fulun, receives the Eder, which, 
before it is increaſed by the Schwwalm, is but a ſmall river iſſuing from Upper 
Heſſe, and at length joins the Verra. This laſt river, which has its ſource 
in the county and Principality of Henneberg, was formerly known by the 
name of, Wiſaraha, Wiſuraha, We:ſara and afterwards Wirraha, or Wirra ; 
inſomuch that, contrary to the common opinion, it is not at Munden, where 
it is joined by the Fulda, that it firit has the name of Meſer, in Latin Viſur- 
gis; the Diemel, which, after watering the biſhopric of Paderborn, runs 
alſo into the Weſer. | : 

$. 4. Heſſe, like many other parts of Germany, has ſtates who are ſum- 
moned to the Diets of the country. Thoſe of Heſſe-Caſſel are, firſt, the 
prelates, who are compoſed of, Firſt, the commandery of the Teutonic order 
tor Heſſe, who reſides at Marburg. Secondly, Of the rector and ſenate of 
the univerſity of Marburg, by virtue of its conventual lands. Thirdly, of the 


four provoſts of the canonries of Kauffungen and Wetter, and the governors. 


of the hoſpitals of Haina, Merxhauſen, Hofheim and Grunau. 2. The nc- 
bility, who are diſtinguithed by the five rivers Labu, Schwalm, Fulda, Werre 
and Diemel; but theſe are without any ſettled rank among themſelves. 
3. The towns, which are alſo divided according to the countries lying on 
thoſe five rivers, and in each is a ſ\ummoning-town, as Caſſel on the Dieme!, 
Marburg on the Labn,  Eſchwege on the Werra, Herſfe!d on the Fulda, and 
Homberg on the Schwalm. Caſſel and Marburg ſend each two repreſentatives 
to the general and particular Diets, as alſo to the ſmaller and larger com- 
mittees of the latter. The other towns aſſiſt at them only in turns, ac- 
cording to a ſettled rotation. To the ſmaller committces each of theſe 
ſends two deputies and four to the larger. The town of S. Goar, together 
with the other towns of the lower county of Katzenellnhbogen, ſend one to 
the former and to the latter two. The ſtates of Heſe-Darmſtadt conſiſt 
likewiſe of, 1. the prelates ; namely, the commandery of the Teutonic order 
at Schiffenberg and the rector and f nate of the univerſity of Gzefjen ; 2. the 
nobility ; and, 3. the towns. 

In the Diets both of Heſſe-Caſſel and Heſſe-Darmſtad? preſides the here- 
ditary-marſhal, who is always the chief of the noble family of Rzedeſe! of 
Eiſenbach, who alſo takes place of the univerſities, being likewiſe the here- 
ditary-cup-bearer, which poſt is held by the eldeſt branch of the Scherer 
of Schweinsberg, ſigns the acts of the Dyet immediately after the hereditary- 

| i marſhal 
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marſhal and before the univerſity of Gieſſen, though the latter conſtantly 
proteſts againſt it. In caſe of general Diets of the whole country of Heſſe, 
they are to be held alternately within the territories of Caſſel and Darmſtadt : 
it is alſo very ſeldom that a general Diet of either of the provinces is ſum- 
moned. The ſovereign of both houſes aſſemble at pleaſure a particular 
Dict, and then the Landgrave of Heſſe-Caſſel ſends orders through his whole 
country for them to appear by deputies. Caſſel is generally the place of 
aſſembly for thoſe of Heſſe-Cafſel, though ſometimes they meet at Trey/a. 
The Diets of H:ſſc-Darm/tad! are invariably held at Gre/ſen. In both the 
fovereign is repreſented by a commiſſioner. The Land-Convecations-ſage, 
25 they are called, generally relate to free-gifts, and are ſummoned by the 
marſhal on an order from the ſovereign. 

$. 5. The houſe of Heſſe-Caſſel forms one of the Proteſtant religion, and 
that of Heſſe- Darmſtadt is Lutheran. Of the collateral lines, Rethenburg is 
Roman Catholic, and Hamburg and Philip/dale Proteſtants. The ſubjects 
likewiſe vary in their religious profeſſions. It being known, in the year 
1754, that Frederick, the hereditary Prince of Heſſe-Caſſel, had, in '1749, 
gone over to the Remſh religion; that Prince, on the twenty-eighth of Oc- 
tober and thirty-fiſt of December, voluntarily drew up, and confirmed by 


oath, an inſtrument declaring, that his preſent and future children ſhould | 


be brought up, inſtructed and confirmed only in the Proteſtant religion; 
and, that on his acceſſion to the government no manner of alteration ſhould 
be made with reſpect to religion as at that time it ſtood, but that he ſhould 
preſerve every patticular relating to it unmoleſted and entire, according to 
the /ratus ann normativ, as ſettled at the treaty of Weſtphalia, the preſent 
eccleſiaſtical eſtabliſhment in the country of H-ſe, Schauenburg, Hanau, 
and all other appertaining to his fuccethon and the principles of the Proteſtant 
body. This inſtrument was not only printed and inſerted in the eighteenth 
volume of the Acta Hifterico-ecclefiaſiica, but has alſo for its guarantees the 
Proteſtant Princes of Europe, the States of the United-Provinces and the 
whole Proteſtant body. In Heſſe-Caſſel are two ſuperintendents of the Pro- 
teſtants, one at Caſel the other at Allendorf on the Werra; and a Lutheran one 
at Marburg. Gieſſen had formerly two ſuperintendents, but this office has 
ftince been divided among the three profeſſors of divinity, inſomuch that 
now the diſtrict of A/sfe/d? has its ſuperintendent at Gieſſen equally with that 
of Marburg. Under theſe ſuperintendents are inſpectors, and next to them 
metropolitans. Theſe are the i claſſes of the clergy, to whom the 
pariſh- prieſts and ſchoolmaſters are ſubordinate. 

To Heſſ-Caſſel belong the univerſities of Marburg, and Rinteln and 
Gieſſen to the houſe of Heſe-Darmſtadt. 

$. 6. Beſides the common Latin ſchools here, at Caſſel, Marburg, Gi- 
eſſen and Darmſtadt are public ſeminaries. Caſſel, Hersfeld and Darmſtadt 
have likewiſe gymngſia. Caſſel alſo is a collegium illuſtre, and Marburg and 
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$. 7. In Heſſe are manufactories of gold, linen, cloth, hats, ſtockings, 
gloves, = oþ Sc. Caſſel, in particular, makes a very beautiful porcelain. 

F. 8. The Haſians are deſcended from the Catti, who had their particular 
Princes. The Catti, Chatti, Chaſſi, Huſſi and Heſji, are but one and the ſame 
name. In goa, under Leuis the Child, Conrad the Elder, together with Gebhard, 
Eberhard and Conrad the Younger, counts of Heſſe, ſignaliſed themſelves by 
inteſtine wars; the laſt became even King of Germany; and it appears, that, in 
conſequence of this exaltation, Heſſe was given to Otto his younger brother; 
at leaſt he had ſome lands in Longau. From him probably was deſcended 
Lewis the Bearded, count of H-ſje, and to whom, beſides Heſſe, the Emperor 
conferred a part of Thuringia; but his grandſon Leuis obtained all Thuringta, 
together with the title of Landgrave, and with Heſſe trantmitted it to his 
poſterity, of whom Henry Raſpe died without heirs in the year 1249. His 
elder brother, Lewis the Pious, had a daughter named Sophia who was 
ſtiled counteſs of Thuringia and married to Henry V. duke of Brabant. The 
fruit of this marriage was Henry I. ſurnamed the Child, who took on him 
the ſtyle of Landgrave of Thuringia and lord of Heſſe ; and, by Adolphus, 
King of the Romans, was, in the year 1292, created a Prince of the Em- 
pire, and Heſſe erected into a Principality, though it inſenſibly afterwards 
came to be commonly termed a Landgravate. One of his deſcendants, 
Lewis I. added to Heſſe the counties of Ziegenbayn and Nidda, on condition 


| 
that it ſhould be accounted an acceſſory fief of Heſſe, and that, on the failure 
| of the male line of the counts of Ziegenbayn it thould eſcheat to the Land- 
) grave, which happened not long after; for it appears that John, the laft 
t count thereof, was dead in the year 1445. The two eldeſt ſons of this 
: Lewis made a partition of the country of Heſſe among themſelves, by virtue 
t of which one poſſeſſed all the country on this fide the Spreſe, and the other 
h the country along the Labn, together with the lordſhips of Ziegenbayn and 
e Nidda. The latter alſo, by his marriage with Anne, daughter to Philip, 
e count of Katzenellnbogen, annexed that county to Heſſe. Philip the Magna- 
J= nimous, grandſon to Lewis II. was ſovereign of all Heſſe ; and it is from him 
e that all the modern Landgraves derive their extraction. In his will he 
as divided his dominions among his four ſons, aſſigning to the eldeſt, Nil- 
at * liam IV. founder of the Caſſel line, one half, to Leuis IV. a quarter, 
at and the two others, Philip I. and George I. founder of the Darmſtadt 
m line, the other quarter. Philip II. of Rheinfe's died, in the year 1583, 
ne without heirs, upon which his three brothers ſhared his territories. In the 
year 1604 alſo died without heirs Lewis IV. of Marburg, leaving Marburg - 
ad and its dependencies to Caſſel, and the country of Gieſſen to that of Darm- 
ſtadt ; but this diviſion occaſioned conteſts betwixt the two families, which 
2 were not adjuſted till the year 1648. Thus in Heſſe are two ſovereign fa- 
"dt milies, betwixt whom all the Han territories are divided; namely, thoſe 
nd of Caſſel and Darmſtadt ; but many articles have continued in common 
In 


among 
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among them: 1. the feudal power, as likewiſe the inveſtitute of the Princes 
of Waldeck, which has ever been performed in the name of both Land- 
graves. 2. The records of Ziegenhayn. 3. The Samthof gericht, or joint- 
court of juſtice, at Marburg, which is held at certain times, and has its judge 
and aſſeſſors, from whom, in proceſſes of above 1000 gold gulden an appeal lies 
to the aulic council; and, if exceeding 100, to the court of reviſion. 4. The 
court of reviſion, or appeals, held alternately ſix years at Marburg and ſix at 
Gieſſen, being compoled of ſeven members. 5. The two foundations for 
nobles of Kauffingen and Wetter are with the four hoſpitals of Haina, 
Meræbauſen, Hefbeim and Grunau. The two foundations in it have four 
rovoſts, who are of the Heſian nobility ; the convent or hoſpital of Haina 
— alſo one who is obliged to reſide there. The provolÞs every year de- 
liver in their accounts to commiſſaries nominated by both ſovereigns. 
6. The portioning of the Princeſſes, who, at the ſame time, make a ſolemn 
renunciation of all other claims. The ſubjects of both ſovereigns contribute 
to the portion, whether the bride be the daughter of a reigning or collateral 
Prince. 7. The Diets of all Heſſe, but theſe very ſeldom meet. 8. The 
wine and Rhine duty, and ſhare in the Bopparter ward-duty. 9. The 
Heſfian hereditary office of marſhal, cup-bearer, treaſurer and ſewer, the 
firſt of which is in the family of Rziedzeel of Eiſenbach, the ſecond in the 
Schencks of Schwernſberg, the third in the Kerlen and the fourth belongs 
to the barons of Dornberg. 10. The arbitrators, in Latin termed ju- 
dices auſirege, choſen in diſputes by the Landgraves u ho ſubmit to their 
verdict. 11. The privileges by virtue of which the Landgraves are delegate 
ſtates, of the Empire. 12. The title, which is nearly the ſame, both 
ſovereigns aſſumed to themſelves ; namely, that of Landgrave of Heſſe, 
Prince of Hersfeld, Count Katzenellnbogen, Dietz, Ziegentayn, Nidda, 
Schaumburg, and to which Heſe-Caſſel adds Hanau and Hefſe- Darmſtadt 
alſo Jſenburg and Budingen. 13. The hereditary brotherhood, betwixt them 
and the houſes of Saxony and Brandenburg. 14. The hereditary ſucceſſion 
in the county of Faldeck: 15. The payment of the quota to the Empire. 
16. The rank which they and their deputies have alternately enjoyed 
at interviews and congreſſes. 17. The vote at the deputation of the Empire. 
S. 9. The right of primageniture was firſt ſettled in the Darmſtadt family 
in the year 1606, and confirmed in 1608 by the Emperor Rodolphus II. 
and this example was followed by that of Caſel in 1627, and the following 
year confirmed by the Emperor Ferdinand II. | 
In both houſes are Princes appenaged by compact. Thoſe of Heſe-Caſſel 
are, 1. Philipſdale; that is deſcended from Philip, brother to the Landgrave 
Charles, and reſiding at Philipſdale. 2. Rothenburg; who, inſtead of this name 
given him by the ſovereign family, chooſes rather to ſtyle himſelf Rheinfels. 
The founder of this line was Erneſt, youngeſt fon to the Landgrave Mau- 
rice, and on whoſe brother, the Landgrave William V. conferred a fourth 
; ; part 
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part of all the poſſeſſions preſent or future; and by virtue of this they ac- 
count themſelves among the reigning Princes; yet does Heſe-Caſſel hold the 
ſovereignty over the places and territories of the Princes of Rothenburg, and 
alſo garriſons the forts of Rhernfels, which had given riſe to vehement 
— till, in the year 1754, an agreement was entered into that the 
Landgrave of Haſe- Rothenburg ſhould, for himſelf and his heirs, renounce 
all claim to the garriſoning of Rbeinfels fort, and reſign it to Heſe-Caſe!, 
and alſo recede from all pretenſions with reſpe& to the primogeniture- 
document obtained of the aulic council, On the other hand, Heſe-Caſſel 
conſented that the Landgrave of Heſe- Rothenburg for the advantage of one 
of his ſons then living, might, with or without the Emperor's approbation, 
make a paternal ordinance and diviſion among his children, by which the 
joint inheritance hitherto cuſtomary in the Heſſian Univerſal-quart ſhould be 
ſet aſide, and the territories concenter in the ſaid Prince, leaving to the 
other Princes a fixed ſum not under 3000 rixdollars ; but ſuch ordinance 
not to be conſtrued as a right of primogeniture. The Landgraves of 
Rothenburg, or Rheinfels, are again ſubdivided into two houſes, one of which 
reſides at Rothenburg, the other at Eſchwege. The latter family is alſo 
named * 

2. The only appenage belonging to Haſe-Darmſtadt is Haſſe-Hamburg, 
deriving its name from the town of Hamburg, vor der hohe, but its de- 


ſcent from Frederick, ſon to the Landgrave George I. Among other rights 


the Landgraves of Hamburg are always chief rangers in the Marcs of Seul- 
burg and Upper Erlenbach. 

3. The arms of Heſe are a ſhield twice longitudinally divided and three 
times tranſverſally with a ſcutcheon of pretence, ſapbire; the Heſſian lion, pear!, 
and three diadems ruby. In the firſt dexter ſhield, argent, is a patriarchal 
croſs, ruby, for the Principality of Hersfeld. In the ſecond ſhield, party per 
ffs, diamond and topaz, with a ſtar, pearl, denoting the county of Ziegen- 
hayn. The third field has a lion-rampant, ruby, crowned ſaphire, for Kat- 
zenellnbegen. The fourth field ruby, two lions paſſant, topaz, for the county 
of Dietz. The fifth field, party per feſs, topaz and diamond, two ſtars with 
eight points, pearl, for the county of Mida. The ſixth field, alſo party 
per bend, ruby and pearl, within a nettle-leaf on three ſegments, in each of 
which is a carnation, pearl. for the Schaumburg arms. The Landgrave, 
William added the Hanau ſhield, which is quarterly; in the firſt and fourth 
fields, topaz, three cherrans, ruby, for the county of Hanau; but, in the 
ſecond and third field, topaz, three bends, ruby, for the county of Reineck ; 
likewiſe a ſcutcheon of pretence, party per feſs, topaz and pearl, for the lord- 
ſhip of Munzenberg., The Landgraves of Heſe-Darmſtadt alſo add to the 
arms of Tſenburgh and Budingen a ſhield, argent, two bendelets, diamond. 
The two collateral Princes of Heſe-Caſſel bear the Heſſian ſhield alone, but 
thoſe of the Darmſtadt line add to it the arms of Jenburg. 
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$. 11. The Landgraves of Heſſe-Caſſel, and alſo thoſe of Heſſe-Darmſtadt, 
have each a particular feat and vote in the college of Princes, who ſhare 
Heſje, and are of the fix princely families, who rank alternately; both of 
them alſo fit in the Diet of the Circle of the Upper Rhine; but it has been 
obſerved in the introduction to that Circle that Heſſe-Caſſel has more than 
once ſeparated from it. * matricular aſſeſſment of Heſſe-Caſſel is 1096 
florins, forty-five kruitzers; and that of Hefſe-Darmſtadt fix hundred and 


ſixty-three florins. To the chamber at Wetzlar, Heſſe-Caſſel pays four hun- 


dred and ſeventy-two rthler. fifty-five and a half kruitzers, excluſive of 
twenty-five rthler. ſeventy- nine one-fifth kruitzers for the county of Kat- 
zenellnbogen ; and Heſſe-Darmſtadt three hundred and thirteen rthler. 
eighteen one- eighth kruitzers. 

$. 12. Both Heſſe-Cafſel and Heſſe-Darmſiadt have a privy-council. In 
Heje-Coffet are two regencies, vig. one at Caſſel for Lower Heſſe, and one 
at Marburg for the leſſer part thereof; in Hefſe-Darmſladt are alſo the ſame 


number, viz. one at Gieſſen for the bailiwicks in Upper-Heſſe, and orie at 


Darmſtadt for the upper county of Katzenellnbogen, and part of the country 
of Epſtein, excluſive of the Saznt-Hefgericht, or joint court af juſtice held 
at Marburg, and the Saint-Revi/ions or Appellations-gericht, of which men- 
tion has been already made; Caſſel has no other particular court of a 
peals at Caſſel, and that for Heſſe-Darmſtadt is held at Darmſtadt. Eccle- 
ſiaſtical and matrimonial caſes come before the confiſtories, of which there 
are two for Heſſe-Caſſe!, which are held at Caſſel and Marburg; and two for 
Darmſtadt, namely, at Gieſſen and Darmſtadt. For the trial of noblemen 
or perſons of eminence guilty of any great crime, a particular criminal-court 
is erected, if requeſted, which is called jud:cium honoratum, though Heſſe- 
Darmſtadt has conſtantly a criminal-court both at Gieſſen and Darmſtadt. 

$. 13. The impoſition and payment of the ordinary and extrordinary taxes 
have been ſettled in a Diet held at Treyſa in the year 1576. The country- 
ſeats of the nobility, together with the lands and effects belonging to the 
prieſts, ſchools, and churches are exempt from the ordinary taxes ; but 
for the extraordinary ones, agreed on in a Diet by the States, the four hoſ- 
pitals only, with their tenants and lands belonging to the prieſts and ſchools 
are excepted. The contribution of the nobility and prelates is in proportion 
to that of the country as ten rthler. four albuſes to forty-eight rthler. fifteen 
albuſes. The provincial cheſt is under the management of four receivers- 
general, who are either elected out of the nobility at the Diet, or on a 
pointing the commiſſion of accounts, and their office is for life. Theſe 
nominate the collectors. The taxes here are paid in at three towns of re- 
ceipts. The prelates, nobility and commoners, owners of eſtates which 
were originally inveſted in noble families, (tiled joint-contributors) in that 


part of Upper Heſſe belonging to Caſſel in the county of Ziegenbayn, part of 


the bailiwicks of Homberg, Gudensberg and Felsberg, as alſo thoſe of Doerx- 
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berg and Lingelbach, pay their taxes in at Trey/a, but the towns and villages 
at Marburg. The other prelates, noblemen and commoners, owners of 
noble eſtates, as likewiſe the towns and villages, pay them at Caſſel. The 
impoſts of the towns and villages are remitted to the above places by the 
collectors, who deliver in their accounts to the receivers-general, the So- 
vereign and States aſſembled in a Diet, at which the univerſity of Marburg 
alſo aſſiſts. In Heffe-Darmſ/tadt the receivers-general are a profeſſor of 
Gieſſen, with a nobleman and ſyndic of the town of Gieſſen. Both Caſſel 
and Darmſtadt have a chamber of demeſnes. The annual revenue of the 
Landgrave of Heſſe-Caet is computed at 1,200,000 rthler. and that of 
Heſſe-Darmſtadt at a half this ſum. 

F. 14. Caſſel and Darmſtadt have each their war office: Heſſe-Caſſel con- 
ſtantly keeps on foot twelve battalions and eight ſquadrons, which are rec- 
koned ſo many regiments, as alſo a troop of Huſſars and three hundred 
matroſſes. Heſſe-Darmſtadt maintains a body of horſe-guards, two compa- 
nies of grenadier-guards, two ſquadrons of dragoons, two regiments of in- 
fantry, and four battalions of regular militia. » 

$. 15. The ancient country of Heſſe was varioufly divided, as, into the 
country of Heſſe and thoſe parts lying on the rivgr Zona, together with 
the country on the Laina and the territories on this fide the Spreſſes ; as alſo 
into the country on this ſide and beyond the Spreſſes; into the country on 
the Werra, the Darn and Daun, i. e. the hilly country.” Its preſent di- 
viſion is into that of Upper and Lower Hee; but in conformity to the poli- 
tical diviſion, we ſhall firſt treat of the part appertaining to Ha. Cal and 
then proceed to that of Haſe-Darmſtadt, under which we include the 
county of Katzenelinbogen, but not the principality of Hersfeld ; for though 
the latter be incorporated with the lower principality of Heſe, yet Heſe- 
Caſel, being by virtue of it, a diſtin& State both of the Empire and Circle, 
a ſeparate narrative of it will be moſt agreeable, as alſo an account of the 
lands belonging to the appenaged Princes of both houſes in detached ſections. 
I ſhall therefore begin with h 

I. The part of Heſ in the poſſeſſion of the ſovereign family of Heſe- 
Caſſel, and the appenaged line of Heſe-Rbeinfeldt. 

1. The part belonging to the ſovereign houſe of

Is moſt conveniently divided, according to the five river- diſtricts taken 
notice of above in F. 4. thus in

I. Is the diſtrict on the Fulda, comprehending 
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1. The bailiwick of Casstr. | 
Caſſel in Latin Caſſellæ, and Caſſula, the reſidence of the ſovereign, and 
convocatory town of the province, lies on the river Diemel, being the ſeat 
of the privy-council, the regency for Lower Heſſe, the court of appeals, 
the chamber of demeſnes, the war and mine-offices, and a conſiſtory; is 


fortified, and ſtands on the river Fulda, which flows betwixt the old and 


new town, having a ſtone bridge erected over it. The old town, which 
is the largeſt and moſt conſiderable, forms a ſemi-circle on a hill, and like 
the lower new-town is old faſhioned ; but the French, or upper new-town, 
betwixt which and the old town lies the eſplanade, being delightfully 
planted with rows of trees, is very regular and handſome. The palace of 
the Prince ſtands in the old town on the river Fulda, but is a diſtin fortifi- 
cation. In the horſe-courſe is the Modellbaus, exhibiting a repreſentation of 
the grand water-works of the Vinterkaſten in their preſent ſtate, and the 

rfection to which they were to have been carried according to the original 


plan. In the Kunſthauſe or Lyceum, is an anatomical theatre, together 


with the hall of the collegium Carolinum, a muſeum, a cabinet of antiques 
and natural curioſities, and an obſervatory. well furniſhed with inſtru- 
ments. Over the ſtables is the ſovereign's library. The building where all 
the above-mentioned colleges meet is a noble piece of ancient architecture. 
The arſenal is full of military ſtores, with a foundery ſtanding at a ſmall 
diſtance from it; and near this the new houſe of correction. 

In the Frin-h new-town, Landgrave William VIII. has added to the 
houſe in which he formerly lived a fine gallery of paintings. In this upper 
ne w- town is alſo a beautiful church; but the principal church in Cafe! is 
that of St. Martin's abbey in the old town, in which lies the burial- place of 
the Princes; and near it is a public Latin ſchool. In the old town is like- 
wiſe the Bruderkirche and the garriſon church, and on the ramparts a Lu- 
theran meeting, the firſt ſtone of which was laid in the year 1734. The 
lower new-town has alſo a church. In Cafel is likewiſe one of the ſuper- 
intendencies of Heſſe-Caſſe/. The above-mentioned Collegium illuſire or Ca- 
relinum, was founded by the Landgrave Charles. Barracks have been built 
for the garriſon. The way from the palace-bridge over the leſſer Fulda 
leads to the Prince's parterre, and from hence we proceed to the large 
green-houſe, the exquiſite marble bath and the Ana, which beſides its trees 
and other embelliſhments, has in its centre a ſpacious baſon with a hill in 
it. This delicious place is environed by the great and little Fulda. At Caſſel 
are manufactures of gold-lace, cloth, ſtuffs, filk and worſted ſtockings, 
hats, and other commodities. 

The moſt ancient record in which Cafel occurs is x grant of Conrad, 
King of Germany, to the convent of Meſchede in the dutchy of Weſtphalia, 
dated in the year 913. In 945, King Ortho accommodated a conteſt be- 
twixt Hermann duke of Swabia and Conrad duke of Franconia, at which 
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time Caſel was a town, though probably, but a ſmall one. In the year 
1239, Hermann the Younger, Landgrave of Thuringia, confirmed its inhabi- 
tants in their ancient rights and privileges. In the year 1247, the Land- 
grave Henry the Child fixed his reſidence here, commencing it with a ratifi- 
cation of its liberties, The Landgrave Henry, ſurnamed Iron/ide, greatly 
contributed to its aggrandizement ; and in 1364, founded a chapter in the 
pariſh-church of St. Martin. Thus much of the ancient hiſtory of this 
town. 

Before the gate of the lower new-town is the Szechenhof, with a church 
and ſummer-houſe newly erected ; as alſo the Meſzinghof, founded by the 
Landgrave Charles, in the year 1680, as a braſs and copper manufactory; 
together with a well contrived mint erected by the Landgrave William VIII. 

In the Valdau lies the hunting wardrobe. 

Senſenſtein, ſeated on an eminence betwixt Caſſel and the wood of Kauf- 
funger, was once a caſtle, which the Landgrave Hermann fortified in the 
year 1368, when Otho duke of Brunſwick made a fortreſs of the caſtle of 
Sichelſtein, which lies not far from Munden. In the year 1438, the Land- 
grave Lewis I. conferred it as a fief on Sittig of Berleps; who, in 1461, 
gave it in exchange for his family ſeat of Ber/eps and the poſt of hereditary 
treaſurer of Heſſe, In the year 1667, John Dieterich count of Kunwitz ob- 
tained this houſe as a fief from Heſſe-Caſſel, and his deſcendants are till in 
poſſeſſion of it. ; 

Kauffungen, an abbey for nobles, founded in the year 1019 as a nun- 
nery of Benedictines by Conjunda conſort to King Henry II. formerly known 
by various names, as thoſe of Capungum, Confunga, Confengon, Confungen, 
Confugia, Confugium, Caufunga, &c. In the year 1527, it was reformed 
by the Landgrave Philip the Magnammous, and its revenues aſſigned for the 
portioning the daughters of ſuch ancient noble families as were States : 
This place, together with the abbey of Vetter, is under the direction of 
four Heſian noblemen, viz. two of Lower Heſſe, one of Marburg, and one 
of Darmſtadt, who ſuperintend its revenues. The Landgraves of He- 
Caſel and Heſſe-Darmſtad#\are its territorial lords and patrons. It lies in a 
wood to which it gives name, and excluſive of the large village of Helſen 
ſtanding on the Laſſe, has ſeveral other places belonging to it. 

2. The bailiwick of BauxE. | 

The pleaſure-houſe of Freyenbagen lies at the end of a road leading from 
Calſel, which is planted on each fide with ftees. At the foot of Flabicht 
wood, two ſhort hours from Caſſel, ſtands Weiſen/tein houſe, belonging to 
the Sovereign; but above it on. ¶interłaſten or Karlsberg, as it is called, Bis 
the incomparable caſcade begun by the Landgrave Charles, but not yet 
finiſhed. On each fide are eight hundred ſteps leading up the mountain, and 
at the top is a grand pyramid of huge ſtones arranged in a tranſverſe and 
vertical poſition, which are ſurmounted by a Hercules of copper, and is

thirty feet high. The proſpect here is inexpreſſibly fine. The caſcade has four 
platforms to it, with a ſpacious baſon in each. Near the upper baſon is a 
ſplendid grotto of large rough hewn ſtones which look as if only placed 
upon one another. In the ſecond is a rock conſiſting of heaps of ſtones 
diſpoſed in a moſt beautiful confuſion, and under it is a giant reclined on 
his back, and ejeCting a ſtream of water fix inches in diameter, to the 
height of above forty feet, whilſt the range water falls nearly perpen- 
dicular winding through apertures which are almoſt imperceptible, in in- 
numerable meanders. The deſcent of the caſcade on each fide the baſon 
conſiſts entirely of large ſquare ſtones over which the water runs about an 
inch in height; and a little way forward, over a thin ſheet of lead about 
three inches broad, precipitates itſelf from one platform-ſtone to another, 
having the appearance of a cryſtalline mirror; but by a ſpectator ſtanding 
at the bottom, when the ſun plays his beams upon it, the brilliancy cannot 
be viewed without admiration. The water for this work is brought from 


. ſeveral ſtreams up the mountain, and collected in a reſervoir one hundred 


feet deep, and of a very conſiderable circumference. 

3. The bailiwick of HECKERSUAUSEN. In it = | 

Millemſibal, a palace belonging to the Prince, and ſo named by the 
Landgrave William VIII. its original name being that of Amelienthal. 

4. The bailiwick of LicuTExav, in which, near Lichtenau, the Lyfe 
has its ſource, and below Caſel falls, near Remeroda, into the Fulda. In 
Hirſchberg riſes the river Nebra, which below Eſchwege, near the village of 
Nierde Hohne, runs into the Werra. In it is 

Lichtenau, a ſmall town ſituate in a cold, and conſequently not a very 
fertile country. In the years 1521, and 1637, it was deſtroyed by fire. 

Formerly, at the diſtance of one half mile from it ftood the ſeat of 
Reichenbach in Niedfor/t, which in the year 1225 devolved to Lewis, Land- 
grave of Heſſe and Thuringia, and afterwards to the counts of Ziegenbayn, 
from whoſe family the counts of Reichenbach are deſcended, to whom this 
bailiwick once belonged. 

5. The bailiwick of SPANGENBERG lies in Riedforſt; in it are ſome 
vineyards, and a fine plain running along the Fulda. Its villages lie low, 
near ſtreams which abound in fiſh. The Pzfe, Pffe, or Pferfe riſes in the 
village of the ſame name, and after receiving the Eſe near Spangenberg falls 
into the Fulda. ; 

Spangenberg, an ancient caſtle ſeated an a hill below it, and alſo on an 
eminence ſtands the little town of Spangenberg, which ſo early as the year 
1309 was in ſome degree of proſperity. 

Heyda, or Zur Heyden, once a convent of Ciſtercians, but now a ſeat be- 
longing to the Prince, lies on the Fulda near the village of Altenmorſcben. 

Betwixt the villages of old and new Morſchen is a bridge which ſerves as 
a highway over the Fulda; and near Connefeld, another village, is a vaſt 
rock of a beautiful white alabaſter, 6. The 
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6. The bailiwick of MELSUNGEN lies on both fides the river Fulda, and 
contains the other half of the\Rzeafor/tes, having little corn-land ; but near 
Erlesberg are ſome coa-nes which are worked. 

Melſungen or Melſingen, a ſeat of the Prince's, having a ſmall town, which 
in 1195 and 1383 was cruelly deſtroyed. Near it is a bridge over the Fulda, 
lying in a road much frequented. The noble families of Nordeck, Worms, 
and Korff have their ſeats here. 

Breitenau, once a convent of Benedictines, ſtands on the river Fulda, with 
ſome vine-grounds near it. Above Breitenau this river takes two remarkable 
circuits among the mountains ; and one ſhort half mile below is joined by 
the Eder. | | | 

The bailiwick of FRIDEwATD borders in the principality of Hersfeld, 
its villages are but few, but in it is a very profitable wood, which forms a 
part of Sullinger foreſt. In it alſo are quarries of ſtone, and it abounds in 
fiſh. In this amt or bailiwick lies Dreyen-b1i/l. 

The ſeat of Fridewald was purchaſed in the year 1422 of three noble 
families, namely, of the Milnrod, Reckenrod and Altenberg, by the Land- 
grave Henry III. who rebuilt it for a hunting ſeat.

The Gieſelweruer, an iſland ſtanding in the Weſer, formerly made a part 
of the county of Werra. On the death of Szeg fried count of Bomeneburg in 
the year 1141, in whom the Northeim line became extinct, this place with 
many other eſtates of the inheritance deſcended to Kermann count of Min- 


zenburg, and he dying in 1151 without male heirs, devolved to Duke 


Henry the Lyon. In the year 1462 the Landgrave Lewis IV. took poſſeſſion 
of it.

3. The bailiwick of L1ePoLDESBERG on the Veſer, originally a convent 
dedicated to the Virgin Mary, contains iron-mills.

6. The bailiwick of TRxENDELBURG or DRENDELBURG, a ſmall town, 
having an old caſtle ſtanding on the Dremel. 

Langenthal, Deiſſel, Lamerden, Siclan, Eberſchutz, Hummen and Stamme, 
are all large villages. | 

7. The bailiwick of Hor-GEIsMAR, which is fo called from 

Hof-Greſmar, a very ancient town containing two pariſhes, and ſeated in 
a fertile country. Near it is a good medicinal ſpring. Within its marc lies 
Schonberg a ruined caſtle, to which once belonged a lordſhip comprehend- 
ing Hof-Gieſmar, Trendelburg, Helmer/ſhauſen, Gieſelwerder, Lippoldsberg, 
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and other places. In the year 1429 the male line of the lords of Schanberg 
failing in Henry, the Landgrave Lewis took poſſeſſion of part of the lorl- 


ſhip, and in 1462 a violent war breaking out in the electorate of Mentz, be 


alſo made himſelf maſter of that part which had till then been in diſpute | 


betwixt the houſes of Brznſwick and Mentz, ever ſince which this fine 
country has been annexed to Lower Heſſe. 8. The 
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8. The bailiwick of ZizrENBERG is noted for its many high hills, as 
namely thoſe of Dornberg, Bebrenberg, Schreklenberg, Gudenberg, V. alkenberg. 
The town of Zierenberg, in ancient records termed Tyrenberg, ſtands on 
an eminence betwixt Dornberg and Bebrenberg near the river Warme, over 
which it has a bridge of ſtone. In the year 1538 this town was burnt 


down, and alſo ſuffered greatly again by fires in the years 1636, 1637, 1639, 


1646, 1651 and 1653. 

Schartenberg, an old caſtle. 

9. The bailiwick of WoLFnacen is included in the diſtrict of Diemel, 
the river Erpe, on which it lies, running into the Diemel. 

Wolfhagen, a town ſtanding on a hill, which has frequently been de- 
ſtroyed by fire.

Gudensberg, a ſmall town, deſtroyed by fire in the years 1312, 1382, 
1389, 1586 and 1640. On two high rocks near it once ſtood two caſtles 
called the great and litile, the leſſer of which was the feat of the Gude 
berg family. 

Geiſmar, a village, known fo early as the eighth century, and probably 
the place in which ſtood the large oak ſo groſly perverted to religious worthip, 
and for that reaſon dug up and deſtroyed by order of Boniface. 

Niedenſtein, a very ancient town, having formerly a caſtle on a 
craggy rock. 

Metz, a village ſeated betwixt the little brook of Matge and the river Nine, 


and ſuppoſed to be the Mattium, or Mattiacum, of the ancients, is the prin- 


cipal place of the Ma7z1, or Matt. | 

Merxhauſen, one of the four high hoſpitats of Hee, as they are called, was 
originally a convent ; but, in the year 1538, was appointed by the Land- 
grave Philip to be a receptacle for diſtreſſed and infirm womerr. 

2. The bailiwick of FELsSBERG lies to the north fide of the river Eder, 
being for the moſt part a level and fruittul country, has ſome woods, and 
on the ſouth-eaſt ſide of the Eder is hilly. In this bailwick the rivers of 
Schxwalm and Eder join. 

Felsherg, a ſmall town, half of which was burnt down in the year 
1640. The commandery of Marburg has a manſion-houſe and farm at 
this place. On a high rock near the town ſtands the caſtle of Felsberg, in 
which Philip the Magnanimous was born. 

Betwixt the foreſts of Quiller, Beurbolꝝ and Harlerberg, on a very high 
and craggy rock, ſtands Heliinberg houſe, now in ruins ; and beneath it, on 
a ſeparate hill near Quiller foreſt, lies the Chartreuſe, which was originally a 
aunnery named Eppenberg ; but the Landgrave Lewis III. on its ſequeſtra- 
tion, rebuilt it under the title of the Kartbaus. Afterwards the Landgrava 
Maurice fitted it up for his reſidence. This place commands the fineſt 


proſpect in the whole country. 


3. The bailiwick of HomBeRG is large and fertile, and has alſo ſome 
iron works. The Efze, which iflues from the mountains adjacent to the 
amt of Rothenburg, traverſes this bailiwick and joins the Schwalm. 

Homberg, ſurnamed in Heſſe, and the convocatory town of the Schwwaln 
diſtrict, lies on the Efze. In the year 1536, the Langrave Philip the 
Magnanimous united the old and new town here. This place has very 
frequently ſuffered by fire, particularly in the years 1317, 1356, 1372 and 
1523, as alſo in 1640, when the Imperiali/ts burnt it. Here are two Rit- 
terfitze, or noblemen's ſeats. Its caſtle, which ſtood on a high and ſingle 
eminence near the town, was taken by the Imperialiſis in the year 1636 
but being recovered by the Heſians in 1648, was by them demoliſhed. 

| Folkenberg, 
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Falkenberg, a ſeat and farm ſituate at the foot of the Moſemberg. 

Wabern, a village, of which the abbey of St. Peter, at Fritzlar, has 
the tythes. In it is a palace with a falconry built by the Landgrave Charles. 

4. The bailiwick of BoRKxN conſiſts of eight villages. 

Borten, a ſmall town, wholly deſtroyed in the year 1469, ſuffered alſo 
extremely in the thirty years war. Es 

Kundesburg and Kalbſburg, formerly ſtrong holds of robbers. 

Great-Englis, a village, near which Friderich, duke of Brunfeic, King 
elect of the Romans, was defeated. | | 

5. The county of Ziegenbayn had its own counts, whoſe origin has not 
yet been ſet in a clear light. In the year 1437, John, count of Ziegenhayn, 
ceded this county, together with its appurtenances, as a fief, to Lets I. 
Landgrave of Heſe, and received it again as an hereditary male fief. John, 
the laſt count of Ziegenbayn and Nidda, dying about the middle of the 
fifteenth century, the family of Haſe took poſſeſſion of both counties and of 
the marc of Fulda. To the county of Ziegenhayn, excluſive of certain amts 
and towns in Upper Heſe, belong the following bailiwicks, which lie on 
the river Schwalm. 

1. The bailiwick of Z1EGENHAYN. 

Ziegenbayn, once the reſidence of the counts, but ſmall, lies in a moraſs 
wholly environed by the Schwalm, and was intended to have been made a 
regular fortification, but is not cotnpleated. The Landgrave Maurce en- 
larged and improved the old ſeat. In this place are kept the archives of 
both the ſovereign families of Heſe, and Caſſel has alſo a ſtud here. 

Frillendorf, a large village, having a court of juſtice. 

Spieſcappel, a decayed monaſtery, betwixt which and Leimtfeld lies 

Spiez, Which is thought to be the centre of Hee, and was formerly the 
Diet town. In this place is a watch-tower, but without either gate or ſteps ; 
and near it is the foreſt of Kornberg, otherwiſe called das Lech, as alſo the 
Kriegerbols, The ancient caſtle here of Landsburg ſtands on a mountain by 
itſelf near the village of Michelsberg. 

2. The bailiwick of SCHoNSTEIN reaches to the Keller, a high mountain 
contiguous to the borders of the country of Waldeck. 

Treyſa, the principal place of the county ſtands high on the river Schwahn, 
over which it has a bridge of ſtone. It is one of the towns of receipt, and 
ſome Diets were formerly held here. In the year 1646 this place was laid 
in aſhes by the Imperiali/ts. |

V. "PHE diſtrict ſituate on the river Labn, and forming a part of the 
upper Principality of Marburg. 

1. The bailiwick of MarBurG is of conſiderable extent. The neigh- 
bouring territory of Gladenbach and Caldern abounds: in ſlate, and near 
Webrſhaufen are found mines of filver, copper and iron. This bailiwick re- 
ceives its name from | 

Marburg, the capital of Upper Heſſe, and the convocatory town of the 
Lahn diſtrict, which is alſo a town of receipt and ſtands on a hill near the 
river Labn. Above it is a fortified caſtle, which was once the reſidence of 
the Landgrave of Heſſe. In this town is ſometimes held the Samtrhofgerichr, 
and for fix years the Samt reviſions, or appellations gericht, alternately with 
Gieſſen. It is alſo the ſeat of the ſecond regency in Heſe-Caſſel and of the 
ſecond conſiſtory, as likewiſe of a Lutheran ſuperintendency and an uni- 
verſity founded there, on the thirtieth of May, 1527, by the Landgrave 
Phil'p the Magnanimous, which was ratified on the ſixteenth of July, 1541, 
by the Emperor Charles V. and, in the year 1653, endowed by the Land- 
grave William VI. with the vogteys of Singlis near Homberg, Nordbauſen near 
Caſel, Fritzlar and Homberg. In this town is alſo an academy for claſſical 
learning, together with three Proteſtant churches, one of which is French; 
and the Lutheran church of St. Elizabeth, in which that faint and ſeveral of 
the Landgraves of Heſe lie interred. The monument of St. Elizabeth is 
plated over with ſilver gilt, ſurrounded with a profuſion of pearls and other 
gems. In this church is alſo to be ſeen a ſtately alabaſter monument of Auguſtus, 
Count von der Lippe, who was the firſt provincial Lutheran commander. 
The German houſe is the reſidence of the provincial commander of the 
Teutonic order for Heſſe and the commander of Marburg, and near it ſtands. 
Elizabeth's hoſpital, the care of which St. Elizabeth recommended to the 
above order. The provincial commander, by the convention of Caſſel, in 
the year 1681, is choſen alternately from each of the three religions. To 
this commandery belongs the manour of Schwalbeim, at Upper-Widderſheim, 
in the bailiwick of Stormfeli, as alſo the manour of Redberm, lying both 
within the territories of Darm/tad?, together with many other revenues at 
different places. The Prince of Heſſe has alſo a fine ſtud here. Marburg, 
from a village, was raiſed to a town about the beginning of the thirteenth 
century. In the years 1261 and 1319, it was wholly deſtroyed. by fire. 
In 1529, a folemn but fruitleſs conference was held here betwixt Zther 
and Melanthon on one fide, and Zwingel and Ocecolampad on the other. 
Towards the cloſe of the year 1645, and the beginning of 1646, this town 
and caſtle were taken after a furious cannonading by the troops of Cafe, | 

| Wall 
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which the Princeſs Amelia Elizabeth, at that time regent of Caſſel, had ſent 
againſt it. 
* Without the bare-footed gate ſtands the beantiful manour of Schwan, in 
Latin Villa Cygnea, which belongs to the ſovereign. 
The bailiwick of CALDERN, in the village of that name, in which for- 
merly ſtood a nunnery of C:/tercians, and the revenues of which are at 
_ preſent appropriated to the univerſity of Gzeſſen, has a court of its own. 
The bailiwick of REITZBERG. 
The bailiwick of LonRA, in the extenfive village of the ſame name. 
The bailiwick of EBSDORF FER, in which formerly ſtood the premonſtraten- 
fan nunnery of Hachbern, which fohn von Schernſchlotz converted into a ſeat ; 
on whoſe death without heirs, in the year 1593, it devolved to the Land- 
grave of Heſſe. 
The bailiwick of W1TTELSBERG, with the ruined caſtle of Frauenberg, 
beneath which lies the village of Bortſtauſen. At Frauenberg is ſettled a 
community of French Proteſtants. 
The bailiwick of GREAT-SEELHEIM. 
2. The prefecturate of KIRcHBALIN. In it is — 
Kirchbain, a ſmall town, lying on the Vobra, with a ſeat belonging to 
the noble family of Winter. 
3. The prefecturate of RausCHENBERG, formerly belonging to the county 
of Ziegenbayn. In it is 
Rauſchenberg, a ſmall town, near which ſtood a caſtle deſtroyed in the 
year 1646.

4. The prefecturate of WETTER, its ſeat at 
Wetter, a ſmall town, having once an abbey of nobles, the revenues be- 
longing to which the Landgrave Philip the Magnanimous applied to the 
augmentation of the portions of daughters of ancient noble families. This 
place, together with Kaufungen, another ſequeſtrated abbey, is under the 
direction of four noblemen. In the year 1659, it was almoſt wholly de- 
ſtroyed by fire. 
The old manſion of Melnau, which has lain long fince in rains. 
VI. The following prefecturates are not included in any of the former river- 
diſtricts, but accounted ſeparate ; vis. 
1. The prefecturate of RosENTHAL. In it 
Roſenthal, a ſmall town which, in the year 1464, reverted to Heſſe from 
the archbiſhop of Mentz, but, in 1495, was conſumed by fire. 
2. The prefecturate of GEMUNDEN on the bra, formerly belonging to 
the county of Ziegenbayn. In it is 
Gemunden on the Mobra, a ſmall town, lying in a vale on that river. 
Schiffelbach, a village, containing a ſeat. 
3. The prefecturate of FRANKENBERG, in which, in the foreſt of Auler, 
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was once a gold mine. In the year 1590, ſome rich veins of filver and 
copper were diſcovered in it. This foreſt alſo yields a lead ore. 

Frankenberg, a town of great antiquity, lying on the Eder, is divided into 
the old and new town. The former is ſaid to have been erected, in the fixth 
century, by Thierry, King of the Francs. Charlemaine fortified it againſt 
the ravages of the Saxons, conferring ſeveral privileges on it. The new 
town is of no longer date than the year 13 36, being, in 1556, united under 
one magiſtrate with the old. This town has frequently ſuffered by fire; 
namely, in the years 1476, 1557 and 1067, and in every reſpect is greatly 
decayed. 

St. Georgenberg, a convent near the town, was ſequeſtrated, in the year 
1567, by the Landgrave Lewis the Elder. 

The bailiwick of GersMaAR, in which is 

IVolkerſdorf, a hunting-ſeat belonging to the Princes, and Lowſenderf a 
town chiefly inhabited by French emigrants. 

The bailiwick of RopENAu. 

The bailiwick of HessENSTEIN ; containing 

Heſſenſtein, a very ancient ſeat, ſtanding on a mountain named Silburg. 

Frankenau, a {mall town. 

4. The prefecturate of Haixa lies betwixt Upper and Lower-Heſſe ;- and 
the prefecturate of W1iLDUNGEN, in the county of Waldeck. 

Haina is one of the four high hoſpitals in Heſſe, and ſtands on the 
Nobra, formerly having a convent of Ciſtercians; the commencement of 
which was at Aulesberg, in the county of Zigenbayn, the monks being ſent 
thither from the convent of Altenkamp; but, in the beginning of the 
thirteenth century, were removed to H-gene, or Haina. The Landgrave 
Philip the Magnaminous, in the year 1527, founded an hoſpital in this 
town, which, in the year 1553, was confirmed by him, as alſo again in 
1555 by his ſons the Landgraves William, Lewis and Philip. In it four 
hundred poor and ſick are well taken care of and fnaintained. The gover- 
nors of this place, who muſt be nobles, being on the ſpot, are nominated 
alternately by the two Princes of He To this hoſpital belong the villages: 
of Battenhauſen, Dedenbauſen, Hadenberg, Huttenrode, Alten-Haina, Lol- 
bach, Kerskart, or Kirſchgart, Elenrode, Halgehauſen, as alſo the villages. 
of Hauren and Danroda, together with certain farms, tythes and rents in 
ſeveral villages, and juriſdictions at Frankenberg, Wildungen, &c.

Schweinsberg, the patrimonial houſe of the Schenken of Schweinsberg, 
hereditary cup-bearers of Heſſe. This place lies on the river Ohm, and near 
it is a ſmall town, to which, in the year 1332, as alſo to- Frankfort, the 
Emperor, Lewis of Bavaria, granted municipal privileges. To the Shen 
family belong likewiſe, on the river Labn and in the dominions of 
Heſſe-Caſſel, the following bailiwicks and places 1 

1. A bailiwick called DAs EIGEN, comprehending three villages. 

2. FRONHAUSEN, likewiſe a bailiwick. 

3. Ureer-WeEyMaAR, a bailiwick containing twelve villages. 

4. The bailiwick of WE1TERSHAUSEN, including three villages, the two 
laſt of which are named the Raitzberg. 

Treysbach, belonging to the family of Drach. 

Virmund, or Virmont, ſeated on the Eder, the original houſe of the counts 
of Virmont, but now belonging to the Dalkeig family, together with 

Mobra, belonging to that of Dallwig. 

2. The Quart of Lower-Heſſe, and the lower county of KatzenelInbogen, 
lying in the poſſeſſion of the Landgrave of Haſſe-Rbeinfels. The Land- 
grave Maurice, of Heſſe-Caſſel, on the ſeventeenth of March, 1627, reſigning 
the government to the Landgrave William V. his fon by his firſt marriage, 
it was ſtipulated, that he alone ſhould be the ruling Prince over the whole 
country; and that, on the other hand, his father's ſons, by his ſecond marriage, 
ſhould come in for a fourth of the preſent and future lands. The right of 
primogeniture thus introduced was not only confirmed in the compact con- 
cluded on the ſeventeenth of October, 1627, betwixt the houſes of Caſſe] 
and Darmſtadt ; but alſo, on the firſt of February, 1628, received the ſanc- 
tion of the Emperor Ferdinand II. On the firſt of September an agreement 
was made at Caſſel, betwixt the Landgrave Villiam V. and his brothers, 
concerning this art, by which the former ceded to the latter, and their 

_ male- 
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male-heirs, certain ſeats, towns, lordſhips, lands, vaſſals and farms, with 
all their appurtenances, as alſo the fourth part of the taxes of the country ; 
and, on the twentieth of February, 1629, enjoined the ſubjects of this 
Nyart to perform to his ſaid half-brothers the hereditary homage, and all 
other ſervices due from faithful vaſſals to their legal lord. But in this 
convention it was likewiſe ſtipulated, that, whilſt the line of Heſe-Caſſel 
exiſted, there ſhould be only one fingle government ; and, that to Land- 
grave Wilkam, as the only Prince and ſovereign at that time of the 
country, and his lawful male-heirs, purſuant to the right of primogeniture, 
every branch and article of the princely dignity and prerogative, in this 
Quart, thus transferred, ſhould belong and remain; as, namely, the 7 
epiſcopale and its appurtenances; the ſummoning of Diets; the iſſuing edicts; 


the grants of fairs and companies, the roads, the mint, the tolls, the 


Imperial, provincial, military duties, and thoſe on honors, together with 
the right of ſucceſſion, appeals, &c. regarding this ſovereignty and the 
prerogatives implied thereby. The vaſſals of this Quart are to perform 
homage to the reigning Landgrave of Heſe-Caſel, who, for the maintenance 
and exerciſe of theſe powers thus reſerved, appoints, reſervat-commiſſaries. 

The lower county of Katzenelinbogen, as well as the upper county, in 
the year 1479, on the deceaſe of Philip, the laſt count, devolved to the 
houſe of Heſſe, for Henry IV. Landgrave of Heſe, being nominated heir 
and ſucceſſor by that count, as huſband to his only daughter Anne, on the 
death of his father-in-law delayed not to take immediate poſſeſſion of 
the upper and lower county of Katzenellnbogen ; which, to the N diſ- 
content of the counts of Naſſau, who ſtrongly claim it, has ever ſince been 
annexed to the Principality of He. The landgrave Philip the Magnanimous 
ſettled on his fon, Philip II. the lower county, who dying in the year 1583, 
George I. Landgrave of Heſe-Darmſtadt, took poſſeſſion of the lower 
county of. Katgenellnbogen. By an agreement entered into on the fourteenth 
of April, 1648, betwixt the houſes of Haſe-Caſſel and Hefe-Darmſtadt, this 
county reverted to the former houſes, and, as the Rothenburg branch, by 
virtue of the compact of the year 1627 and 1628, was entitled to a fourth 
part of what thus accrued to the ſovereign houſe of Hee, by the compact 
made with Heſe-Darm/tadt ; another convention was entered into on the 
ſecond of Auguſt, 1648, betwixt theſe houſes : Heſe-Caſel, with reſerve of 
the ſovereignty, ceding hereditarily to the Landgraves Frederick and Ern/? 
of Rothenburg the lower county of Katzenellnbogen, of which, on the twenty- 
third of December, the Landgrave Erneſt took poſſeſſion according to the 
ſtipulated diviſion. The ſubſequent conteſts, betwixt William, the five 
Landgraves of Heſſe-Caſe! and Ernſt, Landgrave of Heſe-Rbeinfels, were 
adjuſted by a convention on the firſt of January, 1654, at Ratisbon, and 
this convention, confirmed by an act of the Diet in the ſame year as a prag: 
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matical ſanction, perpetual ordinance and family compact in the houſe of 
Heſſe-Ceſſel. Laſtly, in the year 1754, the two houſes entered into an 
agreement relatively to the right of placing a garriſon in the fortreſs of 
Rheinfels : the right of primogeniture, and ſome other articles, the con- 
tents of which are ſpecified in the Introduction to He. Having premiſed 
theſe particulars I now proceed to give a particular account of 

1. The lower Quart, as it is called, of Hzſe, to which belongs 

1. In the diſtrict of Fulda. 

The prefecturate of RUTHENBORG, which lies on both fides that river, be- 
ing near four German miles and a half in length, and abounding in corn, 
fheep, wood and mart, together with ſome wine, copper and iron. 

Rotenberg, or Rothenburg, a town, divided by the Fulda into the old and 
new ; the former of which 1s near the Prince's palace and contains a church. 
In the latter is the Prince's amt-houſe and the abbey-church, as it is ſti! 
called: but the revenues of the latter were, by Landgrave Philip the Mag- 
nanimcus, aſſigned to the maintenance of ſuperanuated clergymen. 

2. In the diſtrict of Werra is, | 

1. The prefeCturate of Sox Ra, allo fertile. In it 4 | 

Sontra, a {mall town, ſtanding on a hill near the little river of that name; 
the buſineſs of its inhabitants, tillage and graſiery. In the years 1263, 1387, 
i558 and 1634, this place was deſtroyed by war and fire. f 

Boineburg, formerly Bomeneburg, a ruined caſtle, which the Landgrave 
Henry I. received as an Imperial fief from the Emperor Adolpbus of the houſe 
of Naſſau; but by his deſcendants conferred as a fiet on the noble family 
to which it gives name; is not to be confounded with the old caſtle of Bo- 
meneburg, which ſtood near Nordbe:im. 

Dannenberg, the patrimonial houſe of the Baumbach family. 

2. To this diſtrict in fome meaſure belongs the prefecturate and town 
of Treffurt. This eſtate had formerly lords of its own who bore the fame 
name; but Hermann von Treffurt committing violences of all kinds, the 
neighbouring country, the Princes of Mentz, Saxony and H ſent a body 
of forces in conjunction againſt the town; ever fince which it has belonged 
to thofe three Princes, who have each their particular ſtreets and officers in it. 

The town of Treffurt ſtands on a hill near the river Verra, and contains 
in it a Proteſtant church ſubje to the Saxon ſuperintendency of Langen- 
falza. Moft of the inhabitants too are Proteſtant Lutherans. 

In this prefecturate are the four villages. of Fallen, Grofzen-Borſla, for- 
merly containing a collegiate-church, Schnelmanſtauſen and Wendehauſen, 
as mentioned before. 

3. The bailiwick, or prefecturate, of WaxrRItD: containing 

Wanfried, a ſmall town, lying on the Verra, and having a ſeat, which is 
the reſidence of a collateral branch of the houſe of Heſe-Rotbenburg. The 
river Frieda, which riſes near Erchsfelde, here joins the Werra. 


4. The 
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4. The prefecturate of Eschwror lies chiefly betwixt the F/erra and the 
lofty mountain of Merſaer, comprehending under it twenty villages. In it is 

Eſchwege, a town of very great antiquity, and containing a palace, as 
alſo two pariſh-churches. In the years 1499, 1555, 1559, 1593 and 
1637, it was conſumed by fire. This town was for a conſiderable time mort- 
gaged to John Caſimir, Prince of Anbalt, The ſtone-bridge here lies in a road 
which is much frequented. 

To this prefecturate likewiſe. belong the bailiwick of Bezl/tcin and Ger- 
meroda, the latter of which was formerly a convent. 

5. The prefecturate of LupwiGsTEIN, which is ſmall and divided by the 
rivulet of Gel/fer, contains 5 

Ludwigſtein, a caſtle, ſeated on a hill on an elbow of the Werra. 

 Wigenhauſen, a little town, watered by the Gelſter, which at this place 
falls into the Verra. 

Obſ. The towns of Eſchwege, Witzenhauſen, Allenderf, as alſo the caſtles 
of Furſtenſtein, Arnſtein, Wanfried and the fortreſs of Allendarf, belonged 
once to the county of that name, as this formed a part of the Nordhein: 
inheritance and the dutchy on the Meer. In the year 1264, Albert, duke 
of Brunſwick, gave theſe places as a ranſom to Henry, Margrave of Mei- 

J e had been taken priſoner. Henry transferred them to 
Sophia of Brabant and her fon Henry tbe Child, by which means it devolved 
to the Principality of He. | 

6. The preſecturate of NEUEN-GLEICHEN has its name from two ruinous 
mountain-caſtles ſtanding on a very high eminence oppoſite each other and 
called Gleichen. Old-Gleichen, which lies to the eaſt, belongs to the 
family of ar, but the ſovereign thereof is the Elector of Brunſwick. 
New-Gleichen is ſubject to Heſſe, and of this town it is that I now treat. 

The amthouſe here, otherwiſe called J/7ttmarſhef, lies in a pleaſant valley 
on the river Garta. 

Exclufive of the parochial-villages of Sattenhauſen and Etzenborn, as alſo 
of the village of Mackenroda, in this prefecturate likewiſe ſtood Bremke, 
Gelligebauſen, IWolmerſhauſen and Bennigebauſen, which are diſtinguiſhed by 
the appellation of mixed villages, being ſubject to the dominion of Brunſioicł 
Luneburg, and in the bailiwick of Alleu-Gleicben, which belongs to the 
Uſlar family. 

7. The lordſhip of Prrssa, which is ſurrounded 5 05 territories of 
Brunſwick, had anciently lords of its own. Of theſe Dieterich, lord of 


Pleſa, the laſt of his line, dying in the year 1571, Heſſe-Caſſe! took 


poiſeſſion of the lordſhip, or. rather the prefecturate, of Bovenden, as a 
vacant fief ; but the houfes of Brunſwick ſtrongly proteſted againſt it, and 


Duke Wolfgang of Grubenhagen alſo ſeized the prefecturate of Radelf ſhauſen, 


which till that time had been poſſeſſed by the lords of Plea, incorporating 
it with the Principality of 8 \ The road too leading through the 
| I 2 prefecturate 
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prefecturate of Bovenden belongs to the Elector of Brunſwick, On accoun 
of this lordſhip the Landgrave of Heſe-Caſfſel farniſhes the Emperor with 
one horſeman, or twelve florins per month, being aſſeſſed to the chamber 
at Wetzler in eight rixdollars, nine kruitzers and three quarters. | 
Of the ancient caſtle of Piaſa we ſtill ſee ſome ruins on a high mountain 
beyond Eddigebauſen. To this lordſhip alſo belongs 8 
Bovenden, a large village, lying on the Leine, which thrives by its 
vicinity to the town of Gottingen. This place contains two ennobling 
eſtates, excluſive of a prefecturate and toll-houſe. | 
"The villages of Augerſtein and Eddigebauſen, in which is a manor belong- 
ing to Count Reierſhauſen, together with Upper-Billingſhauſen, Spambeck and 
tilzeroda, near the laſt of which formerly ſtood a town named Maſeborn, 
In this lordſhip is likewiſe reputed the conventual prefecturate of Heckel- 
beim, lying not far from Nerdheim, and being originally a caſtle, which, 
in the year 1242, was converted into a monaſtery for ladies by the three 
brothers, Poppo, Geott/chalck and Ludolph, lords of Plefſa ; but the revenues 


belonging to it were afterwards, by the landgrave M illiam the Wiſe, aſſigned 


for the relief of clergymen's widows. This place was the burial-place of 
the lords of Pleſſa. | : 

II. Of the lower county of KATZENELLNBOGEN a map was publiſhed 
by Hemann's heirs in the year 1745, which makes the one hundred and 
fifth in the Atlas of Germany. This county lies in the Wetterau, 
amidſt the territories of Triers and the Palatinate, Mentz, Naſſau, Idfein, 


and that of the four joint-lords. In it are ſeveral fine woods and mineral ö 


ſprings. The principal employment of the inhabitants is agriculture and 
the making of wine, and ſome places have alſo woollen manufactories. It 
has been obſerved above that the ſovereignty of this county belongs to the 
family of Heſe-Caſſel, to which, by virtue thereof, belong alſo the epiſ- 
copal revenues, together with the Imperial, circular and other taxes; for 
the levying of which it has a commiſſary. | 

The whole county is divided into three prefecturates: namely, 

1. The prefecturate of RyeIiNFELs. In it is | 

S. Goar, commonly called San Gewer, the capital of the lower county 
of Katzenelinbogen, and lying on the weſt fide of the Rhine, in which, near 
this place, is a water-fall. In the town-church is performed the Roman 
Catholic ſervice. The toll here payable by veſſels paſſing on the Nine 
riſes high, and is received in common by the two ſovereign families\ in 


Heſſe. In the year 1561, the greater pat of this town was conſumed by 


fire. Near it ſtands 


Rbeinfels, a fortreſs, ſeated on a high rock, being originally a convent 


known by the name of Mattenburg, which, in the year 1245, or 1246, 


was converted into a caſtle. In 1647, the troops of Hefſe-Cafſei made 
themſelves maſters of this place; but, on a compact made in the year wy 
. re 
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reſtored it, together with Katz, to the houſe of Heſſe-Rothenburg, reſerving, 


however, the 7 of putting a garriſon into it. By virtue of a decree 


of the Dyet of Ratisbon, paſſed in the year 1654, the right of garriſoning 
this fortreſs Was adjudged to the houſe of Heſe- Rothenburg alone, but 
with a clauſe that acceſs to it, in unavoidable. exigencies relating to the 
Empire, ſhould, without denial or oppoſition, be permitted to the reigning 
houſe of Heſſe-Caſſel, but without prejudice to the family of Rothenburg and 
its garriſon. In the year 1692, this place was gallantiy defended by a Heſfian 
garriſon againſt the French, who were obliged to raiſe the ſiege thereof; 
after which its fortifications were improved. Heſſe-Caſſel continued in 
poſſeſſion of Rhernfels till the peace of  Ryſoick, when it was agreed, that 
that Prince, with a reſervation of its right, ſhould deliver it up to the 
houſe of Hefſe-Rheinfels, which was to provide it with a garriſon of its 
own. It was garriſoned, however, by ſome companies of Inperialiſts till 
t he breaking out of the war for the Spaniſh ſucceſſion, when the Emperor 
transferred the garriſoning and defence thereof to the houſe of Heſſe-Caſfſel ; 
which ſo enlarged and ſtrengthened it that, in a ſolemn declaration, the 
Landgrave affirms to have expended on it, from the year 1692 to the year 
1716, 1, 120, 438 rixdollars. But this fortreſs being, by the peace of Ba- 
aden, in the year 1714, put on the ſame footing as it had been by that of 
Ryſioict, the houſe of Heſſe-Caffel was obliged,” in the year 1718, to eva- 
cuate it. In 1734, it.recovered the poſſeſſion of it; and at length, in 
1754, the family of Heſſe-Rbeinſels formally renounced, in favour of Heſe- 
Caſſel, the right of garriſoning this fortreſs, as alſo the quartering of troops 
in the lower county of Katzenelinbogen, and all portion or intereſt in the 
monthly contributions appropriated for the maintenance of the garriſon. 
After a ſuſpenſion of one hundred and one years, the Proteſtants have this 
year performed divine ſervice in their chapel. | 

Goarſhauſen, or Gewerſhauſen, a ſmall town, fituate on the eaſt fide of 
the Rhine, facing St. Goar. In its church the Lutherans and Proteſtants 
meet alternately. Near it, on a very high rock, ſtands 

Katz, or Neu-Katzenellnbogen, a caſtle erected in the year 1393. This 
place has ſhared the ſame fate with the fortreſs of Rheinfels, 

2. The prefecturate of ReicuenBeRG, Init 

Reichenberg, a caſtle, ſeated on a high rock, which in the thirty years 
war was ſeveral times taken and burned. It is at preſent inhabited by a civil 
officer, and the Lutherans perform divine ſervice in it. 

Naſlatt, a large village, near the Muble in Naſtatt heath. In it are ſome 
farms belonging to nobles, and the three ſeveral religions enjoy the public 


exerciſe of their religion here. Not far from it, near a mill on the river 


Muble, called Schwaiz, is a mineral fpring. 
Gronau, or Grunau, originally a convent of Benedictines, ſtands 


on the rivulet of Claus, which runs into the Muble. In the fyear 1535, 
a this 
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this convent was converted into a hoſpital for women by the Landgrave 
Philip the Magnanimous, and is one of the four high hoſpitals of Heſſe. 

3. The prefeQurate of HomeNnsTEiN : containing 

Hohenſtein, a rainous caſtle, ſeated on a mountain on the river Aar, and 
formerly a place of ſtrength. 

Langenſchwalbach, a large village, not far from the Aar, and divided 
into the Upper and Lower Schwalbach. In the former is a Roman Catholic 
church, in the latter a Lutheran and Proteſtant one. Several Jews alſo reſide 
here. Its mineral ſprings too are famous, but the beſt of theſe is the Mein- 


brunn, which riſes in a meadow. 


Schlangenbad, or Kariſibalerbad, a celebrated medicinal bath in the Elec- 
torate of Mentz. Its waters are cold when drawn, and for common uſe 
muſt be warmed. The Elector of Mentz having a ſhare in it keeps a 
ſteward here. L 


The fief of Gero/te:ner conſiſts of a caſtle now lying in ruins, a church- 


village of twelve or fifteen vaſſals, the villages of Upper and Lower Fiſchbach, 


twenty-four hides of land at P51, together with ſome tythes and caſualties. 
This fief was formerly in the poſſeſſion of a family to which-it gave name; 
but in William, Frederick, and Hridrich of Gerolftein, this line became ex- 
tinct, the former dying in the year 1569 and the latter in 1573. Hereupon 
the fief fell to the Landgrave Philip II. as proprietor of the lower county of 
Katzenelinbegen, who incorporated it with the demeſnes thereof, a ſmall part 
excepted, which he granted as a fief to the family of Nordeck. When the 
lower county of Katzenelinbogen eſcheated to the houſe of Heſſe-Rheinfels, 
that houſe received the Gers{/tezn part, which at that time belonged to the 
family of Haſe-Darmſtadt in exchange for its part of the town and prefec- 
turate of Um/tadt. 

II. The part belonging to the reigning houſe of He/e-Darm/tade. 

The reigning houte of He/ſe-Darm/iadt, as before obſerved in the Intro- 
duction to Heſſe, has two governments; cr. one at Darmſtadt and the other 
at Gieſen. 


1. The government of Gre//en belongs to the family part of

1. The upper prefecturate of Gikss Ex. 

Gieſſen, anciently Grezen, or Ciezin, is a fortified town on the river 
Lan, having an old caſtle and arfenal. In this town, alternately with 
Marburg, is held the joint court of appeals. It is likewiſe the ſeat of a 
regency, a conſiſtory anda ſuperintendency, and has alſo an _— of 

us Lutheran;

Lutherans founded here on the ſeventh of October, 1607, the Land- 
grave Philip V. and for which, on the nineteenth of May of the ſame year, 
the Emperor Rodolph II. granted a charter. This univerſity is poſſeſſed of 


lands and incomes in the towns of Gieſſen, Grunberg and Alsfeld; as alſo 


at Marburg and Kaldern in the territories of Heſſe-Cafſel. But the laſt of 
theſe, Heſſe-Caſſel, in the year 1746, notified to the Darmſtadt family its 


intention of redeeming, for its own univerſity of Marburg, by virtue of 


the convention in the year 1648, corroborated by an a& of Dyet, in 
1650 and the univerſity of Marburg having, in due form of law, depoſited 
42,265 pounds, as the redemption-money, it laid an arreſt on the univerſity- 
lands and incomes belonging to Gieſſen, which were to have been redeemed. 
In this town is alſo a claſſical academy and two churches. That Gieſſen, 
ſo early as the beginning of the fourteenth century, was a town, appears, 
excluſively of other proots, from an inſtrument of Landgrave Otho's, drawn 
in the year 1325, granting to the inhabitants of the ſuburbs thereof the 
ſame rights with the townſmen. The ſhare which the Palſgraves of Tu- 
lingen, and the lords of Minzenberg had in this town, devolved, on their 
extinction, to the family of Caſel. In the year 1530, the Landgrave Phil's 
the Magnanimous cauſed the town to be fortified ; but, in 1547, it was 
diſmantled by order of the Emperor. In the year 1560, the works not- 
withſtanding were repaired, and have fince been enlarged and improved. 

Great Linde, a village, having a market, was formerly walled and had a 
caſtle, which was demoliſhed in the year 1248. 

Stauffenberg, à ſmall town, with an old caſtle belonging to it, now lying 
in ruins. 

The bailiwick of LoLLeR, containing four villages. 

The bailiwick of HeucutLnEm, to which belong five villages. 

The bailiwick of STEIN BAC, conſiſts of four villages. 

Obſ. Within this prefecturate lies Schrffenberg-houſe, with its fields, 
meadows, gardens and woods. It is a commandery belonging to the 
Teutonick order of Heſſe. To it alſo belongs the manour of Næubef, near 
Leygeſtern, together with divers revenues at ſeveral other places. 

2. The prefecturate of ALLEN DORF. 

Allendorf, ſurnamed an der Lumde, was erected into a town in the year 
1370. This place ſuffered extremely by fire in the years 1479, 1603, 163 
and 1728. | 

3. The prefecturate of Gaux BERG. 

Grunberg, which ſtands on a hill, is of great antiquity having formerly 
been a royal wala, if not under the Merovinian Kings at leaſt under 
thoſe of the Carkviman. In the days of the firſt Landgraves of Thuringis 
It was a town, which, in the year 1195, was laid in aſhes by the troops 
of Mentz. Its decay is owing to the fires in 1370 and 1391, the wars, and 
particularly that in the ſeventeenth: century. coi 
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The bailiwick of GxunzeRG, comprehending alto that of Merlau, has 
nineteen places belonging to it. | | 

The bailiwick of NIE DER-OuM, having five places under its four Burg- 
gemunde amt, contains ſeven places. 

The village of Burggemumde was formerly called Gemunde an der Strafſe. 

5. The prefecturate of HoMBuRG on the Ohm. In it 

Homburg on the Ohm, having a caſtle ſtanding on a hill contiguous to 
the town walls. In the year 1597 a great part of this place was conſumed 
by fire, and in 1635, 1641 and 1646 it ſuffered by war. 

Thirteen villages. 

6. The prefecturate of Als FELD. | 

Alfeld, in ancient records ſtyled Agelsfelt and Alsfeylt, a town of great 
antiquity, lying near the river Schealm, has an old caſtle belonging to it, 
together with two churches, and is the ficſt town in Heſſe which received 
the confeſſion of Augsburg, being formerly more wealthy and populous than 
at preſent. | 

— is a ruinous caſtle, ſeated on a mountain, together with nine 
villages. - 

The bailiwick of Kix por, containing 

Kirdef, a ſmall open town. 

Lebrbach, Erbenhauſen, Ober, Kleen, Mablen, Arnſbain and Bernſburg. 
Theſe ſix places conſtitute the bailiwick of Eieſer, of which the Schenks of 
Schweinſberg are proprietors, who holding half of it as a fief-of Naſſau- 
Saarbruck, the court is held annually, or oftener, in the council-houſe of 
Kirdorf, in the preſence of the Prince of Heſe-Darmſtadts amtman, or 
juſtice and ſteward at Alsfeld. 

The prefecturate of Ro Rob, containing 

Romred, a ſmall town, having a caſtle. 

A hunting-ſeat and fourteen other places. | 

The bailiwick of Scuwarz, to which belong four villages. 

7. The prefectutate of GREBENAU contains 

Grebenau, a ſmall town, its charter no older than the year 1605. 

Five villages. | 

8. Lauterbach, a ſmall town, the ſuburbs of which belong to the terri- 
tory of Rredeſel. 

9. The prefecturate of ULRIcHST HIN lies in the Merterau, and in it begins 
a high, long and cold ridge of mountains called the Yogelsberg, Fuga- 
lisberg, or Fickelsberg. In it is 

Ulrichflein, a caſtle, ſeated on a mountain, with an open town, to 
which the Emperor Lewis of Bavaria, in the year 1347, granted all the 
privileges of the town of Friedberg. 

The bailiwick of BosENHAUs EN, containing the large village of Bober- 
bauſen, with eight others. ; 8 

The bailiwick of FeLpa, conſiſting of fix villages, 10, The 
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10. The prefecturate of SCHoTTEN lies in the Metterau. In it is the ſource 
of the river Nidda. It has alſo a park and a hunting: ſeat, called Fald--- 
hauſz, which ſtands on a hill.

11. The prefecturate of Nippa lies in the Wetterau. The county of 
Nidda, on the death of Engelbard the laft count thereof, devolved to the 
counts of Ziegenhayn, and on the extinction of theſe deſcended together with 
the county of Ziegenbayn to the houſe of Heſſe. The town of Nidda lies in 
a fruitful country, and the whole prefecturate abounds in fine woods, game, 
and fiſh. It has alſo ſome glaſs-houſes and falt-works at Sa/zharſen not far 
from Nidda, eſtabliſhed in the year 1593. In it is 

Nidda, anciently called Nytbe, a town lying on a river of the ſame name, 
and having a caſtle, 7 

Nidda, and the bailiwick of FautrBAcn, with ten places belonging to it. 

The bailiwick of RophEI, conſiſting of five places. 

That of BukRCKHARDs, containing ten. 

That of CRAINFELD, with four, among which is 

Crainfeld, formerly Creginfeld, a very ancient village. 

12. The prefecturate of STORMFELs, in which lies the monntain-caſtle of 
Storm or Sturmfels, the village of Upper-Widder/he:m, containing the manor 
of Schwalheirm, which belongs to the Teutonicł order, and three other vil- 
lages under the juſtice. In this prefeCturate alſo lies the bailiwick of Rod- 
beim, mentioned above. 

13. The prefeCturate of L1sBERG lies in the Yterau, being formerly a 
particular lordthip under lords of its own, but on their failure deſcended 
to the counts of Ziegenbayn and Nidda, as next heirs; the laſt of theſe fold 
it to the Landgrave Lewis the Peaceable. In it is 

Lisberg, formerly Liebsberg, an old caſtle ſeated on a mountain, with 
a large village belonging to it. 

Schweickertſhauſen, and three other villages. 

14. The prefecturate of BinGENHELlM lies in the Vetterau, and makes 
what is called the Fulda Mark. This country is level and fruitful. In the 
ſixteenth century Heſe-Darmſiadt purchaſed this prefecturate of Nazau- 
Saarbruck. To it belongs | 

Bingenheim, a caſtle having a fine village, to which} in the year 13 57, 
the Emperor Charles IV. granted the privileges of a town. In its council- 
houſe are held every year in the princes name, three particular courts called 
Centgericht. 

Echzell, a large village ſtanding in the moſt fertile part of the whole 
Wetterau. In it are two eſtates belonging to the noble families of Greſman 
and Pretlack,

15. Peterweil, a caſtle and parochial village one hour and half from 
Homburg Jer Der Habe, both of which belong to Haſe-Darmſtadt and 
Solms Rodelheim, but the patronage of the pariſh to the latter only. 


16. The pte fecturate of Rosz B acu lies betwixt the towns of Homburg en 


Der Hohe and Friedberg. In it is 

Upper-Roſzbach u, a ſmall town, of which the Elector of Trier was a 
part owner till the year 1666. 

Lower-Roſzhach, a village. 

17. The prefecturate of BuTzBACH in the Butzbach, containing 

Butzbach, an old town ſeated in a clayey and ſwampiſh but fertile plain. 
In it is a ſtately ſeat with a fine parterre. From the counts of Falkenſ/tein 
this place deſcended to the lords of Epftern, and afterwards to thoſe of Kar- 
denellubagen, Konigſtein, and Solms. In the year 1478, Henry, Landgrave 
of Heſſe, ſucceeded by the death of his father-in-law Pbilip count of Kar- 
2erelinbogen to a fourth part of Butzbach; the Mnigſtein ſhare was in the 
vear 1595 fold to the Landgrave Leuis and his heirs, in 1623, on the diſ- 
grace ot the count of Sc/ms-Braunfels, the Emperor conferred that part be- 
longing to the counts of Solms on the family of Hæſe-Darmſtadt, and though 
this laſt by the treaty of We/iphalia was reſtored to the houſe of Solms-Braun- 


felt, yet was it afterwards diſpoſed of to Heſe-Darmftadt, which thus be- 


came ſole proprietor of the whole town and prefecturate. It ſuffered greatly 
by fire in the year 1603. | 

Munſter, a large village, with five others annexed to it. 

Philipſeck, a palace belonging to the Princes of Hefſe-Darmflad?, and 
ſeated on a mountain producing good wine; was built by the Landgrave 
Philip III. betwixt the years 1626 and 1628. This palace lies above Munſter, 
:n the pariſh of which it ſtands. 7 

18. The prefecturate of KLEEBERG in the Vetterau belongs to the houſe 
of Heſſe-Darmftadt, and Naſſau-Weilburg. Hohen-Solms had formerly one 


eighth of it, which in the thirty years war devolved to the family of Heſc- 


Darmſtadt. This ſhares the precedence alternately for two years, and 1 


Naſſau-Weilburg for one, or are Baumeiſters. Each has an officer under 
him for holding the prefecturate court, from which an appeal lies to the 
Baumeiſter; after that both regencies deliberate in concert, whether the 


appeal be to be admitted or not, and in the former caſe agree on a ſen» 


tence. To this prefecturate belongs 


Kleeburg, a village with a ruinous caſtle ſtanding on a mountain toge- 1 


ther with the villages of Upper-Kleen, Brandoberndorf, and Eberſgons. 


19. The prefecturate of HUTTENBERG, ſituate in the Vetterau, was for-

over the French by the immortal King of Pruſſia, on the 5th of November 1757. 
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merly incorporated with Naſſau-wweilburg, but in the year 1703 detached 
itſelf from it. 

Heſſe-Darmſtadt, having for its own particular ſhare Langgons, Kirch- 
gons, Pohlgons, Allendorf, Annerodbauſen and Leygeſtern. 

20. The prefecturate of Kon1GsSBERG in the Hetterau, was in the vear 
1350, together with Hohen-Solms, fold by Philip Count Solms to Henry 
Landgrave of Heſſe, and till 1629 continued joined with Sælims; but in that 
year both houſes divided the temporal juriſdiction amongſt them, by which 
the preſent prefecturate of Konigsberg devolved to Hefſe-Darmſtadt alone, 
whilſt the eccleſiaſtical affairs continued in common. In the year 16 38, 
Solms aſſumed the community of the eccleſiaſtical juriſdiction in the pre- 
fecturate of Konigsberg and Heſſe-Darmſtadt reſerved the like in that of 
Hyben-Solms, To it belongs 

Konigsberg, a little town containing a ruined caſtle, with eight villages. 

21. The prefecturate of BLaNKENSTEIN, in which are mines of ſilver, lead, 
mercury and vitriol. In it is 

Blankenſtein, the manſion-houſe of this prefecturate, above which for- 
merly ſtood a caſtle, which was demolithed in the year 1646. 

Gladenbach, a large village, with twenty-one other villages. 

22. The prefecturate of Bredenkopf. In it 

Biedenkopf or Biedencap, a ſmall town ſtanding on the Abilli, and famous 
2 iron-works and foundery. In the years 1635 and 1647 this place 
tuffered by fire. 

Homertſhauſen, near which is a ſilver mine.

23. The country of Breidenbach contains the

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24. The prefecturate of BATTENBERG: In it 

Battenberg, a very old town on the river Eder, which has frequently ſuffered 
by fire, particularly in the year 1653, when it was almoſt totally deſtroyed. 
This place was formerly the reſidence of the counts of Battenberg. 

Hatzfld, a very ancient but ſmall town ſeated on the Eder, its caſtle 
the patrimonial ſeat of the family of Hatzfeld. 

Leyſa, a village, alſo very ancient, and noted for the ſignal defeat of the 
Saxons there in the year 779 by the Franks. In this country formerly ſtood. 

The Gau of Licf, Libeſ, or Liboſi. 

Battenfeld, and eight other villages. | 

25. The Lordſhip of 7tey lies on the river Eder in the Itter Gau (the 
Pagus Nitherſis, or Nitherſes of the ancients) being principally environed by 
the territories of Yaldeck, but in ſome parts borders on thoſe of Heſſe-Caſel. 
This lordſhip receives its name from the river Iter, which ifluing from 
#nſe, or according to others from Corbach in the country of Weldeck, falls 
into the Eder near Herzhauſen. It is in moſt parts mountainous, but yet 
not unfruitful ; enjoying alſo plenty of wood, game, ſheep, and fiſh, and 
having in particular a very profitable copper-mine. The arigin of the an- 
cient Dynaſtæ of Itter is obſcure. The moſt ancient of them yet known is 
Felcmar earl of 1'ter, who lived about the year 1120. In the 14th century 
this lordſhip was divided betwixt the brothers Heynemann III. and Adolpbus, 
who renewed their alliance with the principality of Haſe, and placed them- 
ſelves together with their caſtles and lordſhips wholly under ho protection 
thereof, in the very ſame manner with the caſtles and eſtates properly be- 
longing thereto, by which means they became States and Denniſons of that 
Principality. | 

On the deceaſe of Heynemann III. his widow Margaret with her daughter 
Cunigunda, in the year 1357, ſold one half of her huſband's part of the 
lordihip of Iter to Henry, Landgrave of Heſſe, tor nine hundred marks of 
ſilver; and at the ſame time made a formal renunciation of that part which 
had belonged to her deceaſed huſband's brother Adolphus of Itter; the other 
half of the ſhare of Heynemann ſhe alſo diſpoſed of the very ſame year for 
nine hundred marks of filver to Gerlach archbiſhop of Mentz. The laſt 
male of the Itter line, and probably a grandſon of the ſaid Adolphus, was 
Eraſmus, who died in the year 1443. The Elector of Mentz did not long 
retain his ſhare of T'ter, mortgaging it in 1359, to Orho count of Waldect 
and his ſon Henry; but the houſe of Waldeck likewiſe under-mortgaged it 
to Wilfs of Gudenberg, into whoſe hands, in the ſame manner, came 
alſo the Heſian ſhare in the year 1383. Thus they had poſſeſſion of both 
parts till the 16th century, when in the year 1542, the ſhare belonging to 
the Electorate of Mentz was redeemed by the counts of Waldeck, and in the 
year 1562, that of Heſe by its Landgrave. In 1586, the Elector of Mentz 
alſo ſignified to the counts of Waldeck his intention of redeeming his ſhare, 


which was accordingly done in the year 1588; but the Landgrave Lewis of 4 
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Marburg laid down the mortgage money, and thus held, on redemption, the 
Mentz ſhare of the lordſhip of Itter. In the year 1589, he alſo purchaſed 
for 7000 guilders that part of the lordſhip of which the family of Lowen- 
/tein, and afterwards thoſe of Gogreben, bad been proprietors, which in- 
cluded the &enerberg and the village of Itter; and in 1590, he bought of 


the counts of Waldeck for 1600 Spaniſh dollars, or Rheniſh gold guilders, - 


one half of the pariſh of Eimelrode, with ſome other revenues. Of the fief 
of Itter, which is dependant on Corvey abbey, the Wolfs of Gudenberg, and 
the family of Malsburg obtained the reverſion in 14413 and on the death 
of Eraſmus of Itter ſucceeded to the poſſeſſion, holding it even to this day. 
The arms of ter are a triangular ſhield with a crowned lion rampant, the 
tongue projecting and the tail erect, the whole being ſurmounted with an 
open helmet, and having for its creſt a ſtag's head. 

The lordſhip of Iter at preſent conſtitutes a prefectureſhip, to which 
belong the following pariſhes and places, namely, 

1. The pariſh of Vobl, containing 


Vohl, a market-village ſtanding on the river Aſel or Eſel, being the ſeat 


of the prefecturate, as alſo of a metropolitan. The Landgrave George the 
Mediator, having been appenaged with the lordſhip of Ter, reſided in the 
ſeat erected here in the year 1665. | 

Baſdorf, Aſel or Eſel, and Marienhagen, properly Merbenbagen, all villages: 

2. The pariſh of Obernburg, in which are the remains of the old caſtle 
of Itter, the original patrimony of the lords of Itter; the village of Tha/- 
Itter, together with the village of Iter, ſtanding both on the river 7ter, 
as alſo the village of Obernburg, having formerly a caſtle. 

Near [ter caſtle formerly ſtood a fortreſs named Steuerburg. 

3. The mine-town of Thal-1tter, near the village of that name; the 
charter of which was beſtowed on it by Erne/t Lewis the Landgrave. This 
icular church of its own lately erected there, together with 
a paſtor, who is paid by the officers and others belonging to its rich copper 
mine. It is alſo a mine-amt of the Prince's. 

4. The pariſhes of Kirchlatbeim, comprehending the villages of Kirch- 
lotheim, Schmidtlotheim, Altlotheim, Hergſbauſen, Harbſhauſen and Buchen- 
berg, anciently Buchemer. t 

5. The village of Lower-Orken, which is incorporated with the pariſh of 
Upper-Orken, in the territories of Heſſe-Caſſel. 

6. The pariſh of Upperwerbe, in the village of the ſame name, lies on 
the little river Werba. 

7. The pariſh of Horinghauſen is diſtinct from the former, being wholly 
ſurrounded by the Waldeck lands. It conſiſts of the village of Heringhauſen, 
and a diſtrict which is two hours in length. In this village the family of 
* have a ſeat, with ſome juriſdiction. 5 

. The pariſh of Eimelrode lies four hours north-weſt from the other 


pariſhes 
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pariſhes of the lordſhip of Itter amidſt the territories of Waldeck; and 
to it belong the villages of Eimelrode or Emmelrede, Hemmighauſen and 
Deisfeld. 

26. Other bailiwicks and eſtates, beſides the preceding ones, the owners 
of which have a ſeat among the States. Theſe are the following, namely, 

1. That of Riedeſel. The noble family of Riedeſel of Eiſenbach holds ſome 
bailiwicks under Heſſe-Caſſel, for which it does homage to the Landgrave, 
and is reckoned among the number of the States; the inhabitants alſo, in 
caſes above thirty guilders, have a right of appeal from their bailiwicks to 
the provincial court of Heſe. Theſe bailiwicks are, 

1. Lauterbach cantred, or hundred, bordering on the prefecturate of 
Remrod, and including 

Lauterbach, called das Werth, together with fix villages. 

2. The bailiwick of ExGeLRoD lying contiguous to the prefecturate of 
U!lrich//etn, containing twelve villages. 

3. The bailiwick of UpyzrR-Onm, lying betwixt the prefecturate of L- 
richſtein, Burggemunde and Grunberg, and comprehending fix. villages. 

2. The Rabenau or Londorf Grund, bordering on the amts of Homburg 
an der Habe and Grunberg, and belonging to the Nerdeck of Rabenau. This 
diſtrict contains eight villages. 

3. Buſecker vale, lying betwixt the prefecturates of Gieſſen, Allendorf, 
and Grunberg, forming part of the Sahms- lich eſtate, and including alſo the 
villages of Old-Buſeck, Great-Buſeck, Rorſroth, Reyskirchen, Burkhardſ- 
felden, Albach, Oppenrath, Rodgen and Bevern, with near five hundred 
vaſſils. This diſtrict belongs to the coheirs of Buſeck, which are divided 
into the lines of Buſecł in Buſeck, Munch-Buſec and Brand-Buſeck. Nierer 
and Gan- Erben in the vale of Buſecꝭ, together with the other inhabitants and 
vaſſals, have for ſome centuries paſt acknowledged the houſe of Heſſe as 
their ſovereign, and have punctually performed to it all the ſervices due 


from vaſſals to their lords. In the year 1576, in a ſolemn convention, they 


acknowledged the perpetual ſovereignty of the houſe of Heſſe, and that it 
belonged to them by deſcent; and though in 1702 the ſubjects in Buſeck- 
dale and Middle-Rhine, and in 1704 the nobility laid a complaint before 
the aulic council, that the coheirs in Buſeck-vale had illegally put them- 
ſelves under the ſovereignty of the houſe of Heſſe by virtue of the com- 
pact in the year 1576, and though the aulic council were for annulling 
this compact, yet on the 19th of January 1725, it was enacted by the 
Emperor C aries VI. that for the future the Landgrave of Heſe-Darmſtadt 
ſhould inveſt the coheirs in Bufeck-vale in the Emperor's name, but that 
they ſhould be ſubject to him, and conform to the compact of 1 576. 

4. The bailiwick of FRoyxHAuseN, bordering on the prefecturate of 
Battenberg, and containing the villages of Frobnhauſen and Upper Aſphe. 


5. The manors of 
Arngerod, 
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Angerod, in the prefecturate of Aldsfeld, belonging to the family of 
Noding. 

Biſſes, in the ptefecturate of Bix ENHEIM, belonging to that of Nagel. 

Burkbardsfelden, in Buſeck-vale, belonging to that of Lowenfeld. 

Dernbach, in the prefecturate of BLANKENsTE1N, to that of Dernbach. 

Elmſhauſen, in the prefecturate of Bix DEN Kor, to that of Doring. 

Gleimerhayn, in the prefecturate of ALsFELD, to that of Schenck. 

Hermanſtein, in the prefecturate of KoxiGsBER, to that of Schenk.

The Princely Houſe of Hesst-HowmBu rs, 


Poſſeſſes in the Vetterau, two miles from Franckfort, and at the foot of 
a chain of mountains called the Habe, the town and prefecturate of Ham- 
burg vor der Hohe. 

This prefecturate in the year 1622, Lewis V. Landgrave of Heſſe-Darm- 


ſtadt conſigned to his brother Landgrave Frederic, founder of the preſent 


houſe of Heſſe-Homburg, and his heirs, together with all its incomes, profits 
and eſtates, powers and juriſdictions of all kinds, in lieu of a yearly penſion 
of 20,000 dollars which had been ſettled on him in 1606 ; the ruling-houſe 
ſtill reſerving certain ſtipulations, ſuch as the attendance of the clergy both in 
the prefecturate and town at the general ſynod, the examination of them, 
the wine-tax, the toll, and the protection and neceſſary conſequences 
thereof, together with all ſecular fiefs, as it had done before in the pre- 
fecturate and town of Homburg ver der Hobe, and that the houſe of Heſſe- 
Homburg, ſhould in the name of the ruling-houſe, levy the imperial and 
provincial taxes which have been granted at the Diet, and of which an ac- 
count ſhall be given to it, cauſing them to be paid to the ruling-houſe, 
and likewiſe ſhould collect the land and woollen duties, and thoſe on 
liquors, till the reigning-houſe ſhould ſettle on it incomes of an equal 
amount. The ruling-houſe has alſo retained the paſſage and quartering of 
ſoldiers, the new military tax, appeals, protection, paſs-ports, and other 
prerogatives. By virtue of which the ſubjects in this town and preſectu- 
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rate are to do homage to the ruling-houſe, which ſor the ſecutity of its 
rights, has a reſervat-amtman or bailiff in the town and prefecturate of 
Homburg. In the year 1668 a new compact was firſt concluded, by which, 
on the death of a ruling Landgrave of Heſſe- Darmſtadt, the houſe of Hom- 
burg was to renew the obligation, but on the deceaſe of a Landgrave of 
Heſſe- Homburg the ſubjects were to do homage to the new Landgrave, and 
at the ſame time ſwear to the Reſervata appertaining to Heſſe-Darmſtadt. 
In the year 1671 George Chriſtian, Landgrave of Homburg, transferred both 
the town and prefecturate to Heſſe-Darmſtadt, which, accordingly continued 
in poſſeſſion thereof till his death, and that of the Landgrave William Chriſto- 
pber of Bingenbeim, on which, in the year 1681, the town and prefecturate 
of Hamburg were by compact ceded a ſecond time to the Langrave Fre- 
deric II. of Homburg. The year 1707 produced a new convention, in which 
the ſovereignty of the town and prefecturate of Hamburg were annexed to 
the houſe of Darmſtadt, but with a clauſe that no prejudice ſhould be 
done thereby to the houſe of Homburg in ſuch articles as related to any 
branch of the ſovereignty which by the decrees were expreſsly granted to it, 
and that nothing ſhould be tranſacted in oppoſition thereto. In the ſame 

| ſe — the reſt of the Darmſtad! 
lands ſhall wholly or in part-be charged with the quartering and maintain- 
ing of ſoldiers; the prefecturate and town of Hamburg ſhall, according to 
the eſtabliſhed rule in the other prefecturates of Darmſtadt be chargeable 
only with fifteen complete rations ; furthermore, the houſe of Heſſe- Ham- 
burg is lord and foreſter in the high marc, as alſo in thoſe of Seulberg 
and Erlingbach. The houſe of Heſſe- Homburg, by founding a new town, 
encouraging a ſettlement of two French colonies, and erecting four farms 


| here, has increaſed the inhabitants and revenues of this prefecturate above 


one half, all of whom comfortably ſupport themſelves by the manufac- 
tures which the above-mentioned induſtrious people introduced, and yield 
an appearance of commerce and wealth which it never knew before. In it 
are the following places, namely, 

Homburg vor der Hehe, a town, containing a palace for the Prince's reſi- 
dence. The Landgrave Frederic II. likewiſe added a handſome new town 
to it. Both the Lutherans and Proteſtants enjoy the public exerciſe of theic 
religion here. The Prince is proprietor of three prefecturates in the territories 
of Magdeburg and Halberſtadt, excluſive of other perſonal rights and reve- 
nues, for the management of which a branch of the Prince's chancery is 
appropriated. In the year 1721, an alms and orphan-houſe were erected in 
the new town, by order of the Landgrave Frederick Jamet. Not far from 
the town, along the road to Braunfels on the Hobe, are ſeen ſeveral very d 
trenches, and particularly one place ſurrounded by them which is called 
Saalburg. 

The villages of Seulberg, Koppern, Gunzenbeim and Upper-Steden,

IT. Under the regency of Darmſtadt is 

The upper county of Katzenellnbegen, together with part of the lordſhip 
of Epſtein. 

The upper county of Katzenelinbogen borders on the Rhine, the Mayn, 
the Palatinate and Merz, as alſo on the counties of Henburg and Erbach. 
In it lies a part of the mountainous road of Odenwald, and” Bannforſt at 
Dreyeich, p. 89. With reſpe& to the latter, it is to be obſerved that the 
counts of Katzenellnbogen, fo early as the year 1265, had claimed the privi- 
lege of hunting in the imperial foreſt of Dreyeich, bur on an arbitration it 
was given againſt them in favour of the houſe of Fa/kenſtein, and thus it 
continued eil the 16th century, when the upper county of Kazzenel/n- 
bogen devolving to the houſe of Heſſe, and the prefecturate of Kelſterbach 
being likewiſe ſold to it in the year 1642, the count of 2Jenburg receded 
from the privilege of hunting in the territories of Heſſe-Darmſtadt, but re- 
tained the fees which in this upper county of Katzenellnbogen had ever been 
levied by the lords of the hunting-lands of Dreyerchen, and are till paid by 
ſuch places belonging to Hefſe- Darmſtadt as lie within the hunting pre- 
cincts, and even by the town of Darmſtadt itſelf. 

This county abounds in corn, wine, almonds and cheſtnuts ; how it fell 
to the houſe of Heſſe has been ſhewn above. It includes 

1. The prefecturate of Darmſtadt, conſiſting of three cantreds. 

In the firſt cantred lies, 

Darmſtadt, a town ſeated on a river of the ſame name, in a fruitful and 
pleaſant country. This place was not only choſen for the refidence of the 
former counts of Katzenellnbogen, but alſo by George I. Landgrave of Heſſe, 
and his ſucceſſors; and gives name to the branch of the Heſian houſe, to 
whom it belongs. The landgrave George I. erected a new palace here, which 
was enlarged by the Landgrave George II. in 1629, and other additions and 
repairs made to it in the year 1664 by the Landgrave Lewis VI. Landgrave 


| Erneſt Lewis began a very ſtately palace here, but this has not yet been 


completed. In the town is a regency, a court of appeals, a conſiſtory, a cri- 


minal court, and a grammar-ſchool. It contains alſo a church, which is 


the burial-place of the princely family. In the year 1330, William IV. 
count of Katzenelinbogen, by permiſſion of the Emperor Letois of Bavaria, 
fortified Darmſtadt? with a wall; and the Landgraves Lewis V. and VI. 
added new ſuburbs to it, near which is alſo an orphan-houſe. 

Beſſungen, a village. 

2. To the ſecond cantred, which lies on the Bergſtraſge, belongs 

Eberſtatt, a large village ſeated on the Berg/ſtraſze. 

Pfungſtadt, and eight other villages. | 

3. To the third cantred belongs ſeven villages, namely, Arhei/rgen, 
Braunſhard, &c. Kranichſtein, Gehborn, and Sensfeld.. 
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2. The prefecturate of Kx LST ERB ACH joins to the Mayn. In the year 
1600, Count Henry of Neunburg fold this prefecturate for 3 56, 177 florins to 
the bouſe of Heſe- Darmſtadt. To it belongs 

Kelfterbach, or -Keltersbach, a village and caſtle ſeated on the river Mayn. 

Langen, a large village, in which was formerly held, in the month 
of May, before the church, the annual court of venery, as it is now at 
D/ ect. 

The villages of Egelsbach, Morfelden, Molfigarten and Walldorf. 

The prefecturats of RUSSELSHEIM lies on the Mayn and Rhine. In 
it is the tract of land called In Ried, as alſo the Geraver land, in Latin 
Pagum Gerau. To it belongs 

Ruſſellſheim, a large village, containing a caſtle, which ſtands on the 
river Mayn. In the year 1534, this place was conſumed with fire; and, 
in 1689, ſuffered the like calamity from the French. 

Frey/tatt, a new town, ſeated on the Rhine, not far from Buſchofjetm, 
and built by the Landgrave Leuis in the year 1745. Among other pri- 
vileges this place has an aſylum for debtors, and the three religions are 
- tolerated in their public worſhip here. - 

Great-Gerau, a (mall town, the charter of which was, in the year 1398, 
granted by the Emperor Wene/laus. This place is the ſeat of the hun- 
dred court. 

J Trebur, i in Latin Triburium and Triburia, a large village, fs con- 
taining a magnificent royal palace. Under the Carlovinian Kings ſome 
Diets and councils were held here. 

Nanbeim, Bauſchbeim, or Konigs/tedten, and eight other villages, OG 
with Rhinfelder, Kellerey, and two farms. | 

4. The prefecturate of DoR N BERG, containing 

Dornberg, a large village, with a ſeat; by the chapter of Wurzburg in- 


cluded in the county of Bingen, on which, in the year 1013, it was con- 


ferred by Henry II. This place was anciently a fief of Henneberg; but, in 
the year 1521, the enfeoffment thereof was ceded to Heſſe. | 

Dernheim and Leheim, two large villages. 

Ebrfelden, near which, in the year 1632, Guſtavus Adeiphus, King of 
Sweden, cauſed a pillar of free-ſtone, fiſty- ſix feet in height, to be erected, 
crowned with a lion-rampant on to 

Hejheim, one of the four high-hoſpitals of Heſſe, founded in the 
year 1553, by the Landgrave Philip the 9 for poor and in- 


firm women. 
Stockftadt on the Rhine, and other places. 
Grebenbruch, Lufthauſen and Maſſerbiblis, all manors belonging to the 
family of Kronberg. 
Benſheimer, Hainer and Riedbauſen, manors belonging to the convent of

5. The prefecturate of IA RRSBURG, in which lies 

Jagersburg, a ſeat of the Princes, and four other villages. | 

6. The prefecturate of ZwinGENBERG lies on the Berg/traſz», in it is 
the celebrated mountain of Malches, in Latin Melibocus, which is one of the 
higheſt in all Germany. It is a received opinion that from the name of this 
mountain and the Catti, who dwelt on it, that is from the Catti Meliboci 
and Cattimelibocia, the name of Katzenelinbogen has by gradual corruption 
been derived. This prefecturate conſiſts of two cantreds, or hundreds. 

1. To the firſt belongs 
Zwingenberg, a town, ſituate on the Berg-ſtraſze. In this place originally 
ſtood a caſtle, to which, in the thirteenth century, was added a church ; 
and ſoon after, namely, in the year 1273, the Emperor Radolph I. built a 
privileged town here. In 1693 the greateſt part of this place was deſtroyed 
by the French, but again rebuilt to advantage. 

The villages of Auerbach, Bedenkirchen and Hichſtatten, together with 
Auerberg, a ruined caſtle. 

2. In the ſecond hundred are twelve villages ; namely, Albach, Malchen, 
&c. Bickenbach and Jugenbeim belong in common to Haſe-Darmſtadt and 
Erbach. 

7. The prefecturate of LicuTENBERG contains thirteen places; vis. 

Lichtenberg, a caſtle lying in ruins on a hill near Odenwalde. 

Reinbeim, a town, ſeated on the river Gernſprenz. 

Ernſthofen, Uberau and Upper-Ramſtadt, three large villages. 

Georgenhauſz, a village belonging to the family of Harthauſen. 

Frankenſtein, near Frankenhauſen, a ruined caſtle, ſtanding high, and the 
8 houſe of the noble family of that name. 

. The gemernſchaft, or community, of Umſtad!t, in the Odenwald?, conſiſts 
of ſixteen places, being poſſeſſed by Hſe-Darmſtadt and the Elector-Pala- 
tine. Heſſe-Caſſel formerly had allo a ſhare in it; but, in the year 1708, 
this was transferred to Heſſe-Darmſtadt. In it is 

Great-Umſtadt, a very ancient town, but formerly larger than at preſent. 
Near it ſtands the village of Kle:n-Umſtadt. 

Bremsbach, Lower- Keinſpach and other villages. 

9. The lordſhip of Epſtein, belonging to Heſſe-Darmſtad, lies, at no 
great diſtance from the conflux of the Rhine and Mayn, being ſeated amidſt 
the territories of Mentz. This diſtrict abounds in grain, wine and wood. 
Godfrey VII. lord of Epſtein and Munzenberg, and count of Dietz, in the 
fifteenth century, ſold one half both of the lordſhip and town to the Land- 
grave William of Heſſe. 

Epſtein, a ſmall town, with a ſeat, of which the Elector of Merntz is 
a half proprietor, in the year 1318, was raiſed to a town by Les 
of Bavaria. ; 

The four foreſt-villages of Langenbain, Lorsbach, Maſenheim and I allau. 
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Delkenheim, or Telkenheim, a market-town, created ſuch, in the yeac 
1320, by the Emperor Lewis. 

Diedenbergen, Nordenſtadt, and ſeven other villages, with ſome de- 
tached manours. 

10. The prefecturate of BAN BAch and the pariſh of Katzenelinbogen, 
belong properly to the lower county of Katzenellnbogen, and on the extinc- 
tion of the male- line of the counts thereof, devolved, as did alſo the whole 
county, to the houſe of Heſſe. The Landgrave Pbilip the Magnani mou 
ſettled it, together with the lower county of Katzenelinbogen, on his fon 
Philip; and, at his deceaſe, the pariſh of Katzenelinbogen, as at that time 
belonging to the prefecturate of Hobenſte:n, fell to the Landgrave Lewis of 
Heſſe-Caſſel ; Philip's widow remaining in poſſeſſion of the prefecturate of 
Braubach. This lady likewiſe dying, Maurice, Landgrave of Haſe-Caſſel, 
acquired, by inheritance and exchange, two thirds of that prefecturate, and 
Heſe-Darmſtadt, ſimply by inheritance, one third. By virtue of a compact 
made in the year 1627, the houſe of Darmſtad? acquired the whole lower 
county of Katzenellnbogen, together with the prefecturate of Braumbech and 


the pariſh of Katzenel/nhbogen. The laſt of theſe, in the year 16433 being 


aſſigned by the Landgrave George as a mortgage to his brother Joby for a debt 
of 40,000 rixdollars. In 1648, by a new convention, Heſe-Caſſel obtained 
the lower countyof Katzenelinbogen and the prefecturate of Braubach, excluſive 
of the Caſſel part and the pariſh of Katzene/inbogen: It was likewiſe ſtipulated 
that the prefecturate of Braubach and the pariſh of Katzenelinbogen ſhould, 
on the deceaſe of the Landgrave Jobn, and his male heirs, return without 
any oppoſition, either by word or deed, to the Cafe! line, who, on the 
other hand, was at its option to reſtore what it enjoyed at that time in lieu 
of them, and to liquidate all debts, mortgages and aſſignments of the Land- 
grave George, which were payable out of it. Thus Heſe-Darmſtadt, to- 
gether with a third which was before in its hands, arrived likewiſe to the 
poſſeſſion of the two thirds of the prefecturate of Braubach belonging to 
Heſſe-Caſſel, as alſo of the whole pariſh of Katzenelinbogen. In the year 1747, 
Heſſe-Caſſel was for recovering the ſaid two thirds of the prefecturate of 
Branbach and the parith of Katzenellnbogen; but Heſſe-Darmſtadt maintained 
that all right to ſuch an exchange was legally expired by preſcription ; and 


thus the matter ended. In it is 

1. The town and prefecturate of BRauBacn. 

Braubach, a town, ſeated on the Rhine, in the year 1288, received a 
charter, equal to that of the town of Oppenheim, from the Emperor Ro- 
dolpb. In a vale running along the Rhine is the ſeat of Philipsburg, which 
was erected about the year 1568 by the Landgrave Philip the Younger, on a 
rock yielding mines of copper and filver. Above the city ſtands the caſtle 
of Marxburg. In its neighbourhood are likewiſe ſome mineral ſprings, the 
moſt noted of which is the Dinłbolder. 
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The villages of Dachſenhauſen and Gemmerich, together with the manours 
of Hinderwald and Falkenborn. 

Ems, a large village, more than once conſumed by fire, is ſaid formerly 
to have enjoyed municipal privileges. Near it are the celebrated baths of 
Ems, two of which belong to Hef/e-Darmſtadt and three to Naſſau-Dietz. 
Each of theſe proprietors have a handſome houſe near them, excluſive of 
other private buildings, | 

Kammenau, or Kemnau, a village belonging both to Hefe-Darmſtad: and 
Naſau- Dietz. 

2. In the pariſh of Katzenelinbogen is 

Old-Katzenelinbogen, a market-village, having a caſtle, ſeated on a moun- 
tain and being the patrimonial houſe of the ancient counts of Katzenellhn- 
lagen. In its neighbourhood are ſome mines of iron. 

The villages of Klengelbach, Allendorf, Ebertſhauſen, Schonborn, Upper- 
Mittel and Lewer-Fisbach, as alſo Gudenacker on the river Labn. 

Obſ. Haſe-Darmſtadt poſſeſſes a part of ſeveral villages belonging to the 
Vierherriſchen Gebiets, or four-lordi-diſtricts, which lie in the lower county 
of Katzenelinbogen. 

Obſ. That to the houſe of Haſe-Darmſtadt belong, at and in the Im- 
perial city of Werzlar, the patronage and protection, the toll and right to 
Carlſmund, or Calſchmitt-bouſe, as has been ſhewn at large, from ancient 
records, in a reſpectful memorial addreſſed to his Imperial Majeſty. Heſſe- 
Darmſtadt is alſo patron of the village of Freyenſcen, near Grunberg; in the 
territory of Solms-Laubach, enjoys the tolls and patronage, and holds ſeveral 
courts in the village of Melbach, which lies two hours from Friedberg and 
Bingenbeim, and, in conjunction with Solms-Braunfels, appoints a judge, who 
twice a year holds a court-leet at the parſonage. To it alſo belongs the 
ſovereignty of Florftatt with ſeveral other prerogatives. 


The PRINCIPALITY of 
#4 8 #8 & 0d. 


PAR TICULAR maps of the Principality of Hergeld have been pub- 
liſhed by Bleau, Janſſon, Waesberg, Schenk and Valk. This diſtrict 
borders on Upper and Lower Heſſe. The dioceſe of Fulda in it lies along 
the river Fulda, which improves the natural fertility of its ſoil. The 
names of Herolfelde, Herotvesfelde, Herveld on Herocampia, by which we 
find it anciently called, ſnew the appellation of Hergfeld, now uni- 
verſally faid to be more proper than Hirchfeld, which obtains alſo, . 
. ome 
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ſome perſons though without any grounds. It was originally an Imperial 
abbey of Benedictines, founded in the year 730 and largely endowed by 
Pipin and Charlemain, Kings of the Franks. In the year 1370, the Land- 
grave Hermann, of Heſſe, took the town of Hersfeld under his protection. 
In the year 1415, the Landgrave Lewis II. made an agreement for it and 
other articles; and, in 1421, on ſome ſchemes of the abbot for curtailing 
its privileges, iſſued forth a warrant of protection for it, diſpatching alſo, 
at the ſame time, to the abbot a letter full of reproaches and menaces. 
In the year 1525, this place did homage to the Landgrave Philip. In 
1606, Otho, eldeſt fon to the Landgrave Maurice, was elected admini- 
ſtrator of the abbey, in which honour he was ſucceeded by the Landgrave 
William V. Laſtly, at the treaty of We/iphalia, the town and abbey of 
Hersfeld, with all its appurtenances, both eccleſiaſtical and ſecular, and 
either within or without the diſtri ; as, namely, the priory of Gellingen, for 
inſtance, was transferred to the houſe of Heſſe-Caſſel as an hereditary temporal 
Principality and Imperial fief ; ever fince which that houſe has inſerted it 
in its arms and titles. By virtue alſo of this ceſſion, the houſe of Heſe- 

Caſſel, in the year 1654, took ſeat and voted in the college of Princes; 
and, by means of this Principality, is likewiſe entitled to the like privileges 
in the Diet of the Circle of the Upper-Rhine. His contingency for it to the 
Empire is two horſe and nine foot, or ſixty florins. This Principality, as | 
incorporated with Heſſe, is included in the diſtrict of Fulda; Hersfeld being 
its convocatory town. It conſiſts of the following prefectureſhips and 
places ; VIZ, 

Hersfeld, the capital of the Principality and lying on the Fulda, and 
containing a palace, a cathedral, a town-church, a gymnaſium and a 
wealthy hoſpital. c 

Eichen, cr Eichksf Bingarten, and Hattenbach, two ſeats with manours 
belonging to the Prince. n 


The bailiwicks and priories of JoHANNESBERG, ſeated on the Haun, 
PETERSBERG and BLANKENHEIM, the laſt of which ſtands near the Fulda 1 
betwixt Hersfeld and Rothenburg, but both the other on hills in the neigh- | 
bourhood of the town of Hersfeld. 0

The prefecturate of KREUTZBERG, in which is 
Kreutzberg, 


| the /e. His ſpouſe, Ade kaida, was ſiſter to Henry, the ſecond count of 
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Kreutzberg, a large village, ſeated on the Werra. Near it ſtands 

Philip/ſthal, which is the reſidentiary feat of an appenage branch of 
Hejje-Cagel. On its fide too formerly ſtood the convent of Kreutzberg, 
which having been conferred by the Landgrave Charles on his brother 
Philip, he rebuilt it in its preſent form and gave it his name. 

The prefecturate of FR AUuExs EN, on the other ſide of the Verra, and 
which is but ſmall. This preſecturate was formerly a convent belonging to 
the biſhoprick of Hersfeld ; but afterwards one half of it deſcended, by 
virtue of a mortgage, to the houſe of Heſſe, which obtained the other half 
by the treaty of Ye/{phalia. The manſion-houſe here ſtands on a natural 
dam betwixt two large lakes. 

Gellingen, once a priory, lies together with the prefecturate of Franken- 
hauſen, in Thuringia, being a fiet belonging to Schwarzburg-rudel/tad?s. 

Schildſchlag, a feudal bailiwick for Bucbenau. 

Obſ. The pariſh of Ufbcvern, in the inſpection of Langen-Salza, in Thu- 
ringta, is a fief of Hersfeld ; and for this reaſon the paſtor, on his colla- 
tion, muſt make his appearance before the conſiſtory at Caſſel. 

The county of Sponbeim, or Spanbeim, lying betwixt the Rhine and the 
Mſel, in the countries formerly called Nobgau ; Hunſiruft, Trachgau 
and Bedgau was anciently divided into the hither and farther, the former of 
which properly bears the name of Sponbeim and belonged to Eaft-Franconia; 
but the latter, which is alſo called the county of Starkenburg, to Meſtern- 
Franconia, or Weſjt-Rich. | 

$. 2. The firſt count of Sponhe:m, known with any degree of certainty, 
was Elerbard; who, in the year 1044, founded a church on the mountain 
of Feldberg, not far from Kreuſznach, and lived till the year 1065. He ſtyled 
himſelf Count of Naumburg from a caſtle of that name belonging to him. 
Count Stephen of Sponbeim, who converted the church of Sponbeim into a 
convent, was probably his ſon; and Megenbard, or Meinhard, Stephen's 
ſon, continued the Spanbeim line; and having completed the convent there, 
made an order, that the eldeſt of his ſons, and, on his death, the eldeſt of 
his iſſue, who was alſo lord of Kreuſznach, ſhould be patron and treaſurer 
of the convent. His eldeſt ſon, Count Godfrey, ſucceeded to the county 
appenaged to his brother Crafts, together with the caſtle of Kepperſtein and 
its dependencies ; but theſe afterwards became a part of the convent of Spon- 
beim, Crafto being abbot thereof. It is not improbable that Count Eber- 
bard was ſon to this Godfrey, and that he had for his ſons the Counts Ger- 
lach and Simon; as, alſo, that this Suben was father to Count John of 
Sponheim and Starkenburg ; though all this ſtands in need of further enquiry 
and confirmation. Thus far, however, is certain, that the ſaid Count Jahn 
was the founder of all the ſucceeding counts ; he was likewiſe proprietor of 
the hither and farther county, and reſided at the caſtle of Starkenburg on 


Sayn, 
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Sayn, who appointed his four ſons heirs to his territories. Theſe bro- 
thers agreed on a partition. John II. the eldeſt, obtained the caſtles of 
Starkenburg and Ellenbach, or Allenbach, together with Wendich, Winningen 
and Truige, as alſo the caſtles of Sponbeim and Dill; that is, about one third 
part of Sponheim: and, of the Sayn inheritance, the county of Sayn and other 
territories. On his firſt born ſon, Gedfrey, he conferred the county of 
Sayn, and he was the founder of all the ſubſequent counts of Sayn and 
Witgenſtein. His ſecond fon, Henry, continued the Starkenburg line of 
the houſe of Sponheim. Henry, brother to John II. obtained the lordſhip 
of Heinsberg ; and Simon II. the other brother, the lordſhips of Kreuſzenach 
and Bokelherm, together with a joint ſhare of the caſtles of Sponbeim and Dill, 
and the adminiſtratorſhip of Sponbeim and Schwabenheim, as alſo a portion 
with his brother Henry of Heinsberg in the Sponbeim eſtate ; namely, in 
Kaſtelaun, Neve and Kirchberg, and conſequently two thirds of the 5 
beim lands. In three of his ſons commenced three diſtin branches of the 
houſe of Kreuſzenach ; bia. the John, Henry and Eberhard line. 
$. 3. Simon IV. great-grandſon to the above Count Simon IL left 
an heireſs, by name Elizabeth, who married the Palſgrave Rupert 
Pipan, and after his death conferred one fifth of the anterior county to her 
father-in-law King Rupert, Elector- palatine and his heirs ; and, in the year 
1416, renewed this grant in favour of her couſin Lewis, Elector- palatine. 
The other four fifths of the anterior county devolved, on her deceaſe, to 
Count John VI. of the Starkenburg line; and he alſo obtained the whole 
Sponheim eſtate, excepting one fifth of the hither county, which he pro- 
cured by the Bainbeim partition in the year 1425, from the ſons of his 
father's ſiſter Bernhard, magrave of Baaden, and Frederick, count of 
Veldenz. On his deceaſe, in the year 1437, the margrave James, ſon to 
the former, and the above Count Frederick, entered, with reſpect to the 
farther county, into a perpetual coparceny with one another ; and, at the 
fame time, into another with the EleCtor-palatine concerning the hither 
county. Anne, daughter and heireſs of Frederick, count of Veldenz, on 
her marriage with Stephen, duke of Simmern, brought him two fifths of 
the hither and one half of the farther county, which are ſtill poſſeſſed by 
the Simmern line. Ortho Henry, the Elector-palatine, dying in the year 
1559, and the Electorate thus eſcheating to Frederick III. duke of Sim- 
mern, one fifth of the hither county, of which the Electoral houſe had 
been proprietor, became thus annexed to the two fifths of the ſame county 
which the dukes of Simmern had been in poſſeſſion of; by which means 
the new Electoral houſe was now proprietor of three fifths of the hither 
county ; but, purſuant to the convention of Heidelberg, ceded one half of 
the farther to Wolfgang, duke of Deuxponts, and George Fobn, duke of Fel- 
denz ; the former of whom, by virtue of an agreement made in the year 


15 56, became ſole proprietor of it. The Elector, Frederick IV. Wr 
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the Electorate to his eldeſt ſon Frederick V. ſettling on his other fon, 
Lewis Philip, the territories of Simmern and Lautern, with three fifths of 
the hither county of Sponbeim; but his ſon and ſucceſſor, the EleQor 
Charles Lewis, receded from this partition, and, by a compact made at Na- 
tisbon in the year 1653, procured to himſelf one fifth of all eccleſiaſtical 
and civil revenues of the town and prefecturate of Kreutznach ; and ſome 
years after obtained a yu alſo of the ſovereignty over the county of Son- 
heim by virtue of the fifth part, which had been ceded to him, which was 
renewed in the Kreutznach agreement. Thus, till the year 1673, the 
hither county continued under three lords, when Lewis Henry, the laſt 
duke of Simmern, dying, the three fifths of the anterior county, which were 
before held by the count-palatine, devolved to the Electoral houſe only, to 
which alſo they at preſent belong. One half of the hither county, which, 
as above-mentioned, had devolved, in the year 1566, to Wolfgang, duke 
of Deuxponts, was inherited by his younger ſon Charles, who, from Bir- 
enfeld, the place of his reſidence, was likewiſe ſtyled Duke of Birkenfelg. 
Charles Otho, his grandſon, by his eldeſt fon, George William, dying without 
male-heirs, in the year 1671, his grandſon, Chriſtian II. by his third ſon, 
Chriſtian I. ſucceeded to one half of the hither county of Sponherm, as alſo 
to Biſchweiler; and, by his wife Agatha Catherine, brought to his houſe 
the county of Raptlopſiein. His fon, Chriſtian III. duke of Birkenfeld, in 
the year 1733, acquired likewiſe the dukedom of Deuxponts and, of the 
Veldenx inheritance, the county of Lutzelſtein in Alſace, together with a 
vote for Veldenz in the Imperial and circular Diets, alternately with the 
Elector-palatine. 

$. 4. Thus it appears that, 

I. Of the hither county of Sponherm, 

1. The EleQor-palatine poſſeſſes three fifths. For the fifth which the 
Electoral houſe acquired by the counteſs Elizabeth, it never paid any 
diſtinct matricular aſſeſſment ; but for the two fifths annexed to it by the 
Simmern line, it furniſhes three horſe and ten foot, or ſeventy-ſix florins 
fer month. Its quota to the chamber at Vetzlar is one hundred and 
eight rixdollars and twenty kruitzers. In that part belonging to the Elector- 
palatine is 

Kreutznach, or Creutzenach, in Latin Crucenacum, and more anciently Cruc:- 
aianum, or Crucianiacum, a well-built town, divided by the river Nabe into the 
old and new. This place, is properly the capital of the county of Sponheim and 
the ſeat of an upper prefectureſhip. Under the firſt Emperors of the Franks 
was a palace here. In the year 1065, the Emperor Henry IV. made a 
grant both of his palace and other poſſeſſions at Kreutznach to the biſhop- 
rick of Spire; but, in 1241, Conrad, biſhop of Spire, ſold thele for 1100 
hlver mares to Conrad, count of Sayn. 

Vor. V. M On 
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On a hill near the old town ſtands the caſtle of Kautzenberg, which was 
demoliſhed by the French in the year 1689. 

About half an hour from the town, up the river Nabe, at the entrance of 
a moſt delicious valley, are the Elector's two new falt-works. That on the 
left going up the river, and built in the year 1729, is called the Xariſballe; 
but the other, which was founded in the year 1743, and called Theedore's 
halle, lies to the right, being much the largeſt. 

Langenlohnſheim and Upper- Hilberſherm, villages. 

Spanheim, or Sponhetm, a large village containing a feat. Near it is alſo 
the Benedi#ine abbey of St. Martin, to which it gave name, which was 
begun by Count Stepben in the year 1101, and finiſhed by his ſon Megen- 
bard in 1123, at which time it was alto conſecrated. 

Difibodenberg, a convent ſeated at the influx of the Glan into the Nabe, 
where, in 1541, an agreement was concluded betwixt John, duke of Sim- 
mern, and Duke Rupert, as guardian to Welfgang, duke of Deuxponts. 

Obſ. Neu-Baumberg, Schonberg, Dalberg and So/zheim, once belonging 
to the upper prefecturate of Kreutznach, were made over to Mextz by the | 


* Elector-palatine in the year 1715. 


2. The Prince of Baaden-Baaden two fifths ; for which, and one half of 
the hither county, he is aſſeſſed in the matricula in fix horſe and twenty 
foot, or one hundred and fifty-two florins, having alſo a particular vote in 
the Diets of the Circle of the Upper-Rhine. In theſe two fifths are 

1. The upper prefecturate of K1RCHBERG, lying on the Hunſruck. 

Kirchberg, a ſmall town, with a caſtle, had anciently counts of its own, 
but ſo early as the thirteenth century has been in the poſſeſſion of the houſe 
of Sponbeim. 

Denſen, the ancient Dumniſſum. 

2. The prefecturate of SPRENDLINGEN. a 

3. The prefecturate of NaumBuRG, formerly called Neuenburg on the 
Nale. The caſtle of that name was the reſidence of Count Eberhard of 
Spenbeim, who alſo borrowed his title from thence. 

II. Of the farther county the Palſgrave of Deux-ponts Birkenfeld poſ- 
ſeſſes half, for which he is taxed in the matricula at two and a half bark 
and eight foot, or fixty-two florins ; the other half belonging to Baaden- 
Baaden. In this part are, 

1. The prefecturate of BIRKEN FEI D, containing 

Birkenfeld, a town. The duke of Deux-ponts, on his acquiſition of half 
of the county of Sponbeim, made this his place of reſidence, bearing it alſo 
in his title. 

2. The prefecturate of ALLENBAcH or ELLENBACH, lying betwixt the 
rivers Nabe and Glans. 

3. The prefecturate of WINTERBURG, lying not far from Sponbeim, 


and formerly belonging to the Nentzꝝnach line. 4. The 
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4. The prefecturate of ExsTEINx or HorsTE1Nn, together with a town 
of the ſame name. | | 

5. The prefecturate of Koppenſtern, ſituate on the river Simmern, and 
once conſtituting a part of the hither county. 

6. Dill, a half prefecturate ſeated on the river Biber, and formerly in 
the poſſeſſion of the Kreutznach line. 5 

7. The prefecturate of KasTEr aun, in which is a caſtle of the ſame 
name, belonged at firſt alſo to the Kreutznach line. 

8. Trarbach, anciently Tranerbach, a town lying on the IAoſel, and form- 
ing a joint prefecturate. The pariſh-church here is common both to Roma“ 
catholics and Lutherans. In it is alſo a Lutheran gymnaſium. This town is 
a fief of Trier, and was once a good fortification, which was further de- 
tended by Grevenburg fort. In the year 1703, it was taken by the allies, 
and in 1704, both the town and fort; but in 1734, the French making 
themſelves maſters of them, the town was diſmantled and the fort demo- 
liſhed. Its neighbourhood is a fine wine country. </£ 

Oppolite the town, on the other fide of the Mofel, France, after the treaty 
of Nimeguen, erected a fort called Montroyal ; but the demolition of it was 
made an article of the peace of Ryſwick. | 

9. Starkenburg, a caſtle ſeated on the Meſel, and formerly a reſidence of 
the counts of Sponbeim. h 

10. Emkirch, a large village ſtanding on the Mzſe/, and a fief of the 
Elector- palatineꝰs. 

11. Traben, a church village fituate on the Maſel. 

12. Wolf, a convent and village on the Moſel. 

13. Crover or Crever, otherwiſe Reich, i. e. a kingdom or empire, is 
ſo called as belonging formerly to the Kings of the Romans and Emperors 
only. This diſtri conſiſts of fix villages, which are Crove, Reybel, Kinheim, 
Erden, Kinderbeuren and Bengel. It belongs in common to the Paligrave of 
Birkenfeld and Baaden-Baaden, but chiefly to the former. The Elector of 
Iners has alſo a ſhare in it.

The MARGRAVATE of 
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Li ES in the dutchy of Loraine, and in the years 1735 and 1736 was 

ceded, together with that dutchy to France, notwithſtanding which 
Francis Stephen, the late duke of Laraine, and now Emperor, retains in 
quality of Margrave of Nomeny, his ſeat and vote in the imperial Diet, as 


alſo in that of the circle of the Upper Rhine, as a perſonal privilege, In the 
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acts and matriculas of the Empire all Loraine, without any exception, is 
included in the Circle of the Upper Rhine; but it is only on account of the 


Margravate of Nome 


that he is a member of the college of Princes and 


the Diet of the upper Circle of the Rhine, and that he pays the ſtipulated 
ſum of 1000 florins. Since the ceffion, however, of this Margravate to 
France all payments on account thereof, due either to the Empire, Circle or 


Chamber at Herz/ar have been diſcontinued.

His ſon Charles Thierry Otho, Prince of Salm, in the year 1668, 
obtained from the directory of the Circle of the Upper-Rhine at Worms, a

rincely county of Salm (for fo it is termed in the 
e teſtimonial of the directory) was and ſhould con- 


tinue an immediate imperial county and member of the Circle of the Upper- 


Rhine. 


In his ſon Lewis Ortho became extint the ancient line of the 


Princes of Salm, on which Jobn Philip Dominic, Foſeph Albert, his brother, 
Philip Foſeph and Nicholas Leopold, ſons to his father's brother, and all great 


grandſons to Frederic the Great, founder of the Flemiſh 


collateral line of 


that of Salm, agreed in a partition of the lands and titles of Salm. The laſt 
line was named the Hoogfirat or Salm zu Salm, and the two former the 
Leutz-Los or Salm-Kirburg. Theſe two lines, in the year 1743, divided 
the lands which had devolved to them into two equal ſhares, voting alter- 
nately in the Diet as Prince of Salm. Its aſſeſſment in the imperial matri- 
cula is two horſe and four foot, or forty florins per month; and to the 
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chamber at Wetzlar it pays twenty rthler. twenty-five kruitzers and one- 
Surth; but this taxation is not as yet adjuſted. 

In the county of Salm are the following places, viz. 

Salm, a large village, having a caſtle near it. 

Unſere Frau Zum, a pilgrimage ſeated on a hill near a lake, where the 
river Saar has its ſource. 

Breuſch, a village. 

Bleſſa, Geſell, Gutbrunn or Saffi, together with one half of Wagenbach ; 
and of Sternthal and Deutſch Rumpach one third. 

Excluſive of this county, the Prince of Salm is proprietor of the lord- 
ſhips of Nefville or Neuwiller, on the Saar; Ogviller, as alſo. of Pouligny 
and Bayon. 

One! half of the lordſhip of Vinſtingen or Finſtingne (not Vinſtringa, in 


French called Feneſtrange, lying on the Saar) devolved to the Wild and 


Rhinegraves by daughter of Nicholas count of Saarwerden, who 
held it in right of his wife Barbara, eldeſt daughter to the laſt lord of 
Vinſtingen. 

The Prefecturate of WIL D-RAVATE or KIR BURG, lying on the Nabe, 
devolved to the Prince of Salms from the K:rburg eſtates by the judicial 
acts of 1696 and 1701. Kirnburg or Kirburg caſtle, lying on a mountain, 


Kirn belonged once to the Rhinegraves Dhaun. 


The large village of Winde/him, not far from Alzey, a town belonging 
to the Elector-palatine. 
A part of the upper prefecturate of MæDpDERSHEIM on the Nabe. 


Obſ. Their ſhare of the Prince of Salm in the ſucceſſion of the Dhaun 
family will be ſpecified in the ſequel. 


Of the PRINCIPALITY and Houst of 
NAS S 4 U, in General. 


J. . HE Principality of Naſſau, in general, lies in the Vetterau, and 

occurs in the ſplendid map of the Vetterau, deſigned by Stetter 
and engraved by Fiſcher, and partly alſo afterwards imitated by Hamam 
Sitette. He has alſo favoured the public with an excellent diſtin map of 
this principality publiſhed by Y7/cher's widow. Homann's map confiſting of a 
part of the Wetterau, is the hundred and ſixth of the Atlas of . The 
length of the whole Principality is computed at twelve and the breadth at 
ſeven German miles. Though it is too, for the moſt part, woody and moun- 


tainous, yet is it not without fine arable and meadow lands. The * 
Ia 


was deſtroyed by the French in the year 1735. A part of the little town of 
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walde in particular affords a rich paſturage, whence graziery and its appur- 
* 


tenances are there very eſſential articles. | 

$. 2. The deſcent of the houſe of Naſſau from Otho lord of Lamenberg 
(mentioned before) who lived in the 1oth century, has been placed in a 
new light by Jahn James Reinhard, in his conciſe treatiſes, vol. ii. p. 100. 
The counts of Naſſau were particularly poſſeſſed of conſiderable places and 
lands about Nurnberg, and in the year 1360, Count Jahn fold the town 
of Altorf, with eighteen villages and other eſtates to Albert, Burgrave of 
Nurnberg. They have allo very early acquired great eſtates in the Wetteran, 
and were likewiſe hereditary governors of the Rhine, and cup-bearers to the 
archbiſhop of Mentz, The founder of the preſent Princes of Naſſau was 
Count Henry I. ſurnamed the Wealthy, who equally left to his two ſons 
Walram and Otho I. the whole county of Naß, with its feudal, patri- 
monial, and hereditary lands. In a compact of partition made in the year 
1255 they held the patrimonial houſe and prefecturate of Naſſau, with 
other family privileges, in an indiviſable community; but the other part of 
the county they divided. Veilburg, Wisbaden and Idftein, became Wal- 
ram's part, and Ortho I. had Siegen, Dillenburg, Herborn, Beilftetn, Ha- 
damar and Ems. 

Walram, ſon to Adolphus became King of the Romans, and his ſon Ger- 
lach acquired Burg and the town of V eilnau, together with a part of this 
lordſhip, leaving two ſons behind him, namely, Adolphus and John I. the 
former of whom ſucceeded to Wisbaden and Id/tein, but his line came to 
a period in 1605, in the perſon of John Lewis. Jobn I. by his firſt wife 
had Mebrenberg, Gleiberg, and Huttenberg ; and by his ſecond, the county 
of Saarbruck, excluſive of the prefecturate of K:rberg, which he alſo added 
to his houſe. His ſon Philip augmented it with Kirchbeim, Stauff, Polanden, 
and Reicbelſbeim. He likewiſe had two ſons, namely, Philip II. and Jobn ll, 
the former of whom ſucceeded to Mabrenberg and Gleiberg, and the latter 
had the county of Saarbruck for his poſſeſſion, whilſt Kirchbeim, Stauf, 
and Polanden, together with other places, were held in common. Jobn 
Lewis, ſon to John II. by marriage acquired the county of Saarwerden and 
the lordſhip of Labr, but his line failed in his fon John IV. Philip I. con- 
tinued the Weilburg branch, and his great-grandſon Philip III. had for his 
two ſons Elbert and Philip IV. who in the year 1574, on the deceaſe of 
the above-mentioned John IV. inherited Naſſau, Saarkruck and Saarwerden, 
together with half the lordſhip of Kirchbeim. This Philip IV. died without 
iſſue, but Lewis II. Son to Albert, ſucceeded the before-mentioned Jobn 
Lewis of the Wisbaden line, leaving three ſons behind him, namely, Wil- 
liam Lewis, Jobn and Erneſt Cafimir, the firſt of whom obtained Otteeiler, 
Saarbruck, and ingen; the ſecond Idſtein, Wisbaden, and Labr, which 
lands, on the death of his ſon George Auguſtus, in 1721, fell to the deſcen- 
dants of his eldeſt brother, The portion of the third was Weilburg, the 
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Naſſau part of Mebrenberg, a third of the county of Saar werden and a part 
of Homburg. William Lewis, of Neſſau-Saarbruck, left three ſons, vis. 
Jobn Lewis of Ottweiler, Guſtavus Adolpbus of Saarbruck, and Walrath of 
Vingen; the two ſons of the firſt, Frederick Lewis and Charles Lewis, died 
without heirs in 1723 and 1728; but the ſon of the third, namely, .- 
liam Henry, Prince of Naſſau-Uſingen, left two ſons, who were the founders 
of the two preſent ruling lines; namely, Prince Charles of the Naſſau- 
Saarbruck-Ujingen, and Prince William Henry of that of Naſſau-Saarbruck- 
Saarbruck. On the 23d of September 1735, a partition was agreed on be- 
twixt them, by which the laſt gave to the former all the inherited and 
eſcheated land on this fide the Nhine, and to the latter thoſe lying on the other 
ſide of that river. 

It was alſo determined, that theſe two parcels of land ſhould not be any 
further divided among the deſcendants on either fide, but that the ſucceſſion 
ſhould continue in both lines, according to the right of primogenitureſhip. 

The Weilburg line, founded by Erneſt Cafemir, ſtill exiſting. 

The offspring of Or I. and the partitions made among them are ſpecified 
above. 

At preſent the only remaining line of the deſcendants of Orho, is that of 
Naſſau-Dillenburg-Dietz, which ſtiles itſelf of Orange, and is hereditary 
Stadtholder of the United Netherlands. 

F. 3. Of the principal line of Walram, Jebn I. was created a Prince by 
the Emperor Charles IV. ſo early as the year 1365; but his deſcendants 
termed themſelves only counts. In the year 1688, the Emperor Leepold 
ratified the grant of the digaity of Prince to that line, on which Walrath of 
Naſſau-Ujingen, George Auguſtus of Naſſau-Idſtein, and, laſtly, alſo in 1737, 
Charles Auguſius of Nafſau-Weiiburg aſſumed the ſame, which by the firſt 
and laſt has been tranſmitted to their deſcendants. 

Of the Ozho chief line the firſt Princes were John Lewis of Naſſau- Ha- 
damar, Lewis Henry of Naſſau-Dillenburg, William Frederick of Naſſau- 
Dietz, and John Francis and William Maurice of Naſſau-Siegen. 

The title of the Princes of the old Valram line is, Prince of Naſſau, Count 
of Saarbruck and Saarwerden, and lords of Lahr-Wisbaden and Taftern. 
Their arms are for Naſſau, with a lion topaz in a field ſaphire ſemee of 
billets topaz ; for the county of Saarbruck, aur a lion pearl ſemee of croſs- 
lets pearl; for the county of Saarwerden, diamond a ſpread-eagle argent; 
for Mors, topaz a feſs diamond; for Weilnau, topaz two leopards paſſant 
ruby; for Mehrenberg, emerald a faltire croſs topaz ſemee with croſslets 
topaz ; for Mablberg, topaz a lion ſable; for Lahr, topaz on a feſs ruby. 

The younger branch of the Orho family depends wholly at preſent on 
Prince William V. of Orange, and Stadtholder of the United Provinces, 
whoſe title, with reſpect to the Naſſau territories, is that of Prince of 
Naſſau, Count of Katzenellnbogen, Vianen and Dietz, and Lord of "_— 
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his arms for Naſſau are, ſaphire a lion topaz, ſemee of billets topaz ; for 
Katzenellnbogen, topaz a lion rampant ruby; for V:anen, topaz on a feſy 
pearl; for Dietz, ruby two lions paſſant topaz. 

$. 4. The Princes of the old Malram line have as yet no ſeat or vote in 
the college of Princes, being members only of that of the Melterau Im- 
perial counts, and from theſe they have long ſince detached themſelves. In 
the Circle of the Upper-Rhine they have five votes, namely, for Weilburg.

The Mattiaci fontes calidi of Pliny, and the Mattiace aquæ mentioned by 
Ammianus, are apparently no other than the warm baths of this place, the 
country being at that time inhabited by the Mattiaci. Witbaden was 
certainly known to the Romans and the Heidentſche maure, or heathen well, 
which runs through the preſent town of M isbaden to the Heideniſchen berg, 
appears to have been a work of that nation ; and a part of the boundaries 
of this town are derived from the lined trenches ( fofe palis ſudibuſque munite) 
thrown up by Druſus in the modern Wetterau, oppoſite to Mentz, for the 
covering of the Rhine. In the days ob the Kings of the Franks, in this town 
was a royal court, Curtis regia, or Saal, i. e. a hall, of which the Saalge/7, 
or Hall-fireet, ſtill bears the name. In the year 13 18, it held out a vigorous 
ſiege againſt the combined forces of the Emperor Lewis of Bavaria, and 
Baldwin archbiſhop of Triers, who were obliged to decamp from before 
it. In 1547, it was burnt down, and ſuffered greatly in the wars of the 
17th century, particularly in the year 1644. This place has been conſider- 
ably improved by Prince George Auguſlus.

1. The county of Saarbruck lies in the Weſtreich, bordering to the weſt and 
ſouth on Lorarne, eaſtward on the upper prefecturate of Deuxponts, toge- 
ther with the lordſhips of Blieſcaſtel, ingen, and Ottweiler; northward it 
joins to the juriſdiftion of Lebach in the Yierberriſche and the prefecturate of 
Schauenberg in Loraine, as alſo in other ſmaller territories. It is for the moſt 
part ſandy and woody, with here and there ſome good corn land in it, but 
abounds in iron and pit-coal. The river Saar and the road leading out of 
Germany to France furniſh this county with great advantages for trathc. The 
doctrine of Luther was propagated all over this country towards the cloſe of 
the 16th century, and though catholiciſm began only at the time of the 
French reunion to diffuſe itſelf into certain parts, yet it has ſtill retained the 
ſuperiority. This country had once counts of its own, on the extinction of 
whom, in the year 1380, it devolved to Count Jahn of Naſſau, by his 
marriage with Johannetta heireſs of Saarbruck. On the failure of the Na 
ſau-Saarbruck and Ottwetler lines, in 1722 and 1728, it eſcheated to Naſſau- 
ingen, and by the partition in 1735 was aſſigned to Prince Milliam Henry. 
All that the houſe of Naſſau holds as a fief from the Empire is an inde- 
pendent poſſeſſion and toll- right. In it is 

Saarbruck, a town lying on the river Saar, which was ſet on fire and its 
walls deſtroyed by the Imperialiſts on their recovery of it from the French 
in the year 1676; but was again rebuilt, and now conſiſts of about two hun- 
dred houſes with a Lutheran and Caluiniſt church. The Prince's palace 
_ which is not without grandeur, was erected by Prince William 

enry. 

$. Johann, a town lying oppoſite to the preceding, on the other fide of 
the Saar; and which, excluſive of its being equal to it in extent, has a ram- 
part and moat. Ever ſince the reunion the catholics have been in poſſeſſion 
of the old church here, and ſince the year 1727 a new one has been erected 
for the Lutherans, Theſe two towns communicate by means of a bridge.

Towards the cloſe of the ſixteenth 
century Lutheraniſm was introduced here, but during the French re-union 
Popery began to lift up its Head, though it has never been able to attain 
the aſcendency. This lordſhip has long conſtituted a part of the county 
of Saarbruck, and, in the year 1380, devolved, together with that country, 
to the counts of Naſſau ; ſince which it has undergone the like revolutions. 
It is an Imperial free Property, and the toll-right here only is a fief of the 
Empire. 

Ottweiler, a ſmall open town, ſituate among mountains, and containing 
an old caſtle and a Lutheran and Catholic church ; the latter of which lies 
in the ſuburbs. It is the ſeat of an upper prefecturate, and near it ſtood the 
convent of Weſtmunſter.

Towards the weſt and 
north it borders on Loraine; ſouthward on the lordſhips of Vinſtingen and 
Lutzelſiein, and eaſtward is bounded by the lordſhips of Bitſch and Dieme- 
ringen. It boaſts a fruitful ſoil, which has plenty of wood and produces 
good wine, being divided by the river Saar, which runs quite through it. 
This territory had once its particular counts ; but, on the failure of them, 
in the year 1527, devolved by marriage to Count John Lewis of Naſſau 
Saarbruck. Not long after the biſhop of Mentz aſſumed it with a view of 
conferring it as a fief on his couſin the duke of Loraine, which produced a i 
complaint from the houſe of Naſſau to the aulic council, who, in the year 
1629, decreed, that * ſhould reſign the towns of Boctenbeim and Ola- 
Searwerden, as alſo the fiefs of Metz, and retain all the villages as its own 
free and proper poſſeſſion. Hereupon Lorarne forcibly made itſelf maſter 
of the whole country, together with all the villages and the vogtey of Her- 
bitzbeim ; but, by an accommodation concluded at the Diet all was _ 
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reſtored to Naſſau, Saar werden and Bockenheim excepted. Of this ſhare in 
the county of Saarwerden, which belongs to the Naſſaus, and brings in 
about 27, ooo florins, Naſſau-Saarbruck, in a partition made in the year 
1745 required two thirds, and Naſſau-Meilburg one third. Of the latter we 
have already treated ; and in the former is 

Hartkirchen, anciently only a village, but raiſed to a town in the year 
1746, and at preſent the ſeat of the Prince's prefecturate. 

Lorenzen, a village, in which the Prince has a ſeat. 

IV. The vogtey of Herbitzheim lies below the county of Saarwerden on 
both ſides of the river Saar. It is compoſed of a number of villages, the 
revenues of which were once payable to the nunnery of Herbitabeim. At 
preſent it lies in ruins, and the counts of Naſſou-Sarbruck at as adminiſtra- 
tors of the convent; but in the 16th century, the whole devolved to the 
houſe of Naſſau. Of this vogtey two thirds belong to Nafſau-Saarbruck. 

V. The prefecturate of HomBuRG lies in the Waſgau, being ſeated amidſt 
the lordſhip of Blieſcaſtel and the territories of Deuxponts, and the palati- 
nate; five ninths of it belong to Naſſau Saarbruck-Saarbruck, and four 
ninths to the houſe of Naſſau-Meilburg; the principal place of which is 

Homburg, a town founded in the year 1682, The ancient caſtle here 
was razed in purſuance of the treaty of Baaden. 

VI. The joint diſtrict of Fo/ftein or Welſtein belongs to Naſſau-Saarbrucł 
and Naſſau-Weilburg. 

VII. The prefecturate of Juda EN HEI, with a town of the ſame name. 

VIII. The Kellerey of Roſenthal, ſituate in the lordſhip of Kirchbeim, the 


yearly produce of which is about 3000 florins. In it Roſenthal, once a 
convent.

g. OF this county a map has been taken by Meurs, which is to be 
ſeen in Ortelius and Mercator; Schenk and Valt have alſo each of 
them publiſhed one; but that of profeſſor Nicolai publiſhed by Homann's 
heirs in 1733, and which is the hundred and fourth in the Alas of Ger- 
many, far ſurpaſſes them all. 
$. 2. This county, towards the north, borders on the dioceſe of Pader- 
born; eaſtward on Heſſe, and the prefecturate of Fritzlar in the EleQorate 
of Mentz; ſouthward alſo on Heſſe, and weſtward is bounded by the 
dutchy of Weſtphalia. Its length is computed at about fix miles, and its 
breadth at five. 
$. 3. This county abounds in grain and cattle, having alſo large woods, 
and the mountains in it contain iron, lead and copper, and even ſome gold, 


which is eſteemed equal in value to that of Hungary, Of the gold which 
Vor. V. ; O | is 
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is gathered out of the Eder, the Prince has cauſed medals to be ſtruck, and 
a magnificent ſide- board to be made. Some parts alſo afford marble, ala- 
baſter, ſlate and turf. In the neighbourhood of the town of Wildungen, 
and alſo at Reignerſbauſen, Reizenhagen, and Kleinern are eminent ſprings. 
$. 4. This county contains thirteen towns and a market-village. The 
States here are compoſed of the nobility and towns; among which the 
principal are the three called the deputirten Stadte. It is only on extra- 
ordinary occaſions that the whole body of the States are convened ; but thoſe 
of the nobility and the three deputy-towns meet on ordinary occaſions. The 
greater part of the inhabitants are Lutherans, and the reſt Proteſtants ; with 
tome Roman catholics intermixed. The manufactures here are a coarſe cloth, 
barragon, callimanco, dimity, ratine and other ſtuffs; as alſo paper, and 
great quantities of iron-ware for exportation. 
$. 5. The houſe of Waldeck is very ancient, being derived from the counts 
of Schwalenberg. It was formerly divided into the lines of Wildung and 
Eiſenberg ; the latter of which, in the year 1682, was created a Prince of 
the Empire ; but this title became extinct in the very firſt Prince, George 
Frederick, who dying without heirs in the year 1716, the Entperor con- 
ferred it on count Frederick Anthony Ulrich of the Wildung line, but the 
females continue only counteſles. 
$. 6. The title of the Yaldeck family is, Waldeck Prince of the Sacred 
Roman Empire, count of Pyrmont and Rappoliſtein, lord of Hoheneck and 


Gerolſeck, &c. The arms tor Waldeck are topaz a diamond ſtar-faſhion ; 
for Pyrmont, pearl a croſs-anchored ruby; for Rappolt/tein, pearl three 
ſhields ruby; for Hoheneck, pearl three eagles heads, or according to others 
ravens heads fable, crowned; and for Gerolfeck, argent ſemee with billots 


ſaphire, a crowned lion ruby. 


$. 7. The Prince of Waldeck has not yet obtained a feat and vote in the 
college of Princes, but, on the other hand, he has withdrawn himſelf from 
the college of the counts of Wetterau. At the Diet of the circle of the 
Upper-Rhine held in 1719, Wald:ck was admitted to a ſeat among the 
Princes; but he alſo ſollicited the precedence before 1d/tein, Saarbruck and 
Ottwweiler. In the year 1741 he was on the point of ſeparating himſelf 
from the circle of the Upper-Rhine. The matricular aſſeſſment for Mal- 
deck is four horſe and eighteen foot or one hundred and twenty florins per 
month, and to the chamber at Vetzlar this county pays ſixty- ſeven rix- 


dollars ſeventy-four kruitzers. 


FS. 8. In the year 1438 this county was conferred as a fief on Hefſe-Caſſel. I 
The diſputes relating to the inveſtiture thereof were adjuſted in the year 
1635, by a compact which was ratified by the 1 5th article of the peace of 


Oſnabruck, F. 14. The right of primogenitureſhip was firſt introduced here 
by Count Chri/tian Lewis, in the year 1697. 
$. 9. Excluſive of the privy-council and court of fiefs the Prince alſo has 
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2 regency, a chamber of finances, and a ſoreſt- court, and likewiſe court of 
law, which two laſt are both compoſed of the ſame members, who alſo in 
conjunction with the general and one ſuperintendent form the conſiſtory. 
From the court of law an appeal lies to the chancery. Over the prefeQurates 
here preſide four judges and ſix amtmen, who are ſubordinate to a land- 
droſt, or rural- chief uſtice. | 

$. 10. The county of Waldeck is thought to bring in above 100,005 
ruthlr. per annum to the Prince, and that not improbably, it being one ot 
the molt conſiderable counties in the whole Empire, and preferable even to 
not a few of the principalities. The Prince's circular contingency is two 
companies of foot, but he generally maintains three more. 

8. 11. To the county of Waldeck belong 

1. The following towns in their order, viz. 

Corbach, the capital of the country, and the firſt of the three deputy- 
towns. It is alſo the ſeat of the high court of juſtice, and conſiſts of the 
old and new town, each of which has its church. In that belonging to the 
new town is a moſt ſtately monument of marble and alabaſter which takes 
up one fide of the choir, and was erected by the republic of the United Pro- 
vinces to Prince George Frederick of Waldeck, who was field-marſhal of their 
forces. In the new town is alſo a gymnaſium of ſix clafſes and ſeven maſters. 

Lower Wildungen, a town ſtanding on a hill, and the ſecond deputy- 
town, being both larger and better built than O/d-Wildungen. In it is a Latin 
ſchool containing five claſſes, as alſo an orphan-houſe. In the choir be- 
longing to its church, the republic of Venice has erected a fine alabaſter mo- 
nument to the memory of Jas, Prince of Waldeck, who commanded their 
armies with great reputation. 

In its neighbourhood are ſome mineral brunns or ſprings, as namely, the 
Stadt-brunn, the Thalbrunn, and thoſe of Reizenhagen and Reiner/hauſen. 

Mengeringhauſen, the third of the deputy-towns, lies on a ſmall river 
which runs into the Tiſfe, and not far from it is a well provided hoſpital of 
Leiborn. 

Sachſenbauſen, a little town. 

Rhoden, a ſmall town ſtanding on an eminence, with a ſeat of the Prince's: 
About one quarter of an hour north of it ſtands the chapel of Old-Rhogen, 
containing in it a Gottos-acker, or burial- place for the town. 

Sachſenberg, a little town. 

Landau, a town ſtanding on a hill, and ſupplied with water by means of 
an engine, 

Ps, ror EG a ſmall town, having formerly a free court of juſtice erected 
by Charles the Great, and conferred as a fief by the Emperors Wenceſlaus 
and Sigiſmund on a family of Corbach, in quality of free counts. 

Waldeck, a little town ſeated on a hill and ſeparated by a valley from a 
rock, on which ſtands the old caſtle of M aldecł, which has lately been fitted 
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up to receive a garriſon, Part of the records of the principality are kept 
here. This place ſerves alſo for a priſon. | 

Zuſchen, a little town ſeated on the Leger Elbe; the Proteſtants are more 
numerous here than in any other part of the country. 

Furſtenberg, a ſmall town ſtanding on a hill. 

Old-Wildungen, a little town ſtanding on a hill, with a caſtle in it called 
Friderichſtein, and ſeparated by a valley from the Lower-Wildungen. | 

Arelſen, a regular built thriving town, lying not far from the river Aars. 
The Prince's palace here, of which Prince Frederick Anthony ric was him- 
ſelf the architect, makes a grand appearance. All the above-mentioned 
offices and colleges, the chief court of juſtice excepted, are held here. Ex- 
cluſive too of the Lutheran church here, the Proteſtants and Catholics have 
alſo theirs. The town itſelf ſtands delightfully at the end of a noble avenue 
of fix rows of trees, which is 2000 paces in length. 

II. The nine following prefecturates, viz. | 

1. The prefecturate of E1sENBERG, ſo called from the palace of that 
name which ſtood on a mountain not far from Corbach, but at preſent lies in 
ruins. In it are ſeveral lofty mountains, particularly towards the borders 
of Weſiphalia, where, at the mountain of Habe Poen, iſſues the little river 
Dimel. Not far from Adorf is the remarkable rock called Cappenſtein. This 
is the largeſt of the prefecturates, as containing in it no leſs than twelve pa- 
riſhes. The places of eminence in it are, | 

Adorf, a church-village, containing ſome very profitable iron-works, 
In its neighbourhood is alſo a copper-mine. 

Flechtorf, another church-village, containing an alms-houſe for a hun- 
dred perſons. 

Shacken, a Lutheran abbey for ladies, the abbeſs of which is always of 
the Waldeck family; betwixt this place and Goddelſbeim is another cop- 

er- mine. 

. Schecalefeld, a village ſeated on the rivulet of 1tterbach; near it ſtands 
the caſtle of Schwalenberg, now commonly called the Burg. 

The patronage of the Lutheran church in the village of Dudingbauſen 
in W/iphalia, together with all the concomitant powers and rights, belongs 
to the houſe of Waldeck. In the free-county of Dudinghauſen it is alſo pro- 
prietor of three villages, namely, of Eppe, in which is a catholic congre- 
gation ; of Hillerſhauſen, which is wholly catholic ; and of Lower-Scbleidern, 
which is incorporated with this prefecturate. 

Obſ. In the Grund Aſtingbauſen in Weſtphalia the villages of Nordernau 
and Lichtenſcheid, the latter of which is alſo called Afenberg, are likewiſe 
ſabje& to the dominion of France; but in the other villages belonging 
to it, the princely houſe holds the diſtrict-court. 

2. The prefecturate of ARoOLSEN, containing five pariſhes. 


3. The joint prefecturates of EiLnuavsex and Rnopen, the former of 
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which contains one pariſh, the latter two. On the Urbe, which waters 
them both, are ſome copper- works. 

4. The joint prefecturates of Landau and WeTTERBURG, in the firſt 
of which are four pariſhes, in the latter two, with ſome valuable copper- 
works. 

5. The prefecturate of War Dreck, containing in it ſome mountains of 
a prodigious height, and being particularly remarkable for the rock of 
IWeiſſeſtein. In this prefecturate are fix pariſhes, and among them 

Bergheim, a country-town,. belonging entirely to the JYaldeck family, 

Kleinern, a church-village, having two chalybeat ſprings. ; 

6. The prefecturate of WiLDUNNGEN, which is alſo mountainous ; par- 
ticulary the Keller, near the borders of Heſſe, which is of an extraordinary 
height. On the river L/ are ſome copper-works. This prefecturate con- 
ſiſts of five pariſhes. The amtmen of this and the foregoing prefecturates 
have over them a rural-judge, under the title of Schultherfs. 

7. The prefecturate of LicuTENFELs, containing three pariſhes.

iy Þ F HE map of this county taken by Zollman was publiſhed in the 
ear 1728 by Job. Chriſt. Homann, and makes the one hun- 
dred and third in the Atlas of Germany. 

F. 2. It lies on the Wetterau, being ſurrounded by the Electorate of 
Mentz, the dioceſe of Fulda, the lordſhips of Rieneck Tſenburg and Solms, as 
alſo by the territories of Heſſe-Homberg, Burg- Friedberg, and Frankfort. In 
length it is above nine miles, but its greateſt breadth may be eaſily travelled 
over in two or three hours. Some parts of it lie ſeparate. 

$. 3. The ſoil here is remarkably fertile in wine, grain, fruits and vege- 
tables, all which are excellent in their ſeveral kinds. In it alſo is a co 
and filver mine, both which are very rich, as alſo ſome Cobo/t-works and 
ſalt-pans of conſiderable produce. Great advantage is likewiſe made here 
of the woods. This county lies chiefly on the Maine, into which either 
jointly or ſeparately run all the ſmaller rivers by which it is watered. Among 
theſe the chief are the Kinzig and Nidda, the latter of which is joined by 
the Nidder. | | | 

$. 4. In this county are five towns and ninety-ſix villages, excluſive of its 
ſhare in four other towns and two villages. In the 16th century it embraced 
Lutheraniſm, but in 1594, count Philip Lewis introduced the Proteſtant 


religion 
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rehgion here: There are, however, ſtill both Lutherans and Catholics in it, 
who are permitted the free exerciſe of their religion. Hanau has an univerſity, 
and at Schlutern is a gymnaſium. Trade and manufactures flouriſh here, 
particularly at the town of Hanau, under the deſcription of which a larger 
account of them ſhall be given. 

$. 5. The proprietors of this country firſt tiled themſelves Nobles of Hanau. 
Reinhard, grandſon to Henry lord of Hanau, who lived about the year 1195, 
obtained a part of the Munzenberg eſtate with his wife Adelbeida. Rein- 
Tard II. was the firſt count of Hanau, this dignity being conferred on him 
and his heirs by the Emperor Sigiſinund in the year 1429. His youngeſt 
ſon Plilip I. count of Hanau, who, by virtue of an agreement entered into 
in the year 1458, held one third of the county of Hanau, and among other 
territories in it, the caſtle town and prefecturate of Babenhauſen, acquired 
alſo in the year 1481, a part of the —_— of Lichtenberg, as his wife's 
portion; the houſe of Hanau became divided into the lines of Munzen 
and Lichtenberg. The former of theſe failed in the year 1642, the latter, 
by virtue of a compact concluded in 1610, ſucceeded to the county of Ha- 
nau-Munzenberg, and by the aſſiſtance of Amelia Elizabeth, regent of Heſſ- 
Caſſel, but a branch of the Hanau family, reunited the whole county, which 
had been diſmembered from it in the wars of thoſe times. In acknow- 
legement of this good office, the Counts Frederick Caſimir, Jahn Philip, and 
Jobn Reinhard, in the year 1643, entered into a convention with Heſe- 
Caſſel, importing that on the failure of the male line of Hanau, the whole 
county of Hanau-Munzenberg, together with the property thereof, ſhould i 
devolve to the houſe of Heſſe. But the reverſion of the Imperial fiefs of 
Hanau having been granted to the houſe of Saxony, in the year 1625, by the 
Emperor Ferdinand II. and renewed and confirmed by the ſucceeding Em- 
perors; the two houſes, in 1724, came to a compromiſe that Saxony ſhould 
cede to Heſſe all its claim to the Imperial fiefs in Hanau-Munzenberg, but 
that in ſuch a manner that Saxony ſhould on certain occafions, petition for 
and receive the fiefs from the Emperor, and afterwards inveſt the houſe of 
Hiſſe-Caſſel, but that on the failure of the male line of Heſe- Caſſel and Heſſe- 


Philipſdale, the Imperial fiefs of Hanau-Munzenberg ſhould return to the 3 


immediate lords, they on the other hand refunding to the heirs of Heſſe the 3 
whole equivalent paid for it. This equivalent, excluſive of 70,000 ruthlr. 


paid down at the ſignature of the agreement, was on the ſubſequent ex- 1 


tinction of the Hanau family ſettled at 600,000 ruthlr. in ready ſpecie, as 1 
alſo a yearly revenue of 12, ooo ruthlr. in lands and vaſſals. In the year 
1728, this agreement was confirmed by the Emperor Charles VI. In the 


year 1735, Frederick King of Sweden, renounced the ſucceſſion to Hanau- 43 


Munzenberg, in favour of his own family. In 1736, the whole male line 4 
of Hanau failing in ” wy Rheinard, count of Hanau, the Landgrave Vi- 
liam VIII. took poſſeſſion of the county of Hanau- Munzenberg, and in the year 
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1754 transferred it to Prince M illiam, eldeſt ſon to the hereditary Prince 
Frederick ; but reſerved to himſelf, during his life, the enjoyment and ex- 
erciſe of the ſovereignty, and made an order that on his 2 the ſaid 
Prince, or the eldeſt and firſt begotten of his offspring ſhould take upon him 
the ſovereignty of this county, and that on his acceſſion to that of Heſſe-Caſſel, 
the ſaid county ſhould again be inalienably annexed to that principality under 
one ſovereign. 

F. 6. The ruling count of Hanau-Munzenberg is a member of the college 
of the Imperial counts of the Vetterau; but the Landgrave William VI. 
ſeparated himſelf from them, and, in 1741, alſo from the circle of the 
Upper-Rhine. In the Imperial matricula this county is aſſeſſed at two hundred 
and thirty florins, and to the chamber at Wetzlar pays one hundred and fixty 
rixdollars, twenty- nine and one 7 kruitzers. 

$. 7. The income ariſing to John Reinard, the laſt count of Hanau, from 
his ſeveral territories, is ſaid to have amounted to above 500,000 florins. 

$. 8. This county conſiſts of the following towns and prefecturates: 

1. Hanau, the capital of the county, lies in a large plain on the river 
Kinzig, which near this place runs into the Mayne. It is compoſed of the 
old and new town, both of which are fortified. The old town, which from 
time immemorial has belonged to the Hanau family, received its charter, in 
the year 1 303, from King Albert, hut is not handſome. The palace in it, 
called the Burg, which is an Imperial fief, makes a good appearance, 
excluſive of its fine flower- garden. Both the Lutherans and Proteſtants have 
each their particular church here. The gymnaſium illuſtre, or univerſity, 
was built by Count Philip Lewis. The Jews dwell in a particular quarter, 
and are allowed ſchools. To this old town belongs a large ſuburb. The 
new town is not only of greater extent than the old, but the ſtreets ſtraight, 
broad and clean, and moſt of the houſes on both ſides regular. It was 
built, in the year 1597, by the Proteſtant Malloons or Flemiſh Refugees, to 
whom ſuch great encouragement was given, that both in peace or war they 
pay to the ſovereign only ſerviſgeld, and ſome of the gabels, cuſtom and toll 
excepted. 'They have alſo their own magiſtrates, and the diſpoſal of all the 
town-offices, of which only the members of the French and Dutch congre- 
gations are capable, though at preſent the German Proteſtants conſtitute 
one half of the inhabitants and the Lutherans a fourth. The Dutch and 
French church here are contiguous, being ſeparated only by a wall. Here 
are alſo ſeveral woollen — ea particularly of a ſtuff called Gregrun, 
as likewiſe of ſtockings, both filk and worſted, callico and porcelain ; but 
Hanau is more particularly famed for great quantities of roll-tobacco, which 
are made up here. A wax bleachingry has alſo been ſet up here, but the 
greateſt article in its imports is timber, which is brought down the Mayne 
from Lobenſtein, Tronach, Lichtenfels and other places; as alſo rough and 

caſt-iron, meal and corn, Every perſon in this town has free liberty of 
trading as he pleaſes. .. | 2. The 
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2. The prefecturate of BucuERTHAL, the foreſt of Hanau, or Heeg- 
wald, as alſo Bulau, were, in 1277, exchanged by the abbey of St. Peter's 
ad Gradus in Mentz. The former of theſe is but ſmall, the latter very 
large. All the woods about Hanau are in general independent demeſiies, 
but the right of venery in them is a fief, ſubject to the Elector of Mentz, 
excepting one ſmall, narrow wood, and the privilege of hunting on 
one fide of it, which is a fief belonging to the Empire. In this pre- 
fecturate are fourteen towns and villages. The moſt remarkable places 
in it are 
Pbilipſrube, a beautiful ſeat, lying about one half hour's diſtance from 
the town of Hanau, near the village of Keſtatt, or Keſſelſtadt, on the Mayne. 
This ſeat was built by Count Pbilip Reinhard, but received very great 
improvements from his brother and ſucceſſor Count John Rheinhard. | 
The village near it is a demeſne, but the toll on the Mayne is a fief 
of the Empire. | 3 
Dornigheim, a county-town and a demeſne ; but the vogtey, or govern- 
ment of it is a fief of the abbey of St. Jacobs herd, near Mentz. . 
Runpenbeim, a church - village on the other ſide of the Mayne, over which 
the moſt frequented ferry lies at this place. It is a fief of the Elector of 


Mentz, but belonging to the Bzebermark, has an officer appointed over it. 


The barons of Eaelſbeim have a fine eſtate here, which they were inveſted I 
with in the year 1689, by the family of Hanau. | 
All the other places here are demeſnes ; as 
Hechfladt, a ſmall town, containing a Lutheran church. 3 
Wachenbuchen, a little place, in which formerly the lords of Hanau had a 
reſidence, and whence alſo a fine ſpring-water is conveyed to Hanau by means 3 
of iron pipes. | 3 
Mittelbuchen, a country-town, which, together with the manſion-houſe 
there, was purchaſed, in the year 1567, by the convent of Seligen/ladt, 
Bruchkobel, a village which, though in the year 1368 it obtained a muni- 
cipal charter, like Hanau, from the Emperor Charles IV. yet ſtill contains a 
village. 3 
Refedurf, a village, in which a lord of Hanau, in the year 1235, ſettled 
the firſt Monks of the order of St. Anthony, whom he invited hither from 
Vienne in France, Y 
Rudigheim, a village, containing a Proteſtant and Lutheran church. The 
latter has a chapel at Lower-Rodenbach, in the ſame prefecturate, dependent 
on it. 4 
4. The prefecturate of WinDEcKENn. In it is 4 
Windecken, formerly called Wunecke, a ſmall town, containing a caſtle, 
ſeated on the river Nieder. This place is a fief belonging to Bamberg. 
In the year 1288, King Rudolph I. granted it the ſame privileges with the 
city of Frankfort, Till the year 1430, the lords of Hanau generally re- 
ſided here. IF 
Eichen, AN 
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Eichen, a village- juriſdiction and fief of the Elector- palatine. 

Lower, or Great-Dorfelden, a village and demeſne, but the caſtle is a 
Saxon female fief. In the year 1368, the Emperor Charles IV. granted it a 
charter like that of Hanau, but it has continued a village. 

Markobel, a large village, enjoying particular privileges, had indeed a 
charter, like unto that of Hanau, granted it in the year 1368 by the Em- 
ror Charles IV. but was not made a town. This place is a demeſne. 

The Kellerey of Naumburg was formerly a diſtinct prefecturate, which 
the counts of Hanau, in the year 1561, purchaſed of the chapter of Limburg 
for 18000 florins, and mortgaged, in 1643, to Heſſe-Caſſel.

3.1. TH E tordthip of Lichtenberg lies, for the moſt part, in Upfer- 


Alſace. An accurate delineation of it may be ſeen in the beau- 
tiful map of Al/ace, as publiſhed by Homann's heirs, which makes the 
ninety-eighth in the Atlas of Germany. k 

$. 2. This lordſhip formerly enjoyed lords of its own, who failed in the 
year 1481 in the perſon of James, lord of Lichtenberg; on which Arne 
and Elizabeth, the ſurviving daughters of his brother Lew:s, made a par- 
tition of the eſtate among themſelves. The former of theſe was married 
to Philip the Elder, count of Hanau, who thus became proprietor of one 


half of the lordſhip of Lichtenberg ; and his great-grandſon, by his mar- 
riage with Margaret Lauiſa, daughter to James I. count of Ochſenſtein 
and Bitſeb, arrived, in the year 1560, to the poſſeſſion of the other 
half, devolved from Elizabetb. On the extinction of the male line of 


Hanau- Munzenberg, in the year 1642, by the deceaſe of Count John Ernſt, * 


the Lichtenberg line, by virtue of a compact made in the year 1610, 
and the ſupport of Haſe-Caſſel, obtained the whole county of Hanau- 3 
Munzenberg ; to which was tranſmitted not only the third, ceded to Count

Hohen-Solms pays for Solms 
forty-eight florins; for Lich twenty-four florins ; for Braunfels one hun- 
dred and twenty florins; for Rodelbeim twenty-four florins, and for Laubach 
thirty-five florins. To the chamber at Metzlar, Hohen-Solms is taxed at 
thirty-ſeven ruthlr. twenty-one kruitzers; Braunfels at fifty-nine ruthlr, 
forty-five kruitzers ; Rodelbeim at eighteen ruthlr. fiſty-three kruitzers, and 
Laubach in the like ſum. The Princes and Counts of Solms belong to the 
college of the Imperial counts of the Wetterau, and have four votes in it, as 
alſo a like number in the Diet of the Circle of the Upper-Rhine. 

$. 5. From the ſeniorſhip cuſtomary in this houſe are excluded the Saxon 
counts of So/ms. The ſenior, for the time being, is always the feoffee, but 
this does not take place in all the fiefs.

$. 6. With reſpect to the diſtinct ruling-houſes, the poſſeſſion of Solms- 1 


Braunfels are, 


1. The greateſt part of the proper county of Solms, which lies on both . 
ſides the Lahn, and borders on the territories of Naſſau and Heſſe, and the di- 
ſtrict of the city of Wetz/ar, being fix hours in length and four broad. This 


county abounds in grain and cattle, and has every where iron- mines which 


employ ſeveral founderies and other works. Its mines of copper and filver 


are not ſought after; but its woods, though declining, are ſtill an article of © - 


great profit. This county was formerly divided into the vor dure and hinter- 
land. In the former are the prefecturates of Braunfels and Greifen/tein, the i 
latter of which contains alſo thoſe of Hohben-Solms and Konigsberg, which 
belong to Heſſe-Darmſtadt. The name of the hintere-land is ſtill in uſe 
here. This county is alſo divided according to its rivers, into the Labntball, 
the land on the Solms and the Mutt, the Wetzthal, Ulmthal, Dillthal, 
Lempthal, and land on the Aar and Nins.

tains in it one church, which alſo ſerves the inhabitants of the town. 


Without it is the town, which is called Tha, as alſo a place called S. Georg: 
which lies beneath it. The palace and town are ſupplied with water by 


works erected at the foot of the mountain. In the 17th century the town 


was twice deſtroyed by fire. 
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Leun or Lein, a ſmall town ſeated on the Zahn, but very ancient, being 
known fo early as the year 912, and in 1664 it obtained its charter as a 
town. In the year 1752, one half of it was deſtroyed by fire, but it has 
been ſince handſomely rebuilt. This place contains an ennobling eſtate. 

Altenburg, or Altenberg, a Pramonſtratenfian monaſtery, inſtituted for 
ladies, ſtands on a hill near the river Labn, and was formerly the reſidence 
of the counts of Solms, during which it was called Dalbeim. Near it ſtood 
a village of the ſame name. Not far from this convent is annually held the 
higheſt court of the county of Salms, and according to ancient cuſtom, in 
the open air, unleſs in rainy weather, when the convent is the place for it.

teenth Century, on the failure of the male line of the Munzenberg fa- 
mily, the five ſiſters, who were married to the houſes of Hanau, Falken- 
ſtein, Weinsberg, Schonberg and Pappenbeim, ſucceeded to the whole Mun- 
zenberg eſtate, which they at firſt governed in common, till four of them, 
namely, Weinsberg, Schonberg, Pappenbeim and Hanau, made over their 
rts to the counts of Falken/tein, Hanau reſerving to itſelf one fixth, The 
Falkenbein line alſo became extinct, and the inheritance of its lands de- 
ſcended likewiſe to five ſiſters, who were married in the houſes of Solms, 
Sayn, Virneburg, Epſtein and YJenburg; among whom a partition was 
made, by means of which the houſe of Epſtein acquired one third of 
the whole inheritance, and particularly the Konig/tein ſeat, in which a lord 
of Epſtein fixing his reſidence, took the title of count of Konig/tern. Eber- 
hard, the laſt count of the Epftern line, who died without heirs in the year 
1535, made, with the conſent of his ſiſter Anne, wife to Botho, count of 
Stolberg, a will, which was confirmed by the Emperor Charles V. in which 
he named their third fon, Count Lewis, ſole heir; but in caſe he died be- 
fore him, the ſucceſſion was to devolve to Philip, the fifth fon; and in 
the like caſe to Chriftopher the eighth. On his deceaſe Count Lew! 
poſſeſſed himſelf of this county, though his mother had expreſly reſerved 
the right of inheritance for herſelf and her other children in caſe her bro- 
ther ſhould alter his will or nominate ſtrangers heirs, or her ſons who had 
been appointed heirs ſhould die without male-iſſue. Count Levis died in 
the year 1574 without male-ifſue, on which his brother Chri/fopher became 
proprietor of Konig/tein ; but he alſo dying without heirs in the year 1581, 
the ſeventh brother, Count Albert George of Stolberg, and Chriſtopher, 
younger ſon to his brother Henry, ſeized on the county of Konig/tern ; but 
Daniel, Elector of Mentz, made himſelf maſter of all the lands which had 
belonged to the late Count Chri/topher of Stolberg, a few places only ex- 
cepted which remained to the counts of Stolberg. That Elector had pro- 
cured to himſelf a commiſſion for ſeizing, in the Emperor's name, render- 
ing tributary and holding, till further orders, the houſe and caſtle of K:- 
nig/tein, together with thoſe parts of the lordſhips of Epftein, Falkenſtein 
and Munzenberg, which the counts of Kenig/tein, and after them the Counts 
Lewis and Chriftopher, had held as fiefs of the Empire and Emperor, and 
by the deaths of thoſe counts were become vacant and eſcheated to the 
Empire. In the year 1590, the counts of Stolberg found themſelves under 
a neceſſity of compromiſing matters with Mentz, and of ceding to it nearly 
the whole of the Epſtein inheritance, which is commonly (though accord- 
ing to Stolberg erroneouſly) called the county of Konig/tein ; the Elector of 
Mentz engaging to pay them, at ſeveral times, 300,000 florins : Cut ſoon 
after the counts of Stalberg declared the compact unjuſt, and complained that 
the Elector of Mentz had not fulfilled it; and the proceſs, which enſued 
hereupon, is ſtill depending before the Aulic Council, 


In 
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In the mean time the Elector of Mentz, by virtue of that part of the 
nominal county of Konig/tein, of which he poſſefſed himſelf, votes in the 
Diet of the Lyper-Rbine, as alſo does the houſe of Stolberg for the ſmall part 
remaining to it. Both are likewiſe members of the college of the Imperial 
Melterau counts; but the Elector of Mentz has ſeparated himfelf from it. 
Of the aſſeſſment for Konightein, in the matricula of the Empire, Mentz 
pays eighty florins and Szolberg twenty. The contingency of Mentz towards 
the chamber at Mietælar, is included among the general ſums payable by 
that Elector, but that of Stolberg is diſcontinued. 

The Elector of Mentz's part conſiſts of the upper prefecturate of Konig- 
/tein, in which is ; 

Konigftein, a ſmall open town and a demeſne: but its caſtle, which 
ſtands on a high rock, is a fief of the Empire. 

Upper-Urſel, a little town and a demeſne, which, in the year 1625, 
ſuffered greatly by fire. Near it is the Kreuzkcapelle, or Chapel of the 
Croſs, to which, on the days of the invention and exaltation of the croſs, 
crowds of pilgrims reſort. ; 

The Kellerey of Neuenhayn, the places of which were, on the death of 
Count Chri/topber of Stolberg, ſeized by the EleQtor-palatine as adminiſtrator 
of the convent of Limpurg; but, in the year 1650, he ceded them to 
Mentz. 

Neuenhayn, a parochial-village. 

Sulzbach and Soden, free Imperial villages, in which the EleQtor of Mertz 
and the Imperial city of Frankfort, jointly appoint the chief magiſtrates. The 
laſt of theſe has ſome ſalt-pits and a medicinal bath. 

The Kellerey of Vilbel, which is held in common with that of Hanau. 

The little town of that name lies on the river Nid. 

The Ke/lerey of Epſtein, to which belongs one half of the town and 
caſtle of Epſtein and the other half to Heſe-Darmſtadt. The caftle in it is 
a fief belonging to Mentz, but the town is a demeſne. 

The Kellery of Rockenberg lies along the Wetter. In it is 

Rockenberg, or Rockenburg, a parochial-village and caſtle, fituate in a 
rocky territory on the Wetter, and a demeſne. Near it ſtands Marienſchigſs, 
a nunnery of C:/tercians.

C.1. L IES in the Wetterau, and is well repreſented in the above-men- 
tioned map of the county of Hanau. It is called Lyper-Iſenburg, 
or Jenburg, by way of diſtinction from the county of Lower-Jſenburg, 


in the Palatinate ; and conſiſts 2 of the lordſhip of Budingen, 


which, in the year 1442, was raiſed to a county. Excluſive of the 
Reichsfort at Dreyeichen, which lies on the ſouth fide of the Mayne, this 
county extends from the prefecturate of Bucherthal, in the county of Hanau 
as far as Yogelsberg. It is a fine corn country, containing alſo good 
paſturage, and ſome parts of it likewiſe produce wine. In it too are ſome 
conſiderable woods. That of Budingen in particular is one of the beſt Im- 
perial fiefs belonging to the counts of Tſenburg. Theſe counts have like- 
wiſe purchaſed the poſt of great-forreſter of Gelnhauſen. The country is 
watered by ſeveral little ſtreams; as, namely, the Kinzig, Semen and Nidder. 

F. 2. The counts of Jſenburg, whoſe reſidence and eſtate lay in the 
territories of the Midale-Rhine, are deſcended from Henry, lord of Jſen- 
burg, who lived in the thirteenth century. His ſons, Lewis and Ger- 
lach, being the founders of the Jenburg-Budingen and Tſenburg-Grenſau 
lines. Count Lewis married Helwiga, eldeſt daughter of Gerlach, laſt 
lord of Budingen, and by her inherited part of the lordſhip of Budingen, 
and his deſcendents, as coheirs, or by purchaſe, are in poſſeſſion of other 
parts of it: that is to ſay, towards the beginning of the 3 century, 
on failure of the male-line of Budingen, the whole ſucceſſion became di- 
vided among Tſenburg, Braunek, Breuberg and Trimburg, as huſbands of 
the four daughters of Gerlach, the laſt lord of Budingen ; but the houſe of 
Brauneck failing in the year 1390, its part, by virtue of a ſtipulated ſuc- 
ceſſion, devolved to the other three heirs ; and, on the ſubſequent extinc- 
tion of the male-line of Breuberg, the lord of T/enburg and a lord of Epſtein 
being married to the two coheireſſes of Breuberg, who were counteſſes of 
Wertheim, one half of the Breuberg ſhare devolved to the lord of nburg 
and the other half to Epſtern, and is ſtill in the poſſeſſion of the houſe of Sol- 
berg. Trimburg alſo dying afterwards without heirs, his ſhare, by coheir- 
thip and purchaſe, became divided among the houſes of Jenburg, Roder- 
feern and Hanau. The laſt of theſe has alſo purchaſed another part, and 
Heſſ*- Darmſtadt holds the Rodenſtein eſtate by right of conqueſt. 

The houſe of Jſenburg is at preſent divided into two lines; <>, 
1. that of Tenburg-Offendach-Birſtein of which Jenburg-Pbilips-Eich is

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a collateral branch. The former of theſe, in the year 1744, was created 
a Prince of the Empire; the latter ſtill continues counts. 2. That of 
Iſenburg-Budingen, which is divided into 1ſenburg-Budingen, Iſenburg- 
IVacherbach and Jſenburg-Meerbolx.

This place is the centre of the 
old Imperial foreſt of Dreyeichen, in which the ancient Emperors uſed fre- 
quently to hunt. It formed a conſiderable parcel of the Imperial demeſ- 
nes about the Rhine and Mayn, and comprehended within its circuit a great 
part of the Rheingau. The places in it, which ſtill pay the fees for the 
Dreyeicher chace, being in ancient records and narratives placed in the Pa- 
gus Rheinenſis. It alſo included a large part of the ancient Mayngau and 
Niedgau ; and within it, at preſent, lye the woods of Bieg, Roder, Diepurg 
and the marcs of Anheim, as alſo the villages in them, which pay their 
yearly hunting-tax to the foreſt-offices at Dreyeichen, belonging to the two 
lordſhips of Jenburg and Hanau. With reſpect to the ancient ſuperinten- 
dency at Hagen or Munzenberg, or the patronage over the Imperial foreſt of 
Dreyeichen, on the extinction of the male line of the lords of Hagen or 
Munzenberg, who had held it as a fief of the Empire, it deſcended all but one 
ſixth, which Hanau reſerved, to the houſe of Falkenſtein, and afterwards 
jointly to Sayn and Tſenburg ; but, in the year 1648, Count Letois having 
made an abſolute purchaſe of the part of Sayn, which had been before 
mortgaged to him, he procured the Emperor's patent as ſole forreſter. This 
country continues ſtill, in a particular ſenſe, to be termed Das Reich. i. e. 
the Kingdom, or Empire. 

New-Iſenburg, a new and regular built town, founded by a colony of 
French Refugees. 

Sprendlingen, or Sprenglingen, a country-town. 

Philips-Eich, the reſidence of an appenaged line of Jſenburg. 

Geinſbeim, a village, ſeated on the Rhine, the government or patronage 
of which is lodged in the houſe of 7enburg, but as a fief of the convent of 
St. Jacob's-Berg at Mentz.

TIER county and lordſhips of the Mild and Rhine-graves are to be 
ſeen in the ſecond and a part on the firſt leaf of Homann's map 

of the courſe of the Rhine, betwixt Baſel and Bonn, lying diſperſed. 
$. 2. The number of Wald, or Wild, or Rau-graves, in Latin called 
comites ſaltuarii, foreſtarit, filveſtres & hirſuti, was formerly greater than 
at preſent, and they were ſo called from their rude and woody territories : 
See Baron Senkenberg's Meditat. faſc.i. page 6. Conrad, the founder of the 
Wildgraves in queſtion here, lived in the twelfth century, and his brother 
was Emich, Raugrave of Bomenburg, from whom are deſcended the Rau- 
graves, whoſe eſtates were Old and New-Bamberg, or Baumberg, Stolzenberg, 
Simmern, Stromberg, &c. which are now in different hands. Gerhard, ſon 
to the Wild-grave Conrad, had a fon named Conrad, who alſo had two ſons, 
Emich and Godfrey. In the former of theſe commenced the ancient line 
of the Wildgraves of Kirburg, and Godfrey was the founder of that of 
Dbaun; but in the year 1349 or 1350, the latter failed in the perſon of the 
Mild grave Jobn; on which, agreeably to a convention and the conſent of 
the Wild-graves of Kirburg, in the year 1555, the effects, lands, titles and 
arms belonging to it devolved to the Rh:ne-grave houſe, Hedwig, ſiſter of 
Jobn, the laſt Wild- grave, being married to the Rhine-grave Fohn I. The 
Kirburg line came to a period in the year 1409, by the deceaſe of the 
Wild-grave Otho, and his father Frederick having, in the year 1355, en- 
tered into a compact relating to the ſucceſſion with Jahn III. who was alſo 
married to Adelbeida, daughter to the Wild-grave Gerhard II. the whole 
eſtate of the Vildgraves, whether property or fiefs, fell to the Rhine-grave 
family, whoſe origin is deduced from the Rhine-grave Adelheim, who lived 
in the eighth century ; but its genealogical regiſter, which begins with the 
Rhinegrave Sigfrid, who lived in the twelfth century, is the moſt authentic 


voucher. Jahn VI. now both Wild and Rhine-grave, who died in the 


year 1499, left two ſons, of whom the eldeſt gave origin to the ſecond line 
of Hanau, and Jobn, the youngeſt, was the patriarch of the ſecond K:rburg 
line. The latter, in the year 1688, failed in the fifth degree, in the per- 
ſon of Jabn X. but the former, which was propagated by Philip Francis, 
ſon to Philip, became, by his three ſons, divided into three other lines, 
Frederick the eldeſt founding Salm; Jobn Chriſtopher, the ſecond, that of 
Grumbach ; and the third fon, Adolphus Henry, the particular line of 
Dbaun. Of the Salm line, which, by Philip Otho and Frederick Magnus, 
ſons to Frederick, became divided into the princely line of Salm and the 
collateral one of Flangers ; the latter of which now enjoys the eſtate and 
title of the former, and is ſubdivided into thoſe of Hoog/iraat and Loes ; an 
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account has been given in p. 84. The Grumbach line has been continued 
by Jobn, ſon to Jabn Chriſtopher, and his grandſon Aado/phus ; whoſe ſon, 
Leopold Philip William, was the founder of this particular line of Grum- 
bach, as his other ſon, Frederick William, was of that of Stein. The parti- 
cular Dhaun line failed, in the year 1750, in Frederick William. 

$. 3. Ever ſince the Rhinegrave houſe devolved to the poſſeſſion of the Vild- 
graves eſtates,.all its branches have borne the title and arms, as Milagrave:

Near this caſtle formerly ſtood 
the Aﬀenſ/tein, or Ape-/ſlone. 

Munſter-am-Stein, a ſmall village lying between the caſtle on the other 
ſide of the Nabe, and containing ſalt-works. 

Under, or Gau-Grefeeiler, or fimply Grehwetler, ſeated near the little 
river Appel, on the demolition of the caſtle of Rheingrafen/tein, became the 
reſidence of the Mild and Rhinegraves of Stein, who in the year 1747 built 
there a very ſtately ſeat. This little place was endowed with ſo many pri- 
vileges and fo greatly improved by the counts hn, Charles Lewis, and 
Charles Magnus, that it is now grown to a little town. In the year 1501, 
the Palſgrave John purchaſed three fourths of it from Frederick Derne, and 
m 1553 fold it again to Carfilius Beyer of Bellenhefen, who alſo made a pur- 
chaſe of the other fourth from the tamily of Gronenberg, whole deſcendants

1. The county of Mitgenſtein, in a limited ſenſe, which conſtitutes only 
the greateſt part of the county of Mitgenſtein in its more extenſive mean- 
ing; and in which, beſides the town of Laaſphe, the clergy, civil officers 
and other freemen, are three hundred and thirty-two vaſſals. The ordi- 
nary produce of this county amounts to 2100 rixdollars per annum, and the 
extraordinary to fix hundred. This county contains 

Witgenſtein, a reſidence of the counts, which is ſeated in a high moun- 
tain and is the patrimonial-houſe of the ancient counts of Mitgenſtein. Be- 
low it lies 

Laaſphe, a little town, ſituate on the Labn. 

The thirty-eight villages and farms of this county are divided into the 
four diſtricts of Banf, Faydingen, Arfelden and the vogtey of Elif; to the 
latter of which belong the three villages of EJ/off, Alertſhauſen and Bettel- 
hauſen, it being ſeparated from Battenberg, a prefecturate of Heſſe-Darm- 

/tadt, by the river Elſoff. A part of the lands of the Mitgenſtein, which are 
vaſſals to this vogtey, lie on the other fide of the Effe, being ſubject to 
the juriſdiction of Heſſe. Battenberg was once a part of the county of Wit- 


The county of Habenſtein was by the Elector Frederick Il illiam of Brandenburg granted, in 
the year 1649, to John, count of HFitgen/tein, in the manner he had poſſeſſed it; but, in 
1699, re- aſſumed by the EleCtor Frederick, who, in the year 1702, was pleaſed to notify to 
Count Augu/tus of Witgenſ/tein, that he would liquidate all the debts of the family of J/gem- 

tein, and others of a longer date chargeable on it; pay at once the ſum of 100,000 ſpecies rix- 
dollars, beſides another 20,000 advanced by Count Augu/tus to his father Count Guſtavus, for dil- 
charging ſome debts with which the county was encumbered. The counts of Mitgenſbein, 


however, {til} continue to aſſume the title and arms of Hohen/tein, Lobra and Klettenberg.

§. I. "TJ ERMINATES, to the north, on the upper prefecturate of 

Alzey in the palatinate; weſtward, on the under prefecturate of 
Landsberg, belonging to Deuxponts ; ſouthward, is bounded by the dutchy 
of Lautern, and, eaſtward, by the county of Wartemberg and the lordſhip 
of K:rchbeim in the territories of Naſſau-Weilburg; from which it is ſe- 
parated by Donnersberg, a ridge of mountains which is covered with oak, 
beach and cheſnut-trees. 

9. 2. The genealogy and hiſtory of the ancient lords of Falkenſtein is very 
obſcure, Philip of Polant, who lived from the year 1239 to 1275, firſt 
aſſumed this title from Falkenſtein caſtle ; and by his wife, a coheireſs of 
Munzenberg, inherited a great part of the Wetterau and other lordſhips. 
His deſcendants divided themſelves into two lines, the founders of which 
were the two brothers Cuno II. and Philip VII. Of the firſt line was 
Philip X. who dying in the year 1407, his lands fell to his couſin 

Vor. V. | + Philip XI. 
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Philip XI. whom the Emperor Wenceſlans had before, namely, in the year 
1397, created a count, and who was the firſt and Jaſt of his family who bore 
that title. On his deceaſe, in 1410, he was ſueceeded by Warner, youngeſt 
brother to Philip X. and archbiſkvp of Trier; and from him the Falken. 
lein eſtate deſcended to the ſiſters children of Ph:/ip X. Theſe fiſters were 
Luitgard, married to Eberhard, lord of Epſtein ; and Agnes, ſpouſe to Ortho, 
Count So/ms, by whom ſhe had two daughters, one of whom was married 
to Rupert, count of Virneburg, whoſe grandſon, Miiliam, took the name 
of Falkenſlcin; and in him commenced the ſecond branch of that family. 
Margaret, one of his daughters, was married to Melebier, lord of Dhaun ; 
and the other, called Margaret, to Cuno, count of Manderſebeid. Wirich, 
fon to the former, had three ſons; namely, Philip. Jobn and: Sebaſtian. 
From John was originated the third Falkenſtein line, and his daughter, 
Sidonia, whoſe huſband was Axel Lowenhaupt, in the year 1579, renounced 
her father's inheritance ; and her brother Emich, lord of Daun, having 
no iſſue, nominated for heirs the Sebaſtian line abovementioned ; and on its 
failure, that of Philip, who ſucceſſively became propnetors of the county of 
Falkenſtein ; but, on its deſcent to William Wirich, of the laſt line, he fold 
0 it, in the year 1667, to Charles III. duke of Lorrain, who beſtowed it on 
Prince Charles Henry of Vaudemont; on whoſe deceaſe, Leopold Joſepb 
Charles, duke of Lorrain, put in his claim to it againſt the houſes of Lau- 
1 enhaupt and Manderſcheid ; but, in the years 1724 and 1727, they came to 
by an agreement.

The Lordſhip of DacusTuuL 


Lies betwixt the prefecturates of Sarburg and Grimburg, which belong 
to Trier, and the German prefecturate in the dutchy of Lorrain. It be- 
longed formerly to the lords of Falkenſtein, of whom it was purchaſed in the 
year 1644 by Philip Chriſtopher, of the family of Sotern and Elector of 
Trier, who transferred it to his family as a fide! cammiſſum. By Maria 
Sidenia, heireſs to her father Count Philip Francis of Sotern, this lordſhip 
devolved to her huſband Nerger William, count of Oettingen-Baldern. It 
confers the title of vogt in the Diet of the Circle, but not in that of the 
Empire. Its aſſeſſment in the Imperial matricula is one horſe and one foot- 
man, or ſixteen flerins; and to the chamber of Metzlar ten rix-dollars ſe- 


venty-three kruitzers. 


The Lordſhip of Ouunruck 


Lies in the upper part of the archbiſhopric of Cullen betwixt the prefectu- 
rates of Andernach and Konigsfeld, and belongs to the houſe of the barons of 
Waldbett- Baſſenherm of Ollbruck-Barnheim, but forms however no ſtate of 
the empire, and on this account its vote at the Diet of the Rhine, by 
virtue of this lordſhip, has been conteſted and denied by other States, info- 
much that it never obtained a formal aſſent. This lordſhip, however, is 
thought worthy of being rated in the matricula of the Empire at one horſe 
and one footman, or ſixteen florins ; and to the chamber at Wetzlar is taxed 
in ſeventeen rix-dollars forty-five kruitzers. 


The Imperial City of Worm s. 


Werms, in Latin Wormatia, and in the middle ages named Guarmacis 
and Gormetia, as alſo Vangonia; and by Marcellinus, Vangio ; by Antoninus, 
Bermitomagus; and by Ptclemy, Borbetomagus ; was the capital town of the 
Vangiones. It lies in the heart of the dioceſe to which it gives name, nct 


far from the Rhine, and near the place where the Ersbach and Gieſſenbasb 
fall into it. This city has undergone many misfortunes, for to omit its fires, 
earthquakes and other calamities, in the year 407 it was deſtroyed by the 
Vandats, in the year 451 and 933 by the Hunns, in 891 by the — 
ö | an

and in 1689 by the French, but has always riſen with advantage from its 
athes. The magiſtracy here is Lutheran, and the city itſelf is accounted 
one of the free Lutheran Imperial cities, with toleration and freedom of 
worſhip to the catholics. The foundation ſtone of the new Lutheran church 
was laid in the year 1709: The Lutherans are alſo in poſſeſſion of the old 
church as it is called, St. Magnus's now in ruins, and St. Leonard's a little 
way without the city. The Proteſtants have alſo a church here. To the 


Catholics belongs not only the cathedral, which fince its deſtruction, by the 


French has been rebuilt with great magnificence, but likewiſe four culle- 
giate and the like number of pariſh-churches in or near the city, a Jeſuit's 
college, a gymnaſium, now under the direction of the ſame order, three 
convents and three nunneries. The biſhop's palace here was built quite 
new in the year 1719 at the expence of biſhop Francis Lewis. 

The Kings of the Francs appointed counts and dukes over it. From time 
immemorial it has been termed a free Imperial city, and is fo ſtyled in ſome 
records of the Emperor Charles IV. bearing date in the years 1355 and: 
1356, and in the regiſter of the cities of 1386, and was alſo acknowledged 
fuch in the year 1479 in the Diet at Nurnlurg; and by the Emperor Maxi- 
milian I. in formal inſtruments of 1507 and 1508. It has hitherto filled 
the fourth ſeat on the bench. of the Imperial cities of the Rhine, and like 


wiſe votes in the Diet of the Circle of the Upper-Rh:ne. Its matricular aſſeſſ- 


ment to the Empire is ſeventy-five florins, and to the chamber at Metzlar 
it pays one hundred and eighteen florins thirty-four kruitzers. The biſhops 
of Worms have often conteſted its independence, and by excommunication 
and even military hoſtilities extorted conventions; among which that of the 
year 1519 is particularly remarkable ; in that in ſuits exceeding fifty guil- 
ders, an appeal lies from the city-court to that of the biſhop ; but, if before 
the appeal be entered upon, the appellant ſhall petition for the removal of 
his cauſe to the Emperor or the Aulic Council, the biſhop muſt comply, 
and it is he who tranſmits the papers. The biſhop alſo pretends to the 
collation of the magiſtrates, and to homage from them. It is likewiſe well 
known, that excluſive of a toll on the Rhine, he levies ſeveral other gabels 
and impoſts there, though the city itſelf is under the protection of the 
Palatinate. 

There is ſcarce any place ſo famous for interviews of Sovereigns, nuptials 
of Kings and Princes, and other ſolemnities. In the years 1495, 1521, 
1545, and 1578 Diets were held here; and this was the place in which 
the Reformation began in 1525. In the year 1743, a treaty was concluded 
_ a 4 his Britannic Majeſty, the Queen of Hungary, and the King 
of Sardinia.

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this city falls into the Nune. It was a town before the birth of Chri/?. Even 
its preſent natne is of very great antiquity ; but in buildings it is throughout 
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The Imperial City of SP 1R E. 


Spire, in Latin Sprra Civitas, and Nemetum, or Nemidona, derives its 
name from a ſmall river riſing near Hochſpeyer, and which after waterin 


a very modern city: For after its total deſtruction by the French in the year 
1689, and lying waſte ten years, on the peace of Ryſicł it was rebuilt, 
though not completed. The choir of its cathedral is beautifully repaired, 
but the ſuperb marble monuments of eight Emperors and three Empreſſes 
here were broken to pieces by the French, who allo opened and pillaged the 
vaults and threw about the bones of the illuſtrious dead. This church has 
a large revenue, but its expences are alſo large. Excluſive too of three other 
foundations, in the town are ſeveral catholic pariſh-churches, convents and 
nunneries, and among the former a college of Jeſuits. In it is alſo a Ger- 
man houſe. The Lutherans, who out- number all the other inhabitants. 
here, have two churches and a gymnaſium. Its magiſtrates likewiſe are Lu- 
therans. Spire was taken from the Romans by the Francs, and is one of 
the original Imperial cities. In the Diet of the Empire it has the fifth ſeat 
among the Imperial cities of the Circle of the Rhine, and votes in the Diet 
of the Upper-Rhine. In the matricula of the Empire it ſtands only at twenty- 
four florins, but to the chamber at Vetlar pays one hundred and eighteen 
rix-dollars thirty-four kruitzers. In the year 1443, Leuis the Elector-pa- 
latine took it under his protection. Biſhop Lotbarius Frederick reſided eleven 
weeks in this city, and his ſucceſſors were for accounting it their place of re- 
ſidence; but this the city conſtantly oppoſed. A new biſhop before his en- 
trance into the city redreſſes all its complaints; and afterwards, ſitting on 
horſeback in the open air betwixt the two outermoſt gates, which during 
the ceremony are ſhut, with one hand in his left breaſt, he pronounces a 
bleſſing on the city, then binds himſelf not to infringe the privileges of it, 
but rather to uphold and increaſe its liberties, and to live in quiet and har- 
mony with it. He then makes his public entry, and the citizens pay homage 
to him. Among athers, a Diet held here in 1529 was peculiarly remark- 
able, as having given riſe to the name of Proteſtants. Before the deſtruction 
of this city by the French the Imperial chamber was held here. 


The Imperial City of Frankfort on the Mayn. 


Frankfort, properly Frankenfort, the uſual place of the election and coro- 
nation of the Kings of the Romans, and the place alſo where the States of the 
Rbine Circles meet, as likewiſe one of the — Legeſtadts in Germany, and 


celebrated

celebrated alſo for its commerce, lies in a delightful, healthy, and fertile 
country along the Mayn, by which it is divided into two parts, namely, 
into Frankfort and Sachſenhauſen, The former of theſe being the largeſt is 
ſubdivided into twelve wards, and the ſecond into two. Both are reckoned 
to contain about 3000 houſes large and ſmall, and not a few of them mo- 
dern. Some of them too are rather ſtately palaces, as the Campoſtel and 
Fronbof, the Trier/hef, the Cullenbaf, the German houſe, an auguſt edifice 
ſituate near the bridge over the Mayn, the Heſſe-Darmſtadtbef, the palace 
of the Prince de la Tours, and the hotels of the counts of Solms Schauenburg 
and Schonborn. The three principal ſquares in it are the Romerberg, the 
Lieben Frauenberg, and the Roſzmarkt, or horſe-market. On the firſt of 
theſe ſtands the town-houſe, or Romer as it is called, being an old faſhioned 
edifice, the back front excepted, which is modern. The fore-part of it is 
ſupported by arches, under which in the fair time are toyſhops of all kinds. 
Over theſe arches is a hall where the Emperor uſually dines after his coro- 
nation, and into which opens the chamber where the election of a new Em- 
peror is canvaſſed. In the back part are the city offices, and the diet-chamber 
of the Circle of the Upper-Rhine, as likewiſe that of the dictature of the 
Circle. Among the archives of the town-houſe is kept the celebrated Golden 
Bull of the Emperor Charles IV. which is a parchment book of forty-three 
quarto leaves, containing the fundamental inſtitutes of the Empire, written 
in Latin capitals ; which famous piece is kept in a caſket of gold. On the 
Liebfrauenberg ſtands the houſe of Frauenſtein or Braunfels, in which the 
Emperors formerly lodged, and all the houſes from Liebfrauenberg to Romer- 
berg were included in the Emperor's quarter. In the ſame place is alſo the 
change. The horſe-market is laid out in walks and rows of trees. On the 
hay-market is the main-guard, which is a handſome building, and over 
againſt it the riding academy. In the town are three arſenals, the princi- 
pal of which ſtands at the end of the Zeil facing the Jews ſtreet. The ma- 
giſtrates and city officers profeſs Lutheraniſm, that being the eſtabliſhed re- 
ligion, but moſt of the churches, and thoſe too the chief, are in the hands 
of the Catholics. The Proteſtants are alſo very numerous here. The Ca- 
tholic foundations and convents are ſubject to the archbiſhopric of Mentz. 
In the cathedral of St. Bartholomens is a ſmall chapel where the Emperor is 
elected. The churches of St. Leonard and our Lady are both collegiate. There 
is alſo here a convent with a church of the order of St. John, together with an- 
other of Carmelites, Dominicans, and Capuchins, and two catholic chapels. The 
Lutheran churches and convents here are the church of the diſcalceated, which 
is the great church; that of St. Catherine, where in 1522 the firſt Lutheran 
ſermon was preached, and to which is annexed a nunnery of ladies of noble 
birth; the church of the white women here, is fo called from the convent 
belonging to it, inſtituted for ladies and other young women of good birth; 
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St. Peter's church, together with the chapel of the Glauburg ; the hoſpital. 
church, St. Nicholas's church and two decayed ones, as alſo the church on 
Saſcbenbauſen. Here is likewiſe a ſeminary of divines founded by Dr. Pritius 
and completed by Dr. Munden. The Proteſtants not being allowed a place of 
worſhip in the town go to Beckenheim, a town ſituated at a ſmall diſtance ; 
but it is ſaid that they will be permitted to build a church juſt without the 
town. The Lutheran gymnaſium here contains ſeven claſſes, and ſtands con- 
tiguous to the church of the bare-footed Friars, and in it is the city-library, 
The alms, orphan, and work-houſe here is a well contrived building, and 
under good regulations, which are ſtrictly executed. Near it ſtands the 
houſe of correction. The hoſpital of the Holy Gheft is one of the wealthieſt 
foundations in the whole city. In this dioceſe are two conventual houſes 
for nobles, viz. one at Limburg and the other at Frauenſtein; to the for- 
mer are properly admitted only ſuch, who in other Imperial cities are 
termed patricians, and though at preſent comprehended under the burghery, 
yet are moſtly deſcended of "uy ancient and honourable families, regularly 
keep up their genealogical regiſters, follow no trade, live on their means, 
and may marry only into noble families. They have their particular ſtatutes 
agreed upon among themſelves, one in the year 1585, the other in 1636, 
both which were confirmed by the Emperors. The provoſts are choſen 
annually and the place of their meeting is at Limburg houſe, the arms of 
which are the ſame with thoſe of the counts of Limburg, the number cf 
chequers excepted. The ſociety of Frauenſtein or Braunfels houſe con- 
fiſts of nobles and graduates. In this town are alſo other noble families, 
deſcendents of the ancient nobleſſe of Brabant. 

Its convenient ſituation, and the two celebrated fairs held here every year 
render it, with reſpect to traffic, one of the principal places in all Germany. Of 
its manufactures thoſe of filk, erected by two public ſpirited traders of the 
name of Firnhaber, make the greateſt figure. Thoſe alſo of tobacco and 
porcelain are not inconſiderable. The Jets ever ſince the year 1462 are con- 
fined to a particular quarter, and in all things ſubject to the magiſtracy. 

The ancient dukes of the Francs had a palace here, in which for ſome 
time Charles the Great reſided ; and on its fite now ſtands the church of 
St. Leonard's. The emperor Lewis alſo built a palace on the banks of the 
Mayn, ſome grand remains of which are ſtill to be ſeen in the Saalbef. The 
city itſelf has ever been immediately under the Empire and Emperor. In 
the Diet it holds the ſixth place among the Imperial cities of the Rhine, and 
alſo votes in the Diets of the Upper-Rhins, Its matricular aſſeſſment to the 


Empire is five hundred florins, and to the chamber at Wetzlar fix hundred 


and ſeventy-fix rix-dollars, twenty-ſix kruitzers and three-fourths. But 
theſe rates, how burdenſome ſoever they may appear, its vaſt trade enables 
it to diſcharge with eaſe, as indeed it was principally on that account that they 
were impoſed. The magiſtracy here conſiſts of a Schultheiſſen, or judge, wy 
benc

bench of Scoſfen, or aldermen, and that of the ſecond bench of the council, 
together with the third, which is compoſed of artificers and tradeſmen, and 
which is alſo ſummoned in matters of general concern, and executes the 
offices relating to the police; but the direction of important affairs is lodged 
in the two former, out of whom the two burgher-maſters are annually cho- 
ſen. Law-ſuits here are determined by the Schefens and Syndics. The 
members of the conſiſtory are two Schoffen, the Senior miniſterii, the two 
oldeſt paſtors, and two civilians. 

The city is fortified, and maintains ſeven companies of ſoldiers as its con- 
tingent to the Circle, together with two more as a garriſon. Its bridge 
over the Mayn is four hundred feet long, and contains fourteen wide 
arches. 

The territory of this city as repreſented in Homann's corre&t map of it, 
N 107 in the Atlas of Germany contains, excluſive of the great number 
of ſeats and farms in it, 

Bornbeim, Hauſen, and Upper-rod three villages, formerly ſubje& to the 
court at Bornbeimerbergs, but by a treaty concluded with Hanau in the year 
1481, transferred to the city of Frankfort. 

The church-village of Lower-rod, three fourths of which belonged to the 
city, and one to the Teutonic order. 

Not far from it ſtands the Upper-Forſihaus of Frankfort on the foreſt of 
Frankfort, which, as Mr. Buri of YJenburg Bir/lein has ſhewn at large, be- 
longs to the foreſt of Dreyeicher, and accordingly both the city of Frankfort 
and its dependencies have ever paid certain particular duties to the lords of 
that foreſt, 

Over the free Imperial villages of Sulabach and Soden (in which is a 
warm bath and ſome falt-pits) Mentz, as count of Konigſtein, and the city 
of Frankfort as protector and patron, jointly appoint a chief magiſtrate, 

Liwer-Urſel, a village, of which Solms-Rogelberm has alfo a part. : 

Bonames, alſo called Bemes, a little walled town fituate on the Nada. 
In it is a fief belonging to the biſhop of Fulda. 

Lawer-Erkenbach, a church-village.

The Imperial City of Fa1tDBERG. 


Friedberg, a town on the Wetterau, ſtands near the Usbach on the ridge 
of hills called the Hobe, in a very fertile country. It was formerly larger 
than at preſent, being a free Imperial Lutheran town, and in the Diet holds 
the twelfth ſeat on the bench of the Imperial towns of the Rhine. 
It alſo fits and votes in the Diet of the Upper-Rhine. In the matricula 
of the Empire it ſtands at twenty-four florins, and its rate to the cham- 
ber at Wetzlar is twenty-nine rix-dollars twenty-nine kruitzers. In the 
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year 1349, the Empror Charles IV. mortgaged it for 10, ooo florins to 
the counts of Schwarzburg, but with a reſerve of its dependence on the 
Empire. This mortgage in the following century paſſed from Schwarz- 
burg to the Elector of Mentz, the lords of Epſtein, the counts of Jenburg, 
and the city of Frankfort. The three firſt of theſe made over their ſhare to 
the Imperial burg or caſtle of Friedberg in this town, which the Emperor 
not only confirmed, but enjoined the city of Frankfort alſo to recede from 
its part in favour of the burg. This was followed by an agreement betwixt 
the burg and town, that on the election of a new burggrave, when con- 
firmed by the Emperor, the town, as an acknowledgment of the mortgage, 
ſhould do him homage in ſome open place. In the year 1706 the town 
notified to the burg that it would redeem the mortgage, and offered to pay 
down the money; but the burg alleged the mortgage to be irredeemable. 
The burggrave and the ſix magiſtrates in it, who are nobles, are alſo mem- 
bers of the general council and that of the States; and when any affairs re- 
lating to the Empire and Circle come on the carpet, notice is given to 
them of it by the magiſtracy, that they may jointly agree concerning the 
perſon to be deputed and the nature and extent of his powers, 


The Imperial Town of WETZLAR. 


Wetzlar, a town ſeated on the Labn, which at this place receives the 
Metzbacb, and on the other fide the Dill; has two ſuburbs belonging to 
it called the Langgaſſe and the Neugaſſe. The magiſtracy here, with the 
greateſt part of the burghers, are Lutherans. Excluſive too of the cathe- 
dral or city- church, which is held in common with the catholics, they 
have a chapel and a grammar-ſchool here, in a building which was origi- 
nally a Franciſcan convent. The church of the hoſpital of the Holy Ghoft, 
belonging alfo to the Lutherans, 1s rebuilding. The Proteſtants have like- 
wiſe a church here. The Catholics have not only the uſe of the cathedral, 
but alſo a Franciſcan convent, with a church and a Jeſuits college. In the 
town-houſe are held the meetings of the Imperial chamber, which in the 
year 1693 was removed hither from Spire. In 1714, a motion was made 
for its removal from M etalar to ſome other place, but was over-ruled ; and 
in the year 1751 the chamber itfelf repreſented to the Dier at Ratisbon 
the impoſſibility of its continuance here, and at the ſame time ſignified that 
Frankfort on the Mayn was, of all others, the moſt proper and commodious 
place for its reſidence; notwithſtanding which, this alſo has produced no 
alteration. The German houſe here belongs to the commandery of Heſſe 
and poſſeſſes revenues of divers kinds in that country. Wetzlar was an Im- 
pou town ſo early as the days of the Emperor Frederick I. and has ever 

nce continued ſuch in the Diet. It fits the 13th on the bench of the Im- 
perial towns of the Rhine, and alſo votes in the Diets of the Upper-Rhrne.

Its aſſeſſment in the matricula of the Empire is thirty-two florins ; but it no 
longer pays any thing to the chamber. Near the Wetzlar ſtands the caſtle 


of Carlſmund or Taiſchmitt. Heſje-Darmftadt, as a protector of the city, 
keeps a company of ſoldiers here, and has a repreſentative in the council.

The Lordſhip of SCHAU BURG. 


This lordſhip, which lies on the Labn oppoſite the county of Holzapfel. 
is to be ſeen in the maps of the lower county of Katzenellnbogen, belonging 
to the principality of Naſſau and others. In the year 1279, it paſſed from 
the houſe of Limburg on the Lahn to that of Wefterburg; but in 1656 
Agnes counteſs dowager of Holzapfel purchaſed it of Count George William 
of Leiningen-Weſterburg, redeemed it from feudal ſubjection to Cullen, 
and ſettled it as an abfotute property on her daughter E/zaberth Cbarlotta, 
conſort to Adolpbhus Prince of Naſſau-Dillenburg, and with their daughter 
Charlotta it devolved to her huſband Prince Lebrecht of Anhalt-Bernburg- 
Heym, whoſe deſcendants are ſtill in poſſeſſion of it. Its Imperial aſſeſſ- 
ment is two florins forty kruitzers ; and to the chamber at Metælar it pays 
ſeventy-four rix-dollars, but is without ſo much as a vote in the Diet of the 
Circle. To it belongs 

Schaumburg, a ſeat on a high hill not far from the Labn.

Which lies on the Hunſruck along the Nabe. Its preſent owner is the 
count of Letiningen-Dach of and its aſſeſſment on the matri- 
cula of the Empire is ſeven florins. To the chamber at Wezlar it pays ten 
rix-dollars ſeventy-three kruitzers. The principal place in it is 

Oberſtein, a little town ſituate on the Nabe. On a mountain alſo ſtands a 
caſtle. 

Holzhauſen, a village on the Obm betwixt the H:ffian prefecturates of 
Marburg and Homburg and the upper prefecturate of Amoneburg, and be- 
longing to the Electorate of Mentz, ſtands in the matricula at one florin 
thirty kruitzers. 

Obſ. The Gorz branch of the houſe of Schlitz, who were formerly ad- 
mitted among the immediate nobleſſe of the Empire, in the year 1742 ſoli- 
cited a ſeat and vote among the eſtates of the Circle of the Upper-Rbine, 
but met with a denial.

Y 05 the maps of Swabia and its Circle, Mr. Eberhard David 
| Hauber, in the year 1724, publiſhed a very rational, exact and 
complete hiſtory; which about "thr I wh after appeared, with additions 
and amendments, in his Diſcaurſe on the Preſent State of Geography. From 
thence we learn, that the firſt maps of Stabia are to be ſeen in Munſter's 
Coſmography ; that the ſecond, which Ortelius has inſerted in his Theatrum, 
were publiſhed in the years 1579 and 1591, by David Selzlin, or Selal, and 
have been copied by John Buchſenmacher and Daniel Manaſſer ; that the 
map put forth by Todochus, Henry Hondius and William Blacuw was 
ſomething better, and reduced, without alterations, to a ſmaller ſcale by 
Chriſtopher Meigel, and improved by John Fanſon : that this is the map 
which Waesberge, Peter Schenk and Gerhard Valk afterwards publiſhed under 
their own names; and, laſtly, that from the map of Blaeuw and Janſon,

Auftrian lordſhip of Arlberg; and northward is bounded by Franconia and 
the Palatinate. The country lying betwixt the lake of Conſtanx, the Lech 
and the Danube, on both ſides of the Jer, is by the Wurtenbergs in 
contradiſtinction to their country called Schwabenland, Upper-Swabia, or 
Alemannia, though others hold Lyper-Swabia alſo to be the country ſituate 
betwixt the Ter, Danube and lake of Conftanz ; and that lying along the 
Lech and Danube to be the Lower-Swabia. 

$. z. The higheſt parts in Swabia are the Alb, or Alp, and the Schearz- 
ald, or Black-foreſt ; the former of which is ſtill ſomewhat higher than 
the latter. As theſe mountains traverſe the greateſt part of Stwabia, from 
ſouth to north and from weſt to eaſt, and from them iſſue moſt of the 
rivers which, after watering the country, loſe themſelves in the Rhine, or 
Danube, it will be proper to give a more circumſtantial account of them. 
The Schwarzwald, in Latin Silva Nigra, extends from ſouth to north 
to the end of the diſtrict of Neuenburg, in the dutchy of Wurtemberg ; and 
eaſtward almoſt cloſe to the A/5. Its ſouthern part is called the Upper, and 
its northern part the Lower-Schwarzwald. Its eaſtern boundary, from 
Pfoirzheim to Nagold, is formed by the river Nagold, which ſeparates it from 
a tract of land called the Gau. From Nagold its direction lies along the 
Horb to Sulz, and from thence to the Neckar ; which river, together with 
the Danube, Enz, Nagold and Kinzig, derives its ſource from this chain. 
The weſtern fide of them, which lies towards the Rhine, and particularly 
that part fituated in the territories of Nurtemberg, riſes at once with ſuch 
ſteepneſs that, even from Baaden and Alſace, it carries with it the appearance 
of a very high mountain ; whereas the declivity, on the eaſt fide, is gra- 
dual. The Schwarzwald has probably been fo called from the thick foreſts 
ot fir with which it is covered ; and, according to the deſcription given us by 
Julius Cæſur of the Silva Hercynia, in his Bellum Gallicum, was the begin- 
ing of it. The inhabitants ſubſiſt chiefly by graziery, wood and pitch, 
which they trade in for exportation. In many parts in it there are alſo two 
kinds of land; wiz. firſt, that called Baufelder, which is like the common 
plouz hed fields; ſecond, the Mabfelder, which is rendered fertile by the 


to be ſeen in Bucelin"sDeſeript. Conftantie ſacræ & profane; and Matthew Scutter likewiſe has pub- 
liſhed one of it. This lake lies betwixt Suabia and Switzerland, and derives its name from the 
old Cum Botami, Patami or Patini, which in the time of the Carlivingian Emperors was an 
Imperial palace. The caftle here is to this day called Bedman, or Bodmen, and is the original 
place of a noble family. The lake itſelf is above ſeven German miles in length, and receives 
the Rhine, which runs into it below Rheinect, iſſuing again out of it near Conftanz, or rather 
Stein. Towards the north-weſt, or rather Suabia, it forms two bays ; in one of which is the 
ilard of AMeinau with the towns of Mersburg and Ueberlingen on it; and this is called the Bad- 
Ter, or Ueberlinger-jee, in Latin Lacus Acronius. The other lake, in which lies the iſland of 
Feickenau, is diſtinguiſhed by the name of the Under, or Zeller-ſee, in Latin Lacus inferior, or 


nta This is ſeldom frozen. Betwixt Lindau and Bregenz is found in it a kind of ſal mon- 
trout called ange. 
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following method. The peaſants lay billets of fir, about ſix feet long, at 
a proper diſtance, and betwixt them vine-branches covered with fods, 
which are pared off the ſame field. One of theſe heaps is called a 79/5, or 
horſe ; and the number of them is proportioned to the dimenſions of the 
field. Theſe they kindle, leaving them to conſume flowly, and the aſhes 
and earth are ſcattered over the ground, to which they communicate an 
extraordinary fertility ; but this laſts only for three or four years. It is then 
left for ſome years fallow, and yields good graſs, till it becomes again fit to 
undergo the above operation *. 

We ſhall defer the deſcription of the Alb, or Ap, till we come to K. 
nigsbronn, in the lordſhip of Heydenhetm, where the Brenz iſſues at the foot 
of it. From thence this mountain paſſes on to Upper-Kocher, where an arm 
of the river Kocher riſes; and then weſtward to Heubach, near which the 
Rems has its ſource. From hence it runs ſouthward beyond Degenfeld to 
Dunzdorf, where it has but a very ſteep road over it; and from 'Dunzderf 
it extends itſelf to the Fils, and, together with the above road, 
Geiſlingen to Wieſenſteig, where the Fils has its ſource. In theſe parts and 
near the market-town of Hoben/latt, the mountain is at the higheſt. To 
the north-weſt it extends itſelf ſtill further to Neidlingen and Weilbeim, 
taking a compals round Teckberg through the Linninger Thal to Guttenberg, 
where it has a long acclivity, and where alſo the Lauter takes its riſe ; after 
which it paſſes weſtward to Neiffen, and from thence opens into a valley 
two German miles long, where the Ems has its ſource. From hence 
this mountain winds round by Neuhauſen and Achalm toward Pfullin- 
gen, and from thence to Hechingen, Hobenzollern and the caſtle of Albeck, 
not far from S/z, ſome leagues along the Neckar, till it approaches very near 
to the Schar wald. From this place it runs again eaſtward towards Ebingen, 
and then by a gentle deflection to the Danube, giving riſe to the river Lau- 
chart and Lauter. From Steiſglingen through the lordſhip of Fu/tinger it forms 
a circuit by the way of the convent of Ur/pring, where the Aach riſes towards 
Sondheim Blaubeuren, and in conjunction with the Blau proceeds to Her- 
lingen near Ulm, at about one hour's diſtance, and then to Albeck. From 
hence it paſſes on to the ſource of the Lonte/, and on one fide of it to the 
Brenz. and with that river to Konigsbronn. The whole direct length of the 
Alb from Konigsbronn to Ebrngen, makes between twelve and thirteen 
German miles, but its breadth in many parts is only two and never exceeds 
four. The Alp, or ſouth fide, declines gradually towards the Danube; 
and on the eaſt towards the Brentz ; whereas, on the north and weſt ſides, 
it ſhoots up at once in ſuch a manner as to form a ridge of very high moun-

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tains. Many parts of it afford a fine ſpring- water, whilſt others have only 
rain; and the principal part of its woods are beech, with little or no fir. It 
feeds alſo very large flocks of ſheep. wy 
F. 4. The county of Swabia, in Latin Suevia, derives its name from the 
Suevi, who were ſo called from their long hair, which they braided and 
tied like a Schweif, or train. This Tacitus mentions as a peculiarity be- 
longing to them by which a Swabian was known. The Suevi at firſt dwelt 
betwixt the Meſer and Oder, but afterwards croſſed the Elbe to the 
Mayn and Danube; and, in the time of Julius Ceſar, to the Neckar and 
Rhine. They inhabited fo large a part of Germany, that ſeveral nations 
were included among them; as the Senones, Hermunduri, Quadi, Marco- 
manni and others, ſome of whom paſſed through Gaul into Spain. In the 
fifth century, the country of the Swabians received its name from the Alle- 
manni; but on the defeat of the latter by the Franks, in the year 496, near 
Zulbich, in Latin Tolbiacum, a town in the Electorate of Cologne ; and Alle- 
mannia thus falling under the dominion of the Franks, the name of Swa- 
bia again came into uſe, and the Kings of the Franks placed dukes over 
the country. Charles the Great aboliſhed theſe dukes and 1 Cameræ 
Nuntii as governors of Swabia, who continued under his ſucceſſors. King 
Conrad I. to pleaſe the Swabians, reſtored the dukedom and nominated 
Count Burchard duke of Swabia. This dignity was at firſt confined to no 
particular family, but the Emperor, Henry IV. having conferred it on his 
{on-in-law Frederick of Hoalenbauſen; who, in the year 1094, arrived to 
the actual poſſeſſion of it, rendered it hereditary to his deſcendants. Theſe 
new dukes were alſo dukes of Franconia, and enjoyed the ſovereign power 
both in temporal and ſpiritual matters, being not only inveſted at the 
public Diets with hereditary poſts of the Empire, but alſo with their own 
offices of ſtate, which were always filled with the nobleſt families in Smabia; 
as the Palſgrave of Tubingen and the lords-ſtewards of M alburg, and before 
them with the counts of Maurſtetten and Meiſſenborn, the cup-bearers of 
Minterſtetten, the chamberlains of Kemnat, the marſhals- counts of Dillingen; 
and after them the counts of Vurtemberg, the great huntſmen of Aurach, 
and others. But as both, from the beginning and during the continuance 
of the ducal government there were in Swabia a great number of other 
powerful counts and lords, by whoſe advice and conſent, Burchard, the 
firſt duke, and his ſucceflors, down to Frederick of Hohen/taufen, had been 
placed over the dutchy of Swabia, it is not probable that they reſigned their 
independency and ſubmitted themſelves as vaſſals to the duke: but though 
they honoured theſe dukes with their attendance at his court, though the 
religious foundations were under their protection, and though, beſides civil 
tervices, they alſo accompanied them in their wars, fighting under their 
banners, and even took an oath of allegiance and fidelity to them, yet 
were they originally free, and continued, together with their lands and 
Vol. V. X lordſhips, 
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lordſhips, immediately dependent on the Empire. Thus the dukes of Sta- 
bia could not aſſume any territorial ſupremacy over them, nor require aids 
or impoſts without the Emperor's permiſſion and order. The Princes, 
counts and lords were alſo to fit with them as aſſiſtants in the adminiſtra- 
tion of juſtice in a kon:ig/tbule, or King's-bench. The high regalia, and 
rofits accruing therefrom in the countries and lordſhips of the Swabian 
Princes, counts and lords, for a long time appertained, in a great meaſure, 
only to the Emperors and Kings, who appointed provincial-ſtewards, and 
theſe again deputy-ſtewards, for the levying and management of them ; 
but, in proceſs of time, the Princes, barons and lords, by grant, mortgage, 
fale and preſervation, have got them into their own hands. Over the Im- 
perial foundations and convents here, the Emperors and Kings nominated 
adminiſtrators. In the free Imperial cities were Imperial governors, cri- 
minal and civil judges, ſtewards, curators, &c. whilſt over the Imperial 
villages and the freyen Leuten, or © free people, the procuratores prædiorum 
regalium preſided. 
$. 5. Of the dukes of Swabia, of the family of Hohenſtaufen, ſeven have ſat 
on the throne as Kings of Germany and Roman Ernperors. (See Introduction to 
Germany, F$.2.) Of theſe Conrad III. was the firſt and Conrad IV. the laſt. They 
have alſo poſſeſſed the hereditary eſtates of the Gue/phs in Swabia, among which 
was particularly the hereditary earldom of Altorf, as left in inheritance by the 
laſt of the youngeſt branch of the Guelphs, Guelpho VI. at firſt to his brother's 
fon Henry the Lien, duke of Bavaria and Saxony, but afterwards to his ſiſter's 
ſon the Emperor Frederick, as duke of Swabia, of the houſe of Hohen- 
faufen, and on his unfortunate death, in the year 1190, to his fon the 
Emperor Henry VI. But though theſe dukes of the Habenſlauſſen family 
{oon roſe to great power and were poſſeſſors of very conſiderable countries 
and lordſhips both in and out of Germany, ſo their declenſion was equally 
precipitate. Philip, duke of Swabia, had amaſſed vaſt ſums, by which he 
obtained the Imperial crown. The Emperor, Frederick II. was obliged to 
give up ſeveral hereditary lands, and his fon, Conrad IV. was put under 
the bann of the Empire by his competitor the anti-emperor William, earl 
of Holland, and declared to have forfeited both the dutchy of Swabia and 
all his lands and lordſhips in Germany; which ſeverity received the ſanction 
of the Pope. His fon Conrad, by the Talians named Conradin, after many 
fruitleſs endeavours to recover his hereditary dutchy of Swabia, loſt his 
head at Naples in the year 1268 ; and in him ended the ducal line of Ho- 
benſtaufen. The hereditary eſtates here had been before alienated, and 
the dutchy eſcheated to the Empire. Though ſeveral Princes, counts and 
lords aſſumed to themſelves many Imperial lznds in Swalia, King Rudolph 
compelled them to a reſtitution. Ever ſince the extinction of the dukes of 
Swabia, the ſuperintendency and management of the Imperial caſualties, 
profits and revenues, as alſo of the Imperial villages and eſtates ſtill re- 
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maining there; and likewiſe, ex cemmiſſione & delegatione Czſared, of all the 
reſorvata and regalia formerly belonging to the dukes, have been com- 
mitted to Imperial ſtewards and adminiſtrators reſiding in Upper and 
Lower-Swabia. 

8. 6. Over the country of Swabia, as in other provinces, have been ap- 
pointed Advoca't provinciæ generales, procuratores regni ſeu Impern, & præ- 
fecti provinciales ; whoſe office is, in ſuch parts as belong not to the inhe- 
ritance of the dukes of Swabia, but are immediately ſubject to the Empire; 
beſides a general attention to the dues of the Empire and Emperor to col- 
let, by means of their deputies, the Imperial regalia, caſualties and revenues 
in the territories of the Princes, counts, lords, abbies, convents and towns, 
and pay them in to the Imperial treaſury. Such procurators are known to 
have exiſted in Suwabia ſo long ago as the tenth century, and till the begin- 
ing of the fifteenth they were ſometimes two; v/z. one in Upper and one 
in Lower-Swabia. In the year 1379, the Emperor Wince/laus made a 

:cond mortgage of the two Imperial procuratorſhips in Upper and Lower- 
Swabia, to Leopold III. duke of Auſtria, on a loan of 40,000 guilders, 
which terminated at laſt in his actual poſſeſſion of them, and he held them 
for ſeveral years ; but, in the year 1386, on the death of Leopold, the dukes 
of Auſtria were diveſted of theſe procuratorſhips, which, for many years 
after, inſtead of being mortgaged, were almoſt annually filled by a new 
procurator. In the year 1415, the Emperor Sigmund, at the council of 
Con/tanz, with the conſent of the Empire, again mortgaged them to Hans, 
I-rd-ſteward of Waldburg, for oO Rbeniſh guldens; but theſe lords- ſtewares 
were obliged gradually to augment the mortgage- money to 13, 200 florins. 
The Emperor Frederick III. on his acceſſion to the government, enabled his 
brother Abert, duke of Auſtria, to redeem the procuratorſhip from thoſe no- 
blemen, and gave him in writing the juriſdiction over it. To this the lord- 
ſteward was obliged to conſent; and, in the years 1452 and 1453, James, at 
that time lord-ſteward, entered into a compact, by which he was no longer to 
exerciſe the procuratorſhip, either in his own name or in that of the Empire, 
but in behalf of Duke Albert, and to term himſelf his procurator. In this 
ſituation the procuratorſhip of Swabia continued for many years, both on 
account of the non-payment of the mortgage-money and the revolt of Duke 
Albert, in the year 1460, againſt his brother the Emperor Frederick, who, 
in the year 1463, put him under the ban of the Empire. Thus the procu- 
ratorſhip devolved to Hans, Jamess ſon ; and, though at the ſame time 
Sigmund, duke of Auſtria, made application for it in the year 1464, to 
the Emperor Prederick, and obtained his permiſſion for the redemption of 
it, yet he entered not upon it till the year 1473, Duke Albert of Bavaria 
having, by the Emperor's indulgence, undertaken the faid redemption ; 
but at the ſame time he again mortgaged it for a like ſum to the lord- 
ſteward Hans, or Jobn, who held it, together with the caſtle of _ 
& 3 urg, 
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burg, till the year 1486, when the Arch-duke, Sigiſmund, paid him down 


the mortgage-money : {ſee vol. iv. in the Deſcription of the Auſtrian coun- 
tries in Swabia) but at preſent all that properly remains of theſe procu- 
rators in Upper and Lmoer-Stwabia, is, that the Imperial towns of the 
Ueherlingen, Lindau, Biberach, Ravensburg, Wangen and Pfullendorf, 
every year, under the title of an acknowledgment, make a preſent, either 
in money or wine, to the procurator at Aitorf or Ravensburg; and that 
the Imperial, Proteſtant churches of Lindau, Werngarten, Salmaxſwel, 
Ochſenhauſen, Roth, Weiſſenau, Baindt and Buxheim till pay protection- 
money. Thus the preſent procuratorſhips in Swabia, which are called the 
procuratorſhip of Altorf and Ravensburg, ſhould by no means be confounded 
with the ancient procuratorſhips in Upper and Lower-Swabia ; the very 
name of the latter ſcarce remaining : but the management of the procura- 
torſhip of Altorf and Ravensburg (vid. vol. iv. in the Deſcription of the Au- 
/trian countries in Swabia) has been transferred to the Imperial procurators 
in Upper and Lower-Swabia. 

8. 7. The procuratorſhip of Swabia is alſo to be diſtinguiſhed from the 
free Imperial juriſdiction in Upper and Lower-Swabia, on Leutkircher-beath, 
and in the Gepurs*. Its origin there is of the ſame date with the ancient 
placita, or malla publica & provincialia, and came into uſe even under the 
dukes of Swabia, who enjoys alſo the power, in the name of the Emperor 
and Empire, of taking poſſeſſion and giving grants of them. The ancient 
judges of the country were ſtyled Landrichter auf der Heid, or Judges on 
the heath, when the court was held on the heath of Leutkirch; and Land- 
richter in der Gepurs, © or judges in the Gepurs, when the court was held 
in ſome other court-towns in the Purs; as at Lindau, Wangen, or Ravens- 
burg. In the year 1425 Yk Syfrid was the firſt country-judge who ſtyled 
himelf Landrichter auf der heid, and in der firs; which title was alſo 

Of the heath of Zeutiircher ſome account has been given in vol. iv. in the Deſcription of 
the Auſtrian countries in Stwabia. Gurs, Purs, Pirs, Burſz, Purſch, or Burſch, ſignifies hunt- 
ing; being derived from the word Bir ſen, or Burſchen, to hunt. All over Leutkircher-heath the 
neighbouring inhabitants enjoy what is called the era venatis, or “ free right of hunting.“ 
How far this privilege, from which the juriſdiction takes its name, reaches beyond the heath of 
Leutkircher, is not eaſily determined, but probably only to the tract of land belonging to Upper- 
Agaus and the woods and lordſhips on that fide of Ariberg. From time „ alſo there 
have been other free Burſche, or “hunting diſtricts, in Upper and Lewer-Swabia ; which ſtill 
continue ſuch —_ wholly independent of the liberty of Leuthircher-heath ; as, namely, the 
free - hunting · diſtrict on the Danule, which extends to above ten hours in length, and is divided 
into the upper common bunting-grounds lying betwixt the Danube; viz. into the Riſz, Buchauer-heath, 
AMirſteig and Canzag ; and into the iwer common hunting-grounds ſituate betwixt the Danube, con- 
taining Blau and Aach : the Freye burſch, or free hunting-grounds,” of By/erhard, near Mem- 
mingen, comprehending the greateſt part of the diftrict of Memmingen and others. This diſtrict 
lies betwixt the Gunz and the Her. The freye burſch at and about / urthauſen, lying betwixt the 
Riſ and the Danube; the Rethweil frey: burſch, near and about Rethweil ; the free burſch, lying 
round the Imperial city of Veil, on the Nectar and Schwarzwald ; near Tubingen, or in the valley 
of Steinlacher; near the city of alen near Donauwerth in the Reichſpflege, i. e. the Imperial canton; 
near Balingen; at and about Ebingen; in the woods of Habenzaller-Hlichingiſclen, Holzern and Zol- 
lerberg ; and the common hunting-grounds, called 7fndat, which lie about the town of G. 
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adopted by the judges of the lord-ſteward and thoſe of Auſtria, till Hans- 
Thunower, towards the beginning of the ſixteenth century, and alſo about 
the time when the provincial-court, on the heath of Leutkircher, was ex- 
tended further on the Auſtrian fide, took upon himſelf, in imitation of the 
governor, the title of Landrichter in Upper and Lower-Swabia, on the heath 
of Leutkircher and in the Gepurs. Though the original ſeat too of this pro- 
vincial-court was on Leutkircher-heath, and its juriſdiction formerly limited 
to that and the Bur/ch, without any pre-eminence above any other parti- 
cular courts ; and, even at the time when the procuratorſhip fell to the 
houſe of Auſtria, like the other Imperial courts in Swab:a, was of ſmall im- 
portance, dignity and power; and many of the Imperial ſtates in Scabia, 
as Princes, counts, barons, prelates and Imperial cities were exempted, 
without limitation, from all provincial-courts, except in the caſe of de- 
nying or protracting juſtice; yet the judges on the heath of Leutkircher 
and in the Burſch, from the end of the fifteenth century, when the a 
pointment of country-courts, together with the procuratorſhip of Stoabia, 
fell in ſome meaſure into the hands of the houſe of Auſtria, began to 
give quite another form to the provincial courts, intorducing both the caſus 
reſervati and denying appeals to the Aulick-courts, and even extending both 
their power and boundaries, which occaſioned great clamours among the 
Princes and States of the Circle of Swabia ; notwithſtanding which, to this 
very day, the provincial-court enjoys the following extenſive juriſdiction : 
that is to ſay, it begins at the Imperial town of Lindau, which lies in its 
immediate diſtrict, and the intermediate country betwixt that and the lake 
of Conſtanx, as far as Morſpurg, belongs to it. From thence the franchiſes 
of this court extend themſelves over the lake to Conſtanꝝ; but this city 
denies its authority. After this its boundaries become the ſame with thoſe 
of Swabia and Switzerland ; and thus, including alſo the iſland of Rezche- 
nau, it extends to Ratolphzell, Tengen and Stulingen. Next follows the 
county of Bondorf, together with the landgraviate of Baar ; the upper and” 
lower earldom of Hochberg, particularly the Imperial city of Rothwerl and 
the town of Villingen. From thence the limits of its juriſdiction extend 
themſelves along thoſe of Wurtemberg to the Imperial town of Gmund, 
Oettingen-Baldern and Donauwert are alſo included in them; and from this 
place they proceed to Reutbe on the Brucke. The lordſhips on this fide of 
Arlberg having been exempted by the Emperor Ferdinand, in the year 
1555, from the juriſdiction of the provincial-courts, contrary to the uni- 
verlal complaints of the neareſt Imperial towns; particularly of Lindau, 
Ravensburg, Wangen, Tini and Leutkirch. The boundaries are continued 
irom Reuthe to Tannheim, then to the lordſhip of Konigſeck-Rothenfels, and 
from thence to Lindau, till they even divide the lordſhip of Br:gensz from the 
neighbouring diſtricts. Excluſive too of this lordſhip, to it likewiſe belongs 
tne earldom of Hohen-Embs. The provincial-court has a concurring ju- 
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riſdiction with the ſtates of the Empire lying in its diſtrict, unleſs any ſtate 
can prove an immunity. All cauſes alſo belonging to towns in the firſt inſtance, 
and all immediate and mediate members of the Empire in Sabie within 
the diſtrict of the provincial court are brought before it. Appeals were be. 
fore and even under the firſt Auſtrian judges, brought only to the Aulic- 
Council alone; but ever ſince the year 1530 to the Auſtrian chamber, and 


Election, that any part aggrieved ſhall, without let or hindrance, have free 
appeal from this provincial court, either to that of the Emperor or the Im- 
perial chamber. 

The tribunals on the heath of Leutkircher and in the Purs have anciently 

had four particular court-towns, all lying within the Purs, namely, Leut- 
kirch, Wangen, Lindau and Ravensburg; but the government of them 
falling into the hands of Auſtria inſtead of Lindau, the Imperial market- 
town of Altorf has been made a court-place, and inſtead of Leutkirch the 
town of Hui. In each of theſe four court-towns a country-court is held 
twelve times a year, v/2. at the beginning of each month at A/torf, then 
at Ravensburg, and at laſt at 2Jni. Each reigning arch-duke of Auſtria, as 
ſovereign of the Imperial country-court, appoints the judge over it; and the 
perſon nominated to that office is certified to the four country-towns for their 
approbation, till when he enters not on his office. The aſſeſſors or aſſiſt- 
ants here are four Stab or Statthalters, of which each court-town appoints 
one in particular to preſide in the abſence of the Imperial judge. In the 
three Imperial towns this officer is generally a burgomaſter, or one of the 
council; and at Altorf the Flecken- Ammann, or juſtice of the town. Each 
court-town has alſo its particular aſſeſſor, of whom there are twelve in all; 
who are appointed by the uſual magiſtrates of the court-towns, but are al- 
ways choſen out of the council or college of juſtice, or out of the moſt 
ſubſtantial citizens, ſtrict regard being had to their virtue and abilities. 
The fee of a coadjutor for each juridical ſeſſion is only fix kruitzers. The 
Recorders of the provincial courts are generally the Chancellors of the three 
Imperial cities; and at A/torf, the clerk of the court. The perquiſites of 
the provincial court, though by no means conſiderable, yet ſuffice notwith- 
ſtanding to defray the charge without any grievance to the agents. 

F. 8. Beſides this provincial court many others of the like origin and an- 
tiquity have been eſtabliſhed in Swabia; and ſome of them even yet exiſt, 
as namely, the free Imperial courts of Rankrwverl in Muſnen, mentioned 
in vol. iv. in the deſcription of the Auſtrian Swabia. In Thurgau, which 
at the cloſe of the 15th century was ceded to the confederates at the 
treaty of Baſil, and in their name is held monthly at Frauenfeld; at Nellen- 
burg, (See vol. iv. in the deſcription of the Auſtria Stwabia ;) at Schackebuch, 
in the county of Heiligenberg; and alſo in the county of Kempten and at 
Oettingen. Of the ancient provincial court here, and the ſubſequent Im- 
perial Aulic Court at Rethweil a ſufficient account will be given under the 
article of that town. 8 9. In 
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8. 9. In the middle ages Swabia was divided into a great number of 
Gaus, in Latin Pagi, the names of ſome of which are ſtill in uſe, as the 
Algau, Alpengau, Argau or Ergau, the Argengau, Baar, Bren>gau, Bret 
tachau, Brettigau, Briſgau, Burgau, Cletgau, Craichgau which (properly 
lies betwixt Swabia and the lower Palatinate, and contains the lefifr Gau 
of Schimechgau, Enzingau or Enzgau, and Salzgau) Donogau, Glemſgau, 
Hegau, Jaxigau, Ilergau, Rochengau or Rochergau, Linzgau, Murgau or 
Murachgau, Nagoldgau, to which once belonged alſo Waigau, Nebelgau, 
Niebelgau, Ortenau, Rheingau, das Ries, Schuſſengau, Sulmgau, Thurgau, 
Wirmgau or Wiringau, Zabernachau or Zabergau, Zurichgau, &c. 

$. 10. The greateſt part of Sabia belongs at prefent to the Circle cf 
that name; a conſiderable part alſo to that of Auſtria, (See vol. iv. in the de- 
ſcription of the Auſtrian countries in Swabia;) and a leſſer part to the Upper 
Circle of the Rhine, (See above the deſcription of Strasburg, Fulda, Naſ- 
ſau, and Hanau-Lichtenberg ;) a ſmall tract alſo of the dutchy of Neuburg 
along the Danube projects beyond the Circle of Bavaria into Swabia ; and 
this forms the diſtricts of the dutchy of Swabia. The nobility immediately 
dependent on the Empire are alſo poſſeſſed of conſiderable eſtates and lord- 
ſhips in Swabia. |

F. 1, T HE Circle of Swabia, which, though it ehends not all, 

yet contains the greateſt part of Schwabenland was firſt repre- 
ſented in a map by Nic. Sanſſon and his ſon William, which was the baſis: 
of all the ſucceeding maps ot this Circle, publiſhed both in Holland and 
Swabia; though not without making ſome uſe alſo of that drawn by Peter 
Willius, which was publiſhed by Matthew Wagner in the year 1689, and 
was again republiſhed with additions in 1714 by Bartholomezi ; and was co- 
pied by Leopold without acknowledging the name of its author. Another 
general map alſo compoſed by Hunter was publiſhed by George Bodenber, 
and afterwards by Striabeck. In the year 1704 de e put forth a map 
which was very different from all the preceding ones, and an elegant copy 
of it was publiſhed by Wolf. This was ſucceeded by Captain Mzchaſ's. 
larger and more accurate map of this country which was printed by Seutter 
on nine leaves: but that alſo admitting of ſome amendments, profeſſor Haſe 
contracted it with his corrections; and in this form it was publiſhed in one 
leaf in the year 1743 by Hymann's heirs. Though the profeſſor's map is 
undoubtedly the beſt we have at preſent, yet does it in ſome reſpects ſtand: 
in need of the ſame kind offices which he performed to Captain. Michal's. 
The neweſt large map of eight leaves by Kolleffel, engraved by Pfeffel 
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ſince the year 1750, is to be had of Homann's heirs. This map is more 
complete and accurate than that of Captain Micbal's; but as mathema- 
tical preciſion is particularly wanting in it, profeſſor Haſe's map muſt be con- 
ſulted along with it. And theſe jointly give the trueſt repreſentation of 
the Circle of Swabia which has hitherto appeared. 

$. 2. This Circle borders on the Upper Circle of the Rhine, the Palati- 
nate of Franconia, Bavaria and Auſtria, as alſo on Switzerland, The coun- 
tries belonging to it contain about ſeven hundred and twenty-nine ſquare 
German miles. 

F. 3. The States of Suwabia, according to the five benches into which 
they are divided in the Diet, are, 

1. Eccleſiaſtical Princes and abbots, namely, Conffanz, Augsburg, Ell. 
wangen and Kempten, the two laſt of whom are alternately changed every 
Diet. 

2. The temporal Princes and abbots, theſe are Vurtemberg, Baaden- 
baaden, Baaden-Durlach, Baaden-Hechberg, Zollern- Hechingen and Haiger- 
lach, Zollern-Sigmaringen, the abbies of Lindau and Buchau (which are 
changed alternately every Diet, but the bench of prelates proteſt againſt 
their precedency) Aversberg on account of Thengen, Furſtenberg- Heiligenberg, 
Oettingen for the place of the ſame name, Schwarzenberg on account of 
Sulz Lichtenſtein, and Furſtenberg-Stublingen. 

3. The prelates, namely, Salmanſweil, Weingarten, Ochſenbauſen, Elch. 
ingen, Yrſee, Urſperg, Kayſerſheim, Roggenburg, Roth, Meiſſenau, Schuſ- 
ſenried, Marchthal, Peterſhauſen, Wettenhauſen, Zwiefalten and Gen- 
genbach ; as alſo abbeſſes, namely, Heggbach, Gutenzell, Rothmunſter and 
Baindt. 

4. Counts and barons, as the Landcomtburey, or Commanderies, Alſch- 
hauſen, the three lines of the houſe of Oettingen-Mallerſtein, which enjoy 
only one vote; Furſtenberg-Mostireb; the Elector of Bavaria on account of 
IWieſenſfleig; Furſtenberg for Baar; Furſtenberg for Hauſen in the Kinzinger- 
bal, Montfort, Truchſeſg-geil and Wurzach, together with Truchſeſz-We- 
egg and Waldſee, Truchſeſz-Scheer, Durmetingen and Trauchburg ; Konig- 
fegg-Rothenfels, Konigſegg- Aulendorf (which the houſes of Konigſegg and 
Truchſeſz repreſent by turns) the Elector of Bavaria for Mindelbeim, Fur- 
ſenberg for Gundelfingen, Baaden-Baaden for Eberſtin, the lines of Marx- 
Fugger and Hans-Fugger, as alſo of faceb-Fugger, Hohenems, Wurtemberg 
for Juſtingen, St. Blaſii for Bondorf, Traun for Egloff, Stadion for Tan- 
hauſen, Hohen-Gerolzegg and Taxis for Eglingen. 

5. The free Imperial towns, namely, Augsburg, Lim, Efzlingen, Reut- 
lingen, Nordlingen, Hall, Neberlingen, Rothwell, Heilbronn, Gmund, Mem- 
mingen, Lindau, Dinkelsbubl, Biberach, Ravensburg, Kempten, Kaufbeuren, 
Wel, Wangen, Jui, Leutkirch, Wimpfen, Giengen, Pfullendorf, Buchborn, 


Aal, Bopfingen, Buchau, Offenburg, Gengenbach, Zell in 8 
; e 
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The three laſt of theſe ſtile themſelves the united towns ; as Eſzlingen, Nord- 
lingen, Hall, Heilbronn, Memmingen and Lindau are called the fix correſ- 
onding towns. 

The lordſhip of Rechberg and the town of Donauwerth are indeed called 
over at the Diet; but the former of theſe is annexed to the manor of Donau 
Viertels, and of the latter the Elector of Bavaria is ſovereign. 

$. 4. The Princes ſummoned to the Diet of the Circle are, the biſhop of 
Caſlan and the duke of Wurtemberg, but the latter is ſole director: He 
previouſly, however, - communicates to the former the deliberations which 
are to came hefore the Circle. The Diets of the Circle are commonly held 
at Um, and in time of peace twice a year. Each of the five benches has 
its director, but; without any peculiar privilege above the reſt of his order. 
The ditectots of the five benches ſet their ſeals to all the receſſus, or acts of 
the Circle, and other diſpatches. The biſhop of Coftanz is the perpetual 
director of the hene of ecclefiaſtical Princes, as the duke of WWurtemberg is 
of that af -the-wemaperal:Princes. The directors of the benches of prelates 
and counts are hoſen ouly for life. Un, indeed, is perpetual director of 
the bench of the Imperiabtowns, but Augsburg always votes firſt. The leſſer 
aſſemblies here confiſtalways'of ten States of the Circle, including the two 


Princes nominated thereto, who frequently meet during the general conven- 


tion of the Circle, -when-rhatters of too great prolixity for the general aſſembly 
are to be diſcuſſed ; and then they are ſtiled the ordinary deputation. The 
chancery and record - office belonging to the Circle are at S/utgard!, the reſi- 
dence of the directory of Wurtemberg. 

$. 5. This Circle, as ſituated towards France, is one of the anterior Cir- 
cles of the Empire as they are called, and it not only entered into an aſſo- 
ciation with the Circle of Franconia at Nordlingen in the years 1691, and 
1692 and 1700, but alſo with the other anterior Circles in the year 1697, 
and in 1702 with thoſe of the Upper-Rhine, Palatinate, Auſtria and Fran- 
cania, and afterwards frequently renewed it. It has alſo ſtated Diets, in 
conjunction with the Circles of Franconia and Bavaria, for the aſſaying of 
coin. In the year 1681, the military force of the Empire, by a decree of 
the Diet, was ſettled in time of peace at 40,000 men, and the quota of 
the Circle of Stwabia alone came to 1321 horle, and 2707 foot. A like aſ- 
ſeſſinent was alſo paſſed for the Circles of Upper-Saxeny, Burgundy, Lowwer- 
Rhine, Weſtphalia and Ljauer-Saxony, with which it was allo put on an 
equality in the year 1707 at the diviſion of the 300,000 florins, which was 
the ſum granted for that purpoſe, its proportion was rated at 31,271 florins 
fifty-eight kruitzers, five deniers. The number of troops in this Circle con- 
ſtantly kept on foot conſiſt of four regiments of infantry, each compoſed of 
twelve companies, one regiment of dragoons and one of cuiraſſiers, each 
conſiſting of eight ſquadrons. The commander of the Circle is ſtiled Ge- 
neral-feldmarſhal.

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$. 6. With reſpe& to religion this Circle is reckoned among the mixed 
ones. At preſent it nominates to the Imperial chamber two affeffors, one of 
whom is Catholic the other Lutheran. When a Catholic affeffor dies, his death 
is certified by the Imperial chamber to the bifhop of Can, who acquaints 
the Catholic States with it, who either unanimouſly or by a majority of votes 
elect one of the perſons propoſed to them by the biſhop, or refer the nomi- 
nation to him ; and the biſhop, afterwards, in either caſe, preſents the per- 
ſon to the Imperial chamber. But when a Lutheran aſſeſſor dies, the Im- 
perial chamber notifies it to the duke of Wurtemberg, who thereupon fur- 
ther certifies it to the Margrave of Baaden-Durlach and the city of Ulm, by a 
writ from the Imperial chamber, upon which, in conjunction with the 
other Proteſtant States and members, they hold a meeting for the nomina- 
tion of another perſon, who upon that is propoſed to the duke of Murtem- 
berg; and the latter again not only preſents to the Imperial chamber the 
perſons thus nominated by this body of Proteſtant States, but alſo when he 
cannot concur with their nomination, may, as fummoning Prince of the 
Circle, preſent another, or when he approves the neminated' to fill 


States to the Imperial chamber, leaving the choice to thoſe who are the beſt 
judges of their abilities. 

$. 7. Under the Emperor Frederick HI. the Circle of Swabia was, for 
the fake of the peace of Germany; divided into four quarters, which diviſion 
{till continues, and en many occaſions has been found to be beneficial. The 
head of the firſt is the duke of Vurtemberg, of the ſecond the Margrave of 
Baaden, of the third the biſhop of Coſtanz: and. the abbot of Kempten,. and 
of the fourth the biſhop of Augsburg.

F. 1. HE lands and eſtates of the 4 of Coſtanz or Cofinitz, be- 
longing tothe Empire of Germany, lie in Upper-Swabia on both fides 

of the Bodenſees, or lake of Coftanz. In the year 1717, the biſhopric employed 
three eſtates of the Cirele of Swabia to examine into the fate of its lands 
and inhabitants, and'i thoſe of the abbey of Reichenau lying within the terri- 
tory of the Empire; and to form a table of them. According to this exami- 
nation this 'Circle has within the Empire, two cities, ſeven villages, twenty- 
two harnlets, nineteen manors, 1632 vaſſals, who are for the moſt part 
only vine-dreſſers and day-labourers, 1458 houſes, 2562 vines, 9160 
| meaſured corn-fields, 4634 + manns-maade (that is, as much meadow as one 
| ; man 
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man can mow in a day) and 2121 + of meaſured wood. Meadow-grounds 
and ploughed-lands turn to very little account here; the ſoil being wholly 
clayey, ſandy, or marſhy, and ſubject to inundations. In the towns and vil- 
lages the only trade carried on is in wine, but this amounts to nothing con- 
ſiderable, in what is exported to the neighbouring countries. In the above- 
mentioned table nevertheleſs are omitted two Imperial diſtricts belonging 
to the biſhopric which ſhall be treated of hereafter. 

g. 2. The biſhopric of Coflanz or Coſtnitz, derives its name from the city 
of the ſame appellation, which has been deſcribed above, (See vel. iv. in the 
deſcription of the city of Conſtanx or Cofinitz,) and was removed hither from 
Wind:ſch, the place where it was founded, being in Switzerland fix German 
miles from hence; but when this happened, and particularly whether 
about the year 570, though the biſhop's ſee was in the 16th century re- 
moved to Merſburg or Morſpurg, is not ſufficiently evident. The cathedral 
of the Bleſſed Virgin ſtands in the city of Coftanz ; but the epiſcopal palace 
near it lies wholly in ruins. Its chapter conſiſts of twenty canons and 
four expectants. The juriſdiction of the cathedral is, indeed, by means of 
the eres and the diflolution of ſeveral orders of Monks and Knights, 
and even of ſome convents, confined within narrower bounds than formerly, 
but is ſtill the largeſt in all Germany ; for it extends itſelf over the greateſt 
part of Swabia and Switzerlignd, comprehending within its bounds twenty 
collegiate churches, and upwards of one thouſand pariſhes, which are either 
entirely or in part Raman Catholic, two hundred and twenty-nine convents, 
and in general fifty-one rural-deaneries, ' as appears from an account of the 
ſtate of the dioceſe tranſmitted to Rome in the year 1712, and there printed. 
The biſhopric itſelf, however, is ſubordinate to the archbiſhop of Mentz. 

$. 3. The biſhop of this city ſtiles himſelf as follows, viz. By the Grace 
of God Biſhop of Coſtanz, Lord ef Reichenau and Ochningen. By others 
he is termed The Moſt Noble Prince and Lord, &c. The arms of this 
biſhopric are croſs, a pearl in a field ruby. It has four hereditary officers 
belonging to it; namely, that of hereditary marſhal held by the barons of 
Sirgenſtein, that of hereditary chamberlain by the barons of ed, that 
of hereditary cup-bearer by the barons of Zweyer, and that of hereditary 
ſteward by the barons of Seger: The biſhop himſelf is perpetual chan- 
cellor of the univerſity of Freyburg in the Briſgau, as alſo their judge in the 
firſt and ſecond inſtance. 

F. 4. This biſhopric has ever been an immediate State of the Empire, 
and as ſuch the biſhop votes in the Imperial Diet among the Princes, fitting 
on the eccleſiaſtical bench betwixt the biſhops of Strasburg and Augsburg. 
He belongs to the Circle of Swabia, and particularly to the third quarter; 
of which, in conjunction with the abbot of K-mpten, he is the head. He 
is allo a joint ſummoning Prince of the Circle; but whether in this re- 
ſpect he be equal to the duke of Vurtemberg, or the latter has ſome ſmall 

Y 2 pre- 
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pre- eminence over him was a long conteſt, which produced many ſolid pieces 
on both ſides. In the year 1521, by the Imperial matricula, the quota of 
the biſhopric of Ceſtans was fourteen horſe and fixteen foot, or four hun- 
dred and eight florins. In 1545 it was aſſeſſed one half leſs; but in 1567 
was raiſed to ten horſe and thirty foot, or two hundred and forty florins : 
the cathedral, however, till the year 1683, paid only the ſmaller aſſeſſment 
of ſeven horſe and thirty foot, or two hundred and four florins, both to- 
wards the taxes of the Empire and thoſe of the Circle of Swabia. Oy ac- 
count of the abbey of Reichenau, which has been incorporated with the bi- 
thopric, in the year 1545 a particular aſſeſſment was made at two horſe 
and four foot, or forty florins. In the year 1683, the whole taxation of 
the biſhopric, and the abbey of Reichenau alſo included, was reduced by 
the Imperial matricula to one hundred and eight florins, to which eight flo- 
rins fifty kruitzers being added for the lordſhip of Itendar“ purchaſed in 
1649, the whole amount of the biſhopric's contingent is c .- hundred and 
ſixteen florins fifty kruitzers, A further reduction was applied for, but op- 
poſed by the whole Circle. To the Kammerzzele, or Imperial chamber at 


- Wetzlar, the biſhopric, together with the abbey of Reichenau, was in the 


year 1726, rated at one hundred and twenty-one rix-dollars ſixty-one kruit- 
zers and a half. The ancient taxation of the biſhopric in the papal treaſury 
is 2500 florins ; but in 1704 only four hundred and ten were paid for the 
confirmation of biſhop John Francis. 

$. 5. The colleges of this biſhop are, the ecclefiaſtical council, the court- 
council, and the treaſury. His officers are the Upper-Fogte, or Chief-inten- 
dant, together with the Amimanner, or Prefect. | 

$. 6. The biſhop's board-revenue, according to a report made from the 
chapter to the court of Rome in the year 1712, amounted only to 20,000 
florins. 

§. 7. We now proceed to 

I. The moſt remarkable places belonging to the biſhopric, which are as 
follow, vix. 

Merſburg or Morſpurg, a city lying on the Bodenſee and the uſual reſi- 
dence of the biſhop, containing a ſeminary for ſecular clergy and a nun- 
nery of Deminicans. This town is ſaid to have been conferred on the biſhop- 
ric by the counts of Rordorf. In the year 1647 the palace here was burnt 
down by the Swedes. Its neighbourhood produces plenty of wine. 

Obſ. Near the city ſtands a croſs in the lake, on which is an inſcription 
importing that the lake in that part is two thouſand nine hundred fathoms 
broad, and one hundred and eight deep. 

Markdorf or Marchgorf, a little town in which was formerly a col- 
legiate church, at preſent converted into a nunnery of Franciſcans. Near 
the town ſtands a convent of Capuchins. - 

Lendorf, an Imperial lordſhip, purchaſed by the cathedral of the = of 

eber- 
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Ueberlingen in the year 1649, on account of which it pays a diſtinct aſſeſſ- 
ment as regiſtered in the matricula of the Empire. 

Reichenau, in Latin, Augia dives, or major, an abbey of Benedictines 
ſtanding on a pleaſant iſland of the ſame name in the Zeller ſce, and firſt 
erected by St. Pirminius in the year 724. This abbey was formerly very rich, 
and an immediate free Imperial foundation, the abbot of which enjoyed the 
dignity of Prince, as alſo a ſeat and vote in the Diet of the Circle of Swabia. 
But ever ſince the beginning of the 1 5th century it has greatly declined, and 
at laſt, namely, in the year 1535, was incorporafed with the-cathedral of 
Co/tanz, and in 1540 wholly ceded to it, ſo that from that time the revenues 
of its ancient abbots are devolved to the biſhop, who has converted it into a 
bailiwick ; but the abbey has lately uſed great endeavours, in oppoſition to 
the Pope and the cathedral of Co/tanz, to aſſert its privilege of being a State 
of the Empire, and for procuring its incorporation to be declared illegal. 
Its arms are a croſs gules in a field argent; and its taxation in the matricula 


florins, which in the year 1545 was raiſed to two horſe and four foot, or 
forty florins, as may be read above, F. 4. In the year 1712, the biſhop of 
C:jtanz ſollicited for a vote in the college of Princes by virtue of this 
abbey, but met with a repulſe. This biſhop ſtiles himſelf Lord of Reichenau, 
and not Abbot ; but the latter is the title generally given him by the Em- 
peror. The convent boaſts of being poſſeſſed of the body of St. Mark the 
Evangeliſt ; but this is diſputed with them by the Yenetrans. It is more 
certain that the Emperor Charles the Fat lies buried there. In the convent 
is alſo ſhewn an emerald of extraordinary-ftze, being two inches thick, and 
larger than a common folio, and weighing twenty-eight pounds three 
quarters. This emerald was preſented to the convent by Charlemagne. The 
Monks here are ſubject to a prior. 

The iſland of Retchenau is half a mile long, abounding in fine vineyards 
and all kinds of fruits. On it are ſtill ſtanding the villages of Lawer and 
Upper-Zell. . | 

Ochningen, a canonical college of Augufiines, ſituate not far from the 
town of Stein. This convent was founded in the year 965, by Chuns count 
of Oebningen, who endowed it with his eſtate ; but in 1534 the prior's re- 
venue was, with the eonſent- of the Emperor and Pope, annexed to the 
board-incomes of the biſhop of Coyfanz, who bears the title of Lord of 
Oebningen, and keeps a ſteward there. |

That tract of it lying towards the T:roleſe and 
belonging to Algau is very mountainous ; whereas the other principally con- 
fiſts of fine corn-land and paſtures. 

$. 2. This dioceſe takes its name from the Imperial city of Augiburg, 
where it was founded. The name of the firſt biſhop thereof was Sozymus, 
who was raiſed to that dignity ſo early as the year 590, Biſhop Manns 
Sambuca, the fourth in order, firſt procured immoveable revenues to his 
biſhopric; and Biſhop Brico, who lived in the eighth century, augmented 
them. Biſhop Zeiſo, whom others call Rozilo, ired the capitol of 
Augsburg, which lay in ruins, ereRing it into 4 bilhop's fee. Biſhop 
Vmbert, or Simbert, towards the beginning of the ninth century, incor- 
porated the biſhopric of Neuburg with that of Augsburg. His ſucceſſor, 
Hanto, count of Andechs, greatly enriched it with the addition of his whole 
fortune, Under Biſhop-Bryxo the dioceſe received another conſiderable 
agrandiſement, his brother, the Emperor Henry II. conferring on him the 
title of Prince, together with the N hunting, ſ impoſts and 
other advantages. He bequeathed to it his ſeat at Straubingen, with many

churches. . Under the. ſucceeding biſhops che eſtate of the dioceſe received

county of Wittiflingen and other lands. Biſhop olf bart- Roth purchaſed 
ſeveral villages, and by means of Biſhop Henry IV. the Emperor Lexw!s 
mortgaged to the cathedral the Straſzvogrey, or ſupetintendency of the roads, 
with the villages belonging to it. oo 

&. 3. The Prince and biſhop of Augsburg, in the college of Princes, 
gts and votes betwixt the biſhop of Coftanz and Hildeſbeim, In a Diet 
too of the Circle of Swabia, he poſſeſſes the ſecond ſeat among the eccle- 
Gaſtical Princes, and is alſo the head of that fourth quarter of Stabia which 
lies betwixt the rivers Lech, Danube and Jer. The arms of this biſhopric 
are, party per pale, gules and argent. Its aſſeſſment, according to the ma- 
tricula of the Empire, in the year 1521, is twenty-one horſemen and one 
hundred foot, or fix hundred and -two florins ; but, in the preſent ma- 
tricula, is ſaid to be ſomewhat leſs.

The cathedral is in the Imperial 
city of Augsburg, where the biſhop alſo has his court; but his proper reſi- 
dence is in the town of Dillingen.

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fifteenth century Biſhop John II. repaired, for his own reſidence, the palace, 
which had fallen to ruins ; and Biſhop Otto, in the year 1552, founded an 
univerſity here, in which is alſo a college of ſecular canons, as likewiſe one 
of Jeſuits, together with a convent of Capuchins and two nunneries. 

To the bailiwicks of Dillingen particularly belong the following villages, 
with a bailiwick over each; vrz.

F. 1. OF the abbey and Imperial town of Kempten, a plan, together with 
a map of the abbey-lands, may be ſeen in the Hochfurſtlichen 
Stifts Kempten grundlichen Widerlegung des von der Stadt ejuſdem nomints vor 
d:mſelben fich anmaſzenden alteren Herkommens, printed in folio, in the year 
1737 ; both of which were defigned in that year by Tanner, and engraved 
by Bedenebr of Augsburg. The town of Kempten alſo, to its Grundlicher 
Ausfubrung und Rettung ibres uralten Hirkommens und Reichs Immedietat, 
printed in the year 1731, and to which the above piece was an anſwer, has 
annexed a plan of the town and abbey, and likewife a view of the river 
Ter, with all its old and new bridges drawn from Hurter's map, and en- 
graved in the year 1730 by Efer ; but in the repreſentation of the abbey- 
lands the latter is defective. Theſe lie on both fides of the river Ver, 
which it receives above S. Martinſzell, where it ceaſes to be the boun- 
dary of the biſhopric of Augiburg and the county of Konig ſeck Rothenfels, 
and leaves it below Karndorf, in the county of Waldburg. The greateſt 
part of it conſiſts of the princely county of Kempten; to which ſome other 
diſtricts and places have been added, together with a part of Agau, Lergau 
and other ancient Gaus or territories. 
$. 2. About the year 773, Hildegard, conſort to Charlemagne, repaired 
the Benedictine convent of! Kempten, if ſhe was not the original foundreſs ſhe 
ſettled on it her ſhare of her mother's inheritance ; in acknowledgment of 
which the abbey took her image for its coat of arms; and it is thought that 
by this legacy of the Empreſs it acquired that tract of land which it is at 
preſent poſſeſſed of, there being the moſt evident proofs that it betonged to 
the abbey fo long ago as the ninth or tenth century: for, though in fuc- 
ceeding times it acquired many eſtates and lordſhips, yet theſe are only to 
be underſtood of property and inferior juriſdiction, being before within the 
marches of the abbey, and conſequently under its ſuperior juriſdiction, the 
lordſhip of Terfſelberg alone excepted. At what time the title of Prince was 
conferred on this Benedictine abbey is not ' preciſely known; ſome pretend 
that Andegarius its firſt abbot, was ſo created by Charlemagne, whilſt others 
alſert that this title was firſt conferred, in 1360, by the Emperor Henry IV. 
on the Abbot Henry of Mittelberg; but Schaten, in his Annal. Paderb. l. 8. 


el. 783, produces an inſtrument of the Emperor Conrad III. dated in the 


year 1150, in which the abbot of Kempten is ranked among the eccleſi-

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$. 3. The Prince and abbot of Kempten is grand-marſhal to the Empreſs, 
and at her coronation takes from her the ſceptre put into her hands by 
means of the conſecrator, and delivers it to her again. In the Imperial 
college of Princes he takes place on the ſeat of the ecclefiaſtical Princes 
betwixt the biſhap of Fulda and the prior of Ellwangen; but in the Diet of 
the Circle of Stoahia fits and votes day after day with the latter. In the 
matricula of the Empire he is aſſeſſed at fix horſe and twenty foot, or one 
hundred and fifty-two florins ; and to the chamber at J/etzlar he pays one 
hundred and eighty-two dollars, fifty-ſix kraitzers. In eccleſiaſtical affairs 
he is immediately dependent on the Pope.

$. 4. Of the hereditary offices of this princely abbey, the EleQor of Ba- 
varia is hereditary high-ſteward, the Elector of Saxony cup-bearer, the 
landgrave of Nellenburg marſhal, and Count Montfort treaſurer : but t 
are all repreſented by deputies ; Count Rath being deputy-lord-fteward, 
Count Badman deputy-cup-bearer, Count Praſperg deputy-marſhal, and 
Count Verdenſtein deputy-treaſurer.

$. 6. The free Imperial juriſdiction in the county of Kempren, with which

The Imperial town of Kempten, which conſiſts of the abbey-church, the 
Prince's palace, tl:e offices belonging to it, and ſome private houſes. In 
the year 1753, 2 literary ſociety was eſtabliſhed here. 

Buchenberg, a market-town, privileged by the Emperor Frederick III. in 
the year 1485, lies in the foreſt of Wuerlingen. 

S. Martinſzell, a market-town, ſeated on the river Jer, and privileged at 
the ſame time with the foregoing. 

Sulzberg, a ſeat, formerly a lordſhip, purchaſed in the ſixteenth 
century by Sebaſtian, abbot of Breiten/tein, of the barons Schellenberg.

Thingau, a market-town, privileged by the Emperor Frederick in the 
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IWagegg, a very ancient caſtle with a lordſhip belonging to it, once the 
property of the noble family of Laubenberg ; but, in the year 1581, an- 
ne xed to the abbey by Abbot Eberhard/tern. | 

WV/:/terreidt, a teat, with a lordſhip annexed to it, purchaſed in the ſix- 
teenth century of Ulrich Schwerckhard by Abbot Wolfgang of Grunenftetn. 

Gunzburg, a market-town, deriving its charter from the Emperor 
Rupert, in the year 1407 ; and, together with Leibentban, conſtituting one 
lordthip. 

Daa a market- town, created ſuch by the Emperor Rudolph II. 
in the year 1586. | 

Zum Falken, a ſeat, which is the reſidence of an intendant. 

Ratenſteim, a ſeat and lordſhip. The ſeat of Calde and the village of 
Ittelsburg, together with the lordſhip of Gronenbach and all their eſtates, 
in Agau, whether feudal or hereditary, were, by the counts of Pappen- 
heim, who arrived to the poſſeſſion of them on the extinction of the land- 
graves of Stublingen, in 1686, transferred to the abbey in 1692, in conſidera- 
tion of the ſum of 65,000 flerins. The town of Gronenbach, or Grunen- 
hach, is a conſiderable place, with a market and Proteſtant church in -it, of 
which Zurch enjoys the right of preſentation. Clole by the town, on a 
hill, is a conventual church of Catholics, as alſo the ſeat of Grunenbacb. 

Teiſſelberg, or Deiſſelberg, together with Hetzlinſbofen and Erbiſhofjen, 
are two foundations of nobles conſtituting one lordſhip ; which, together 
with Gronenbach, are now fallen to the abbey. The inhabitants of Erbi- 
/oofen are Proteſtants, and have a pariſh-church, the paſtor of which is re- 
commended by Zurch; and the Catholics alſo have a church in the hamlet 
of Lachen. 

Legau, a market-town, created ſuch in the year 1485 by the Emperor 
Frederick III. 

Heobenthan, a ſeat with villages and diſtricts belonging to it; as, namely, 
Mutmanſhofen, Kimbratzhofen, Wiggensbach, Frauenzell, &c. which were all 
purchaſed by Abbot John of Reitbeim, in the fifteenth century, of the fa- 
mily of Haimenhofen. 

Kemnath, a ſeat and lordſhip annexed to the abbey in the ſixteenth cen- 
tury, by Abbot Wolfgang of Grunenſtein, who purchaſed it of Zimprecht of 
Beuznau. This ſeat is the reſidence of an intendant.

temberg was cut in wood in the year 1559, being about the bigneſs 
of a common ſheet of paper, and printed for the widow of Ulrich Morhard:, 
In the year 1578 it was reprinted by George Gruppenbach, and inſerted by 
Adam Ortelius in the firſt edition of his Theatrum orbis terrarum. But in the 
ſecond edition of this work, inſtead of it he added a map of George Gad- 
ner, though without his privity. Gadner improved this map, ay at laſt 
publiſhed it in the year 1596; which, in the year 1659, underwent another 
impreſſion ſtill more correct, by Roſzlin ; yet from this De Fer, in the year 
1694, drew a very faulty one, which Walther rendered ſtill more incorrect 
by his engraving. Gadner's map was likewiſe the ground-work of that of 
Mercator, which Hond, Janſſonius, Waesberg and Blaeuw re-publiſhed under 
their reſpective names. Hulſe reduced it to a ſmaller ſcale, which Matthew 
Merian inſerted in Zeiller's Topographia Suevie. Schickard's new draught 
of it is now no longer in being, and Viſſeber's, Valk's, and Dankert's maps 
are incorrect. After all, the lateſt and beſt map of this dutchy is that de- 
figned by Jahn Mater, and engraved, in the year =_ by Homann, on 
two leaves; Which makes, in his Atlas of Germany, the eighty-third. But 
as this alſo is not free from errors, it is to be wiſhed that it were again pub- 
liſhed with Mr. Hauber's important amendments. 
$. 2. This dukedom conſiſts of a great number of counties and lordſhips, 
ſome of which were purchaſed, ſome devolved to it by marriage, and others 
were acquired by conqueſt. To the north it terminates on the biſhopric of 
Spire, the Palatinate, the Krerichgau, the county of Habenlobe, and the di- 
ſtrict of the Imperial town of Hall in Swabia; eaſtward it is bounded by the 
county of Limpurg, the diſtricts of the Imperial towns of Gmund and Ulm, 
and the lordſhips of Rechberg and Wieſenſteig ; and with reſpect to the lord- 
ſhip of Heydenbeim by the priory of Ellwangen; the county of Oettengen and 
a ſmall tract of the dutchy of Pfa/z-Neuburg; ſouth-eaſt by the Auſtrian do- 
minions; and to the fouth alſo by the dependencies of the ſame province, 
the territories of Furſtenberg, Zwrfalten, Zoller, Rothaveil and other leſſet 
diſtricts, as alſo by the Briſgau; weſtward it confines on the diftri& of Fur- 
ſtenberg, Oberkirch and Oppenau, two manors lying on the dioceſe of Straſz- 
burg, and the marquiſates of Baaden-Baaden and Baaden-Dourlach, from 
which countries it is ſeparated by the Schwarzwa!ld, or Black-fereſt. Its _ 
om 
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from ſouth to north, excluſive of the moſt ſouthern detached parts in it, 
and from eaſt to weſt, not including the lordſhip of Heydenheim, which lies 
apart from it, is about ſixteen miles. 

$. 3. It is beyond diſpute the moſt conſiderable and fertile part of the 
circle of Swabia, and may indeed be ſaid to be one of the beſt and warmeſt 
countries in all Germany. From its natural diſpoſition, the country conſiſts 
of three tracts, which are all remarkably different. Of theſe the loweſt and 
warmeſt is the Unterland, reaching from Heilbronn to Stuttgard, tho' in the 
eaſtern part in which are comprehended the manors of Murbard, Backanang 
and a part alſo of thoſe of Winnenden, Schornderf and Lorch, the air is not 
quite ſo mild. The Middle-land lies betwixt the Unter/and, the Alb, and the 
Blacł-foreſt. This part of the Alb and the Black-fore/t which have been taken 
notice of in the introduction of Swabia form the Upper-land, which is much 
colder than the former tho” lying more ſouthward. It is proper here to ſpe- 
cify the particular names of the ſeveral diſtinct tracts belonging to theſe. In 
the Unterland lies a ſmall part of Jag and the Kocher Thal as alſo the 
Weinsberg-thal (formerly called Sulmgau) which is ſo named from the little 
town of Weinſberg ; the Zabergau, a part of Kraichgau; the lower part of 
Enzthals leading from Durrmunz ; the Murthal; the Rams or Remſthal and 
the lower part alſo f the Neckarthals beginning from Eſz/ingen ; all which 
derive their ſeveral names from rivers and produce excellent wines. In 
the M:ddle-land and eaſt of the Nectar lies the F://{hal, fo called from the 
Fils; the Linninger Wal, out of which iſſues the Lauter; the Uracher, or 
Ermſthal, from which iſſues the Erms; the Pfullinger Thal, ſo named from 
the town of Pfullingen, and where the Ecbit has its ſource; together with 
the Sternlacher Thal, which is fo called from the Steinlach. To the weſt of 
the river Nectar lie the grounds which are fo famous for the plenty and 
excellency of their white cabbages, beginning about one hour's diſtance 
above Stuttgard, near Degerloch, and extending beyond Yayhingen, Muſz-- 
berg, Steinenbronn, Waltenbuch, Grotzingen, Wolfschlugen, Kongen, Nel- 
lingen, and Ruth, from whence they wind again to the neighbourhood of 
Degerloch; the foreſt of Schonbuch, which extends from Maitenbucbh to Hil- 
dritæbauſen, and in another part almoſt to Tubingen; the exuberant Gow 
or Gau, beginning at Altingen, and reaching to the lower county of Ho- 
lenberg, and bordering cloſe on Nagold; and on the other fide near Dec- 
kenpfrend on the Black-fereſt; together with the middle part of the valley of 
Nectar, lying from Tubingen to Eſzlingen. Laſtly, in the Upper-land is 
that part only of the Al which is called the Raule Alb, the Aibuch lying 
in the lordſhip of Heydenbeim, and being much milder; as alſo the Hoch- 
firaſz, which extends towards Ulm, and conſtitutes a part of the manor of 
Blanbeurer. Beyond the Alb is the Brauzthal, fituate in the lordſhip of 
Heydenheim ; the Blauthal, ſo called from the river Blau; the valley be- 
twixt the lordſhips of Steuſglingen and Juſtingen, out of which _ oo 
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Schmich; the Lauterthal ; the Lauchertthal and the Baar near Duttlingen 
In that part of the Black-foret belonging to this dutchy lies the Gutacher 
Mal, fo named from the Gutacht, which near Hauſach runs into the Kinzig; 
the Elenboger and Sich/tacher Wal, through which runs the Krnzzg ; the 
St. Chriſto hs Thal and Beyersbronner Thall, through each of which runs a ri- 
vulet, whoſe ſtreams uniting near Beyersbronn form the Murg. 

The natural ſituation of the country has alto given riſe to a common di- 
viſion of it, which, as it occurs more than once in the ſequel, it will be 
proper here to illuſtrate: This diviſion is into the land above and under 
the Staig, or into the S eig-regis ſupra and Inframontana. By the word Steig 
the Stwabians mean a ſteep road; all the towns and manors of the dutchy to 
which the direct road from Stuttgard leads over the Boyſer-Mein and Haſen- 
Steige, three mountains near the gates of the city lying above the Steige, and 
l the reſt under it. 

8. 4. This dutchy abounds ſo in grain that it exports conſiderable quan- 
tities thereof; but this grain is chiefly ſpelt, rye and wheat being much leſs 
cultivated here. Of all the other forts of grain, however, here is alſo a 
plentiful ſufficiency. The neighbourhood of Boblingen and Herrenberg ex- 
ceed in fertility all the other parts of the dutchy. Flax and hemp are alſo 
cultivated here, and the former of theſe thrives beſt in the coldeſt parts. The 
vallies formed by the ſkirts of the Alb, ſome of which are three or four 
Hours in length, are covered as it were with foreſts of fruit-trees, of which 
alſo there is no ſcarcity in moſt of the other parts of this country, cyder and 
perry being the liquors drank there in common by country people when 
wine happens to be dear. This dutchy abounds likewiſe in very rich pala- 
table and wholſome wines, called by the general name of Nectur wines, 
though each has a particular title of its own, which it receives from the 
parts where it grows. The grapes alſo which yield the beſt wines bear the 
appellation of the countries whence the ſets were firſt brought, as the Chia- 
venna, Valtoline, Tyrolles and Hungarian. The vineyards of the dutchy cf 
Wurtemberg have been greatly improved by the very learned Mr. Bilfinger, 
who procured thoots from France, Italy, Greece, Hungary, Cypras, and even 


ſo well that they have fince been tranſplanted with the like ſucceſs into 
many other vineyards. The tracts and vallies of the lower part of this 
dutchy noted for the beſt wines have been ſpecified above, (F. 3.) and in the 
fequel I ſhall mention the particular places famed for that liquor. The 
cultivation of filk was revived here under Duke Charles. The foreſts of 
this country are conſiderably leſſened. The conſumption of oak, in parti- 
cular, has been very large. Beach and birch alſo require to be uſed ſpar- 
ingly. The woods of fir, which lie in the B/ack-foreſt, have been ſpoken 
of in the Introduction to Stwwabia. The colder part of the Unternlend, 
$. 3. ſo nearly reſembles the Black-foreft as to be covered with firs and 

pines;

pines ; turf is alſo dug there, particularly near Schweningen, Sindelfingen, 
IVildhad and Schopfloch, which makes up for the ſcarcity of wood. Great 
profits are alſo made by graziery, particularly in the Black-foreft, but the 
largeſt breeds of ſheep here are found on the 4/5, Moſt parts of the coun- 
try abound in game. In the valley of St. Chr:/fopher, near Frudenſtadt and 
near Konigfewart in the valley of Murg, are mines of filver and copper. That 
at Konig/lein in the Retnerzau, near the convent of Alprrſpach, yields ſilver, 
and that at Guttach near Hornberg copper. Iron alſo is found at Konigsbrom 
and Morgel/tetten, and alſo in Ludwigs 7 hal at Duttlingen, as likewiſe in the 
country of Schiltach at Mien and Fluorn; but not in ſufficient quantities to 
ſupply the country, inſomuch that the iron of Mompelgard is imported there. 
Alpirſpach and the Reinerzau afford cobalt; and ful hur is liKewiſe met with 
in the neighbourhood of Bablingen, Heubach, Boll, and elſewhere; many 
parts alſo yield-coal. Sulz has ſome faline ſprings. Of minerals the Terra 
/izillata, which is reckoned preferable to that of Malta; and a fine clay for 
earthen-ware are particularly found near Heydenheim, as alfo porcelain 
in the manor of Hornberg, which is worked at Calw; fine variegated mar- 
bles, ſome of which are equal to thoſe of ah, and remarkably tranſparent 
alabaſter near Enzweyb1ngen ; agate cryſtalline pebbles, which cut glaſs, 
at Bulach; black amber on the Al, as alſo at Mirchbeim, near the Teck- 
berge and at Boll; together with fine mill-ſtones at Upper-En/ingen, &c. 
Among the baths at Murtemberg the moſt celebrated is that of the Milabad; 
the other baths here are thoſe of the Zeller Bad, the Hirſchbad at Stuttgard, 
the Su/zbad at Can/tadter, the Bollerbad, the Cappenerbad at Liebenzell, the 
Lauterbad at Freudenſtadt, the Nrabebad at e the Geyerbad at 
Urach, and the Rietenauerbad at Backnang. The moſt noted mineral ſprings 
here are the Goppinger, the Teinacher, the Berger near Cantſtadt, the Klein, 


have their riſe in and water this dutchy, have already been ſpoken of in the 


principal of theſe is the Nectar, in Latin the Nicer, or Nicrus, which riſes 
near Schwenningen in the manor of Duttlingen, dividing the dutchy from 
ſouth to north, and joining the Rhine below Manherm in the lower Palati- 
nate. Omitting the other ſmaller rivers which it receives within the dutchy, 
it is increaſed by the Enz as united with the Nagold, and alſo by the Fils 
and Rems. Duke Charles Lewis cauſed it to be made navigable from Cart- 
/iadt, The Enz likewiſe admits veſſels as far as Vaybingen. 

$. 5. The number of inhabitants in this dutchy is known to preciſion, 
an exact enquiry being made every year by the general ſuperintendants, and 
reported to the annual Synod, In the year 1754 were numbered 477,115 
ſouls, and they have hitherto been obſerved to increaſe. In the dutchy are 
ixty-eight cities and towns, excluſive of that part of NMiddern belonging to 
the duke, with about 1200 boroughs, market-towns, villages and hamlets.

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The States of Wurtemberg, ſince the nobility ſeparated themſelves, are com- 
poſed of the prelates, or abbots, and the towns. On the call of a Diet 
(which at preſent is only on very important occaſions) all the prelates and 
a burgher-maſter from each town meet at S/uttgard?, out of whom are cho- 
ſen four prelates and fix burgher-maſters, as repreſentatives of the whole 
country. Theſe are divided into the leſſer and larger committee of Election. 
The former conſiſts of two prelates and fix burgher-maſters, the provincial 
conſuls, which are uſually two or three, and the provincial receivers. The 
latter alſo conſiſts of two prelates and fix burgher-maſters, with two 
provincial commiſſaries, three provincial recorders, and a like number of 
chancery-counſellors, as alſo of two provincial clerks of the exciſe, who are 
attended by three provincial beadles. This ſelect body meets twice or thrice 
every year, each ſeſſion laſting four, fix, or eight weeks, according to the 
weight and multiplicity of buſineſs. The country chooſe their aſſeſſors at 
pleaſure either from among the prelates or burgher-maſters of the towns. 
$. 6. The eſtabliſhed religion of this country is Lutherani/m, and though 
Duke Charles Alexander has embraced the Roman, yet in the years 1729, 
1732 and 1733, he gave aſſurances to the States in formal inſtruments, 
that no change or innovation ſhould be made in the Lutheran religion in 
any part of the whole dutchy, and that in all the churches and ſchools 
throughout the dutchy, and the countries thereunto belonging, no other re- 
ligion than that of Zutheraniſm ſhould be taught; that no new Catholic 
churches, chapels, altars or images, ſhould be erected or ſet up, nor any 
ſuch as were decayed or forſaken again uſed ; that no proceſſions, pilgri- 
mages, nor catholic burying-places thould be tolerated ; that the hoſt ſhould 


never be carried openly, the S:multaneum Catholicum be no where intreduced, 


nor any part of the catholic worſhip be performed except only that in the 


duke's chapel, the catholic inhabitants of the town of Luduigsburg ſhould 


have the privilege of performing their ſervice in private ; that all and every 


employment ſhall be filled with Lutherans alone; that the privy-council 


ſhall conſiſt only of Lutherans; and that in the ſame manner as in the 
Electorate of Saxony, they alone ſhall have the management of the church 
concerns, revenue, and affairs relating to the police, whether reſpecting the 
ducal lands only or the whole body of Protettants in general, both within 
and without the Roman Empire, in the Imperial or circular Diet, or any 
other aſſembly. Further, in the year 1734, the ſaid duke, in confirmation 
of the premiſſes, did at the Imperial Diet deliver to the Proteſtant body Re- 
verſales under his ſign manual, which were in due form accepted by them. 
Duke Charles Eugene alſo in the year 17 50, iſſued a declaration againſt ca- 
tholic proceſſions either at Ludwigsburg or in any part of the dutchy, en- 
joining that religious matters ſhould remain unalterable purſuant to the 
treaty of A pbalia, the Reverſalia of the Princes, and the national compacts 
grounded thereon. The Proteſtants only are tolerated here, and their * 
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of worſhip at Stuttgardt is a private houſe. In this dutchy are alſo ſome Mal- 
denſes, who are either huſbandmen or farmers, and live in the Talian vil- 
lages, as they are called, ſome few towns alone excepted, where they have 
eſtabliſhed manufactures of hats and ſtockings, and are allowed the public 
exerciſe of their religion. The toleration of the Jetos here was aboliſhed b 
an edict of Duke Chriſtopher, that of two or three families at Stuttgardt ex- 
cepted under the particular protection of the court, and thoſe previouſly ſet- 
tled in the new acquiſitions. 

Concerning the conſtitution of the Lutheran church here, in the whole 
dutchy are five hundred and fifty-five pariſhes, and about fifty deaconries, 
excluſive of eight hundred and twenty-nine chapels of eaſe, The parithes 
are divided into thirty-eight ſpecial ſuperintendencies, and thefe into four 


general ones. The ſpecial ſuperintendants, or as they are called here ſuper- | 


attendants, and who are alſo termed Decani, or in common talk only Spectales, 
hold together with their deanries the pariſhes of the towns where they reſide, 
annually viſit the ſchools and churches within their department, convene 
once or twice a year the miniſters ſubordinate to them, and make their 
report to the conſiſtory. The general-ſuperintendants, who are uſually ſtiled 
General, are always the abbots of Bebenbauſen, Adelberg, Maulbronn and 
Denkendorf. 

1. Subject to the general-ſuperintendant and abbot of Bebenbauſen are 
nine ſpecial ſuperintendants, of whom the ſpecial ſuperintendant of Tubin- 
gen preſides over twenty-two pariſhes ; the ſuperintendant of Lufnau over 
ſix, he at Herrenberg over twelve, he at Freudenſtadt over ten, he at W:ld- 
berg over twenty-one, and he at Sulz over fixteen ; the ſuperintendant at 


Hornberg over ſeven, the ſuperintendant at Tuttlingen over nine, and the 


juperimendant at Balingen over twenty-ſix. 


2. Subject to the general-ſuperintendant and abbot of Adelberg are ten 
ſpecial ſuperintendants, of whom the ſpecial- ſuperintendant at Cant/tad? pre- 
ſides over twelve pariſhes, the ſuperintendant at Warblingen over thirteen, at 


Seberndorf over twenty-five, at Marbach over twenty, at Bracknang over 
eight, at Lauffen over eleven, at Guglingen over ten, at Bractenbeim over 
thirteen, at Neuenſtadt over twelve, and at Veinsberg over eleven. The 
abbey of Adelberg, though giving title to the general- ſuperintendency, yet 
lies without it. 

3- Subject to the general-ſuperintendant and abbot of Maulbronn are 
eleven ſpecial-ſuperintendants, of whom the . agar ae of Stutt- 
gardt preſides over twenty-one pariſhes, he at Ludwigsburg over eight, he at 
Leonberg over ſeventeen, he at Markgroningen over nine, he at Brietigheim 
over eleven, he at Vayhingen over twelve, and he at Knittlingen over fix- 
teen, excluſive of the pariſh of Luſgbeim which is under the immediate vi- 
tation of the general-ſuperintendant ; the ſaperintendant at Dwurmensz over 
eleven. the ſuperintendant at Beblingen over fourteen, at Calto over eighteen, 
and at Vildbad over eleven. 
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gymnaſium ; and firſt to the two lower ones of Blaubeuren and Denkenderf, next 
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4. Subject to the general ſuperintendant and abbot of Denkendorf are 
eight ſpecial ſuperintendants, of whom the ſpecial ſuperintendant at Gs 
gen prelides over twenty-four pariſhes, the ſpecial ſuperintendant at Nirchbeim 
over nineteen, the ſuperintendant at Nurtingen over ten, at Neuffen over 
eight, at Heydenheim over twenty-four, at Urach over twenty-five, at Pfu. 
lingen over eleven, and at Blaubeuren over twenty-one. The abbey of Den- 
kendorf, which gives name to the generalſhip, lies without its limits. 
The ſynod here, which is held annually in the months of September and 
October, is compoſed of the conſiſtory and four general ſuperintendants. All 
pariſhes are filled up by the conſiſtory, which alſo, on a vacancy in the 
deanries, abbies, deaconries, Cc. in the three chief towns, as alſo in the 
profefſorſhips in the univerſity and convents, always propofes three perſons, 
out of whom the privy- council chooſes the candidate who is beſt recom- 
mended. The meaneſt revenue of a pariſh is four hundred florins. 
The revenues of the ancient monaſteries have been moſtly applied to 
the ſervice of churches and ſchools, and the perſons officiating in them, 
under the direction of the ecclefiaſtical council. The fourteen abbots and 
priors of Adelberg, Alpirſpach, Anhauſen, Bebenbauſen, Blanbeuren, Den- 
kendorf, Herbrechtingen, Herrenbls, Hirſau, Konigsbronn, Lorch, Maul- 
Zronn, Murhard and S. George, not only form, in the manner above- 
mentioned, the firſt claſs of the ſtates of the country, but out of them alſo are 
choſen the four committees (F. 5.) and the three ecclefiaftical counſellors of 
the conſiſtory, four of whom, as above ſpecified, are perpetual general 
ſaperintendants and members of the ſynod; four are inveſted with the 
government of ſeminarial convents ; as, namely, thoſe of Bebenhauſen, 
Maulbronn, Denkendorf and Blaubeuren; and theſe laſt four, together with 
the abbots of Anbauſen, Herbrechtingen, Konigsbronn and Marhard, who are 
alſo prieſts of thoſe places, are obliged to reſidence. 
8. 7. For the inſtruction of youth, particularly in divinity, this dutchy has 
feveral excellent foundations, which are not to be met with in other countries; 
the common grammar-ſchook here, under the direction of a preceptor and 
one, two or three aſſiſtants, who are termed collaboratores, or proviſeres, 
amount to above fifty; and every year theſe ſchools are viſited and examined 
not only by the magiſtracy and clergy of each place, but alſo by a profeflor of 
philoſophy at Tubingen and by the rector of the gymnaſium at Stuttgard?. By 
the former are examined the ſchools in the country on the Steig, and by the 
latter thoſe in the country under the Steig ($.3.) Out of theſe ſchools they ſelect 
fuch ſcholars as give indication of making good divines, and theſe at the gym- 
naſium of Sutgard further undergo three other examinations in three ſucceflive 
years; after which twenty, formerly twenty-five, are removed from thence, as 
thePrince's alumni and ſtipendiaries, to the four convents in the country appro- 
priated to academies, which may be looked upon as the higheſt claſſes of a 
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to the two upper ones, as namely thoſe of Bebenbauſen and Maulbronn, and 
then from thence to the univerſity at Tubingen on the theological exhibitions, 
which is done in the following order; vig. one year on the admittance of 
new alumni from the grammar-ſchools into the convent of Blaubeuren, the 
ſcholars of that convent are removed to Bebenbauſen, whence another 
ſet of ſtudents are promoted to the Prince's ſipendium for divines at Tubingen. 
The ſucceeding year the promiſing ſcholars in the country ſchools are ſent to 
the convent of Denkendorf, whence, for further improvement, they are re- 
moved to Maulbronn, and after their term, which is uſually two years in 
each convent, they are promoted to the Prince's ſtipend. In theſe four con- 
vents the alumni are provided with lodging, food, apparel and inſtruction ; 
but at their admittance, in conjunction with their parents and guardians, bind 
themſelves, in caſe of elopement from the convent, apoſtacy from the Lu- 
theran religion, or other ſcandalous crimes, to pay at the rate of fifty florins 
a year for the time of their board; as alſo to devote themſelves to divi- 
nity ; and not to ſolicit, or accept, of any office out of the country without 
the Prince's expreſs leave; but, on the contrary, willingly to take upon 
themſelves any ſcholaſtic or eccleſiaſtical function, either within or without 
the country to which the States ſhall appoint them. The Prince's theolo- 
gical ſtipend, at Tubingen, is a ſeminary containing about three hundred 
ſtudents, and ſometimes more, who, after ſtudying philoſophy two years, 
are capable of being created maſters of arts, and having ſtudied divinity the 
two ſucceeding ones, whether they have taken the degree or not, if they paſs 
the very ſtrict examination in the conſiſtory, have a licence given them under 
the title of Examined maſters to preach, baptize and adminiſter the facra- 
ment. The moſt eminent among them are alſo appointed repetentes in the 


ſtipend. Till they are provided with a benefice they continue in the ſemi- 


nary, where, beſides their food, every quarter of a year they receive one 
florin, thirty kruitzers and two quires of paper; but the magiſiri repetentes 
have a more liberal allowance. The ſuperintendants of this ſtipend are the 
chancellor of the univerſity, two profeſſors of divinity, both of whom muſt 
live in the convent and the magi/ter domus. From theſe foundations this 
dutchy derives a conſtant ſupply of ſuch able and exemplary divines as, in 
proportion to its extent, are ſcarce to be equalled in any Proteſtant country 
whatever. Stuttgardt has alſo a gymnaſium illuſtre, and at Tubingen, excluſive 

of its collegium illuſtre, is a celebrated univerſity. 
$. 8. This country is likewiſe not without ſeveral conſiderable manufac- 
tures ; as, namely, that of potter's-ware at Heydenbeim and the porcelain 
manufactory at Calw; but this does not flouriſh ſo much as might have 
deen expected from the many advantageous privileges granted for its en- 
couragement. At Spiegelberg, not far from Marpach and Backnang, is a 
glaſs-houſe, the mirrors of which, and its other works, are very juttly ad- 
mired, Ludgwigsburg makes gold and marbled paper, as alſo damaſk — 
other 
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other linen; and at Urach and Blaubeuren are good linen manufactures; as 
Calw, Goppingen and Tubingen are likewiſe noted for their woollen-ſtuffs. At 
Caniſtadt are cotton-printers; in other places good hats and ſtockings are 
made. At Berg too, and at Stuttgardt, are manufactures of filk. The 
exports of theſe commodities and of the natural products of the coun- 
try, are not inconfiderable. At Cako and Urach are trading companies; 
thoſe belonging to the former of which are of the longeſt ſtanding and of 
greateſt importance. The introducement of what foreign commodities the 
country wants is principally by the way of Frankfort on the Mayn. 

$. 9. The caſtle of Vurtemberg, which has given name to the whole 
dutchy, lies in the manor of Caniſtadt. The origin of the princely houſe is 
ſome what obſcure and uncertain. Thoſe who deduce it from the Kings of 
the Franks ſay, that King Clovis conferred on a favourite of his of the name 
of Emerich the caſtles of Wurtemberg and Beutelſpach, together with the 
adjacent country, under the title of a Dynaſty, or barony. Conrad, Dynaft 
ot Wurtemberg, reſigning his inheritance to the Emperor Henry IV. as a fief, 
was by him created count thereof. It is certain, however, that-there were 
counts of J/urtemberg at the beginning of the twelfth century. The Wur- 
temberg inheritance had frequently been divided, but the laft divifion of it 
was in the year 1442, betwixt the counts Lewis and Ulrich. In the year 
1473, the ſeveral counts of Wurtemberg then living entered into a compact 
for eſtabliſhing the right of primogenitureſhip, and indiviſibility of the 
Wurtemberg territories. This compact was ratified, in the year 1482, by 
the convention at Munſing, as the fundamental law of Wurtemberg ; and, in 
the year 1484, received the ſanction of the Emperor Frederick III. In 
the years 1485, 1486 and 1489, it was confirmed by new compacts, and 
particularly, in the year 1490, by the ratification of the ſtates of the country 
and the Swahian confederacy. In 1495, the Emperor Maximilian conferred 
on his ſucceſſor, Count Eberhard I. the title of duke ; and again ratified 
the indiviſibility of the country and the right of primogenitureſhip in it. 
This firſt duke, Eberhard, had for his ſucceſſor his father's brother's fon 
Eberhard II. whoſe brother, Count Henry, obtained Mempelgard, with its 
appurtenances ; and from Frederick, his grandſon, who was alſo reigning 
duke of Wurtemberg, the preſent ducal family is deſcended. His fon, Ju- 
lius Frederick, in right of his conſort Elizabeth, inherited the dutchy of Oel 
in Sie; and thus founded the collateral-line of Wurtemburg-Oels, which 
is ſtill exiſting. 

The firſt duke of Teck, known with any certainty, lived towards the end 
of the twelfth century; and Duke Albert, a fon of Conrad's, was duke of 
Zabringen, Theſe dukes of Teck poſſeſſed the caſtle of Teck, which now 
lies in ruins, together with the town of K:rchbeim ; but a part of the latter 
belonged alſo to the dukes of Auſtria, who, in the year 1325, transferred 
it to Count Ulrich of Wartemberg ; on which Frederick, duke of Teck, in 
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1381, diſpoſed of his ſhare in this town, together with the caſtle of Tech, to 
Count Eberhard of Wurtemberg. 

By the convention of Prague, in the year 1599, the reverſion of the 
dutchy of Wurtemberg was ceded to the houſe of Auſtria, who, by virtue of 
this ceſſion, aſſumed its title and arms; but the ducal houſe of urtemberg 
maintains that this reverſion became void in the year 1740, by the deceaſe 
of the Emperor Charles VI. 

F. 10. Theduke's title is, Duke of Wurtemberg and Teck, Count of Mom- 
pelgard, Lord of Heydenheim and Juſtingen. The arms for I urtemberg 
are three ſtag's horns, diamond, in a field topaz. For Teck topaz and 
diamond lozenges; for Mompelgard two barbels endorſed with tails 
averted, topaz, in a field, ruby; for Hæydenteim, a Saracen's head with a 
kind of Huſſar's cap ruby in a field topaz; for Juſtingen ſaphire a ſtaff in 
bend with branches on both ſides; and, laſtly, the Imperial ſtandard, borne by 
the ducal-houſe of Wurtemberg as hereditary ſtandard-bearer of the Empire. 
$. 11. This ſtandard of the holy Roman Empire was conferred on the 
counts of Nurtemberg in the year 1336. The dukes are alſo grand huntſmen 
of the Empire; and in alluſion to this honor, Duke Eberhard Lewis, in the 
year 1702, founded the order of hunting ; and, in the year 1719, re- 
newed and increaſed its ſtatutes, the reigning duke of M urtemberg being 
always grand-maſter thereof. The enſign of the order is a gold croſs in 
ſhape of that of Malta, enamelled with red ; and at each of the four corners 
a golden eagle with a hunting-horn betwixt the middle and lower point of 
each part. In the centre is a ſmall ſhield, on one fide of which. is a W in 
relievo with a ducal hat over it; and in the other three golden hunting- 
horns. This croſs is worn appendant to a broad watered ſcarlet ribbon 
patſing from the left ſhoulder quite down to the right fide. On the left 
breaſt of the coat is a filver ſtar embroidered with the enfign of the order in 
the middle, and in a green cucle round it the motto of the order Anicitiæ 
virtutiſque fædus. The grand feſtival is on St. Hubert's day, which is alſo 
celebrated with a great hunting- match, at the place where the grand-maſter 
at that time happens to be. 
d. 12. The hereditary poſts of this country were revived on its being 
railed to a dukedom. So early as the year 1511, at the celebration of the 
nuptials of Duke Ulr:ch, the following great officers aſſiſted at the ſolem- 
nity: vir. baron of Thumben as hereditary marſhal, baron of Nippenburg as 
hereditary cup-bearer, the baron of Gutling as hereditary chambeclain, and 
the baron of Speten as hereditary ſteward. But at that time they had no 
nets (beneficia) but theſe were afterwards conferred on them in lieu of the 
penſion, excepting that the Speten family are ſtill without any, their enfeoff- 
ment not being deſcended with the poſt of hereditary ſteward. The 
varons of Mallbrunn are at preſent hereditary cup-bearers ; but by whom 
tae other hereditary offices are enjoyed I know not. 
C 13. The 
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$.13. The duke of Wurtemberg ſits and votes in the college of Princes by 
virtue of the dutchy of Wurtemberg, and has demanded the ſame privilege 
by virtue of the dutchy of Teck. But though this affair was recommended 
to the Diet by the Emperor Leopold, in the year 1699, and in 1708 by the 
Emperor Joſeph, nothing has yet been done in it. The duke of Murten- 
berg is one of the alternative Princes, as they are called from an agreement 
made, in the year 1576, for ſettling the alternation of their ranks. In the 
Introduction to the Circle of Swabia, he is ſhewn to be the ſummoning 
Prince and director of this Circle. The aſſeſſment in the matricula of the 
Empire for the dutchy of Wurtemberg, the Principality and county of Mom- 


pelgard and the county of Lowenſtein, not long fince was fixty horſe and 


two hundred and ſeventy-ſeven foot, or 1828 florins; but I cannot poſi- 
tively affirm whether this be the preſent eſtabliſhment. The aſſeſſment of 
the Imperial lordſhip of Juſtingen is five footmen, or twenty florins ; to the 
Kammerziele, or Imperial chamber at We?zlar, the dutchy pays nine hundred 
and fifty-three rixdollars, fifty-three kruitzers and a half; and the lordſhip 
of Juſtingen fifteen rixdollars, eleven kruitzers and a half. N 

$. 14. At Stuttgardt, which is the reſidence of the duke, are the priry- 
chancery, in which the duke himſelf preſides ; the privy, or miniſterial- 
council, conſiſting of nobles, men of letters and other officers ; the college 
of government, which, beſides other officers, has alſo a preſident, together 
with nobles and men of letters among its members; the conſiſtory, with a 
preſident, director and counſellors ; the board of war, with a prefident and 
other members; the treaſury, which conſiſts of a preſident, a receiver, a 
ſollicitor and other officers ; the eccleſiaſtical college, with a director, ad- 
miniſtrators of the church- revenues and other members and officers, and 
ſeveral other boards and offices; as, namely, thoſe of the mint, trade, 
foreſts, demeſnes, mines, &c. 

The high court of juſtice, where cauſes are terminated, in dernier reſſort, 
no appeal being allowed to the Aulic or any other foreign tribunal, was, in 
the year 1514, removed for ever to Tubingen, where it holds its ſeſſions 
once a year; and conſiſts of a chief-juſtice, aſſeſſors who are compoſed of 
nobles, men of — and country gentlemen, as alſo of a ſecretary. 

$. 15. Mr. Keyſgler, in his travels, computes the whole revenue of this 
country at two millions of guilders per annum. The country itſelf levies the 
contributions and exciſe. 

$. 16. The military force here conſiſts of a body of horſe-guards, horſe- 
— dragoons, foot-guards, five regiments of foot and a body of 
artillery. 


$. 17. The more particular deſcription of this dutchy is beſt reduced un- 


der the four following diviſions; viz. 
I. The princely temporal bailiwicks and cities, which I ſhall mention in 


the order in which they deſcended to the ducal houſe, though the time of 


the 
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the acquiſition of the ſix firſt, as having been longeſt in their poſſeſſion, is 
unknown. 

1. The city and diſtrict of Stuttdgart. 

Stuttgart, or Stuttgardt, the capital of the dutchy and refidence of the 
duke, lies in a delightful country on the Niſenbach, which at about one 
German league's diſtance from it runs into the Nechar. The city of itſelf 
iz not large, but contains two well built ſuburbs, which are called the Reiche 
and Eſel:nger. The counts and dukes of Murtemberg have had their reſidence 
here ever ſince the year 1321. Eberhard Lewis indeed removed to Lud- 
wigshurg in the year 1727, but in 1733 Duke Charles Alexander removed 
hither again. The new ducal palace here was began in the year 1746. 
The building of the old one employed them from the year 1553 to 1570. 
Near it ſtands the chancery, which is a handſome ſtone ſtructure; and on 
the other ſide of the palace, towards the eaſt, are the menagerie and ſummer- 
houſe, the latter of which is admired for its curious architecture. It was 
built in the year 1584, conſiſts wholly of ſtone and contains two ſtories, in 
each of which is a ſalon. The uppermoſt of theſe is two hundred and one 
feet in length, ſeventy-one in breadth and fifty-one high, being arched and 
having pillars on the outfide. This ſalon is fitted up for a theatre. To the 
ſouth of the old palace ſtands the new building, as it is called, which was 
erected betwixt the years 1599 and 1609. In the lower part of it are 
the duke's ſtables, and in the middle a large room for ſolemnities, and over 
that an armory. The cabinet of curioſities here is at preſent in the Prince's 
buildings, as it is called. The duke's offices in this city have been mentioned 
above, $.14. In the dutchy-houſe both the committees of the country 
and the circular Diets afſemble. The ſee of its biſhop, which was an- 
ciently at Beutelſpach, was removed to this place in the year 1321, on 
which account the church of the Holy-Crofſs is ſtiled the cathedral. 
Excluſive of this, among the German-Lutheran churches, are thoſe of 
the hoſpital church and St. Leonard. The French-Lutheran congregation 
here have the exerciſe of their public worſhip in the palace church be- 
longing to the convent of Behenhauſen, and the French reformed meet in 
a room of the old palace. In this town is alſo a ſpecial ſuperintendency, 
and a gymnaſium illuſire of ſeven clafſes, the rector of which alſo is Pæ- 
dagegarcba or Governor of the ſchools in the country under the Steige. 
The filk manufactories of Stuttgard? make all forts of ſtuffs, ſtockings, 
and ribbands. The origin of this town is uncertain; in the year 1283 
it was beſieged without ſucceſs by Rudolph I. but in 1287, he reduced 
Count Eberhard to ſuch ſtreights that he was compelled to promiſe the 
demolition of the walls of the city. In the year 1520 and 1567, the 
whole city was again ſurrounded with walls; in 1546 and 1547 it fuf- 
tered greatly by the Spaniards ; in 1634, and the following vears, by 
the Impetialiſts; and in 1688, 1693, and 1707, by the French. 
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To it belong the hamlets of Hefs/ach and Gablenberg, the inhabitants 
of which are burghers of Stuttgardt, and their proceſſes are tried in its courts, 

The diſtrict of Stuttgardt under the Steige produces great quantities of 
wine, and on the horſe courſe, betwixt Stuttgard? and Cantſtadt, is a me- 
dicinal bath called H:r/chbbad. To this diſtrict belong twenty pariſhes, viz. 
Waltenbuch, a little town, containing a caltle, in which the duke uſually 
reſides when he hunts at Schonbuch, This place, together with ſome other 

villages and hamlets, was, in the year 1363, fold by duke Reinold of Ur. 
flingen to count Eberhard of Wurtemberg. 

Bernhauſen, Bohnlanden, Bothnang, Degerloch, where the Krautreich 
filder or «white college fields begin, Echterdingen, Feuerbach, Gaiſzburg, Heu- 
maden, Kemnath, Muſberg, Nellingen, formerly containing a priory ; Upper- 
Efzlingen, Plattenbard and Plieningen. f 

Plochingen, Ruith, Scharnhauſen, Sielmengen and Steinenbronn. 

2. The town and diſtrict of Cantſtadt. 

Cantſtadt, or Caniſlatt, a ſmall town, lying on the eaſt fide of the 
Neckar, and containing a ſuburb on the other fide of it, by reaſon of its 
fituation is accounted a paſs. In it is a ſpecial- ſuperintendency, and a a 
cotton printing-houſe ; and both within and near the town are three falt 
ſprings of approved virtue in ſeveral diſorders. Near the town the counts 
of Wurtemberg anciently held their tribunals in the open air, and nigh it 
alſo ſtood the caſtles of Bye, Altenburg, and Berg. In the neighbour- 
hood lies the little village of Berg, in which is a filk manufactory, and 
near it an excellent mineral ſpring. On a hill lying about 1000 paces to 
the eaſt of the town 1700 bones of great and ſmall animals have been 
dug up, and the walls of an ancient Reman building diſcovered. 

The diſtrict of Cant/?ad? contains thirteen parithes; namely, 

Fellbach, Hedelfingen, Hefen, a Roman-catholic parith, Munſter, Upper. 
Turkhbeim, Robracker, Rommelſhauſen, Schmigen, Ulbach, Under-Turkheim, 
Wangen, Weil in Dorf, and Zuffenbauſen. Betwixt the parochial villages of 
Fellbach and Under-Turkbeim, near the hamlet of Rotheberg, is the family 
ſeat of 

Murtemberg, which was the refidence of the counts of Murtemberg till 
the year 1320, and ſtands on an eminence. This feat has been fre- 

quently laid in ruins. 

Obſ. Fellbach, Ulbach, and Under-Turkeim, are noted for their wine. 

3. The town and diſtrict of Waiblingen. | 

Waiblingen, a little town lying on the Rems, has belonged to the counts 
of Wurtemberg ever ſince the year 1253. During the thirty years war the 
greateſt part of this place was deſtroyed. In it is a ſpecial- ſuperintendency. 

The bailiwick of Waibiingen produces, in moſt places, good wine and 
corn: to it belong eight pariſhes, namely, Beinſtein, Bittenfeld, Hegnach, 

 Hehnacker, Korb, Neckar-Groningen, Neckar-Rems, and Neuſtadtlein ; and 
alſo in old records Nu-Maiblingen, which is walled. 05 
4. 
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4. The town and diſtrict of Schornderf. | 

Schorndorf, a ſmall but fortified town, fituate on the Rems, is ſaid to have 
had the privilege of a town conferred on it in the year 1230 by the Emperor 
Frederick II. In the years 1538 and 1 560 it was ſtrengthened with additional 
fortifications, in 1634 beſieged and taken by the Imperialiſts, and in 1646 
by the French. In the year 1743 almoſt one half of it was deſtroyed by 
fire. In this place is a ſpecial-ſuperintendency. 

The bailiwick of Schorndorf, contains eighteen pariſhes, vig. 

Beutelſpach, a borough, ſaid to have formerly enjoyed municipal pri- 
vileges. The old town, which ſtood on the Cappelberg, in its neighbour- 
hood, was the reſidence of the ancient counts of Wurtemberg. The ca- 
thedral ſtood formerly in this town, but in the year 1321 was removed 
to Stuttgardt. In its church is the burial- place of the ancient counts of 
Wurtemberg. 

Aichelberg, a parochial village, belonging to the barons of Hals; 
Aichſchieſz, Aurbach, Baltmanſweiler, Enderſpach, Geradſletten, Great- Her- 
fach, Grunbach, Hegenlobe, Hauberſbronn, Hohengebren, Pluderbauſen, Ru- 
derſberg, Schnaith, Schornbach, Strumpfelbach, Winterbach : Of theſe Great- 
Heppach is famed for wine. 

5. The town and diſtrict of Leonberg, containing 

Leonberg, a little town lying not far from the rivulet of Glems. In it 
is a ducal palace. This town is alſo the ſeat of a ſpecial-ſuperintendency. 
In the year 1498 it ſuffered by fire. After the battle of Nordlingen, m 
1635, when the Imperialiſts had made themſelves maſters of all Wur- 
temberg, the Emperor granted this town to General Gallas; but by the 
peace of HYeſtphaka it was reſtored to the duke. 

Of the diſtrict of Leonberg, which lies in the Old Glemſgau, the greateſt 
part belonged to the earldom of Afperg, and was purchaſed with it. It 
compriſes ſeventeen pariſhes, vix. 

Heimſbeim, or Heimſen, a very old little town, which the counts of Wur- 
temberg, in the years 1443, 1456, and 1497, purchaſed of the noble fami- 
lies of Newneck, Stein, Gultlingen, Stadion, and Smainſtein; and of which 
at laſt, namely in the year 1687, the ducal houſe of Wurtemberg alſo ex- 
changed with the Marggrave Frederick the Great the ſhare which the family 
of Gemmingen had held tor ſome centuries as a mortgage from the Marggrave 
of Baaden. In the year 1742 this town was granted as a fief to Count 
Wiliam Frederick of Gravenitz, and on his renunciation was granted by 
Duke Charles Alexander to his conſort Maria Auguſta for her life. In the 
thirty years war it was deſtroyed by fire, and in 1692 and 1693 plundered 
by the French, To it belongs 

Perouſe, a parochial village of the induſtrious Waldenſes. 

The parochial villages of Ditzungen or Titgingen, Eltingen, Geberſheim, 
Gerlingen, Heimerdingen, Hemmingen, Hirſchlanden, Hofingen, Malmſhein, 
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Monſheim, Munklingen, Renningen, Rutmarſbeim or Rurbeſbeim, Schockingen, 


and Warmbronn. 

6. The town and diſtrict of Goeppingen, containing 

Goppingen, a town, fituate in a delightful plain on the river Fils, with 
a ducal feat in it, and a ſpecial- ſuperintendency. Before the reformation, 
this town contained a cathedral, and at preſent has a manufactoty of filk. 
ftuffs. Probably the town belonged anciently to the Barons of Staufen, 
and was taken from them either by Count Ulrich or Eberbard of Nur 
temberg. In the year 1425 it was demoliſhed by fire. In 1519 the 
Stoabiam confederacy made themſelves maſters of it; and in 1643 the Ba- 
varian General Jabn Yor Werth. Not far from the town lies the ex- 
cellent mineral ſpring of Schꝛvalbrunn. 

The diſtrict of Goppingen comprehends ſeventeen pariſhes, namely, 

Alberſhauſen, Betzgenrieth, Boll, near which is a mineral ſpring ; Eber. 
ſpach, Faurndau or Faurdnau, which, before the Reformation, contained 2 
cathedral ; Ganſgloſen, Gruibingen, whence the above-mentioned town of 
Gruibingau took its name; Hattenhofen, and Hochdorf. 
'  Hohen-Stauffen, a parochial village, in which was the family ſeat of the 
 houle of Halen. Saufen belonging to the dutchy of Swabia and the Empire, 
and at firſt named Stophe, or Stoyphe. In the year 1525 this palace was 
deſtroyed by the peaſants. 

Heiningen, a parochial village, on which the Emperor Frederick III. 
conferred the privileges of a town, but with little benefit to it. 

Holzheim, Reichenbach, Schlath, Schlierbach, Uhingen or Uwingen, and 
IWangen. 

Hobenſtatt, a village, belonging partly to this amt or bailiwick, and lying 
beyond Hieſenſterg on the Alb, the higheſt part of which is faid to be 
hereabouts. 

7. The town and diſtrict of Urach, containing 

Urach, a little town, fituate on the Al, in a valley near the river Erms, 
in which is a ducal ſeat, and a ſpecial ſuperintendency. In this place alſo 
was formerly an abbey and a chartreux. Confiderable quantities of damaſk 
and other linens made here are exported by the Urach company. This 
town is the capital of the ancient earldom of the ſame name. One of 
the oldeſt counts of Urach whom we know with any degree of certainty 
is Gerhard, who died biſhop of Spire in the year 1110. Count Henry of 
Furſtenberg inherited the caſtle and earldom of Urach by his mother, 
and in 1254, exchanged one half of it, together with the caſtle, with 
the count of Vurtemberg for one half of Mittlingen. In the year 1260 
Count Berthold of Urach (in whom and his brother Rudolph this py 
became extinct). left the other half of this earldom to this count Ulrich, 
in the poſſeſſion of which he was confirmed by King Richard, and the 
temaining part was purchaſed by this Count, in the year 1265, of Count 
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Henry of Furſtenberg for three hundred and ten marks of filver. In 


1473 all the counts of Wurtemberg, and in 1486 the two Counts Eber- 
hard entered alſo into a convention here relative to the government of 
the country. In the year 1634 the Imperialiſts made themſelves maſter; 
of this town. Near it on the other fide lies the Erms. 

Hohen-Urach, a ſtrong caſtle ſtanding on a mountain, and formerly pretty 
well fortified. In the year 1635 this caſtle was obliged to ſurrender to the 
Imperialiſts after a long ſiege. | | | 

In the neighbourhood ot the town of Urach are ſome fine mills for lead, 
iron, and paper. 


In the diſtrict of Urach are ſeveral curioſities. Near the town of Urach- 


is a beautiful white earth, which is ſaid to ſurpaſs the terra figi/lata of 
Malta. At St. John's, Guterſtein, and Offenhauſen, which were formerly 
convents, are fine ſtuds of horſes. In a high and ſteep mountain, not far 
from the town of Urach, is the famous Ho/zrutſche or weod-ſlide, which 
conſiſts of one thick iron pipe, about three feet broad, being on both ſides 
upwards of two feet high and about nine hundred long. This pipe begins 
at the top of the mountain and reaches almoſt down the valley near 


the town of Urach and the river Erms. Into its upper opening is put the 


wood felled on the Alb and afterwards cut into billets, which being thus 
carried down the pipe with prodigious celerity, is thrown into the Erms, 
which forwards it into the Nectar near Tenzlingen, and after this runs be- 
yond Nurttingen and Eſz/ingen to Berg near Stuttgardt, where it is at laſt 
ſtopped and piled up in the duke's wood-yards. In this manner every 
year, about Eaſter, are brought from the A to Stutigardt upwards of 
gooo cords of wood, beſides what ſerves for the duke's court. Its produce is 
applied to the payment of the eccleſiaſtical and civil officers. To the di- 
ſtrict belong thirty pariſhes, namely Bempfiingen, Bernloch, Blietzhauſen, 
Bobringen, Dettingen Under-Urach, which carries on a conſiderable trade in 
dried fruit; Donn/tetten, Ebningen near Reutlingen, Erpfingen, Feldſtetten, 
Gechingen, Gomendingen, Gruorn, Hauſen on the Lauchert, Hengen, Rohl. 
fletten, Magerkongen, Laichingen, on which the Emperor Charles IV. in 
the year 1364, conferred the privileges of a town; Metzingen under Urach, 
Mittelflatt, Neubauſen under Urach, Obnaſtetten, Seeburg, anciently a 
fortified place; Sondelfingen, Sontheim on the Alb, Steingebronn, Upfingen, 
W:llmandingen, Wittlingen, which anciently enjoyed the privileges of a town; 
Wurtingen, and Zainingen. 

8. The town and diſtrict of Munſingen. In it 

Munſingen, a ſmall town, in which a convention was made in the year 
1482 betwixt the Counts Eberhard the elder and younger, relative to the 
right of primogenitureſhip and the indiviſibility of the Wurtemberg lands. It is 
not known with any degree of certainty whether this town anciently be- 
longed to the borough of Mittlingen ot the earldom of Urach, In the year 
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1347 the family of Speten ſold their eſtate to the counts of Murtemberg. 

The diſtrict of Munfingen includes ten pariſhes, namely, Auingen, Bot- 
tingen, Buttenhauſen, a free lordſhip belonging to Gemmingen; Dapfen, 
under which among others is the chapel of Eglingen, as alſo the palace of 
Graveneck lying near it; Enabeuren partly ſubje& to Furſtenberg ; Hunger. 
ingen, Magolſhein, in which is a Lutheran and Roman Catholic prieſt ; 
Mebrſtetten, Mundingen, Oeden-Waldſtetten, and Marpach, noted for its 
ſtud of horſes. 

9. The town and diſtrict of Nurtingen, containing 

Nurtingen, anciently called alſo Nuwertingen, a little town fituate on the 
Neckar, and the ſeat of a ſpecial-ſuperintendency. This place is fo ancient 
as the year 1080, at which time it belonged to the counts of Achalm. After 
that it fell to the counts of Urach, and the barons of Neuffen. As, accord- 
ing to the account given under Urach, after the death of count Berthold of 
Urach, a part of the earldom of that name was confirmed as a fief by the 
Emperor Richard to the Counts of Wurtemberg, a part of the town of Nur- 
tingen was alſ made dependent on it. The duke of Teck and the convent 
of Salman ficer/ had alſo a part of it, the former of whom in the year 1299, 
ceded his by treaty to Wurtemberg, and the latter alſo his in the year 1645. 
The hoſpital here founded in 1480, is at preſent the richeſt foundation in 
the whole dutchy. In the years 1473 and 1750 this town ſuffered con- 
ſiderably by fire; and in 1634 was roughly handled by the Imperialiſts. 

The diſtrict of Nurtingen conſiſts of ten pariſhes, viz. 

Gretzingen, a little town, which formerly had lords of its own to whom 
it gave name; and from theſe it devolved to the family of Bernbauſen. In 
the year 1333, this place was purchaſed by the counts of Hobenberg, and 
in 1337, deſcended in the ſame manner to the counts of Wirtemberg. 

Ech or Aich, Neckarhauſen, Neckar-Tailfingen, Neckar-Tenzlingen, Neu- 
bauſen, Upper-Bryhingen, the laſt of which formerly gave name to a lord- 
ſhip, Upper-En/ingen, well known for its fine millſtones, Under-En/ingen 
and Welftschlugen. 

10. The town and diſtrict of Backnang. In it 

Backnang, a town ſituate in a delightful valley on the Murr, and con- 
taining a rich cathedral founded in the year 1116. In the year 1626 
the Jeſuits poſſeſſed themſelves of this place, but in 1648 again evacuated it. 
In it alſo is a ſpecial ſuperintendency ; and the town together with the 
caſtle of Reichenberg, about the year 1297, deſcended from the Marggrave 
of Baaden to the counts of Wurtemberg, partly by inheritance and partly in 
lieu of payment, and partly alſo as a marriage- portion. In the years 163; 
and 1693 it was wholly confumed by fire. 

The diſtrict of Backnang contains the pariſhes of Upper-Bruden and Us- 
der-W:i/2$bach, together with the old caſtle of Reichenberg, in which rede; 
a ranger of a foreſt and allo the caſtle of Eberfperg. .

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Obſ. The glaſs-houſes at Spiegelberg, which export very curious works 
that way of all kinds ate included in no particular diſtrict, but have a juri- 
dical officer of their own, who is alſo inſpector of the glaſs-works. Theſe 
alone conſtitute a pariſh. 

11. The town and diſtrict of Marpach. In it is | 

Marpach, a ſmall town ſituate in a pleaſant valley on the river Neckar, 
which, a little below it, receives the Murr. This place is the feat of a 
ſpecial ſuperintendency. How it came to the counts of Wurtemberg is not 
certainly known. But it was a part of their dominions ſo early as the begin- 
ing of the 14th century. In 1546 it ſuffered greatly from the Spaniards ; 
in 1642 it was twice plundered, in 1693 it was burnt by the French, and 
in 1745, greatly damaged by a ftorm, as was alſo the whole country round 
it. This diſtrict has excellent vineyards, meadows, and corn-land. 

The diſtrict of Marpach comprehends fourteen pariſhes, namely, Afful- 
terbach, and Binningen, a parochial village, near which in the year 1597 
was diſcovered the walls of a Roman fortification on the ſpot where a town 
called Veneria, or Sicca Veneria is ſaid to have ſtood ; Burg/tall, Erbſtetten, 
Erdmanhauſen, Hochdorf, belonging to the free barons of Gemmingen; 
Kirchberg, Murr, Pleidelſheim, Poppenweiler, Kielingſhauſen, Kiethenau, 
in which is a bath; and Steinbeim, a market-town containing a nannery 
which is alſo known by the name of Marienthal and Weyler zum ſtein. Some 
of theſe places, as Pleidelſbeim for inſtance, belonged to the ancient Mu- 
rachgau, or Murgau. 

i2. The town and diſtrict of Beilſlein. In it 

Bci/tein, a ſmall town, which formerly, and even ſo lately as the year 
1230 had counts of its own, and who took their title from it. Afterwards 
it ſcems probably to have belonged to the counts of Reichenberg, next to 
the Marggraves of Baaden, from whom, together with the caſtle of Reichen- 
berg and the town of Backnang, it is ſuppoſed to have deſcended to the 
counts of Wurtemberg, to whom in 1361 it was granted as a fief by the 
crown of Bohemia, together with Botwar, Neuenburg, and the caſtle of 
Lichtenberg. In the year 1453 it was given to the counts of Helfen/tein, 
but reſumed again in 1457. In 1643 it was plundered by the duke of 

Weymar's forces ; and 1693 burnt by the French. 

The diſtrict of Ber//tern contains the following places, vir. 

The parochial villages of Auenſtein and Gronau. 

Oberftenfeld, a market-town belonging to Vurtemberg. In this town is 
an independent canonry of Lutheran ladies under the direction of an abbeſs, 
and having a chaplain and bailiff of its own. 

The lordſhip of Stettenfels and Gruppenbach, in the 13th century be- 
longed to the family of Sturmfeder. In the year 1504, Zaſolphus of Adel- 
heim the poſſeſſor of it, by virtue of an order of the Emperor Maximilian I. 
was deprived of it by Ulrich duke of Wurtemberg, who incorporated it with 
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the dutchy, as a fief always to be held by the hereditary marſhal, and ac. 
cordingly in the year 1507 it was given as a male fief to Hans Conrad 
Thumb of Neuburg, whoſe wife Margaret was ſiſter to the above-mentioned 
Zaſolph, at that time deceaſed. In the year 1527, the above Conrad ſold 
it to Wolf Philip of Hirnheim, who dying without iſſue, Duke Chri/t;an 
was for reſuming the fief. But the Emperor Charles V. conferred the lord- 
ſhip on the houſe of Walther of Hirnbeim, who in 1551 ſold it to the family 
of Fugger, and they in 1556 received it as a fief from the counts of Wur- 
temberg. But the Fuggers accounting it an immediate lordſhip derived 
from Wurtemberg only as a male fief, but exempt from all ſervices, and 
incorporated with the independent nobleſſe about the Hocher, and in the 
years 1734 and 1735 founding a convent of Capuchins, as alſo a church 
at the cattle of Stettenfels, this occaſioned an expenſive proceſs before the 
Aulic Council with the houſe of Wurtemberg, inſomuch that to bring it to 
a concluſion, the duke in 1747, purchaſed the dominium utile of the lord- 
ſhip. It confiſts of the caſtle of Szettenfels, and the little town of 
penhach, with a Lutheran pariſh-church, a hamlet, and ſome land. 

Under-heinrieth, a pariſh-village. 

13. The town and diſtrict of Neuen. In it 

Neufn, a little town, but a ſpecial ſuperintendency; and having for- 
merly lords of its own, who were at firſt ſtiled nobles of Newfen, and after- 
wards counts of Graiſpach and Mar/tetten. From theſe, partly by purchaſe 
and partly by inheritance, in the year 1284. it deſcended to Conrad of Wein- 
ſperg, who in 1301 fold it to Count Eberhard of Wurtemberg. 

Not far from the town on a high and ſteep hill ſtands a caſtle called 
Hohen-neuffen. | 

The diſtrict of Neuſfen contains eight pariſhes, namely, Beuren, Erken- 
brechtfweiler, Frickenhauſen, Grabenſtetten, Grafenberg, Great-Bettlingen, 
Kohlberg and Linſenhofen. 

14. The caſtle of Aſperg, or Hohen- Aſperg, lies at a ſmall diſtance from 
Ludwigsburg, betwixt Stuttgardt and Groningen, on a ſingle mountain in the 
old Glemſgau, in the country around which, for ſome leagues, is nothing 
but corn-land to be ſeen. In former times its proper name was Richten- 
berg, and Ajperg that of a little town ſeated on the mountain near it; but 
the latter was demoliſhed in the 14th century, and included within the 
circuit of the caſtle, which then came to be called Aperg. Anciently too 
an earldom belonged to it, the owner of which was deſcended of the line 
Palatine of Tubingen. Count William of Tubingen poſſeſſed it in 1228, and 
his ſon Ulrich at firſt tiled himſelf count of A/perg, whoſe ſon of the fame 
name in the year 1308 fold the county of Aſperg to Count Eberhard of 
Wurtemberg. The caſtle in the 16th and 17th centuries was ſeveral times 
taken, and at preſent is reduced toa low condition. Near it is a 3 
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with a pariſh- church in it founded about the year 14.50, and which is alſo 
called the caſtle of Afperg, or Under- Aſperg. | 

15. The town and diſtrict of Calw. In it 

Calis, a town fituate on the Nagold with a ſpecial ſuperintendency in it 
and a cloth manufacture, and containing alſo a trading company. This 
place formerly belonged to the Wiringau, or Wirmgau. Afterwards it had 
particular counts of its own who occur in hiſtory ſo early as the begin- 
ning of the 11th century. In the ſecond half of the 13th century part of 
this earldom devolved to the Palatine of Tubingen, and the other part to the 
counts of Schelklingen. In the year 1308 the Counts Conrad, Ulrich, and 
Henry of Schelklingen transferred their half of the county to Count Eber hard 
of Wurtemberg ; and in 1345 Count Milliam of Tubingen fold his half of 
the county of Calw for 7000 Ib. weight of hellers, or 5200 florins, to 
Count Eberhard of Wurtemberg. The caſtle in which the ancient Counts 
of Calw are ſaid to have reſided, ſtood on a hill above the town; but in 
1600 was razed ; and the town itſelf in 1635 laid in aſhes by the Impe- 
rialiſts, and in 1692 again by the French. 

The diſtrict of Calw contains eight pariſhes, namely, 

Altburg, Braitenberg, Dachtel, Deckenpfrond, Mottingen, Neuweiler and 
Zuerenberg. 

Zavelſtein, a little town ſeated on a mountain. To it belongs a hamlet 
lying in a narrow valley beneath it. 

Deynach, threugh which the rivulet of Deynach runs, and celebrated for 
its excellent and delightful ſprings. 

16. The little town of Milabald, which lies in a deep valley on the rivulet 
of Enz, and was purchaſed by the counts of Wurtemberg together with the 
town of Calw. This town is the ſeat of a ſpecial ſuperintendency and fa- 
mous alſo for the virtues of its warm baths. In the years 1457, 1525, 
1645 and 1742, it was wholly burnt down, but is now rebuilt much hand- 
ſomer than ever, and in particular contains many elegant improvements in 
its baths. 

17. The town and diſtrict of Neuenburg. 

Neuenburg, a ſmall town ſeated in a valley on the little river of Enz, 
ſeems formerly to have belonged to the county of Cakes, having together 
with that county been ſold to the houſe of I urtemberg, who in 1361 were 
inveſted with it as a fief by the crown of Bohemia. In 1519 the Swabian 
confederacy having made themſelves maſters of this dutchy, the town and 
diſtrict of Neuenburg were mortgaged to Francis von Sickingen ; but in 
1534 Duke Ulrich again recovered all. The caſtle which ſtands on a hill 
near it, is at preſent the reſidence of a ranger of the foreſt. In ſome old 
pits in the neighbourhood of this town are found great quantities of thoſe 
excellent iron ſtones called glaſs-heads or blood-ſtones, and from their ſize 
and figure Bobn-Erze or bean-ore.

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The diſtrict of Newenberg contains the nine following pariſhes ; viz, 
Birkenfeld, of which the Marggrave of Baaden had formerly a part ; Calm- 
bach, Dobel, Feld-Rennach, Gravenhauſen, Grunwettersbach, Langenbrand. 
Ottenhauſen and Palmbach, a place inhabited by Waldenſes and conſequently 
Proteſtants. 

18. The town and diſtrict of Reſenſeld. In it 

Roſenfeld, a ſmall town, ſituate not far from the above county of He- 
benberg and anciently belonging to the lordſhip of Ur/z/ingen ; but the 
caſtle of that name ſtood on an eminence at a ſmall diſtance from the town. 
In the year 1317, Simon and Conrad, dukes of Teck, ſold it to Eberbard, 
Count of Wurtemberg. : 

The diftrict of Roſenfeld contains in it eight pariſhes ; namely, Ay/eig, 
Bergfelden, Bickelsberg, Flotzlingen, Leidringen, Tabingen, Trichtingen, cx 
Truchtingen and Vohringen. 

19. The town and diſtrict of Brackenheim, in the Zabergau, ſituate on 
the little river Zaber. Init | 

 Brackenheim, a town, formerly the capital of the Zabergau, and belonging 
to the lordſhip of Magenbeim. One halt of this place was ſettled by Maria, 
daughter of Ulrich, lord of Magenbeim and wife to Oro, count of Hol e, berg, 
on her ſon Burkard, count of Hobenberg, who, in the year 1321, fold his part of 
the caſtle of Magenbeim, as alſo of the town of Brackenherm and ſeveral other 
appurtenances, to Eberhard, count of Wurtemberg ; and the other half of 
the lordſhip of Magenbeim was bequeathed by Zaiſolpb of Magenbeim to the 
family of Vurtemberg. In this town is a ſpecial ſuperintendency. 

The diſtrict of Brakenheim contains fourteen pariſhes; namely, | 

Botenbeim, Durrenzimmern, Great-Gartach, Hauſen, Haberſchlacht, H. 
fen, Kleebronn, | 

Kirchheim on the Neckar, a market-town, formerly a free village and im- 
mediately ſubject to the Empire. 

Little-Gartach, a ſmall town, purchaſed, in the year 1335, of Albert 
Bruzzen by Eberhard and Ulrich, counts of Wurtemberg, and afterwards, 
from the year 1485 to 1571, continued as a mortgage to the Gemmingen 
family. Near it once ſtood the caſtle of Luneberg, or Leimberg. 

Meimſheim, Niederbofen, Nordhauſen, a pariſh of Proteſtant Valdenſet; 
Northerm and Stetten am Heuchelberg. 

20. The town and diſtrict of Dornſtetten: Belonging: to it 

Dornſtetten, a town, fituate on the Black Foreſt not far from the little 
river Glatt, and in the country formerly called the Naga/gau or Nagoldgau, 


to which appertained alſo the ſmall Gau Waldgau, which received its name 


from the river Waldach. The town once belonged to the Counts of Fur/- 


tenberg, who mortgaged it, in lieu of a portion, to Arne Counteſs of 


Furſtenberg and John of Gerolzeck her huſband, who made an abſolute 
fale of it to the counts of Hobenberg, and. theſe in 1320 to Count Eber- 
hard of Wurtemberg. In, 
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In the years 1415 and 1563 this place ſuffered greatly by fire, and 


in 1675 was wholly burnt down. 

The diſtrict of Dornſtetten contains a mountain which is ſaid to abound 
in ores; as alſo the five pariſhes of Bayerſbronn, Glatten, Grunthal, Pfalz- 
grafen=eiler, and Tumlingen. In this diſtrict is likewiſe held, twice a year, 
a Waldgericht or foreſt-court of twelve judges who are choſen out of the 
villages of Dreterfewerler, Benzingen, Upper- and Under- Aach, Wittlinſiweiler, 
Grendel, Under-Muſzbach and Halwangen, but the preſident thereof is the 
prefect of Dornſtetten. 

21. The town and diſtri of Winnenden, ſituate betwixt the towns and 
diſtricts of Backnang and Waiblingen, and containing 

Winnenden, a ſmall town, fold in the year 325, by Conrad of Weinſperg 
to Count Ulrich of Wurtemberg. In it anciently was a commandery of the 
Teutonic order, which, in the year 1665, they parted with to Duke Eber- 
hard III. for 48,000 florins, who converted the manſion belonging to the 
commandery into a ſeat. In the year 1693, the town was laid in aſhes by 
the French. In its neighbourhood once ſtood a caſtle which was called 
after its name. | 

The diſtrict of VMinnenden contains in it the pariſhes of Buoch, Oppel- 
ſpobn and Schwaickbeim. 

22. The town and diſtri of Guglingen. In it 

Guglingen, a ſmall town, ſituate on the river Zaber, and formerly belong- 
ing to the lords of Neuſen, from whom it deſcended to the counts of Eber/tern 
but the counts of Vurtemberg became proprietors of it in the fourteenth 
century, and at preſent it is the ſeat of a ſpecial ſuperintendency of 
Lutherans. 

Within the diſtrict of Guglingen are ſix pariſhes; namely, Frauenzim- 
mern, Hafner-Haſzlach, Kurnbach, (of which a half, or rather two thirds 
belong to the houſe of _— ') Ochſenbach, Pfaffenhofen and Meiler. 
Near Kirpach, or Kirchbach, Duke Eberhard III. built him a ſeat with 
a hunting-park belonging to it, which he ſtocked with divers kinds 
of beaſts. 

23. The town and diſtrict of Groningen. In it 

Marggroningen, a town ſituate on the river Glems, and the ſeat of a 
ſpecial ſuperintendency. In the year 1295, this place was fold by the counts 
Conrad and Eberhard to the Emperor Adolphus, on whoſe deceaſe it eſcheated 
to the Empire, and thus continued an Imperial town till the year 1332, 
when the Emperor Lewts of Bavaria conferred it on Conrad of Schluſſel- 
berg; who, as chief ſtandard-bearer, had a great ſhare in the victory ob- 
tained over Frederick of Auſtria at the obſtinate battle of Mubl/dorf, not far 
from Ochlingen. This nobleman, in the year 1336, ſold it to Ulrich, count 
of Wurtemberg, for 6000 pounds weight of Hellers. The Emperor _—_ 
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the purchaſe, and inveſted Count Ulrich with the ſief as an appenage to 
the Imperial ſtandard. | 

The manor of Groningen contains ſtx pariſhes ; vi. 

Bifzingen, Moglingen, Munchingen, Schwieberdingen, Thamm and Under. 
Ricxingenæ. The laſt, which is a handſome market-town, a part belongs 
to the noble family of Leutrum. In the village of O/zweil the duke of Mar- 
temberg enjoys the Wild-fang, or Jus capiendi homines vagabundes et errones 
et redigendi illos in ſervitutem. 

24. The town and diſtrict of Vaybingen. In it 

Vayhingen, a town ſituate on the river Enz in the ancient Enzgau, 
and ſo named from it. This place contains a caſtle, ſeated on an emi- 
nence, which, in the year 1734, was fortified with additional works in the 
modern. taite, is the ſeat of a ſuperintendency, and had formerly counts 
of its own. Of theſe Egeno, of whom mention is made in a record 
bearing date in the year 1139, is the firſt of whom there is any certain 
knowledge. Henry, ſon to Count Conrad and Matilda his ſiſter, who was 
married to Frederick, count of Zollern, were the laſt of that family. The 


town came in a manner unknown into the hands of the counts of Oer- 


tingen, who, in the year 1339, fold it to Ulrich, count of Wurtemberg. 
In 1617, 1618 and 1693, it ſuffered very much by fire. 

The diſtrict of Vaybingen contains in it the ten following pariſhes ; viz. 

Upper-Riexingen, a ſmall town. 

Aurich, Eberdingen, Enſingen, Enzweybingen, in which is a quarry of 
tranſparent alabaſter, Hohen-Haſzlach, Horrbeim, Nuſdorf, of which the 
family of Reiſchach poſſeſſes one part, Rieth, Wuſten, or Klein, Glatbach 
and a part of Serſbeim, the laſt of which belongs moſtly to Sachſenbein. 
Rechentſhofen, originally a nunnery founded by the counts of Faybingen, is, 
together with its lordſhip, devolved to the Wurtemberg family. 

25. The town and diſtrict of Tubingen. Belonging to it 

Tubingen, the ſecond town of the dutchy, which lies in a rugged 
ſituation, on the river Neckar, betwixt two hills which ſeparate the Nectar 
and Ammer-Thal. Of theſe hills that towards the eaſt is called Offterberg 
and the other the Schleſgberg from the Schicfſe, or caſtte, of Haben-Tubingen, 
which ſtands on it. Southward lies the Szernlacher Thal, through which 
runs the rivulet of Steinlach. Ever ſince the year 1514, the high-court of 
Juſtice, wherein all proceſſes were finally determined, has been held here. 
Tubingen has alſo an univerſity founded in the year 1477, by Count Eber- 
bard the Elder, and from him called Alma Eberhardina. (The above-men- 
tioned ſipendium for divines is in a building here formerly an Auguſtine 
convent.) The Martinian and Hachmannian Finendia, which are annexed to 
the univerſity ; a collegium illuſtre, all the ſcholars of which are Princes or 
counts, and is never opened but when youths of ſuch families come to ſtudy 


there; a Latin ſchool of four claſſes and a ſpecial ſuperintendency. In i 
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is alſo a woollen manufacture. This town is of ſuch antiquity that its æra 
is quite unknown. It is the origin of the Pfalzgraviate of Swabia, and, 
though the deſcent of the ancient Palatines of Tubingen be unknown, yet 
they had here their pfalz, or palatium, which ſtood on the ſpot of the 
reſent caſtle of Hohen-Tubingen Chuno. One of the eldeſt Pfalzgraves 
| Gazi at preſent lived in the year 1080; and the laſt of them, viz. George 
Eberhard, died in the year 1631. The two Pfalzgraves, Getz and Nil- 
liam, in the year 1342, ſold this town to Count Ulrich of Wurtemberg. 
In 1535, Duke Ulrich pulling down the old caſtle, cauſed that of Hoben- 
Tubingen, which is the preſent reſidence, to be erected with fortifications. 
In 1540 the town was damaged by fire. In the thirty years war it was 
frequently belieged and taken, and in 1688 was conſiderably hurt by 
the French, 

Not far from the town, towards Belſer, lies a medicinal bath. Of the 
free burſch in the Steinlacher Thal, mention has been made before. 

The diſtrict of Tubingen contains in it twenty-one pariſhes ; viz. Bodel/- 
hauſen, Breitenholz, Cuſterdingen, Degerſchlacht, Denendingen, Duſzlingen, 
Entringen, with the caſtle of Hoben-Entringen, Gonningen, Kilchberg, 
Kirchentellinsfurt, Mobringen auf den Herden, Maſingen, Nabren, Ocſchin- 
gen, to which are annexed the mountain-caſtle and farm of Hohenfur/t ; 
2 Pfaffingen, the ſeat of a collection, Kommelſpach, Schlaitdorf, 

halbeim, Waldaorf and Meiibeim, lying on the river Neckar. The ancient 
convent of Einfidel, in Schonbuch, has been converted into a hunting-ſeat. 

26. The town and diſtrict of Herrenberg. In it 

Herrenberg, a town which is divided into the-upper and lower, the for- 
mer of which ſtands upon a mountain. This place contains a ſpecial ſuper- 
intendency, once belonged to the Pfalzgraves of Tubingen, and in 1382 was 
fold to Count Eberhard of Wurtemberg. In the year 1466, was for the 
moſt part burned down; in 1548, it was much diſtreſſed by the Spaniards; 
in 1634, entirely plundered by the Imperialiſts; in 1635, again conſumed 
by fire; and, in the year 1688, greatly damaged by the French. Betore 
the Reformation it contained a cathedral. 

The diſtrict of Herrenberg conſiſts of ten pariſhes ; viz. Gartringen, 
Guiftein, Hildritzhauſen, Kay, Kuppingen, Metzingen im Gau, Nufringen, 
Kemmingſheim, Thailfingen and Wolfenhauſen. 

27. The town and diſtrict of Boblingen. In it 

\Bzblingen, a ſmall town, ſituate in a very fruitful country and ſtanding high 
in the foreſt of Schonbuch, which abounds with game, and having a caſtle 
ſeated on an eminence and belonging to it, which lies above the town. 
In this place alſo is a ſpecial ſuperintendency. It formerly belonged to 
the Pfalzgrave of Tubingen, but a part was, in the year 1344, 1old to 
Count Eberbard of Murtemberg, who, in the year 1357, purchaſed the 
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Whole. In 1547 the Spaniards lived here at diſcretion, and, in 1638, the 


Imperialiſts alſo. The neighbourhood produces ſome wine. 
The diſtrict of Boblingen enjoys a very fruitful foil and contains in it 


twelve pariſhes; namely, Aydlingen, Dagerſbeim, Holzgerlingen, Magftatt, 


Me:chingen, or Maichingen, Mauren, belonging to the free barons of Scbert- 
lin; Oftelſheim and Schonatch. 

28. Sindelfingen, a little town, lying one ſhort half German league from 
Boblingen, in a very fruitful country. This place anciently belonged to the 


counts of Calw. on the extinction of whom it deſcended to Count Rudolph 


of Tubingen. In the year 1263, from a village it was erected into a town, 
and the ſame privileges as had been granted to Tubingen were given it in 
1274 by the Emperor Rudolph. A daughter of Getz, Pfalzgrave of Ty. 
bingen, brought it as a portion to her huſband Ulrich of Rechberg, whoſe 
ſon Ulrich the Younger, ſold it, in the year 1351, to the count of Murtem- 
berg. The abbey here was ſeculariſed after the Reformation. 

29. The town and diſtrict of Heubach. In it 

Heubach, a mean little town, lying not far from the ſource of the Rems, 
betwixt the Imperial cities of Gmund and Aalen. This place belonged to 
the Counts of Wurtemberg ſo long fince as the year 1360. On a high 
mountain near it ſtands the caſtle of Koſen/tern. | 

The diſtrict of Heubach contains in it the pariſhes of Lindach and Upper. 
Babingen. In ſome hamlets here the Imperial town of Gmund and other 
lordſhips have the joint juriſdiction, and in others the former only. 

30. The town and diſtrict of Lauffen. Belonging to it is 

Lauffen on the Neckar, a town ſituate in a very fruitful pleaſant country, 
and containing alſo a ſpecial juriſdiction. It is a very ancient place and was 
formerly immediately ſubject to the Empire. In the thirteenth century it 
devolved to the Marggraves of Baaden, from whom it deſcended, in the year 
1346, to Albert Hofwart the younger, and after his deceaſe the greateſt 
part of it was firſt purchaſed of his father and brother by Count Eberhard 
of Wurtemberg, who, in the year 1369, got the whole into his own hands, 
The bridge built over the Neckar is the wideſt and longeſt in the whole 
dutchy, and leads to the village of Lauffen, which lying oppoſite to the 
town 1s reckoned a part thereof, being even handſomer than it; and contain- 
ing the principal church, the clergy and moſt of the officers of the juridical 
courts reſide here; but the ſeat of the juſticiary is in the caſtle, which ſtands 
on a rock in the middle of the Neckar. Before the town lies a lake which 
is accounted the largeſt in the whole country. 

The diſtrict of Lauſen conſiſts of the pariſhes of Gemmerigheim and Ilifelden., 

31. The town and diſtrict of Botwar, containin 

Great-Botwar, a ſmall town, ſituate on the little rivulet of Botwar. 
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bers, who, in the fourteenth century, took upon them the name of Hum- 
A7 and their caſtle, viz. Lichtenberg, ſtands not far from the town. This 
caſtle, the town. of Betwar, and other places and eſtates hereabouts, were 
purchaſed by Count Eberhard of Wurtemberg for 5600 pounds weight of 
hellers. In the year 1642, the town was ill treated by Duke Weymar's 
forces, and in 1693 by the French. The country produces fine wine. 

The diſtrict of Botwar contains in it the pariſhes of Little-Aſpach, Little- 
B:trvar and Schaubeck, a part of which belongs to the family of Gaisberg and 
Vingellauſen, a fief belonging to the barons of Schutz. 

32. The town and diſtrict of Turtlingen. In it 

Tuttlingen, or Duttlingen, a town ſeated without the boundaries of the 
dutchy, near the eſtate of Furſtenberg on the Danube. In this town is a 
ſpecial ſuperintendency. In the year 1334, it was a village and belonged 
to the lordſhip of Wartenberg, but betwixt that year and 1372 was raiſed 
to a town, and in the laſt mentioned year was fold by O/zwald of Warten- 
berg to Count Rudolph of Sulg. The exact time of its devolving to the 
counts of Nurtemberg is not known, though that ſeems to have been before 
the end of the fourteenth century, for in 1413 it had belonged to them 
for ſome time. 


Not far from it ſtands the caſtle of Lichten-Wartenberg. The caſtle of 


Honberg was entirely deſtroyed in the thirty years war. About a quarter 
of a German league from the town lies Ludwig bal, noted for its iron ma- 


nufactory erected by Duke Eberhard Lewis, in which. iron is both caſt 
and forged. 


The diſtrict of Tutthngen has been enlarged with the lordſhips of 
Lupfen, Karpfen and Faltenſtein. A baron's family anciently took their 
title from the lordſhip of Lupfen, who, when the earldom of Stulingen 


fell to them, ſtyled themſelves alſo Counts of Lupfen and Stulingen; but, 


in the year 1582, this family became extinct. In the year 1437, Brun of 


Lupfen fold the mountain and caſtle of Lupfen, in Latin Lupodunum, to-- 
gether with ſome villages and eſtates, to Henry and Rudolph of Fridingen; 
the latter of whom, in the year 1444, fold it a ſecond time to Count 
Lewis of Wurtemberg, to whom he alſo transferred the lordſhip of Karp-- 
fen. The barons of Falken/tein, who are not to be confounded with thoſe- 
ſeated in Alſace, in the years 1444 and 1449, ſold their lordſhip of Fal- 
kenſiein to Count Lewis of Murtemberg. The eight pariſhes of this 
diſtrict are 

Aldingen, ſituate on the Baar, Hauſen ob Frona, Newhauſen ob Eck, Ocf-- 
Agen, Schwbenningen, Walbeim, Troſzingen and Thonningen. In an open. 
country near the parochial village of Schwenningen riſes the Neckar, where 


it is immediately encreaſed by ſo many ſprings that at a quarter of an hours 


diſtance only it drives a mill. 


33. The town and diſtrict of Dornban. In it 
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Dernhan, or Dornbeim, a ſmall town ſituate in the Schwarzwald, which 
in 1251 was a village held as a fief of the barons of Murtemberg by Volmar 
of Brandeck ; but in 1271 Letts duke of Teck raiſed it to a town. When 
it came under the dominion of Wurtemberg is not known, poſſibly at the 
ſame time as the town of Roſenfeld. In the year 1718 it was ſet on 
fire by lightning, and wholly conſumed, excepting a few houſes. Near it 
{tood the caſtles of Brandeck and Vogeliberg. 

The diſtri of Dornhan contains in it the pariſhes of Furnſaal and Under. 
Brandi the laſt of which is Roman Catholic. 

34. The town and diſtrict of Nagold. In it 

Nagold, a town ſituate in the Schwarzwald on the river Nagold, and in 
the country formerly called the Nagoldgau. This place anciently belonged 
to the counts of Hehenberg, who are now extinct; and in 1363 was ſold 
by Count Otto to Everbard Count of Wurtemberg. In the year 1736 a me- 
dicinal ſpring was diſcovered here. 

The diſtrict of Nagold conſiſts of four pariſhes, vix. | 
Haiterbach, a ſmall town purchaſed at the ſame time with Nagold. 
Bobndorf, Hochdorf, and Warth. - 

35. Ebingen, a ſmall town, lying betwixt the upper Hobenberg, to which 
it anciently belonged, and the county of Zollern. In the year 1367 this 
place was ſold to Eberhard Count of Wurtemberg. The little village of Bit 
1s annexed to it. 

36. The town and diſtrict of Hornberg, a town ſituate in the Schwarz- 
wald on the river Gutach, and the ſeat of a ſpecial ſuperintendency. This 
place formerly belonged in part to the family of the barons of Hernberg, 
and the dukes of Ur/z/ingen, whoſe ſhare eſcheated to George and Henry vm 
Gerolzeck. The ſhare of the former was ſold to the counts of Wurtemberg 
in 1423, and that of the latter in 1443, 1447, and 1448. 

The diſtrict belonging to it conſiſts of | 

Schiltach, a ſmall town, which in the year 1590, was totally conſumed 
by fire. Its pariſh- church comprehends under it three chapels of eaſe. The 
neighbouring mountain of Hecbenberg yields a fine iron ore. 

Of ſeats and hamlets here are as many as make four pariſhes, vir. 
Guttach, Kirnbach, Tennenbronn, and Weiler. In the year 1575, the copper 
and ſilver mine work here was diſcovered at Tennenbronn. In Offenbacher 
Thale 2 dug up a white clay which is uſed in the porcelain manufaCtory 
at Calw. | 

37. The town and diſtrict of Kirchheim. In it 

Kirchheim under Teck, a town ſituate below the old caſtle of Teck, and 
the ſeat of a ſpecial ſuperintendency. In the year 1690 this place was 
wholly deſtroyed by fire. Formerly it belonged to the dukes of Tt, 
Jointly with the dukes of Auſtria, who in 1325 transferred their ſhare to 
Count Ulrich of Wurtemberg, on which Frederick duke of Teck mortgaged 
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and afterwards fold his ſhare of the town together with the caſtle of Teck 
and the vaſſals to the Counts Eberhard and Ulrich of Wurtemberg. 

Teck, a caſtle of very great antiquity in it, ſtood here on a mountain near 
Kirchbeim,which is higher than the adjacent Alps; but in the year 1525 was 
demoliſhed by the revolting peaſants. From hence the ancient dukes of 
Teck derive their name, which is ſcarce to be met with in any authentic 
record precedent to the year 1180,; and Albert a ſon of Conrad's and grand- 
ſon to Berthold duke of Zabringen is the firſt mentioned in a record of 
1193 as duke of Teck; and in Lewis, patriarch of Aquileia, this ducal fa- 
mily failed in 1439. In the Teckerberg is found the gagates, or a black am- 
ber, which, the fragrancy excepted, has all the qualities of the yellow. 

The diſtrict of K:rchbeim contains in it fourteen pariſhes, vig. 

Owen, a ſmall town, which belonged to the dukes of Teck, and was 
their reſidence and place of interrment. 

Biſzingen, Dettingen on the Schloſzberg, Gutenberg, near which ſtood a 
caſtle where the archives of the dukes of Teck were kept ; Nabern, Upper 
and Under-Lenningen, Ohmden, Koſzwalden and Schopfloch, all which be- 
longed to the dukes of Teck, 

Weilbeim, a ſmall town, in the year 1317 ſurrounded with walls. This 
place formerly belonged to the county of Aichelberg, and not far from it 
ſtood the caſtle of the ſame name. A part of this county fell to the counts 
of Kirchberg, who in the year 1510 became extinct, and fold it in 1334 
to Count Ulrich of Wurtemberg. The other part was ſold in 1339 to Count 
Ulrich of Aichelberg. 

The pariſhes of Holzmaden, Jeſingen, and Zell under dem Aichelberg, be- 
longed likewiſe to the county of Aicbelberg. 

38. The town and diſtrict of Murhard. In it 

Murhard, a ſmall town ſituate on the river Murr in the ancient Murrgau ; 
and famous only for its abbey. This abbey was formerly a convent of Be- 
nedictines, and is faid to have been firſt founded in the year 816, but ever 
lince the year 1572 has been under the direction of a Lutheran abbot. 
The prelate here is alſo miniſter of the place, with two deacons under him, 
one of which is miniſter of Furnſpach, and the other has forty-three chapels 
under his care. The town itſelf is poſterior to the convent ; the latter was 
at firſt under the protection of the at preſent extinct family of Lowenſtein, 
who had alſo the juriſdiction of the town. In the year 1365 the convent, 
by order of the Emperor, admitted the counts of Wurtemberg as their pa- 
trons and defenders ; but not without oppoſition from the counts of Low- 
en/iein. At laſt, namely, in the years 1393 and 1395 they ceded all their 
right in the town and convent of Murhard to Count Eberhard of Wurtem- 
berg and his heirs. The diſtrict of Murbard contains in it the pariſhes of 
Oberroth and Viebberg; but theſe are included in the dutchy of Limpburg. 

39. The town and diſtri of Bablingen. In it 
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Bablingen, a town ſituate in a fruitful ſoil on the little river of Eyach, 
betwixt the upper and lower county of Hobenberg and the county of Zollern, 
and the ſeat alſo of a ſpecial ſuperintendency. This place formerly belonged 
to the lordſhip of Schalksburg, whoſe caſtle has long ſince lain in ruins, and 
was together with the town in the year 1403, fold by Count Frederick of 
Zollern to Count Eberhard of Wurtemberg. In the years 1607 and 1724 this 
town was almoſt wholly deſtroyed by fire. Near it is a medicinal fpring. 
Not far from hence is the Heuberg, as it is called, which among the vul- 
gar is, but with little reaſon, no leſs famous than the Brocken or Blecksberg, 
mentioned before. With reſpe& to the freyen Burſch at Bablingen, an agree- 
ment was made on that head in the year 1490 betwixt Murtemberg and 
Hochberg. | 
The Giſtric of Bablingen conſiſts of fourteen pariſhes, namely, Dur- 
wangen, Endigen, Engſtlatt, Erzingen, Frommern, Heſelwangen, Mosſtetten, 
Onſimettingen, Oftdorff, Pfaffingen, Thailfingen, Thieringen, Truchtelfingen, 
and Winterlingen. | 
40. The town and diſtrict of Bietigbeim. In it 5 | 
Bietigheim, a town ſituate at the conflux of the Ex and Metterbach; 
from the former of which the Enzgau has its name. This place was origi 
nally a village, which the counts of Wurtemberg about the middle of the 
14th century probably acquired from the counts of Wayhingen, and in 
1364, with the Emperor's permiſſion, raiſed to a town, but it was ſoon 
after wholly deſtroyed by fire, as the greater part of it was again in 1718, 
This place, however, now is a ſpecial ſuperintendency. 

The diſtri of Bietigbeim conliſts of the pariſhes of Great and Little-In- 
gerſbeim and Lochgau. 

41. The town and diſtrict of Milaberg, a town ſituate on the river Ne- 
gold in the country formerly called the Nagoldgau, and which is the ſeat of 
a ſpecial ſuperintendency. In the years 1363 and 1377 this place was fold 
by the counts of Hobenberg to Rupert Palſgrave of Tubingen, and in 1440, 
by the Pfalzgrave Otto to Counts Lewis and Ulrich of Wurtemberg. In the 
year 1464 it was wholly conſumed by fire. Not far from hence ſtands 
Reuthin, formerly a very opulent convent, which is at preſent the reſidence 
of a juſticiary. 

The diſtrict of Milaberg conſiſts of ' five pariſhes, namely, Bulach, ot 
New-Bulach, a ſmall town, near which were formerly tome rich mines of 
copper and filver. This pariſh is hereditary in the Gruckler family. 

Ebbauſen, Gultlingen, Upper-Tettingen and Sutz. 

42. The town and diſtrict of Blaubeuren, a town fituate on the Alb, in 
the Pleenungethal, or Pleninchau, on the banks of the river Blau, which 
takes its riſe near the foot of a hill in the Blautopfe, as it is called. This 
town is a ſpecial ſuperintendency. A convent was firſt erected here near the 
caſtle of Egelſce, or Aigelſee; but in the year 1085 was removed to this 
place. After the Reformation one of the lower conventual „ * 
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founded here, in which twenty alumni are inſtructed by two profeſſors under 
the inſpection of the Lntheran abbot, but this was afterwards removed to 
the upper convent of Bebenbauſen. The town, together with the ad- 
miniſtrations of the convent, was, in the year 1447 ſold by Count Conrad 
of Helfenſ/tein to Lewis Count of Wurtemberg and Albert Duke of Auſtria, 
of whoſe houſe it was held as a fief by the Counts of Helfenſtein, con- 
firmed the purchaſe, and granted the town to Count Lewis as an he- 
reditary fief. The long conteſts betwixt the houſes of Murtemberg and 
Auſtria concerning this fief were partly accommodated at the treaty of 
Weſtphalia, and fully terminated in the year 1692, this lordſhip continuing 
to the houſe of Vurtemberg. 

The foreſt-diſtri&t here conſiſts of five pariſhes, namely, Aſeb, Berghulen, 
Gerhauſen, Suppingen, Pappenlau, and Marchbronn. 

Obſ. The conventual manor is deſcribed in the ſequel. 

43. The town and diſtrict of Sulz. In it 

Sulz, a town, ſituate on the river Neckar, not far from Dornhan and 
Reſenfeld, in which are two profitable ſalt-ſprings. The falt-works here 
indeed have been much improved by ſome ingenious works, but are 
not yet ſufficient to furniſh the whole country. The town is a ſpecial 
ſuperintendency. So early as the year 1284 this place belonged to the 
lords of Gerolſeck, who in 1423 granted to the counts of Wurtemberg the 
advowſon thereof. In the year 1471, the Emperor Frederick having put the 
town under the bann, empowered Eberhard count of Murtemberg to make 
himſelf maſter of it, which he did not fail to do. In 1581 and 1720 it 
ſuſtained great damages by fire. 

In the neighbourhood of this town is the caſtle of Albeck. 

The diſtrict of Sulz contains in it the three pariſhes of Fluosrn, which 
has ſome good iron-works in it ; Mublen am bach, and Zigmarſwangen. 

44. The town and diſtrict of Pfullingen. In it 

Pfullingen, an open town ſituate in a very pleaſant and fruitful valley at the 
extremity of the Alb, which is particularly noted for its fine orchards, This 
place is the ſeat of a ſpecial ſuperintendency, and formerly belonged to the 
noble family of Remp, who at firſt ſtiled themſelves of Pfullingen, and are 
thought to have been dependants of the counts of Vurtemberg. In the 
year 1487, Gaſpar Remp ſold his ſhare of Pfullingen, together with the caſtle 
thereof, to Eberhard the elder count of Wurtemberg. In this town was 
formerly a rich nunnery. 

The diſtrict of Pfullingen belongs for the moſt part to the lords of Greif- 
fenſtein, from whom the counts of Wurtemberg purchaſed it in the year 
1355. In it not far from Pfullingen lies the Nebelloch, being a cave famous 
among other things for an infinite variety of figures in ſpar. Near Eng/tingen 
is a medicinal ſpring. The pariſhes of this diſtrict are Gengſlingen, which 
is Roman Catholic; Holzelfingen, Henau, Little-Eng/tingen and Underhauſen. 
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Not far alſo far from Pfullingen ſtood the caſtle of Achalm, which eſcheat- 
ing to the Empire on the extinction of the counts of Achalm, and was by the 
Emperor Lewis, in the year 1330, conferred on Count Ulrich of Murten. 
berg; yet did the lords of Retbeim keep poſſeſſion of it till the year 1378, 
when they ſold it to Count Eberhard of Wurtemberg. In the conventual 
manor of Pfullingen lies the pariſh of Genkingers. 

45. The town and diſtrict of Weinsberg. In it 

Weinsberg, a town ſituate in the ancient country of the Sulmanagau, or Salm. 
gau; a part conſiſts in a round hill, on which alſo ftands a ruined caſtle; 
The other part lies in a valley. In it is alſo a ſpecial ſuperintendency. This 
place is ſaid to have been beſieged in the year 1140 by the Emperor Conrad. 
In 1400 it belonged to the lords of Fernsberg, from whom it devolved to 
the Pfalzgraves of the Rhine. In 1504, Ulrich duke of Wurtemberg made 
himſelf maſter of it, and the conqueſt thereof was confirmed by the Em- 
peror Maximilian I. Afterwards, in the peaſants war, this place ſiding 
with the rebellious boors, it was entirely laid in aſhes by the Swabian 
confederacy. In the year 1707 the greateſt part of it was alſo deftroyed 
by fire. 

8 Thal is famous for its excellent wine. Near the town ſtood the 
nunnery of Liechtenſtern; which in the year 1525 was demoliſhed by the 
peaſants. To the convent manor belong the pariſhes. of Lyper-Eiſaiſtein 
and Waldbach, 

The diſtrict of Weinsberg, conſiſts of eight patiſhes, viz. Brizfeld, with 
the chapel of eaſe of Bretzfeld, Eberſtadt, Elhofew, Horkheim, Sulzbach, 
Sal wapacb, Wildſpach, Wuſten-rcth ; to the laſt of which belongs, among 
others, the chapel of eaſe of Boringswezler. 

46. The town and diſtrict of New/tadt. In it | 

Neuſtadt, a town ſituate in the ancient Kechergar on the river Rocher, which 
here receives the river Brettach. This town contains a palace and a ſpecial 
ſuperintendency. In the year 1444 it belonged to the lords of Wernsberg ; 
but in 1483 to the Elector Palatine; and in 1504, during the Palatinate war 
was conquered by the houſe of Murtemberg. By a compact agreed upon 
among the brothers this place fell to the ſhare of Duke Acbilles; but on the 
failure of the Neu/fad? branch devolved again to the reigning family. 

The diſtrict of Næuſſadt contains a part of the ancient Kochergau and Bret- 
tachgau, and conſiſts of the pariſhes of Brettach, Gechſen, Klever-Sulzbach, 
and Kacher-Steinsfeld. 

47. The town and diſtrict of Meckmubl. In it 

Meckmubl, a town fituate in the ancient Jaxtgau on the river Jaxt. 
This place was in being ſo early as the year 800. Afterwards it belonged to 
the lords of Hebenlobe, and in 1445 the Pfalzgrave Lewrs is faid to have 
purchaſed it of them. During the Palatinate war in the year x 504, Ulrich 
Duke of Wurtemberg took the town. In 1521 the Emperor Charles tranſ- 
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ferred it as a mortgage to Conrad biſhop of Wurzburg ; but in 1542 the 
Hurtemberg family redeemed it. Mec&kmubl formerly contained a cathedral. 

The diſtrict of Meckmubl comprehends under it the part belonging to the 
Wurtemberg family in the little hereditary town of Widdern, (of which alſo 
the Palatinate, Wurzberg and a noble family are proprietors) the pariſhes of 
Lampolzbauſen, Rogheim and Siglingen. 

48. The lordſhip of H-ydenbe:m, which lies on the Aalbuch on the river 
Brenz in the Brenzthal or the ancient Brenzgau, was formerly a free lord- 
ſhip, the proprietors of which took not their title from the town of Heyden- 
heim but from the caſtle of Hellenſtein ſtanding near it. The family of 
Hellenſtein becoming extinct in the year 1307, this lordſhip fell to the 
then Emperor. This Emperor Albert mortgaged it to Albert of Rechberg, 
from whoſe ſons Conrad and Aibert the Emperor Lewis VI. redeeming it, 
mortgaged it again to Count Ulrzch of Helfenſtein, to whom the Emperor 
Charles IV. granted it in the year 1351 for ever. In 1448 the counts 
of Helfenſtein fold the lordſhip to Count Ulrich of Wurtemberg, and he 
again to Duke Lewis of Bavaria: and Duke Ulrich of Wurtemberg having 
fided with Duke Albert of Bavaria againſt Phillip the elector palatine, in 
the year 1504 had the lordſhip of Heydenheim given him in return for 
the expenſe he had been at. The Emperor Charles V. in 1521, mortgaged 
it to the town of Lm, which ceded it again, in 1536, to Duke Ulrich. 
Duke Frederick of Wurtemberg firſt united it with his own title; and in 1708, 
the arms of Heydenbeim, with a Saracen's head, were alſo added to that 
of Wurtemberg. The moſt remarkable places in it are 

denbeim, a ſmall town, fituate on the Brenz, and which the Em- 
peror Charles IV. in the year 1356, permitted Count Ulrich to wall in. 
This place is the ſeat of a ſpecial ſuperintendency, and contains in it a ma- 
nufacture of fine earthern ware. Not far from hence lies 

Hellenſtein, a ducal palace completely finiſhed by Duke Frederick. This 
palace conſiſts of twelve pariſhes ; namely, Boblheim, or Boblen, Dettingen 
and Heuchlingen, Fleinbeim and Zoſchingen, Gerſtetten, Hauſen am Lonthal, 
Heldenfingen, Hermaringen, Hohen- Mcmmingen, Morgeiſtetten, Nattbeim and 
Oggenhauſen, Schnaitheim, and Sontheim. The convents of Anhaujen, 
Herbrechtingen, and Konigsbronn will occur in the ſequel. 

49. Hoben-Twiel, anciently Duellium, a fortification ſtanding on a very 
high rock, in the Hegau, and entirely ſurrounded by the Auſtrian county 
of Hellenberg. The dukes of Swabia anciently held it of the Emperor, 
and after the lords of Clingenberg, who in the year 1515 transferred their 
jus aperture in it to Duke Ulrich of Wartemberg, and in 1538 made an 
abſolute ſale thereof to him. This caſtle was frequently befieged in the 
ſeventeenth century but never taken. The French garriſon which lay here 
during the thirty years war evacuated the place by virtue of the peace of 
Meſephalia. On the rock on which ſtands the fortreſs is a vineyard of 
forty acres. | 50. The 
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vo. The lordſhip or diſtrift of Szeuſz/ingen lies betwixt the lordſhip of 
Fuſtingen and the territory of the abbey of Zw:falten, and formerly belonged 
to an ancient noble family, which takes it name from thence, and in 1270 
the lordſhip was given as a fief to the counts of Wurtemberg. From them it 
devolved to the counts of Freyberg, the male heirs of which failing in the 
year 1 581, it eſcheated to the ducal houſe of Wurtemberg, as lord of the 
fief, which, in 1618, he entirely united to the dutchy. 

The diſtrict belonging to it conſiſts of the parochial hamlets of Old. 
Steuſzlingen and Little- Almendingen, both which are Roman catholic. Son- 
dernach is a dependency of Mebrſtetten in the diſtrict of Munſingen. 

51. The town and diſtrict of Beſgbeim. In it 

Befighetm, a town, fituate near the conflax of the Enz and Nectar, and 
which belonged, for a conſiderable time, to the Marggravate of Baaden, but 
in the year 1463 was mortgaged to the EleCtor-palatine: In 1504 it was 
taken by Duke Ulrich of Wurtemberg who was confirmed in the poſſeſſion 
thereof by the Emperor ; but in 1529 it was redeemed by the Marggrave 
Philip of Baaden, and in 1594, fold to Duke Frederick of Wurtemberg. 
This is a good wine country. 4 

The diſtrict of Be/igheim conſiſts of the pariſhes and market- towns of 
Walheim and Heſgigbeim. 

52. The diſtrict of Mundelſbeim, which, together with Befigheim, was 
purchaſed by the Marggraves of Baaden, is under the direction of the 

juſticiary and Keller (an inferior officer) at Beſgbeim, and conſiſts ſolely of 
the market-town of Mundel/heim, which produces excellent wine. 

53. The town and diſtrict of Freuden/tad? : In it 

Freudenſtadt, a town and fort, ſituate on a rock in the Schwarzwald 
one league's diſtance from the Knieb;/z. In the year 1 599 Duke Frederick 
ſettled ſome proteſtants here who came out of Auſtria, Carnicla, Stiria and 
Moravia. In the year 1632 it ſuffered greatly by fice, and in 1634, being 
laid waſte with fire and ſword, was entirely forſaken. On the peace that 
enſued it was again rebuilt, and in 1667 provided with a regular octangular 
fortification and citadel, 

The diſtrict of Freudenſtadt conſiſts of the eſtate and village of Rod, 
which was purchaſed in the year 1601, as alſo of the lordſhip of Neuneck 
purchaſed in 1614. The Kmebiſz is a paſs over the Black foreſt, and 
alſo a cuſtom-houſe and an inn, near which formerly ſtood a convent. 
The Chri/tophibal lying betwixt Freudenſtadt and Kniebifs contains a mine- 
work of copper and filver. Near Freudenſtadt is dug a hard reddiſh brown 
marble, which is variegated with white, yellow and dark brown veins. 

54. The town and diſtrict of Altenſteig : In it 

Altenſteig, a town, ſituate on the Schwarz walde in the ancient Nagoldgau, 
which belonged formerly to the counts of Hohenberg, who fold it to the 
Marggrave of Baaden in the year 1400, but in 1603 it was made over 0 
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The diſtrict of Altenſteig contains in it eight parochial-villages, viz. Altenſteig, 
Gottelfingen, Grombach, Kothfelden, Simmersfelden, Spielberg, Under-Jettin- 
gen, and Waltdorf, in the laſt of which is a receiver's office. 

5. The town and diſtrict of Liebenzell, containing 

Zell or Liebenzell, a ſmall town, ſituate in a narrow valley on the Na- 
gold in the ancient Wiringau or Wurmgau. On the Nagold without this 
town are two warm baths called the upper and lower. In the year 1603 
this place was exchanged with the Marggrave of Baaden. 

The diſtrict of Liebenzell includes the pariſhes of Reichenbach and 
Schemberg. 

56. The town and diſtrict of Sachſenbeim, containing 

Great Sachſenheim, a ſmall town, ſituate betwixt the diſtricts of Vaybingen 
and Bi-tigheim, which belonged to the family of Sachſenbeim, who were vaſ- 
fals to the counts of Vaybingen, but was ceded to the counts of Wurtemberg, 
who, in the years 1471 and 1481, purchaſed part of it, and in 1562, Berntard 
of Sachſ-nheim, the laſt of his family, dying without male-heirs, the 
whole fiefs of Sachſenbeim eſcheated to the ducal houſe of Wurtemberg. In 
the year 1 581, this little town and diſtrict were united with the Vurtemberg 
territories, 

The diſtrict conſiſts of three pariſhes ; viz. Little-Sachſenbeim, Middle. 
Zimmern and the greateſt part of Serſteim. 

57. K-pfigheim, a parochial-village, ſituate not far from Great-Bettwar, 
cloſe by the river Neckar. This place contains a juſticiary of its own and 
produces excellent wine. It formerly depended as a fief on the earldom of 
Vaybingen, and deſcended from the family of Eberſperg to that of Spet, 
who on that account took their title from Kopfigherm. Lewis Spet dying in 
the year 1550 without male heirs, Duke Chri/tepher of Nurtemberg ſhewed 
an inclination for ſeizing the ficf ; but by agreement it went to his relation 
Hans Lewis Spet, whole ſon fold the whole village, together with the caſtle, 
in the year 1587, to Duke Lewis for 53,000 florins. 

53. The town and diſtrict of Ludwigsburg, containing 

Ludwigsburg, the ſecond ducal ſeat and third principal town, which lies 
not far from the fort of AMperg, betwixt Stuttgardt and Bietigbeim. To- 
wards the beginning of the preſent century, in this place were no more 
than two farms, named Erlach and Fuchſhof, which belonged to the con- 
vent of Bebenhauſen. In 1704, Duke Eberhard Lewis built him a hunting- 


ſeat here and called it ig:burg. To this he afterwards added a ſtately 


building, which was compleated in the year 1733. In it are two chapels, 
one conſecrated, in 1727, for Roman Catholics, the other, built in 1748, 
for Lutherans. The picture-gallery here is very fine. In the pleaſant 
garden too, which ſtands oppoſite to the old caſtle, is a building called 
Favorita. Near the caſtle houſes have been gradually built, ſo as at length 
to form a handſome town, which lies higher than the caſtle and is the gee” 
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of a ſpecial ſuperintendency. In the manufactory here is made a good cloth, 
as alſo damaſk linen and marbled paper. In the years 1727 and 1730, the 
principal ducal colleges were removed hither from Suttgard?, but in 1733, 
on the deceaſe of Duke Eberhard Lewis remanded them back again to 
that place. Ludwigsburg is the uſual ſummer reſidence of the ducal court. 

The diſtrict of Ludwigsburg conſiſts of nine pariſhes in the following 
laces ; viz. 

N Aldingen, a market-town, which devolved as a vacant fief to the ducal 
houſe in the year 1747. 

Geyſzingen and Heuting ſheim, two little market-towns. 

Hobenec, a village, having the privilege of a particular repreſentative at 
the provincial Diet. Its wine excellent. 

Egloſheim, Kornweſtheim, Neckar-Beybingen, which is a noble place; 
Neckar-Weybingen, Ofweyl and Pflugelfden. 

II. The ducal lands under the management of the chamber of finances, 
which are the proper eſtates of the reigning duke, and muſt not be con- 
founded with the demeſnes. Theſe are as follows; viz. 

Gomaringen, a pariſh, not far from the boundaries of the territory belong- 
ing to the town of Reutlingen. - 

Marſchalken- Zimmern, a parochial-village and caſtle, ſituate not far from 
Dornhan, and formerly a fief of the lords of Lupfen. 

Winnenthal, a caſtle lying not far from Weinsberg. 

Stetten in Kamſthal, within the circle of the diſtrict of Schorndorf, a pa- 
rochial village and caſtle formerly belonging to the family of Yberg, who 
ſold it, in the year 1443, to Count Ulrich of Wurtemberg. In 1508, this 
village was bequeathed to the family of Thumbs of Neuburg, who ceded it 
in 1645 ; but, in the year 1664, one half of it devolved to the duke of 
Wurtemberg, and the other in 1666, Duke Eberhard Lewis made a preſent 
of to his conſort. This place produces excellent wine, the beſt kind of 
which is from its colour called Brodwaſſer, or water which has had a toaſt 
in it. 

Hehen Karpfen, an old caſtle with a large eſtate belonging to it within 
the diſtrict of Tultlingen, and, in the year 1444, purchaſed by the counts 
of Wurtemberg. 

Gochſheim, anciently Goſzpolzheim, Goſzbiſheim, or Goſzbotzheim, a ſmall 
town, ſituate on the river Craich, with a ducal palace in it. Formerly this 
place belonged to the counts of Eberſtein, who held it originally as a fief 
of the Elector- palatine, but afterwards Duke Ulrich of Wurtemberg having, 
in the war with the Palatinate, in the year 1504, made himſelf maſter 
thereof, held it in the ſame manner of the ducal houſe of Wuxtemberg. The 
male iſſue of that houſe failing in the year 1660, the lord-paramount 
granted the little town and other fiefs to Maria Eleonora, widow of the laſt 
Count Caſimir, who was alſo born counteſs of Saarbrucken, and to her 


daughter 
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daughter Albertina Sophia Eſther, the latter of whom married to Duke 
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Frederick Auguſtus of Wurtemberg-Neuſftadt ; on whoſe deceaſe, which fol- 


lowed in the year 1729, the fief fell to the reigning houſe, and in 1736 
was alſo reckoned among the demeſnes. The little town and caſtle here 
were laid in aſhes by the French in the year 1689, and in 1738 the former 
was again conſumed by fire. 

Freudenthal, a manor, formerly belonging to the diſtrict of Beſgbeim 
of which Duke Ulrich, in the year 1504, during the war with the Palati- 
nate, made himſelf maſter. Afterwards it paſſed through ſeveral hands, 
and devolving at length to the counteſs of Vurden, came by agreement to 
the ducal houſe in the year 1732. f 

Wendlingen, a mean little town and ſeat ſtanding on the little river of 
Lauter, which below it falls into the Neckar. The family of Werdnau 
ſold it in the year 1545 to Duke Ulrich for 29,000 florins. 

Kongen, an opulent parochial village, ſeated on the other fide of the river 
Nectar, over which in this neighbourhood lies a ſtone bridge. This place anci- 
ently belonged to the counts of Habenberg, and in 1336 was purchaſed by the 
counts of Aichelberg, from whom it deſcended by inheritance to the Thumbs 
of Neuburg ; and in 1666 one half of it was purchaſed by the ducal houſe 
of Wurtemberg, and in 1739 alſo the other. 

Neidlingen, a parochial-village, containing a ſeat lying beyond K:rchbeim 
and Meilbeim, and formerly united to the earldom of Aicbelberg. That 


part of it poſſeſſed by the family of Freyberg devolved to the ducal houſe of 


Wurtemberg in the year 1596. It was afterwards parcelled into ſeveral fiefs, 
and at length, on the deceaſe of its owner Conrad Widerholds, was taken 
as a fief and reckoned among the lands under the chamber of finances. To 
it belong the courts of Kandeck and Ochſwangen. 

Brenz, a market-town, fituate on the river Brenz, not far from the boun- 
daries of the Palatinate of Neuburg and once a Roman ſtation. Since that 
it has belonged to the Guſſens of Guſſenberg, whoſe debts obliging them to 
part with it, Duke Frederick of Wurtemberg, as principal creditor, with the 
conſent of the others, aſſumed it to himſelf, and in 1613, paid off the 
debts to the full value thereof. Duke Jobn Frederick conferred this place, 
together with W'eiltingen and a penſion of 15,000 florins, on his brother 
Julius Frederick; but the Weiltingen line failing in the year 1705, and 
Brenz eſcheating by compact to the reigning family, Duke Eberhard 
Lewis annexed it to the demeſnes. | 

Weiltingen, a market-town, with a ſeat in it, on the Vernitz, not far 
from Dinkel5bubl, and originally belonging to the counts of Octingen, 
who, in the year 1360, fold it to one of the name of Seckendorf ; and his 
deſcendants, in 1542, again diſpoſed of it to the lords of Knoringen. Wolf 
William of Knoringen transferred it as a fief to Duke Frederick of Wurtem- 
berg, who had advanced him money, and on the ſudden deceaſe of his 
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debtor, in the year 1616, aſſumed it to himſelf; on which, together with 
Brenz, it became an appennage of Wanfred duke of Warns whoſe 
male line failing in 1705, both places again eſcheated to the reigning houſe, 

Lieben/lein, a caſtle fituate betwixt Lauffen and Great-Bottwar, and, to- 


gether with the villages of Kaltenweſten and Ottmarſheim, fold and exchanged, 


in the years 1673 and 1678, by the Liebenſtein family to the ducal houſe. 

Stambein, a parochial-village, ſituate betwixt S!zuttgard? and Aſperg, being 
an ancient fief belonging to Vurtemberg, which, together with Zazen- 
bauſen, was purchaſed in the year 1737 from the Schertels of Burtenbach by 
the houſe of Wurtemberg. 

The lordſhip of Sternect, ſituate betwixt the manors of Dornſtetten and 
Dornhan, belonged, as a fief of Wurtemberg, firft to the family of Bran- 
dect, afterwards to that of Ow, and laſtly to the counts of Athembs, who, 
in the year 1749, ceded it to the ducal houſe in exchange for the village of 


Hirrlingen in the county of Hehenberg. The caſtle of S!erneck lies on the 


river Haimbach. To it alſo belong the villages and hamlets of Velden, 
Braitenau, Buſenweiler, Geratweiler and Trollenberg. Furnſaal has been 
already mentioned above in the diſtrict of Dornhar. A 

Ochſenberg, a ſmall town, containing a ſeat, and which, together with 
the two pariſhes of Leonbronn and Sternenfels, Zaberfeld and Michelbach, lie 
about the little river Zaber in the diſtrict of Brackenheim; and were pur- 
chaſed of the family of Sternfels for three millions of florins. 

Obſ. The lordſhips of Welzheim and Juſtingen are alſo lands ſubject to 
the chamber of finances, but the former of theſe belongs to the Circle of 
Franconia, and the latter has both a feat and vote in the circle of Swabia. 


HI. The convents and manors belonging thereto; which before the Refor- 
mation were under the direction of the prelates of thoſe convents. 


1. The convent of Maulbrom lies near the ſource of the Salzbachs; which 
formerly gave name to the country of Salagau. This convent was founded, 
in the year 1137, at Ekweiler; but, in 1148, removed to the preſent 
place. The Electors-palatine have always been its patrons and defenders; 
but, in the year 1504, during the palatinate war, Duke Ulrich of Wurtem- 
berg made himſelf maſter thereof, and alſo of the villages im its juriſdiction. 
In the year 1557, the firſt Lutheran abbot was appointed over it. At 
preſent it is the feat of one of the two upper conventual ſchools, in which 
twenty alumni, ſent from the convent of Denkendorf, are further improved 
by two profeſſors under the inſpection of the abbot, who is always gencral- 
ſuperintendant, with eleven ſpecial ones under him. In the year 1 564, 2 
theological conference was ſet on foot here betwixt the divines of the 
Palatinate and Wurtemberg. | 

The conventual diſtrict is of great extent, as containing in it twenty-four 
Lutheran and four Proteſtant pariſhes, The former of theſe are 
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1. The pariſhes of Durmenz, or Durmunz, and Mublacker, whoſe 
miniſters are alſo ſpecial ſuperintendants of the dioceſe of Upper-Maulbronn. 

2. Flacht, Great-Glatbach, Illingen, Iptingen, Lommerſheim, Oeſchelbronn 
and Koſzwwaag, famous for its wine; Weiſſach, Wiernſheim, Wimbſheim and 
I/urmberg, are pariſhes of the upper dioceſe of Maulbronn. 

3. Knitlingen, a {mall town in which the ſpecial ſuperintendant of the 
lower dioceſe of Maulbronn reſides. This place belonged formerly to the 
family of Bretheim ; but, in the year 1504, was, together with the convent 
of Maulbronn, ſeized by Duke Ulrich. In 1632, being ſurprized by the 
Imperialits, it was plundered with the ſlaughter of above 4000 perſons. In 
the year 1692, it was laid in aſhes by the French, and, in 1734, pillaged. 

4. Dieffenbach, Freudenſtein, Gundelbach, Kieſelbronn, Lienzingen, Oel- 
bronn, Octiſbeim, Ruith, Schutzingen, Under-Oewifheim, in which is pro- 
duced a rich red wine, and Zaſerſweyber, are pariſhes belonging to the 
lower dioceſe of Maulbronn. The ſeat of Elfingen, not far from Ruith, 
is alſo noted for the excellency of its wine. | 

5. The four Proteſtant pariſhes are, 1. Durmenz, Schonenberg and Cor- 
res; 2. Great and Little-Villars; 3. Pinache and Serres; 4. Lucern and 
Barenthal. 

2. The conventual manor of Blaubeuren. Of the convent an account is to 
be found above under the article of the town of Blaubeuren. The conventual 
manor here includes fix pariſhes ; which are Lautern, Machtolſheim, Rothe- 
nacker, Seiſabeim, or Seiſſen, and Weiler. Betwixt Seiſebeim and Sontheim is a 
ſpacious and very humid cavern, with a variety of figures in it in dropſtone. 

3. The convent of Anhauſen lies on the Brenz and has always been 
annexed to the lordſhip of Heydenheim. It was founded in the year 
1125 at Langen-naw, near Ulm, but afterwards removed to the preſent 
place. Ever ſince the year 1558, it has had a Lutheran abbot. Within 
the conventual manor are four pariſhes ; viz. Dettingen and Heuchlingen, 
though the latter lies y in the manor of Heydenbeim, Guſſenſtadt and 
Mccklingen, in which ſome lordſhips lying without the dutchy have a ſhare. 

4. The convent of Herbrechtingen, alſo called Herwartingen and Herber- 
tingen, lies near the Brenz and was founded in the twelfth century. The 
village of this name belonged to the Swabian dukes of Hobenftauffen. The 
Emperor Frederick I. having thoroughly repaired the convent, ſettled a body 
of Auguſtine Monks in it. Since the extinction of the dukes of Stwabia, it 
has always been looked upon as an appennage to the lordſhip of Heydenheim, 
and ever ſince the year 1555, its abbots have been Lutherans. The con- 
ventual manor here conſiſts of the pariſhes of Hurben and Eſelſburg. | 

5. The convent of Konigsbronn was founded, in the year 1302, by 
King Albert at the village of Springe, which now is no longer known by 
that name. In the year 1448, the counts of Helfenſtein ſold this convent, 
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which was of the Ciſtercian order, to Ulrich, count of Wurtemburg, as a 
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dependeney of the lordſhip of Heydenbeim, together with which it was again 
ceded to Duke Ulrich in 1504. In the year 1521 it was mortgaged by 
the Emperor Charles V. to the city of Ulm, and in 1536 redeemed. James 
Schropp was the firſt Lutheran abbot of it, who lived in the year 1557, 
Near this convent are very conſiderable iron-works. The conventual manor 
contains the pariſhes of Degenfeld, Upper-Kochen, Sebnſlatten, Steinbeim am 
Albuch, and Zang. 

6. The convent of Adelberg, lying betwixt Schorndorf and Goppingen, in 

a woody country, was founded in 1178, and at firſt called Magelberg. It 

conſiſted of a monaſtery of both ſexes, but the nuns were afterwards te- 

moved to Lauffen. It appears, that the counts of Wurtemberg, on the ex- 

tinction of the dukes of Swabia became poſſeſſed of this convent, together 

with the caſtle and lordſhip of Malibauſen. In 1525, it was entirely de- 

moliſhed by the rebellious peaſants. In 1565 it obtained its firſt Lutheran 

abbot, who is alſo a general-ſuperintendant, with ten ſpecial ones under 

him. The conventual diſtri here contains fix pariſhes, namely, Adellerg- 

and Hund/holz, Kirchen-Kirnberg, Lothenberg, Upper-Walden, Steinenberg, 
Zell and Altbach. "YN 

7. The convent of Denkendorf ſtands on a ſmall eminence on the little 
river of Kerſch, which in the territory of the Imperial city of Egſlingen runs 
into the Neckar. This convent was founded about the year 1120 or 1124, 
and probably by Count Berthold of Wurtemberg. Ever ſince the year 1 560 
the abbot hereof has been Lutheran, and is alſo a general ſuperintendant 
with eight ſpecial ſuperintendants as ſuffragans. Since the year 1713 the lower 
conventual academy, formerly at Hirſau, has been ſettled here; in which 
twenty alumni, after a courſe of inſtruction under two profeſſors, are re- 
moved to the upper convent of Maulbronn. On the other fide of the little 
river of Kerſch lies a village of the ſame name. 

8. The convent of Bebenbauſen lies in the diſtri called Schonbuck, about 
one hour's diſtance from Tubingen, and was founded by Rudolph I. Pfalzgrave 
of Tubingen. Ever ſince the year 1 560 the abbots here have been Lurle- 
rans, and at the ſame time general-ſuperintendants, with nine ſpecial ones 
under them. Here is alſo one of the two higher conventual academies of 
the country with twenty alumni ſent hither from the lower convent of Blau- 
beuren, who are fitted under two profeſſors for the Tubingen ſeminary. The 
conventual manor here contains the nine following pariſhes, viz. 

I. Lufinau, in which is a ſpecial ſuperintendency. 

2. Altdorf, Hagenloch, Jeſingen, Immenhauſen, Ofterdingen, Poltringen 
and Keuſten, as alſo Under-Oefchelbronn, a hamlet in Schonbuch. 

9. The convent of Hirſau lies on the Nagold, being the moſt ancient in 
all this dutchy having been founded in the year 830 by a count of Calu. 
The firft Lutheran abbot hereof, by name Henry Weickerſreuter was in 
1558 appointed co-adjutor to the laſt Catholic abbot. In the year _ 
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the convent having been laid in aſhes by the French, its academy was re- 
moved to Denkendorf. The conventual manor here includes the pariſhes of 
Friolſleim, Schafhauſen, and Stanbeim. i 

The priory of Reichenbach on the Murr, which has been incorporated 
with this convent, contains a purveyor who receives and accounts for the 
revenues thereof. To this priory belongs the pariſh of Schwartzenberg. 

10. The convent of S. Gorgen, or Jorgen, lies in the Schwarzwalde on the 
river Brigach in a country which has for ſome ages paſt been here called 
the Baar. It was founded about the year 1080. In 1567 it firſt received 
a Lutheran abbot. In 1634 it was ruined for the laſt time, having never 
ſince been rebuilt. Near it is a village in which the duke of Wurtemberg's 
ſteward lives, and to the conventual manor belongs the pariſh of Munch- 
weiler. 

Obſ. About half a mile weſt of this convent lies one of the ſources of 
che Danube, called the Briege or Brigach. 

11. The convent of Lorch, or Lieben Frauen Berg, ſtands on a mountain 
in the Rems beyond Schorndorf towards Gmund, and takes its name from the 
village of Lorch, in Latin Laureacum, which lies below it, and formerly 
belonged to the lords of Hobenſtauſfen. Frederick duke of Swabia and his. 
ſpoule Agnes joined in the foundation of it, and together with ſeveral other 
members of the Hohen/tauffen family have their tombs here. On its diſ- 
ſolution the aduocatia, or patronage, with the juriſdiction thereof eſcheated: 
to the houſe of Wurtemberg. The firſt Lutheran abbot here was ſettled in 
1563. In this conventual diſtrict are the pariſhes of A/dorf, belonging to 
the barons Von Holz, Frickenbofen and Taferotb. 

12. The convent of Al{pirſpach lies in the Black-foreſt, on the river Kin- 
218, being in 1095, and fince ſucceſſively under the adminiſtration of the 
dukes of Teck and the dukes of Urſz/ingen, and laſtly under that of the 
counts of Wurtemberg. In 1563 it obtained its firſt Lutheran abbot. In 
the conventual diſtrict here are eleven pariſhes, namely Garſzlingen, which 
is Catholic; Hapfau, Lombach, Nordweil in the Breiſgau, which is alſo 
Catholic; Upper-Yflingen, Peterſzell, Keinbardſau, Rothenberg, Schomberg, 
Wittendorf and Witterſhauſen. At Alpirſpach is alſo a mill, where cobalt 
is prepared into ſmalt; and at Kong/tera in the Reinerzuau is a ſilver 
mine-work. 

13. The convent of Herrenalb lies on the river Alb, not far from the 
borders of the marggravate of Baaden. This convent was founded in the- 
year 1148 by Count Berthold of Eberſtein. In 1338 Count Ulrich of Wur- 
temberg became adminiſtrator of it. In 1555. the firſt Lutheran abbot was. 
appointed over it, To this convent belong 

1. The conventual diſtrict here, together with the pariſh. of Lofenau,, 
which lies in it. 

2. The diſtrict of Derdingen, on the borders of the Palatinate, contain-

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ponts. Merklingen is a market-town. The other pariſhes belonging to this

IV. Places out of the dutchy, in which the houſe of Wurtemberg enjoys 
certain privileges or incomes, or which are fiefs of that dutchy. 


1. The county of Lowenſtein, ſituate betwixt the dutchy of Wurtemberg 
and the county of Hohenlohe, and beſt exhibited in profeſſor Haſe's map of 
the Circle of Swabia. The ancient counts of Lowen/tein were deſcended 
from the counts of Calw. The laſt of this line was Count Lewis, who fold 
the county for 14000 florins to the Elector-palatine Frederick the Viftorious, 
whoſe ſon Lewis, by Clara of Tettingen, on the deceaſe of his father, in- 
ſtead of the lordſhips bequeathed to him obtained from the Elector Philip 
the county of Lowenſlein. The Emperor Maximilian I. in the year 1494, 
promoted this Lewrs to the rank of an Imperial count; and he is the 
founder of the preſent Princes and Counts of Loawerftein-wertherm. In his 
time duke Ulrich of Wurtemberg, during the Palatinate war, made himſelf 
alſo maſter of this county of Lowen/tein : And though in 1510 it was re- 
turned on the mediation of ſeveral Electors and Princes, yet was it on con- 
dition that he ſhould hold it as a dependent fief. 

The arms of the county are a lion gules. It is divided betwixt the 
Princes and Counts of the houſe of Lowenſtein-wertbeim. 

I. To the line of the counts belong 

1. The little town and manor of Lowenſtein. 

2. The manor of Sulzbach. 

3. The Prince's line poſſeſſes | 

1. The manor of Ab/tadt or Wildeck, in which is the caſtle of /:/d:c} 
and the market-town of Ab/tade. 

2. In the Imperial cities of E/z/ingen, Giengen, Heilbronn, Pfullendorf, 
Kentlingen, Kothweil, Spire and Weail; Hingerloch, belonging to Hoben- 
zollern ; in Langenau, belonging to Ulm; and in Weſtheim a dependency of 
Hall; as alſo in Raſengarten and the Wurtemberg convents of Denkendorf, 
Blaubeuren, Herbrechtingen, Alpirſpach, S. Georgen, Lichtenſtern, Konigsbronn, 
Maulbronn, Hirſau, Bebenbauſen, Anbauſen, and Murbard they have their 
ſtewards. In the Imperial town of Schwabiſcb Gmund is a Wurtemberg eſcort- 
trooper; and in Statzingen, a place in the barony of Rackenitz, a bailiff. 
3. Laſtly, to this place belong the pariſhes of Bibergfeld, Durnau, 
Golzhauſen, Great-Aſpach, Hochdorf, Bey Enzweybingen; Mublbauſen on 
the Enz, which is famous for a red wine; Oppenweiler, Pflumern, and 
Weiler in the Weinbergers thal. /

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Of the MARGGRAVATE of 
B A AD E N in general. 


8.1. OF the marggravates of Baaden and Hochberg a very accurate map 

has been jointly drawn by Jabn Morell and Daniel Beuch, and 
publiſhed by Blaeww, Fanſſon, Waesberge, Schenk and Valk; which map 
Jobn Ulrich Moller reduced to a ſmaller ſcale. 

F. 2. The marggravate of Baaden lies on the eaſtern fide of the Rhine ; 
and is properly that tract of land betwixt the Pfinz and Schwarzbach, and 
watered by the little rivers of 4/6, Pfedderbach, Murg, Saubach and Sulz- 
bach, all of which empty themſelves into the Rhine. The northern part 
of this country, which lies betwixt the rivers Pfinz and Alb is called the 
lower marggravate, or from the capital Durlach the marggravate of Baaden- 
Durlach, but all the-reſt the upper marggravate ; or from Baaden the capi- 
tal the marquiſate of Baaden-Baaden; but to theſe marggraves belong alſo 
ether lands, which ſhall be mentioned in the ſequel. The whole marg- 
gravate is a good country, abounding with corn, hemp, flax, bees-wax, 
and woods. 

$. 3. The Marggraves of Baaden are deſcended from Herman II. fon to 
Duke Berthold I. of Zabringen, on whom was conferred the country of Hoch- 
berg. His ſon Herman I. being ſaid to have taken upon him the original 
title and arms of a Marggrave of Baaden, that marggravate being the por- 
tion ot his ſpouſe Judith; it is a common but miſtaken notion that the title 
of Hochberg was prior to that of Baaden. The Marggrave Herman III. who 
died in the year 1190, left behind him Herman IV. and Henry. Of theſe 
the latter founded the Hochberg line, which in the 14th century was divided 
into thoſe of Hochberg and Sauſen; but the Baaden line-commenced in the 
former. In the year 1503, the Marggrave Chriſtopher of Baaden reunited 
the two lines: But in his ſons Bernard and Erneſt commenced two other, 
which ſtill continue, wiz. that of Baaden-Baaden and that of Baaden- 
Durlach. The right of primogenitareſhip has long fince been introduced 
in both, and religiouſly obſerved.. 

$. 4. The title of each of theſe lines is, Marggrave of Baaden and Hochberg, 
Landgrave of Sauſenberg, Count Spenbeim and Eberſtein, lord of Roteln, . 
Baaden Weiler, Labr and Mablberg ; but the houſe of Bauden-Baaden adds 


to it the diſtricts of Ortenau and Kebl. The arms for the margravate of 


Baaden are party per bend: ruby in a field topaz; for Sanſenberg, a hon 
rampant ruby, crowned topaz in a field pearl; for Sponbeim, cheguee ruby 
and pearl, ſaphire and topaz ; for Eberſtein, a boar. (Eber) diamond or, a

pearl; for the landgravate of Briſgau, a crowned lion ruby in a field pear] 
for Roteln, a lion paſſant ruby in a field ruby, and two feſſes waved pear! 
in a field azure ; for Baaden-Weiler, ruby, party per pale, topaz, with three 
chevrons diamond; for Labr, pearl per feſſe ruby; ſor Mablberg, a crowned 
lion diamond in a field topaz. D | * 

$. 5. A compact relative to their precedence at the Diet was entered into 
in the year 1576, betwixt theſe marggraves and the dukes of Murtemberg 
and Pomerania, and the landgraves of Heſſe. Theſe have three votes in 
the college of Princes. In the year 1397, they obtained from the Empergr 
Winceſlaus, that their ſervants, ſubjects and vaſſals ſhould not be liable, for 
civil cauſes, to be ſued in any court except the Aulic ; and this privilege 
was, in the year 1442, confirmed by the Emperor Frederick III.

$.6. The upper marggravate of Baaden terminates weſtward, on the 
Rhine, and a ſmall part of it lies on the weſt fide of that river. North-welt 
it is bounded by the lower marggravate of Baaden-Durlach ; eaſtward by 
the dutchy of Wurtemberg and the county of Eber/tein ; ſouthward by the 
Ortenau, and particularly by Oberkirch and Oppenau, two manors belonging 
to the biſhopric of Straſzburg, the diſtrict of Ortenau and the manor d 
Lichtenau, belonging to the Principality of Heſe-Darmſtadt. The lordſhip af 
Mabiberg, which alſo belongs to this family, lies ſomewhat higher up the 
Rhine betwixt the Ortenau and the Briſgau. . | 
$. 7. The deſcent of the houſe of Baaden-Baaden, from the Marggrat 
Bernard has been ſhewn above. It was this Prince who introduced Lu 
theraniſm into the marggravate. Of his two ſons, Philibert and Ci. 
fopher III. the former died in the year 1639, and his ſon Philip being in 
his minority placed under the tutelage of the Duke of Bavaria, this Prince 
took advantage of it to ſuppreſs the Reformation in theſe parts. Thc 
Marggrave Philip died ſo early as the year 1588, and the dominions de- 
volved to Edward, ſon of the. beforenamed Chri/topher III. who became: 
convert to popery. During his abſence in 1595, Erneft Frederick, May: 
grave of Durlach, poſſeſſed himſelf of the whole country ; and it was tht 
year 1629 before the Marggrave Frederick reſtored it to William ſon d 
Edward, who alſo this ſame year acquired the lordſhip of Mablberg. H. 
ſon Ferdinand Maximilian, in 1660, added alſo the county of Eber/tein to ! 
as a vacant fief: and his ſon Lewis William diſtinguiſhed himſelf by Þ 
military reputation, The Marggrave Bernhard Lewis William George, , 
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to the latter by his marriage with Maria Anna, a daughter of Adam 
Francis Charles Prince of Schwarzenberg, brought to his famil y the lord- 
ſhips in Bohemia, deſcribed in vol. iv. p. 88, go, 92, 94. 

F. 8. Baaden-Baaden in the college of Princes has one vote, but in ſeat 
ranks with the other alternative Princes according to the ten uſual clauſes, 
though always with precedence to Baaden-Durlach and Baaden-Hechberg. 
In the Circle of Swabia, by virtue of the upper marggravate, it has a vote 
among the temporal Princes. The Marggraves of Baaden-Baaden and 
Baaden-Durlach are alſo the chiefs of the ſecond quarter of the Circle of 
Swabia. For this upper marggravate the Prince in the matricula ef the 
Empire is aſſeſſed at twelve horſemen and twenty foot, or two hundred and 
ſixty-four florins; and to the chamber of Vetzlar pays one hundred and 
ſeventy-four florins, forty-four and a half rix-dollars. 

$. 9. The principal colleges and offices of this Prince are the privy- 
council, the court of juſtice and treaſury, His annual income, according 
to Keyſzler, is 400, ooo florins. 

$. 10. The countries belonging to this principality are, 

1. The upper marggravate of Baaden, which conſiſts of the following 
towns and diſtricts, vi. | 

1. The united towns and diſtricts of Raffatt, In it 

Raſtadt or Raſtatt, the reſidence of the Prince, and lying in a fine plain 
called Ra/tadtheath near the river Murg, which, a little below it, falls into 
the Rhine. The Marggrave Lewis William cauſed it to be built with regu- 
larity and elegance; and had alſo begun a very ſuperb palace here which 
he intended for his reſidence, but did not live to finiſh it. Before thoſe 
improvements this place was but a village. In the year 1714 a peace was 
concluded here betwixt the Emperor and France. 

Favorita, a ſeat ſtanding about one hour's diſtance from Raftad?t, and 
built by the Marggrave Lewis William's widow. 

Kuppenheim, a little town ſeated on the river Murg. 

2. The town and diſtrict of Baaden. In it 

Baaden, the capital of the upper marggravate, lies on the Oelbach 
amidſt vineyards. Its name is derived from its celebrated hot-baths. In the 
year 1688, this place was laid in aſhes by the French, at which time the 
Prince's palace was alſo greatly damaged. 

Lichtenthal, in Latin Lucida Vallis, a nunnery of Ciftercians, anciently 
the place of interrment to the Marggraves. 

3. The town and diſtrict of Ettlingen, which is a ſmall place ſituate on 
the river A. In it is 

Daxlanden, a large village ſeated on the Rhine, the laſt place, to the 
north, of the upper marggravate. | 

4. The diſtrict of Steinbach, which takes its name from 

Steinbach, a little town.

Buhel, a market-town. 

Affenthall, a village, the neighbourhood of which produces a very good 
wine. 

Greſchaetier, a ſeat and village. 

6. The little town and diſtrict of Szollboffen, together with Schwarzach. 
In it 

Stollheffen, a little town lying not far from the Rhine. At the beginning 
of the war for the Spaniſh ſucceſſion, a line was thrown up from thence 
eaſtward to the Black-foreſt and up the Rhine towards Philipſburg, which 
the French attacking in 1703, were repulſed with great ſlaughter. 

Schwarzach, an abbey of Benedictines, ſituate betwixt Srollboſfen and 
Lichtenau. To this abbey belongs a manor containing in it eleven villages 
beſides the market-town of Schwarzach. The ſovereign thereof is the 
Prince of Baaden. 

7. The town and diſtrict of Beinbeim on the weſt fide of the Rhine, 
fituate in Lower- Alſace, and containing a 

Beinbeim, a little town which formerly belonged to the lords of Flec 
tenſtein. 

3 a village; and Rechwag, an inn. 

II. The diſtrict of Kehl. In it 

Kebl, a village ſeated oppoſite to the city of Strasburg, and one half of 
it belonging to a religious foundation in Strasburg for the ſupport of the 
ſtructure of the grand cathedral there ; but the management of it is lodged 
in the magiſtracy. Of the other half one quarter belongs to Baaden-Baa- 
den, and the other to the lords of Bocke/. Within its juriſdiction ſtands 
the ruinated 

Imperial fortreſs of Kehl, which was built on the following occaſion. 
Formerly, when Strasburg was an Imperial city, its bridge was defended 
by forts on both ſides the river. In the year 1678, the French laid ſiege to 
that on this ſide the Rhine, and which from the village of Keh] was called 
Fort Kebl. Having taken it by ſtorm, they razed it. Hereupon the village 
of Kebl was removed, and a fort built at the conflux of the Kinzig into the 
Rhine which is ſtill called eb. At the peace of Reyſwick, in the year 
1697, this fort being ceded to the Emperor and the Empire, it was de- 
clared an Imperial fortreſs. But the ground belonging to it the Em- 
peror conferred as a fief on the houſe of Baaden-Baaden, reſerving ſtill the 
right of placing a garriſon in it to the Empire. In the year 1733 it was 
taken by the French. On the firſt of October 1754, on account of its ruin- 
ous condition, the Circle of Swabia withdrew a body of troops which were 
quartered there, on which the Marggrave of Baaden-Baaden cauſed the 
garriſon to be replaced by his circular contingency ; and referred to the Em- 
pire what meaſures it would take with regard to the right of garriſon- 
ing, which had been reſerved to it, III, The

III. The diſtrict of Stauffenberg in the Ortenau, ſituate betwixt the towns 
of Oberkirch and Gengenbach. 

IV. The lordſhip of Mablberg, the ſituation of which is deſcribed above 
(F. 6.) and which formerly belonged to the lords of Gerolzeck. On the 
death of Henry, the laſt of the lords of the line of Labr, in the year 1426 
it devolved to his heireſs Adelberda, ſpouſe to Count John of Mors and Saar- 
werden : On the failure of this branch the lordſhip, as being the portion of 
Katherine heireſs of Saarwerden deſcended to Jobn Lewis count of Naſſar, 
and in 1629 came by agreement to the houſe of Baaden-Baaden. In it are 
the following places, viz. 

Mablberg, a little town and ſeat containing a convent of Capuchins. 

Kippenheim, a conſiderable market-town : Together with 

The large villages of Kppenhetm weiler, Sulz, Heiligenzell, Oberweier, 
Frieſenheim, Upper-Schopfen, Schutterzell, Dundenheim, Ichenheim, Ottenheim, 
Kurzel, and Wagenſtatt. 

Obſ. Excluſive of the lordſhips in Bohemia of which mention has been 
made above (F. 7.) this family alſo poſſeſſes the manors of Ortenau, and 
Rodalben in the lordſhip of Graffenſtein, as alſo the lordſhip of Rodemachern 


in the dutchy of Luxemburg, with a conſiderable part of the county of Spon- * 


beim, deſcribed in vol. iv. and the lordſhip of Eber/tein, which occurs in its 
order in the Circle of Swabia. | 


Of the Max GGRAvE of BaaDen-DURLACH and 


his Territories. 


F. 11. The lower marggravate of Baaden terminates to the weſt on the 
river Rhine; ſouthward on the upper marggravate of Baaden, the convent 
of Frauenalb and the dukedom of Wurtemberg ; eaſtward on the ſame duke- 
dom, and northward on the biſhoprick of Spire. The marggravate of 
Hochberg lies in and along the Briſgau. The upper marggravate of Dur- 
lach, as it is called, which conſiſts of the three lordſhips of Roteln, Sauſen- 
berg and Baadenweiler, lies betwixt the Rhine, the Briſgau, and the four 
foreſt-towns towards Baſel. 

F. 12. The preſent houſe of Baaden-Durlach is deſcended as above- 
mentioned from Marggrave Erneſt, who embraced the Proteſtant religion, 
and whoſe ſon Charles II. completely ſettled it in his dominions ; and alſo 
removed the reſidentiary ſeat from Pforzbeim to Durlach, and there built 
the palace of Karlsburg. Frederick V. his grandſon by his ſon George Fre- 
derick, was by his fourth wife Anne Maria, daughter to James the laſt 
lord of Hohen-Gerolzeck and Sulz, appointed heit to all her eſtates, which 
conſiſted principally in the allodial lands of Hoken-Gerolzeck, and a large 
claim on the counts of Naſſau. His ſon Frederick VI. in the year 1664, 
Ff 2 obtained 
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obtained from the Emperor the title of Muſtrious. His fon Frederick the 
Great rebuilt Durlach and the caſtle of Karliburg, both which had been 
ravaged and deſtroyed by the French ; and liberally encouraged the refugees 
of that nation who fled into his country. He was ſucceeded by his fon 
Charles William, who undertook the rebuilding of a new reſidentiary city 
called Karlſ-ube, i. e. Charles's Reft ; and on the 17th of June 1715, on 
occaſion of laying the foundation-ſtone for the palace, inſtituted the order of 
Fidelity. As he was ſucceeded by his fon Frederick, ſo was the latter alſo 
by his ſon Charles Frederick. 

F. 13. The Marggrave of Baaden-Durlach enjoys two votes in the col. 
lege of Princes. 9/2. one for the lower marggravate of Baaden, the other 
for the marggravate of Hochberg; and votes next to Baaden-Baaden, 
Among the Princes in the diet of the Circle of Swabia, theſe countries like- 
wiſe entitle him to two votes. His aſſeſſment in the matricula of the Em- 
pire formerly amounted to twenty horſe and fiſty- three foot, or four hun- 
dred and fifty-two florins ; but in the year 1683 it was reduced to three 
hundred and two. To the chamber of Metzlar he pays one hundred and 
feventy-four rix-dollars forty-four kruitzers and a half. 2 

$. 14. The great colleges here hold their ſeſſions at Narlirube, and theſe 
from the privy- council, the court of juſtice, the ecclefraftical council, the 
matrimonial-court, the chamber of accounts, and the treaſury. 

$. 15. The reigning family and the country in general profeſs Luther- 
aniſm ; but with toleration of Proteſtants, Catholics and Jews at Kariſrate: 
The former have alſo their meetings at Walſch-Neureuth and Friderich/- 
thal. The whole country of Baaden-Darlach contains in it one hundred and 
twenty pariſhes, which are under the inſpection of the ſeven ſuperinten- 
dants of Pforzheim, Durlach, Karlſruhe, Emmendingen, Mulbeim, Lorracb 
and Schopfen. The general ſuperintendency here has been ſuppreſſed. 

$. 16. In Keyſzler's travels the revenue of the Prince is computed at 
400,000 florins. 

$. 17. His territories are, 

I. The lower Margeravate of Baapen, containing 

1. The upper diſtrict of Karifrube, being one continued plain without 
either hill or eminence, and every where ſandy, for which reaſon it is alſo 
called the Hart. It produces nevertheleſs corn, hemp, flax, turneps, peaſe 
and other vegetables; and the villages along the Rhine abound in hay and 
breed great numbers of cattle, befides which they enjoy the conveniency of 
good fiſheries in the Rhine. The Hartwald lies in the middle of the di- 
ſtrict betwixt the rivers Pfinz and Alb, and reaches from Graben to Mubl- 
burg, which is four hours in length. To this upper diſtrict belongs Kari 
rube, a regular built town in the Hartwalde, and owing its origin in the 
year 1715 to the Marggrave Charles, who choſe it for his refidence. The 
tower of the main building of the palace here commands a view not only ;” 
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ail the main ſtreets of the town, but alſo of ewenty-five viſta's, ſome of which 
are planted in order to heighten the beauty of the proſpect, and others 
cut through the Hortwald. In it is a ſpecial ſuperintendency and a gynna- 
illyftre, which was firſt founded in the year 1583 at Durlach as a com- 
mon ſchool; but in 1596 raiſed to a gymnaſium illuſtre. In this grmnaſium 
are eight maſters, the four firſt of whom are ſtiled profeſſors. Excluſive 
too of the court and the churches in the town belonging to the Lutherans, 
the Proteſtants and Catholics have each of them theirs, and the Jews alſo a 
ſynagogue. | 
: A ſmall diſtance out of the town lies Gattfau, formerly a Benedictine mo- 
naſtery, but now parcelled into lodgings for the officers of the court. 
Mublburg, a little town ſeated on the tb, receiving its charter from 
the Marggrave Frederick. The Prince's palace here was deſtroyed by the 
French. 
The parochial villages of Knielingen, with a ruined caſtle. 
Eckenftein and Schrock on the Rhine, over which the latter has a ſettled 


ferry. 
Lass and Hoechſtatten, both ſeated on the Rhine, as alſo Deut ſcb- 
Neureuth, | 

Staffort, a village containing a church and an old ruinated caſtle, in which 
in the year 1599, to gratify the Proteſtants, the lber Stafforten/is was com- 
poſed under the protection of the Marggrave Ernft Frederick. 

The parochial villages of Spock and Graben, both lying on the Pinz. In 
the laſt is a ruinated caſtle. | 

The parochial village of Lidelſbeim ſeated on the old Rhine, which is an 
arm of that river; with Ruſſabeim on the Rhine. 

The Proteſtant parochial villages of Friderich/thal and Walſch-Neureuth. 
Roth, a parochial village lying on the other {ide of the Rhine, about one 
hour's diſtance from Landau. One halt of this place belongs to the Marg- 
grave of Baaden-Durlach and the other to the Elector Palatine. 

2. The upper diſtrict of Durlach, being a very fruitful country and pro- 
ducing not only an exuberance of corn, hemp and flax, but alſo good 
wine, particularly near Gretzingen and Sellingen, the wine of Durlach be- 
ing inferior to theſe. In it is | 

Durlach, the capital of the principality and once the reſidence of the 
Prince, lying on the river Pfnz. In this town once was a palace called Kari 
burg, with a ſpecial ſuperintendency and a grammar-ſchool. In the year 1689 
this place was laid in aſhes by the French. Half an hour's diſtance from the 
town, betwixt it and Rindberm, is a very large decoy for wild-fowl. 

The parochial villages of Rindheim, Hagsfeld and Blankenloch. About 
half an hour from the latter ſtands Seebof, the manfion-houſe of a fine 
cſtate belonging to the Prince, with moſt beautiful meadows near it for the 
uſe of his ſtables there. 
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Gretzingen, a parochial village ſeated on the Pfinz, and much reſorted 
to for the Prince's delightful palace and gardens there. 

The parochial villages of Berghauſen, or Barkbauſen, in which is alſo a 
any 4 1 g ſeat belonging to the Marggraves, and Sellingen, both lying 
on the Pfinz. 

Walfertfweier and Rippurg ; in the laſt of which is an old caſtle. 

Munzeſheim, a parochial village containing a ſeat, is a fief of the Marg- 
graves held by the barons of Munzeſheim. T1 18 

Hohenwettersbach, formerly Durrenwettersbach, a rich farm. 

3. The upper diſtrict of Pforzhbeim. In it 

Pforzheim, a town ſeated on the Entz, which at this place receives the 
Nagold and Wurm. Pforzheim was formerly the reſidence of the youngeſt 
branch of the Marggraves. In it is a ſpecial ſuperintendency, a grammar- 
ſchool, and an orphan-houſe, and in the year 1689 it was deſtroyed by the 
French. 

The parochial villages of Bauſchlott, Brotzingen, Dietlingen, Durn, El. 
mendingen, Eutingen, Eyſzingen, Huchenfeld and Meiſſenſtein; together with 
Iſpringen, Langenalt, and Niefern, hamlets. 

4. The diſtrict of Stein and Langenſteinbach. In it 

Stein, a market-town and ſeat. 

The parochial villages of Konigsbach, Upper and Under-Woſzingen, Not- 
tingen, Iterſpach, Remchingen, containing a ſeat; and Gobrichen. 

Langen/teinbach, a market-town, with a ſeat in it and warm-baths. 

II. The Maggravate of HocuzterG or HacnseRs, forms an upper-am!, 
or Prefecturate of itſelf, and is divided into four quarters; viz. 

1. The Emmendingen quarter, to which belongs 

Hochberg, a very ancient caſtle. 

Emmendingen, a little town ſituate on the E/z, and where in the year 1 590 
a fruitleſs conference was ſet on foot betwixt the Catholic and Lutheran di- 
vines. In this town is a ſpecial ſuperintendency, and its neighbourhood 
produces excellent wine. 

The parochial villages of Ottoſchwanden, or Ottenſchwangen, bach, 
Sexau, Langen-Denzlingen, Vorjtatten or Vorenſtetten, and Gundelfingen. 

Sulzburg, a little town lying betwixt Heiterſbeim and 1 and 
noted for a very good red wine. Near it are the villages of Ballrechten and 
Dettingen, which alſo belong to this quarter. 

2. The Malterdingen quarter comprehends the parochial villages of Mal- 
terdingen, Kondringen, Mundingen and Broggingen. 

3. The Eichſlatten quarter contains in it the parochial villages of Eich- 
fletten, Bozingen, Nymburg, Balingen and Theningen. 

4. The Weifweiler quarter, in which are the 8 of Wetſweil 
on the Rhine, Konigſchaf bauſen and Leiſelbeim, or Liſſelen, Biſchoffngen, 
Bickenſchl, ringen and Brechthal, A 

l III. The 
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III. The upper Marggravate of DurLacn, as it is called, produces the 
beſt wine in this country, which is therefore diſtinguiſhed by the name of 


avate-wine, and properly conſiſts of the three following lordſhips, viz. 

1. The lordſhip of Roteln, formerly having. lords of its own who bore 
the title thereof; and on the extinction of theſe it eſcheated to the Marg- 
graves of Hochberg. In conjunction with the lordſhip of Sauſenberg it makes 
one government, and conſiſts of thirteen vagteys, or bailiwicks, v7z. 

1. The bailiwick of Thumbringen, on a hill, in which is the ruinated 
caſtle of Roteln, and at the foot of it lies the village of Thumbringen. 

2. The bailiwick of Lorrach, containing 

Lorracb, a little town, in which is a ſpecial ſuperintendency and a gram- 
mar- chool. 

Crenzach, a parochial village lying above Bail near the Rhine. 

3. The bailiwick of Riminken. 

4. The bailiwicks and pariſhes of Wollbach and Weil. 

5. The bailiwick of Haltingen, in which is 

Haltingen, a parochial village. 

Fridlingen, a caſtle ſeated on the Rhine, near which in 1702 a ſharp en- 
counter happened betwixt the Inperialiſis and the French. 

6. The bailiwick and pariſh of Eymeldingen. 

7. The bailiwick of Kirchen and Reidbach. 

8. The bailiwick of Schopfen, in which is Scbepfbeim, or Schopfen, a 
ſmall town ſeated on the river of Viſen, and containing a ſpecial ſuperin- 
tendency. | 
9. The bailiwicks and pariſhes of Wertenau, Stein and Tegernau. 

2. The landgravate of Sauſenberg, which, as before obſerved, in con- 
junction with the lordſhip of Reteln makes one government, and con- 
liſts of eight bailiwicks ; but the caſtle of that name is demoliſhed. The 
bailiwicks in it are, | 

1. The bailiwick and pariſh of Tannenkircb. 

2. The bailiwick of Blan/ingen ; to which belongs 

Candern, a market-town, containing iron-works. 

3. The bailiwick of Upper-Eckenhe:m, in which are the parochial villages 
of Upper and Lower-Ectenbeim. 

4. The bailiwick of Welmlingen. 

5. The bailiwick and pariſhes of Holzen, Feldberg and Vogelbacb. 

6. The bailiwick and pariſh of Auggen. 

7. The famous inn of Kalte Herberg. 

3. The lordſhip of Badenweiler, 2 belonging to the counts of 
Freyburg, but transferred by Count Fehr in the year 1444 to the Marggrave 
Rudolph of Hochberg. This lordſhip forms a diſtinct government, to which 
belong nine bailiwicks, viz. 


1. The bailiwick of Badenweiler, containing 
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Badenweiler, a caſtle ſeated on a mountain, and deriving its name from 
a warm bath near it. Subject to this caſtle are

The COUNTRY belonging to the PRINCE of 
HOAHENZOLLER VV. 


F. 1. T HE country of Hehenzellern is principally ſurroufided by the 
dutchy of Wurtemberg, by the lower county of Hohenberg be- 
longing to Auſtria, the lordſhips of Haigerloch and Trochtelfingen in the 
territories of Furſtenberg, and the county of Sigmaringen. Weſtward it ter- 
minates on the upper county of Hohenberg belonging to Aultria ; and eaſt- 
ward on ſome towns and diſtricts belonging to the ſame province; as alſo 
on thoſe of Wurtemberg, Furſtenberg and Truchſeſs. The lordſhip of Hai. 
gerloch is environed by the county of Hohenzollern, the dutchy of Wurten- 
berg and the county of Hobenberg belonging to Auſtria. Theſe countries 
are all of tolerable fertility and watered by the Danube, which runs through 
the county of Sigmaringen, where it receives the little river of Lauchart; 
as alſo by the rivers Eyach and Starzell, which fall into the Neckar. 
$. 2. Paſling over the-obſcurities of the origin of the very ancient family 
of Hobenzollern, we ſhall only obſerve that in the ſecond half of the twelfth 
century, in which Count Conrad (for in all appearance he was the firſt Burg- 
grave) obtained the burggravate of Nurnburg, it was divided into two 
branches, of which the Burggrave branch attained to the Electorate of Bram 
denburg and the crown of Pruſſia; but the Hokenzollern branch continued 
in the country of Zollern. Count Charles, who died in 1 576, is the founder ct 


the preſent united houſe of Zollern; and on the 24th of January 1575, 1 


Sigmaringen, made a formal incorporation of the Zollern territories. From 
his ſon Frederick IV. is deſcended the Hobenzollern- Hethingen family, and 
from his ſon Charles II. that of Hohenzollern- Sigmaringen, which till ſut- 
fiſts. Jobn George of the Hechingen line was in the year 1623 promoted by 
the Emperor to the rank of Prince, in behalf of himſelf and the * 
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firſt· born of the family: and on the 3oth of June 1653, his fon Frederick 
was introduced into the council of Princes. Prince Frederick William in the 
year 1692 obtained from the Emperor Leopold the title of Prince to all the 
younger brothers of his houſe, which in 1750 became extinct, and the 
ſovereignty of the country devolved to Prince Foſeph William Francis, fon to 
Count Hermann Frederick, and brother to that Prince. The Sigmaringen 
line has been ſhewn above to be derived from Count Charles II. who died 
in the year 1606. His ſon John, in 1623, was created a Prince of the Em- 
pire, and his ſon Prince Meinard I. left two ſons behind him whoſe virtues 
and accompliſhments did honour to their high birth, viz. Maximilian, 
who continued the reigning line, and Francis Antony, from whom is de- 
ſcended the collateral line of Haigerlocb. 

$. 3. The before-mentioned Princes Eitel Frederick of the Hechingen 
and Meinard I. of the Sigmaringen line, by the Emperor's permiſſion, en- 
tered into an agreement that the title of Prince ſhould be confined to the 
firſt-born reigning lords of their houſe; and that the other children ſhould 
be only counts, although as is ſhewn above, Prince Frederick William in 
the year 1692 obtained a grant from the Emperor, by which the title of 
Prince was extended to all the younger children of his houſe ; notwithſtand- 
ing which all the fiſters of the reigning Prince of Hohenzollern, Hechingen 
excepted, are ſtiled counteſſes. | 

F. 4. The Princes of Hzbenzollern are hereditary chamberlains of the 
holy Roman Empire, which office by virtue of the agreement made by 
Count Charles in the year 1575 (F. 2.) is always to belong to the firſt-born 
of the family, who receives the inveſtiture of it from the Elector of Bran- 
denburg ; but may make over his right to any other of his family. By virtue 
of the compact and the incorporation of the inheritance made at Nurn- 
berg in the years 1692 and 1695 with the Elector of Brandenburg, they 
{tile themſelves Burggraves of Nurnberg, as the Electoral houſe of Bran- 
denburg inſerts Hobenzollern among its titles. The county of Hobenzollern, 
together with all its rega/za, privileges and appurtenances, is an abſolutely 
free and independent property; and the ſame is aſſerted by the Princes of 
Hohenzollern with reſpe& to the county of Sigmaringen, in oppoſition to the 
houſe of Auſtria, which has long aimed at the ſovereignty thereof; and 
actually diſpoſes of the counties of Voringen and the lordſhip of Haigerloch 
as fiefs. Of the Emperor and Empire the Princes hold only the criminal 
juriſdiction and an impoſt for the office of the Schultheiſſen (a kind of judge) 
in the Imperial town of Reutlingen. Both lines of this family are Roman 
Catholics. 

d. 5. The titles of the reigning Princes of both lines runs thus, vis. 
Prince of Hohenzollern, Burggrave of Nurnberg, Count of Sigmaringen and 
Voringen, Lord of Haigerloch and Wohrſtein, and Hereditary Chamberlain 
of the Holy Roman Empire. The arms for Zollern, are quarterly, diamond 
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and pearl. For Sigmaringen, a ſtag or, on a hill emerald, in a field pearl; 
and for the office of hereditary chamberlain, a faltire of two ſceptres. 

F. 6. In the college of Princes Hobenzollern has but one vote, which is 
given by the reigning Prince of Hobenzollern-Hechingen, and betwixt the 
votes of Aremberg and Lobkowitz, In the Diet of the Circle of Swabia, 
each reigning Prince has a vote. The aſſeſſment in the matricula of the 
Empire for Hechingen and Haigerloch is fix horſe and twenty foot, or one 
hundred and fifty-two florins, namely, ninety-five for Hechingen, and fifty-ſeven 
for Haigerlach; Moringen and Sigmaringen are rated at one hundred and 
thirty-eight florins; but Mobringen being a dependency of Auſtria, and 
Sigmaringen claimed alſo by the archducal houſe thereof, this article does 
not take place. To the chamber of Wetzlar, Hohenzaollern-Hechingen pays 
forty-three rix-dollars twenty-five and a half kruitzers; and Habenzollern 
Haigerloch and Hohenzollern-Sigmaringen the like ſum ; excluſive of certain 
articles in the ma!ricula concerning the lands of Werdenberg and Tengennellen- 
burg, but theſe are are of no effec. | 

F. 7. Each reigning Prince has a council and treaſury. The yearly in- 
come of the Prince of Hobenxollern Hechingen is computed at 30,000 florins, 
and that of Hobenzollern Sigmaringen does not exceed this ſum.

1. The county of Sigmaringen, which on the extinction of the counts of 
Werdenberg eſcheated to the empire, and was conferred by the Emperor 
Charles V. on the houſe of Hohenzollern, for which reaſon the houſe of 
Auſtria claims the ſovereignty of it. To it belongs 

Sigmaringen, the Prince's refidence, which lies on the Danube. 

The parochial villages of Sigmaringen, Krauchenwiſen, Hauſen and Lan- 
en- Enſlingen. 

Hob/tall, a nunnery of Dominicans. 

Laitz and Gornheim, nunneries of Franciſcans. 

Inzbofen, an Auguſtine nunnery. 

Bingen, a village, the greateſt part of which belongs to the houſe of 
Hornſtein, but the houſe of Heohenzollern-Sigmaringen enjoys the criminal 
and foreſt juriſdiction, and likewiſe the ſovereignty of the roads. 

Obſ. The preſent ſtate of the county of Voringen or Yeringen, has been 
briefly exhibited in vol. iv. in the territories belonging to the houſe of Au- 
Aria in Swabia. The Princes of Hobenzollern bear it in their title. But the 
line of Hohenzollern-Sigmaringen enjoys as fiefs under Auſtria the parochial- 
villages of Veringen, lying near the town of that name; together with Ben- 
zingen and Harthauſen auf der Scheer. 

2. The lordſhips of Haigerloch and Wihrſtein, conſtituting an per-amt, 
or government. Theſe anciently belonged to the counts of Hohenberg, from 
whom they devolved to the houſe of Auſtria, which towards the cloſe of 
the 15th century exchanged it with that of Hohenzo/lern for the lordſhip of 
Ratunx. To it belong

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The PRINCELY ABBEY of 
JV 


H. 1. 9 | HE free ſecular foundation in the Imperial city of Lindau on the 
Beaenſee, or lake of Coſtanz, is an immediate foundation of the 

Empire, the abbeſs whereof is a Princeſs, and ever fince the time of the 
Emperor Frederick III. tiles herſelf fo. In the Imperial Diet ſhe holds 
the firſt ſeat, Among the abbeſſes on the Swabian bench of prelates, and 
in the Diet of the Circle of Swabia, ſhe enjoys at preſent both ſeat and voice 
cn the ſecular bench of Princes betwixt Hobenzollern Sigmaringen and 
G g 2 Buchau, 
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Buchau ; though alternately with the latter, by virtue of an agreement 
entered into in the year 1697, to that purpoſe. But both in his own name 
and that of the bench of prelates, the precedence of this abbey is diſputed in 
the Diet of the circle and other public aflemblies by the abbot of Salman. 
feoeil, This oppoſition, however, is no leſs ſtrenuouſly oppoſed by the 
abbeſs. The afſeſſment of the abbey, in the matricula of the Empire, was 
formerly five foot or twenty florins; but, in the year 1682, an abatement 
was made of thirteen florins, inſomuch that it is now reduced to ſeven. To 
the chamber at Wetzlar it is rated at fifty rixdollars, fixty-four kruitzers. 

$. 2. The origin of this abbey is not preciſely known, nor has it yet 
been made to appear, that in the ninth century there was, on an iſland in 
the lake of Ca/fanz, on which now ſtands the town and abbey of Lindau, 
any convent of that name. The opinion of Conringius, which is eſpouſed 
by others, carries much more probability with it; v/z. that the abbey here, 
towards the beginning of the tenth century, was removed to the ifland from 
the convent of Waſſerburg, and for the greater ſecurity thereof built con- 
tiguous to the town of Lindau. About the beginning of the. ſeventeenth 
century, the abbey fignified that it could produce a charter from the Em- 
peror Lewis, bearing date in the year 866, and containing a grant from 
Adelberg, count of Rorhbach, of the whole country of Lindau, with the 
Emperor's confirmation of the ſaid grant to the abbey, together with the 
dignity of Prince. But many learned writers, both Catholics and Proteſt- 
ants, have demonſtrated the falfity of this inſtrument. 

$. 3. Inſtead of a diſtrict, this abbey has only ſome diſtin farms, moſt 
of which are ſubject to the juriſditien of the Imperial town of Linda; 
neither can it lay any impoſt on its own vaſſals, they being in that reſpe& 
ſubject to other lordſhips. It has, however, ſeveral houſes and eſtates be- 
longing to it in the Imperial town of Lindau which pay rent to the abbey, 


as lying on its grounds. Every abbeſs alſo has a privilege, on her acceſſion 


to her government of the abbey, of releaſing the firſt malefactor that 
is capitally condemned within the juriſdiction of the city. On the other 
hand, the abbeſſes are to be free of the town, and the council ma 
cauſe the alarm-bell to be rung in the ſteeple of the abbey. The houſe of 
Auſtria is patron of this abbey, in token of which it preſents its admini- 
ſtrator or juſticiary every year with a certain quantity of wine inſtead of 
protection- money; and the wine itſelf is called protection-wine. In the 


year 1728, both the abbey and town of Lindau ſuffered greatly by fire.

C. 1 HE abbey of Buchau, in the Imperial town of that name, is ſaid 

to have bs founded towards the beginning of the tenth century 
by a lady named Adelinda. The abbeſs hereof, who has the ſame liberty of 
marrying as the Capitularians, or Canoneſſes, is a Princeſs, and ſtyled ſuch, 
of the holy Roman Empire, as alſo abbeſs of the Imperial, princely and 
ſecular free abbey of Buchau and Straſzberg, and the Capitularians muſt all 
be either daughters of counts or barons. In the Diet the abbeſs fits and 
votes on the bench of the prelates of the Rhine betwixt the abbeſſes of Ehen 


and Hervorden, and likewiſe on the bench of the counts and lords of 


Swwabia, on account of the lordſhip of Straſzberg ; and in the Diet of the 
circle of Swabia, on the bench of Lay-princes betwixt Lindau and Thengen; 
but in the ſubſcription of the reſolutions of the circle of 1616, ſhe ſtands. 
among the prelates after Salmanſweil; and it is on this that Salmanſwerl 
grounds its oppoſition to the precedency of Buchau, as is already ſhewn un- 
der the article of Lindau. In the matricula of the Empire this abbey is 
aſſeſſed at two horſemen and fix foot, or forty-eight florins ; and to the 
chamber at Wetzlar it pays forty-eight rixdollars fifty-four kruitzers. 

$. 2. In the yeat 1376, this abbey was taken by the Emperor Charles IV. 
under the particular patronage and protection of the Empire, with an im- 
munity from all delegated power; and the biſhop of Cana, with the pre- 
late of Kempten, are Imperial commiſſioners, or adminiſtrators of the reve- 
nues thereof. 

$. 3. To the abbey belong 

1. The lordſhip of Straſzberg, which lies betwixt the dutchy of Wurten- 
berg, the upper-county of Hobenberg appertaining to Auſtria, as alſo the 
county of Voringen. This lordſhip has been the property of the abbey for 
many centuries, but, in the year 1345, was conferred as a fief on the 
family of Reiſchach, and, in 1429, on Hans Schwallern and his heirs. In 
the year 1508, it was conferred on the family of Honburg, and, in 1533, 
on that of Meſterſtetten. George Diterich of Weſterftetten dying in the year 
1622 without male- iſſue, the fief returned to the abbey, which ever ſince 
that time has retained it in its own hands; and on this account had a long 
diſpute with the Imperial nobility of the quarter of the Hegau, Algau, and 
about the lake of Canæ, concerning the collections which the nobleſſe would 
have committed to their fidelity; but the abbey has ever levied them itſelf 
and paid them into the cheſt of the circle. This lordſhip is ſubject to 
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the adminiſtration of a high-ſteward, or prefect, appointed by the abbey, 
and contains | 

Straſzberg, a ſmall town and caſtle ſituate on the Schmich. 

The villages of Frobnſterten and Kayſeringen, together with the glaf. 
manufactory. 

In the 3 of the Sulgau and Mengen, though belonging to Auſtria, it 

ſſeſſes the advowſon of the rr beſides certain rights and caſualties, 
For which it maintains a bailiff in each of thoſe places. It preſents alſo to 
the pariſhes of Durnau, Ertingen, Kanzach, Bitzueiler, Mietingen, Brau- 
nenweiler, Uigendorf, Ogelſpeyren, Renhardſchweiler and Morbach; all which 
lie in the neighbourhood of Buchau. 


The PRINCELY-CoUNTY of

F. 1. LES in the Hegau, betwixt the landgravate of Baar, belonging to 
the Prince of Furſtenberg, Blumenfeld, a manor of the Teutonic 
order, and the Swiſs canton of Schaffhauſen. This lordſhip the Em- 
peror Charles V. purchaſed for himſelf in the name of his brother the Arch- 
duke Ferdinand, inthe year 1542, of Chri/topher Count of Thengen, for 8310 
florins; and it was annexed to the landgravate of Nellenburg: but the 
Emperor Ferdinand III. transferred it to the younger branch of the line 
of Pancrace of the noble family of Aversberg, or Aursberg, under the title 
of an immediate Imperial princely county. Jon Weichard, firſt Prince of 
Aursberg, was, in the year 1654, admitted into the college of Princes; 
and, in 1665, by virtue of Thengen, into the bench of Lay-princes in the 
Diet of the circle of Swabia; and in the Imperial matricula ſubſcribed to 
an aſſeſſment of ſeventy-ſix florins ; but the family failing in their payment 
of the ſubſidies of the circle, in the year 1698 were deprived of their vote; 
upon which it came to a compromiſe, and Aursberg promiſed to pay yearly 
to the circle 1500 florins. Its contingency to the chamber of Vetelar is 
fifty-ſix rixdollars. The title of the reigning Prince is Duke of Munſter- 
berg and Frankenſtein, princely count of Thengen and Mitterburg, high 
hereditary-marſhal and hereditary-treaſurer in the dutchy of Carinthia and 
the marquiſate of Mind. 
$. 2. The princely-county of Thengen is under the direction of a Prefect, 
or lord-lieutenant, of the Prince's nomination, and contains in it 
Thengen, a {mall town, having no ſeat.

Of the family of the Prince and Landgrave of 


FURSTENBERG, and his territories in general. 


$. 1. TJ? E houſe of Furſtenberg is one of the moſt ancient and confider- 

able in all Swabia, being derived from Egeno, count of Urach, who 
fourithed in the thirteenth century. Count Frederick of Furſtenberg, who 
made great additions to the territories of his family and lived in the ſix- 
teenth century, left two ſons, the counts Chr:flopber and Joachim, wha 
gave riſe to two ſeparate lines; viz. Count Chri/topher to that of Kinzinger- 
thal, which, excluſive of ſomething conſiderable in the Baar, obtained the 
Kinzingerthal, Blomberg, and ſome other lordſhips in the Schrrarzwalde. 
Chriſtopher II. his grandion, by his ſon Count Albert, leſt two ſons, who 
were founders of two other particular lines. In Count Fatiſau II. com- 
menced that of Maſtircb, which failed in the year 1744; and in Count Fre- 
derick Rudolph the Stubling line, which is ſtill exiſting. 92 II. ſon to 
the above- mentioned Count Frederick, was founder of the Heiligenberg 
line, which was continued by his fon Frederick, and in the perſons of his 
ſons Egon and Lewis, was again divided into the lines of Heiligenberg and 
Doneſching. The latter ſoon failed, but the former, in the year 1664, be- 
came a Prince of the Empire; though, in 1716, on the extinction of 
the male deſcendants thereof, their lands and the dignity of Prince devolved 
to the above-mentioned Moskirch and Stubling. 

$. 2. Thus all the Furſtenberg eſtates eſcheated to the line of Furſtenberg- 
Stubling. The title of Prince is now only borne by the ſovereign and his 
preſumptive heir. The title of the reigning Prince runs thus; vig. Prince 
of the holy Roman Empire, as alſo of Fur/tenberg, Landgrave of Baar and 
Stublingen, count of Heiligenberg and Werdenberg, baron of Gundelfingen, 
lord of Hauſen in the Kinzinger tbal, Meskirch, Hobenboven, JWildenſtein, 
Jungnau, Trochtelfingen, Waldsberg, Weytra, &c. The children and ſiſters 
ſtyle themſelves Landgraves of Fur/tenberg, the Baar and Stublingen. 
Their coat of arms are a ſhield topaz with a border nebuted pearls and ſa- 
phire. In the center lies the Fur/tenberg eagle, topaz, with the beak and 
claws ſaphire; on its breaſt is a ſhield quarterly. In the firſt and fourth 
quarters, in a field ruby, is a three pointed gonfalon, or banner, decorated 
pearl, for Werdenberg ; and in the ſecond and third quarters, in a field pearl 
for Heiligenberg, a bend diamond. 

9. 3. The above-mentioned title of the Prince ſhews the territories be- 
longing to the houſe of Furſtenberg; and the lordſhip of Meytra excepted, 
which lies in the Lower-Auftria, they are all in the circle of Swabia, and thus 
the Prince is entitled to fix votes in the Diet of the circle; viz. two * 
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the Princes for Heiligenberg and Stublingen and four among the counts and 
barons as lord of Moskirch, Baar, Hauſen in the Kinzingerthal and Gundel. 
fingen. In the Imperial Diet he poſſeſſes one vote in the college of Princes, 
into which he was introduced about the year 1667, together with Eaf. 
Frieſland; as alſo another vote in the college of the counts of Swabia for 
Heiligenberg and Werdenberg. 

$. 4. The aſſeſſment in the matricula of the Empire for the landgravate 
of Baar and the Kinzingerthal, is fix horſemen and thirty foot, or one 
hundred and ninety-two florins. For one half of the manors of Werden- 
berg, namely, Heiligenberg, Jungnau and Trochtelfingen, four horſemen and 
twenty-two foot and a half, or one hundred and thirty-eight florins. For 
Gundelfingen, two horſemen and two foot, or thirty-two florins. For Stub. 
lingen, eighteen florins thirty kruitzers. For Engen, ſeventy florins, and 
for Moskirch thirty. To the chamber at Wetzlar, the houſe of Furften- 
berg is rated, for the Verdenberg eſtate, at ſeventy-three ruthlers eighty- ſeyen 
kruitzers. For Baar, at ninety- three ruthlers thirty kruitzers. For Helfen- 
ſlein-Meiſenſteig, that is for Miidenſtein, at five ruthlers thirty- ſix kruitzers and 
a half. For Gundelfingen, at twenty-ſeven ruthlers thirteen kruitzers. For 
Zimmern, or Moskirch, at twenty ruthlers, twenty-five kruitzers and a quar- 
ter; and for Lupfen, or Stublingen, at ſeventy-one ruthlers one kruitzer. 

. 5. The Princes of Furſtenberg enjoy the protection and criminal 
juriſdiction over the abbey of Salmanſweil, by a voluntary ceſſion of 
the abbey. 

. 1 proceed to give an account of the territories of the Prince 
of Furſtenberg in the order of their ſeat and vote in the circle of Suabia, 
which are as follows; vis. 


The princely county of Heiligenberg, together with the lordſhips 
of Jungnau and Trochtelfingen. 


Theſe countries are called the eſtate of Yerdenberg, having formerly be- 
longed to the counts thereof, who becoming extin& in the year 1 530, 
their lands fell to Count Frederick of Furſtenberg, by means of Anne, 
daughter to Count Chriſtopher of Werdenberg and rr army to whom 
he was married in the ſixteenth century, and after him to his ſon Jeactin, 
founder of the Heiligenberg line, which is ſo called from this part of the 
inheritance. 

The county of Heiligenberg is bounded, to the eaſt, by that of Konizſect, 
the abbey of Weingarten and the bailiwick of Altorf and Ravensburg 
ſouthward, by the territory of Coſtanz and Salmanſweil ; to the weſt, it bor- 
ders on the juriſdiction of Uberling and Peterſhaus, and, to the north, ter- 
minates on the Imperial town of Pfullendorf, the county of Sigmaringen — 

I other 
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other leſſer territories. It had anciently counts of its own, on the failure of 
whom it fell to the counts of Werdenberg, and from them to thoſe of Fur- 
flenberg. In it is one of the moſt ancient Imperial diſtricts in Stabia, 
which is called that of Schackebuch, and is wholly included in the boun- 
daries of the county. This county is at preſent a preſecturate, and con 
ins in it 

Hciligenberg, a caſtle ſeated on a high rock, and deriving its name from 
the relicks of a certain faint who lies buried there. 

The villages of I/menſee, Efrungen, Zuſtorf, Denkingen, Great-Stadelbof, 
Korbach, Koggenbeuren, Winglingen, Siggingen, Frickingen and Stein, with 
ſeveral hamlets and ſeats. 

The lordſhip of Fungnar lies betwixt the counties of Sigmaringen and Vo- 
ringen, and the territories of Auſtria on the river Lauchert, conſtituting a 
prefecturate or ſuperior diftrit, and containing in it the market-town of 
Jungnau with the village of Enneringen and the hamlet of Hochberg. 

The lordſhip of Trochteſfingen lies betwixt the dutchy of Wurtemberg, che 
princely county of Hobenzollern and the abbey of Z uifalten, and alſo con- 
ſtitutes a prefecturate containing in it 7 

Trochtelfingen, a ſmall town, ſituate on the Schmerche in the A.

Of the Princes and Counts of OETTIN GEN, and 
their territories in general. 


F. 1. R. CNO PF has drawn a map of the county of Oettingen, 
which was engraved by Homann's heirs in the year 1744, and is 
the eighty-fourth map in the Atlas of Germany. 
$. 2. This county borders, to the north, on the principality of Anſpach 
and the Imperial town of Dinkelsbubl ; to the eaſt, on the dutchy of Pfalz- 
Neuburg; to the ſouth, is bounded by the fame and the lordſhips of Eglingen 
and Heydenbeim, and, to the weſt, terminates on the . of Eheangen and 
the commandery of Kapfenburg. Its greateſt extent, from north to ſouth, is 
fix leagues, and from eaſt to weft four. Its ſouth-eaſt parts are bounded 
by the Danube, on which fide alſo the Wernitz, its principal river, takes 
its 15 near Denauwertb, being there joined by the little rivers of Sulx 
and Eger. 
9.3. 1 ſhall here furniſh the reader with a brief hiſtory of the counts of 
Oettingen, from the time of Count Orho, who lived about the beginning of 
he twelfth century. His ſon. Frederick was founder of the family. In the 


Vol. V. H h. fourteenth 
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fourteenth century, the counts of Oettingen obtained a part of Lower. 
Alſace, and from thence ſtyled themſelves Landgraves thereof ; but, in 
the year 1359, they ſold the fief which they held of the biſhop of Straſe. 
burg, to him; and the remainder of the fiets which they held of the Em- 
pire they bequeathed to the Emperor Charles IV. and to cheir vaſſals the 
family of Lichtenberg. Of the barons of Fleckenſtein they are perpetual 
paramounts, on account of eleven villages lying along the Rhine, as thall 
be ſhewn below in F. 4 Count Frederick IV. who poſſeſſed the whole 
county of Oettingen and died in the year 1429, left three ſons, who di- 
vided the county in ſuch a manner among themſelves that each obtained 
one third thereof. William reſided at Oettingen, Ulrich at Flochberg, and 


= at Wallerſtein, The two laſt ſoon became extinct, whence their 


are of courſe fell to the line of William, which was founded by his fon 
Wolfgang and Lewis the Elder his coufin. His oldeſt fon, Lewis the Younger, 
was the founder of the Oettingen-O-ttingen or Lutheran line, and the third fon, 
Frederick, of the Oettingen-Wallerftein, or Catholic line. The male-iffue of 
the former, which was firſt raiſed to the rank of Prince in the year 1674, 
and poſſeſſed one , of the country, failed in 1731; the latter, which 
poſſeſſed five twelfths of it, was founded by William the Elder, ſon to Fre- 
derick, whoſe three ſons were the founders of the three collateral-lines ; 
viz. 1. William the Younger, was founder of the Spelberg-line, of which 
line Francis Albert, with his deſcendants, was raiſed, in the year 1734, to 
the rank of Prince, and introduced the right of primogenitureſhip into his 
own family; but his ſon, Count John Aloyſius, by virtue of a decree. 
paſſed in the year 1739, by the Aulic council, and an agreement conſequent 
thereupon, obtained one third of the Oettingen-Oettingen eſtate. 2. Wolf- 
gang, founder of the Vallerſtein line, from whoſe couſin Philip, the preſent 
count of Oettingen-Wallerſflein is deſcended ; and from him, by virtue of 
the will of Albert Erneft, the laſt Prince of Oettingen, Count Antony Chari 
inherited his country, ceding it to his eldeſt fon John Frederick, to whom 
his brother, Count Philip Charles, ſucceeded both in that and alſo in the 
county of Waller/tein. 3. Erneſt the Elder, founder of the Balder line, 
which indeed in his ſon was ſubdivided into thoſe of Balder and Katzenftein; 


the former whereof failing in the year 1687, its ſhare of the county fell to 


the latter, which alſo obtained one third of the Oettingen-Oettingen eſtate. 
$. 4. In the year 1495, the counts of Oettingen entered into a family 
compact among themſelves, which was confirmed by the Emperor Maxi 
milian, and in which, among other things, it was ſtipulated, that a count 
might diſpoſe of the property and profits of his ſhare in the eſtate to an 
alien, but the ſovereignty and regalia ſhould remain in the Oettingen family, 
as alſo that they ſhould hold in common the regalia, minage, grant of fie 
juriſdiction, mintage, impoſt and Friedſcbatæ, or the treaſure o * as I 


is called, and likewiſe that the eldeſt reigning count, when my 
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reſides in any other part of the country, ſliall be inveſted with the actual 
ſovereignty of it. This family compact was renewed in the year 1522, 
and in 1663 confirmed by the Emperor Leopold but Albert Erneſt, of the 
Oettingen-Oettingen line being raiſed to the rank of Prince, the Wallerftein 
line oppoſed it ; whence aroſe long conteſts, which were at length compro- 
miſed in the year 1696, the direction of the particulars above-mentioned 
continuing as before in the eldeſt of the family, the line of the counts of 
Wallerſtein being in no caſe to interfere in any thing. On the other hand, 
this Mallerſtein line engaged that they would no more oppole the vote of 
the princely line in the Diet of the Empire, and that they would alſo give 
onal precedence to the new Prince-not only in his own perſon but even 
in ſubſcribing the decree and agreement. Further, that the family- 
compact made in 1522, ſhould undergo an alteration in ſuch reſpects as 
were inconſiſtent with the new princely dignity: and in this it was alſo ſtipu- 
lated, that no Prince or perſon of higher rank than the count of Oettingen 
ſhould be appointed tutor. This compact was confirmed in the ſame year 
by the Emperor Leopold. The barons of Fleckenftein have anciently held, as 
fiefs of the houſe of Oettingen, the eleven following villages lying in Alſace 
on the Rhine and in the neighbourhood of Fort Louis; wiz. Koppenheim, 
Forfifelden, Kaucbenbeim, Giſenbeim, Roſchwog, Seſſenbeim, Rinſbeim, Den- 
kelſheim, Stockmatt, Dalhunden and Avenbeim. 
$. 5. On the extinction of the line of Oettingen-Octtingen and the devolu- 
tion of their eſtate to the Oettingen - Mallerſtein line, this branch leaving 
part of its inheritance to Oettingen-Sprelberg, the reigning Prince of Oettingen- 
Spielberg ſtyles himſelf, Prince of Oettingen, of the holy Reman Empire, 


Sc. But the reigning count of Oettingen-Wallerſtein bears the title of reign- 


ing count of Oettingen-Oettingen and Oettingen-Wallerflein. The arms of 
Oettingen are vairy ruby and a ſhield ſaphire with a narrow St. Andrew's 
croſs pearl ſur tout. 
$. 6. According to the Imperial matricula, the whole county of Oettingen 
is aſſeſſed at eight horſe and forty-five foot, or two hundred and ſeventy-fix 
florins. With reſpect to the Imperial chamber of Wetzlar, its taxation is 
rated after the following manner; viz. Oettingen of Oettingen pays ſixty-two 
ruthlers twenty kruitzers: Oettingen-MWallerſtein, twenty-one ruthlers, 
thirty- eight kruitzers and a half: Oettingen-Katzenſ/tein and Hoben-Baldern, 
nine ruthlers, ſixty-five kruitzers : Oettingen-Sprelberg, twenty-five ruthlers, 
fifty kruitzers. | 
9.7. Neither the extin& princely line of Oettingen-Oettingen, nor the 
preſent line of Oettrngen-Sprelberg, have obtained a ſeat or vote in the 
college of Princes at the Diet of the Empire, but the collective houſe of 
Oettingen is reckoned in the college of the counts Swabia. On the other 
hand, in the year 1675, the princely line was admitted to a ſeat and vote 
after Furſtenberg-Heiligenberg on the bench of Lay-princes in the circle of 
H h 2 Swabia; 
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Sdoabia; and probably this privilege reſides at prefent in the line of Spiel- 
berg ; but the other counts of Oettingen have collectively only one vote on 
3 bench of counts and barons, and that after the commandery of Alc. 
uſen. 
$. 8. The ſubjects here are partly Reman Catholic and partly Lutherax. 
The Proteſtant conſiſtory, 288 Albert Erneſt, the laſt Lutberan Prince 
of Octtingen-Oettingen, is ſtill ruled in common by the preſent Prince of 
Oettingen and the count of Oettingen-M allerſtein. In the town of Oertingen 
is a general ſuperintendency of Lutherans, which is held alſo in common; 
and both there and at Appezhbofen, Harburg and Trochtelfingen are ſpecial 
fuperintendencies of the ſame ſeat belonging to Count Oettingen-Octtingen, 
with torty-two pariſhes under them. 
$. 9. The Prince of Oettingen has, at his refidentiary-ſeat at Oettingen, a 
chancery-office and a treaſury. The reigning count of Oettingen-Woallerſtein 
has alſo a particular council and treaſury for Oettingen-Oettingen and Oetringen- 
Wallerſtein. The reigning count of Oettingen- Katzenſtein-Baldern has like- 
wiſe a diſtin& council of regency; but all the three lines of Qettingen have 
one cuſtom-houſe and high-ſteward in common, which are both account- 
able to the chamber of regency. The Imperial tribunal at Oettingen, or 
rather that tract called the Nicſæ, has been long in the poſſeſſion of the counts 
of Oettingen, and this juriſdiction they exerciſe over all the Princes and 
States in the Nieſæ, and have even looked upon the whole as an included 
county, maintaining therein, under the title of a bailiwick, the territorial 
juriſdiction over all the States dwelling or poſſeſſed of lands in it. To pro- 
duce one inſtance, they allow no juriſdiction to the town of Nordlingen 
without its walls; but that has occaſioned ſeveral violent conteſts and er- 


penſive proceſſes. 


Of the county belonging te the princely hauſe of Oettingen in 
particular. © 


It confiſts of the following diftricts : 

I. The Upper-amt, or prefecturate of OETTINGEN, together with the 
diſtrict of Scune1pHEiM. The line of Oertingen- Spielberg, by virtue of 3 
compact made in 1739 with the line of the counts of Oerringen- M allr- 
fein, has to its former ſhare in this prefecturate, to which chiefly belongs 
one half of the town of Oettingen, added alſo the ſhare formerly belong- 
ing to the Princes of Oettingen-Oettingen. This prefeQurate conſtitutes 3 
part of what is called the Ni (in Latin the Rhiefa) of which particular 
tract of land Homann's heirs, in the year 1738, publithed a particular map, 
which makes the eighty-ſixth in the Atlas of Germany.

Oettingen, the capital of the whole county of that name and the reſi- 
dence of the princely line of Oettingen-Spielberg, lies on the Wernitz, being 
the ſeat of the princely regency and treaſury, as alſo of the Lutheran 
conſiſtory of the 7 and counts in common, of a Proteſtant ſuperin- 
tendency, to which belong fifteen pariſhes, that of Oertingen being included, 
and likewiſe of a prefecturate, with a ſociety for the improvement of arts 
and ſciences, a grammar-ſchool and an orphan-houſe, a college of Jeſuits 
and a commandery of the Teutonick order belonging to the bailiwick of 
Franken. 

Obſ. In this commandery are contained the villages of Belxbeim, together 
with Upper and Under-Reimlingen, as alſo one half of the villages of Heinſ- 
fart and Ebermeegen, with the greateſt part of the village of Zip- 

ingen ; and 
p Heinfart, a village and caſtle, one half of which belongs thereto. 

The diftrict of Schneidbeim lies on the little river of Sechta, and in the 
Sechta-grund, which takes its name from it. 

II. The prefecturate of AurxiRCH has alſo fallen to the princely- 
houſe of Oettingen-Spielberg by virtue of an agreement made with that of 
Oeltingen-Mallerſtein relative to the inheritance of Oettingen-Oettingen. 
In it is 

Aufkirch, a market- town, ſeated on the Vernitæ and containing one 
Lutheran church. This place was formerly an immediate dependency of 
the Empire. Beyond Aufkirch the Iernitz receives the little river of Sulz. 

Furnheim, a Lutheran pariſh, with other villages and hamlets. 

III. The prefecturate of MuncHsRoTH, Kos with the former, is de- 
volyed to the princely line of Spielberg. Belonging to it is 

Munchſroth, a parochial-village, in which formerly was a priory of 
Benedictines. 

The Lutheran pariſhes of Seegringen and Walxheim. Near the parochial- 
village of Malrbeim, which is ſurrounded by the territory of Balder, lies the 
ſource of the river Jaxt. 

IV. The prefecturate of DURRWANGEN is fituate on the river Sulz, 
being 2 ſurrounded by the territories of the Marggrave of Onolæ-

Laberſwind, a hamlet. 

V. The Prefecturate of SPIELBERG and SAMMENHEIM is alſo wholly 
ſurrounded by the territories belonging to the Marggrave of Onolzhach. In it 

Spielberg, a market-town and from which the princely line receives 
ts diſtinguiſhing title. 

Gnozheim, a market-town ; and Sammenbeim, a village. 
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The Princely Lanagravate of 
KLETTGAU, 07 SCHWARZENBERG, on Wegen Sulz. 


§. 1, TE E Klettgau, or Clettgow, which is alſo called Neggau and Xl. 

gau, and in Latin Pagus Latobrigicus, is a tract of land bordering, 
to the ſouth, on the river Rhine; to the eaſt and north, on the Swiſs can- 
tons of Zurich and Schaffhauſen ; to the north-weſt, on the landgravate of 
Stublingen, and, to the weſt, terminates on the four foreſt-towns. This 
diſtrict is ſome what above two leagues in length but not full two broad. 
On account of its former poſſeſſor it bears alſo the name of Sulz, and by 
ſome is even called the county of Sulz, though improperly, the counts of 
Sulz having formerly poſſeſſed only the landgravate of Klettgau, which was 


raiſed to a princely landgravate by the Emperor Leopold in the year 1694. 


The Klettgau abounds in good wine, particularly red, as alſo in corn, and 

is a fine ſporting country. Fe 
$. 2. The ancient proprietors of this country; namely, the counts of 
Sulz, take their name from Sulx, a town of Wurtemberg, ſituate on the 
Neckar, which belonged to them. So early as the year 1085, we find 
mention of one Aluig, a count of Sulz, probably the ſame by whoſe 
liberality the convent of Alpirſpach was founded. dolph, fon to Count 
Hermann, retrieved the decline in his family by marrying Urſula, daughter 
to Jobn, the laſt count of Habsburg of the Lauffenburg line, and with her 
received for portion the landgravate of Netigau and the lordſhips of Rothen- 
burg and Krenkingen. This Prince alſo, in the year 1408, entered into a 
compact with his ſtep-mother Agnes, by virtue of which were transferred to 
him and his father all the lands which ſhe inherited and poſſeſſed from her 
huſband Jen. In the year 1430, this agreement was confirmed by the 
Emperor Sigiſmund, on condition that the landgravate of Klertgau ſhould be 
held as a fief of the arch-ducal houſe of Auſtria. Alwig, fon to Rudolph, 
received for a portion with his wife Verena, daughter to Ulrich, lord of 
Brandis, the lordſhips of Vadutz, Schellenberg and Blumeneck, and his 
grand-nephew, Count Charles Lewis, obtained with his ſponſe, Doratley 
Catherine, daughter to Adolph, count of Sayn, the lordſhips of Mon#/ar and 
Mainzburg, or Manzenberg (already mentioned) but theſe lordſhips have 
ſince devolved to other houſes. In the year 1687, the male: iſſue of the 
counts of Sulz became extin& in Count John Lewis. But the Emperor Leofvld 
having declared his eldeſt daughter, Maria Anna, wife to Prince Ferdinand 
William Euſebius of Schwarzenberg capable of ſucceeding to all the lands and 
lo:d{kips, together with the other rights and privileges which belonged to her 
father, and of conveying theſe to the heirs of her body; the * of 
22 
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Klettgau deſcended to Adam Francis Charles, fon to Prince Ferdinand of 
Schwarzenberg. + 

$. 3. The full title of the reigning Prince of Schwarzenberg. will occur 
in his territories in Francona. We thall only obſerve here that from theſe 
countries in Swabra, he ſtyles himſelf Prince and landgrave of AK/e/tgan 
and count of Sulz; and alſo, by virtue of the fame, hereditary chict- 
juſtice of the holy Reman Empire at Rothwerl, and even appoints a deputy 
who is elected from among the counts or baren. This effice of chief-juſtice 
was firſt conferred by the Emperor, in the year 1360, on Count Rude/fb 
of Sulz. 

$. 4. The houſe of Schwarzenberg, however, has not been = able to 
acquire a ſeat and vote in the college of Princes, by virtue of this princely 
landgravate, being claſſed only among the Imperial counts of Swabia, though 
in the diets of the circle of Swabia, as proprietor of this landgravate, it has 
ſat among the Lay-princes ever ſince the year 1696. In the matricular aſſeſſ- 
ment of the Empire it is rated at two horſemen and nine foot, or ſixty florins, 
and to the chamber at Metalar pays thirty-ſeven ruthlers ſeventy-nine 
kruitzers. 

$. 5. In this landgravate an Imperial court was formerly uſually held at 
Rhinow auf der Halden, or at Langenſtein. But this has long ſince been 
diſontinued. # 

$. 6. To the landgravate belongs Fore 

Thungen, or Tiengen, the Prince's reſidence and the ſeat of the govern- 
ment, but ſmall, and lying on the river Wutach. This town formerly, 
together with its diſtrict, conſtituted a particular lordſhip, which de- 
ſcended from the lords of Krenkingen to the counts of Su/z. In the year 
1499, Thungen was pillaged and burnt by the Si,. 
The pariſhes of Balterfrwerl, Bubl, Degernau, Erzingen, Grieſſen, 70 
tetten, Lienbeim, Lottfletten, Upper-Lauchingen, Rheinheim, Schwerzen and 
Dettichkofen, together with the caſtle of Kienberg. 


The PRINCELY-HOUSE of 
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Of which the Carlovingian line was advanced by the Emperor Matthias to 
the dignity of Prince, in the year 1618, and the Gundaker line, in 1623, 
by the Emperor Ferdinand. The manner in which it obtained a feat and 
vote among the Lay-princes in the circle of Swabia was as follows : 
Prince Fobn Adam 2 of the Carlovingian line, having advanced to 
the circle in the year 1707, a loan of -250,000 florins without intereſt, 
was, 1n return, complimented with a vote among the Princes. On his 
deceaſe without male- iſſue in the year 1712, he left to his couſin, Prince 


1 Joſepb 
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Toſeph Winceflaus Laurence of the Gundaker or Hartmann line, the 
abovementioned, which remains yet unpaid, togetherwith the counties and 
lordſhips of Vadutz and Schellenberg, and other eſtates which he had pur- 
chaſed in the year 1699. Theſe were 1 Prince Antony Florian, 
brother to Prince Philip Eraſmus, his father, in the year 1713 he wa, 
admitted into the Imperial college of Princes; and, in the year 1719, his 
lordſhips were raiſed by the Emperor to an 33 Imperial Princi- 
pality; and, by virtue of this, his ſon, Joſeph Fo Adam, was for himſelf 
and male deſcendants admitted alſo into the Imperial college of Princes, 
This Prince dying without male-ifſue, in the year 1732, the honours and 
privileges of his line devolved to the abovementioned Prince Toſeph Win. 
ceflaus Laurence, whoſe claim to the vote of Lichtenſtein, in the college of 
Princes, was for a long time conteſted ; whereas, his _ of voting among 
the Lay-princes of the circle of Swabia, by virtue of the compact betwixt 
the circle and the generous Prince Jabn Andrew, in the year 1707, ws 
admitted without any dithculty ; nevertheleſs it has been diſputed on what 


 pretences even this vote among the Princes of the circle could be grounded: 


for no ſooner had the county and lordſhip of Yadutz and Schellenberg been 


advanced to a Nr under the title of Lichtenſtein, than the family 
made a demand of the 


capital advanced to the circle, and claimed their 
vote as Princes by virtue of the new Principality : but this the circle 
would not allow of. The family, however, by the Emperor's mediation, ſo 
far obtained its end, that the vote in the circle ſhould reſt partly on the 
reſidue of the abovementioned loan, which remains ſtill unpaid, and like- 
wiſe on the new Principality of Lichtenflein. Thus 


The PRINCIPALITY of 
LE 4 CE TU RU RF 


Conſiſts of the ancient Imperial county and lordſhip of YVadutz and Schl- 
lenberg, lying on the other fide of the lake of Caſlanx on the Rhine, betwixt 
the lordſhips of Pludenz and Feldkirch in Switzerland. In the fifteenth 
century, theſe territories deſcended from the barons of Schellenberg to the 
barons of Brandis; and from them, in the year 1507, by marriage, tothe 
counts of Sulz; but, in the year 1614. Caſpar s ed them 
tor 200,000 florins; and, in 1699, a ſecond purchaſe was made of them 
by Prince fobn Adam of Lichtenſlein. The ſubſequent part of ther 
hiſtory has been related above. Their contingency in the Imperial matr- 
eula was formerly eighteen florins ; what alterations have fince been made 
in it I know not; and to the Imperial chamber at Wetzlar this Principality 


pays cighteen ruthlers ſixty kruitzers. It forms a prefecturate, the mal 
remarkable places of which are the following, via.

The Landgravate of STUHLINGEN, belonging to 
the FURSTENBERG family. 


F. 1, T country lies on the river Vutach, which runs into the Rhine, 
and borders on the landgravate of Nettgau, the canton of Schaf- 
hauſen, the manor of Blumenfeld belonging to the — order, the county 
of Bondorf and the Briſgau, being about two German miles and a half in 
length and one and a half broad. 
$. 2. It belonged anciently to the counts of Lupfen, and, on the extinction 
of theſe counts, in the year 1532, devolved to Conrad of Pappenbeim by 
virtue of a reverſionary grant from the Emperor Maximilian II. His ſon 
Maximilian appointed his grandſon, Francis Maximilian of Furſtenberg heir 
to Stublingen, Howen and Engen. Other particulars relating to this land- 
gravate may be ſeen above in the introductory diſcourſe to the princely

houſe of Furſtenberg. 
$. 3. To the countries of Furſtenberg-Stublingen belongs, 


1. The proper landgravate of Stublingen, conſtituting a prefecturate, 
and containing in it 

Stublingen, a ſmall town, with a ſeat belonging to it lying on the river 

utach, 

Divers villages; as, namely, Arch, Eberfingen, Eckingen, Kreuchingen, 
Upper and Under-Mettingen, Michen, or Muchbeim, Schwaningen, Mit- 
zen, &c. 

Berau, a nunnery of Benedictines; and 

Rieder, the name of two Auguſtine convents ſituate near each other but 
containing numbers of different ſexes. 

2. The lordſhip of Heben, or Hæwen, called alſo Hen, together with 
Engen, which lies in the Hegau betwixt the landgravates of Baar and Nellen- 
burg and other territories, and belonged formerly to barons who received 
their title from it : but theſe failing in the year 1 570, this lordſhip, together 
with the landgravate of Stublingen, devolved to the counts of Lupfen, after- 
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wards to the Pappenbeims, and laſtly to the houſe of Furflenberg. It con- 
ſtitutes a prefecturate, to which belongs alſo the manor of Emmingen auf 
der Eck. In it is 

Hohenheben, or Hobenbeben and Hobenboven, a caſtle, ſtanding on 2 
mountain. 

Engen, a ſmall town, containing a nunnery of Dominicans. On an 
eminence near the town ſtands alſo a monaſtery of Capuchins. 

The villages of Biſendorf, Emingen, Haltingen, Honſtetttn, Schenkenburg, 
Stetten, Welſch-Engen, &c. 

3. The prefecturate of Neuſtadt, lying betwixt the Briſgau, the county of 
Bondorf and the landgravate of Baar. To it belongs 

Neu/ſtadt, a market-town, ſeated on the river Wutach, with a convent of 
Capuchins in it. 

Grunewald, a convent of Hermits, together with. 

The villages of Cappel, Lenzkirch, Seig, &c. 


The abbey of Salmanſweil, or Salmanſweiler, called. alſo Sal- 
monſweil, and in Latin Salamonis villa and Salemium, ies 
betwixt the county of Heiligenberg, the dioceſe of Coltanz 
and the Imperial tron of Ueberlingen. Iis neweſt part alſo 
extends to the Bodmer or Ueberlingen /ake. 


This abbey belongs to the order of Ciſtercians, being founded towards 
the years 1134 and 1140, by Gunther, or Guntrani, baron of Adelreuter, 
a nobleman poſleſſed of great riches, and ſtill bears the arms of that family, 
which are a ram fable in a field gules. The Emperor Conrad III. is faid to 
have rendered it immediately ſubject to the Empire in the year 1142, and 
from the Emperor Frederick I. it not only received additional privileges but 
alſo a grant of certain lands. 

The title of the abbot is, Moſt noble prelate and lord of the holy Ru- 
man Empire, and reigning abbot of the royal exempt, and confiſtorial free 
Imperial foundation and miniſter of Salem. He is uſually vicar-general of 
the Ci/tercian order in Ubper-Germany and ſuperintendant of the nunneries 
of Heggbach, Wald, Heil, the Kreuzthal, Rotbmunſter, Gutenzell, Baindt 
and Neiding. In the Diet he fits among the prelates of Swabia betwixt 
Elchingen and Weingarten ; but in the circle thereof enjoys the firſt ſeat and 
vote among the bench of prelates. In the year 1729, by virtue of a decree 
of an Imperial commiſſion from his aſſeſſment of one hundred and thirty 
florins in the matricula of the Empire, a deduction was made of fifty-tour, 
together with a decree that in all impoſts, whether of the Empire or circle, 
he was only to be rated at ſeventy-ſix florins ; and to the —_— at 

ir 
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WWetzlar his quota is one hundred and ſixty- nine ruthlers, eight kruitzers. 
Several records, bearing date in the years 1155, 1153, 1193, 1353, 1433, 
1453, 1521, &c. ſhew that the Emperors took this abbey under their imme- 
diate protection: but I alſo find the Erbrtuchſeſſe of Waldburg mentioned as 
hereditary-governors and patrons of this abbey, by virtue of the counties of 
Scheer and Friedberg, and likewiſe that the abbeys inveſted the Princes of 
Furſtenberg with the protection and criminal juriſdiction over the convent, 
and that they actually exerciſed the ſame. Furthermore IJ find, that the 
archdukes of Auſtria alſo, in the years 1458 and 1605, received the con- 
vent under their particular protection, and that it pays yearly eight tuns 
of protection- wine to the procurator's office of Swabia, though, in the year 
1434 and 1487, it was, by the Emperors Sigiſmund and Frederick rendered 
exempt from all contributions, ſervices, patronage and defence of the pro- 
curators of Swabia. The abbey is ſaid, by various occurrences to have 
loſt one third of its revenues. From its village-courts an appeal lies to its 
State-court, thence to the abbot's chief court, and from thence ill further 
to the Imperial-chamber. The moſt remarkable places in it are 

The convent of Salmanſaerl, lying on the river Ach, and faid, before 


the unhappy conflagration in the year 1697, to have been one of the fineſt. 


monaſteries in all Germany. 


Around the convent lie the villages of Luetkirch, Bermating, Pfaffen | 


befen, Mimmenhauſen and Seefelden, together with ſeveral hamlets and eats. 
At Maurach, on the lake of Ueberlingen, reſides a juſtice. 

3. The manor of Obingen, or Owingen, is environed with the diſtrict of 
the Imperial town of Ueberlingen. 

4. The prefecturate of Bachbaupten lies betwixt the counties of Scheer, 
Konigſeck, Heiligenberg and Sigmaringen, and contains in it the villages of 
Bachbaupten, Oftrach, Eeinbart and ſeveral hamlets and ſeats. 

5. The lordſhip and prefeCturate of Schemelberg lies on the river R/, 
between the territories of. Biberach and Auſtria. 

The abbey has alſo a prefecturate- office at Stockach, with a pfleg-amt, or 
ſtewartry, at Um; dependent on which is alſo the village of Under-Elchin- 
gen, not far from the abbey of that name; a pfleg-amt at Ebingen, another 
at Ueberlingen, a manor at Kirchberg, and farms at Moskirch and C:tansz. 


The ABBE V of 
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The Benedi&ine abbey of Weingarten, which belongs to the cathedral 
of Ceſtanz, ſtands in the market-town of Altorf, being alſo ſurrounded by 
the bailiwick of Altorf. In this market-town anciently ſtood a nunnery 
of Benedictines, which was founded in the eighth century by Count 2 
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bard, and endowed by his fon Count Velpbo, founder of the Guelpty, 
whote ſon Etbico reſtored this ruinated convent. But Welpho II. about the 
year 1047, removed the Nuns. from thence to the old convent- of Alt. 
munſter, lying in the Nordgau, and on the other hand ordered the Benedic- 
tine Monks to Altorf. In the year 1053, the convent here was burnt 
down, upon which Welpho tranſlated it to Martinsberg, which lies near the 
town. Welpho II. III. and IV. together with Henry III. Velpbo V. 
and VI. out of their hereditary. county of Alterf endowed it with many 
eſtates, vaſſals, villages, hamlets and tythes. The Emperor Henry III. tock 
it into the protection of himſelf and the Empire, and by Henry LV. it was 
created an immediate State thereof. The Emperor Charles IV. -in the year 
1376, not only confirmed thoſe acts of favour, but alſo with immunity 
from the impoſts and power of the procurators in Swabia, which laſt article, 
in the year 1489, was allo ratified by the Emperor Frederick. The title of 
the abbot is Moſt noble lord-prelate of the holy Reman Empire, lord of 
the reſpectable Imperial foundation and abbey of Meingarten, abbot alſo of 
Hifen, lord of the independent Imperial lordſhip of Blumenegg, Brechen- 
zell and Hagnau. In the Diet of the Empire he ſits. among the prelates 
of Swabia, as in that of the circle alſo among the prelates, and in both be- 
twixt Salmanſweil and Ochſenhauſen, His contingency in the. matricula of 
the Empire and circle is one hundred and five florins; to the kammerz:el:, 
or Imperial chamber at Wetz/ar, he pays for the abbey one hundred and 
thirty-five, ruthlers twenty-three kruitzers, and for the lordſhip of Blumenegg, 
twelve ruthlers, fifteen kruitzers and a half. The prefect of the country 
claims a criminal juriſdiction over this abbey ; but that the abbey oppoſes 
and itſelf appoints juſtitiaries over its vaſſals and eſtates, and holds alſo the 
procuratorſhip of Altorf as a mortgage from the Empire. 
The lordſhips and eſtates of the abbey are as follows:

1. Brechenzell, lying on the river Schuſz, and ſurrounded by the prefec- 


turate. 
2. Hagnau, ſeated on the lake of Ueberlingen and not far from Morsburg. 
3. The free Imperial lordſhip of Blumenegg, or Blumeneck, lying betwixt 
the above deſcribed counties of Sonneberg, Pludenz, Feldkirch and Bregenz 
in the Walgau, and having formerly lords of its own to whom it gave title. 
From them it deſcended to the counts of Mardenberg, then to the counts of 
Brandis, and laſtly to the counts of Sulz, who, in the year 1613, fold it to 
the abbey of Weingarten for 1 50, ooo florins. This lordſhip is under the di- 
rection of a prefect, and contains in it 
Blumeneck, a caſtle, ſeated on a mountain,

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g. Gerold, formerly called Frieſen, or Im Frieſen, a Benedifine abbey be- 


longing to a convent of Hermits, together with 
The villages of Pludeſch, Turingen, Ludeſch, Auf Raggal, Aufplons, Son- 
tag and In buch Boden. 


II. Places and eftates lying in the procuratorſhip of Altorf, and under its 
foreſt and ſupreme juriſdiction, but which are for the moſt part in the 
lower juriſdiction and ſubject to the abbey. Theſe are ſeated in the 
following manors of the bailiwick ; viz. 


r. In the manor of Fiſchbacher, on the lake of Ueber/ingen, not far from 
Buchhorn, ſtands 

The Benedictine abbey of Hefen dedicated to S. Pantaleon, which from a 
nunnery was converted, in the year 1420, into a convent of Monks and in- 
corporated with the abbey of Weingarten. This place has the lower juriſ- 
diction over five houſes in the village of Seemeſz. 

To the lower-court of Haffen-Weingarten belong. the villages of Hofen 
and Wagerſhauſen.. 

2. In the manor of Zogenweiler, belonging to the abbey of Weingarten, 
together with the lower juriſdiction thereof, are the villages of Eſenbauſen, 
Lengenweiler, Fronhoffen, Reuten and Ergerkſchweiler. 

3. In the manor of Gergelbacher is the Pluzenreuten court, to which be- 
long the villages of Pluzenreuten, Staig and Neubauſen. 

4. In the manor of Schindelbacher is the lower court of Plertied, on 
which depend the villages of Plerriedt and Stuben. In this manor alſo be- 
longing to the abbey, but without any juriſdiction over it, hes the village of 
Munechreutin. 

5. In the manor of Boſch, Pferricher and Bodenegg, the abbey is poſſeſſed 
of ſeveral farms with the lower juriſdiction thereof. 

In the manor of Grunkraut it poſſeſſes allo nine farms under a lower 
juriſdiction, but the villages of Sibreſreutin and Schlier, together with the 
hamlet of Upper-Sulgen and certain houſes and farms, though belonging 
thereto, are independent of its juriſdiction. 

In the prefecturate, or manor, about Gebratzhofen, on the heath of Leut- 
frch, it has thirty farms and a mill belonging to it, with the lower juriſ- 
diction thereof. 
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The Benedictine abbey of Ochſenhauſen lies between the Imperial towns of 
Memmingen and Biberach, being founded in the year 1100 as a priory de- 
pendent on the abbey of St. Blaſius in the Scharzwald ; but, in the year 
1391, it was raifed to an abbey and declared abſolutely free and indepen. 
dent of that of St. Blaſius. Its privileges were gradually augmented : by 
the Emperor Wenceſlaus in the year 1397, by the Emperor Sigiſmund in 
the year 1434, and by the Emperor Frederick III. in the year 1452, it 
was exempted from all ſummons and proceſs in a provincial court. In the 
year 1 548, the Emperor Ferdinand I. took it into his particular protection 
and that of the houſe of Auſtria, under which it ſtill remains. This 


abbey pays annually fix florins as protection- money to the procurator of 


Altorf, and for Ummendorf ten more. In the year 1700, the Emperor 
Joſepb conferred on the abbot the criminal juriſdiction throughout all the 
villages and lands belonging to the abbey. The abbot's title is, Moſt noble 
prelate and lord of the moſt holy Roman Empire, lord ſovereign abbot of the 
immediate free Imperial abbey of Ochſenbauſen, lord of the free Imperial 
lordſhips of Thanbeimb, Umendorf, Upper and Under-Sulmentingen, as alſo of 
Horn and Fiſchbach. In the Diet of the Empire he fits and votes betwixt 
the Swabian prelates of Meingarten and Viſce, but in that of the circle of 
Swabia he fits on the bench of prelates betwixt Werngarten and Elchingen. 
His aſſeſſment in the matricula of the Empire and circle is one hundred 
florins, and to the chamber at Wetzlar he pays one hundred and thirty-nine 
ruthlers, ſixty- nine kruitzers. From the manor-courts of the abbey an ap- 
peal lies to the regency, which conſiſts of an ordinary-council compoſed of 
laics, eccleſiaſtics and other officers. 

Near the convent of Ochſenhauſen lies a market-town of the ſame name 
on the river Rottam, containing one pariſh-church. 

The manors in the territories of the abbey are thoſe of Umendorf, Horn 
and Fiſchbach, together with Thanheimb and Upper and Under-Sulmentingen. 
To it belong alſo the pariſhes of Steinbauſen, Simmertingen, Thanhem, 
Umendorf, Reinſtetten, Bellmont, Ringſchnai at, Mittelbuch, Rottumb, having 
all regulars and capitulars; Laupheim, Winterrieden, Kirchdorf, Opfingen, 
Baldringen, Schoneburg, Under-Sinonertingen, Horn and Fiſchbach, which 
are ſubject to ſecular clergy. 

The lordſhip of Main, formerly belonging to this abbey, is now a de- 
pendency of the Imperial city of Ulm, 


The 
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The Benedictine abbey of Elchingen, originally Aichlingen, ſtands on a 
high mountain cloſe by the Danube, being ſurrounded by the territories of 
the Imperial city of Ulm. This abbey was founded in the 74 1128, in 
an ancient caſtle, where a few years after it was deſtroyed by fire, but 
rebuilt again with greater ſtatelineſs in the year 1142. The abbot hereof is 
ſtyled, Moſt noble lord-prelate of the moſt holy Roman Empire, and reign- 
ing lord of the reſpectable and immediately free Imperial abbey of Blckin. 
gen. In the Diet of the Empire he fits and votes in the bench of Swabran 
prelates betwixt Marchthal and Salmanfwerl ; but in that of the circle of 
Swabia he is ſeated between Ochſenhauſen and Vice. His aſſeſſment in the 
matricula of the Empire and circle is at preſent fifty florins, and to the cham- 
ber at Metalar one hundred and fixty-two florins, twenty-nine kruitzers : 
but he has proteſted againſt this taxation as too burdenſome, the abbey 
having, ſince the year 1521, loſt near two hundred eſtates, particularly the 
market-towns of Wald/tetten, the large villages of Ochſenbrun, Wallenhaufen 
and Holzheim, together with the hamlets ot Meiſſengen and Balbertſhofen. 

To this abbey {till belong, 

1. The prefecturate of Elchingen, containing in it the villages of Thal 
and Thalfingen. 

2. The Pfleg-amt, or bailiwick, of Tomertingen ; to which belong the pa- 
riſhes of Tomertingen, Dornſtatt and Weſterſtetten. 

3. The bailiwick of Fabibeim, belonging to which are the villages of Upper 
and Under- Fahblbeim, Nerſingen, Straſz and Leybi. 

4. The pfleg-amt, or prefecturate, of Strffenried, containing the villages 
of Stefenried, Hauſen, Balbertſhefen and Ettliſhofen.

The Benedidtine abbey of Yee, or Irſee, and Lingen, properly Ur/in, 
and in Latin Ur/inum, but at preſent Ir/ngum, lies betwixt the abbey of 
Kempten, the town of Kaufbeuren, the lordſhip of Mindelheim and ſome 
ſmaller diſtricts on the river Wertach. This abbey was founded in the year 
1182. The title of the abbot is Moſt noble lord-prelate of the moſt holy 
Roman Empire and reigning lord of the free Imperial abbey of the bleſſed 
Virgin at Nee. In the Diet of the Empire he fits on the bench of the 
prelates 
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prelates of Swabia betwixt Ochſenhauſen and Peterſhauſen, and in the circle 
of Swabia betwixt Elchingen and Urſperg. His preſent taxation in the mg. 
tricula of the Empire and the circle is forty-three florins, and to the chamber 
at Wetzlar he pays eighty-one ruthlers, fourteen kruitzers and a half. Neat 
the convent 47 Tree is a village. The pariſhes belonging to this abbey 
are Schlingen, Ketterſchwang, Baiſzweil, Eggenthal, Leuchdorf, Ingenried and 
Pforzen. 


The ABE Y of 
U R S P E R G. 


The Præmonſtratenſian abbey of Urſperg, within the dioceſe of Augsburg, 
lies betwixt the rivers Kamblach and Mingel, near their conflux, — 
they run into the Danube. This abbey was founded in the year 1125, and 
was at firſt only a priory, but, in the year 1349, was created an abbey. 


The title of its abbot is, Moſt noble lord-prelate of the moſt holy Roman 


Empire, lord of the reſpectable and Imperial abbey of Urſperg, general- 
vicar and viſitor of the holy order of Præmonſtratenſians throughout Swabia, 
Alſace and the country of the Griſons. In the Diet of the Empire he fits 
among the prelates of Swabia betwixt the abbots of Peterſbauſen and Roth, 
In the circle of Swabia his ſeat and vote are betwixt Yee and Kayſerſheim, 
In the matricula of the Empire and circle he is at preſent aſſeſſed at thirty 


florins, and to the chamber of Metælar he pays thirty-two ruthlers, forty-two 


kruitzers and a half. 


Appertaining to this abbey are the villages of Langen-haſlach, Pilhayſen 


and Cell. 
The ABB RE Y of 
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The Ciftercian abbey of Kayſerſheim, or Keyſzheim, in Latin Abbatia Caſe- 
rienfis, ſtands at a ſmall diſtance from Donauwerth, in the county of Graiſpach, 
being incorporated into the dutchy of Neuberg. This abbey was founded, in 
the year 1135, by Count Henry of Lechſgemunde, with this preſcription, that 
the ſon of the Bleſſed Virgin ſhould be its only patron and protector; but the 
calamities of the times made it further adviſable, in the year 1274, to ſollici 
the protection of King Rudolpbus; in 1346, that of the Emperor Lewi: of 
Bavaria; and, in the year 1349, that of Stephen, Pfalzgrave of the Rhine 
and duke of Bavaria. The ſucceeding dukes of Bavaria aiming at the 
ſovereignty over it, the Emperor Charles, on a repreſentation of the ma. 
nifeſt injuſtice of ſuch a procedure, declared the abbey abſolutely free and 
independent of thoſe dukes, with the liberty of electing whom they * 
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ſor their defender under the Emperor. This immunity was ratified by the 
Emperors Winceſlaus and Sigiſmund, and the convent reckoned an immediate 
State of the Empire. In the years 1446, 1459, 1460 and 1475, it en- 
tered in the matricula of the Empire, and in 1521 was ſummoned to the 
Diet at Morms, and by a decree thereof rated at four horſe-men and ſixty- 
ſeven foot. In the you 1511, an agreement was entered into betwixt 
Frederick, Palatine of the Rhine, the duke of Bavaria as his guardian, 
and the abbey; in which the latter paid ſeven hundred and fifty florins 
down in lieu of the land- tax required of it, the duke engaging for himſelf, 
fucceſſors, pupil and heirs, that no taxes ſhould at any time be required of 
the abbey, its vaſſals and eſtates ; but that it ſhould continue, as before, 
in the full and unmoleſted enjoyment of its rights, juriſdictions, powers, 
mortgages and revenues. In the year 1527, the Palatine and abbey entered 
into another convention, that, in conſideration of the ſum of one hundred 
florins annually paid to that Prince, he ſhould take it into his protection, 
but without any juriſdiction or power of impoſing a tax thereon, and that 
one party ſhould be at liberty to renounce the compact of reciprocal aid. 
In the year 1534, by virtue of a new agreement, which was ratified, in 
the year 1541, by the Emperor Charles, it was agreed that the abbey ſhould 
accept of, acknowledge, have and continue the Elector-palatine as proprietor 
of the county of Griaſpach for their perpetual patron and defender; and, 
in conſideration of ſuch protection yearly, pay to him the ſum of ſix hun- 
dred florins ; that the Elector-palatine ſhould have criminal juriſdiction in 
the places within the diſtrict of the abbey, but without any manner of ju- 
riſdiction over its vaſſals, poſſeſſions or lands, or in any ſhape oppreſs them; 
but the Pfalzgraves afterwards making ſeveral attempts againſt the indepen- 
dency of this abbey, and a long and vehement conteſt ariſing on that ac- 
count betwixt the circles of Swabia and Bavaria, each laying claim to it; 
and the abbey ſometimes ſiding with one, ſometimes with another, and 
ſometimes with neither, at length, in the year 1757, it was formally ad- 
mitted by the circle of Swabia on the bench of prelates betwixt Ur/perg 
and Roggenburg, though the circle of Bavaria did not fail to enter a proteſt 
againſt it. In the Diet of the Empire the abbot poſſeſſes the firit ſeat 
among the prelates of the Rhine. The aſſeſſment of the abbey in the ma- 
'ricula of the Empire amounted formerly to two hundred and eighty-two 
florins. In the year 1701, it engaged to pay annually, at two ſtated terms, 
the ſum of three hundred florins to the cheſt of the circle of Bavaria; and, 
in caſe of a proportionate augmentation of ſupplies, to raiſe four hundred 
within the terms ſpecified. In the year 1757, it contributed two hundred 
and ſixteen men to the contingency of the circle of Bavaria, declaring itſelf, 
however, at the ſame time as belonging to that of Swabia, To a tammer- 
diele, or the Imperial chamber at Hezlar, it is aſſeſſed at three hundred and 
S063.

The AB B E Y of 
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The Præmonſtratenſiun abbey of Roggenburg, qr Reckenburg, which be. 
longs to the cathedral of Augsburg, lies on the river Gunz, being ſurrounded 
by the territories of Auſtria, thoſe of the biſhop of Augsburg and the county 
of Fugger. This abbey was founded as a priory in the year 1126, and in 
1440 created an abbey ſubject to the protection of the city of Ulm. It 
abbot is ſtiled, Moſt noble lord-prelate and lord of the immediate ab 
of Roggenburg, of the holy Roman Empire, and hereditary-abbot of the 
foundations of St. Lucius and Churwald, In the Imperial Diet he fits among 
the Stabian prelates betwixt the abbots of Roth and Meiſſenau, and in the 
Diet of the circle of Swabia on the bench of prelates between Kayſerſlein 
and Roth. In the matricula of the Empire and circle he is at preſent aſſeſſed 
at forty-nine florins, and to the chamber at Vetalar pays fifty-four ruthlers 
twelve kruitzers. In the years 1581, 1594 and 1600, this abbey loſt ſeveral 
villages, manors, eſtates and tythes. It is ſtill, however, in poſſeſſion of 
the following villages ; v2. 

Bibrach, Braitenthal, Chriſterzhofen, Dapferzhofen, Upper-Wieſenbach, 
Meſhofen, Rietziſried, Schyſen, and ſeveral hamlets. | 


The ARB E V of 
R O T H. 


The Præmonſtratenſian abbey of Roth, alſo improperly called Munchr:6, 
and belonging to the cathedral of Augsburg, lies betwixt the abbey of Och- 
ſenbauſen, the county of Waldburg and other ſmall territories. It was 
founded in the year 1126, and, in 1376, taken by the Emperor Charles IV. 
under the particular protection and patronage of the Empire, and exempted 
from the power and impoſts of the procurator of Upper-Swabia. In the 
year 1338, it obtained alſo a privilege from the Emperor Lewis of Bavs- 
ria, and, in 1430, from the Emperor Sigi/mund, of not being liable to 
impoſitions of any country-court ; and ever ſince the year 1619, it has ob- 
rained, as paramount, the ſupreme and criminal juriſdiction over all the 
villages, hamlets, manors and eſtates which it holds as fiefs of the houſe ©: 
Auſtria, paying thereunto 8000 florins, exclutive of a ton of wine annually 
to the prefecturate inſtead of protection- money. The title of its abb 1 F 
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noble lord-prelate of the holy Roman Empire, and reigning lord of 
= 1223 — of Roth. In the Diet of the Empire he poſſelfe⸗ both a 
ſeat and vote on the bench of Swabian prelates betw-ixt the abbots of 
Urſperg and Roggenburg, and in that of the circle of Swabia beween Rog- 
genburg and Weiſſenau. The aſſeſſment of the abbey in the matricula of 
the Empire amounted to forty-four florins ; but, in the year 1683, by vir- 
tue of an Imperial decree, this was reduced to fifteen florins ; by which 
the circle of Swabia alſo regulated itſelf. To the kammerzzele it is rated at 
fiſty- four ruthlers, twelve kruitzers. In the year 1642, this abbey was under 
a neceſſity of ſelling its whole property in the church of Amendingen, to- 
gether with all its tythes and caſualties. To it at preſent belong 

The villages of Berkbeim and Haſſach, with ſeveral hamlets and 


manors.

The Præmonſtratenſſan abbey of Weiſſenau, in Latin Augia Alba, or Min- 
derau, and Augia Minor, which belongs to the cathedral of Co/tanz, lies 
on the river Schuſz, betwixt the bailiwick of Altorf, the city of Ravensburg 
and the county of Montfort. It is ſaid to have been originally the ſeat of 
ſome Hermits, which, in the year 990, was raiſed to a convent, in 1145 
created a Præmonſtratenſian priory, and, in the year 1257, an abbey. In 
the year 1164, the Emperor Frederick I. took the convent under his own 
particular protection and that of the Empire. The dukes of Swabia, of the 
houſe of Hobenſtauffen, endowed it with ſeveral villages, hamlets, manors 
and lands, granting to it many privileges which were confirmed not only 
by King Rudolph in the year 1280, but alſo by ſucceeding Kings and Em- 
perors. In 13706, in particular, the Emperor Charles IV. took the convent 
into the patronage of the Empire, exempting it from the juriſdiction of the 
provincial procurators of Upper-Swabra, to whom, however, it ſtill pays an- 
nually twenty buſhels of peas, one tun of wine and one pound of pepper, as 
protection-money. The title of its abbot is, Moſt noble lord-prelate of the 
holy Roman Empire, lord of the Imperial foundation and abbey of Wei/e- 
nau. In the Diet of the Empire he fits and votes on the bench of the 
prelates of Swabia betwixt the abbots of Roggenburg and Schuſſenried, and 
in that of the circle of Swabia between the abbots of Roth and Schuſſenried. 
The aſſeſſment of the abbey in the Imperial matricula was formerly eighty 
florins, but, in the year 1680, this was reduced to twenty-five florins. Its 


rate to the chamber at Metalar is eighty-one ruthlers, fourteen kruitzers 
and a half, 
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The village of Oberhofen, with the manor of Rambratzhofen, belongs to 
it, together with the low juriſdiction; but with reſpect to the ſupreme and 
foreſt-j uriſdiction thereof, it is ſubject to the provincial- prefecturate, having 
within. it ſeveral eſtates and manors. 


The ABBEy of 
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The Præmonſtratenſian abbey of Schuſſenried,. or Soreth, in Latin Sorethumn, 
or Abbatia Sorethana, lies betwixt the county of Waldburg, the barony of 
Aulendorf, the lordſhip of Sebeer, the abbey of Buchau and other territories 
bordering alſo on the Federſee Within its juriſdiction riſes the little river of 
Schuſz. In the year 1188, it was founded by the brothers Beringer and 
Conrad of Scbuſſenried in their caſtle, and belongs to the cathedral of Clans. 
In 1376, the Emperor, Charles IV. took it under the particular patronage 
and protection of the Empire, exempting it from all juriſdiction to the pro- 
vincial prefecturate. In the year 1487, the Emperor Frederick III. granted 
it the following privilege ; vg. that its officers, people and ſubjects ſhould 
not be liable to the impoſts of any court. Its abbot is ſtyled, Moſt noble 
lord-prelate of the holy Reman Empire and lord of the Imperial foundation 
and abbey of Schuſſenried. In the Diet of the Empire he fits among the 
prelates of Swabia betwixt the abbots of Weiſſenau and the prior of Metten. 
hauſen ; but in that of the circle of Swabia, between the abbots of Meiſſenau 
and Marchthal. The aſſeſſment of this abbey in the Imperial matricul; 
was formerly eighty florins, but at preſent is only thirty-five. To the 
kammerziele, or Imperial chamber at Wetzlar, it pays ſixty- ſeven ruthlers, 
fiſty-fix kruitzers and a half. It has loſt ſeveral eſtates and tythes which 
once belonged to it, together with the village of Laupach. Appertaining 
to it at preſent are the villages of 

Almanſwetler, Michekweneda, Steinhauſen and Staflangen, with the baili- 
wick annexed thereto, as alſo a number of hamlets and manors. 


The AB B E V of 
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The Præmonſtratenſian abbey of Marchthal, in Latin Martalum, or Mar- 
tellum, belonging to the cathedral of Co/tanz, lies on a rock in the Danube, 
the territories of it extending to the Federſee, or Lacus Plumarius. This 
abbey at. firſt was only a college of canons, founded ſo early as the years

1000 and 1006 by the Hermanns, father and ſon, dukes of Salis. In the 
year 1171, It was made a priory, and, in 1418, an abbey. In the year 
1575, the Emperor Maximilian II. granted it an immunity from foreign 
courts, which 5 Emperor Leopold confirmed in 1659, with the reſervation 
of ſome particular caſes. The abbot is ſtyled, Moſt noble lord-prelate of 
the holy Roman Empire and lord of the Imperial foundation and abbey of 
Marchthal. The aſſeſſment of the abbey in the matricula of the Empire 


was formerly forty-four florins, but at preſent it amounts to no more than 


thirty-two. Its taxation to the chamber of Melalar is eighty-one ruthlers 
fourteen kruitzers and a half. The criminal juriſdiction over the village 
near the convent of Marchthal, is an Imperial fief. To the juriſdiction of 
the abbey alſo belong the villages of 

Dathauſen, Dieterskirch, Hauſen, Kirchbirlingen, Reutlingen, Saugart, 
Seekirch, Under-Wackingen and Uttenweiler, with ſeveral hamlets and manors. 


The ABB E Y of 
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The Benedictine abbey of Peterſtauſen. in Latin Petri- domus, or Peterſtu- 
ſum, lies directly oppoſite to the city of Clan. This abbey was founded 
about the year 980, and belongs to the cathedral of Cotanz. The title of 
its abbot is, Moſt noble lord-prelate of the holy Reman Empire and lord 
of the two Imperial foundations and abbeys of St. Gregory of Peterſbauſen 
and SS. Cyril and George at Stein on the Rhine, prior of Klingenzell, lord 
of the abbey at St. Mary's Gate in Mengen, and allo lord of the lordſhips 
of Stauffen, Hilzingen, Riethetm, &c. In the Diet of the Empire he has 
a ſcat and vote on the bench of the Swabian prelates betwixt the abbots 
of Vice and Urſperg ; but in that of the circle of Swahia between the ab- 
bot of Marchthal and the prior of Mettenbauſen. His aſſeſſment to the 
Imperial matricula amounts at preſent to twenty florins, and his contingency 
to the chamber at Metlar is forty ruthlers fifty-four kruitzers. This abbey 
is under the protection of Auſtria. A conſiderable part of its eſtates lies in 
foreign lands, but, exclufive of theſe, in the year 1581, the city of Co- 
/anz purchaſed the juriſdiction over the village or ſuburb of Peterfhauſen for 
3000 florins; and, in the years 1641 and 1682, the abbey loft ſeveral 
eltates and lands by the fortifications added to the city of Coftanz. In- 
deed, the convent in the free-town of Stein, under the juriſdiction of 
Zurich, was, in the year 1597, united by the Pope with the abbey of 
Peter/hauſen ; but this convent has lately been ſuppreſſed. Ningengell lies 
in the Turgau, being ſubje to the juriſdiction of the Sſs. 

The lordſhips of Stauffen, Hilzingen and Rierleim lie in the neighbour- 
hood 
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hood of the Wurtemberg fortreſs of Hoben-twiel, in the county of Nellenburg. 
At Hilzingen is a prefect. 

To the abbey alſo belong the villages of Herdwangen, Sauldorf and Sem. 
hart, which, together with ſeveral other villages and market-towns, lie be. 
tween the county of Heiligenberg, the commandery of Alſchhauſen, the 
lordſhip of Moskirch and the territories of Uberlingen, 


The PRIORY of 
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The priory of Wertenhauſen, in which are regular canons of the order of 
St. Auguſtine belonging to the cathedral of _— lies with its ter. 
ritories between and on the rivers Gunz, Kamlach and Mindel, being ſur. 
rounded by the Auſtrian marggravate of Burgau. This abbey is ſaid to 
have been founded about the year 982 or one hundred years earlier. The 
prior is ſtyled, Moſt noble lord-prelate of the holy Roman Empire, and 
lord of the Imperial foundation and priory of Mettenbauſen, counſellor and 
perpetual chaplain to his Roman, Imperial and royal Majeſty. In the Diet 
of the Empire he fits on the bench of the prelates of Swabra, betwixt the 
abbots of Schuſſenried and Gengenbach; but in that of the circle of Swalia 
betwixt the abbots of Peter/hauſen and Zwifalten. Its preſent aſſeſſment to 
the matricula of the Empire and circle is twenty florins. Its quota to the 
chamber of Wetzlar is fifty-four ruthlers, eight kruitzers and a half. 

The abbey of Wettenhauſen itſelf ſtands on the river Kamlach. In it lies 
interred Henry, the laſt Marggrave of Burgau, who died without iſſue in 
the year 1283. 

At Great-Kotz and Rofingen are two bailiwicks, which belong to the 
priory, and at Wattentweiler is a bailiff. Excluſive of the villages of Lina, 
Ellersbach, Huipa and Ettenbeuren, to this priory belong alſo ſeveral hamlets 
and manors. 


The AB BEV of 
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The Benedifine abbey of Zwifalten, which belongs to the cathedral of 
Co/tanz, lies, together with its lands on the river Alb, betwixt the dutch 
of Wurtemberg and the Danube, bordering alſo on the territories of Fun- 
berg and Auſtria. This abbey was founded, in the year 1089, by the count 
of Achalm, and obtained its firſt abbot in the year 1091. The protection 
and patropage of this abbey is ſaid to have devolved from the _ of 
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Bavaria to the counts of Emerkingen, and from them, in the year 1303, 
to the dukes of Auſtria; but the dukes of Murtemberg have maintained, 
that the right of protection to the abbey deſcended to them, as it lies in the 
territories of Count Achalm, whole country fell to them. They have alſo 
actually exerciſed protection, patronage, purveyance and territorial juriſdic- 
tion over it, ſo that it is not ſummoned to the Diet of the circle of Swabia, 
neither does it ſend a repreſentative to the Imperial Diet ; but, in the year 
1751, it freed itſelf from this connection with the dukes of Vurtemberg, 
by ceding to them the three villages of Great-Enſtingen, Oedenwaldſletten and 
Neuhauſen, with certain caſualties. The title of its abbot is, Moſt noble 
lord-prelate of the holy Roman Empire, and reigning lord of the Imperial 
foundation and abbey of Zwifalten. In the Diet of the Empire he fits on 
the bench of the Swabian prelates between the prior of Mettenbauſen and 
the abbot of Gengenbach, and in that of the circle of Swabia has the ſame 
place. His aſſeſſment in the matricula of the Empire i———florins, and 
to a kammerziele he contributes forty ruthlers. 

The convent itſelf lies in a valley at the foot of the A on two rivulets 
called the Ach; accordingly the place where it ſtands, but which was pulled 
down at the time of its foundation, was called Zwifaltach, in Latin Du- 

lices Muc. 
; The — belonging to this abbey are Aicbenlau, Aichſtetten, Bechin- 
gen, Degefeld, Durrenwaldſietten, Ebſtetten, Emeringen, Geiſgingen, Hohen- 
berg, Ittenhauſen, Kirchbeim, Mozingen, Oberſtetten, Pfraunſtetten, Taugen- 
darf, Upfelmehr and Wilſingen. 

The lordſhip of Reichen/tein was purchaſed in the year 1499, and 
includes in it the caſtle of Reichenſtein with the villages of Thalbeim and 
Lauteren. 

The caſtle of Mochenibal, anciently called alſo Openthal, was, in the 
Re 1192, conferred on the convent by the counts of Berg. In it is 
a chapel.

burg and Zell am Hammersbach.

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The Ciſtercian abbey of Heggbach, or Heppach, belonging to the dioceſe 
of Coſtanx, lies betwixt the abbey of Ochſenhauſen, the Imperial town of 
Biberach and the Auſtrian territories. This abbey is ſaid by ſome to have 
been founded in the eleventh century, but according to others in the year 
1233, and is ſubordinate to the abbot of Sa/manſwer/, The title of its ab- 
bets is, moſt noble lady-abbeſs and lady of the Imperial foundation and 
abbey of Heggbach. In the Diet of the Empire ſhe fits and votes on the 
bench of the Swabian prelates, betwixt the abbeſſes of Rothmunſter and 
Gutenzell, but in that of the circle of Swabia betwixt the abbot of Gen 
genbach and the abbeſs of Gulenxell. In the matricula of the Empire and 
Circle her aſſeſſment is at preſent ſixteen florins, and her taxation to the 
Kammerztele thirteeen ruthlers, forty-ſix kruitzers and a quarter. To the ju- 
riſdiction of this abbey belongs.

The Counties and Lordſhips of the noble family of Truchſck, 
Imperial hereditary Stewards of Waldburg. 


TH ESE lie betwixt the Danube and the Jer; and of the particular ſituation 
of each an account ſhall be given in the ſequel. The caſtle of Waldburg 
gave name to the ancient family of the barons of Waldburg, who were at 
firſt hereditary ſtewards to the dukes of Swabra, but in 1518 obtained from 
the Elector palatine the ſurvivorſhip of the high office of hereditary ſteward 
of the Empire, and for the firſt time officiated as ſuch at the diet of the 
Empire held at Ratisbon in the year 1594: At length this title of their 
office ( Erbtruchſe) became alſo their proper name. For a conſiderable time 
they held, by way of mortgage, the procuratorſhip of Swabia, ſee Vol. IV. 
p. 241. and even one hundred years before that mortgage, namely in 1221, 
that office was enjoyed by the lord ſteward Eberbard Truchſeſz. The title of 
count was conferred on them by Ferdinand II. in the year 1618, or rather 
renewed, the lord ſteward Gebbard having long before borne the title of 
count, but this his deſcendants dropt. James and George ſons to the lord 
ſteward Jobn, in the fifteenth century founded the two lines of Scheer and 
Wilfegg which are ſtill exiſting : That of Scheer was again divided into 
two other lines in the ſons of Chriſtopher ; William Henry propagating that 
of Scheer, and Frederick being the founder of that of Trauchburg. The 
Wolfegg line was in the ſons of George IV. again divided into thoſe of Vo- 
fegg-Welffegg, of which Honorius was the founder and that of Wolfegg-2eil, 

Vo I. V. Mm which 
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which commenced in Frobenius. Of the former the Waldſee is a collateral 
line, as Wurzach is of that of Zeil. All theſe ſeveral lines fit in the Diet 
of the circle of Swabia as States of the circle; but the office of heredi 
ſteward of the Empire belongs to the eldeſt of the principal line of Wolfegy, 
who holds it in fief of the Elector of Bavaria as arch high-ſteward of the 
Empire. As a mark of this office the hereditary ſteward bears three mond: 
topaz in a field ruby, his arms for Waldburg being three pine-apples topaz 
in a field ſaphire. In the diet of the Empire they enjoy only a ſingle vote 
among the counts of Swabia; but in that of the circle of Swabia three, 
viz. one for Zeil and Wurzach, another for Wolfegg and the Waldſee, and 
the third for Scheer, Durmentingen and Trauchburg. They have indeed ol. 
licited for a fourth vote on account of Trauchburg, but their allegations were 
found of little weight. In the circular Diets they alternate in votes and 
ſeats with the — of Konigſegg. The aſſeſſment of the family of Erb- 
trucheſeſs in the matricula of the Empire amounts to three hundred and 


twelve florins, to which the principal line of Scheer pays ninety- ſix florins for 


Scheer and forty-eight for Trauchburg. The principal line of Wolfegg pays alſo 
one hundred and forty-four florins, excluſive of twenty-four for Marfetten, 
The former of theſe two pays to the Imperial chamber at Metzlar one 
hundred and thirty-nine ruthlers, twenty-ſeven kruitzers: the latter bei 

rated for Wolfege at forty-one ruthlers, ſixty- nine kruitzers and a half; for 
the Waldſce fifty-one ruthlers, five kruitzers ; for Zeil twenty-three ruthlers, 
twenty-one kruitzers and a quarter; and for Wurzach twenty-three ruthlers, 
twenty-one kruitzers and a quarter. The family of Truchſeſz, together 
with their ſervants and vaſſals are by the charters of ſeveral Emperors and 


Kings, particularly of the Emperor Frederick III. in the year 1464, en- 
empted from being tried by a foreign court.

TH E family of the lords of Konig ſeck is of very great antiquity, and in 

Hugh and John George, ſons to George, baron of Konig ſecł, was divided 
into two lines; the former commencing in that of Rothenfels, and the latter 
being the founder of the line of Aulendorf, both which were by the Emperor 
Ferdinand II. raiſed to the dignity of counts of the Empire. The title of 


each 
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each of theſe lines runs thus, vig. Counts of the holy Roman Empire of 
Konig ſegg and Rothenfels, and Barons of — and Staufen. The 
Aulendorf line adds alſo to it that of lords of ler and Wald in 
Swabia. Their arms are chequee topaz and ruby. In the diet of the Em. 

ire they poſſeſs only one vote in the college of the Sabian counts, but 
in that of the circle of Swabia each line has one vote, alternating amon 
themſelves and the hereditary Erbtruchſeſz lines both with reſpe to ſeat 
and voice. In the Imperial matricula their aſſeſſment for Konigſeck Berg 
is twenty florins, for Aulendorf twenty-four, and for Rothenfels and Stauf 
fen forty. Their contingency to the chamber at Wetzlar is-for Aulenderf, 
twenty-eight ruthlers, thirty-eight kruitzers and a half, and for Rothenfek 
and Stauffen thirty ruthlers, fifty-nine kruitzers and one ninth.

Homann has publiſhed a map 
O which conſtitutes the eighty-fifth in the Atlas of Germany, but from 
it the political boundaries of the lordſhip cannot be ſeen, for it exhibits 
only the foreſt of Mindelbeim according to its eight Huten, or commons. 
This lordſhip lies in the Agau being environed by the lordſhip of Schwa- 
beck, the abbey of ſee, the marggravate of Burgau, and the territories of 
Count Fugger and others. It is about two German miles ſquare, and formerly 
belonged to the dukes of Teck, being at that time the only remaining part 
of all their lands. On their extinction it devolved to the family of Rech- 
berg, and from them to that of Freundsberg, who alſo failing, a conteſt 
aroſe about it betwixt the families of Fugger and Maxelrain; but the 
latter transferring their right to Duke Maximilian of Bavaria in the year 
1612, he made himſelf maſter of the lordſhip and tranſmitted it to his 
deſcendants. The Elector of Bavaria being put under the ban in the year 
1706, the Emperor raiſed this lordſhip to a principality, confercing it as 
a het on the moſt illuſtrious duke of Mariborough, who was created a 
Prince of the Empire, and inveſted alſo with a ſeat and vote not only in 
the bench of Princes of the circle of Swabia, but likewiſe in the Imperial 
Diet. By the peace of Raftad? and Baaden, however, in the year 1714, 
Mindelbeim reverted again under its ancient title of a lordſhip to the Elector 
of Bavaria, who on account thereof enjoys both a ſeat and vote on the 
bench of counts and barons of the Swabian circle; but I do not find that 
a vote is allowed for it in the college of counts at the Imperial Diet. 
In the matricula of the Empire this lordſhip is aſſeſſed at three horſe and 
ten foot, or ſeventy-ſix florins. Its quota to the chamber of Wetzlar is 
ninety-two ruthlers, two kruitzers and three quarters. | 

I. In the lordſhip of Mindelbeim are the following places: viz. 

Mindelheim, a town, ſituate on the river Mindel, and in the parith- 
church of which are interred ſome dukes of Teck.

It gives title to a ſeat and vote in the college of Sabian 
Counts at the Diet of the Empire, and alſo in that of the Circle. In the 
Imperial matricula the aſſeſſment of the Counts of Eberftein is four foot, or 
ſixteen florins, and their quota to the chamber at Wetzlar ten ruthlers, 
ſeventy-three kruitzers. This county contains 

Eberſtein, a caſtle, with a market-town of the ſame name lying near it. 

Gerſpach, a ſmall town, ſeated on the river Murg, and one part of the 
inhabitants of which are Lutherans, the other Roman-catholics. The ca- 
thedral of Speyr is joint proprietor hereof, and has ſometimes even diſpoſed 
af it as a fief. | 

The parochial villages of Forbach, Werſſenbach, Salbach, &c. 

Mucken/lurm, a market-town, ſeated without the county in the Marg- 
gravate of Baaden.

F. 1, T HE Counts of Fugger are deſcended from Jobn Fugger an inha- 

bitant of the village of Graben, which lies not far from Augsburg, 
who removing in the year 1370 to that city became, by marriage, a freeman 
Vot. V. Nn thereof. 
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thereof. In the thirteenth century the Fuggers were weavers, but aſter. 
wards followed merchandiſe, and the ſons ot the above-mentioned Jy 
Fugger, viz. Andrew and James, by theſe means acquired very conſiderable 
tortunes. George and James were the moſt remarkable of the ſons of the 
latter. James by traffick and dealing in the mines made ſuch immenſe ad. 
ditions to his fortune that he purchaſed ſeveral counties and lordſhips, 
which, having no ſons of his own to inherit, he left as a patrimonial eſtate 
to the children of his brother George. Both he and all the Fuggers were 
ennobled by the Emperor Maximilian to whom, by their opulence, they 
had rendered important ſervices. Of Gecrge's ſons the moſt worthy of 
notice are Raymund and An'ony, theſe founding the two principal lines, 
increaling the lordſhips and eſtates they inherited in truſt, and in 15 
obtaining alſo the dignity of Barons and Counts from the Emperor Charls h. 
for ſervices rendered to him of the ſame nature with the above. The 
capital line of Raymund became divided in Jobn, James, and George, 


the {ons of Raymund, into the Pfirtiſcb and Werſſenborn branches. Of the 


former is deſcended the branch of Zinneberg, and the latter ſtill exiſts, 
The principal line of Antony divides itfelf in his ſons Mark, Jobn, and 
James, into three brauches. From Mark or Marx, comes the Norndyf, 
or Marx Fugger branch which failed in the ſeventeenth century ; upon 
which the lord{hips belonging to it were divided among the two ſucceeding 
branches. Under the Marx Fugger branch at preſent is to be included 
the line proceeding from the John's branch, which obtained the lordſhip 
of Norndeff, and was founded by Seba/tian. From John or Hans is derived 
the Hars-Fugger branch, the collateral lines of which are that of Kirct- 
beim ; from Bonaventura that of Worth, which is alſo derived from Sebaſtian, 
and, as has been obſerved above, is called the Marx Fugger branch; that 
of Muckhauſen from Paul, and that of G/attick from Francis Erneſt. From 
the abvove-mentioned James is deſcended the James-Fugger branch, the 
collateral lines of which are that of Babenhauſen from John fon to Jana, 
whoſe couſin F.bn Rudelpb's eldeſt fon, by name Rupert, founded that cf 
Bcojz, and the younger Jorn James Alexander Sigiſmund Rudo!fb the col- 
iateral line of Babenbauſen; that of Maſſer or N oilenburg, being deicended 
trom Hieronymus fon to James. 

$. 2. Each of the two principal lines are to inſpect into the adminiſtration 
of the abbey of Fugger, and the ſenior thereof is adminiſtrator. At A. 
zurg the family of theſe Counts have a court of chancery in common. 

* 3- The Counts of Fugger only put their family name to their chtiſtan 
name, for inſtance, John Charles Fugger, and after this ſtile thernſcive 
Counts of Nirebberg and Meiſſcuborn. Each line alſo bears its particu. 
lordihips in their titles. The arms of Fugger properly conſiſt of halt lilies; 
but for Kirchberg they bear a female Moor clad in black with looſe har, 
A Loiding a mitre ruby in her hand, in a field pearl; and for Meiſerlen

$. 4. In the Diet of the Empire they have a ſeat and vote in the college 
of Swabian Counts. In the circle of Swabia the Antony main line enjoys 
three votes as Counts, who are named from the three chief branches. And 
theſe three prin ipal branches of the Antony line are aſſeſſed in the Imperial 
matricula at one hundred and eight florins, viz. the Marx-Fugger line 
twenty-two florins, twenty-one kruitzers, fix hellers ; the Jobn Fugger line 
forty-three florins, thirty-ſix kruitzers, fix hellers ; and the James Fugger at 
forty-two florins, one kruitzer, four hellers. The contingency of the firſt 
to the Imperial chamber is twelve ruthlers, eight kruitzers and a half, of 
the ſecond twenty-nine ruthlers, forty-fix kruitzers ; of the third twenty- 
eight ruthlers, twenty-eight kruitzers. For the lordſhip of Maſſerburg it 
pays in particular eight florins to the taxes of the Empire, and fourteen 
ruthlers to the chamber at We'zlar. 

$. 5. The lordſhips and eſtates of the Counts of Fugger are of three ſorts, vi⁊. 

1. One of the Auſtrian lands in the circle of Swabia, namely the coun- 
ties of Kirchberg and Weiſſenborn, which they hold at pzeſent only as a 
mortgage of the houſe of Auſtria and belonging to the Raymund line, as 
ſhewn in Vol. IV. p. 245. The aſſeſſment in the Imperial matricula for this 
county, which amounts to twenty-eight florins, is paid to the circle of 
Auſtria but appointed by the houſe of that name. The taxation paid for 
it to the chamber of Wezlar is ſaid to amount to ſixty- ſeven ruthlers, fifty- 
four kruitzers and three quarters. 

Obſ. The Counts of Fugger formerly poſſeſſed alſo ſome conſiderable 
lordſhips in Alſace and the Sundgau as mortgages belonging to the houſe 
of Auſtria; but theſe countries falling to the crown of France, it redeemed 
them from the Counts of Fugger, conferring them on its natural ſubjects. 

2. Part of them belong to the immediate Imperial Nobleſſe of Stabia, 
being moſtly poſſeſſed by the branches and collateral deſcendants of the 
Antony line and paying taxes to that body, as Dietenbeim, Brandenburg, 
Heimertingen, Grunenbach, and Wald, which ſhall be mentioned among 
the Nobleſſe of the canton of the Danube. 

$. 6. Thus to this part belong only the lands in the circle of Swabia 
which are poſſeſſed by the Antony line, viz.

Lies on the Rhine in the valley which takes its name from that river, 
and is ſurrounded by the Auſtrian lordſhip of Arlberg. The houſe of 
Hobenembs is of an ancient and noble extraction, the family ſeat of Upper- 
Ems ſtood farther up the Rhine, one league beyond Chur in Upper-Bund, 
and near the village of Ems. On this family the Emperor Charles V. con- 
ferred the dignity of Baron, and ſoon afterwards alſo that of Count. In 
the time of the Emperor Ferdinand I. Count James Hannibal obtained a 
ſeat and vote both in the Diet of the Empire, and alſo in that of Swabia. 
His ſon Caſpar, in the year 1614, purchaſed of Count Charles Lewis the 
lordſhips of Yadutz and Schellenberg, but theſe were again alienated. James 
Hannibal his ſon is the founder of all the preſent Counts of Hohenembs. 
From Charles Frederick is deſcended the Hobenembs line, his brother 
Francis Milliam founding that of Vadutz. The former ended in Francis 


Charles Antony and the county of Hobenembs devolved to the I adate line, 


which is ſtill in being. The title of the reigning Count Francis William 
Rudolph is Count of the holy Roman Empire and of Habenembs and Gallara, 
Lord of Dornbiern, Wiednau, Haſzlach, and the free Imperial manor of 

Lujinau, as alſo of the lordſhips of Biſtra, Bonna, Schonbrunn, Trepin, 


and 
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and Laubendorf. His arms are a goat topaz, with horns diamond in a held 
ſaphire. In the Diet of the Empire the reigning Count of Hohenembs hay 2 
ſeat and vote in the college of Swabian Counts, and alſo in that of Count 
in the circle of Swabia. His aſſeſſment in the Imperial matricula is one 
horſe and two foot, or twenty florins. To the Kammerz:ele, according ty 
the lateſt matricula, Hobenembs pays for itſelf and Sulz Brandis ſixty tix. 
dollars, twenty-one kruitzers. But the article of Sulz Brandis, or of the 

, lordſhips of YVadutz and Schellenberg, no longer conſtitutes a part of his ter. 
ritories, theſe having been purchaſed by Prince Lichtenſtein. This county

ject to the empire, but in the year 1343 were granted as a mortgage by the 
Emperor Leuis to Ulrich of Embs, and afterwards transferred by purchat

Luſinau, an Imperial manor ſituate not far from the Rhine, which ha; 
been a royal manor ever ſince the race of the Carlovingian Kings. After 
that it came to the Counts of Verdenberg, but by them was mortgaged in 
the year 1395 to Ulrich of Embs, and purchaſed in 1526 by Marx Sittici 
of Embs, together with the higher, lower, and foreſt-juriſdiftion, impoſt, 
taxes, and caſualties thereof. In it is a parochial church. 

Obſ. 1. The ancient Imperial tenants in Dorenburen, or Dornbiern, called 
alſo Dornbeuren, and who have been already mentioned, have allo been 
mortgaged and were afterwards fold, together with the tenants of Lu/nay, 
to the houſe of Hobenembs. It ſtill alſo poſſeſſes there certain privileges, 2 
the criminal-juriſdiction, tythes, caſualties, &c. for which it employs 2 
bailiff: But the houſe of Auſtria enjoys the civil-juriſdiftion and other pri- 
vileges. 2. The places of Wiednau and Haſzlach lie on the weſt-fide cf 
the Rline, in the Rheinthal being ſubject to the juriſdiction of the Swrt- 
2ers. The county of Gallara, or Gallerate, which the Counts bear in their 
title and which was conferred on them by Philip II. King of Spain, lies in 
the dutchy of Milan in the Milaneſe, and the other lordſhips which form 
a part of their titles lie in Bohemia.

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tion of whom is made in the records of the twelfth century, this free lord- 
ſhip devolved in the ſixteenth century to the ancient family of Freyberg, and 
articularly to the Opfing line thereof, which afterwards being much in- 
volved in debt, this lordthip was ſcized in the thirty years war by Colonel 
Keller, one of the creditors, but at length redeemed. by " waar Chriſtcpter of 
Freyberg, of the Eiſenberg line, who was firſt prior of Eltomngen and after- 
wards biſhop of Augsburg. This prelate transferred it to his brother Fer 4- 
nand Chriſtopher of Freyberg, whoſe deſcendants fold it in the year 1751 to 
the Duke of Wurtemberg for 300,000 florins. The proprietor hereot en- 
joys both a ſeat and vote in the college of the Swabian Counts at the Diet 
of the Empire, and likewiſe in that of the circle of Suabia. Its aſſeſſment 
in the Imperial matricula is five foot, or twenty florins ; and its taxation to 
the Kammergiele fifteen rixdollars, eleven kruitzers and a half. It is at pre- 
ſent under the juriſdiction of the ducal bailiwick of Steuſz/ingen ; its inhabi- 
tants Roman-catholics, and the places contained in it 
uſtingen, a caſtle and parochial village, together with 
The villages of Ing/tetten, Hutten and Gunderſbefen, and 
The farm of Schach.

gether with the ſeveral villages, hamlets and farms belonging to it, are im. 
mediately ſubject to the Empire, and its preſent judges, counſellors, common 
and free people to whom the Imperial freedom was granted in the year 
1521, are on account of the Empire, under the particular protection and 
patronage of the town of Nai. Afterwards they came by mortgage, thou 
with the entire reſervation of their privileges, to the houſe of Auſtria, of 
in the year 166— transferred it as a lordſhip to the Counts of Traun and 
Abenſperg for 30,000 florins, who by virtue thereof enjoy both a ſeat and 
voice in the Diet of the Empire in the college of Swabian Counts, and eve: 
fince the year 1662, on the bench of Counts in the circle of Swabia. Wha 
their aſſeſſment is in the Imperial matricula I cannot preciſely tell, but thei

Situate near the abbey of Urſþerg on the river Mindel, and formerly be- 
longing as an Imperial knights-land to the canton of the Danube. Geng 
Lewis, Count of Sinzendorf got poſſeſſion of this lordſhip, and entered into 
an agreement with the Imperial knights, in which they yielded up to hin 
their right to the ſame; whereupon in the year 1677 he obtained a ſeat and 
vote in the Diet of Swabia, and alſo in that of the Empire among the cd. 
lege of Swabian Counts. About the beginning of the eighteenth century 
it deſcended to John Philip Count of Stadion, who in the year 1708 cb. 
tained a ſeat and vote on the bench of Counts in the circle of Saale, and 
in 1709 on that of the Empire in the college of Swabian Counts, Its mi 
tricular aſſeſſment to the Empire I do not know; but to the chamber u 
I:tzlar its contingency is eight rixdollars, eight kruitzers.

Is ſituate betwixt the Briſgau, the Furſtenberg lordſhip of Hauſen in the 
Kinzing Thale, the Imperial town of Zell on the Hammer bach and the Gen- 
genbach, the Baaden-Baaden lordſhip of Mablberg, the Nafſau-Saarbrucke lord- 
hip of Lobr, the biſhop of Straſzburg's manor of Ettenbeim, and the Emend- 
ing quarter of the Marggravate of Hochberg, being about three leagues long 
and as many in breadth. It conſiſts partly of an Imperial and Auſtrian fiet, 
and partly alſo of particular inheritances. The male-heirs of the ancient 
family of the Barons of Geroldſeck failed in the year 1634 72 Lord 
of Gerolaſeck, whoſe only daughter, Anna Maria, was firſt married to 
Count Frederick of Solms, and after his deceaſe to the Marggrave Frederick 
of Baaden-Durlach. Ever ſince the year 1620, the Barons of Kronberg have 
obtained the reverſion of the county of Hoben-Geroldſeck, not only in the 
Imperial but likewiſe in the Auſtrian fiefs, and in 1635 got poſſeſſion of 
the whole country: But the above-mentioned Anna Maria, or the Marg- 
graves of Baaden-Durlach could not obtain this, though their proper inhe- 
ritance,. On the deceaſe of Cato Adolphus, Count of Kronberg, in the year 
1691 without iſſue, the county of Hohex-Geroldfeck eſcheated to the Lord 
paramount, and after that devolved as a fief to Charles Caſpar won der Leyen, 
who in the year 1711 was raiſed to the dignity of an hereditary Count of 
the Empire, and in the fame year obtained alſo a ſeat and vote on the 
bench of Counts in the circle of Swabia, as alſo another ſeat and vote in 
the Diet of the Empire in the college of Swabian Counts. The title of 
theſe Counts is that of the Holy Roman Empire, and Ven der Leyen and Ho- 
ben-Geroldſeck, Barons of Adendorf, and Lord of Blreſcaſtel, Burrweilor, Munch- 
weiler, Otterbach, Niewern, Saffig, Abrenfels, Bongard, Simpelfeld, &c. 
Their arms are a ſlate ſaphire, party per pale pearl; and their aſſeſſment to 
a Roman month ſixteen florins, and to the chamber at Metglar eight rix- 
dollars, nine kruitzers and three fourths. The county contains in it

Formerly it belonged to the Counts of Graveneck, who in the 
year 1217 became extinct in Count Godfrey Antony, in which year it was 
purchaſed by the Prince of Tours and Taxis for 200,000 florins, who by 
virtue thereof enjoys both a ſeat and vote in the circle of Swabia on the 
bench of Counts. To a Roman month it pays twenty florins, and to the 
Kammerz:ele five rixdollars, thirty-ſix and one half kruitzers. In it is

The free Imperial city of Augsburg, originally called Vindelica, and af- 
terwards Auguſta Vindelicorum, or Rhetorum, lies in a fertile healthy air and 
a delightful country betwixt the rivers Lech and Wertach, which unite not 
far from this place. Its utmoſt circuit is about gooo common paces, and its 
length from the Rothe tboren, or Red-gate to the Fiſcherthor 4000. This city 
is environed with ramparts, walls and deep ditches; and has four large and 
fix ſmall gates, as alſo. a wicket of curious contrivance betwixt the gates ci 
Gogging and Klenker, for admitting proper perſons in the night-time. It 5 
commonly divided into three parts, v:z. into that of St. Ulrich's Drittel, which , 
reaches from the Rothe thoren to the town-houſe ; into that of St. Szepben' 
Drittel extending from the Wertacher Brucktbor to the town-houſe, and into 
that of Jacob's Drittel which goes from Jacob's thor to the Thor of Barfuſzrr. 
Others divide it into the upper, midde and lower town, and the ſuburb of 
St. James. Some of its ſtreets are ſteep, but below theſe it has others which are 
broad and well paved, whence it may ingeneral be termed a fine city. Exclu- 
five of the cathedral of Augsburg, with its fourteen chapels, in this city a: 
alfo fix Roman-catholic parochial churches, viz. thoſe of St. Jobn, S. Georg!, 
S. Maurice, and S. Ulrich, together with that of the Holy Croſs, and S. Stephen, 
as alſo five monaſteries, among which is a Jeſuit's college, and excluſive of the 
abbies of S. Ulrich and Afra, of which a particular article is to be met wit 
at the end of this circle) three nunneries, and fix Lutheran pariſh-churches 
v2, thoſe of S. Auna and S. Ulrich near the Hely Croſi, that of the barefoote! 
Monks, that of St. James and the Holy Ghoſt, or im Spital, to which belong 


four- 
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fourteen miniſters, and among them two ſeniors; beſides a Lutheran gym- 
naſium near the church of St. Anne's, which contains in it a good library, In 
the year 1755, the Imperial Franciſcan academy for arts and ſciences 
was founded here. In it are alſo ſeveral hoſpitals for the poor, orphans and 
ſick people, with other charitable foundations. The biſhop of Aug5burg 
has a court here, with ſeveral offices, excluſive of the cathedral-abbey 
and deanery. The town-houſe, which is reckoned the fineſt in all Germany, 
was completed in the year 1620, after having been fix years in build- 
ing. Its principal ornament is a falon of fine pictures in the third ſtory, 
which is fifty-two feet high, fifty-eight broad, and one hundred and ten in 
length, without any pillars to it, and ſurrounded on both fides by the four 
Prince's rooms, as they are called, which are alſo exquiſitely painted. Near 
the town-houſe ſtands the lofty tower of Perlachthurm. The armory is 
well provided. Here is alſo a large houſe of correction and a work-houſe, 
together with ſeveral other public edifices. The palaces of the Counts of 
Fugger are very magnificent. The Fuggerey, as it is called, conſiſts of one 
hundred and fix ſmall houſes, erected in the year 1 519 by the brothers L- 
rich, George and James Fugger, in Tames's ſuburb, for the reception of 
poor burghers and inhabitants, and let out at a very ſmall rent. On the 
fine and well contrived aqueducts for the conveyance of water here from 
the Lech are ſeveral corn, fawing, flatting and ſmelting-mills ; but particu- 
larly remarkable are the water-works here, which from five towers convey 
the water through the city in ſuch a manner, that not only five large and 
beautiful fountains and other public reſervoirs, but alſo the greateſt part of the 
houſes are ſupplied by means of theſe works with that element in plenty. The 
burghers here are computed at 6000. One half of the council is Lutheran 
and the other Roman-catholic. Formerly the Patricians, as they are called, 
had the government in their hands ; but in the year 1368 it was forcibly 
taken from them, and the government of fifty introduced ; but in 1 548, the 
Emperor Charles V. reſtored the Patricians. At preſent the magiſtracy 
conliſts of forty-five perſons, thirty-one of whom are Patricians, four of the 
Mebrer Geſellſchaft, or Mehrern der Geſellſchaft, as it is called, (which con- 
ſiſts of ſuch as have married the daughters of Patricians, and on this account 
are regiſtered among that ſociety) five of the body of merchants, and five of 
the commonalty. The city of Augsburg has long been celebrated for the 
great number of its curious artiſts, whoſe works in particular in tin and ſil- 
ver, are much admired. The trade of this place is conſiderable, but it was 
formerly much greater. The arms of the city are party per pale, argent 
and gules ſcutcheon, with a green pine- apple and a fir-apple vert. Its gar- 
riſon uſually conſiſts of three hundred men. 

From the Vindelici, Augsburg came under the dominion of the Romans, 
and Druſus ſettled a Roman colony here. Afterwards it fell under the 
power of the Alemanni, the Goths and the Franks, under the laſt of whom

it declined greatly, but recovered again under Charles the Fat. The Em. 
peror Henry III. took it into his particular protection, but it ſuffered much 
from its conteſts with the biſhops, and its condition became very precarious, 
The Emperor Frederick J. — 7 it ſeveral privileges; and, in the year 


1275, King Rudolph I. confirmed and enlarged its Imperial rights. In the 
Diet of the Empire it poſſeſſes the ſecond place on the bench of the Imperial 
cities of Swabia, but in that of the circle has the firſt ſeat and vote. tt; 
aſſeſſment in the matricula of the Empire, which formerly amounted to 
nine hundred florins, was, in the year 1 5 5, reduced to ſive hundred and 
ſeven rixdollars, twenty kruitzers and a half. Of the ſeveral Diets of the 
Empire which have been held here ſince the time of the Emperor Lewis! 
two are particularly remarkable ; namely, that of the year 1530, at which, 
in a hall of the biſhop's palace, the Augsburg confeſſion of faith wa 
publicly read; and that of 1555, at which the religious peace was ſettled, 
In this city too, in the year 1686, an alliance was concluded between 
the Emperor, Spain, Sweden, and ſome other Princes and Circles, in op- 


poſition to France. Towards the concluſion of the years 1703 and 1704, it 


{uffered much by the Bavarians and French. 

To the juriſdiction of this city belongs the village of Oberhauſen : but in 
eccleſiaſtical matters it is ſubject to the biſhop, who, conformably to an 
£2reement made in the year 1602, grants inſtitution to the miniſters. 

The Augsburg territories and Imperial vogtey or prefecturate has alway; 
been diſtinguiſhed from the provincial vogtey in Upper and Lower-Swalia, 
and is uſually governed by a Prefect of its own ; but in other reſpects it i 
always ſubject to the Dukes of Swabia, in whoſe name it was governed 
the Counts of Schwabeck from the year 1067 till 1162. On the failure of 
theſe in the laſt mentioned year, it was hereditarily incorporated by the 
Emperor Frederick I. with the dutchy of Swabia, and on the devolution 
of the latter to the Empire. Its Prefedts were appointed by the King 
and Emperors till the year 1426, in which year the Emperor Sigi/mund ! 
ſaid to have conferred on this city the privilege of nominating both a country 
and city Prefect, the confirmation of them only being reſerved to the Em- 
peror. Ever fince that time the prefecturate has continued in the diſpoſal of 
the city. To it belong the villages of Ger/thofen, Stettenbofen and Langueid

The free Imperial city of Ulm lies in an uneven ſpot of ground on the 
Danube, over which it has a ſtone bridge. Here alſo that river receives into 
it the Blau, which runs through a part of the city, and beyond it, cloſe by 
the upper juriſdiction, is joined by the Ter. This city is pretty well fortified 
The inhabitants are moſtly Lutherans, and to them belongs the _—_— 1 

Catnecſs, 


cathedral, which is a large ſtructure, ſtanding almoſt in the centre of the city, 
and having ſeven miniſters belonging to it, together with the church of the 
TU Gho/?, a hoſpital and the church of bare-tooted Monks. The Roman- 
catholic inhabitants perform their public worſhip at the convent of St. Mi- 
chael at Mengen, in which are regular canons of the order of St. Augu/line, 
and in the houſe of the Teutonick order, to which belong the villages of 
Bettingen and Bollingen, which are ſaid by miſtake above, under the article 
Alſchauſen, to be ſubject to the commenderies of Roby and Waldſ/tetten. The 
Lutheran gymnaſium here is founded in the convent formerly belonging to 
the bare-footed Monks. The ſplendid foundation of Sammlungs/tift is par- 
ticularly appropriated for the daughters of Patricians, who are permitted to 
marry. The magiſtracy here is Lutheran and conſiſts of forty-one members, 
above one half of whom are Patricians. Among the public civil buildings 
here are the town-houſe and the arſenal with many others. This city 
maintains fix companies of ſoldiers, three of whom conſtitute its contingent 
to the circle. Large quantities of wine are brought hither from the Khire, 
the Nectar, the lake of Coftanz and Yeltlin, and carried farther up on the 
Danube. Un trades alſo in linen and other goods. The arms of the city 
are a chief argent, ſurrounded by another abe. Till the year 1300, this 
place had no walls, being only ſurrounded with a ditch and a palliſade. In 
813, the Emperor Charlemagne granted certain conſiderable privileges 
to the abbey of Rerichnau near Cofianz over Ulm, which in ancient re- 
cords is called Villa Regia: but notwithſtanding this, it ſtill continued 
immediately ſubject to the Empire; and under the Emperor Lewis IV. it 
bought off this juriſdiction from the abbot for a ſum of money, the ſaid 
Emperor, in the year 1346, alſo permitting the city to chuſe a council for 
itſelf, The Emperors Charles V. Wenceflaus and Frederick III. in conjunc- 
tion with other Emperors, confirmed and enlarged its privileges. In the 
Diet of the Empire it poſſeſſes the fourth ſeat on the bench of Swabian 
cities; but in the circle of Swab: not only the ſecond place on the 
bench of Swabian cities, but alſo the perpetual directorium thereof. In Ulm 
are kept the archives of the Imperial tous in Swabia and Franconia; and 
the Diet of Swabia alſo is uſually held here. In the year 1683, this city 
was aſſeſſed by the matricula of the Empire and Circle at between fix and 
nine hundred florins ; and its contingent to the chamber at Wetzlar is five 
hundred and ninety-five rixdollars, fourteen kruitzers. With reſpect to its 
hiſtory, it is to be obſerved, that in the year 1129, it was deſtroyed by the 
Emperor Lotbharius; and in 1348 conſumed by fire; that an agreement 
was made here in 1620 betwixt the United and Leagui/is, and that, in the 
year 1702, it was ſurprized by the Elector of Bavaria. An Imperial court 


was anciently held here in the Stadelbof, near that which at preſent is called 
the Grunenbof. | 


Not far from the city lies 


Singen, 
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Seffingen, or Seffiingen, a nunnery of the order of St. Cara. 

Job. Chriſt. Lauterbach has delineated a map of the territories of this city 
which map was engraved by Fob. Bapt. Homann, and conſtitutes the eighty. 
ninth in his Atlas of Germany. This territory was purchaſed by the Count 
of Heljenſtein, the Counts of Werdenberg, Barons Rietheim and others, and 
has been acquired by other means. Though mountainous, yet it is na 
without fine corn-lands, meadows and excellent woods.

Leipheim, a ſmall town and caſtle, ſituate not far from the Danube, and 
which was fold by the Gu/ſen of Guſſenberg to the Counts of Wurtembers, 
and by the latter, in the year 1453, to the city of Lm. In the year 1634 
this town was miſerably laid waſte.

7. The foreſt- prefecturate of ALTHETM, in which are the parochial- village 
of Altheim and Zabringen, together with Sog/zngen. 

8. The prefecturate of ALBEck, which was purchaſed, in the yer 
1383. by Count Conrad of Werdenberg, and contains in it 

Albert, a (mall town and caſtle, ſeated on the river Al; together with 

The parochial-villages of Horvel/ingen, Gottingen, Jungingen, Aſelfingen, 
Biſzingen, Setzingen, and feveral hamlets.

This lordſhip 
contains ſome fine woods. In it is

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The free Imperial city of E/z/:ngen lies on the Neckar, conſiſting partly of 
the city itſelf, which ſtands on a branch of the Neckar, and in which is the 
upper or parochial- church of St. Dennis, together with the new or Domi- 
ucan church and the orphan-houſe, the Frauenkirche, the lower or Bar- 
fuſzer kirche, the grammar- ſchool or pedagogium, and the collegium alumno- 


rum; as alſo the fine town-houſe, the beautiful Rirterbau, and the rich 


hoſpital of St. Catherine; and partly of three ſuburbs; viz. the upper ſub- 
urb, which, as well as the city, ſtands upon a branch of the Nectar; the 
1 ſuburb

ſuburb of Beutten, near which lies the citadel ; and the ſuburb of Blienſay 
which is fituated on an ifland betwixt the main ſtream of the INechar and 
the above-mentioned branch, and is noted for containing in it the arſeni 
of the circle of Swabia. The principal church here belongs to the Lutheran; 
of whom the whole magiſtracy conſiſts. The Roman-catholics of this ton 
perform their public worſhip in the chapel of the ſtewards, which the convent 
of Kayſerſbeim has in this place. It is no eaſy matter to determine the fir} 
commencement of its Imperial freedom. In the Diet of the Empire it 
poſſeſſes the fifth place on the bench of the Imperial cities of Swabia, but 
the third on the bench of cities in the circle of Swabig. Its aſſeſſment in 
the matricula of the Empire amounted at firſt to two hundred and twenty 
florins ; but, in the year 1683, this ſum was reduced to one hundred and 
forty-ſeven, and in 1692 brought down (till farther to thirty-feven. Toa 
tammerziele, or the chamber at Wetz/ar, it is ſaid to pay one hundred and 
ſeventy-ſeven rixdollars, fifty-one kruitzers. As a bailiwick this city pays 
yearly an acknowledgment of ten florins to the Imperial prefectutate of 


 Altorf. Efzlingen is under the protection of the Duke of Vurtemberg. 


In the year 1701 it ſuffered much by a fire. Near it, in the, Nectar. ballu 
as it is called, is produced a good Neckar-wine. Its territories are on all 
tides ſurrounded by the dutchy of Vurtemberg. Excluſive of the village 
of Mettingen and certain hamlets, they contain in them alſo the parochia- 
villages of Deyziſau on the Nectar, Mobringen and Vayhingen, the two laſt of 
which lie in the Fi/dern, or coal-fields, as they are called; and belong to the 
above-mentioned hoſpital of St. Catherine. 


* 
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The free Imperial city of Reutlingen ſtands about one long Gernat 
mile's diſtance from Tubingen, on the little river Echetz, which runs into the 
Nectar. This city is not large, having in it only one parochial-church, to- 
gether with one hoſpital, an orphan-houfe and a grammar-ſchool. Both the 
magiſtracy and burghery here are Lutheran, the former of which uſually 
conſiſts of twenty-eight perſons, of whom the Schultheiſz, or civil-judge, 
and twelve others, are commoners, and conſtitute the Zunftmeiſter collegiun 
or the wardens of companies. It is ſaid that the Emperor Frederick II. firlt 
environed this city with a wall in the year 1215 or 1220, and alſo made itan 
Imperial free town. The Emperors Charles IV. and Wenceflaus engaged, in 
the years 1348 and 1387, to maintain the town in its immediate dependency 
on the Empire, and neither to mortgage nor ſell it. The juriſdiction 
which the Counts of Achalm (whoſe ſeat ſtood not far from hence) had over 
this town, and which on their extinction fell to the Empire, is ſaid to bare 
been. made over by the Emperor Lewts of Bavaria, in the year 1330, together 


with

with the lands of the Counts, to Duke Ulrich of Wurtemberg ; but, in the 
year 1500, Duke Ulrich ſold this juriſdiction to the town of Reutlingen, or, 
as others ſay, ceded it to the Emperor Maximilian, who transferred it to 
the town in lieu of a ſum of money. In the Diet of the Empire Reutlingen 
is poſſeſſed of the ſixth ſeat and vote on the bench of the Imperial towns 
of Swabia ; but in that of the circle of the fourth on the bench of towns. 
lis aſſeſſment in the matricula of the Empire and circle formerly amounted 
to one hundred and eighty-eight florins, but, in the year 1683, this ſum 
was reduced to one hundred and thirty-fix, and, in 1726, the town 
being deſtroyed by a great fire, in 1728, it was brought down to eighty. 
Its contingency to a kammerztele is fifty-ſeven rixdollars, forty-four kruit- 
zers. This town is under the protection of the Duke of Wurtemberg. 
For its judicial authority it pays annually fixteen guilders in gold as an ac- 
knowledgment to the Imperial prefecturate of Atorf. Near it, in the year 
1716, was diſcovered a ſulphureous ſpring. 

To its territories belong the pariſhes of Bezingen, Wanwerl, Ommenhauſcn 
and Bronmtociler. 
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The free Imperial city of Nordlingen lies in the Rieſ on the river Eger, in 
a fertile country, particularly in paſturage, and, till the year 1238, ſtood 
on the adjacent hill of Emeransberg, but was that year conſumed by fire, 
upon which it was built on its preſent fite. The burghers here are almoſt 
all of them Lutheran, and thoſe of that religion, excluſive of the parochial- 
church, are poſſeſſed of two others, one of which ſtands near the hoſpital, 
and a Latin ſchool ; but the Reman-catholics in this city celebrate public 
worſhip in the church near the German houſe which belongs to the land- 
commandery of Ellingen in Franconia, and which, in the year 1387, fell 
to the Teutonick order. The magiſtracy alſo are Lutheran. Formerly the 
town was under the biſhopric of Ratisbon, but in the thirteenth century it 
obtained the freedom of the Empire, though not betore the year 1251. The 
Emperors Charles IV. and Wence/laus promiſed, that the town thould be 
maintained in its immediate dependency on the Empire. In the Imperial 
Diet it poſſeſſes the ſeventh place on the bench of the Imperial towns of 
Steabta, but the fifth among thoſe of that circle. Nordlingen was formerly 
aſſeſſed to the matricula of the Empire and Circle at two hundred and ſixty 
florins, but, in the year 1683, this aſſeſſment was reduced to one hundred 
and fifty. Its contingent to the chamber at Metalar is ſaid to be two hundred 
and nineteen rixdollars, ſeventy-two kruitzers. The Emperor Charles IV. 
granted it the privilege of holding a court, but it has made no uſe of it. 
Near it, in the year 1634, the Swedes were defeated by the Inperialiſis. 
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In 1647, it was beſieged by the army of the Empire for ſeventeen 
weeks, during which it ſuffered greatly by an accidental fire. In the 
1702, a famous compact was entered into here between the five circles, and 
the town better fortified, as being a bulwark to the circle of Franconia againſt 
Bavaria. 

The Princes and Counts of the houſe of Oettingen have for a long time 
paſt endeavoured to acquire the juriſdiction over its territories, which ha 
given riſe to many and even bloody conteſts. To it belong the parochial- 
villages of Nebrmemmingen, Goldburghauſen and Schweindorf, and it is ala 
poſſeſſed of a ſhare in ſeveral other villages.

The free Imperial town of Hall, otherwiſe called Swabian-Hall, and in 


Latin Hala Suevorum, lies, together with its territories, on the river Kockey, 


betwixt the counties of Hobenlobe and Limpurg, the margravate of Anſpach 
the dutchy of Wurtemberg and the priory of Elwangen. The town itlelf is 
ſo ſurrounded by mountains that it is not eaſy to approach it, and in it and 
in the ſuburbs the river Kocher divides itſelf, both theſe parts being joined 
by means of a bridge of ſtone. Conſidered in other reſpects, this town con- 
fiſts of three parts; —_ of Hall, or Old-Hall, in which ſtands the prin- 
cipal church of St. Michael, together with the college, the hoſpital, another 
church and the ſalt-houſes, from which the town takes its name: Of the 
part above Kocher, in which ſtands a houſe of the order of St. Jobn and 
the church of St. Catherine, and of the Gelbinger gaſſe, or ſtreet. This 
city is Lutheran. The inhabitants are ſalt-boilers and handicraftſmen. 
The magiſtracy conſiſts of twenty-four perſons under the direction of two 
burgomaſters as preſidents, who, on account of the above-mentioned diviſion 
of the town, are called fladtmeiſter. The city owes its original to its falt- 
iprings, which, it is ſaid, gave occaſion to ſeveral noblemen to ſettle here, 
and among other buildings to ere them ſeven ſtone towers; whence the 
place at firſt obtained the name of Siebenburgen, or Seven Caſtles. Afterwards 
it became gradually enlarged till it arrived to its preſent ſtate, but was very 
much damaged by fire in the years 1346, 1680 and 1728. In 1348 and 
1387, the Emperors Charles IV. and Wenceflaus engaged to maintain the 
city in its immediate dependency on the Empire, and neither to mortgage 
nor ſell it. In the Diet of the Empire it poſſeſſes the ninth ſeat on the bench 
of Imperial towns in Swabia, but the ſixth among thoſe of the circle. I 
aſſeſſment in the Imperial and circular matricula, which formerly amounted 
to two hundred, and ninety-three florins and a half, was, in the year 1683, 


reduced to one hundred and eighty. To the chamber at Wetzlar it is rated

The twenty following pariſhes : viz. Aubauſen, Bibersfeld, Enſlingen, Ge- 
hingen, Geilenkirch, Geifzlingen, Great- Altorf, Grundelbart, Hasfelden, Hohen- 
hard, Upper-Speltach, Lorenzzimmern, Micbelfeld, Upper-Aſpach, Orlach, 
Reinſperg, Stockenburg, Tungenthal, Under-Munkheim, Under-Sondbeim and 


Weſtheim. 
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The free Imperial town of Ueberlingen ſtands on a rock in a bay of the 
lake of Coftanz, which takes its name from it, and its moats are formed of 
ſo many ſtone quarries. This town is divided into three parts; namely, 
into the lower town, the upper town and the Gallenberg ; in the laſt of 
which is produced wine. Ueberlingen is Roman-catholic, and contains in it 
a collegiate-church dedicated to St. Nicolas, as alſo a houſe of the order of 
St. Jabn, an Imperial hoſpital, three convents and two other churches. 
Near the town is a good mineral ſpring. Ueberlingen was an Imperial town 
ſo early as the time of the Emperors of Swabia. Charles IV. and Venceſſaus, 
engaged to maintain it in its immediate dependency on the Empire. To the 
prefecturate of Allo it pays, as an annual acknowledgment, ten pounds of 
pfennings. In the diet of the Empire it poſſeſſes the eleventh place among 


the Imperial towns of Swabia, and among thoſe of the circle the ſeventh. 


Its aſſeſſment to the matricula of the Empire and Circle formerly amounted 
to three hundred and twelve florins, but in 1683 was reduced to one hun- 
dred and thirty-nine. Its contingency to the chamber of Wetz/ar is one 
hundred and fifty-ſeven rixdollars, twenty-four kruitzers. 

To the juriſdiQtion of this town belong

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The free Imperial town of Rothweil or Rotticeil ſtands on an eminence 
on the Neckar, its territories being ſurrounded by the dutchy of Wurtemberg, 
the upper county of Hohenberg belonging to Auſtria and the PFurſtenb:r, 
Landgraviate of Baar. Rothweil is Roman-catholic, and contains in it | 
houſe of Monks of the order of St. John, together with a reſidence of je. 
ſuits and three convents. It is a very ancient Imperial town, and was en- 
gaged by the Emperors Charles IV. and Wenceſlaus to be maintained as ſuch, 
In the Imperial Diet it holds the tenth place among the towns of Sus 
bia, and the eighth among thoſe of the circle. Its aſſeſſment in the Im. 

rial and circular matricula, which formerly amounted to two hundred 
and eighty florins, was, in 1683, reduced to one hundred and ſeventy-ſeven, 
and in 1728 firſt to one hundred and forty-four, afterwards to thirty, and 
at laſt to fourteen, The contingency it pays to a kammerzele is one hun- 
dred and fifty-ſeven rixdollars, twenty kruitzers and a half. In 1463 it 
entered into an alliance for the firſt time, and in 1519 into one for ever 
with the cantons of Swrtzer/and, with a reſervation, however, of all due 
allegiance to the Roman Empire: But receiving an Auſtrian garriſon in 
1632 on its being beſieged by the Swedes, it was excluded from that alliance, 
The principal thing in this town is the Imperial tribunal, the firſt traces of 
which are to be found in the provincial court of Swabia, which ſeems to 
have received its origin in the time of the Emperor Lewis of Bavaria, and 
till the middle of the fifteenth century was ſometimes called the provincial 
court of the Emperor and ſometimes the Imperial tribunal of Rothweil. In 
1360 the Emperor Charles IV. transferred to Count Rudolph of Sulz the 
right of holding this country-court in the name of his Imperial Majeſty 
and the Empire, and in 1401 the Emperor Rupert empowered the ſaid 
Counts to ſubſtitute a Baron or Count as their deputy. From the Counts 
of Sulz this poſt of hereditary chief judge deſcended to the houſe ot 
Schwarzenberg, as mentioned above in the landgraviate of Kletgau, and the 
Prince of Schwarzenberg even choſe a Stadtholder for the diſtrict from among 
the Counts or Barons. In this tribunal ſeven judges take their feats. l. 
depends, however, wholly upon the Emperor. Its juriſdiction extends 
over the circle of Swabia, and the Auſtrian countries lying therein, as allo 
over the circles of Franconia and the Rhine, A great many States, how- 
ever, have obtained the privilege of exemption from it, but this privilege 
extends not uſually to matrimonial caſes, or ſuch as are formally te. 
ſerved to this tribunal. It enjoys a joint juriſdiction with the Imperial 
States in its diſtrict ; but theſe have for a long time preferred ſeveral com- 


plaints againſt it. From it lies an appeal to the ſupreme court of the Em- 
pire 
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pire. Laſt of all it is to be obſerved that near this town is a freye Burſch, 
or free hunting juriſdiction, of pretty large extent. 

The territories of this town include a confiderable, and as ſome ſuppoſe, 
the beſt part of the proper eſtate of the Counts of Zimmern, or Zimbern, 
who became extinct in the year 1591, which eſtate the town purchaſed 
for the ſum of 88000 florins. In its diſtri alſo ſtands the family ſeat of 
the ſaid counts. The pariſhes belonging to this N are Aliſlatt, 
Dauingen, Deiſſingen, Dietingen, Duningen, Eljendorf, Fiſchbach, Herren- 
Zimmern, Hoch Meſingen, Mubhlhaufen, Lower- Aeſchach or Eſchach, Seedorf, 
Stetten, and Villingen, which laſt lies in a village of the ſame name. 
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The free Imperial town of Heilbrunn, or Hailbronn, lies on the Nectar, 
in a very pleaſant and fruitful wine country, fituated on the borders of the 
dutchy of Wurtemberg and the Palatinate. Heilbronn is well-built, and of 
its three churches the parochial-church of St. Kilian is the principal. The 
college and town-library lie in the convent formerly belonging to the Mi- 
norites. At this place alſo is a manſion-houſe and commandery of the Teu- 
tonict order, to which belong the villages of VMimmentbal and Sondheim, to- 
gether with a nunnery of the order of St. Clara. The form of government 
in this city is ariſtocratical, and the magiſtracy here, as well as moſt of 
the inhabitants, are Lutheran. The Emperor Henry IV. is ſaid to have 
erected this place into a town, Frederick II. enlarged it and improved its 
fortifications; Conrad III. created it an Imperial city, and Frederick III. 
granted it the three colours, azure, gules, and argent, alſo beſtowing on 
it for arms an eagle ſable in a field Or. The Emperors Charles IV. and 
Wenceſlaus engaged to maintain it in its immediate dependency on the Em- 
pire. Heilbronn was formerly for a coniiderable time under the protection 
of Murtemberg, and afterwards under that of the Elector- palatine. In the 
Diet of the Empire it poſſeſſes the twelfth feat among the Imperial towns 
of Swabia, and the ninth in the bench of thoſe of the circle. By the Ma- 
triculas of the Empire and Circle its aſſeſſment appears formerly to have 
been two hundred and eight florins; but in the year 1683 this ſum was 
reduced to one hundred and four, and in 1728 raiſed to one hundred and 
twenty-fix. Its quota to a kammerztele, or the chamber at Wetzlar, is one 
hundred and forty-eight rix-dollars, ſeventy-one kruitzers. 

Within its juriſdiction are the handſome parochial villages of Flein, Bock- 
ingen, Neckergartach, and Frankenbach. 
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The free Imperial town of Gmund, or Gemund, which is alſo Swatjay 
Gmund, and originally Kayſerſreuth, lies on the Rems at the end of the Remſ ba, 
betwixt the manor belonging to the Wurtemberg convent of Lorch and the 
lordſhip of Heydenheim. Its territories border alſo on the Imperial town of 
Aalen and the lordſhip of Rechberg. The whole town is Roman-cathdlic. 
and exclufive of the principal church of the Holy Croſs, it contains in , 
three other churches, together with another near the hoſpital, as alſo four 
convents and two nunneries. The magiſtracy here is elected out of the 
body of the people. Gmund was very probably a municipal town of the 
Dukes of Swabia of the Hoben-Stauffen family, but afterwards obtained the 
freedom of the Empire and the Emperors Charles IV. and Wenceſlaus en- 
gaged to maintain it in its immediate dependency thereon. In the Imperial 
Diet it poſſeſſes the thirteenth ſeat among the towns of Swabia, and 
among thoſe of the circle the tenth. Its aſſeſſment to a matricula of the 
Empire and Circle, which formerly amounted to one hundred and ſeventy. 
fix florins, was, in 1683, reduced to one hundred and fifteen, but in 
1728 it was raiſed to one hundred and forty-two. Its contingency to the 
chamber of Wetz/ar is ſaid to amount to one hundred and one rixdollar, 
forty-one kruitzers and a half. Near it is a common Purſch, or free hunt- 
ing _ called Mundart. 3 

Within its territories are the pariſhes au, Dewangen, Herrlighkf, 
gingen, Mogglingen, and Bobingen, . with Lautern, Malia 
Upper-Bettringen, Spreitbach, Weil, Wetzgau, and Zimmerbach.

The free Imperial town of Memmingen lies in a beautiful and fertile 
plain on a ſmall river called the Aach, and running into the Ver. Thi 
town is Lutheran, and its principal church of St. Martin belongs entirely 
to thoſe of that communion ; but the church of or Lady is poſſeſſed by 
them in common with the Roman-catholics here, by virtue of an agreement 
made in the year 1569. In it is alſo an Auguſtine monaſtery with a church, 
a Franciſcan nunnery, a convent or reſidence of Monks of the Holy Cri 
(ordinis S. ſpiritis de Romd in Saxid) with a hoſpital near it, in which is 2 
church, as alſo a houſe, a chapel conſecrated to the three Eaſtern nd 
or Kings of Cullen, a ſmall church, and another hoſpital near the chufch ot 
our Lady. The magiſtracy here, which conſiſts of nineteen perſons, | 
partly Lutheran and partly patrician, and partly alſo compoſed of the * 

0 
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the people. The arms of the town are a demi eagle and a croſs gules 
op 0 — It is uncertain whether Memmingen anciently 3 
to the Guelfs county of Altorf or not: It us certain, however, that Guelph VI. 
frequently reſided, and at laſt died at this place. So early as the days of 
the Emperor Frederick I. it was a free Imperial town, and on the failure 
of the Guelpb-Altorf family ſecured itſelf fo effectually in its Imperial free- 
dom, that King Rudolph acknowledged and confirmed it therein by a 
charter bearing date in 1286. The Emperors Charles IV. and Wence/laus 
alſo engaged to maintain it in its immediate dependency on the Empire. 
In the Imperial Diet it poſſeſſes the fourteenth place on the Sabian bench 
of the cities of the Empire, but in that of the circle of Swabia the eleventh. 
Its aſſeſſment in the matricula of the Empire which formerly amounted to 
two hundred and torty-eight florins, was in 1683 reduced to one hundred 
and fifty. To the chamber at Wetzlar it pays two hundred and eighty-one 
dollars, thirty-two kruitzers, exclufive of a yearly preſent of fifteen 16. of 
hellers to the prefecturate of the province on account of its ba'liwick. With 
Switzerland, Italy, and other countries adjacent it carries on a good trade 
in Bavarian ſalt, home-ſpun linen, hops, grain, and other goods. In the 
year 1647, after a vigorous ſiege of nine weeks by the Inperialiſis and 
Bavarians, it ſurrendered as incapable of farther reſiſtance. The diſtrict of 
this town belongs partly to the hoſpital, the patriciate, and the houſe of the 
order of the Holy Ghoſt. 

1. The lordſhip of N belongs partly to the patriciate in Mem- 
mingen, partly to the houſe of the order of the Holy Ghoſt, and partly to 
the under hoſpital. In it are three ſeats, namely Eiſenburg, Grunfurth, and 
Trunkelsberg, together with the village of Amadingen, and three hamlets. 


Kunersberg, noted for its good bath, its terra /igillata, and porcelain, 


belongs to the family of Kiuner Lords of Kunersberg. 

Upper-hbolzgunz, a ſeat with lands annexed to it, belongs, together with 
its high juriſdiction to the upper hoſpital of the order of the Holy Ghoſt. 
5 Under-holzgunz, a large Roman-catholic village, belongs to the under 

oſpital. 

Lauben, is a proteſtant village with a church in it, ſeated on the Gunz, 
having manufactures of braſs, pewter, and wire. 

The lordſhip of Weſpach is a fief of the 828 

Frictenbauſen, is a Proteſtant village, with a church on a ſteep mountain, 
over which the under-hoſpital is poſſeſſed of the whole lower juriſdiction, 
and one half alſo of the high, the other half pertaining to the electorate of 
Bavaria on account of Mindelbeim. 

_ Eribeim, is a very long village, with a Roman-catholic and Lutheran church 
in it: To the latter is annexed Dankelſried noted for its chalybeate ſpring. 
The convent of Ottobeuren is poſſeſſed of a part of Erkbeim. 

Arleſried is a proteſtant village. 

Moringen, 
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Moringen, likewiſe a Proteſtant village, but containing alſo a Roman. 
catholic church in it, and being a fief to the under-hoſpital at Kempren, 

Hauſen, is a large Lutheran village, one half of which belongs to the hoſ. 
pital, the other half being aſſigned for the payment of the Lubera 
pariſh-church of St. Martin under the high juriſdiction of the prefec. 
turate of Altorf. 

Volkratſhofen, a Lutheran village with a church in it, and belonging t, 
the hoſpital but under the prefecturate. . 

The Lutheran parochial villages of Dictenreiſbauſen, Buxach, Steinhein, 
and Berg. | 

Obſ. Der freye Purſchbezirk, or the free hunting diſtrict on the Boſſy. 
hard near Memmingen terminates to the eaſt on the river Gunez, to the 
ſouth on the foreſt of Kempten and Ottobeuren, to the welt partly on the 
Iler, and partly beyond it, on the foreſts of Zeil-wurzach, Roth, Och en. 
hauſen, and Erolzheim ; and to the north on the lake and foreſt of Baben- 
hauſen. This diſtrict contains in it the greateſt part of the diſtrict of Men. 
mingen and other places. The ſeveral lordſhips, namely Mindelbeim, Ott. 
beuren, Booſz, Babenhauſen, Eiſenburg, Upper- Holzgunz, Trynkelsberg, Zal. 
murzach, Kempten, Ochſenhauſen, Erolzheim, Ofterberg, Cronburg, Rath, 
Buxheim, and Memmingen, enjoy all one common and unlimited privil 
of hunting. But from time immemorial the directorium of this diſtrict has 
appertained to the town of Memmingen. See Hoffmanni diſp. de liberd - 


natione ſpeciatim Suevo-Memmingenſe Tubingæ 1753. 
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The free Imperial town of Lindau in ancient records named Lingus, 
Lindaugia, and Lindowe, and by ſome alſo who affect to give it a Greet 
appellation Phylyarea from the linden-tree, ſtands on an iſland in the lake 
of Co/tanz, but has a communication with the continent by means of 2 
bridge. This iſland is divided by an arm of the lake in ſuch a manner as 
to form another ſmaller iſland, which is ſeparated from the city, and con- 
ſiſts of vineyards and gardens, being walled quite round. On account of 
this ſituation it is that Lindau has been ſtiled the Venice of Swabia. Con- 
cerning the Imperial abbey here and the relation it bears to the town, 
notice has been taken of it already. The greateſt part of the burghers 
here are Lutherans. The pariſh church is dedicated to St. Seren. 
The town has alſo a well endowed hoſpital, and a grammar ſchool con- 
fiſting of four claſſes. The caſtle and the Heyden Maur, or heathen «wall, 
as it is called, ſtanding near the gate at the bridge which leads to the con- 
tinent, are reckoned Roman works; the latter of which is attributed to T:- 


berius Nero, and the former to Con/tantinus Chlorus, at the time of their en- 
campments 
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campments in this iſland during their expeditions againſt the Vindelici and 
Alemanni. It is alſo ſuppoſed that near this caſtle formerly ſtood a town, 
and that the little church of St. Peter here was built on the firſt introduction 
of Chriſtianity into this country. This town occurs likewiſe in two records 
under the name of Curtis Lintowa, and bearing date fo long ago as the time 
of the Carlovingians. In the year 948, Lindau being laid in aſhes by Her- 
11217 Duke of Swabia, a great number of the inhabitants betook themſelves 
to Eſchach on the continent, which by means of this emigration ſoon be- 
came a thriving town. But in the eleventh century this place being con- 
ſumed by fire, they purchaſed, their freedom of their Lord Count Hugo of 
Bregenz, returned again to the iſland and rebuilt their original town of 
Lindau, which in the years 1264 and 1347 was again almoſt totally con- 
ſumed by fire. By King Nudolphus's charter of 1275, the town appears 
both at that time and a long while before to have been Imperial. The 
Emperors Charles IV. and Winceſlaus promiſed to maintain it as ſuch. In 
1396 it procured to itſelf for ever the redemption of the Imperial vogtey or 
prefecturate. In the Diet of the Empire it poſſeſſes the fifteenth place 
among the Imperial cities of the Swabian bench, but in the circle of Swabia 
the twelfth. Its aſſeſſment to a matricula of the Empire and Circle, which 
formerly amounted to one hundred and ninety- ſix florins, in the year 1683 
was reduced to ninety, but in 1728 raiſed to one hundred and thirty, 
though with a reſervation at the ſame time of an abatement at a certain 
limited term. The magiſtracy here conſiſts of the privy and large council. 
Lindau was alſo formerly a court-town and a provincial tribunal ; but inſtead 
of theſe it has ever ſince the end of the fifteenth century been annexed to 
Altorf. It pays annually, as an acknowledgment, two tuns of wine to the 
prefecturate of Altorf. At the Diet held here in the year 1496 was eſ- 
tabliſhed the chamber of juſtice. In 1647 it held out a fiege of nine 
weeks againſt the Swedes, who were at laſt obliged to retire. In 1728 a 
conſiderable part of it was conſumed by fire. | 

The diſtrict belonging to this town has been repreſented in a map drawn 
betwixt the years 1626 and 1628 by John Andrew Raub. It lies betwixt 
the lordſhips of Waſſerburg, Tertnang, Achberg, New-Ravensburg, and Bre- 
genz, In it are comprehended 

The villages of Eſchach or Aeſchach, which was formerly a town. 

Rickenbach, Schonau, and Oberraitnau, which conſtitute a part of the 
town's property. But in each of theſe villages the ſecular abbey at Lin- 
dau has a farm, and the patronage of them was mortgaged, in 1334, by 
the Emperor Lewis to Hugh Count of Bregenz, as alſo by the Emperor 
Charles IV. in the years 1364 and 1366 to Ulrich the. Elder Count of Hel- 
fenſtein; by the Emperor Winceſlaus in 1394 to Mark von Schellenberg ; 
and laſtly, by the Emperor Sigiſmund in 1430 to the town of Lindau, for 
the ſum of 1300 florins. All the natives of theſe four villages, before the 
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the year 1430, were freemen of Lindau. The three firſt ſtand within the 
high and low juriſdiction of the town of Lindau, but the fourth only within 
the latter, 

The villages. and hamlets of Schachen, Tegelſiein, Hory, Heimaſreutin, 
Streittelsfingen, and Hochbuch, and the caſtles of Senfftnau and Aluind ue 
all under the high and low juriſdiction of the town. 

The four pariſhes of Herkenſchweiler, Sigmanſzell, Weiſſenberg, and Th. 
terraitnau, together with the hamlets and farms belonging to it ; as like. 
wiſe Beſenreuttin, and certain other places lie within the low juriſdiction 
of the town; but the high juriſdiction thereof is veſted in the county af 
Montfort. |

The free Imperial town of Dintelstubl or Dunkelspubl, by ſome called 
Tricollis, Zeacollis, or Zeapolis, lies betwixt the county of Oettingen and the 
Marggravate of Anſpach on the Wernitz, ſtanding on three bubles or hills, 
on which formerly grew ſpelt. Accordingly on its arms is an ear of ſpel 
Or. The inhabitants of this place are a mixture of Lutherans and Romar. 
catholics, the latter of which are poſſeſſed of the great church and two 
convents ; but the former of the hoſpital-church, their own conſiſtory, and 
two German ſchools, in one of which, by virtue of a compact made in the 
year 1651, Latin may be taught. The magiſtracy here is alſo one half cf 
it Roman-catholic, and the other Lutheran. The Teutonick order has 1 
manor and a prefecturate here belonging to the commandery of Ellingen, 
and _—_— others comprehends in it the village of Wimmelbach. In an 
ancient inſtrument this place is called oppidum willicum ; and about the year 
928 was firſt environed with a wall, to which in 1126 was added another, 
In 1351 the town was mortgaged by the Emperor to the Counts of Otis. 
gen, but afterwards redeemed itſelf. The Emperors Charles IV. and Va 
ceſiaus engaged to maintain it in its immediate dependency on the Empire. 
In the Diet of the Empire it poſſeſſes the ſixteenth place on the bench df 
the Imperial towns in Suabia; but in that of the circle the thirteenth, 
Its aſſeſſment to the matricula of the Empire and Circle in the year 1083 
was reduced from two hundred and eight florins to the ſum of ninety-lix; 
but to the chamber at Vetalar it is taxed at one hundred and forty-eight 
rixdollars, ſeventy-one kruitzers. 


The hamlet of Tigſwerg conſtitutes the principal part of its diſtrict. 
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The free Imperial town of Biberach and its diſtrict lies on the little river 
Rieſe, near the abbeys of Ochſenhauſen and Heggbach ; bordering likewiſe on 
Auſtria and other territories : The town is ſeated in a valley amidſt moun- 
tains. Its magiſtracy are one half of it Roman-catholics, and the other 
half Lutherans. St. Martin's, or the great church here, and the rich hoſ- 
pital, together with its church, are common to both ſeats. The Lutherans 
alſo are poſſeſſed of the church of St. Mary Magdalen. Each of them like- 
wiſe has its grammar-ſchool. In the town is a nunnery, and near it ſtands 
a convent of Monks. Its arms are azure, a beaver crowned Or. The 
Emperor Charles IV. and Wenceſlaus promiſed to maintain it in its immedi- 
ate dependance on the Empire. Its place in the Imperial Diet is the ſeven- 
teenth among the towns of Swabia, and in that of the circle the fourteenth. 
Its taxation to the matricula of the Empire and Circle formerly amounted 
to one hundred and ninety-ſix florins, but in the year 1683 it obtained a 
reduction to ſixty-five florins and three quarters. To the chamber at Ver- 
zlar it pays eighty-one rixdollars, fourteen kruitzers and a half, beſides 
an annual * of ten 46. of pfennings to the prefecturate of Altorf. _ 

The parochial village of Upper-bolzhezm belonging to its diſtrict is Lutheran. 
Excluſive too of the villages of Altenweiler, Baltringen, Ingerkingen, Lau- 
berſhauſen, and ſeveral hamlets and farms, it has, under its prefecturate, 
the lower juriſdiction over ſeveral others. | 4 FE 
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The free Imperial town of Ravensburg, formerly more properly called 
Gravensburg, or Counts-caſtle, lies in a valley on the river Schuſz in the 
Algau, being wholly ſurrounded by the prefeAurate. The Roman-catholics 
and Lutherans here both with reſpect to ſpiritual and temporal affairs are 
on the ſame footing with each other, and the magiſtracy is ſhared 'betwixt 
them. The church fituated near the Carmelite convent is common to the 
W two ſets; but the Lutherans are excluſively poſſeſſed of the Trinity church, 
and the Romarn-catholics alſo of two pariſh churches. This place anciently 
W belonged to the Gueſpbs Counts of Altorf; but was an Imperial town be- 
fore the time of King Rudolpbus, as appears from its charters of 1276 and 
1256, The Emperors Charles IV. and Wenceſlaus engaged to maintain. it 
in its immediacy on the Empire. In the general Diet it fits the eighteenth 
among the Imperial towns of the bench of Swabia, but on the bench of 
the circle it holds the fifteenth ſeat. Its aſſeſſment in the matricula of the 
Empire and Circle was reduced in the years 1683 from one hundred and 
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nincty-ſix florins to ſeventy- eight; but in 1728 raiſed again to one hundred. 
Its contribution to the chamber of Wetzlar is lixty rixdollars, ſeventy-ſeyen 
kruitzers and a half. To the prefecturate it pays annually as an honora 
preſent 1016, of pfennings. Ravensburg is a very ancient court-town he. 
longing to the tribunal held on the Leutkircher beath and the Purs, The 
caſtle, which ſtood on a hill near the town, and which in the year 164), 
was burnt by the Swedes, the government in the Upper and Leower-Sw. 
bia aſſumed to themſelves. 

The lordſhip of Schmaleck, which was diſpoſed of to the town by the 
Counts of Verden and Heiligenberg, together with its dependencies of 
Albertſclwendi, Dankertſchweiler, and Bettenreutt, ſtand under the high ju. 
riſdiction of the prefecturate, ſubject to whoſe high and low juriſdiction 
are many other lands. From the charter of the Emperor Frederic Ill. 
which bears date in the year 1478, it appears that the ſuperintendency of 
the whole foreſt of Altorf, together with the power of holding an annui 
foreſt-court was conferred by the Empire as a fief on the town.

The free Imperial town of Kempten in Latin Campidona, lies in the 
Algau on the river Ler which flows betwixt the town and the ſuburhs, 
and ſtands as is ſuppoſed on the ſite of the ancient Campodunum or Campi. 
dunum. But although there was a Roman ſtation here, Ptolemy notwith- 
ſtanding places Campodunum betwixt the rivers Jer and Jun, whence it may 
with greater probability be looked for in the diſtrict of Munich the capita 
of Bavaria. Both the burghers and magiſtracy here profeſs Lutheranijn, 
and in the town is a handſome pariſh church and a grammar-ſchool, [ts 
arms are the Imperial eagle party per pale, Or and ſable. This town aſſert 
that it is of greater antiquity than the Imperial abbey which ſtands nearit; 
and the latter again maintains that the town owes its walls and its very appear- 
ance of a town to the abbots, and was for a long time ſubject to them, not the 
leaſt ſhadow of their independency appearing before the thirteenth centur; 
The town again allows that the abbots found means to obtain ſeveral pr 
vileges and regalia in it, but deny that they had ever any ſuch thing a3 
complete ſovereignty over it, having from time immemorial always been an 
independent Imperial town : However that be, King Rudolph I. in an in- 
ſtrument of 1289 ſtiles himſelf their /egitimus advecatus, and enjoined tba 
the burghers ſhould not in anywiſe be, by the abbot, moleſted, mortgaged 
or aggrieved on account of the abbey ; which inſtrument was further n 
newed and confirmed to it in the year 1304 by the Emperors Albert I. and 
in 1354 by Charles IV. which laſt named Emperor in the years 134 
1355, and 1361, again ratified their immediate dependence on the En- 
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ire, and the like was done in 1370 and 1377 by the Emperor Mencgſſaus: 
Lay, it aſſerts that the Emperor Frederick HI. in the year 1448 4 
it into his defence and protection, and into that of the Empire, under 
which as well as other Imperial cities it had always continued immediately 
independent: And that he likewiſe confirmed all its ancient rights and pri- 
vileges. Laſtly, in 1525, this town for the ſum of 30,000 gold guil- 
ders purchaſed to itſelf all rights, prerogatives, rofits and perquiſites, 
rticularly all tolls and taxes belonging to the abbey, both within and 
without the town; which compact received the ſanction not only of the 
Emperor Charles V. but alſo of all his ſucceſſors, and likewiſe that of the 
ſee of Rome. By virtue thereof the abbey is to build on its ground no more 
than what is abſolutely neceſſary, and for its own ſervice; and not to fortify 
the abbey, or raiſe any ſtructures conducive thereto, nor within a mile of 
the town of Kempten, to hold or cauſe to be held any market, either public 
or private. In the year 1633 the town was taken ſword in hand by the 
| Inperialiſls with the ſlaughter of at leaſt two thirds of the burghers. In the 
Diet of the Empire it fits the twentieth among the Imperial towns on the 
bench of Swabia; but in that of the circle, it poſſeſſes the ſixteenth ſeat. 
Its aſſeſſment in the matricula of the Diet and Circle was in the year 1683 
reduced from one hundred and fifty- ſix florins to fifty-two. To the Imperial 
chamber at Wetzler it pays forty rixdollars, fifty-tour kruitzers. It has no 
villages, but is poſſeſſed of lands, monies, tithes and other incomes. 
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The free Imperial town of Kaufbeuren and its diſtrict lies in the Agar 
on the Wertach, and in the valley which derives its name from it betwixt 
the biſhopric of Augsburg, and the abbies of Kempten and Vice. Before 
the fourteenth century, and even ſo late as the year 1336, it was tiled only 
Buren, or Burun. The burghers here are partly Lutherans and partly 
Roman-catholics, but its magiſtracy conſiſts of eight Lutherans and four 
Reman-catholics. In the town-court and great council are alſo two Reman- 
catholic members, but the reſt are all Lutherans. Here is a Jeſuits reſi- 
dence and a Franciſcan nunnery. In or near the town was anciently a caſtle 
of the ſame name, from which, and that not improbably, Frederick of Bu- 
ren, father to Frederick of Stauffen, firſt Duke of Swabra, received his ſur- 
name. On the extinction of the Dukes of Swabia of the Hoben-Stauffen 
line, the town fell to the Empire. The Emperors Charles IV. and Wenceſ- 
laus promiſed to maintain it perpetually in its immediate dependency there- 
on. In the general Diet it fits the twenty-ſecond among the Imperial 
towns of the bench of Swadbza, but in the Diet of the circle its place is the 
ſeventeenth among the Imperial towns. Its aſſeſſment in the matricula of

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the Empire and Circle was formerly one hundred and ſixty florins, but in 
1683 was reduced to fifty-three and one half. To the chamber at Meralu- 
it pays forty- four rixdollars, ſixty- five kruitzers.

The free Imperial town of Meil, in Latin Mila, is alſo called Weilerfa 
Stadtwil, or Weil die ſladt, by way of diſtinction from a village of the ſame 
name. This town ſtands on the river Yurm, betwixt Liebenzell and Sin. 
delfingen, two towns belonging to the dutchy of Wurtemberg, by which 
dutchy it is — ſurrounded. The Roman-catholic religion 1 here. 
The pariſh- church of St. Peter was formerly collegiate. Here is alſo a 
convent of Auguſtine and Capuchin Monks, together with a rich hoſpital, 


The time of its being made an _ town is not certainly known. The 


Emperors Charles IV. and Venceſlaus promiſed to maintain it as ſuch. In 
the general Diet it fits the twenty-third _—_ong the Imperial towns on the 
Stabian bench, but in the circular Diet is poſſeſſed of the eighteenth ſeat, 
Its aſſeſſment in the matricula of the Empire and Circle was in the year 
1683 reduced from ſixty florins to eighteen, but in 1728 raiſed again to 
thirty. Its quota to the chamber at Wetzlar is forty-five rixdollars, ten 
kruitzers. To the Imperial prefecturate of Alorf it pays annually as an ac- 
knowledgment ten pound of hellers. In the year 1388 Count Ulrich of 
Murtemberg loſt his life in a battle near this place. In 1648 the French 


took it by ſtorm. Near it is a freye purſch, or free hunting diſtrict. 
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The free Imperial town of Wangen lies, together with its diſtri&, on the 
river Argen, betwixt the prefecturate of hd and the lordſhips of Tettnang, 
Egloff and others; being Roman-catholic, and containing in it a pariſh- 
church, as alſo an hoſpital and a convent of Capuchin Monks. At what 
time it became an Imperial town is not known. In 1330 the Emperor 
Lewis mortgaged it to Hugh, Count of Bregenz; but the Emperors 
Charles IV. and Wenceſlaus promiſed to maintain it in its perpetual privi- 
leges. In the diet of the Empire it fits the twenty-fourth among the Im- 

rial towns of the bench of Swabia, but the nineteenth in the circular 
Diet. Its aſſeſſment in the matricula of the Empire and Circle which for- 
merly amounted to eighty florins was in 1683 reduced to forty. To the 
Imperial chamber at Metalar its quota is thirty-ſix rixdollars, forty-three 


kruitzers. To the imperial prefecturate of Altorf it pays annually eight 
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unds of pfennings. Wangen is alſo one of the court-towns of the tribunal 
which is held on Leutkircher heath and the Purs. In the year 1538 it was 
greatly damaged by fire. In its diſtrict are 

The villages of Wormbrechts, Thann, Lower-Wangen, and other places. 
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The free Imperial town of Vui, or Jſay, lies in the Algau, betwixt the 
counties of Hobeneck and Trauchburg, and the lordſhip of Eglsf. Its ma- 
giſtracy and the greateſt part of its burghery are Lutheran ; but among the 
latter are ſome Roman-catholics. Here is even an abbey of Benedictine Monks, 
of which the noble family of the Treuchſeſſes are adminiſtrators and patrons, 
the whole city indeed likewiſe formerly belonging to them. But the latter 
in 1365 redeeming itſelf for ooo lb. weight of hellers, it was by the Em- 

r Charles IV. taken into the immediate protection of the Empire, with 
all the rights immunities and uſages of the other Imperial towns. The 
Emperor Wenceſlaus further aſſured them of the perpetual enjoyment of their 
tenure, In a Diet of the Empire its place among the Imperial towns on 
the bench of Swabia is the twenty-fifth, but in the circular Diet the 
twentieth. Its taxation to the matricula of the Empire and Diet was in 
1683 reduced from eighty to forty florins. In 1692 it was further reduced 
to thirty, and afterwards to ſixteen, but in 1728 raiſed again to thirty-eight 
florins. To the Imperial chamber at Metzlar it pays thirty-three rixdollars, 
ſeventy-five kruitzers. Ever fince the year 1514 Uni has been a court- 
town for the heath of Leutkirch and the Purs. In 1631 a great part of it 
was conſumed by fire, and in 1721 it ſuffered extremely by the like ca- 
lamity. 
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The free Imperial town of Leutkirch lies in the Agau on the river E/- 
chach, which below this place runs into the Aitrach, and likewiſe on the 
heath to which it gives name. In it is a Lutheran and a Roman-catholic 
church, together with a nunnery of Franciſcans, but the greateſt part of 
the magiſtracy are Lutherans. Its immediate dependence on the Empire 
may be traced with certainty at leaſt from the time of King Rudolph, and 
the Emperors Charles IV. and Wenceſlaus promiſed to preſerve it in the ſame. 
In the Diet of the Empite its place among the Imperial towns of the 
bench of Swabia is the twenty-eighth, and among thoſe of the circle the 
twenty-firſt, Its aſſeſſment to the matricula of the Empire and Circle was 
in the year 1683 reduced from forty to fourteen florins; but in 1728 raiſed 
again to twenty-one, To the chamber at Wetzlar it pays a tha wi 
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dollars, ſixty-nine kruitzers and a half. Leutkirch was formerly a court. 
town for the tribunal held on its heath, and in the Purs. It is ſurrounded 
with lands under the high and low juriſdiction of the prefecturate, on 


which account, in the year 1545, it entered into a particular convention 
with it. 
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The free Imperial town of Wimpfen, in Latin Vimpina, and in the 
time of the Romans called Cornelia, lies in the Craichgau on the river Neclar, 
which hereabouts receives into it the Joo This place conſiſts properly 
of two towns, the moſt conſiderable of which is called Wimpffen auf den 
berg, or Wimpffen on the bill, and the other Wimpffen in thale, or inf. 
fen on the vale. In the former of theſe is a Lutheran pariſh- church and i 
grammar-ſchool, as alſo a Roman-catholic hoſpital, or houſe of the order 
of the Holy Ghoſt ; but in the latter is a Roman-catholic abbey dedicated to 
St. Peter, together with a convent of Dominican Monks. The magiſtracy 
here, however, are wholly Lutherans. The Huns are ſaid to have ravaged 
this town; but an inſtrument of donation by King Henry VII. bearing dat 
in the year 1228, ſhews it to have entirely recovered that calamity, On 
the failure of the Dukes of Swabia it gradually procured its freedom, and 
the Emperors Charles IV. and Wenceſlaus omiſed to maintain it in its 
immediate dependency on the Empire. In the general Diet it fits the 
twenty-ninth among the Imperial towns of the bench of Swabia, but in 
the circular its place is the twenty-ſecond. Its taxation to the matricula of 
the Empire and Circle formerly amounted to eighty florins ; but in the yezr 
1683 this was reduced to twenty-five; and in 1728, further lowered to 
twenty-two. To the chamber at Wetzlar its quota is fifty-one rixdollars, fe- 
venty-five kruitzers and a half. In the thirteenth and fourteenth centuries 
there was an Imperial tribunal at this place, from which poſſibly the ar- 
cient Oberbof, as it was called, took its origin: And this tribunal admin- 
ſtered ſpeedy juſtice to a great many circumjacent places. In the years 
1539 and 1540 was held an Imperial chamber here; and in 1626 a hay 
action happened here betwixt Count T:/ly and the Marggrave of Baud 
Durlach. In 1645 and 1688 Wimpffen was taken by the French. 

The only village in its diſtrict is that of Hof/tatr. 
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The free Imperial town of Giengen lies on the river Brenz, being ſut- 
rounded by the lordſhip of Heydenbeim, which belongs to Wurtemberg. Thi

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The free little Imperial town of Pfullendorf lies in the Hegau, betwixt 
the counties of Heiligenberg and Sigmaringen. Some are of opinion that at 
this place ſtood the town of Bragodurum, mentioned by Ptolomey. This 
town is Roman=catholic, and excluſive of a pariſh-church contains in it a 
hoſpital and two nunneries. Anciently it had Counts of its own, of whom 
Count Rudolph, who died in 1180, having only one daughter, was prevailed 
upon to transfer his county to the Emperor Frederick I. The Emperors 
Charles IV. and Venceſſaus promiſed to maintain the town in the enjoyment 
of its Imperial privileges. In the Diet of the Empire its place is the twenty-ſixth 
among the Imperial towns on the bench of Swabia, and in that of the cir- 
cle the twenty-fourth. Its aſſeſſment in the matricula of the Empire and 
Circle formerly amounted to one hundred and four florins; but in the year 
1683 this was reduced to forty-three, and in 1728 raiſed again to forty- ſix. 
To the chamber of Wetzlar it pays thirty-three rixdollars, fixty-nine kruit- 
zers and a half, To the Imperial prefecturate it pays annually an acknow- 
ledgment of five pounds of pfennings. | | 

The village of Linz belonging to it, and which ſtands at the diſtance of 
about one hour weſt from the town, gave name to the Linzgau 
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The free little Imperial town of Buchborn, or Buchorn, lies on the lake of 
Ciſtanz, being Lutheran, and had formerly Counts of its own, who failed in 
the perſon of Count Otto, on which this town eſcheated to the Guelph, 
Counts of Altorf : But even ſo early as the Swabian Emperors it was-an 
Imperial town; and was further declared ſuch by King Rudolph I. in the 
year 127 5 The Emperors. Charles IV. and Wencęſſaus promiſed alſo to 
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maintain it in its privileges. In the general Diet it holds the thirty-founh 


place among the Imperial towns on the bench of Swabza, and in that of the 


circle the twenty-fifth. Its aſſeſſment in the matricula of the Empire and 
Circle was reduced in the year 1683 from twenty to fourteen florins, and in 
1728 farther lowered to thirteen. To the chamber at Wetzlar it 
twenty rixdollars, twenty-ſeven kruitzers, excluſive of an acknowledgment 
of ten pounds of pfennings to the Imperial prefecturate of A/torf. This place 
is under the protection of the Imperial town of Uber/ingen. In it are ware. 
houſes for the goods conſigned to it from St. Gall and Szeinach, croſs the 
lake of Coſanz to Swabia, and likewiſe for thoſe ſent in return. In the 
year 1369 it was wholly deſtroyed by fire. Not far from it ftands a Dy. 
minican nunnery called Lieben, or Lowenthal. 

The lordſhip of Baumgarten, together with the ſeat of that name and 
the large village of Erishircb, is under the high juriſdiction of the prefec.

The free Imperial town of Aalen, in Latin called Aa, or Ola, lies in the 
Kochenthal on the river Kocher, betwixt the diſtrict of the Imperial town cf 
Gmund and the abbey of Elwangen, being wholly Proteſtant. A Count of 
Oettingen is ſaid to have mortgaged it for the ſum of 20,000 florins to Count 
Eberhard of Wurtemberg ; but in the year 1360 the Emperor Charles IN. 
purchaſed it and annexed it to the Empire, and as ſuch the Emperor Men. 
ceſlaus in 1387, and in 1401 the Emperor Rupert, promiſed to maintain it 
In the general Diet its place among the Imperial towns on the Swabiar 
bench is the thirty-fifth, but in that of the circle it poſſeſſes the twenty- 
ſixth. Its aſſeſſment in the matricula of the Empire and Circle formerly 
amounted to ſixty florins, but in the year 1683 it obtained a reduction of 
it to twenty-nine, and in the year 1728 this ſum was raiſed again to thirty- 
eight florins. To the chamber of Wetzlar it pays eighteen rixdollars, fifty-fix 
kruitzers and a half; and as an acknowledgment of its having a civil juſticiary 
it pays likewiſe every year ten florins to the Imperial prefecturate of Alter}.

Its aſſeſſment in the matricula of the Empire and Circle formerly 
amounted to eight florins, but in 1683 this ſum was reduced to four. To 
the chamber at Wetzlar it pays ſixteen rixdollars, nineteen kruitzers and

The free little Imperial town of Offenburg lies on the river Kinzing in 
the Ortenau, being Roman-catholic, and containing in it two convents. 
This place was originally an Imperial town, but by the Empire mortgaged 
to Baaden, which in the year 1330 made over the ſaid mortgage to the bi- 
ſhopric of Straſeburg, by which biſhopric one half of it was further tranſ- 
ferred to the Elector- palatine. From the former of theſe the town redeemed 
itſelf ſomewhat before the ſixteenth century, and from the latter it became 
diſcharged in the year 1504, on that Prince's falling under the ban of the 
Empire. In 1635 its charter as an Imperial and circular town was re- 
newed. In the Diet of the Empire it fits the twenty-ſeventh among the 
Imperial towns on the bench of Swabia, but at the circular Diet its place is 
reckoned the twenty-ninth. Its afſeſiment in the matricula of the Circle 
and Empire was in the year 1683 reduced from one hundred and twenty 
to thirty-four florins, and in 1728 to thirty-three. To the chamber at 
Wetzlar it pays twenty-two rixdollars, eighty-eight kruitzers and à half. 
Ofenburg is under the protection of Auſtria, and even the reſidence of the 
Auſtrian prefect in Ortenau. In the year 1688 its fortifications were blown 
up by the French, . We „ 
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The free little Imperial town of Gengenbach lies alſo on the river Kinz;y 
in the Ortenau. It was for ſome time mortgaged to the biſhopric of Straſs. 
burg, and by that biſhopric further mortgaged to the Elector-palatine: but 
in the beginning of the fixteenth centdry, the Elector Philip being put 
under the ban of the Empire, it was diſcharged from that mortgage, 
though even whilſt it continued this town enjoyed a ſeat, and its repre. 
ſentative was actually preſent in the general Diets held in the years 1479 
and 1489. In the Diet of the Empire its place is the thirty-ſecond amone 
the Imperial towns on the bench of Swabia, and in that of the circle the 
thirtieth. Its aſſeſſment in the matricula of the Circle and Empire was, in 
the year 1683, reduced from fixty to ſeventeen florins, but, in 1728, raiſed 
again to twenty-four, To the chamber at Wetzlar it pays twenty-two rix.

ZELL AM HAMMERSBACH. 


The free little Imperial town of Zell am Hammersbach, or Harmſbac}, 
ſtands at no great diſtance from the preceding town, being wholly Reman. 
catholic. Like the two foregoing Imperial towns too it continued for ſome 
time mortgaged to the biſhopric of Straſgburg and the palatinate. In the 
Diet of the Empire its place among the Imperial towns of the bench cf 
Swabia is the thirty-third, but in that of the circle the thirty-firſt and lat. 
Its aſſeſſment in the matricula of the Empire and Circle formerly amounted 
to forty florins, but, in the year 1683, was reduced to eleven and a half, 
though, in 1728, again raiſed to twenty-one florins. 

Py an Imperial order tranſmitted to the town in the year 1711, the vale 
of Hammerſbach was nominated an immediate State of the Empire, to be 
included in one and the ſame matricula with the town of Zell, and, ex- 
cepting with reſpect to the payment of the third pfenning to the aſſeſſ- 
ments of the Empire in the circle of Swabia, and the chamber at Wetzlar was 
to be wholly ſeparate and independant of the town ; whence, accordingly, 
it has its own diſtin& court and magiſtracy under the direction of a vogt, ot 
prelate, whoſe title is of great antiquity. 

Obſ. Theſe three laſt towns, in the year 1614, renewed an old com- 
pat for the mutual ſupport of their common privileges, antient uſages, 
rights and liberties, 
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TN the circle of S1ab7z lie alſo the following immediate Imperial lands, 
I though without being States of the circle: viz.

The Benedictine abbey of Ottobewren, or Ottenbeuren, formerly alſo called 
Uttenbeuren and [tabeuren, ſtands about two hours eaſtward from Memmin- 
gen, being the fineſt convent of that order in all Swabia, and indeed a 
ſuperb building, containing a ſplendid church. It was firſt founded in the 
year 764, and belonged to the cathedral of Augsburg, but is at preſent ex- 
empt from all ſubordination, having, in the year 1626, paid that cathedral 
the ſum of loo, ooo florins; in conſideration of which it renounced all 
ſupremacy, juriſdiction and authority, together with the power of impoſing 
taxes over it; which agreement was confirmed by the Emperor. The title 
of the abbot is that of Reigning prelate and lord of the immediate free Imperial 
abbey of Ottobeuren, aua counſellor and bereditary chaplain to his Imperial 
Majeſty. The convent is immediately under the Empire, and as ſuch for- 
merly uſed to be ſummoned to the Imperial Diet ; but this privilege has for 
a long time been diſcontinued. It is likewiſe aſſeſſed in the quota of the 
circle of Swabia, Near it is a market-town, over which it is poſſeſſed of 
criminal juriſdiction, as a fief of the Empire, granted to it in the year 1521 
by Charles V. | 

About half one hour's diſtance below Ottobeuren lies the Benedictine nun- 
nery of Noſter wald, being ſubject to a prioreſs, and in ſome meaſure dependent 
on Ottobeuren. 8 

To the juriſdiction of the abbey of Ottobeuren belong the villages of 
Altſried, Attahauſen, Bebeim, Benningen, which lies not far from Mem- 
ingen, Freche nried, Gunz, Hawangen, Upper and Under-Welterbeim, Sund- 
beim on the Under-Gunz,, Ungerhauſen, &c. It is alſo poſſeſſed of certain 
lands belonging to the Teutonick order.

In the Imperial city of Augsburg ſtands the abbey of St. Ulrich and 
St. Afra; from which, towards the beginning of the eleventh century, 
Bruno, biſhop of Augsburg, removed the lay-brothers, filling it with Bene. 
dichine Monks, under the direction of an abbot, and alſo pou with the 
Emperor Henry II. to grant them fre villages, after he himſelf had tran. 
ferred all the wealth of this church to the biſhopric and ſeparated the in- 
comes of the two churches from each other. In the years 1323 and 1335 
the Emperor Lewts conferred two privileges on the abbot, declaring him hi 
chaplain and receiving him and the convent, together with all its lands and 
vaſſals, into his particular protection; and likewiſe paſſed an act that the 
abbot and the convent ſhould not be indictable before any other perſon than 
the Emperor himſelf. In the year 1417, the Emperor Sg:ſmund granted: 
charter to the convent and at the ſame time put it under the vicariate pro- 
tection of the city of Augsburg, to which, however, it pays the ſum of one 
hundred golden guilders per annum as protection- money. In the yer 
1422, the freedom of this city was granted to the convent. In 1556, 
the biſhop of Augsburg was for diſputing the immediate dependency of thi 
abbey on the Empire, and for afſuming the ſovereignty over it ; but, in the 
year 1577, he received an order from the fiſcal of the Empire enjoining him 
not to impoſe any tax on the abbey or exerciſe any kind of temporal juriſ- 
diction over it, being, as a State of the Empire, to remain unmoleſted in it 
privileges. In the general Diet its abbot fits among the prelates of the 
Rhine, and in the matricula is aſſeſſed at twenty florins ; but the taxes forthe 
Empire, and other contributions, it uſually pays into the office of the biſhop 
of Augsburg. 


3. The Villages belonging to the Cartbuſian monaſtery of

The chartreux of Buxheim is under the protection of Auſtria ; and for 
that reaſon has been mentioned above. On account, however of its village, 
it pays taxes to the circle of Swabia.

Franconia, and the Kingdom of Bohemia. It contains in it about 1020 
ſquare geographical miles, and derives its name from the dutchy of B- 
varia, being the largeſt and moſt conſiderable part thereof. 4 
8. 3. The twenty States of this circle are divided into two benches of ec- 
clefiaſtics and laicks. The eccleſiaſtical States here are the archbiſhopric cf 
Salzburg, the biſhoprics of Freiſingen, Ratisbonne and Paſſau, together with 
the priory of 2 and the abbies of S. Emeran, Lower and Upper- 
Munſter, all which three lie in the city of Ratisbonne. The laicks here ate 
compoſed of the electorate of Bavaria, the dutchies of Neuburg and Sui 
bach, the landgravate of Leuchtenberg, the princely county of Stern/tein, u- 
gether with the counties of Haag and Ortenburg, as alſo the lordſhips ef 
Ebrenfels, Sulzburg and Pyrbaum, Habenwaldecłk, Breiteneck and the Impe- 
rial city of Ratisbonne. In the circular Diets their ſuffrages are demanded 
in the following order: viz. Salzburg, the electorate of Bavaria, Freiſi- 
gen, Neuburg, Ratisbonne, Leuchtenberg, Paſſau, Sternſtein, Berchtelſgad, 
Haag, S. Emeran, Ortenburg, Lower-Munſter, Ehrenfels, Upper-Munſtr, 
Sulzburg, Pyrbaum, Hehenwaldeck, Breiteneck and Ratisbonne. 
$. 4. Of this circle the EleQor of Bavaria and the archbiſhop of St 
berg are joint Summoning-princes and directors, the convocatory office 
being likewiſe held jointly by them, but the directorium is alternate. Bi 
rince 
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prince here in office is termed Director Agens. Rati bonne or Waſſerburg 
are the two places where the Diet of the circle is moſt uſually held, though 
it is ſometimes convened alſo at Landſhut or Mulderf. Whether there be a 
circular chancery and chamber of records here, I am not able to determine; 
every Director Agens, tranſacting the affairs of the circle in his own chan- 
cery, and keeping the regiſters of all the acts and occurrences of his 
direforium. . 

$. 5. Though Bavaria is one of the anterior provinces, as they are called 
from their being moſt expoſed to the hoſtilities of the French, yet it never 
could be brought to an alliance with that people, notwithſtanding the re- 
peated invitations and even conferences which have been ſet on foot for that 
good purpoſe, ſaving that at the critical juncture of the year 1683, it entered 
into a triennial- league with the circles of Franconia and Swabia. In the year 
1681, the military force of the Empire, in time of peace, being ſettled by an 
act of the Germanic body at 40,000 men, the number to be furniſhed by 
this circle was eight hundred cavalry and 1494 infantry; and towards the 
zoo, ooo florins granted, in the year 1707, to the operation-cheſt, it paid 
18,252 florins, nine kruitzers. The Elector of Bavaria is hereditary-com- 
mander in chief of the circle, by virtue of which office he has the direQion 
of all military-affairs. 

With reſpect to religion this circle is one of the mixed. By virtue of the 
peace of Meſipbalia it was entitled to name four aſſeſſors in the Imperial 
chamber, which, by a reſolution of the Diet in the years 1719 and 1720, 
were reduced to two, and at preſent only one is actually preſented there, 
this preſentation lying in the breaſt of the directors of the circle indepen- 
dently of the other States.

9.1. OF the archbiſhopric of Salzburg a map has been publiſhed by 

Marcus Secznagel, and inſerted by Ortelius in his Theatrum : but 
a much better, and in itſelf a very correct and judicious map of it has been 
lince drawn by Odilo Guetrather, and printed by Homann. Accordingly this 
map conſtitutes the eightieth map in the Atlas of Germany. 

9. 2. To the eaſt, this biſhopric terminates on Auſtria and Stiria; to the 
ſouth, on Carinthia and Tyrol ; to the weſt, it is alſo bounded by Tyre! and 
Upper-Bavaria, and, northward, likewiſe by the ſame part of that electorate. 
Its greateſt extent, from weſt to eaſt, according to Guetratber's map, is 

ol. V. g 8 . twenty- 
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twenty-five German miles, and from north io ſouth ſixteen, or from the 
extremity of the limits in Upper-Bavaria to thoſe of Carinthia twenty-four, 
w hilſt others reduce both the length and the breadth to no more than eighteen 
German miles. 

F. 3. This country is defended on all ſides by mountains and narrow 
paſſes, or rather conſiſts entirely of mountains and vallies. No manner of 
grain is ſown here, whence it is ſupplied with all its corn from Bavaria; 
but every part of it produces hay of a peculiar goodneſs, and this proves a 
tund for breeds of excellent cattle in it, The horſes here in particular are 
eſteemed for their beauty, hardineſs and vigor, being able to travel full 
ſpeed up the higheſt mountains, and that ſupported by no other food than 
hay | graſs without any oats. At Hallein, which ſtands about two hours 
diſtance from the city of Salzburg, are ſalt- works belonging to the Sovereign, 
in which ſalt of all colours, yellow, red, blue and white, is hewn cut from 
along the ſubtertaneous lanes, and then afterwards diſſolved in freſh-water, 
which is conveyed into pits, of the brine of which is made the fineſt alt: 
but theſe works are carried on only in ſummer, a ſufficient quantity being 
made in that ſeaſon not only for home conſumption, but likewiſe to anſwer 
all foreign demands. Indeed Bavaria is the only country to which it is ex- 

rted, and there, according to an ancient compact made betwixt the two 
— is it exchanged for corn. In this archbiſhopric are likewiſe very 
conſiderable mines of gold, ſilver, copper, lead, iron and /apris calaminaris. 
A great deal of ſteel and braſs is alſo made here, and the plenty of theſe laſt 
metals remarkably appears in the aſtoniſhing numbers of ſwords, ſabres, 
bayonets, muſkets, canon and mortars which are to be ſeen in the armories all 
over the country. Excluſive too of other foffiles, in this biſhopric is found a 
very good marble. At Aign is a cold, and at Gaſtein a hot bath. The principal 
river here is the Sa/za, or Sa/zach, which riſes within the country, in the valley 
of Krumbler, towards the county of Hrol, watering a great part of it, and 
after receiving into it the little rivers of Saal and Gafters, the ſources of 
which lie alſo in this archbiſhopric, continues its courſe into Upper-Bavaria, 
where it falls into the Ian, which waſhes a (mall part of the weſtern fide 
of the archbiſhopric. In it alſo riſe the Eus and Myer, excluſive of a great 
number of other little ſtreams, rivulets and lakes, all which abound in 
variety of fiſh. The largeſt of theſe lakes lie towards the frontiers of 
Auſtria. 

$. 4. In the archbiſhopric are ſix cities and twenty-five market-towns. 
The eſtates of the nobility here enjoying lower juriſdiction over the 
vaſſals, are ſtyled Hofmorkte. All peaſants here univerſally are allowed 
the uſe of arms, and being from their early years trained up to ſhooting at 
2 mark and military-duty, would, on occaſion, prove a very ſerviceable 
body. Inſtead of ſoccage they pay into the county-treaſury a certain con- 
teibution in money, which is paid again on the demand of their 1 par 

rds. 
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Lords. The nobility here were formerly very numerous, but the policy of 
the Princes ſet too many ſprings at work for the oppreſſing and extirpating of 
them, ſo that not ſo much as one at preſent remains, and their eſtates are 
now in the hands of the church. With reſpect to the few nobles at court 
or belonging to the cathedral, they arè to a man all foreigners, eſpecially 
Auſtrians, Bohemians, and ſome out of Bavaria. The nobility therefore 
being thus become extinct the prelates and commons form the States of 
the country, the former of theſe are the biſhop of Chiemſee, the prior of the 
cathedral, the abbot of St. Peter at Salzburg, the prior of Berchtolſga- 
der, the abbot of St. Michael in Bavaria, the prior of Haglwertb, and the 
abbeſs of Nunnberg ; the latter are compoſed of the cities and twenty-two 
market towns, 

$. 5. Though in this archbiſhopric the Raman- catholic doctrines and worſhip 
alone are tolerated, yet at the time of the Reformation Lutheranijm was em- 
braced by great numbers, whom archbiſhop Matthew Langins ſtrove to hat- 
raſs and extirpate by oppreſſions and violence. But archbiſhop John James 
proceeded more mildly, and in order to reconcile all tempers obtained the 
Pope'slicence to adminiſter the Sacrament in both kinds. Archbiſhop #elfgang 
Theodorick of Raittenau in the year 1 588 drove great numbers of his Lutheran 
ſubjects out of the country, and his ſucceſſor Marcus Sittich Count of He- 
henembs neglected neither fair means nor menaces and violence, particu- 
larly by the quartering of troopers on them, to bring all his ſubjects again 
to the church of Rome, inſomuch that it was ſuppoſed the whole country 
was become Roman-catholic. But ſucceeding times convinced them of this 
miſtake, great numbers openly profeſſing Lutherani/m. On this archbiſhop 
Maximilian Gandolph left them no other alternative than either to fly their 
country or abjure their faith. But the moſt violent flame of perſecution 
here blazed out under archbiſhop Leopold Antony Eleutherius Baron of Fir- 
man, whoſe ardour for ſuppreſſing Lutheraniſm in his province was fo great 
that the oppreſſed party applied for redreſs to the States of that religion in 
the Diet, who prevailed ſo far that in the year 1732 permiſſion was granted 
to the Lutheran Salzburgers quietly to withdraw, together with their effects; 
And accordingly above 30,000 perſons embraced this indulgence, diſperſing 
themſelves in the other Proteſtant countries of Germany, Pruſſia, and even 


in the Exgliſb colonies in America. In all which ſeveral places they were 


received with that benevolence and encouragement which their magna- 
nimity deſerved ; and ever ſince that time theſe emigrations have ſtill con- 
tinued. The foundations for the advancement of literature in this country 
are to be found in the article of the capital. 

F. 6. Excluſive of the above (F. 3.) manufactures in metal, a coarſe fort 
ot cloth and linen are alſo made here ; and thele in conjunction with its 
atore-mentioned products conſtitute its foreign trade. 
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The firſt church at Salzburg was the work of St. Rupert, who, with 
the conſent of Tbecdere Duke of Bavaria, founded a church at Wallerſee, 
and another afterwards at Sa/zburg, and in the year 716 was created Biſho 
thereof. Arns the fixth of its Biſhops, according to the poſitive aſſertion 
of the Sa/zburg hiſtorians, was, in the year 798 created Archbiſhop and 
metropolitan over Nericum, Bavaria, a part of Rhetia, Bobemia, Mera. 
v/a, and Pann;nia. Theſe hiſtorians further make him legate of the apoſ- 
to'ic chair through the whole extent of his metropolitan diſtrict. Arch- 
bithop Gebbard for his attachment to the ſee of Rome, though in breach 
of his allegiance to his natural ſovereign the Emperor Henry IV. was re- 
warded with the title of legate of the apoſtolic chair in Germany, which title 
afterwards became perpetual to all the archbiſhops of Salzburg. Since the 
extinction likewiſe of the archbiſhop of Magdeburg, the archbiſhops of 
Salzburg are become primates of Germany without any competition. The 
lands belonging to this archbiſhopric are of very great value; and came to 
it partly by donations from the Dukes of Bavaria, the Kings of the Franks, 
nobles, and private perſons, or by purchaſe. - 

F. 8. The title of the archbiſhop is By the grace of God Prince of the holy 
Roman Empire, and Archbiſhop of Salzburg, legatus natus of tbe apoſtolic 
chair of Rome, and primate of Germany. In the dexter half topaz be 
bears par!y per pale, a lion diamond; but the finiſter is damaſquined. His 
{upporters are a ſword and a croifier, ſurmounted as it were behind with 
a croſs. 

$. 9. An archbiſhop of Salzburg, excluſive of the above-mentioned eccle- 
ſiaſtical preeminences of being the born and perpetual legate of the apoſ- 
tolic ſee, and primate of Germany, enjoys alſo ſeveral other important ho- 
nours. He wears a Cardinal's habit. All appeals too from him lie to the 
Pope alone in perſon: By permiſſion from whom he diſpoſes of cannonſhips 
in the months reſerved to the Popes in the concordats, the licences for 
which are always quinquennial ; and at the expiration of that time are re- 
newed. The Emperor ſtiles him well beloved, whereas all other eccleſiaſti- 
cal Princes, who are not of princely blood, enjoy only the title of honour- 
able and your reverence. This archbiſhop has likewiſe ſuffragan biſhops 
under him, namely thoſe of Frey/ing, Ratisbon, Brixen, Gurt, Chiemſee, 
Seckau, and Lavant : And the four laſt are even nominated and conſecrated 
by him, and confirmed by his own power, and that too without ſtanding in 
any need of the Pope's confirmation. The laſt of theſe is ſo extraordinary 
4 privilege that the archbiſhop of Salzburg is the only inſtance of it. His 
temporal preheminences are, that, the electoral archbiſhops excepted, he is 
the only archbiſhop in all Germany who fits and votes in the Diet of the 
Empire; that in the college of Princes he enjoys alternately with Au/iris 
the firſt ſeat on the eccleſiaſtical bench, and likewiſe in the directory; that 


he is joint ſummoning Prince and director of the circle of Bavaria; that 
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he is invited on certain occaſions to the Emperor's table, even though the 
Empteſs herſelf be preſent, which is looked upon as a very peculiar honour; 
and that his envoy to the Diet takes place even of the Princes preſent, 
as he did in 1663 of the Prince and abbot of Fulda. 

. 10. Its aſſeſſment in the matricula of the Empire is equal to that of 
an Elector, being fixtv horſe and two hundred and ſeventy-ſeven foot, or 
1828 florins; to the chamber at Wetzlar he pays fix hundred and eight 
rixdollars, ſixty- nine kruitzers. 

$. 11. The chapter of the cathedral here conſiſts of twenty-four per- 
ſons. The preſent hereditary marſhal of the archbiſhopric 1s the Count of 
Lidron ; the hereditary treaſurer the Count of Terring, the poſt of here- 
ditary cup-bearer here ever fince the year 1669 has belonged to the Counts 
of Kuenburg ; and that of hereditary ſteward ever fince the year 1685 to 
the Counts now the Princes of Lamberg. The firſt and the two laſt of 
theſe hereditary places are in the diſpoſal of the Archdukes of Auftria ; 
Archbiſhop Frederick III. having conferred theſe poſts as hereditary on 
Albert and Ortho Dukes of Auſtria. In the year 1701 archbiſhop Y Erneſt 
Count of Thunn inſtituted an order of knighthood in honour of St. Rupert, 
which conſiſts of twelve knights, who bind themſelves by the ſame vow 
as the knights of the order of St. Jabn, and muſt prove the antiquity of 
their nobility. At the head of this order is a grand maſter. The knights 
alſo have a penſion; and in order to be qualified for the poſt of governor 
of the caſtle at Salzburg, or of any of the frontier places, muſt have ſerved 
ten years in a military capacity, 

9. 12. The principal colleges of the archbiſhop are the privy or ſtate- 
council, the confiſtory, the court of juſtice, the treaſury, and the council 
of war. 

$. 13. His revenues are eſtimated by Key/ſer at 800,000 rixdollars ; 
but a perſon whoſe knowledge and veracity are equally indiſputable and 
who has long lived at Salzburg, affirms in a manuſcript that the incomes 
ariſing from all his lands amount totidem annis to no leſs than betwixt three 
and tour millions of guilders. | 

F. 14. The military force of this archbiſhopric conſiſts only of one regi- 
ment of foot containing 1000 men. The fifty halberdeers and the fifty 
trabants or horſe-guards here being rather inſtituted for the ſplendor of the 
court than the military eſtabliſhment ; indeed a greater number of ſoldiers 
in this country would be both needleſs and in convenient, it being by means 
of its hills and narrow paſſes well fortified againſt any invaſions ; it has be- 
lides very few places fit for the encampment of an army, and little or no 
grain, not to mention its brave and expert peaſantry who would prove a 
ſtout defence to it. Every pfleg or bailiwick has its rendezvous, to which, 
on a ſignals being given by means of cannon planted on the mountains and 


towers, they repair completely armed, and there wait fusther — 
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for marching. The number of peaſants here who never fail to hit a 

mark of a handbreadth are computed at 2 5,000. | 

9. 15. In this archbiſhopric are the following places, v2. | 

Salzburg, in Latin Salisburgum, anciently Juvavia, the capital of the 
archbiſhopric, and the reſidence of the archbiſhop, being environed by three 
mountains named the Imberg, the Schloſzberg, and the Munchberg, but on 
one fide open to a large plain through the midſt of which runs the Salæa 
or Sa/zach, both diviſions of the city being joined by a bridge. Salzburg 
is computed to be 5000 geometrical paces in circuit, being well fortified, 
and that part of the city which lies to the right of the river ſurrounded 
with eight baſtions, that on the left fide with three. The mountain-caſtle 
here which ſtands in the former is very ſtrong, not only on account of its 
lofty ſituation, but likewiſe of its works; and in it is the principal arſenal. 
This fortreſs is open only once a year, at which time it may be ſeen, and 
the garriſon in it is never changed. It is alſo conſtantly furniſhed for a 
whole year with the neceſſary proviſions, namely with grain, ſmoaked beef, 
and marrow-bones for the making of broth as occaſion requires. The ſtreets 
in the city are narrow, and paved in the old faſhion, but in other reſpect it 
is a well built place. The archbiſhop's palace in it is a large, ſtately and com- 
modious building. Before it is a very beautiful fountain, and oppoſite to it 
ſtands another noble palace called the Næuebau, in which the Diet of the coun- 
try is held, as alſo the meetings of all the ſeveral colleges; and here like- 
wiſe is the archbiſhop's library. The Prince's ſummer-palace called Mira- 
bella is alſo a grand ſtructure, and contains in it a fine chapel with a very 
delightful garden. The biſhop's palace of Chiemſee, the chapter-houſe, 
and the apartments for the cannons, together with the palace of Counts of 
Lodron and Nienburg are all very elegant buildings. The amphitheatre here 
cut out of a rock, and which is two hundred and twenty feet in length, 
ſtanding in the weſt part of the city, with the ſtables on the fide of the 
AMonchberg, are likewiſe deſerving particular notice. The cathedral of St. 
Rupert, conſecrated in 1628, is built of free-ſtone and marble; in it are 
tive organs, with a number of embelliſhments, and it has alſo a very grand 
treaſury. The church of St. Peter is the oldeſt in the city, and near it 
ſtands a monaſtery of Benedictine Monks, in which is a fine library. The 
univerſity church here, which was conſecrated in the year 1707, is alſo a 
noble building; as is likewiſe the church in the archbiſhop's ſeminary or the 
Collegium Falerianum which is a nurſery of eccleſiaſtics, together with twenty- 
teven other churches, ſeven of which ſtand cloſe by the convents ; not to 
mention the large hoſpital of St. John, together with four others, and 
without dwelling upon the collegium clericorum on the Capuchin mountain 
before the Szeinthor. The univerlity of Salzburg was firſt founded by arch- 
biſhop Paris in the year 1620. In 1623 it was completed and given to 
the Bencdictiues, and in 1625 a bull was alſo obtained for it. In oo 
eges 
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leges of Rupert and Lodron young noblemen are educated. Salzburg 1s 
conveniently fituated for trade. In 1510 it attempted to make itſelf an 
Imperial free city, but was reduced to its obedience by archbiſhop Leonard. 

On a hill near it ſtands the nunnery of Nunn, or Nonnberg, which is in- 
ſtituted for ladies. 

Hellbrunn, in Latin Clargfontanum palatium, a ſeat of the archbiſhop's, 
with a very plealant garden belonging to it, lies half an hour's diſtance from 
Salzburg. 

Kloſeheim, an archiepiſcopal caſtle, lies three fourths of an hours diſtance 
from the city, and cloſe by it is the pheaſant houſe of Belvedere. 

Lauffen is a town on the Salza with a bailiwick belonging to it. Almoſt 
one half of this place was deſtroyed by fire in the year 1633. 

Stauffeneck is a caſtle and bailiwick lying not far from the river Saal. 

Heglwert, or Hagekoerd, a priory ſeated on a ſmall inland lake. 

Raſchenberg, a caſtle, which is the ſeat of a bailiwick. 

Tei/endorf, a market-town. 

Waging, is alſo a market-town, ſeated on the Tachen-ſee, on the oppoſite 
fide of which ſtands the caſtle of Lampoding. 

Dengling is likewiſe a market-town. 

Tittmaning, a town ſeated on the Salza and the reſidence of a bailiff, 
In the year 1571 this place was ſet on fire by lightening, and only a few 
houſes left ſtanding. 

Muldorf, a town lying on the Inn, and ſurrounded by Upper-Bavar:a, 
is the ſeat of a bailiwick, to which belongs Old-Muldorf, Maſling, and 
Friezing. This town was almoſt wholly deſtroyed by fire in the year 
1040. 

St. Michael Beyrn is a convent of Benedictine Monks. 

Mattſee, a market-place with a caſtle and foundation in it ſeated on a 
lake of the ſame name, is the reſidence of a bailiff, and was purchaſed 
of the cathedral of Paſſau in the years 1390 and 1398, but continued a 
hef thereof; the foundation in eccleſiaſtical matters, being likewiſe ſubor- 
Cinate to this biſhopric. 

Straſz-Walchen, allo called Straſzwald, is a market-town, with a diſtrict 
belonging to it under the direction of a bailiff. 

Neumark, alſo is a market-town. Not far from this place ſtands the 
caſtle of Pfangau. 

Aitenthan, a mountain-caſtle, with a diſtrict belonging to it, was in the 
year 1362 transferred from the noble family of Than to the archbiſhopric. 

Ltechtenthan is a caſtle having a bailiwick. 

Seektirchen, a market-town near the Waller-ſee, takes its name from a 
church, which St. Rupert built there and was his firſt reſidence. In this 
town is a college of canons. Not far from it ſtands Plain in which is an 
image of the Virgin much reſorted to by pilgrims. 

I , Neubaus 
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Neuhaus is a caſtle and bailiwick. 

Aign, a village lying not far from Salzburg, and containing a cold bath, 

Turn is a caſtle ſituated not far from the Salza. 

Kappl, a hof-markt or eſtate, enjoying a low juriſdiction. 

Talgen, a pariſh, belonging to the cathedral, and the reſidence of an 
Urbar judge, or præfectus agreſtium tributalium, lies on the little river Fuſe 
which iſſues out of a lake of the ſame name. 

Wartenfels is a caſtle ſeated on a mountain, and having a bailiwick. 

S. Ægidius, or S. Gilling, a market-town ſeated on the Aber, or S. J,/f- 

ang-ſee. 
i E a caſtle ſtanding on a hill, and the reſidence of a bailiff. 

Hullein, a town, lying on the Salza, and the ſeat of a diſtrict, derive its 
name from the ſalt-works in it, which have been deſcribed above (5. ;.) 
The ſalt-pit lies not far from it near the church of Durnberg, which is de- 
dicated to Our Lady. | | | 

Glaneck is a caſtle and diſtrict ſituate betwixt the Saal and Sala. 

Kuchl, anciently called Cuculli, is a market-town ſeated on the Salza. 
Golling, a market-town lying on the Salza, is the ſeat of a baliwick. 

Not far from it lies the paſs of Lueg, on which, near the Salza, is 2 


narrow way leading over a ſteep mountain. 


Abbtenau is a market-town. 
| Werfen is a fortreſs, ſituated on the Salza, and firſt built by archbiſhop 
Gebbard in the eleventh century, but archbiſhop John James enlarged its 
fortifications. Near it is a market-town, which has a bailiwick. 

Biſchof bofen, on the Salza, is alſo the refidence of a bailiff. 

Goldeck, a hof-markt and the ſeat of a bailiwick. 

S. Veit is a market-town. 

Daxenbach, or Taxenbach, is a market-town with a caſtle ſeated on the 
Salza, and a bailiff's court. In the year 1323 archbiſhop Frederick Ill. 
purchaſed for 1 500 florins the old and new chatellany here, together with 
its juriſdiction, which the family of Goldeck held as a fief of the arch- 
biſhop. 

2 bY in the Pinzgau, ſeated on a lake which takes its name from it, is 
the reſidence of a bailiff. 

Lichtenberg, is a caſtle, which gives name to a diſtri. 

Saifelden, a rnarket-town, ſeated on the river Saal. 

Lafer, a market-town, and the feat of a diſtrict. 

Obſ. In this country betwixt the country of the Tyroleſe, Upper-Bavaris, 
and the abbey of Berchts/ſgaden, are ſeveral paſſes, as namely that of Sr: 
on the borders of Tyro/; that of Kniepaſs on the river Saal; Steinbact- 
paſz alſo on the Saal and the borders of Bavaria; Hirſchpulel ſituate on 
thoſe of Berchtolſgaden and Luften/tein lying on the Saal. 

17ter, a mountain-caſtle ſeated on the confines of Tyro/ ; gives name 
to a bailiwick. Under it likewiſe is ä Hef- 
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Hpfgarten, a market-town ſituate in a diſtrict named /7;:/chenau, Cloſe 
by it ſtands the caſtle of Engelsberg. 5 

Zell in Ziller-thal, a market-town ſeated on the river Ziller, and the re- 
ſadence of a bailiff. In the neighbourhood of Figen is found gold. 

In all parts of this mountainous country Chamois are very common, eſ- 

ally towards the Tyroleſe. | 

WWindiſch Matray, a market-town ſeated in the Tefferegger Thale, is the re- 
ſidence of a bailiff, and anciently belonged to the Counts of Matray. 

Tefforegg is a village, taking its name from the Tefferegger Thale, In the 
year 1685 the Lutherans of this country ſuftered a violent perſecution under 
archbiſhop Maximilian Gandolph. 

Mitter/il, a market-town lying on the Salza, is the ſeat of a bailiwick. 
The caſtle of this name ſtands on a mountain on the other fide of the 
river. In the year 1228 the lands of the ancient Counts of Mitterfil were 
transferred by Duke Lewis of Bavaria (to whom they fell as a vacant fief ) 
to the archbiſhopric in exchange for its lands of Altenburg. 

Rauris is a market-town and the reſidence of a bali. 

Gei/ſern, alſo is a market-town. 

Gaſtein, a market- town ſeated on the river of the ſame name, contains a 
bailiwick, and is famous not only for its warm bath but alſo for its lead, 
ſilver, and gold mines, the laſt of which, in the time of archbiſhop Leonhard, 
yielded great quantities of gold. The inhabitants of Goldeck were anciently 
poſſeſſed of the juriſdiction of this place as a fief from the archbiſhopric, 
but they ceded it again in the year 1323. 

Great-Arl is a caſtle and village, and the ſeat of a diſtri. 

S. Jobn's im Pougau, a market-town ſituate not far from the Sa/za, con- 
tains a bailiwick. 

Radſtatt, a town ſeated on the Ens, which has its ſource in the neigh- 
bourhood of this place, is the reſidence of a bailiff. - 

Not far from hence on the river Ens lies the paſs of Mandling. On the 
ether fide of the Ens ſtands the town of Old-Mark:. 

IWagrain is a market-town ſeated in the Flachau. 

Mautterndorf, a market-town with a diſtrict annexed to it, belongs to the 
priory of the cathedral. 

Mc/haim is a caſtle, and the ſeat of a bailiwick. 

S. Michael in the Lungau, a market-town, near which lies the ſource of 
the Muer. 

Tambfweg, a market-town ſituate on the Auer, was conſumed by fire in 
the year 1480, | 

Hauſz, a caſtle, ſituate on the Ens, and the feat of a diſtrict, together 
with Groming and Welkenſ/tein, is ſurrounded by the dutchy of Stiria. 

Obſ. The archbiſhopric of Sa/zburg is poſſeſſed in the dutchy of Ca- 
rinthia of the diſtrit of Stall on the river Moll; as alſo of the market-towns 
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of Sachſenburg on the Drau and Felaſperg; together with the towns of 
Freiſach and S. Andree; the market-towas of Allenbgfen, Huttenberg, and 
Guttaring. and feveral other ſmall places. And in Lewer- Auſtria, of the 
town of Traſmaur, together with the market-town of Araflorf, and ſeveral 
other places.

F. 1. Dux Albert cauſed a ſmall map of the dutchy of Bavaria to be 

diawn by Philip Apian, which map was publiſhed in the year 1 561, 
and likewiſe in 1566 a larger one of twenty-four plates, which was never 
made public. The laſt of theſe two charts have been reduced to a (miller 
fize by Janſſon and others, but particularly by the younger Viſſcber, who 
has divided his two ſheet map which was contracted from it into the 
bailiwicks, and the ſame has been done by Homann with ſome improvements. 
Theſe maps conſtitute the ſeventy- ſixth and ſeventy- ſeventh in the Atlas of 
Germany. In the year 1684 George Philip Fink allo publiſhed a large map 
of the circle and dutchy of Bavaria with an index to it. The coun 
about Munich was exhibited on a ſingle map, which was publiſhed by H. 
mann's heirs in the year 1743, and conſtitutes the ſeventy-ninth in the Ala: 
of Germany. Erbard Reych put out the firſt map of the upper palatinate in 
the year 1540, and after him Y7/cher and Hamann, not to mention others, 
alſo publiſhed a map of the ſame. The laſt of thefe conftitutes the ſeventy- 
eighth in the Alas of Germany. Of the diſtricts of Neumark belonging to 
the upper palatinate Nit. Ritterhuſz has delineated a very good map, which 
is to be ſeen in Tom. III. of Blaeu's Alas. 

F. 2. This electorate comprehending in it all the ecclefiaftical and tempo- 
ral ſtates of the circle of Bavaria, the limits of the circle are in effect allo 
its boundaries; but the other lands belonging to the circle, which lie on 
the ſide of the electorate, are divided from it, and in it is only to be ſeen 
the parts terminating weſtward on Swabia, Franconia, and the dutchy of 
Neuburg and Sulzbath ; thoſe terminating fouthward on the Tyroleſe, the 
county of Werdenfels, the lordſhip of Hbbenwaldeck, the archbiſhopric of 
Salzburg, and the abbey of Berchtoljgaden ; thoſe terminating to the eaſt- 
ward on Upper-Auflria, the biſhopric of Paſſau and the kingdom of Be- 
temia, and thoſe alſo terminating northward on Bohemia and Froncoms. 
This circuit, however, compriſes in it ſeveral entire countries of the * 
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for which reaſon it is no eaſy matter to aſcertain with any degree of ex- 
actneſs the proper extent of the eleQorate, and maps themſelves differ with 
reſpe& to its greateſt length and breadth. | In the repertorium Bavarie its 
utmoſt extent from north to ſouth is reckoned forty-ſeven leagues, and 
from eaſt to welt thirty-three. Bavaria of itſelf is computed to be thirty- 
fix leagues in length, and twenty-one broad. The lands of the electorate 
in this circle and that of Swabia taken together amount to about ſeven hun- 
dred and twenty-nine geographical ſquare miles. 

$. 3. Upper-Bavaria is partly mountainous and woody and partly marſhy, 
abounding alſo in large and ſmall lakes; and being likewiſe partly level, but 
in general fitter for paſturage than tillage. Zower- Bavaria is for the moſt 
part level and more fruiful. In general Bavaria abounds in grain, paſtures, 
fruit, woods and foreſts ; producing alſo great numbers of cattle and plenty 
of game and wild-fowl. At Reichenhall and Traunſtein are falt-works. 
Near Bobenmats, in the diſtri of Viechtach, is a mine of copper and filver, 
and at Reichenthall one of lead. In certain places in particular in the 
diſtrict of Meilbeim are quarries of very fine marble. At Mcching, Abach, 
Adelbolzen, Wembding, Roſenbeim, and Heilbrunn are medicinal ſprings and 
baths. The upper palatinate is extremely mountainous, but withal woody, 
and has plenty of graſs, being likewiſe cultivated and producing grain. 
This country is able to ſupport its inhabitants, particularly by means of the 
great number of its iron and lead-mines, its large woods and paſtures. 
The Danube which iſſues out of Swabia waters the electorate from weſt 
to eaſt, Below Rain it receives into it the Lech, and near Kelbeim the 
Altmubl, above Ratisbon alſo the Nas which has its ſource both in the 
Fichte!berge and the upper palatinate ; and below that city the Regen which 
riſes in the diſtrict of Zuiſel in Læwer-Bavaria; below Deckendorf and 
Plading it takes into it the Jer, which iſſues out of Tyrel, near Yi/oven the 
Vils, and near Innflatt and Paſſau, the Inn, which alſo riſes in Tyrol, being 
joined below Burkhauſen by the Salza. Out of the Danube, the Inn, and 
the Jer, ſome ſmall quantities of gold are gathered. The large inland 
lakes here are ſaid to be fixteen in number, and the ſmaller ones one hun- 
dred and ſixty: Of the former in Upper-Bavaria are the Cheimſee, the Mul- 
chenſee or Waldenſee, the Tegernſee, the Kochelſee, the Staffelſee, the Wurm- 
fer or Wirmſee, and the Ammerſee. Theſe rivers, lakes, and ponds abound 
in fiſh, particularly the numerous ponds in the upper palatinate, which 

ve an uncommon plenty. 

. 4. In all Bavaria are reckoned thirty-five towns, and ninety-five open 
and incloſed market- towns. According to the repertorium Bavarie, in the ſe- 
veral bailiwicks are upwards of 1000 caſtles, hof-markte (or eſtates inveſted 
with lower juriſdiction over the vaſſals) and ſeats, which ſhall be mentioned 
under each bailiwick.. It is alſo ſaid that in Bavaria are 11704 villages, 
hamlets, and deſerts, which laſt alone are computed at 4000. In the 
1 — 
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upper palatinate are thirteen boroughs, and twenty-eight market- towns. 
The computation of vaſſals in the electorate which eſtimates them at four 
millions, and thoſe in Bavaria alone at near 3,400,000 exceeds the truth: 
For by vaſſals are to be underſtood heads or fathers of families, with their 
wives, children, and ſervants, or as ſome even ſay, hearths; whence con- 
ſequently reckoning fix perſons to each hearth the electorate of Bavaria 
muſt contain in it twenty-four millions of inhabitants, a number not to be 
ſuppoſed. And even were the above calculation only meant of ſingle per- 
lons, yet it (till greatly exceeds the truth. 

The Lanaſtande, or States of Bavaria conſiſt of three clafſes ; namely 
of the prelates, the knights and nobility, to which alſo belong the Counts 
and Lords, and the burghers of the ſeveral boroughs and market-towns, 
The /andtage, or Provincial-Dicts are very rare here; but a committee, or 
election of the States, aſſemble annually at Aſunch, or as often as the ſtate 
of affairs requires. In the upper palatinate, ever fince its devolution to the 
Elector of Bavaria in the year 1628, all Diets have been diſcontinued, or 
rather the whole political conſtitution is aboliſhed. | g 

F. 5. In Bavaria no other religious docttine and exerciſe than the Reman- 
catholic is tolerated : and thus a timely check was put to the diſturbances 
which began to ariſe there in the ſixteenth century on account of the Re- 
formation; and thoſe not without the countenance of divers of the States of 
the province. The Lutheran and Caluiniſt doctrines had indeed obtained a 
{uperiority in the upper palatinate, but that country falling into the hands 
of the Elector of Bavaria, the Roman-catholic dcEtrine was reſtored by 
force ; great numbers however of Lutherans ſtill remained. The collegiate 
foundations, the abbeys, priories, and other convents here, together with 
the commenderies, archdeaconries, deaneries, or rural chapters, as alſo the 
pariſhes and chapels in this electorate are diſtributed among the arch- 
biſhopric of Sa/zburg and the biſhorics of Eichſtatt, Augsburg, Bamberg, 
Freyſing, Paſſau, and Ratisbon, The pariſhes in the electorate are about 
1500, The vicarages, chapels of eaſe, and other chapels near 2000, 
And the number of churches in it is ſaid to amount to 28709. Thele 
churches are ſubject to ſeventy-one rural deans. The remarkable convents 
are eighty- ſix in number, and the collegiate foundations twelve. 

$. 6. Solid knowledge and good literature muſt be owned to the ho- 
nour of this electorate, to be on a better footing, and to receive more coun- 
tenance here now than ever. The Benedictines in particular diſtinguiſh 
themſelves by their promotion of both. Ingolſtadt boaſts an univerſity. 

§. 7. Manufactures are alſo increaſed and improved here ; witneſs thoſe | 
of coarſe cloth, woollen-ſtuffs and ſtockings, filk-ſtuffs, velvets, tapeſtry, 
very good clocks, watches, and other neceſſaries: Though its chief 
exports conſiſt of cattle, grain, wood, falt, and iron. 
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$. 8. The ancient Boiæ, who were a branch of the Ce/t#, and came 
out of Celtia or Gallia about 589 years before the birth of Chr}, croſſing 
the Rhine, firſt ſeated themſelves in Bohemia. But about the time of the 
Emperor Auguſtus being driven out of the greateſt part of the country by 
the Marcomannt they removed into Nericum, and their ſettlement from 
thence came to be called Bojer or Bayerland, in Latin Bgaria, or Bajo- 
aria, of which in proceſs of time was made Bavaria. In the ſixth century 
on the diviſion of the great Empire of the Franks, among the four ſons 
of Cb, Bavaria fell under the dominion of the Auflrafian Kings, and 
was governed by Dukes; the firſt of whom who occurs in ancient writers 
with any degree of certainty is Garibald I. who lived under Clotharius 
King of Au/tria, and was without interruption ſucceeded by Taſzi/o I. Ga- 
ribaid II. Theodo I. and Theedo II. The latter of theſe divided the large 
province of Bavaria into four parts, retaining to himſelf Ratisbon the ca- 
pital, together with the country eaſtward of the fame, and likewiſe Nori- 
cum. His eldeſt ſon Theogebert obtained Rhetia, the capital of which was 
anciently Bogen, in Latin Bauzanum. On the ſecond fon Grimoald he con- 
ferred South-Bavaria, or the Sudergau, together with the town of Frey- 
ng: And on his third fon Theodebald, North Bavaria, or the Nordgau, 
which included the modern upper palatinate, and likewiſe the city of Nurn- 
berg. Theodo the father and his youngeſt ſon Theodebald dying, the 
whole province of Bavaria fell to the two ſurviving brothers; Tbecdebert 
obtaining North and Middle Bavaria, together with Noricum, and Gri- 
moald's thare comprehending in it Bavaria and Rhatia. Theode- 
bert was ſucceeded by his ſon Hugbert, who had for his ſucceſſor Qttiho, 
who was followed by Tafzils II. the laſt Duke of Bavaria; Charles the Great 
King of the Franks in the year 788, confining this Prince to a convent for 
certain acts of diſobedience, and reaſſuming to himſelf Bavaria, appointed 
it to be governed by Counts. On the diviſion of the monarchy of the 
Franks among his grandſons by Lewis I. Bavaria, together with all Ger- 
many, fell to Lewis the German, who reſided at Ratrisbonne : And on an- 
other diviſion made among his ſons in the year 876, Kar/mann became 
King of Bavaria, in which ſovereignty he was firſt ſucceeded by his bro- 
ther Lewis the younger, and afterwards by his youngeſt brother Charles the 
Fat. But the latter being depoſed by the States of the German Empire 
in the year 887; and Arnulph natural fon to his brother Karlmann elected 
King of Germany, Bavaria allo eſcheated to him, and after him fell to his 
fon Lew:s the Child. Both at that time and alſo after his death Arnulph 
was Marggrave of Bavaria, and in the year 920 was alſo created Duke 
of the ſame by King Henry I. But though his ſons were diſpoſſeſſed of 
this dukedom, yet was his ſecond ſon of the ſame name created Ptalzgrave 
of Bevaria, and he became the founder of the family of the Lords of Schir, 
or Scheurn, who afterwards bore the title of Hittes/bach. 
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The Emperor Otto the Great made a donation of the dutchy of Bavarig 
to his brother Henry. King Henry IV. took this dutchy from Otto II. Duke of 
Bavaria, who had plotted againſt his lite, and in the year 1071 gave it to 
his ſon-in-law Welpho, whole father Azo was a powerful Prince, being ſo- 
vereign of Milan, Genoa, and many other countries in Lombardy, all which 
devolved by inheritance to this Duke We/pho and his deſcendants. From 
him was deſcended Duke Henry the Haughty, who in the years 1126 or 
1127 alſo acquired the dutchy of Saxony, but in 1138 loft both that and 
the dutchy of Bavaria, on account of his oppoling the election of King Cer. 
rad III. His ſon Henry the Lion was indeed reſtored to the poſſeſi:on of 
both theſe dutchies, but the Emperor Frederick I. likewiſe put him under 
the ban in the year 1180, inſomuch that he retained only the countries of 
Luneburg, Brunſwick and Nordbeim, which came to him by inheritance 
from his mother. On the contrary the Imperial fiefs which he held were 
beſtowed on others. The dutchy of Bavaria, from which at that time 
Tyrol was ſeparate (ſee vol. iv. p. 229.) fell to Orho the Elder, Ptalzprave 
of Wittelsbach, whoſe anceſtors, ſons to Duke Arnuiph, had beer un- 
juſtly driven out and excluded for above two hundred years. His fun Duke 
Lewis was alfo declared by the Emperor Frederick II. Ptalzgrave of the 
Rhine, and this palatinate his ſon Otio was actually poſſeſſed of (ſee 
vol. iv.) His ſons Lewis the Severe, and Henry, in the year 1253, dividing 
their paternal eſtates amongſt them, the former obtaining the palatinate 
of the Rhine with Upper-Bavaria, and the latter all the other countries, 
The ſons of Lewis the Severe, namely Rudolp, and Lewis the Younger, di- 
viding their patrimony a ſecond time, the former of theſe became the 
founder of the preſent eleftora-houſe of the palatinate, and the latter of 
that of Bavaria. The laſt-mentioned Lewrs, Duke of Upper-Bavaria be- 
came likewiſe Emperor, and in 1329 entered into a compact with the ſons 
of his deceaſed brother, formally ceding to them the palatinate of the Rhine, 
together with the upper palatinate, as it was at that time firſt called. In 
the year 1340 Lower-Bavaria devolved to him on the failure of the line 
which poſſeſſed it. In 1392 the three ſons of his fon Stephen divided it 


amongſt themſelves, founding three lines, namely thoſe of Ingo//tadt, Land- 


ſout and Munich; the firſt of which became extin& in the year 1447, and 
the ſecond in 1503, but the third ſtill exiſts. Divers ſubſequent diviſions 
of this country were made, but ever ſince the year 1545 not only all kinds of 
diviſions, but likewiſe all joint-governments have been diſcontinued. In the 
year 1623 Duke Maximilian I. obtained for his houſe the electoral dignity, 
and in 1628 alſo the upper palatinate, both which were confirmed to him 
at the peace of Neſpbalia. In 1706 his grandſon Maximilian II. was put 
under the ban of the Empire, but in 1714 was reſtored to the entire poſ- 
ſeſion of his country. In 1742 his ſon the Elector Charles Albert was cho- 


ſen Emperor, but met with little ſucceſs in his war with Auſtria. On that 
account 
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account Maximilian Joſeph, his ſon and ſucceſſor in the dutchy and electo- 
ral dignity, prudently beſtows his greateſt attention on the improvement of 
his country. | 

F. 9. The office of arch-fteward of the Empire and the eleQoral-dignity 
have been long in the poſſeſſion of the houſe of Bavaria, which being di- 
vided into two branches, namely thoſe of Bavaria and the palatinate (F. 8.) 
a convention has been made on account of the eleQoral-dignity; and in the 
compact of partition entered into in the year 1329 by the Emperor Lew:s 
of Bavaria with his brother's ſons, it was agreed « #2: the title of Elector 
ſhould be common to both houſes, but they vote alternately. The pala- 
tine-houſe, however, in the year 1356, managed matters fo that in the 
golden-bull the electoral- dignity was excluſively aſſigned to it, and on gain- 
ing this point alſo appropriated to itſelf the office of arch-ſteward. The 
Elector- palatine Frederick V. being put under the ban, in 1623 the electo- 
ral-dignity and office of arch-ſteward devolved to Bavaria, the former of 
which was confirmed to it by the peace of Weſtphalia, but of the latter no 
mention was made. Bavaria, however, has continued in poſſeſſion of 
that office, excepting only from the year 1706 to 1714, during which in- 
terval it was exerciſed by the Elector- palatine. Of the agreement made 
with the Elector- palatine with reipect to the vicariate of the Empire, notice 
has been taken above. 

F. 10. The title of the Elector is, By the Grace of God Duke of Upper 
and Lower-Bavaria, as alſo of the Upper Palatinate ; Pfalagrave of the Rhine, 
Arch-Steward of the Holy Roman Empire, and Eleftor and Landgrave of 
Leuchtenberg. The arms of the Elector are quarterly an eſcutcheon of 
pretence. In the laſt of theſe quarters is the Imperial monde 7cpaz, in a 
field ruby, denoting the office of arch-ſteward of the Empire; in the upper 
dexter and lower finiiter quarter are lozenges ſapbire and pearl, for the 
dutchy of Bavaria; and in the upper finiſter and lower dexter is a lion 
ruby crowned topaz, for the palatinate of the Rhine. During an interreg- 
num, when the Elector of Bavaria exerciſes the vicariate of the Empire, 
v4 3 2 to bear the Imperial ſpread eagle, with his family ſhield on 

e breaſt. 

. The hereditary offices of the Electorate of Bavaria are that of 
hereditary maſter of the houſhold, with which, ever ſince the year 1618, 
the Barons Haſſang have been inveſted ; that of hereditary ſteward, belong- 
ing to the Count of Trachſeſz, p. 265. that of hereditary marſhal, of which 
ever fince the year 1411 the noble family of Gumpenberg have been poſ- 
eſſed; that of hereditary cup-bearer, which is enjoyed by the Count of 
Frey/ing ; and that of hereditary huntſman, which ſo early as the year 1356 
was — an the Counts of Torring, this grant being again renewed 
in 1607, | 

9. 12. The Bavarian order of S. George was revived in 170030 2 
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Elector Albert. The knights of this order are ſtiled Defenders of the imma. 
culate conception of the Blefſed Virgin Mary, and muſt produce unqueſtion- 
able proofs of the nobility of their anceſtry for eight generations in both 
lines. The Elector is grand-maſter, and its enſign is a croſs enameled 
blue with a S. George in the middle, on the reverſe of which is the name 
of the reſtorer of the order in a cypher, ſurmounted with the electoral- cap, 
and at the four angles theſe letters, I. V. P. F. ſignifying ſuſtus velut palma 


florebit, i. e. the righteous ſhell flouriſh like à palm-tree. This croſs is worn 


pendent to a broad ſky-blue ribbon with a black and white border. To 
this order are appropriated the prefecturates of Abensberg and Altmanſtein, 
as alſo Aicha, Schwaben, Waſſerburg, Eggenfelden, Aerding, Neumarky, 
Stadt am Hof and Bernſtein, Riedt and Hirſchau, whence accordingly they 
are always held by knights, N | 
$. 13. In the eleQoral-college the EleQtor of Bavaria poſſeſſes only the 
fifth ſeat, but notwithſtanding that is the ſecond of the lay EleQors ; he is 
by virtue of Bavaria not only a member of the college of Princes, but has 
even the firſt ſeat and vote in it; the Landgravate of Leuchtenberg alſo4ur. 
niſhes him with a feat and vote betwixt Savey and Anbalt; though with 
reſpect of the Imperial counties and lordſhips of which he is proprieter, it 
is by virtue of Weigenſlein only that he takes place in the college of the 
Imperial Counts of Swabia. The Elector of Bavaria is joint ſummoning 
Prince and director of the circle of Swabia, and in the Diet enjoys fix 
votes. Ever fince the year 1521, at which time he was only a fimple Duke, 
his aſſeſſment in the matricula of the Empire has amounted to that of an 
Elector, namely to ſixty horſe and two hundred and ſeventy-ſeven foot, or 
1828 florins; and on this footing it has continued from that time, though 
ſome few are of opinion that 2 the upper palatinate and the county of 
Cham, he ought to pay one half of the Elector- palatine's aſſeſſment. His 


contributions for his other dominions ſhall be ſpecified in their places. His 


taxation in the circular matricula is the fame with that in the matriculs of 
the Empire. To the chamber at Wetzlar he is rated for the dutchy of 
Bavaria at eight hundred and eleven rix-dollars, fifty-eight kruitzers and 
a half ; but for the upper palatinate he perſiſts in refuſing any payment, 
notwithſtanding the — rial chamber has formally demanded of him 2 
ſum equal to one half of what the Elector- palatine is aſſeſſed at. 
$. 14. The principal colleges of the EleQor are, the Miniſterium, or 
privy-council ; the Dicaſterium, or high court of appeals ; the college ct 
ducal counſellors, the eccleſiaſtical council, the council of war, the trea- 
ſury, the council of trades, mintage and mines. The whole dutchy of 
Bavaria is under the direction of four prefecturate courts ; two of which 
for Lower Bavaria are at Landſbut and Straubing; and the two belonging 
to Upper Bavaria at Munich and Berghauſen. The ſeat of the —

of the upper palatinate lies at Amberg. The preſidents of theſe prefectu- 


rate-courts are all noblemen. 

$. 15. The revenues of the Elector ariſe out of ſalt, beer, wine and 
brandy, oak-maſt, veniſon, wood, mines, coinage, tolls, exciſe, contribu- 
tions, and other ordinary ſources, excluſive of impoſts on extraordinary cc- 
caſions. His ordinary revenues per annum are eſtimated at betwixt five and 
fix millions of guldens. 

$. 16. The military force of the Elector conſiſts of regulars and militia ; 
the former of theſe in times of peace amounts uſually to about 12,000 
men, but in war have been augmented to 25, and even to 30,000. In 
the year 1753 colonel Beccof formed a ſcheme for enabling the Elector to 
maintain 12,000 regulars and 10,000 militia for 860,000 Imperial guilders 

annum ; whereas on the former footing ſuch a body required at leaſt 

the ſum of three millions. 

$. 17. To the electorate belongs 

I. The dutchy of Bavaria conſiſting, 
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Which is under the direQion of two rent-amters, or governments. 


1. To the rent-amt of Munich belongs 

Munich, in Latin Monachium, a fortified city ſeated on the Jer, and the 
capital and reſidence of the Elector. The ſtraight and broad ſtreets of this 
place, and the great number of fine buildings in it both eccleſiaſtical and 
lecular, render it one of the handſomeſt cities in all Germany, and even in 
Europe ; and it is ſaid to contain 40,000 inhabitants. The palace here, which 
was firſt erected by the Elector Maximilian I. is an elegant ſtructure, con- 
taining four courts, viz. the Prinzenlf, which is decorated with ſeveral 
braſs ſtatues ; the Karſerbef, the Kuchelbsf, which is the largeſt, and the 
Alte Burg, or old citadel. The things moſt worthy of notice 1a this pa- 
lace are, the large and beautiful Naiſerſaal, a chapel of the Virgin Mary, 
with a rich treaſury in it; the Antiquarium, or chamber of antiquities, 
in which are two hundred marble ſtatues and buſts of Reman Emperors, 
and ſome hundreds of other antiques, the greateſt part of which were 
brought from Tay; the chamber of rich curioſities; the Muſcum, and 
the Elector's library. In the year 1729 the palace, and particularly the 
chamber of rich curioſities here ſuffered greatly by a fire, and in 1750 a 
whole wing of it was burnt down. Towards the caſt ſtands the Elector's 
artenal, and northward lie the park and pleaſure-gardens, and near theſe 
is the Thurnierhaus, or large edifice for tournaments. On the weſt- ſide of 
the palace and oppoſite to it, ſtands the fine houſe belonging to Count 
Prey/ing. 1n this part is alſo another palace built by Duke J/7/{zam. In the 
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largeſt market-place ſtands a high marble pillar with a braſs ſtatue of the 
Virgin Mary upon it, and two large fountains, and on the ſides is the 
town-houſe, in which the States hold their meetings, together with ſeveral 
lofty houſes ornamented with decorations of paintings on the front, The 
principal eccleftaſtical buildings here are the collegiate-church, which i; 
dedicated to the Virgin Mary, that of St. Peter, with the convents of the 
Auguſtines, Capuchins, Carmelites, Franciſcans and Theatines, as alſo the Je- 
tits college, in which is a valuable Vorary, together with the nunneries of 
S. Clara, Bridget and Ridler, the refidence of the Engliſb ſociety, the hot. 
pitals of St. Eliæabetb, or the Duke's, and S. TPoſeph, as alſo that of the 
III -G. 

On the other ſide of the Jer lies the Au, the remarkable places in which 
are, the houſe of Duke Albert, with its chapel, and the EleQor's many. 
ti\tory. Above the Au ſtands a convent belonging to the order of St. Paul. 
In Munich are manufactures of velvet, filk, wool and tapeſtry. It is pro- 
bable that the ancient city of Campodunum, or Campidonum, ſtood in thi 
peighbourhood. About the year 1175, Duke Henry the Lien buikt 
city of Munich on a ſpot belonging to the convent of Schoftler. In 1327 
it was greatly damaged by fire, and in 1448 almoſt entirely deſtroyed. In 
1632 it was taken by the Swedes, and in 1704, 1742 and 1743 by the 
Auſtrians, who in the laſt- mentioned year eſtabliſhed a commiſſion of te- 
gency at this place. 

2. The pfleggericht or and of Dachau contains in it 

Dachau, a market-town ſeated on an eminence on the river Ammer, on 
a high hill near which ſtands an electoral caſtle. This place had ancient!y 
Counts of its own who took their title from it, and were deſcended from 
the Counts of Scheurn, but became extinct in the year 1175: The lordſhip 
of Dachau, however, was before that purchaſed by Duke Or I. A canal 


leads from this place towards Schleiſteim. 


Bruck, or Pruck, alſo called Upper-bruck, a market-town ſeated on the 
river Ammer near Furſtenfeld. 

Nympfenberg, a pleaſure-houſe belonging to the Elector, and ſtanding 
about one halt hour from Munich, has fine gardens and water-works in it, 
together with a canal which leads to Munich. 

Schlaſheim, a ſtately feat of the Elector's, about one German mile and 1 
quarter from Munich, is more eſpecially remarkable for a collection of pic- 
tures in it by the moſt celebrated maſters, namely by Rubens, Albert Durer 
and others. Out of the garden belonging to it we come into a large mall 
planted on each fide with limes, at the end of which ſtands the delicious 
village of Luſtbeim, where begins a canal, which on one fide leads to Do- 
chau, and on the other falls into the Jer. At this place alſo is a ſtud of 
the EleQor's. 

Furſtenfeld, a large convent of Gſtercian Monks, ſituated on the river 
Lumen. Inder-

Inderſtorf, a priory of regular Canons of the order of St. Auguſtine, ſeated 


on the river Glon. 

Daxa, or Taxa, a convent of Auguſtines. 

Thirty-eight caſtles, noble ſeats and hofmarkte, or manors with lower 
juriſdiction, namely Deutenbofen, Haimbauſen, Schonbrunn, Lauterbach, 
Mammendorf, Maiſach, Menzing, Neuhauſen, Simerſhauſen, Spilberg and 
Sulzemos. | 

3. The pfieggericht of Crantſperg, or Crantzberg, derives its name from 
an old caſtle in it, and contains 

Neuſtift, a fine abbey of Præmonſtratenſian Monks. 

Wetchen-Stefen, or Stephan, an abbey of Benedi#ines, ſeated on the river 
Mo ach. 

Rake caſtles, noble ſeats and hofmarkte, as namely Cammerberg, 
Eiſenbefn, Haidlfing, Herezell, Hohencammer, Marzling, Maſſenbauſen, 
Ortenberg, Piflitz, Talbauſen and Yetzendorf. 

4. The pfeggericht of Pfaffenbofen, in which is 

Pfaffenbofen, a ſmall town ſeated on the river Im. 

H:henwart, in Latin Alta Specula, and Summontorium, a walled market- 
town with an abbey of Benedictine Nuns, ſeated on the river Paar. 
Geiſenfeld, a market-town ſeated on the river Im, with an abbey of Be- 
nedictine Nuns in it, which formerly enjoyed an hereditary prefect. 

Scheurn, a convent of Benedictine Monks, ſtanding on the ſite of the 
family ſeat of the ancient Counts of Scheurn. . 

Twenty caſtles, noble ſeats and hofmarkte, as namely Bornbach and II- 
munſter, in the latter of which formerly ſtood a collegiate-church, which 
in the year 1495 was removed to Munich, Kunigsfeld, Pucherſriedt, Rei- 
cherzhauſen, Ritterfwert, Robrbach, Rotteneck and Schenkenau. 

5. The pfeggericht of Mainburg, in which is 
Mainburg, a market-town ſeated on the river Ambs; together with 
Five caſtles, noble ſeats and hofmarkte, or manors, enjoying lower juriſ- 
diction, as namely Me:/nbofn, Ratzenbofn, &c. 
6. The pfleggericht of Neuſtadt, containing 
Neuſiadt, a ſmall town ſeated on the Danube. 
Irnjing, a hofmarkt. 
7. The pfleggericht of Abenſperg and Altmanſtein, belongs to the Knights 
of St. George, and contains in it 
Aberſperg, anciently Abu/ina, alſo called Aventinum, a ſmall town and 
caſtle ſeated on the river Umbs, and containing a convent of Carmelites. This 
place belonged formerly to the Counts and Barons of Abenſperg, who took 
their name from it. On the death of Nicolas, the laſt of this family, in the 
year 148 5, his lands as Imperial fiefs eſcheated to the Empire, but in 1493 
this town was purchaſed by Bavaria of the Emperor Maximilian. In it was 
born that excellent hiſtorian Jabannes Aventinus. 

Uu 2 Altmanſtein, 
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Altmanſtein, a market- town, belonging to the family of Abenſperg. 

Efzing, a market- town, ſituate on the A/tmubl, with a collegiate- church 
in it. On a ſteep hill near this town ſtands the caftle of Randecł. 

Ror, a market- town, containing a priory of canons of the order of St. Au- 
guſtine. 

Paring, a convent of Benedictine Monks, once allo a canonry of regular 
Auguſtines. 

The cattle of Greſzhauſen, together with the noble ſeat of Hagulill, and 
Offendorf. 

8. The ffleggericht of Riedenburg, containing in it 

Riedenburg, a market-town, fituated on the Altmubl, with a caſtle near 


it on an eminence. At this place formerly reſided Counts, who took their 


name from it, but theſe became extinct in the time of King Rudbipb. 
Altmublmunſter, in Latin Monaſlerium Alemanne, a commandery of the 
order of St. Job, to which order it fell in the year 1311, having formerly 
belonged to the Knights Templars. ; 
Schambaupten, a collegiate-church, which was alſo a priory of regular 
canons of the order of St. Auguſtine. 

Twelve caſtles, noble ſeats and hefmarkte; as, namely, Aichling, Haxe- 
nacker, Prun, Tacbenſtein and Wildenſtein. 

9. The pfieggericht of Koſching, containing in it | 

Keſching, a market-town, which is ſaid to have been a Roman ſtation called 
Cx/area. | | 

The caſtles, noble ſeats and hefmarłte of Helmannsberg, Kaſſn, Prun and 
Schlecheſtein. 

10. The pfleggericht of Vohburg, containing 

FVohburg, a market-town and caſtle, ſexted on the Danube, and which 
had formerly its own Counts, who became extinct in the year 1204. 

Gaimer/betm, a market-town. 

Pforing, a walled market-town, ſeated on the Danube, and being a very 
old place, which is anciently faid to have been called Epona. 

Srgenburg, a market-town, ſeated on the little rivulet of Ambs. 

Biburg and Munchſmunſter, reſidences of Jeſuits, but formerly Benedictine 
convents. | 

Sixteen caſtles, noble ſeats and Hofmarite; as, namely, Wackerſtern on the 
Danube ; Lenting, Oettling, Talbais and Tratn. 

11. Ingolſladt, anciently Aureatum, is a fortified town, lying on the Da- 
nube, and having large, broad, and. well-paved ſtreets in it, being allo the 
feat of a governor. This town contains in it an upper and lower pariſh- 
church, excluſive of three others, together with a college and gymne- 
ffum of Jeſuits, two convents of Monks and one of Nuns, as alſo an univerſity 
wunded in 1472 and enlarged in 1746, in which is a cabinet of antiquities 
aud a. good, library. In the year 163 2 this town. was beſieged by the _

three churches. Near it alſo lies a convent of Franciſcan Monks. 

Fifteen caſtles, noble ſeats and heofmarkte : viz. Lower- Arnbach, San- 
dizell, Gerlbach, Herzhauſen, Langenmoſen, Oedlzhauſen, Satlberg and 
Steingriff- WW Were, 

13. The pfiggericht of Rain, containing in it 

Rain, a ſmall fortified town, fituated not far from the Lech, on the little 
river of Acha, and which, in the thirty years war, was taken by the Swedes, 
and, in 1704, by the combined forces of the Inperialiſis and Engliſb. Not 
far from this place, at a fort on the Lech, the famous Count Tilli received 
z wound in the foot, of which wound he died at Ingol/tadr. 

Pattmes, a market-town. : 

Liwver-Schonfeld, an abbey of Ciſtercian Nuns, ſeated on the rivulet of 
Acha, which below this place falls into the Danube. | 

Thierhaupten, an abbey of Benedictine Monks. 

Eleven caſtles, noble ſeats and bofmarkte : namely, Gumpenberg, Pabr, 
Se bern, Rietheim and Walden. 

14. The pfeggericht of Denarwwerth, in which is 

Donauwerth, otherwiſe called Donawert, or Donauworth, and formerly alſo 
Scixoabiſchworth, or ſimply Worth, a town, ſeated on the river Danube in that 
part where it receives into it the Mernitæ, on the borders of Bavaria, and 
Swabia, This town contains in it a church dedicated to the Virgin Mary with 
an abbey of Benedictine Monks conſecrated to the Hely Cra, and ſubordi- 
nate to the cathedral of Augsburg, but belonging to the village of Meun/ter, 
which has been mentioned as paying contribution to the circle of S$wed;a, 
as alſo a commandery of the Teutonicł order, to which belongs the village of 
Lauterbach. Donauworth formerly depended on the circle of Swab: as a 
Lutheran Imperial town. Whether it was created ſuch by the Emperors 
Henry VI. Albert I. or Charles IV. hiſtorians are not agreed. In the year 
1376, the laſt-mentioned Emperor mortgaged it to the Duke of Bavaria; 
but, in 1414, the Emperor Sigiſinund redeemed it, and received it into the 
Empire, and in 1434 alfo granted it a charter, whereby it was never to be 
teparated from the fame.. Accordingly its immediate dependance on it 
continued till the year 1607, when, having with tumult and violence o 
poled tome unuſual proceſſions appointed by the abbey of the Hzly Croſs, it 
was put under the ban, and the execution of that ſentence committed to the 
Duke oi Bavaria, who took it and kept poſſeſſion of the place. By the 
peace of Jejiphalia, however, it was agreed, on the interceſſion of the 
Stat es, 
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States, that at the Diet of the Empire it ſhould be reſtored to its former pri. 
vileges, and enjoy the ſame immunities in eccleſiaſtical and civil affairs, 
which, by virtue of this peace, the other free Imperial States were to be 
poſſeſſed of, and that notwithſtanding any claims whatſoever upon the town. 
But this indulgence was never carried into execution, and Donauwerth actu- 
ally continues ſtill under the dominion of Bavaria. From the years 1705 to 
1714, it was reſtored to its former immediate dependence on the Empire, 
hut by the peace of Baaden again fell to the Elector of Bavaria. To this 
town belong ſeveral lands. In the year 1530, the Imperial pflege of Worth 
was removed by the Emperor Charles V. to this place, but, in 1536, the 
latter transferred it to the houſe of Fugger for the ſum of 6600 florins, 
which the Emperor Charles VII. as Elector, obtained by agreement for his 
houſe. This pf#ege principally contains in it four villages, among which 
is the village of Lauterbach, which, together with its courts, privileges and 
emoluments, became, as above, the property of the commandery of the 
Teutonick order in this town, but the criminal juriſdiction belongs: to the 
Imperial Pfege. In it alſo is a free Burſch. - 

* Schellenberg, not far from hence, is famous for the defeat of the Ba- 
varians there in the year 1704, by the united forces of the Engliſh and 
Imperialiſts, though ſtrongly entrenched. 

1 5. The pfleggericht of Wembdingen, which lies betwixt the principality 
of Neuburg and the county of Oettingen, anciently belonged to the Counts 
of Hirſchberg, on the failure of whom it came as a fief of the biſhopric of 
Ratisben to the houſe of Wembdingen, who ſold it to the Counts of Oertin- 
gen ; and theſe again, in the year 1467, made it over to Bavaria. Inthe 
year 1504, Bavaria diſpoſed of it again to Oettingen; but this purchaſe was 
never completed on account of the oppoſition of the burghers, and the. 
money paid for ir, which amounted to 20,000 florins, is ſaid to have been 
returned in 1516. To it belongs 

Wembdingen, a ſmall town, in which is a caſtle and a medicinal bath; 
Funfjtetten, Lozherm, Nusbubl, Ammerbach and other places. 

16. The phleggericht of Aicha, which belongs to the Knights of St. George, 
contains in it 

Aicha, a ſmall town, ſeated on the river Paar, with an old caſtle, two 
churches and a houſe belonging to the order of St. John. In the year 1633, 
this place was taken by the Swedes, and, in 1634, laid in aſhes by them. 

Not far from hence ſtood the caſtle of Upper-Wittelsbach, which is the 
family ſeat of the Counts of Vittelsbach; but Orho of Wittelsbach having 
murdered Philip, King of the Romans, in the year 1208 it was demoliſhed, 
and the ſtones of it are ſaid to have been uſed for the building of this little 
town. Below it ſtands alſo the caſtle of Under-Mittelbacb. 

Blumenthal, a commandery of the order of St. John, not far from Aicla. 

Aunling, a market-town.

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Altomunſter, a market-town, with an abbey of Nuns in it of the order of 

St. Bridget, or S. Saunoz. 

Inchenboſen, alſo a market- town. 

Krpach, a market- town. with an abbey of Benedictine Nuns. 
Twenty-three caſtles, noble ſeats and bofmnarkte; as, namely, Aung. 
Grifshauſen, Dannern, Pichel, Griesbeckerzell, Haſzlanghreut, R ilkerſhauſen, 
Unper- Gri:sbach, Rapperzell, Schonleitten, Winden and Scherneck, 

17. The pfleggericht of Friedberg, containing 

Friedberg. a town, in the neighbourhood of which riſes the river A:chs. 
This place ſtands on a hill and has an old caſtle in it together with two 
churches. Friedberg is noted for clocks and watches. In the years 1632 
and 1646, it was laid in aſhes. 

Seven caſtles, noble ſeats and hofmarkte ; as, namely, Stetglingen and 
Taling. 

1 9. The pfeggericht of Moringen, in which is Meringergeil, a byfmarkte, 
19. The pfleggericht of Landsberg, containing 

Landsberg, a town, ſeated on the Lech, with an old mountain caſtle in it, 
and having formerly Counts of its own. This place contains two churches, 
together with a college of Jeſuits and a gymnaſium. In the years 1632, 1633 
and 1646, it ſuffered greatly. 

Dieſſen, a market-town, ſituated on the Ammerſee, with a priory in it of 
regular canons of the order of St. Auguſtine. This place was formerly granted 
to the Counts of Dieſſen, whoſe caſtle ſtood oppoſite to the convent. 

Raitenbuch, alſo called Rettenbuch, a handiome priory of regular canons 
of the order of St. Auguſtine, founded, in the year 1185, by Guelph IV. the 
firſt Bavarian Duke of that name. This priory lies on the river Ammer. 
Steingaden, an abbey of Præmonſiratenſian Monks. 

Ieſſenbrunn, a handſome abbey of Benedictines. 

Twenty-ſeven caſtles, noble ſeats and befmarite ; as, namely, Ade/ſhefer, 
Aerefingen, Baberen, Durkenfeld, Emmingen, Gainezbefen, Hallenberg, Is - 
lingen, Kaltenberg, Lichtenberg, Hurlach, Windach, Peſtenacker, Schmihen, 

Stainebach and Winkl. 

20. The pfleggericht of Schongau; in which is 

Schongau, a ſmall town, ſeated on the Lech, ſtanding high, and con- 

taining in it alſo a caſtle, which anciently belonged to the Dukes of S 

of the Hohen/lauffen family, but which, in the year 1266, is ſaid to have 

been transferred by ſale to Lewis, Duke of Bavaria. 

Peiſenberg, a convent. | 

21. The pfleggericht, or lordſhip, of Hoben Schwangau lies on the Lech 

on the fronties of Tyrol, and anciently belonged to the houſe of the Guelphs, 

from whom it came, in the year 1191, to the Dukes of Swabia of the He- 

benſtauffen family, who, in 1266, transferred it as a gift to the Dukes of 

Bavaria; but his ſovereignty the proprietors have gradually ſhaken off. n 
the 
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the fifteenth century the Lords of Baumgarten were in 2 of this 
place till they mortgaged it to the Barons of Freundsberg ; but the Dukes of 
Bavaria redeemed it and at laſt acquired the abſolute property thereof. The 
circle of Swabia took ſome ſteps for the comprehending of this lordſhip 
within its taxation; but theſe meaſures were oppoſed by the lords of Baum- 
garten, and much more ſo by the EleQtors of Bavaria. The caſtle of 


Haben- Schwangau ſtands on a hill adjoining to the Alibſee, or lake of Al. 


22. The pfleggericht of Meilbeim contains in it ſome large but a greater 
number of tmall lakes; as, namely, the Ammerſee, the Walchenſee, the 
Kochelſee, and the Staffelſee. It borders alſo on the Vurmſce. To this 
pfleggericht belongs 

Meilleim, a town, ſeated on the river Ammer, with a ſmall caſtle in it 
and a convent of Franciſcuus. The Counts of Weilbeim became extinct in 
the year 1331. 

Etal, a Benedictine convent, with an academy in it for military exerciſes. 
To the convent belongs | 

Murnau, a market-town, and Staffeiſze, which was once the ſeat of juſtice 


and poſſeſſed of criminal juriſdiction. 


Ammergaugericht, in which, not far from the convent of Etal, riſes the 
river Ammer. This diſtrict comprehends in it the Upper and Under- Am- 
mergau, with ſome other places. 

Polling, a canonicate of regular Augu/tines, ſituated not far from eil. 
beim. 

Habach, a collegiate-foundation. 

Schlechdorf, a canonry of regular Augu/tines, ſituated on the Kochelſee. 

Benedici-Beyrn, formerly Burin, or Buren, a convent of Benedictin- 
Monks founded in 733 by a perſon named Landfrid, whom St. Boniſace 
had exhorted to this pious work. In the year 1275, the Emperor Redo/pbus I. 
granted a ſceptre to the abbot ; but they forfeited this princely dignity by 
putting themſelves under the protection of the Dukes of Bavaria, and the 
convent has never been able to recover its independency. 

Bernried, a canonty of regular Augu/tines, ſituated on the Wurmſee. 

Andechs, commonly called der heilige berg, or the Holy hill, a convent of 
Benedictine Monks lying not far from the Ammerſee. This convent keeps up 
the memory of the ancient Counts of Arndech, whoſe original ſeat was at 
this place. 

Eighteen caſtles, hsfmarkte and noblemen's ſeats, among which are [#- 
derf, Seefeld, Stegen, Delling, Pahl, Tutzing on the Wurmſee, Warth, on 
an iſland, lying in the Wurmſee, and Walchftatt.

Tolz, a market-town, ſituated on the Jer, and having a Franciſca n con- 
vent and a caſtle, 

Four caſtles, noblemen's ſeats and bofmarkte; as, namely, Hechenberg and 
Hobenburg, at the latter of which is a mount calvary. - 

26. The pfleggericht of Auxburg, in which is

On the mountains over which 
theſe pipes run are little houſes and water-works at proper diſtances in order 
to throw the water higher. For the conveyance too of a ſtrong freſh ſpring 
uſed in turning the wheels and other engines, and likewiſe for carrying o 

any ſuperfluous ſalt- water, a moſt aſtoniſhing and durable aqueduct of 
ſquared flints one full half hour in length, and five feet broad, with an 
arched roof, was at a vaſt expence made ſome centuries ago, and in many 
places overlaid with the hardeſt roſin, which after running to a depth of 
twelve fathom under the town, and from thence under the gardens and fields, 


at laſt emits the water in a ſtrong torrent. This aqueduR is in general 


between three and four feet in depth, and runs ſo ſwiftly that in a boat 
with torches one may fail from one end to the other in about a quarter of 
an hour. In order to proceed on this ſubterraneous voyage we deſcend 
to a conſiderable depth down certain ſteps made in a tower, till we come to 
the ſalt-ſpring whoſe ſuperfluous waters run about fifty paces farther till they 
empty themſelves into this little ſtream of freſh-water. In the aqueduct 
are five apertures in the form of towers, and through ſome of theſe a perſon 
may ſpeak from the ramparts of the town with thoſe who ſail upon the 
canal.

The Lutherans have 
alſo a chapel here. In 1704 the Imperialiſis carried this place by aſſault, 
and in 1742 the French entrenched themſelves here.

II. The UPPER PALATINATE. 


4 b HIS country lies in the Nerdgau. In the twelfth century the Dukes 

of Swabia were poſſeſſed of it. Afterwards the Emperor Cænrad IV. 
who was alſo Duke of Swabia, mortgaged it for the ſum of 128,000 gold 
guidens to Ocho Duke of Bavaria, and the firſt of that houſe who was ac- 
tual Palatine of the Rhine; but Conrad, or Conradine the Unfortunate, ton 
to the Emperor Conrad, made a total ſale of it to the Pfalzgrave and Duke, 
Lewis the Severe; together with a free gift of all the other places which 
were not mortgaged. The Emperor Lewis IV. in a compact made with 
the ſons of his brother Rudolph in 1329 ceded to them this country, which 
was then firſt named the Upper-Palatinate, by way of diſtinction from the 
lower or Electorate-Palatine; and which thus * that part of Ba- 
varia which ought to belong to the palatinate. In the year 1354, the Em- 
peror Charles IV. for the ſum of 32, ooo marks of ſilver purchaſed of the 
Pfilzgrave Rupert the Elder, and his nephew Rupert the Younger, the fol- 


lowing caſtles, towns and bailiwicks in the upper Palatinate, ww. 7 
ach, 


Findelſtein, a caſtle ſeated on the Danube, into which the Jer empties it- 
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bach, Roſenberg, Neidſtein, Hertenſtein, Habenſtein, Hilipoliftein, Lichteneck, 
Turndorf, (otherwiſe called Durrendorf) Frankenberg, Auerbach, Hersruck, 
Lauffen, Welden, Plech, Eſchenbach, Pegnitz, Hauſzeck, Werdenſtein, Hir. 
ſchau, Neuſtadt, Sturenſtein and Lichtenſtein ; as likewiſe the caſtles of 
Pleyſtein, Reichenſtein, Reicheneck, Hauſzeck, Strablenfels, Spies and Ruprech- 
ſtein, which were Bobemian fiefs. All theſe ſeveral places, together with 
the town of Bernau, which that Emperor had likewiſe purchaſed of the 
convent of Malaſachſen, were in 1355 incorporated by him with the King- 
dom of Bohemia, with an injunction that they ſhould not be diſmembered on 
any account whatever. But in 1373, the Emperor having for the ſum of 
200,000 Hungarian ducats bought of his ſon-in-law Orho, Duke of Ba- 
varia, fon to the Emperor Lewis IV. the Electorate of Brandenburg, which 
on the demiſe of Jahn IV. the laſt EleQtor thereof had, by the aſſiſtance 
of that Emperor, fallen to the houſe of Bavarza, and being unable to pay 
down above one half of that ſum, he made over to the Elector of Bavaria, 
as a ſecurity for the reſidue, ſeveral of the above-mentioned places, which 
had been ſo ſolemnly annexed to the crown of Bohemia, reſerving, how. 
ever, a perpetual right of redemption. Under the Emperor Wenceſlaus, 
the Palatines and EleQtors Rupert II. and III. attacking Belemia, re. 
duced all the places belonging to the upper Palatinate which had been in- 
corporated with Bohemia, as alſo Bernau and Rothenberg, and ſhared them 
with the Duke of Bavaria, from whom they had received aſſiſtance. The 
Ptalzgrave's ſhare of theſe acquiſitions, namely Tenesberg, Hobenfels, Sulz- 
bach, Roſenberg, Hersbruck, Auerbach, Turndorf, Eſchenbach, Hollenberg, 
Hertenſtein, Rothenberg, Hirſchau, and Bernau were aſſigned to the Pfalz- 
grave John, ſecond fon to Rupert III. whoſe fon Chriſtopher dying without 
male-itſue, they devolved to the Pfalzgrave Ortho of Moſzbach, fourth ſon 
to the above-mentioned Rypert III. and his fon Ocho junior in the year 
1465 by a convention made betwixt him and George, King of Babemia, 
was confirmed in the poſſeſſion of the above places which had been an- 
nexed to Bohemia, and he and his heirs were for ever to hold and enjoy the 
{ame as fiefs; but dying in 1499 without heirs, his nephew Philip, Elector- 
palatine, took poſſeſſion of theſe Babemian fiefs, and accordingly they deſcend- 
ed ſuccetlively to his ſons the Electors Lewis and Frederick II. as alſo to his 
grandion the Elector Otte Henry, and in 1559, together with the Palatinate 
:telt eſcheated, to the Simmer line, and were held by the Elector Frederick Ill. 
who in 1559 was inveſted with them as tefs for himſelf and his proper 
heirs by the Emperor Ferdinand I. In this manner did they continue annexed 
to the Palatinate till the time of the Elector Frederick V. when that Prince 
taking upon him the crown of Bohemia the Emperor Ferdinand II. real- 
ſumed the fo often mentioned Bobemian fiefs as forfeited, and in 1625 dit- 
ofed of them to the new Elector of Bavaria, Maximilian I. to be held by 
the whole Wilhelmina line and their proper heirs according to the actual 
| tenor 
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tenor of the inſtrument of purchaſe, together with the priacipality of the 
upper Palatinate, as eſcheated and appertaining to him the ſaid Emperor, 
and likewiſe the ſovereignty, power, pre-eminence, and all juriſdictions 
and regalia of all kinds whatever, both over land and people, as a fief de- 
rived from his Imperial Majeſty and the holy Empire; Gat it was not till 
the vear 1631 that the Emperor inveſted this Elector and his heirs with 
the Bohemian fiefs lying in the _ Palatinate, Thus the dutchy of the 
upper Palatinate conſiſts both of Imperial and Bohemian fiefs. To the for- 
mer relates clauſe the ninth in the fourth article of the peace of Weſtphalia, 
namely, that on the total extinction of the Wilhelmina, 7. e. the Bavarian 
line, the line palatine ſhall enjoy nat only the upper Palatinate, but alſo the 
electoral dignity of the houſe of Bavaria, and ſhall be inveſted with them 
both by unanimous conſent, and at one and the ſame time. In the year 1706, 
the Elector of Bavaria being put under the ban of the Empire, the Emperor 
granted the upper Palatinate to the Elector-palatine; but the peace of 
Baaden in 1714 put an end to his poſfefſion thereof. This dutchy intitles 
not to ſeat or voice either in the college of Princes or in the circle of Ba- 
varia. The territories of Su/zbach and the diſtrict of Viſſecł belonging to 
Bamberg divide it into the ſouthern and northern parts. 

I. In the ſouthern part are the following pfleggerichts, viz. 

1. The pfleggericht of Amberg, containing 

Amberg, the capital of the dutchy and the refidence of the Elector's go- 
vernor, as alſo of every branch of the regency. This town lies on the Y:/s, 
which runs through it, being fortified, and the largeſt place in the upper 
Palatinate, In it is an eleQtoral-palace, as alſo a cathedral dedicated to 
S. Martin, together with a college of Jeſuits, in which is a beautiful church, 
to which have been transferred the lands of Caſtel convent, and three other 
monaſteries. Amberg is ſaid to have been raiſed from a village to a town in 
the year 1297. In 1703 it was taken by the Imperialiſts. 

On a mountain near it ſtands the pilgrimage church of Maria-Hulfe, or 
Mary's help ; and in its neighbourhood is an iron-mine, but under the di- 
rection of a particular mine-ſteward, 

Hambach, a walled market-town, ſeated on the Vils. 

Schnaitbach, alſo a walled market-town. 

Ammerthal, a large village containing two ſeats ; and which, in the tenth 
and eleventh centuries, gave title to Counts. 

The caſtle of A/cha, and the feudal eſtates of Ebermanſdorf, Garmaſtorf,. 
Gozendorf, Hai mbof, Halſmill, Kemnat, Kimersbruck, Lintach, Maſæ, 
Pruck, Sigars, Teurn, Urſenholn, and Zant.

This place was originally a caſtle belonging to certain Counts 
of Caſtel, whoſe line commencing about the year 975 became extinct in 
1220, and is to be diſtinguiſhed from the Counts of the ſame name in 
Franconia, In the year 1098 theſe Counts gave up their caſtle to religious 
uſes. We ſtill ſee here the monuments of ſeveral of them ; and what 
more attracts the curioſity of a ſtranger that alſo of the renowned Bavarian 
Knight Seyfrid Schweppermann. 

Gnadenberg, a convent now lying in ruins, which belonged to the Ve- 
atine nunnery at Munich.

elongs to Brandenburg-Culmbach. . This lordſhip deſcended from the 
Counts of Yohburg to thoſe of Zollern, who were afterwards ' Burg- 
graves of Nurnberg, and formerly granted it as a fief to the family of 
Mildenſtein. The Emperor Charles IV. purchaſed of the Burgraves Albert 
the dominium directum over this lordſhip, and ſoon after, namely, in 1360, 
alſo of Henry of Wildenſtein, the dominium utile for the ſum of 5080 ſchocks, 
each of which contains ſixty, of good Bohemian groſchen. Prague 
coined and incorporated this lordſhip with the crown of Bohemia. In what 
manner the Pfalzgraves acquired it, and how it fell to Bavaria, may be ſeen 
from the above-mentioned general hiſtory of the upper-palatinate. The 
Elector of Bavaria having been put under the ban in the year 1706, this 
lordſhip, together with the above-named pfleggericht of Hertenſtein, was 
conferred by the Emperor, as a fief of Bobemia, on the Imperial city of Nurn- 
berg, which was actually inveſted therewith: but this fief it poſſeſſed only 
till the peace of Baaden. To it belongs 

Rothenberg, a fortreſs, ſeated on a mountain, and which was taken ard 
deſtroyed in 1703, but afterwards repaired ſo effectually, that the Au/irians

THE territories belonging to the cathedral of Frey/ing, or Freyſingen, 
and included in this circle, are ſurrounded by the dutchy of Bavg. 
ria, as may be ſeen in the above-mentioned maps of Bavaria. The 
tounder of this biſhopric was St. Corbinian, who, according to Baronius 
and Han/itz, went to Reme about the year 710, and was there confecrated 
bithop of the place by Pope Con/tantine III. after which he lived as a hermit 
in France for ſeven years, and towards the year 717, at which time Gregory Il, 
was Pope, and Theodo Duke of Bavaria, came to Bavaria, where, with 
the conſent of the latter, he built a church in honour of St. Benedict on the 
hill of Frey/ing, as alſo a convent, and was the firſt biſhop of Frey/ing.- This 
biſhopric, by means of donations and purchaſe, gradually increaſed in eſtates, 
linds and ſubjects. Its prelate is a agen to the archbiſhop of Salzburg. 
As a Prince of the Empire he poſſeſſes the fourteenth place on the bench of 
eccleſiaſtical Princes, and fits betwixt the biſhops of Paderborn and Rati/- 
bon. In the Diet of the circle of Bavaria he holds the ſecond ſeat on the 
eccleſiaſtical bench, but is ſummoned next after the Elector of Bavaria. 
His aſſeſſment in the Imperial matricula amounts to twelve horſe and eighty 
too”, or four hundred and fixty-four florins; but his taxation is ſaid to be lower. 
To the chamber at Wetz/ar he pays one hundred and fifty-two rixdollars, 
nineteen kruitzers. The firſt canons of Frey/ing were Monks. The chapter 
at preſent conſiſts of fifteen canons and nine damicellarii. To this biſhop- 
ric belongs | 
Frey/ing, in Latin Friſinga, and anciently Fruxinium, Fuxinia, or Frixi- 
nia, the capital and reſidence of the biſhop, ſtanding on two hills on the little 
river M-/ach, not far from the er, and commanding a moſt delightful 
proſpect into Bavaria, the archbiſhopric of Salzburg, the counties of Werdenfeis 
and Tyrol, and likewiſe to the A/zau mountains. Of theſe mountains one, 
commonly named the Freyſing, lies within the city walls, and on it ſtands 
the biſhop's palace, together with the cathedral and a Benedictine church, as 
alſo the collegiate-churches of St. John and St. Andrew, St. Peter's chapel 
and other public edifices. In the ſubjacent city alſo is a large market-place, 
in the centre of which ſtands a beautiful marble ſtatue of the Virgin Mary, 
together with the church of St. George, a gymnaſium of Benedictines, a Fran- 
ciſcan convent, an orphan-houſe and a hoſpital. Without the city are the 
bithop's gardens, as alſo New/tift, a convent of præmonſtratenſes. On the 
other mountain which lies weſt of the city, and was formerly called Termen, 


is.the Benedichine abbey of Meiben-Stepban, and below it the 3

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of St. Vits, This city appears to have been at the time of the erection of 
tz biſhopric the capital of all Upper-Bavaria. In the year 1116, it was 
deſtroyed by Guelpbo II. Duke of Bavaria. In 1159 and 1215 (others ſay 
in 1216 and in 1217) as alſo in 1226, it was totally conſumed by fire. 
Over the county and juriſdiction of 1/maning, which lies along the Jer, 
this biſhopric, in the year 1272, firſt obtained the judicial authority. In 
1319, all the courts in the villages of I/maning, Upper and Lower-Vergen, 
dow called Vebring, Engelſchalking and Tagolſing were old to it by Lewis IV. 
as Duke of Bava ia, who promiſed likewiſe, as Emperor, that its tenure 
of theſe places ſhould be conſidered as immediate fiefs of the Empire. At

The PRINCIPALITIES of 
NEUBURG and SUL ZB ACH. 


: F. 1, THE origin of theſe principalities, which, for the moſt part; lie in 


what is called the upper-palatinate, is as follows : George, Duke 
of Bavaria, of the Landeſhut line, dying, in the year 1503, without male- 
iſſue, left his territories to the Pfalzgrave Rupert, huſband to his daughter 
Elizabet5 and fon to Philip the Wiſe, Elector-palatine; but this inhe- 
ritance gave riſe to a war betwixt him and Duke Albert of Bavaria, of the 
only ſurviving line of Munch, in which the palatine-houſe proved unſuccels- 
ful; but, in the year 1 507 this war was ended by a full compromiſe, by virtue 
of which the children of the Pfalzgrave Rupert retained of the ſucceſſion of 
the aforeſaid Duke George, the town, caſtle and amts of Neuburg, Hect- 


att, Lauingen, Gundelfingen, Monheim, Hilpoltttein, Heydeck, Neiden, Buri- 


beim, Reichertſhofen, Laber, Allersberg, Floſz, Vohenflrauſs, Endorf, Korn- 
brunn, Hainsberg, Graysbach and Burgſtein; and, on the other hand, the 
deſcendents of Duke Albert of Bavaria, the lands of Sulzbach, Lengfeld, 
Regenſtauff, Velburg, Veldorf, Kalmunz, Schweigendorf, Schmidmubl and 
Hombauer. Theſe lands were originally called die junge pfalz, but this name 
they did not retain long. They continued, however, in the houſe of the 
Elector- palatine, and at laſt, in the ſons of the Elector Philip Levis, 
namely, the Pfalzgraves Wolfgang William and Auguſtus, were divided into 
two principalities ; v/2. into the dutchy of Neuburg and the principality 0 
Sulzbach. Philip William, ſon to the former of theſe Pfalzgraves, became 
Elector- palatine; but his ſons and ſucceſſors, the Electors John William and 
Charles Philip, dying both without male-iflue, 'the palatinate, together with 
the dutchy of Neuburg came to the Su/zbach line, which derives its origin 
from the above-mentioned Pfalzgrave Auguſlus; fo that both principalities 
are poſleſſed at preſent by the ſame proprietor. 


5. 2, The 
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& 2. The palatinate of Neuburg has always a vote in the circle of Bava- 
ria. Before the latter too obtained the electoral dignity, it had long con- 
teſts with the palatinate of Neuburg; but the electoral dignity of the Pfalz- 
grave deſcending to Bavaria in 1623, the Pfalzgrave of Neuburg volunta- 
cily yielded precedence to the Elector of Bavaria. In 1697, the Pfalzgrave of 
Sulæbach was unanimouſly (the vote of the Pfalzgrave of Neuburg excepted) 
received among the States of the circle of Bavaria, which reception was 
confirmed by the Emperor in the year 1701; but on this account the Pa- 
latine of Sulzbach withdrew for a long time from the circle, and Leuchtenberg 
oppoled the precedence of Sulzbach. 

5.3. In the Diet of the Empire the Elector- palatine is poſſeſſed both of 
ſcat and voice in the college of * Princes for the dutchy of Neuburg, 
but for the palatinate of Sulzbach he has not yet received introduction, not- 
withſtanding the whole Diet, in the laſt century, declared in favor of his 
claim, and gave hopes that the Pfalzgrave of Sulzbach thould be admitted as 
a State of the circle of Bavaria. 

$. 4. Before theſe countries became two principalities they paid to a 
R:man month twenty horſe and one hundred foot, or {ix hundred and forty 
florins; but afterwards each principality furniſhed its own particular quota. 
Some conteſts indeed aroſe on this head betwixt them, but theſe have ceaſed 
ever ſince the union of the principalities under one Sovereign. For the 
lordſhip of Heydeck, the Pfalzgrave of Neuburg pays in particular five 
horſe and ſeven foot, or eighty- eight florins, and to the chamber at Metlar 
his quota is three hundred and forty rixdollars, ſeventy-three kruitzers and 


one eighth; that of Su/zbach being forty-eight rixdollars, fifty kruitzers and 
five eighths. 


F. 5. With reſpect, 


I. To the DuTcauy of 
N E U B U R G. 


It enjoys a government of its own, together with a chamber of juſtice and 
a ptefecturate- office. In it, indeed, are ſtill ſome Lutheran fiefs, but the pre- 
vailing religion here is the Roman-catholic. The bailiwicks belonging to 
this dutchy lie diſperſed. Its remarkable places are,

In its neighbourhood, in the year 703, 
a battle was begun betwixt the Inperialiſis on the one fide, and the Bata- 
rians and French on the other, which was carried into the county of Oetſin- 
gen, and proved unfortunate to the former. 

Blindheim, a village, ſeated on the Danube, not far from Hochſlatt, near 
which the Britiſb and Imperial armies obtained a moſt ſignal victory over 
the French and Bavarians. This battle extended from beyond the hamlet 
of Oberilau and the village of Lutzingen to the village of Merſchlingen,

It was formerly in the 
poſſeſſion of the Landgraves of Leuchtenberg, and, in the year 13 50, to- 
gether with the lordſhip of Reicbenſtein, annexed as an honorary fief to the 
crown of Bobemia, but was afterwards diſpoſed of hereditarily to the Elector- 
palatine in 1418. In the year 1600, a new compact was concluded betwixt 
the Landgrave George Leuis and the Elector Frederick IV. by virtue of 
which the latter paid down to the former the ſum of 40, 500 florins, in 
order to avert the troubles which threatened him on account of the redemp- 
tion of this lordſhip : but the Elector Frederick V. being put under the ban, 
the lordſhip of Plegftein was reſumed by the feudal chamber of Bobemia, 
and, in the year 1623, conferred on Duke Albert of Bavaria by the Emperor 
Ferdinand II. who, with the conſent of the lord of the fief, in 1626, ſold 
it to Wolfgang Miliam, the Pfalzgrave of Neuburg, of which purchaſe the 
Emperor Ferdinand II. alſo granted him the inveſtiture, but only for himſelf 
and the male-heirs of his body. On the deceaſe therefore of Philip Charles, 
Elector- palatine, and the laſt of the Neuburg line, in the year 1742, his

ſucceſſor in the electorate, Charles Philip Theodore, of the Sulzbach line, took 
poſſeſſion of this lordſhip ; but the Emperor Charles VI. having, in 1725, 
nted the adminiſtration thereof to Count Philip Lewis of ' Sinzendorf, in 
the year 1745» it was ſeized by the Auſtrian army as a fief eſcheated to the 
crown of Bohemia, and conferred on Jabn Wilkam, fon to the above-men- 
tioned Count Sinzendorf.

II. The Prxtnciratity of 
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Has alſo a particular government of its own, together with a tribunal. 
The inhabitants and churches here are at preſent partly Lutheran and partly 
Roman-catholic. The affairs of the Lutheran conſiſtory here are managed 
by the government, in which two Proteſtant counſellors preũde. The 
Lutheran miniſtry of this principality conſiſts of three dioceſes ; namely, 
Sulzbach, Weyden and Vobenſtrauſæ. The two laſt are immediately under 
the direction of the government of Sulzbach, and the firſt alſo under its 
inſpection. 

Due rincipality of Sulzbach comprehends in it 

1. The provincial-court of Sulzbach in the Nordgau, containing in it 
Sulzbach, the capital of the principality and the reſidence of the 
regency and tribunal, as alſo of upper foreſt and final-courts. In it 
are not many above three hundred houſes, but it conſiſts of two parts ; 
diz. Of the upper, which ſtands on a hill and is divided by a wall from 
the lower part, which is called the Bach, or Brook. This lower town lies on 
the Roſenbach, having in it a plentiful ſpring, whence the inhabitants of the 
upper-town fetch their water. The Prince's palace here ſtands on a rock 
oppoſite the upper-town to the ſouth-weſt. Towards the weſt alſo lies a 
ſuburb. The Lutheran church within the town has two miniſters belong- 
ing to it; namely, the inſpector and the town-miniſter, who was formerly 
alſo called the ſuperintendant and city-praeter. The Lutherans are likewile 
poſſeſſed of a grammar-ſchool here. The Roman-catholic clergy in this 
town are a dean and four aſſiſtants. The Roman-catholics have alſo a 
Latin ſchool here, and ever ſince the year 1733 a Capuchin convent. This 
town had anciently Counts of its own, who took their name from hence, 
but failed in the perſon of Gebbard V. In its neighbourhood too is an 
Iron-mine.

5. . TA capital of this biſhopric is the Imperial city of Ration. 
Various are the opinions concerning its original; but the moſt 
received notion is that it was founded towards the year 739 by St. Boni- 
face, with the conſent of Ortiſo Duke of Bavaria, and that Gaubald. or 
Garibald, was its firſt Biſhop, Who had the chapel of St. Steplen for his 
cathedral. Afterwards either the ſaid Duke Ortzlo, or his ſucceſſor Taſz#h II. 
removed the biſhop's reſidence to the convent of St. Emeran, but Charles 
the Great, after the depoſition of Tafzi/o, tranſlated it to the church of St. 
Peter, endowing it anew with lands and revenues. The biſhops of this 
city were for a long time alſo abbots of the monaſtery of St. Emeran. But 
on the contrary, P. Haufitz has maintained the new opinion, namely, that 
this biſhopric ſo early as the year 697-was founded by St. Rupert prelate 
of Worms ; and thus is of the ſame antiquity with the convent of St. Emeran. 
That in the latter the biſhops had their firſt reſidence, and were choſen 
alternately from among its Monks and at the fame time were abbots of it. 
Alſo that in 798 the -biſhop's ſee was removed from the convent to the 
church of St. Stephen, but the biſhops ſtill continued abbots of the former, 
till at laſt St. Wolfgang in the year 977 ſeparated the abbey from the biſhop- 
ric, at which time the lands which had been given to St. Emeran were ſo 
divided that one part of them ſtill belonged to the cathedral, and the other 
to the Monks.

9.1. TH landgravate lies in the Nordgau, being ſituated betwixt 

the principality of Sulzbach and the pfleg-amts of Nabburg, Te- 
nesburg, and Trefwitz, in the upper tinate, and belonging to the 
Elector of Bavaria. Formerly it had Landgraves of its own, the laſt of 
whom, by name Maximilian Adam, died without iſſue in 1646. Now 
though the Emperor Maximilian I. „. the adminiſtration of this 
landgravate to Duke Henry of Mecklenburg in the year 1502, yet Duke 
Albert of Bavaria, who married Matilda ſiſter to the laſt Landgrave, re- 
ceived the inveſtiture of it as a fief in 1647; but with reſpect to the other 
places ceded them to his brother Maximilian Elector of Bavaria, who 
conferred them on his ſecond ſon Prince Maximilian Philip. On the death 
of the latter without ifſue in the year 1707, and the Elector of Bavaria 
being likewiſe at that time under the ban, the Emperor granted the inveſ- 
titure of this landgravate to the Prince of Lamberg, but in 1714 it was 
again reſtored to Bavaria. 

F. 2. The Elector bears this landgravate in his title but not its arms, 
which are pearl a pale ruby. On account thereof, however, he enjoys 
both ſeat and voice in the college of Imperial Princes, and in the circle 
of Bavaria. Its aſſeſſment in the matricula of the Empire is fix horſe and 
fourteen foot, or one hundred and twenty-eight florins ; and to the Im- 
perial chamber at Wetz/ar its contingency is one hundred and thirty-five 
rixdollars, twenty-fix kruitzers and a half. | 

5.3. In civil and political matters this landgravate has a director, as alſo its 
feudal preſident, juſticiary, and governor, together with the other officers 
belonging * principality. In eccleſiaſtical affairs it is ſubject tothe biſhop- 
ric of Ratiſbon. 

9. 4. It is divided into four prefecturates, namely,

The BiS8HOPRIC of 
P A S S A U. 


§. 1. HE biſhopric or principality of Paſſau lies betwixt Bavaria, 
T Bohemia, and Auſtria, being ſeated on the river Danube. It 
takes its name from Paſſau, its capital in which it was founded after the 


- demolition of Laureacum (now called Ens, p. 312) by the Huns in the 


year 737: Vivilo, otherwiſe named Vivilus, or Vivalus, who was at that 
time archbiſhop of Laureacum, flying to Paſſau, where Ottilo Duke of 
Bavaria granted him the church of St. Stephen. And thus the town be- 
came and ſtill continues a biſhop's ſee. The prelates of this place in pro- 
ceſs of time were frequently ſtiled by hiſtorians either Antiftites, Laureacen- 
ſes, or Patavienſes. They were formerly alſo ſuffragans to the archbiſhops 
of Salzburg. But in the year 1728 Biſhop Joſeph Dominicus, Count of 
Lamberg, obtained his biſhopric to be declared exempt by Pope Benedict 
XIII. which privilege Pope Clement XII. confirmed in 1732. And ac- 
cordingly it is now immediately dependent on the ſee of Rome. 

F 2. The biſhop's title is, By the grace of G0 exempt, Biſhip of 
Paſſau, and Prince of the holy Roman Empire. The arms of this biſhop- 
ric are pearl, a wolf ſaillant and ruby. 

$. 3. In the college of Imperial Princes the Biſhop of Paſſau ſits on the 
eccleſiaſtical bench betwixt the Biſhops of Ratiſbon and Trent; but in the 
circle of Bavaria is the laſt among the prelates, following the biſhop of 
Ratisbon and preceding the prior of Berchtolſgaden. His affeſiment in the 
Imperial matricula is eighteen horſe and ſeventy-eight foot, or five hundred 
and twenty-eight florins. To the chamber at Werzlar he pays ninety- fcur 
rixdollars, ſixty-two kruitzers and a half. | 

$. 4. The cathedral here conſiſts in reality of twenty-three perſons, 
though two of their places continue vacant. At preſent the office of he- 
reditary marſhal of this biſhopric is occupied by Prince Lamberg, that of 
hereditary chamberlain by the Count of Abam and Renhaus, that of he- 
reditary butler by Count Weiſſemoolf; and that of hereditary ſteward by the 
Baron of Benzenau. 9. 5. To 


$. 5. To the epiſcopal cathedral, fo far as its juriſdiction extends over 
Bauaria, appertain two collegiate churches, together with thirteen abbeys 
and priories, and ten rural deaneries, which include in them three hun- 
dred and twenty-eight places of worſhip. It reaches alſo a great way into

$. 6. According to Ertel the revenues of this biſhopric amount to 
80,000 Crowns. 

$. 7. To the principality of Paſſau belongs 

Paſſau, in Latin Patauia, and originally Batava, the capital, being well 
built, and lying on the Danube, which at this place and alſo on this fide 
receives into it the In or Inn, and on the north fide the Il, which is fo 
famous for beautiful pearls, It conſiſts of three towns, namely of that which 
is properly called Paſſau, and lies betwixt the rivers Danube and Inn; 
of the Inn/ladt, in Latin Civitas Oenana, which ſtands on the other fide 
of the Inn, being joined with the former by means of a bridge, and 
ſtanding on the fide of the ancient town of Bojodurum ; and laſtly of the 
I'z/tadt, in Latin Civitas 1/zenfis, which lies on the north fide of the Da- 
nube, where it receives into it the &. The laſt of theſe rivers runs betwixt 
the [z/tadt and the mountain of St. George, on which ſtands the caſtle of 
Oberbauſs. From this fortreſs a wy leads over the Danube into the 
road to Paſſau. The city on thoſe ſides of it which are ſurrounded by 
the water is without walls, but towards the land- ſide or Bavaria is fortified 
both with ramparts and ditches. The cathedral here, which is dedicated 
to St. Stephen, was, together with the city, burnt down in the year 1662, 
but rebuilt again with great ſplendor. On an eminence near it ſtands the bi- 
ſhop's palace. Excluſive too of the pariſh-church of St. Paul and ſome others, 
in this city is likewiſe a convent of Benedictines, which js the oldeſt in the 
place, as alſo a Franciſcan and a Capuchin convent, together with a callege 
of Jeſuits. On the hill, at the foot of which lies the Innflad?, ſands alſo 
the pilgrim-church called Mariabulf, and not far from the proper town of 
Paſiu on the river Inn lies the convent of St. Nicholas, in which are regular 
canons of the order of St. Augu/tine. 

Paſſau enjoys a very good ſituation for trade. The moſt ancient account 
of it appears to be in the Notitia Imperium, which was probably made 
about the year 427, under the Emperor Honcrius, and in which, under the 
Duke of Rhaetia, the Nova cobors Batavorum was aſſigned to the Batavi. 
It remained under the power of the Romans till after the year 475, when 
it was taken by the Alemanni. After that it fell under the dominion of 
the Franks, and continued under the government of the Dukes of Bavaria. 
The Emperor Otto III. made it wholly ſubject, in the year 999, to the 
biſhopric. In 1181, 1662, and 1680 it was almoſt entirely conſumed by 
fire, and in 1316 and 13 54, a conſiderable part of it was alſo reduced to athes.

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In 1552 the religious peace, which is uſually called the treaty of Paſſzu, 


was concluded here. 
2. The Eren juriſdiction of Oberhauſz, to which belongs

But 
the electoral Saxon general John, Baron of Heydeck, being, in the time of 
the Schmalkaddiſch war, put under the ban, Ladiſlaus, popel of Lobkmortz, 
obtained it in fief of the Emperor, who alſo, in 1641, raiſed it to a princely 
county. In the year 1642 the houſe of Lobkowitz, on account thereof, 
obtained both ſeat and voice in the circle of Bavaria ; and being introduced, 
in 1653, into the council of the Princes of the Empire, the princely voice 
was grounded on this princely county. Its arms are three ſtars argent, in a 
field ezure. To a Roman month it contributes only thirty-cight florins. 
But to each chamber-term is rated at one hundred and twenty-two rixdol- 
lars, forty-five kruitzers. To it belongs 
1. Neuſtadt, or Neufladl, a ſmall town and citadel, ſeated on the Nas, 
above Meiden.

5 HIS provoſtſhip, together with its territory, is environed by the 
. T archbilhopric of Salzburg and the 2 e of 
Reicbenball. Its territory is wholly mountainous, and contains in it ſome inland 
lakes, as namely the Nonigſee, which is the largeſt of them, and out of which 
flows the Alben, which pours itſelf into the Sa/za ; the Upper, Hinder and 
Tauben-ſee. 

$. 2. This provoſtſhip was erected in the year 1108 by irmgard, Coun- 
teſs of Harburg and her ſons Beringer and Cuno Counts of Sulzbach, in ho- 
nour of Jabn the Baptiſt and St. Peter, in the wood of Bercbtolſgaden, or 
Berchteſgaden, and filled with regular canons of the order of St. Auguſtine. 


- From 1387 to 1404 it continued without a provoſt, and incorporated with 


the archiepiſcopal table of Salzburg; but in the laſt-mentioned year its ori- 
ginal conſtitution, together with all its ancient privileges, was again reſtored, 
and in 1455 it was rendered exempt from the ſpiritual juriſdiction of the arch- 
biſhop of Salzburg, and made immediately ſubje to the papal chair. The 
archdukes of Auſtria are hereditary curators and ptotectors of it. 

$. 3. The title of its provoſt is: By the grace of God--- of the boly Roman 
Empire Prince, and ? of the highly noble and princely Imperial foun- 
dation of Berchtolsgaden. The arms of the provoſtſhip are two keys, placed 
in form of a St. Andrew's croſs, in a field gules. 

$. 4. In the council of the Princes of the Empire this provoſt enjoys both 
ſeat and voice on the ſpiritual bench between the Prince of Herter/heim and 
the princely Provoſt of We:ſſenbrug. In the circle of Bavaria he fits on the 
ſpiritual bench between the biſhop of Paſſau and the abbot of St. Emmeran. 
To a Roman month he gives two horſe and twenty foot, or one hundred 
and four florins. And to each chamber-term is to pay one hundred and 
twenty-one rixdollars, ſixty- ſix kruitzers and three quarters. 

$. 5. The chapter here confiſts of twelve perſons. In the year 1754 
the Pope gave this foundation an order-croſs, which at the point of death 
is to impart full abſolution. 

$. 6. The Prince and Provoſt here has a regency and confiſtory of his 
own. He belongs to the province of the archbiſhopric of Salzburg, and 
appears at the provincial Diets thereof.

F. 1, THE county of Haag terminates to the eaſt on the river In, 
being environed by the Upper-Bavarian pfleg-amts of Waſſer- 

burg and Schwaben, as alſo by the Lower-Bavarian pfleg-amts of Neumarkt, 
Dorfen, and Aerding, and the ſeigniory of Burkrain in the biſhopric of 
Freyſingen. From eaſt to welt it is near three German miles in length, and 
from ſouth to north above two. 

$. 2. The firſt poſſeſſors of this county were the Lords of Gurren, from 
whom it deſcended in the firſt half of the thirteenth century by inheritance 
to Seyfrid of Frauenberg. In the 1509 the Emperor Maximilian I. 
raiſed Sigiſmund of Frauenberg and his ſons to the ___ of Counts of the 
Empire. The Emperor Charles V. conferred on the houſe of Bavaria the 
expectancy of the Imperial fiefs of the Counts of Haag, which donation 
was confirmed by the Emperor Ferdinand I. But the laſt of the Counts 
of Haag, named Ladiſſaus, dying in 1567, Bavaria took poſſeſſion of the 
county, putting off the allodial heirs with money. 

$. 3. The Elector of Bavaria bears this county neither in his title nor 
arms: But the arms for it are a reined ſteed cormrant, in a field verte. On 
account of this county the Elector enjoys both ſeat and voice in the circle 
of Bavaria on the ſecular bench betwixt Sternſtein and Ortenburg, and with 
the latter maintains a diſpute about rank, but nevertheleſs is in poſſeſſion of 
the precedency. He permits, indeed his envoys at the Diet of the Empire 
to legitimate themſelves on account of this county by the directory of the 
Empire, but holds to no college of Counts thereof. The county of 
Haag pays to one Roman month four horſe and ten foot, or eighty-eight 
florins ; and to each chamber-term is rated at eighty- one rixdollars, fourteen 
kruitzers and a half.

The PRINCELY ABBEY of 
St. EMME KR A M, im Ratiſbon. 


§. 1. = HE abbey of Benedictine Monks at St. Emmeram, or Emeran, i; 

ſituate in the Imperial city of Ratisbon. It is ſaid that St. Ex- 
meram, an itinerant biſhop, arrived in the year 649 in the days of Mech J. 
Duke of Bavaria, at Ratisbon, where he was very amicably entertained by that 


having debauched this Duke's daughter; that her brother Lambert purſued 
him on this account, and came up with him at Helfendorf in Upper-Ba- 
daria, where he cauſed him to be cut to pieces. That his mangled body 
was brought to Ratisbon, and there buried, and his innocency revealed by 
a miracle, for which reaſon Duke Tendo I. in the year 696 erected a cloy- 
ſter to his honour, which cloyſter in 697 obtained its firſt abbot. But at 
that time, and probably ever fince the year 680, Duke Theods II. governed 
in Bavaria, who mult therefore be the founder of the cloyſter, provided 
the year aſſigned be juſt, but this again others deny, maintaining the 
cloyſter to be older. P. Hanſtæ, who afferts, that the biſhopric of Ratisben 
is of equal date with this cloyſter, and that both of them were founded 
by biſhop Ruprecht in the year 697: He is likewiſe of opinion, that the 
firſt biſhops had their ſeat in this cloyſter, and that the Monks had alſo 2 
like right with the canons of the church of St. Peter, in regard to the 
eleCtion of a biſhop ; ſo that the biſhops were choſen alternately out of the 
Monks, and were at the ſame time abbots of the cloyſter. In the year 
798, it is true, that the epiſcopal fee was removed out of the cloyfter to 
the church of St. Stephen, but yet the biſhops remained abbots of the cloy- 
ſter, and retained under their juriſdiction the eſtates belonging to it, agree- 
ably to the nature of a cathedral cloyſter, till at length, namely in the 
year 977, St. Wolfgang ſeparated the abbey from the biſhopric, and thus 
divided the eſtates, with which St. Emmeram was endowed, one patt 
thereof deſcending to the biſhopric, and the other to the Monks. Theſe 
laſt, who thus could no longer attain the epiſcopal dignity, after the death 
of St. Wolfgang diſputed this diviſion, and hence aroſe the long m—_ 

5 whit 
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which ſubſiſted between the biſhopric and the cloyſter on account of the 
ancient revenues of the latter. About the year 1132 abbot Engel fried, by 
the help of falſe records, obtained an exemption. This opinion of Han- 
tz, the princely abbot of St. Emmeram, J. B. Nrauſa has warmly com- 
bated in ſome writings of his, and on the contrary maintained, that the 
cloyſter was far older than the biſhopric. That either Octilo Duke of Ba- 
varia, or Taſzilo had moved the epiſcopal ſee to the cloyſter, but that the 
Emperor Charlemagne, after depoſing Taſzilo, had removed it again from 
thence to the church of St. Peter, and alſo anew reſtored thereto its in- 
comes and eſtates; and that he alſo immediately ſubjected the cloyſter to 
the ſee of Rome. That the biſhops, indeed afterwards, till the time of 
St. Wolfgang, retained the dignity of an abbot in the cloyſter, but that the 
eſtates of the cloyſter were never given up to their management, but always 
remained immediately ſubject to the Kings and Emperors. That after 
St. Wolfgang, no biſhop was ever advanced to the dignity of an abbot in the 
cloyſter, and that from that time it began to enjoy the ſweets of its firſt 
immediacy on the Empire. | 

$. 2. In the year 1731 the Emperor Charles VI. renewed, or rather 
confirmed the princely dignity, which the Emperor Albrecht had already 
conferred on it. The title of its abbot is, By the Grace of God of the 
Holy Roman Empire Prince, and of the Imperial free foundation of the Em- 
fire at St. Emmeram in Ratiſbon Abbot. He fits at the Diet of the Em- 
pire on the Nheniſb bench of prelates, between the abbot of St. Cornelius 
Minſter and the abbeſs of Eſen. In the circle of Bavaria he enjoys both 
ſeat and voice on the ſpiritual bench between the provoſt of Bercbotiſgaden 
and the abbeſs of Lower-Minſter in Ratisbon. In the year 1682 his Im- 
pertal matricular evaluation was fixed at thirty-two florins. To each cham- 
ber-term he contributes eighty-ſeven rixdollars, eighty-three kruitzers and 
2 half. The Dukes of Bavaria are patrons and protectors of this abbey, 
with reſpect to its eſtates in Bavaria, which are alſo the moſt conſiderable 
belonging to it, and likewiſe its beſt. | 

F. 3. The church of this cloyſter boaſts of keeping, even to the middle- 
finger of the right-hand the complete body of St. Denis the Areopagite, 
which was ſtolen out of the abbey of St. Denis in France ; though the 
latter alſo maintains that it is ſtill actually in poſſeſſion thereof; notwith- 
ſtanding which, as well in the cathedral church at Bamberg, as in the 
church of St. Vite in the citadel at Prague, the head of this Saint is ſhewn, 
and at Munich in the palace-chapel is a hand of him. This church more- 
over contains in it other remarkables. 
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* 
5. 1. T HIS little county lies in the Lower- Bavaria, being ſurrounded 
by the pfleg-amts of Yilſboven and Griesbach, belonging to the 
rent- amt of Lend/but, and alſo by the ſeigniory of Neuburg. 

$. 2. Its Lord and inhabitants are addicted to the Proteſtant religion as 
hid down by Luther. 

F. 3. The Counts of Ortenburg (otherwiſe called Ortenberg, or Arten- 
berg) are deſcended from Count Rapor I. who was fon to Engelbrecht III. 
Duke in Carintbia, and born Count of m and Ortenburg in that 
dutchy. Theſe Counts have an old diſpute ſtill depending at the chamber 
judicatory with the Elector of Bavaria on account of their Imperial imme- 
- diacy; Bavaria conteſting this point, and wanting to make them ſubje to 
him, as they actually are with reſpect to the ſeigniory of Mattighefen, in 
the rent-amt of Burgbauſen. In the year 1574 Duke Albrecht of Bavaria, 
however, cauſed the expectancy to the Imperial fief of theſe Counts to be 
conferred on him by the Emperor Maximilian II. 

$. 4. The title of theſe Counts is: Of tbe Holy Roman Empire Count, di- 
ſcended of the ancient family of Ortenburg, Krichingen and Putlingen, 
Their arms are a pale argent, in a field gules. At the Diet of the Em- 
pire they belong to the Wetterau college of Counts thereof, and in the 
circle of Bavaria fit on the ſecular bench betwixt Haag and Ebrenfel. 
Their Imperial matricular evaluation is two horſe, or twenty-four florins ; 
and to each chamber-term they pay fixteen rixdollars, twenty-three kruit-

T H1S abbey of Nuns was founded by Judith, daughter to Duke Ar- 
nold, or Arnulph of Bavaria, conſort to Duke Henry I. of that dutchy, 
and grandmother to the Emperor Henry II. The firſt building of this 
cloyſter is placed in the year 900. The title of its abbeſs is: By the Grace 
of God —— of the Holy Roman Empire Princeſs, and of the Imperial, free 
highly-noble — Lower-Munſter in Ratiſbon Abet. At the Diet 
of the Empire ſhe poſſeſſes the thirteenth place on the Rheniſb bench of 

relates, and in the circle of Bavaria the ſeventh on the ſpiritual bench. 
Her Imperial matricular evaluation was in 1683 fixed at ten florins, but to 
each chamber- term ſhe is to pay fifty rixdollars, ſixy- ſeven kruitzers and a 
half. This foundation with reſpect to ſpiritual affairs ſtands under the 
biſhopric of Ratisbon. The Elector of Bavaria is protector of it. The 
ladies of the foundation may marry out of it, and their manner of life is not 
clauſtral.

T HE ſeigniory of Ebrenfels, or Ernfels, lies in the dutchy of Neuburg, 
and its pfleg-amt of Beretzhauſen, being ſituated on the river Laber. 
Anciently it belonged to the Bavarian family of Stau, which in the year 
1432 purchaſed of the Lords of Laber the market-town of Beretzhauſen, 
ſituated below the fort of Ehrenfels, and was alſo poſſeſſed of the fort of 
Sinching, which lies in the pfleg- amt of Haidau in Lower-Bavaria, as alſo 
of other eſtates. In the fifteenth century it was divided into the lines of 
Ebrenfels and Sinching. The latter became extinct in the ſixteenth century 
in its male-heirs, upon which its females diſpoſed of the citadel and manor 
of Sinching to the family of Senſbeim. The line of Ebrenfelt was alſo pol- 
lefled of the citadels of Kefering and Trift/fing in the above-mentioned 
Liwcer- Bavarian pfleg-amt of Haidau, and likewiſe of the ſeigniory of 
Schonberg ; but came gradually to great decay, and fold off one ſeigniory 
alter another, till at length John Bernhard of Stauff, the laſt of this name, 
alienated likewiſe in 1567 the ſeigniory of Ebrenfels to the Pfalzgrave Wolf-

gang of Neuburg, with reſervation, however, of its I cannot 
find that the EleRor-palatine, as Duke of Neuburg, holds to any college of 
Counts at the Diet of the Empire on account of this immediate Imperial 
ſeigniory ; but in the circle of Bavaria he is poſſeſſed both of ſeat and voice 
on account thereof.

$. 2. For many ages back they have been in the poſſeſſion of the Lords 


of Wolfitein, who in the year 1522 were raiſed. to the dignity of Barons of 
the Empire, and in 1673 to the ſtate of Counts thereof. So early alſo as 
the thirteenth century they were poſſeſſed of immediate eſtates in fief of the 
Emperor and Empire, namely of the citadel of Aalenburg, or Heimburg, as 
alſo of forty marks ariſing to them out of the vogtey of Berngau. Of the 
Counts of Hirſchberg they held likewiſe in fief at the very ſame time the jus 
caſtellanie of Sulzburg, er with the lands and incomes belonging to 
them, and frequently at time ſtiled themſelves from thence. On the 
Bavarian fide it is alledged, that the fort of Sulzburg, after the death of 
Gebhard, the laſt Count of Hirſchberg, which happened in the year 1304, 
fell to the Dukes thereof. In the year 1330 the Emperor Leuis IV. Duke 
of Bavaria, ceded it to the family of Durwang ; and his ſon Lewis, Marg- 
ve of Brandenburg, in 1347 to Albrecht of Molfitein, whoſe anceſtors 
Pad been poſſeſſed thereof, promiſing likewiſe to redeem it of Henry of 
Durwang. Under the E Charles IV. the ſuperiority over the fort 
of Sulskurg was diſputed with the Dukes of Bavaria, Lewis and Stephen, 
and reclaimed as a fort of the Empire which had fallen to the Emperor and 
Empire, on the extinction of the Counts of H:r/cbberg. This lapſe indeed 
the Dukes were obliged to own, and in 1353 the Lords of Wolfstein com- 
pelled them to reſtore the fo often mentioned Pet tothe Empire. From that 
year the Lords of Wolfstein were, on account of the ſaid fort and its appen- 
dages, deemed immediate feodaries of the Empire. Among theſe appen- 
dages was originally comprized the market-town of Pyrbaum, but from the 
year 1480 that town was mentioned in the Imperial feudal letters as a pe- 
culiar ſeigniory. In 1562 Duke Albrecht V. of Bavaria, cauſed the ex- 
cy of the Imperial fief of Wolfstein to be conferred on himſelf and his 

e by the Emperor Ferdinand I. which expectancy was confirmed to him 

by the following Emperors, and at laſt, namely in the year 1658, by the 
Emperor But the electoral-houſe of Bavaria being put under the 


ban in the beginning of the eighteenth century, and the Counts of of. 


fein deeming its expectancy to their Imperial fief become extinct, they pro- 
cured the ſaid expectancy of the Emperor Foſeph for Count "Adolphus of 
Rechtern, and the male fief-heirs of his body, on whom alſo it was actually 
conferred in the year 1708. By the peace of Baaden, however, this expec- 
tancy of the Counts of Rechtern became void ; nevertheleſs in the year 1729 
Count Chriſtian Albrecht of Weolf5tein obtained that the aulic- council of the 
Empire ſhould pronounce an Imperial local commiſſion for the diſmember- 
ing of his Imperial fief from the hereditary eſtates of the archbiſhop of 
Salzburg and the Duke of Saxe-Gotha. Upon this denunciation therefore 
enſued in 1732 the Imperial ſentence : That upon the extinction of the 
male- iſſue of .JYolfstetn, to the Electors of Bavaria were indiſputably due 
thoſe Imperial fiefs which are by name expreſſed in the feudal letters of the 
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Emperor Charles IV. of the year 1353, and likewiſe in thoſe letters which 
followed thereon, and that they could on no account be withheld 
from them: But it likewiſe enacted on the other hand, that in this very 
caſe the allodial heirs were directly to be admitted to the ſpecified ſeventy. 
cight properties, and therein to be protected in the moſt effectual manner by 
the Imperial authority, and alſo obliged to contribute their quota to the 
matricular evaluation of the houſe of Welfstein to the Empire and Circle. 
But the Elector of Bavaria not only oppoſed to this Imperial ſentence the 
Remedium ſupplicationis, or Revifionis (which was diſmiſſed) but alſo in 
1740, on the death of the above-mentioned and laſt Count of Wolf5tein, 
put himſelf inſtantly in poſſeſſion as well of the Imperial fiefs as allo of the 
allodial eſtates of the Count, and Bavaria has even yet diſputes on this 
head with the allodial heirs of Wolfstein. Theſe allodial heirs are the de- 
ſcendants of the heireſs-daughters of the laſt Count Chriftzan Albrecht; one 
of whom, named Charlotta Amelia, was married to Count Charles Augu- 
flus of Hobenlobe-Kirchberg ; and the ſecond, named Henrietta, to Count

$. 3. The extin& Counts of Wolfitein were of the Proteſtant religion as 
taught by Luther, of which religion alſo are the inhabitants of theſe ſeig- 
niories. The Imperial matricular evaluation of theſe ſeigniories is two horſe 
and four foot, or forty florins ; and to each chamber-term they pay twenty- 
five rixdollars, thirty-two kruitzers. At the Diet of the Empire the Elector 
of Bavaria joins himſelf to no college of Counts on account of theſe ſeig- 
niories, but in the circle of Bavaria he has on account thereof both ſeat 
and voice, between Ebrenfeli and Hohen-Waldeck.

I. The Seigniory of SUuLzBURG, in which is 


1. Upper-Sulzburg, the capital, being a citadel ſeated on a mountain with 
a market-town belonging to it. The latter is divided into the fore and hin- 
der. The hinder-town as an ancient appenage of Lower-Sulzburg was allo- 
dial, This town of Lower-Sulzburg ſtood alſo on the mountain not far 
from the Upper, belonging to the latter and its juriſdiction, and being alſo 
originally only a reſidence of a noble caſtellan, and long in the poſſeſſion of 
the Lords of Gundelfingen. It appears, that on this occaſion ſome great 
privileges were granted to this noble ſeat, ſuch as its being ſurrounded with 
walls, and it likewiſe was deemed free and proper by the poſſeſſors. But 
the Lords of Wolfstein brought this citadel again to themſelves in the year 
1403, as alfs in 1513; and in 1496 they made a donation of one half af 


it in fief, and in 1514 of the other half alſo to the holy Roman Empire. 
From that time particular mention is made of it in the feudal letters.

42 The above places belong all to the confined territory of theſe ſeig- 
niories; but excluſive of them, it is likewiſe poſſeſſed in foreign territories, 
particularly in the amt of Neumarit in the upper-palatinate, of other vil- 
lages, hamlets and ſubjects, all belonging to theſe ſeigniories, and over 
which it formerly enjoyed burgherly juriſdiction, quit- rent, ſubſidy, tax and 
military-ſervice, theſe places being given out as hereditary, proprietary 
eſtates. The ruinous mountain-caſtle and ſtem- houſe of Wulf tein ſtands 
not far from the town of Neumarkt.

5. 2. The places and eſtates of which this ſeigniory conſiſts were taken 
by the Imperial general Count John of T:/ly, in the time of the thirty years 
war, and raiſed-by the Emperor, under the name of Bre:teneck, to an Impe- 
rial ſeigniory; and Count Tzl/ly was, on account thereof, received, in the year 
1648, at the Diet of the circle at Vaſſerburg, among the States of the circle 
of Bavaria. But the Counts of Tilly becoming extinct in the year 1724, in 
the perſon of Count Ferdinand Laurence, the fief-eſtates fell to the Elector 
of Bavaria, and the hereditary- ones to the laſt Count's fiſter, named 
Men Anna Catherina, who was conſort -to Antony, the elder Count of

F.3. The Elector of Bavaria, at the Diets of the circle thereof, is 
eſſed of the voice of Breiteneck, but at the Diets of the Empire joins 


imſelf to no college of Counts on account of this ſeigniory. To a Romen 
month its contribution is fixed at twenty florins, and to each chamber- term 
at thirty-five rixdollars.

R ECEN SBURG, in Latin Reginoburgum and Ratisbona, by the authors 
of the middle age alſo called Imbripolis and Hierapolis, and in Engliſh 
Ratisbon, is a pretty, large, fortified and populous town, ſeated on the 
Danube, over which it has an old bridge conſiſting of large free-ſtone, and 
into which, below the town, runs the river Regen. The magiſtracy and 
burghers here are addicted to the Proteſtant religion as taught by Luther, 
The Proteſtant miniſtry here conſiſts of one ſuperintendant and eleven or- 
dinary preachers. The largeſt church belonging to the Lutherans is that of 
the Trinity, but they have alſo a gymnaſium, in which are eight teachers, 
Of the four ſpiritual immediate States of the Empire ; namely, the biſhopric 
and the Imperial foundations of St. Emmeram, Lower and Upper-Munſter, 
we have treated above in their order. We likewiſe find here a college of 
Jeſuits, together with a cloyſter of St. James, inſtituted for Scotſinen of the 
Roman-catholic religion, as alſo the collegiate-church of Altkapell, the 
nunneries of St. Clara and St. Paul, and the. hoſpital of the Holy-Croſs. This 
town was anciently the capital of Bavaria, and the ſeat of the Dukes. 
The Emperor Frederick I. ſet it free from the dominion of the latter, an- 
nexing it immediately to the Empire ; in which annexation, Wenceſlaus, the 
Emperor, in the year 1387, promiſed to maintain it. In 1486, Duke 
Albrecht of Bavaria managed matters fo ſkilfully that this town, being 
fallen greatly in debt, voluntarily paid homage to him ; but the Emperor 
Frederick III. reclaimed it in 1489 to the Empire, and accordingly the Duke 
was obliged, in the year 1492, to return it. At the Diet of the Empue ! 
i 
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is poſſeſſed of the firſt place among the Imperial towns on the Sabian 
bench, but in the circle of Bavaria of the laſt on the ſecular bench thereof. 
Its Imperial matricular evaluation was fixed, in 1692, at one hundred and 
fifty florins, and to each chamber term it pays one hundred and forty-eight 
rixdollars, ſixty-ſeven kruitzers and a half. Ever fince the year 1662, a 
conſtant Diet of the Empire has been here continued without interruption, 
which Diet has never fince been removed, excepting in 1713, when it was 
transferred for ſome time, on account of the plague, to Augsburg; and, in 
1742, for a few years to Frankfort. The States of the Empire meet at the 
council-houſe. The Diet, it is true, brings in a great deal of money to this 
town, but yet does not reap that benefit therefrom which might be expected. 
In it is an important falt-ſtaple and trade, and from this place to Vienna 
large quantities of corn, wood, and all manner of proviſions are ſhipped. 
In the years 1546 and 1601, ſome ſolemn conferences were fruitleſsly ap- 
pointed at this place on religion betwixt the Proteſtant and Roman-catholic 
divines. In 1703, the Elector of Bavaria made himſelf maſter of it. In 
the years 891 and 954, it was wholly burnt down, and afterwards alſo it 


luffered very frequent and great damages by the ſame dreadful calamity. 
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before the time of Charles Martel, Duke of Auſtraſia, and alſo under him

Of FRANCO NIA in general. 


F. 1. F Franconia, Sebaſtian of Rothenhan delineated the firſt chart 
towards the middle of the ſixteenth century; which chart 
Munſter has inferted in his Caſnograpbia. In the year 1638, the brother 
George and George Conrad Fung publiſhed another, and that a large chart, 
which Laſchge republiſhed at Nurnberg as well on a large as on a common 
and even on a ſmall ſcale. At the fame time alſo Nic. Ritter ſbus put forth 
a chart of Franconia, but this is not of any great confideration. 
$. 2. The preſent Franconia, which lies betwixt Thuringia and Swabia, 
almoſt in the very heart of Germany, about the river Mayn, belonged for- 
merly, for the greateft part of it, to Thuringia, and in part alſo to Aleman- 
nia, the country of the Slavi, or Wends, who dwelt between the Mayn and 
the Redxitz, and perhaps alſo in part to Bavaria. Probably it was dil- 
membered from Thuringia in the time of Charlemagne, and added to Eaf- 
Franken. Afterwards the appellation of Eaft-Franken, in Latin Francis 
orientalis, in a limited ſenſe, was applied only to this country ; but neither 
this limited denomination, nor that of Frankenland, or Franconia, occurs 
in authentick monuments hardly before the eleventh century. All this, a: 
well as that the country, in the eighth century, was governed by Count, 
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Franconia. G E R MAN VV. 
and his ſons Karlmann and Pipin, as likewiſe in the ninth century under the 
Carlovingian Kings, Mr. John Gottlieb Gonne has ſhewn in his treatiſe, D- 
Ducatu Francie Orientalis. The ſame author has alſo remarked that Ea/?- 
Frankenland, after the foundation of the German Empire, was never fo en- 
tirely ſubjected to a Duke as Bavaria, Swabia, Thuringia and Saxony; but 
that a great part of this country was, from the beginning of the German 
Empire, immediately ſubject to Kings. Of the Dukes of Franconia, of the 
tenth century, Conrad I. was elected King of the Germans in the year 911 
or 912, In the eleventh century the German crown came again to the 
Frankiſh Dukes, and that at firſt to Conrad II. who was choſen King in 
1124, and afterwards alſo became Emperor. That Prince was ſucceeded 
in the ſame dignity by his ſon Henry III. grandſon to Henry IV. and great- 
grandſon to Henry V. who was the laſt Emperor of the ducal Franki/b houſe 
that line becoming extinct in him in the year 1125. This Emperor ceded 
the dutchy of Franconia to his ſiſter Agnes, conſort to Frederick of Hoben- 
laufen, Duke of Swabia and fon to Conrad III. who was poſſeſſed of a 
county in the Kochergau ; and thus the houſe of Hohenſtaufen became at the 
ſame time poſſeſſed of the dutchies of Franconia and Swabia. Conrad III. 
exerciſed the ducal rights alſo in Wurzburg, was created King of the 
Germans, and tranſmitted by inheritance the dutchy of Franconia to his ſon 
Frederick, who had his ſeat at Rothenburg. This laſt, however, dying 
without iſſue, this dutchy fell to Conrad, ſon to the Emperor Frederick J. 
who was alſo Duke of Swabia. At laſt the dutchies of Francouia and Swabia 
ceaſed in the houſe of Habenſlaufen. 

$. 3. Anciently in the preſent Franconia were ſeveral Gaus or Pagi, the 
principal of which ſhall be mentioned. Of the Nerdgau a conſiderable 


part belonged to it, which part again comprized in it ſeveral leſſer gaus and 


counties. It even extended — the biſhoprics of Aichſtett and Bam- 
berg, as alſo through the principalities of the marggravate of Brandenburg, 
both above and below the Gebirge, through the territory of the Imperial city 
of Nurnberg and other ſmaller territories. The Rangau, or Ratengau, 
extended itſelf on both ſides the Rednitz, and the part ſituate on the right 
fide of that river belonged to the Nordgau. The Yolcfeld terminated on the 
| foregoing Gau, lying betwixt the Mayn, the Rednitz and the Aurach, 
which at Bamberg falls into the latter) as alſo betwixt the Voltach. Thus 
a part of the biſhopric of Wurzburg belongs thereto. Of the noble Grab- 
feld and the leſſer Gaus here, a part is to be ſought for in the biſhopric of 
Muraburg, the princely county of Henneberg and the principality of C:burg. 
The Gau of Waldſaſzin (otherwiſe called Waldſazi, or Waltſaze) lay betwixt 
Wurzburg and Wertheim. The Moingau, which was alſo written Moynachau, 
&c. extended, on the right of the river Mayn, from Fran#fort to the Tau- 
ber and conſequently quite to the county of Mertbeim. In the Dabergau, or 

Ddd 2 Tubergau, 
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Tubergau, was ſituated, among others, Mergentheim, The Mulachgau, or 
Mulecgau, and the Oringau, or Orgau, are to be ſought for in the county 
of Heobenlohe. Of the Kraichgau a part alſo is to be reckoned as belonging 
to this dutchy ; and of the Kochengau, which lies on the river Kocher, a 
part is to be found in the county of Limburg. In the middle age Ea /, 
Frankenland extended to the Rhine, comprizing in it alſo the Albegau, Ange- 
riſgau, Einriche, Kunigeſhundra, Lobdengau, Leganacgau, Nitebe, Nitherfi, 
Rheingau, &c | 

ET Of the ancient provincial judicatories in Fanconia there are till 
ſome exiſtent; as, namely, the Imperial provincial-juriſdiction of the 
burggravate of Nurenberg, the Imperial provincial-juriſdiction of Hirſch. 
berg, in the biſhopric of Aichitett, and the Wurzburg provincial-juril- 
diction, of which more fully below in their proper place. 

$. 5. A conſiderable part of the Eaſft-Frankenland of the middle age; 
which was ſituate to the north and welt, belongs at preſent to other 
circles ; and of the modern Frankenland, the immediate nobility of the Em- 
pire in that county are poſſeſſed of a conſiderable part, but the remaining 
and greateſt part thereof conſtitutes the circle of Franconia; of which we 
here treat. - 


Of the CIRCLE of FRAN CONIA 
in particular. 


F. I. OF. the circle of Franconia, firſt Sanſon, and after him Jail. d. 


Witt, Valk and Dankerts delineated land-charts ; but theſe charts 
come not up to thoſe which John Bapt. Homann has publiſhed on two ſheets. 
in his Atlas of Germany, number ſixty-five, though even theſe are ſtill in 
want of great improvement. 

$. 2. This circle terminates on thoſe of Bavaria, Swabia; the Electoral- 
Rbeniſb, Upper-Rheniſh and Upper-Saxon circle, as alſo on Bohemia. It 
3s one of the ſmalleſt circles, its extent amounting only to about four hun- 

dred and eighty-four geographical ſquare miles. 
$.3. The preſent States of the circle divide it in ſuch a manner into four 
benches, that to the ſpiritual bench of Princes belong the biſhoprics of 
Bamberg, Wurzburg and Eichſtadt, together with the Teutonick order; to the 
ſecular bench of Princes, Brandenburg-Bayreuth, Brandenburg-Anfpach, 
Henneberg- Schlueſingen, Henneberg-Rombild, Henneberg-Schmalkalden, Schwar- 
zenberg, Lowenſtein-Wertheim and Hohenlobe-Waldenburg ; to the —_ of 
unts- 
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Counts and Lords, Hohenlohe-Neuenſtein, Caſtell, Wertheim, Rienect, Er- 
bach, Limburg-Geildorf, Limburg-Speckfeld, Seinſheim, Reigelsberg, Wieſen- 
theid, Welzheim and Hauſen ; and to the bench of Imperial cities, Nurn- 
berg, Rothenburg, Windſheim, Schweinfurt and Weſenburg. But I ſhall 
treat of theſe States of the circle in the order they give their voices, beginning 
however with Bamberg, which calls over the votes, though it gives its own 
laſt. The order of theſe voices is thus; viz. Wurzburg, Brandenburg- 
Bayreuth, Eichſladt, Brandenburg- Auſpach, the Teutonick order and Henne- 
berg-Schleufingen ; after which follow the reſt in the order fet down above 
according to their benches. | 

$. 4. The ſummoning Princes for this circle are the Biſhop. of Bamberg 
and the Marggraves of Brandenburg-Bayreuth and Anſpach. The latter, by 
virtue of an agreement made in the years 1712 and 1719, which agreement 
was confirmed by the Emperor, take their turn in ſummoning every three 
years. The directory the circle of Bamberg — — to itſelf alone, 
but at ſuch time as the epiſcopal- ſee is vacant the chapter wants to have 
the adminiſtration thereof. The Marggraves of Brandenburg, however, 


diſpute this with both, and, though in the year 1559 an agreement was 


made between Biſhop George of Bamberg and the Marggrave George Fre- 
derick of Brandenburg, That at the Diet of the circle, in the deliberations 
of all and every the matters relating thereto, the propoſition, direction, in- 
queſt, concluſion, conceiving of the receſs and chancery, are to belong 
and are due to the biſhop of Bamberg alone: yet on the fide of the Marg- 
graves it is alledged, that- theſe words are only to be underſtood with 
reſpect to the directio durantibus boris conſeſſits, with which Bamberg ought 
to reſt ſatisfied : but, even ſuppoling 


denburg Condirectorium ever come to take place, Brandenburg-Onslzbach has 
alſo claimed its turn in it. Fhe Diets of the circle have for a lon 


been ordinarily held at Nurnberg; but the chancery and archives thereof 
are kept at Bamberg. | 


$. 5. This circle, with reſpect to- France, is reckoned among the hither 


circles of the Empire. In the year 1682, it concluded a league with the 
States of the Upper-Rbeniſh circle on this fide the Rhine, and likewiſe with 
the States of the Meſterwald; in 1683. and 1684 with the Bavarian and 
Swabian circles; in 1691, 1692 and. 1700, again with the latter; in 1697 
with the remaining Lutheran circles, and, in 1702, with the Electoral- 
Rheniſh, Upper-Rhbeniſh, Auſtrian and Swabian. In the year 1 682, the 
military arrangement of the whole Empire being, in time of peace, ſimply 
fixed at 40,000 men; to the ſhare of the circle of Franconia fell nine hun- 
dred and eighty horſe and 1902 foot; and at the diviſion of the 300,000 
lorins to the operation-cheſt of the Empire, in 1709, the quota of this circle 


there were more in it, that this- 
agreement was annulled by the peace of NMeſpbalia, and ſhould the Bran- 


time 
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was rated at 22,696 florins, forty-ſeven kruitzers. The office of captain 
of the circle is ſtill in vogue here and filled up. 

$. 6. In point of religion this circle is one of the mixed. To the 
3 of the Empire it preſents one Roman-catholic and one 
Proteſtant aſſeſſor. The death of the former is notified by the chamber 
to the Roman-catholic, and that of the latter to the Proteſtant ſummoning- 
office of the circle : The latter notifies to the circle the director of the 
bench of Counts and cities of the Empire, and at the ſame time propoſes 
one or two perſons. The States deliberate thereon, and either ſimply re- 
ceive the perſons propoſed, or add another, r* a declaration of it by 
the directors of both benches to the princely proteſtant ſumnoning-office 
of the circle. Upon which at length, after an alternately adminiſtered ſup- 
port on the fide of the ſupreme Proteſtant directory, a common preſentation 
and reſponſory writing is addreſſed to the chamber-court, and tranſmitted 
to the directors of the bench of Counts and Imperial cities for their ſub- 
ſcription and ſigning. Upon this the preſentation-writing is either directly 
ſent by the directory of the Imperial cities, which at length ſubſcribe it, to 
the chamber-court, or returned to be tranſmitted to the ſymmoning Princes 
of the circle. Tf the three benches of the ſecular States of Franconia are 
not able to come to an agreement concerning the preſentation, each bench 
apart ſometimes preſents a candidate, one of whom is choſen by the 

ber-court.

8. 1. O this biſhopric Job. Bapt. Homann has publiſhed a land- chart, 
which is ſtill very defective, but in the Atlas of Germany con- 
ſtitutes the ſixty- ſixth. 
$. 2. To the north it terminates on the principality of Coburg and the 
Vogtland, to the eaſt on the marggravial principality of Brandenburg-Bay- 
reuth above the Gebirg, and alſo on the territory of Nurnberg ; to the 
ſouth likewiſe on the territory of Nurnberg, the marggravial princi- 
pality of Brandenburg below the Gebirg, and the principality of Schwar- 
zenberg ;z and to the weſt on the biſhopric of Wurzburg. Its greateſt ex- 
tent amounts in length to about fifteen, and its greateſt breadth to above 
ten, German miles. 
$- 3- The bottom or ſoil of this biſhopric produces all ſorts of grain, ve- 
getables, and fruits in abundance, as alſo wine : among the laſt articles are , 
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be reckoned in particular the wines of Altenburg, Beringsfield, and Zeiler. 
It yields likewiſe ſaffron, and a very good fort of — the latter of 
which grows in great plenty at the capital town of Bamberg in particular, 
near which alſo are ſuch numbers of laurel, fig, lemon, and orange-trees, 
that this ſpot is ſtiled, by fome, the little 15 of Germany. Their breed 
of cattle here is alſo important. The —_— of Bamberg yields likewiſe 
woods, and ſome battery works. e Mayn, which iſſues out of 
this principality above the Gebirg, traverſes the north of this country, 
and receives the Rotach and Iæ, and more particularly the Rednitz, in Latin 
Radantia, the latter of which comes out of this principality below the 
Gebirg ; below Forchbeim it receives into it alſo the little river Wiſent, and 
aſter that the ſtill leſſer rivers of Aiſcb, (anciently Aſcha, and Eiſga) Reich- 
Eberach, Raube-Eberacb, and Urach. ; 
$. 4. The principality of Bamberg, contains in it eighteen boroughs, and 
fifteen market-towns. Land-States it has none. The whole country is 
zealouſly addicted to the Reman-catholic doctrine and worſhip. 
5. 5. This country belonged anciently for the greateſt part of it to the 
werful Counts of Babenberg. Of theſe Count Henry left two fons behind 
im, namely Reinbard and Albrecht, whom Adolphus, biſhop of Wurzburg, 
attacked in the year 9oz, but was beaten by them. Count Reinhard was 
ſtabbed in an unlucky battle by Count Conrad, brother's fon to the Em- 
peror Lewis III. But his brother Albrecht wanting to revenge his death, 
purſued the faid Count and flew him. Upon this King Lewis III. 
cauſed Count Albrecht to be ſummoned before the Diet of the Empire at 
Trebur, there to anſwer for himſelf; but he not appearing, he beſieged 
him in his ſtrong caſtle of Altenburg ; upon which Albrecht either willingly 
ſurrendered to the King, or was ſeduced to come to him to the camp, 
where he was beheaded as a rebel. This Prince therefore being the laſt 
of his houſe, the county of Babenberg fell, in the year 908 to the Em- 
pire. The Emperor Otto III. made a donation of it to his fiſter's ſon, Henry 
Duke of Bavaria, who was choſen King after him. This latter reſolved to 
convert the county of Babenberg into a biſhopric, which happened accordingly 
in the year 1006. The King and his conſort Cunigunda conhiderably endowed 
this new biſhopric, and Eberhard, the King's chancellor, who was made the 
firſt biſhop thereof in the year 1007, was not only confirmed by Pope Be- 
ed: VIII. but alſo exempted from all archiepiſcopal juriſdiftion. The 
like and even ſtill greater privileges and prerogatives were obtained of Pope 
Clement II. by the ſecond biſhop thereof named Suidger of Mayendorf. 
$. 6. Thus the biſhop of Bamberg ſtands immediately under the papal 
ſee, and within his own dioceſe may even act as archbiſhop. From the 
Pope he receives, in lieu of a good round ſum, the palium. King Henry, 
the founder of this biſhopric, has appointed the King of Bohemia upper 
cup- bearer to it; the Elector- palatine upper ſewer; the Elector of Saxony 
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upper marſhal ; and the Elector of Brandenburg upper chamberlain of the 
bithopric ; which offices they receive in fief of each reigning Prince and 
Biſhop. Theſe Electors again inveſt four ancient families of the nobility of 
Franconia with the four under offices: The office of under cup-bearer bein 
enjoyed by the family of Aufſes ; that of under ſewer by the family of Bi- 
bra; that of under marſhal by the family of ————, ever ſince the 
time that the family of Ebnet became extinct in the year 1728; and the 
office of under chamberlain by the family of Reterban. 
$. 7. The arms of this biſhopric are a lion /able, in a field Or, over 
which is a band argent traverſing the whole. The Prince and Biſhop of 
Bamberg, at the Diet of the Empire in the council of the Princes thereof, 
is poſſeſſed, on the ſpiritual bench, of the fourth place. He is co-ſummon. 
ing Prince and director of the circle of Franconia, demands the voices of 
the States thereof, and gives his own laſt. The Imperial matricular eva- 
luation of this biſhopric, which formerly amounted to 1088 florins, was, in 
the year 1685, fixed at four hundred and fifty-iour but amounts at preſent 
only to four hundred and thirty-ſeven. To each chamber-term it pays five 
hundred and ſeventy-four rixdollars, ſeventy- eight kruitzers and three quarters. 
$. 8. The highly worthy chapter here conſiſts of twenty capitulars, and 
fourteen Damicelli. The Sovereign receives its approbation or conſent on 
important occaſions. 
| $8.9. The eel vicar preſides among the clergy, and determines their 
diſputes. To him lie all appeals from the ſpiritual under-court, or con- 
q ſiſtory, which decides in matrimonial caſes ; but from the vicariate appeals 
| lie to Rome. The princely ordinary aulic judicatory, or regency, conſiſts 
of a preſident, 'a chancellor, and about twenty aulic councellors. Under 
it ſtand the bye-courts of St. Stephen, St. Gangolph, and St. James; as alſo 
the provincial-court at Bamberg, the pupil-court, and police-court, the penal 
or criminal-court, and the office of under-bailiff, or the vicedom-office, to 
which appertain all foreigners, and ſubjects who live under foreigners, &c. 
$. 10. The princely aulic-chamber and upper receipt office have the 
care of the Prince's revenues. Each of theſe offices has a preſident of its 
own, and the latter alſo repreſents the aulic military council, whoſe bu- 
ſineſs it is to look to military affairs. 
$. 11. This principality contains in it 
1. Bamberg, anciently called Babenberg, the head and reſidence town, 
ſeated upon hills near the river Rednitg. Whether it was at firſt called 
Papenberg, i. e. Pfaffenberg, or that it ſtood there and bore its name be- 
fore the biſhopric and cloyſter founded in it, or that it ſhould rather be 
called Bavenberg, that is on the Berg or mountain, I ſhall not determine. 
The proper town, as ſurrounded in moſt parts of it with walls and a ditch, 
is not large, but it has an extenſive ſuburb, and is in general well built 
and populous. The Rednitz interſects it in two places, out of . three 
uterent 
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different parts have ariſen. In the upper part, which ſtands upon a moun- 
tain, is the princely reſidence of Paal built by Biſhop Lotburius Fran- 
ciſcus, in the year 1702 in a new and extenſive manner; as alſo the great 
cathedral church of St. George, in which is to be found the monument of 
King Henry II. the founder of the biſhopric, and his conſort Cumpgunda, to- 

ther with a confiderable treaſure of relicks and jewels. In it likewiſe is 
the cathedral of St. Stephen and St. James, together with the grand and rich 
Benedictine cloyſter of Monchsberg, and the nunnery of St. Theodore. In the 
middle part of the town, which has a communication with the upper part by 
means of a lofty ſtone-bridge, are many fine houſes, as alſo the ancient 
epiſcopal yr of Geyerfwerth, together with a noble orangery, a fine 
church of the Jeſuits, who have the inſpection of the univerſity here, 
which was founded under the title of Academia Ottonina, by Biſhop Mel- 
chior Otto, and was dedicated on September 1, 1648; the pariſh-church 
of St. Martin, that of St. Mary, three monaſteries, two nunneries, and a 
hoſpital. A long and broad bridge leads from the middle part of the town 
to the ſuburbs of Treuenſtadt, in which are to be ſeen the old foundation of 
St. Gangolph, and the Dominican nunnery of the holy ſepulchre. The firſt 
building of this town is placed in the year 804. In the years 984, 1124, 
1134, 1138, and 1158, in it were held Diets of the Empire, and in 
1644, 1645, and 1673, Diets of the circle of Franconia. The Emperor 
Charlemagne removed ſome S/avi to this place. 

The old fort ſtands upon a high mountain about half an hour's diſtance 
from the town, being for the moſt part in ruins. | 

Near the village of Seehof, which lies about one hour's diſtance from 
the town is the princely noble ſummer-refidence of Marquardsburg, which 
is ſo named from its builder Marguard Sebaſtian Schenk, of Staufenberg.

F. 1. O F the biſhopric of Wurzburg, J. H S. (that is, Seyfrid) has de- 
lineated a chart, which Jobn Hofmann of Nurnberg engraved, 
after whoſe death John Bapt. Homann obtained the plates, and publiſhed 
it with ſome further improvements, and at length ſent abroad under his 
own name ſomewhat more accurate. The laſt of theſe charts is to be 
found in the Alas of Germany number ſixty-ſeven, 
$. 2. This principality terminates to the eaſt on the biſhopric of Bamberg, the 
principality of Schwarzenberg, the county of Caftell, the Limburg ſeigniory of 
Speckjeld, the marggravial principality of Brandenburg-Onolzbach below the 
Gebirg, and the ſeigniory of Rothenburg; to the ſouth on the county of Hoben- 
{ohe ; to the weſt on the Teutonick maſterdom of Mergentheim, the county of 
Wertheim, the archbiſhopric of Mentæ, the county of Rieneck, and the foundation 
of Fulda; and to the north on the princely county of Henneberg, and the 
principality of Coburg. Its greateſt extent amounts in length to about twenty- 
one, and in breadth to ſixteen German miles. 
$. 3. The biſhopric of Wurzburg is fertile in corn, paſture, and divers 
torts of fruits and plants, as alſo in wine; the very beſt Franconian wines 
cven growing in it, particularly near NMuraburg and Klingenberg. The Mayn, 
which comes out of the principality of Bamberg, traverſes a great part of 
this country, and in it alſo receives the Franconian Saale, which has its ſource 
in this principality on the borders of Henneberg, after which it enters into 


the county of Wertheim, The Tauber and Jaxt alſo traverſe the ſouthern 
parts of it. 


I $. 4. In 
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$. 4. In this principality we find thirty-three boroughs and about ten 


market-towns. Provincial-States it has none. 

5. The prevailing religion here is the Raman-catholic; but there are 
alſo Lutheran and Calviniſt churches within the eccleſiaſtical juriſdiction and 
territory of Wurzburg, which from time to time, prefer to the Diets of 
the Empire grievous complaints of oppreſſion and injuſtice, In the ſixteenth 
century this biſhopric abounded in proteſtant inhabitants. To the eccleſi- 
aſtical juriſdiction of the biſhopric of Vurzburg belong ſixteen land-deanries, 
which are held at Buchheim (in the archbiſhopric of Mentz) at Bublerthan, 
Dettelbach, Ebern, Tphofen, Gerolzhofen, and Kari/tadt, (in the laſt of which 
are two, namely one for the upper and one for the lower diſtrict) at Krautheim 
(in the electorate of Menta) at Mellerichfladt, and Mergentbeim, (the latter of 
which belongs to the high and Teutonick maſterdom,) at M:/zbach in the 
electorate palatine, at Munnerſtadt, and Neckar-Ulm, (which latter lies in 
the maſterdom of Mergenthe:m,) at Ochſenfurt, and Schluſſelfeld; and 
nineteen prelatures, to which are, moreover to be added three noble foun- 
dations. 

$. 6. It is true, that the holy Biſhop Kilian came about the year 686, 
for the firſt time, to Wurzburg, where at that time reſided Gozbert Duke 
of Thuringia, whom he baptized in the year 687. But yet he was not the 
firſt biſhop of Wurzburg, St. Burchard firſt obtaining this office about the 
year 741, being alſo placed there and conſecrated by St. Boniface. On this 
Biſhop Burchard the Frankiſh King Pipin conferred the dutchy of 
Frankenland, as underſtood at this day: But it being demonſtrable that 
the modern Frankenland was, in the time of King Pipin, no peculiar and 
ſeparate country, and that the name of Ea/t-Franken, or Frankenland, was 
not then appropriated to the modern Frankenland, ſo King Pipin could not 
have made a donation of the preſent dutchy of Frankenland to the church of 
Waurzburg. In the acts of the Emperor Lewis I. and likewiſe in thoſe of Ar- 
nulph, are adduced twenty-ſix churches, together with certain marks, tithes, 
and arriere-bans, which Karimann, Pipin, and other religious people made 
a donation of to St. Burchard and the church of Wurzburg ; but by theſe 
can neither the extent of the epiſcopal juriſdiction, nor that of the 
dutchy be proved, eſpecially as before, namely, both under and after Karl- 
mann and Pipin there were indiſputably Counts in Frantenland. And juſt 
as little does the tenth part of certain royal incomes from Eaſft-Frankenland, 
which was beſtowed on the church of Wurzburg, together with the right 
of receiving the Slavi into the eſtates of the church, and the immunity 
imparted to it, ſerve as a proof of the dutchy. Neither can the ducal title, 
which the biſhops of Wurzburg bear at this day, be derived from Charle- 
magne, Conrad I. Henry I. Otto I. II. and III. Henry II. or Conrad II. 
For either the acts, which are produced in ſupport of them, are ſpurious, 
or no mention is made in them of the dutchy of Frankenland. One act 
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extant of the Emperor Henry V. confirms to the biſhops of Wurzburg only 
the juriſdiction over the eſtates of their church ; and though even that a& 
of the Emperor Frederick, I. which is produced, had no figns of ſpuriouſneſs 
about it, yet it proves the dignity of a Duke of Frankenland juſt as little as 
the carrying a ſword before them, and the hereditary aulic officers do; for 
the former barely ſhews their temporal juriſdiction, and the latter this bi- 
ſhopric enjoys in common with other German ſees. The biſhops of Vurz- 
burg, however, began, towards the middle of the fifteenth century, to ſtile 
themſelves Dukes of Frankenland, and it is generally held that Biſhop God. 
frey was the firſt who made uſe of that title. But it appears that his pre- 
deceſſor Sigiſmund, born Duke of Saxony, alſo ſtiled himſelf, on account of 
this deſcent, fimply a Duke, and that without the addition of Frankenlang, 
as he then alſo firſt inſerted the ſword in the epiſcopal ſeal, whereas the 
biſhops, his predeceſſors, were repreſented in the ſeal only with a croſier. 
His ſucceſſo Godfrey not only retained the ſword in the ſeal, but alſo the 
title of Duke, and added to it that of Eaſt-Frankenland, which latter title, 

however, was not always uſed. Such an addition was the eaſier brought 
about as theſe prelates at that time frequently ſtiled themſelves Biſhops of 
Wurzburg, and Dukes of Frankenland. The ſucceeding biſhops alſo retained 
that title, but it cannot be maintained that the biſhopric acquired thereby 
any new rights. And though the Emperor Charles IV. by an act paſſed in 
November, 1347, either conferred on, or confirmed to the biſhopric of 
Wurzburg, on account of the dutchy of Frankenland, which belonged 
thereto of old, the provincial tribunal of Frantenland; yet the Emperor 
only took that for granted which had been alledged to him concerning 
the ancient rights of the church of Wurzburg ; nay he even iſſued this letter 
at a time when the validity of his election was not yet decided; and in his 
ſucceeding letters of confirmation, which he conferred on the biſhopric of 
Wurz5urg, nothing occurs concerning the dutchy and provincial tribunal 
in  Frankenland, Nor did the Emperors Wenzel, Sigiſmund, or Fre- 
derick III. nor even at the beginning Maximilian I. inveſt the biſhops of 
Wurzburg with the dutchy of Frantenland. We find, indeed, in an act 
of that Emperor's, bearing date 1 510, a confirmation of the dutchy of Fran- 
kenland ; but a bare confirmation gives no new right, and is of no avail when 
that right has not been actually granted by the predeceſſors, which the ſuc- 
cetfors thus confirm. 

$. 7. The title of this biſhop is Of the holy Roman Empire Prince 
and Biſhop of Wurzburg, and Duke of Eaſt-Frankenland. His arms, on 
account of the biſhopric, are an enſign gules and argent, obliquely waving 
and quartered, and ſupported on a lance Or, in a field verte; and on ac- 
count of the dutchy of Frankenland a croſs-ſtriped quarterly gules and argent, 


with three points terminating gu/es. Behind the ſhield armorial project a 
croſier and a ſword.

$. 8. The biſhops of Nurzburg cauſe a naked ſword to be carried before 
them. In the year 1752 Pope Benedict XIV. granted them the privileges 
of bearing the archiepiſcopal pall and croſs ; but in other reſpects they are 
ſuffragans to the archbiſhops of Mentz. At the Diet of the Empire the Prince 
and Biſhop of Wurzburg is poſſeſſed of the fifth place on the ſpiritual bench 
in the council of the Princes of the Empire; but in that of the circle of 
Franconia he has, on account of this biſhopric, the firſt voice. His Impe- 
rial matricular evaluation amounts at preſent to eight hundred and fry 
florins ; but in this is alſo included the evaluation of the ſeigniory of Rei- 
gelsberg, as alſo thoſe of the Imperial villages of Gochbeim and Sennfeld, 
though not that likewiſe of the V urzburg ſhare in the country of Henne- 
berg. The latter alſo is not included in the FY/urzburg evaluation to a cham- 
ber-term, which amounts to eight hundred and twenty-ſix rixdollars. 

F. 9. The highly worthy chapter here conſiſts of twenty-two capitulars, 
and thirty domicelli. The four hereditary offices of the biſhopric probably 
exiſted before the time of the Emperor Frederick I. 

$. 10. What is called the Imperial provincial tribunal of the dutchy of 
Franconia is properly. a Wurzburg provincial tribunal, which the biſhops 
appoint in their principality, by virtue of their ſovereignty, as the neigh- 
bouring States firmly maintain, appealing to a letter of the Emperor Men- 
zel s, bearing date in 1384, in which letter the biſhop is permitted to eſta- 
bliſh a provincial tribunal in his country. 

$. 11. The epiſcopal high colleges are the ſpiritual, namely, 1. The 
ſpiritual regency, which proceeds in particular on ſuch matters as relate to 
the epiſcopal juriſdiction. 2. The vicariate, which determines all diſputes 
relating to religious perſons and things, and 3. The confiſtory, which has 
the management of matrimonial affairs. From theſe two laſt an appeal lies 
to the metropolitan, or the papal nunciature. 2. The temporal, which are 
1. The privy-council, to which belong the moſt important matters. 2. The 
regency and aulic-council, which judges in all criminal and civil affairs, 
and again conſiſts of four tribunals, viz. the judicium juriſdictionalium, the 
judicium cauſarum civilium, the feudal and the penal tribunal.

I. The capital town, and the | avrconr prefecturates. 

1. Wurzburg, in Latin Wirceburgum, and allo ſo early as before the cloſe 
of the tenth century called Herbipolis, the head and reſidence town, lying 
on the river Mayn, and being well fortified and further defended by the fort 
of Marienberg, or Frauenberg, which ſtands on a high and rocky moun- 
tain without the town; in which is an epiſcopal palace and a well provided 
magazine, as alſo a church, from whence the mountain and the palace 
have their name, and which is the oldeſt church in all Franconia. The 
town itſelf is divided into eight parts, viz. into four quarters and four ſu- 
burbs, containing the new princely reſidence- palace; a very noble building, 
of which biſhop J Philip Francis, Count of Schonborn, laid the ground- 
ſtone in the year 1720; and which biſhop Frederick Charles, who was alſo 
a Count of Schnborn, finiſhed. The noble cathedral church of St. Kihan 
alſo lies here, and nigh it ſtands the remarkable burying-chapel of the houſe 
of Schonborn ; together with the collegiate-church of St. John the Evangelift 
in New-Munſ/ter, which at firſt was called The houſe of the Saviour; the col- 
legiate and pariſh-church ad Utrumgue S. Jobannem in Haugis ; the pariſh- 
church and foundation of St. Burchard, inſtituted for noblemen ; the 
pariſh-church of St. Peter and St. Gertrud in Pleichach; the foundation of 
St. Ann, inſtituted for ladies ; the abbies of Benedi#ine Monks of the order 
of St. Stephen and St. James, a college of Jeſuits, four monaſteries and two 
nunneries ; as alſo a houſe and a church of the Tewtonick order, together with 
a houſe and church of the order of St. John, an univerſity, firſt founded in the 
year 1403, and which after falling to decay, was reſtored again in 1582 
biſhop Julius, and conſecrated in 1591 with another church ®, and a college 
or ſeminary dedicated to St. Kilian; the great hoſpital of St. Julian, in 
which alſo is a church; the aulic, the Theodorian, and the burgher-hoſpi- 
tals, Over the town is ſet a vicedom, under which ſtand the town-coun- 
cil and the pledge-houſe, together with the tax and impoſt-offices. Here 
is alſo a foundery for cannon and bells. At what time and by whom the 


palace, and after that the town of Yurzburg were built is uncertain. But 


the former was anciently the ſeat of certain Thuringian Dukes. In the 
years 960, 1168, 1246 and 1286, ſome Diets of the Empire were held 
here. In 1587 biſhop Julius baniſhed four Proteſtant counſellors and 
many burghers out of the town; but the reſidue of the Proteſtant inhabi- 
tants, which conſtituted almoſt one half of the burgherſhip, he brought back 


to the Romiſb church. In 1631 the town and palace were taken by the 


Swedes. 


* To this church belong the revenues of the ancient cloyſter of Marienburghauſen, which 
lies not far from Hasfurt, together with thoſe of Hauſen, ſeated above Ki/zmgen. It likewiſe 
draws to itſelf other incomes from the villages of Birnfeld, Breidenſee, Kreutzthal, Munchbef, 
Sedenberg, Wuflen-Sachſen, &c.

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Of the FRANCONIAN PRINCIPALITIES of the 
Marggraves of Brandenburg 77 general. 


F. 1. THE marggravial principalities of Brandenburg in the circle of 

Franconia, namely, the principalities of Bayreuth and Anſback, 
conſtitute the burggravate of Nurnberg, it having been pom enlarged 
by Imperial and Royal inveſtiture, by inheritance and purchaſe. This 
burggravate takes its name from the ancient Caſtrum Noricum, afterwards 
called Nurnberg, as being the ſeat of the ancient Burggraves, and probably 
received its beginning in the twelfth century ; at leaſt the firſt Burggrave 
of Nurnberg, of whom we have any certain knowledge ; namely, Godfrey 


of Hobenlobe, makes his appearance in an act of the Emperor Conrad III. 


bearing date 1138. Conrad, Count of Zollern, is to be found as Burggrave 
of N in an act which bears date ſo early as the year 1164, and 
from him the burggravial dignity has conſtantly, and indeed hereditarily, 
continued in the houſe of Zeller, having been conferred u it as an Im- 
perial fief ; at leaſt it is certain, that from the Burggrave Frederick I. who 
died in the year 1218, all the ſucceeding Burggraves have been of the 
houſe of Zollern. Burggrave Frederick II. (whom others call Frederick III. 
and who, as the Brandenburg hiſtorians aſſert, was already by rank a Prince) 
obtaining of the Emperor Rudulpb I. the inveſtiture of this burggravate in 
1273, the Electors gave him teſtimony, that his father, and others of his 
predeceſſors, had received the burggravate of his Majeſty in fief; or, as the 
words properly run, they teſtified that the King of the Romans had in their 
preſence ted to Frederick, Burggrave of Nurnberg, all the eſtates 
which his father and others of his anceſtors were wont to receive, to be 
held by him of his Majeſty : but the King granted to this Burggrave, ac- 
cording to the words of the letters of inveſtiture, the Cmicia Burg- 
gravie in Nur , as likewiſe the Burg which he had in Nurnberg, 
together with the right of garriſoning the gate ſituated at the Burg, the pro- 
vincial-tribunal, in which the Burggrave was to preſide in the name of the 
Emperor ; the right of taking preced in the town-court among the 
King's bailiffs, and, as well in civil as criminal matters, receive two thirds 
of the dues and penalties paid; moreover, that he ſhould likewiſe collect 
the taxes ariſing from all forts of manufactures in the town, as alſo the 
impoſts on all immoveable goods from the other part of the bridge, together 
with the average and hand- ſervice during the time of harveſt, and have the 
right of chace and the third tree in the wood, as likewiſe of all timber lying 
therein; that he ſhould be poſſeſſed of the foreſt-court from the bridge; 
as alſo of the places of M erd, Buch, Schwant and the citadel of Creuſen, _ 
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the juriſdiction over the cloyſter of S einach, and have ten pounds in mon 
from 
the toll there, and the other fiefs, which he and his anceſtors held of the 
King's predeceſſors. The King alſo, in cate the Burggrave Frederick ſhould 
die without male-heirs, inveſts his daughters with this Imperial fief : but 
diſputes have ariſen concerning the meaning of the Comicia Burggravie 
in Nurmberg, of which mention is made in the letters of inveſtiture. The 


Nurnberg writers affirm, that this expreſſion denotes barely a juriſdiction 


or office; but the Brandenburg authors aſſert that it denotes in this place a 
country, or a ſeigniory, with the right of ſupreme power over it. 

8. 2. From the above-mentioned Burggrave Frederick II. is deſcended the 
preſent royal and princely houſe of Brandenburg. Jobn III. and Fred. 
rick V. (by others called Frederick VI.) ſons to the Burggrave Frederick IV. 
(or Frederick V.) divided the burggravial lands among themſelves in ſuch 
2 manner, according to his regulation, that the former obtained the countries 
above the Gebirg, and the latter thoſe below it. In the year 1415, the 
Burggrave Frederick V. (or Frederick VI.) obtained of the Emperor Sigi/- 
mund the electoral mark of Brandenburg, and after the death of John Ill. 
his brother, alſo the countries ſituated above the Gebirg. His eldeſt fon, 
the Marggrave John, ceded to his next brother the right of primogeniture 
and the ſucceſſion to the electorate and lands thereof; upon which the old 
Elector divided his countries among his ſons in ſuch a manner that the 
eldeſt, Marggrave John, obtained the Franconian principality. above the 
Gebirg ; the ſecond, namely, the Marggrave Frederick I. the electoral 
mark of Brandenburg ; the third, viz. the Marggrave Albrecht, the Fran- 
c:nian principality below the Gebirg ; and the youngeſt, named the Marg- 
grave Frederick, a ſhare in the old mark, and had alſo his reſidence at 
Tangermund. The Elector, Frederick II. ceded, as he became old and in- 
firm, and was without male-heirs, the electoral mark to his brother, the 
Marggrave Albrecht, who was alſo poſſeſſed of the entire burggravate of 
Nurnberg, and, in the year 1473, made a perpetual regulation of ſucceſ- 
fion, by virtue of which the mark of Brandenburg, with all the countries 
belonging thereto, was without any diviſion to belong to the Elector only; 
but the burggravate of Nurnberg was to have only two reigning lords, 
one of whom was to poſleſs the principality above the Gebirg, and the other 
that below it; which regulation the Emperor Frederick V. confirmed at a 
public Diet of the Empire. This Elector died in the year 1486. His 
eldeſt fon, Jobn, was Elector of Brandenburg, and his ſecond ſon, the 
Marggrave Frederick IV. or the elder, obtained the principality of Auſbacb; 
the third, namely, the Marggrave Sigiſnund acquiring the principality of 
Bayreuth : but this laſt dying without iſſue in the year 1495, the ſecond 
obtained the whole burggravate, or both principalities, into which it is di- 
vided : but theſe were again ſhared among his ſons Caſimir and George, the 


former 
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former obtaining the principality of Bayreuth, and the latter that of Ansbach. 
Albrecht, fon and ſucceffor to the former, dying in the year 1 557, George 
Frederick, the ſecond ſon and ſucceflor, 'alſo obtained the principality of 
Bayreuth ; but after his death, which happened in 1603, both theſe prin- 
cipalities fell to the electoral Brandenburg line; on which Chriſtian, ſecond 
ſon to the Elector Fobn George, obtained the principality of Bayreuth, and 
Feachim Erneſt, his third ſon, that of Ausbach; the lines founded by both 
of whom are ſtill in being. Erdmenn Auguſtus, fon to the Marggrave Chri- 
lian, propagated the Bayreuth reigning line. On the contrary, his brother, 
George Albrecht, founded the collateral line of Culmbach, which, in the year 
1726, on the extinction of the former, became the reigning line, and till 
continues to be ſo. Frederick and Albrecht, ſons to the Marggrave Joachim 
Erneſt, arrived ſucceſſively to the regency of the principality of Ansbach, 
and in like manner alſo three grandſons of the latter ; of whom only the 
youngeſt, named the Marggrave William Frederick, had ſucceſſion. © © 
$. 3. The Marggraves of both lines bear the following title; viz. Marg- 
graves of Brandenburg in Pruſſia, of Silefia, Magdeburg, Cleves, Juliers, 
the Berg, Stettin and Pomerania, of tbe Caſſubi and Wendi, of Mecklen- 
burg and Croſſen Dukes, Burggraves of Nurnberg, Princes of Halberſtadt, 
Minden, Camin, Wenden, Schwerin, Ratzeburg and Mors, Counts of Ho- 
benzollern, the Mark, Ravenſberg and Schwerin, and Lords of Ravenſtein 
and the countries of Roſtock, Stargard, Ce. Their arms, on account of the 
Marggravate of Brandenburg, are an eagle gules having weapons Or, together 
with trefoil-ſtalks of the ſame in the wings, all placed in a field argent. 
On account of Magdeburg, a ſhield quartered guies and argent. On account 
of Cleve, eight fleurs de iys Or, ranged in form of an united St. Andrew's 
croſs, and bordered in the middle by a ſhield argent in a field gules. On 
account of Juliers they bear a lion ſable in a field Or. On account of the 
Berg, a lion crowned gules and azure in a field . 
Stettin, a griffin gules, crowned Or and weaponed, in a field azure, On 
account of Pomerania, a griffin, gules, weaponed Or in a field argent. 
On account of Caſſuben, a griffin ſable turned to the ſiniſter fide, weaponed 
Or, in a field of the ſame. On account of Venden, a griffin tranſverſely 
ſtriped, gules and verte, in a field argent. On account of Mecklenburg, a 
buffalo's head, ſable, having horns argent and crowned gules, with a ring 
argent running through his noſe, which is to be ſeen in the vizor or fight. 
On account of Crof/en, an eagle ſable with wings, tail and weapons expanded 
in a field Or, on whoſe breaſt is a creſcent argent, and over it a ſmall croſs 
of the ſame. On account of Tagerndorf, an eagle ſable with a ſilver 
hunting-horn on his breaſt in a field argent. On account of the Burggra— 
vate of Nurnberg, a lion ſable prepared for combat, with open gneulle and 
a red tongue exerted, weaponed and crowned in a field Or placed on —

On account of Halberſtadt, a ſhield divided argent and gules. On account 


of Minden, two keys argent placed in form of a St. Andrew's croſs in

On 
account of Schwerin, a divided ſhield, in the upper part of which is a 
griffin Or in a field azure, but the under part green with a filver border, 
On account of Ratzeburg, a croſs waving and argent in a field gules. On 
account of Mors, a feſs ſable in a field Or. On account of Habenzal- 
lern, a ſhield quartered ſable and argent. On account of the Mark, a 
feſs chequered, gules and argent, in a field Or. On account of , 
three chevrons, gules, ranged over each other in a field argent. On account 
of Schwerin, an arm iſſuing out of a cloud accompanied with filver and 
bearing a ring. On account of Roſtock, a buffalo's head placed obliquely 
to the dexter fide and crowned gules, with an exerted red tongue and filver 
horns in a field Or; and, on account of Stargard, a ſhield divided gules 
and Or. 

The Marggraves of Brandenburg- Ansbach ſtill ſtyle themſelves Counts ot 
Sayn and Witgenſtein and Lords of Limburg, and add to their ſhield armo- 
rial a lion-rampant Or with a full face and a double tail, in a field gu/es, for 
the county of Sayn, together with two perpendicular feſſes ſable in a field 
argent, on account of Witgenftein; an oblique ſilvet and three wild boars 
heads ſable, in a field of the ſame, on account of Freusburg ; and a double 
towered citadel, argent, environed with a rampart, in a field gules, on ac- 
count of the ſeigniory of Hamburg. 

$. 4. Among the privileges of the reigning Marggraves of both houſes is 


the following ; namely, that in the Emperor's name they exerciſe the Im- 


perial land-juriſdiftion of the burggravate of Nurnberg. The juriſdiction 
thereof extended formerly not only over the Nordgau and Franconia, but 
alſo as far as Bavaria, Swabia and the Rhine, and even to Swiſſerland and 
the Netherlands: but at preſent it is confined to narrower bounds, and ſeveral 
States of the Empire, particularly Bamberg and Nurnberg, who appeal to 
their own privileged provincial tribunals, refuſe acknowledging any ſuch 
juriſdiction. At firſt the Burggraves fat in judgment in perſon ; but the 
Emperor Charjes IV. granted them, in the year 1348, the privilege of ap- 
pointing a provincial-judge in their ſtead, who is alſo appointed by them. 
At preſent it is commonly held at Ansbach, and that four times a year. 
From it an appeal lies to the ſupreme tribunal of the Empire, but the ſum 
in diſpute muſt amount to eight hundred guldens. 

$. 5. Both the reigning Marggraves fill up alſo in common a council- 
college, which has its director, counſellors and chancery in common. 


$. 6. Both 
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8. 6. Theſe Franconian principalities are erroneouſly ſtyled Marggra- 
rates ; for ſuch countries they never were, not even though the Burggraves 
of Nurnberg have been alſo Marggraves of Brandenburg : and thus they 
are more properly called principalities of the burggravate of Nurnberg above 
and below the Gebirg; or, the former, the principality of Bayreuth, and the 
latter that of Ansbucb. 


The PRINCIPALITY of 
CULMBACH, or BAYREUT H. 


1. in- engineer J. A. Riediger has ſented this principality on 
a G — ſheets, which — of Augsburg has 21 
but that neither beautifully nor juſt. Another chart, improved in many 
particulars, for which improvements we are indebted to the labours of 
M. F. Cnopfs,. has been liſhed by Hemann's heirs ;. and this chart in 
the Atlas of Germany conſtitutes the ſixty- ninth; but the ſhare of the Prince 
of Bayreuth in the Underland is not to be found in it. 
$. 2. This principality conſiſts partly of the proper principality above the 
Gebirg, and partly of a part of the country below it. The upper-land 
terminates on the biſhopric of Bamberg, the ſeigniories of Giech and the 
Vegtland, as alſo on the ſeigniory of Ach, Bohemia, the Upper-Palatinate and 
the territory of the Imperial city of Nurnberg. The under-land belonging 
to the principality of Bayreuth is environed by the territories of — E 
Ansbach, Rothenburg, Schwarzenberg and Bamberg. 
§. 3. The principality of Bayreuth is partly mountainous,. and partly has 
a very ſandy bottom, but this with good cultivation produces various ſorts of 
herbs and fruits. In general this country has every thing in it which is 
neceſſary for the ſupport of man, wine alone excepted. With reſpect to 
its minerals, which are to be found on, at, and near the Fichtelberg, the 
principal. of theſe are its good clay and ſealed earth, as alſo its filver, and a 
plenty of marble of all colours, together with cryſtals, iron, vitriol, ſulphur, 
antimony, copper, and lead. Its ancient filver and gold mines are fallen 
to decay. There are alſo ſome good acidule here. The moſt remark- 
able natural cavities in this country are thoſe in the prefecturate of 
Streitberg. Among the mountains here the Fichtelberg, in Latin Mons pi- 
niferus, is the moſt remarkable. This mountain extends from Biſcbefgrun 
in the upper- prefecturate quite through the captainſhip of the prefecturate of 
Munſiedel as far as Eger in Bohemia, or from weſt to eaſt above four geo- 
graphical 
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phical miles, and from the ſource of the Saale in the captainſhip of the 


prefecturate of Wunſiedel above HYeiſſen/tadt, quite to the town of Kemnath 


in the upper-palatinate; or from north to ſouth alſo four miles. Its name 
it has from the great number of pines with which it is covered ; but it 


2 alſo fir and beech, and in ſome places likewiſe oak, elm, and 
| 


ime. From this wood the peaſants, living at and about the Fichtelberg, 
derive moſt of their ſubſiſtance, in regard that they burn it partly to coals, 
and partly in winter bring it down in ſledges to ſell. It is one of the higheſt 
mountains in all Germany, containing in it many deſerts and rocks, and 
thoſe very lofty, as alſo numbers of bogs and morafſes. The principal 
eminences or mountains belonging to it are the Loſburg or Luchſburg, in 
which is the greateſt number, and thoſe too the moſt unſurmountable rocks 
or cliffs in the whole country, and in theſe are ſeveral cavities, as namely 
the Coſſein, and the lofty Farmleuten, from which we have a free and very 
extenſive proſpect ; the Ochſenkopf, which is reputed to be the higheſt part of 
the Fichtelberg, and the Schneeberg. On this laſt mountain on the border of 
the upper-palatinate, about three hours diſtance to the weſt of Wunſiedel 
beyond the village of Vordorf, in a high deſert called the See Lobe, is the 
deep Fichtelſce, which is about one hundred and fifty-four paces in circum- 
ference, but at preſent ſo covered with moſs and bulruſhes that a perſon 
may pals over it. 

Out of this See or lake, ariſes the Yhite-Mayn, which, near Steinhauſen 
in the captainſhip of the prefecturate of Culmbach, unites with the Red, 
which receives its ſource above Hornleinſreuth. After this union of their 
waters theſe united ſtreams obtain the ſimple name of Mayn without any 
adjun&, and enter into the biſhopric of Bamberg. Out of the Fichtelſee 
iſſues alſo the Nabe, or Fichtelberg Wald-Nabe, which nigh Mildenau unites 
its ſtreams with the Heyd-Nabe, which ariſes in the Fichtelberg out of what 
is called the Naſſen- Heyd, betwixt Warmen-Steinach and Mublmeuſſel. The 
Eger riſes between Gefrees and Biſcboſgrun out of a mountain called the 
Heyde, which forms a part of the Fichtelberg, and runs into Bohemia. The 
Roſzlau, by which its waters are encreaſed, comes alſo out of the Fichtel- 
berg. The Fichtelberg, Vogtland, and Thuringian Saale riſes at the Fich- 
telberg in the Zellerwald, not far from the borough of Zelle, out of a foun- 
tain there which is called the Saalbrunn, and runs into the Vogtland. The 
Pegnitz riſes in the captainſhip of the prefecturate of Bayreuth} not far from 
Moritzreuth, running through the territory of Nurnberg into the Regnitz, 
which paſſes through the Unger-/and into the biſhopric of Bamberg, and 
there among other ſmall ſtreams receives into it alſo the Aiſch, which takes 
its riſe in the Under-land of the principality of Bayreuth. Theſe rivers abound 
in many ſorts of good fiſh. 

F. 4. This principality contains in it ſix head towns, as they are called, 
together with ten others, and twenty-ſix market-towns. The * 
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college here, which conſiſts of a director and council, has its reſidence 
at Bayreuth. 

$. 5- The Proteſtant Lutheran church, which is the prevailing ſect in 
this country, ſtands under the inſpection of a general ſuperintendent, who 
reſides at Bayreuth, and is alſo a ſpecial ſuperintendent at that place ; beſides 
whom there are nine other ſpecial ſuperintendents, namely at Crulmbach, 
Hof, Munchberg, Wunſfiedel, Neuſtadt on the Aiſch, Bayerſdorf, Chriſftian- 
Erlang, Dietenbofen, and Burgbernbeim, excluſive of the inſpector of Rednitz. 
But there are alſo Calviniſis and Roman-catholics here, who in ſome places, 
are permitted the exerciſe of divine worſhip. 

$. 6. For the propagation of learning here are, erected the Latin ſchools 
at Culmbach, Neuſtadt on the Aiſch, Munſiedel and Munchberg, together with 
the gymnaſium at Hof, the collegium illuſire at Bayreuth, the univerſity of Er- 
lang, and the gymnaſium incorporated along with it, 

$. 7. At Chriſtan Erlang, St. George am See Creuſſen, and Hy, are carried 
on the principal magufactures of this country. At the firſt place in parti- 
cular are made ſtockings and hats by the French Calviniſis, who have ſettled 
there. At the ſecond place is made a brown and white porcelain, into the 
former of which filver and gold are very ingeniouſly and durably annealed, 
as alſo the marble of the country poliſhed and worked into any form. At 
Creuſſen is made a fine earthen ware, and at Hef woollen-cloth. Of theſe 
manufactures large quantities are exported, and a conſiderable trade carried 
on therein. x 

$. 8. According to the manner in which the burggravate of Nurnberg 
was divided, the offices of hereditary marſhal and hereditary ſewer re- 
mained to the principality above the Gebirg, the families which adminiſtered 
theſe hereditary offices having their fiefs there. But this principality is at 
preſent poſſeſſed of four hereditary offices : namely of the office of here- 
ditary marſhal, which the Barons of Kunſberg at Wernſtein have enjoyed 
ever ſince the year 1623; the office of hereditary ſewer which, ever ſince 
1744, has been held by the Counts and Lords of Schonburg : the office of 
hereditary chamberlain held by the Lords of Luchaun; and the office of 
hereditary cup-bearer enjoyed by the Barons of K9/zauy. 

$. 9. In 1660 the Marggrave Chriſtian Erneſt founded on his travels at 
Baurdeaux, in memory of the peace of the Pyrenees and Oliva, an order 
called J“ ordre du 8 de la concorde, which was worn at a blue ribbon 
round the left arm. In 1710 he revived this order, but changed his ſymbol 
into a blue enamelled octagonal croſs, with a plate fixed on each tide of 
it towards the middle; in which plate were to be ſeen his own and his con- 
fort's name placed under a coronet, and a Prince's cap is interwoven with 
each other, with the following circumſcription round it, viz. Canſſante & 
eternelle ſinceritè; in which the firſt letters of each word exhibited alſo 
their names; and on the other was ſeen between two olive branches, which 
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tranſpierced the two crowns, the word Concordant. Between the croſs, 
by which the golden plate was ſurrounded, were ſeen two black Pruſſian, 
and the like number of red Brandenburg eagles. This croſs was worn 
about the neck at a blue ribbon. The Marggrave George William, as here- 
ditary Prince, ſo early as the year 1705, laid the ground for the order of 
fincerity, which in 1712, on his entrance upon the regency, he completed, 
This laſt order the Marggrave Frederick revived in 1744, and it is com- 
monly called the order of the red eagle. The preſent ſymbol of the order 
is a ſquare, white, enamelled croſs of gold, which is worn pendent at a 
ſcarlet coloured watered ribbon, reaching from the neck to the breaſt, In 
the ſtar, which the Knights of this order bear on their breaſts, is ſeen the 
Brandenburg red eagle, and the following circumfcription round it viz. 
Sincerè & conſlanter. The reigning Marggrave is head and maſter of this 
order. 

$. 10. The reigning Marggrave of Brandenburg- Bayreuth has, on ac- 
count of the principality of Bayreuth, both ſeat and voice in the council of 
the Princes of the Empire, and is alſo co-ſummoning Prince of the circle of 
Franconia, ſee above, p. 389. To a Roman month he pays three hundred 
and twenty-nine florins, and to each chamber-term three hundred and 
thirty-eight rixdollars, fourteen kruitzers and a quarter. 

F. 11. The princely colleges here are, the high miniſterial and privy- 
council college, in which the Marggrave himſelf preſides, and under which 
ſtand the privy-expedition, and the privy-chancery ; as alſo the regency- 
college and regency-chancery, together with the aulic tribunal, the tribunal 
tor noble fiefs, the chamber-college, the feudal-court, the conſiſtory, and 
the matrimonial tribunal. The buſineſs of the mines is under the inſpec- 
tion of the mine-offices at Golkronach, Wunjiedel, and Nayla. The princi- 
pality itſelf is divided into prefectutrate and provincial captainſhips, as alſo 
into upper-prefecturates, to which belong towns and amts. 

$. 12. Keyſler ſays that the Prince's revenues here, in 1730, ſcarce 
amounted to. 550,000 guldens, but that they might be improved to a 
much greater ſum. And we are aſſured, that by good oeconomy, they 
might be made to amount to one million of guldens. 

$. 13. This Marggrave always keeps up a guard of horſe, and a ſmall 
body of huſſars, as alſo two regiments of foot, beſides which a militia is 
maintained here, which is appointed by the towns and prefecturates, and in 
the captainſhip of Bayreuth conſiſts of ten companies, in that of Culmbach 
of eleven, in that of Hef of nine, in that of Wunfiedel of eight, in that of 
Erlangen of five, and in that of Neuſtadt on the Aiſch of two battallions, 
the firſt of which conſiſts of five and the ſecond of ſeven companies. The 
province has its own commiſſatiate-office of war. | 

$. 14. In the more accurate deſcription of this principality its diviſions 


into prefecturate and provincial captainſhips, and wpper-prefecturates are 
w be followed, . : F * 1. In 
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I. The prefecturate-captainſhip of Bayreuth, to which belongs 

1. Bayreuth, or Bareuth, the reſidence of the Marggrave, and the firſt 
among the fix head towns, as they are called, of this principality, being 
the ſeat likewiſe of the above-mentioned (5. 11.) high-colleges, as alſo of 
* the prefecturate-captainſhip, and the mint-town of the marggravate. It is 
environed by three ſtreams, namely by the Red-Mayn, the Mistelbach, 
and the Sendelbach. The princely palace here was burnt down in 1753, 
but rebuilt again in a grand and beautiful taſte, The places of worſhip 
belonging to the town are the Lutheran principal church, together with that 
of the ſpital and the Calviniſi church, as alſo the Roman-catholic chapel, 
In the town too is a ſuperintendency. The gymnafum illuſtre here was 
founded by the Marggrave Chriſtian Erneft in the year 1664, whence it is 
named after him Chri/tian-Erneſtinum. At Bayreuth alſo is a ſeminary, and 
in the well built ſuburbs before Frederick's gate is an orphan-houſe. The 
greateſt part of the ſeigniory of Bayreuth fell, on the death of the laſt Duke 
of Meran in 1248, to the Burggrave Frederick II. or III. but a part of it 
he became poſſeſſed of in another manner. The preſent reſidence town of 
Bayreuth was at that time but a very mean place, and of leſs conſideration 
than the preſent village of Altenfladt Bayreuth, which lies not far from it. In 
1430 it was reduced to aſhes by the Huſſites. In 1553, 1605, 1621, and 
1624, it ſuffered greatly by fire. 

2. St. Gorgen am See, a town, ſituated on the Brandenburg Weyber, lies 
about half an hour's diſtance from Bayreuth, having been founded in the 
beginning of the eighteenth century by the Marggrave George William, and by 
the Marggrave Frederick endowed with a proper town-council, and many 
important privileges. St. Sophia's church, which was dedicated in 1715, 
is called the chapel of the order and knights, that Marggrave allotting it 
for the meeting- place of the order of Sincerity which he had inſtituted. 
The princely palace here is grand, and has a very fine pleaſure-garden be- 
longing to it. In this town alfo is a princely adminiſtrator, together with 
an orphan and a correction-houſe, as alſo a manufacture of white and 
brown porcelain, in the latter of which gold and filver are very durably 
annealed : And here alſo the marble of this country is poliſhed and wrought 
into all manner of forms. 

Rem. The Brandenburg N cyber here is an inland lake ſituated between 
the town of Bayreuth and the village of Binalach below the wood, which 
is called the Habenvartb, extending itſelf for about one hundred acres, and 
being rich in fiſh, and alſo having iſlands in it, on which pleaſure-gardens are 
built, and in a harbour on it hes a pleaſure-ſhip of the Marggraves. In 
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1499 there was nothing of it to be ſeen, the Marggrave Frederick IV. 
cauting it to be made in the years 1508 and 1509. 

z. St. Fobn, a citadel, a church-village, and prefecturate. Near this 
place the Marggrave George William founded a hermitage in the midſt of 
a thick wood, where he uſed to reſide towards the end of ſummer. 

4. Heynerjreuth, a village and ptefecturate. | 

5. Emtmanlberg, a Citadel and church-village, which once belonged to 
the Barons of Stein, but as an open fief has been occupied by the Marg. 
graves of Bayreuth, At this place is a princely adminiſtrator. 

6. Weydenberg, a market-town, with a princely and noble citadel belong. 
ing to it. In this town is a princely treaſure, or revenue-office. 

7. Schretz and Glaſbutten, two citadels and villages, over which a princely 
amt- man exerciſes juriſdiction. At Schertz the Marggrave George Albrecht 
uſed to reſide. 

8. Sanſpareil, a citadel and ſeat of a treaſure or revenue-office. 

9. Wonſees, a market-town, having a prefecturate- office. The Emperor 
Charles IV. permitted this place in 1355 to be made a walled town. 

10. Streitberg, a mountain-citadel, market-town, and prefecturate, 
wholly ſurrounded by the biſhopric of Bamberg, and lying not far from 
Ebermanſtadt. In this place a yellow marble is dug. 

Rem. In the prefecturate of Streitberg lies the village of Alberndorf, 
which is otherwiſe called the Heydenſtadt, or Hundsbrucke, being about 1000 
paces in circuit. About one quarter of an hour's diſtance from thence is 
a large rock excavated by nature, and named the Hoble Loch. This cavity 
is ſpaciou*, and not far from it is a ſtill more remarkable hollow. called the 
Wizzeloch. Between Streitberg and the parochial village of Muggendorf, 
which belongs to this prefecturate, are other cavities in which are found clear 
ſprings, cryſtals, and large bones. 

11. Thusbronn, a parochial-village and prefecturate, alſo environed by 
the territories of Bamberg and Nurnberg. 

II. The captainſhip of Culmbach, to which belongs 

1. Culmbach, the ſecond of the ſix head towns, as they are called, 
and formerly a reſidence of the Marggraves, lying in a fertile and beautiful 
valley on the / bite-Mayn, and being alſo the ſeat of the prefecturate- 
captainſhip, a ſuperintendent, a revenue and cloyſter-office, and containing 
in it likewiſe a Latin ſchool. This town fell, on the extinction of the 
Dukes of Meran, in the year 1248, to the Counts of Orlamund, and by 
them was at firſt mortgaged to the Burggraves; but in 1338 they came to 
an agreement, that in caſe Count Otto of Orlamund ſhould die without iſſue, 
this place, with ſome others, ſhould deſcend to the Burggrave John II. 
which accordingly happened. In 1430 Culmbach was reduced to aſhes 
by the Hufates: In 1553 roughly handled by the enemies of the Marggrave 
Albrecht, and in 1708 greatly damaged by fire. 


Above 
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Above the town ſtands the mountain-fortreſs of Blaſſenburg. or Plaſſen- 
burg, which by way of diſtinction from the old ruinous fortreſs there, is 
cailed New-Blaſjenburg. This fortreſs devolved at the ſame time with the 
town of Culmbach, from the Dukes of Meran to the Counts of Orlamund, 
and from them to the Burggraves of Nurnberg, and was formerly a reſidence 
of the Marggrave of Brandenburg-Bayreuth; and denominated not from 
this ſtrong citadel, but the town of Culmbach which lies below it. The 
fortreſs has a commandant of its own, and in it are kept the common ar- 
chives of the Prince. In 1554 it was taken and demoliſhed after a long 
fiege by the biſhops of Bamberg and Wurzburg, and the town of Nurnberg; 
but in 1557 they were compelled to pay to the Marggrave George Frederic+ 
the ſum of 175000 florins, towards rebuilding it, which this Marggrave 
alſo accompliſhed ; and in 1608 it was ſtill further fortified by the Marg- 
giave Chriſtian. 

2. Himmelkron, a parochial-village, with a marggravial palace in it, fitu- 
ated in a pleaſant valley on the White-Mayn, amidit fine meadows, gardens, 
fields, and woods. The palace here was built by the Marggrave George 
William, and the Marggrave George Frederick Charles erected a riding-houſe 
at this piace; and for the more commodious attendance on the heron-chaſe 
alſo another building called the Fa/tenhaube. Formerly there ſtood here a 
nunnery of ladies of the Ciſtercian order, which was founded in 128d by 
Count Otto I. of Orlamund, out of his own palace and the place of Pretzeu- 
dorf. In 1338 this village was ceded, together with Cul/mbach and Plaſſen- 
burg, by Count Otto II. ot Oriamund to the Burggraves of Nurnberg, by way 
of recompence for right of protection; but in 1569 was ſecularized, and 
converted into a marggravial foundation, or revenue-office, which is di- 
vided, as they are called into nine quarters. The buildings of the old 
cloyſter were repaired by the Marggrave Chri/tian Erneſt, and rendered fit 
for the reception of himſelf and court; and, excluſive of the garden here, 
he likewiſe laid out a walk of 1000 paces in length. At the old foun- 
dation-church a proper Proteſtant miniſter officiates, and in it is a burying- 
place of the Marggraves. 

3. Wirsberg, a borough and prefecturate. A good green vitriol is pre- 
pared at this place. 

4. Stambach, a parochial-village, in which is a princely prefecturate. 

5. Scbauenſtein, a citadel and market-borough, or, as it is alſo called, a 
ſmall town, in which is a prefecturate. The Burggrave Frederick V. pur- 
chaſed this place, with ſome other villages, in the year 1386 of the 
houſe of Riegel, for 12617 16. weight of hellers. 

6. Helmbrecht, a citadel, market- town, and prefecturate, purchaſed at 
the ſame time with Schauenſtein of the family of Regel. 

7. Seubelſdorf and Caſendorf, both parochial-villages and prefecturates. 

III. The provincial-captainſhip of Hef, to which belongs - 

1. Hof, 
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1. Hef, in Latin Curia, Curia Variſcorum, or Curia Regnitiana, the third 
among the ſix head towas of this principality; and lying on the tiver 
Saal, which above this place receives into it the Upper, and below it the 
Under-Regnitz. Hof has three ſuburbs belonging to it, being likewiſe the 
ſeat of the provincial-captainſhip, and a revenue, as alſo of a ſpital and cloyſter 
prefeCturate, and a ſuperintendent. In it too are four churches, together 
with a gymnaſium, and a good woollen manufacture. In the records of the 
thirteenth century this place is ſimply called Curia Regnitæ and Hof, but 
afterwards came to be called Regnizhof. It ſtands in the ancient country 
of Variſcia. The old town here was built in the year 1080 near the citadel 
which was then already in being ; but the new town was founded towards 
the beginning of the thirteenth century by Otto I. and II. Dukes of Meran; 

and in the year 1248, on the death of the latter, coming to Otto Count of 
Orlamund, it was carried on by him ; and about the year 1250 finiſhed 

Henry the Elder, Vogt of Weyda, to whom it came by purchaſe, =? 
its annexed juriſdiction. In 1323 the Emperor Lewss inveſted the Burg- 
grave Frederick IV. of Nurnberg with this town and ſeigniory ; and in 
1373 Henry, Vogt of Weyda diſpoſed of it, 1 with other places, to 
the Burggrave Frederick V. But there are till ſeveral noble male fiefs 
here ſituated in the ſigniory of Hef, which are fiefs of the Counts of Reuſg- 
Plau. This town was miſerably laid waſte by fire in the years 1299, 1430, 
150%, 1517, 1625, and 1690. 

In its territory a good red, gray, and black marble is dug. Among the 
gray marble here is a ſort ſprinkled with red ſpots like drops of blood. 

2. Neylau, in Latin Naila, a market-town, ſeated on the Selbitz, and 
having in it a judge and a mine-amt. At this place is a Calviniſt German 
church. The mines here yield copper and iron, and in theſe parts green 
marble alſo is dug. 

3. Rebau, a market-town, and the ſeat of a prefecturate, which the 
Burggrave Frederick V. purchaſed in the year 1384 of Henry of Rebau for 
the ſum of eight hundred Hungarian gold guldens. 

4. Upper-Katzau, a citadel and parochial-village, which Prince George 

Albrecht, ſon to the Marggrave George Albrecht by a ſecond marriage, pur- 
chaſed in the year 1701, and refided therein. From him and his conſort, 
who was daughter to the, at that time, upper amt-man Jcbn Peter Lutze, 
are deſcended the preſent Lords of Kotzau. 
IV. The prefecturate- captainſhip of Wunjiede/ in which at Schonwald, in 
the pref⸗cturate of Selb, as alſo at Kotigen-Bibersbach, and Groſchlatſprun, 
which lie not far from Redwitz, and at Fiſchern, a village ſtanding under 
the protection of Bayreuth not far from Habenberg, are medicinal ſprings. 

To this prefecturate belongs 

1. Wunſiedel, (not M onſiedel) the fourth of the head towns, as they are 
called, of the principality, lying in the Fichtelberg on the river Reſzlau, and 

1 owing 
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owing its foundation to the tin- mines which were formerly there. This 
place ſo early as the year 1326 was a town, and by the Emperor Lewis was 
preſented with immunities equal at that time to thoſe of the town of Agen, 
which immunities were confirmed by Charles IV. in the year 1355. In it 
is the prefecturate-captainſhip and mine- amt, as alto a ſuperintendency, and 
a Latin ſchool. To the hoſpital here belongs the noble eſtate of Upper- 
Heich/tadt. This place appertained at firſt to the family of Boclſberg or 
Vogtsberg. In 1282 King Rudolph inveſted the Burggrave Frederick II. or 
III. with it. In 1321 the Burggrave Frederick III. and IV. purchaſed the 
burg or caſtle of Munſiedel of the family of Yogtsberg. In 1462 this town 
gave a check to the Hufſites by its brave reſiſtance. In 1434, 1541, and 
1607 it ſuſtained great damage by fire; and in 1731 was almoſt wholly 
deſtroyed, but was again built in a better manner. The inbabitants here deal 
in wrought plate, and died woollen and linen ſtuffs. 

Rem. The country of New-Wunfiedel has been named in the manor of 
Boeckler, or Buckler, but at preſent we ſay the town and fix prefecturates of 
Wunfiedel. 

2. Thierflein, a mountain-citadel, ſeated on the Titersbach, and contain- 
ing a prefeCturate. 

3. Thierſbeim, a conſiderable market-town, having a prefecturate. Both 
theſe places were difpoſed of by the Marggraves of Meiſſen in the year 
1415 to the Burggraves John III. and Frederick VI. . 

4. g, or Arzburg, a market-town, in which is a prefecturate. 

5. Schirnding, a citadel, ſeated on the borders of Babemia, and contain- 
ing in it a prefecturate. 

6. Hobenberg, a market-town and mountain-citadel ſtanding not far from 
the river Eger, and the feat of a prefecturate. 

In the village of Fiſchern, which ſtands under the Particular of Bayreuth, 
is an acid ſpring. 

7. Selb, a market-town and hunting ſeat of the Prince, which is a 
prefecturate. 

At Schonwald is an acid ſpring. 

8. Markleuthen, a market-town, and the ſeat of a prefecturate, lying 
on the river Eger. 

9. Kirchlamitz, a market- town, containing a prefecturate. 

10. MWeiſſenſtadt, anciently Weiſſenkirchen, an old little town, ſituated on 
an eminence on the Eger, in a very rugged and ſtony country, and con- 
taining formerly ſome good mines of tin and cryſtal, as alſo the mine-uriſ- 
diction above the Gebirg. In this place is a prefecturate. This town, toge- 
ther with the citadel of Rudolphſtein, commonly called Rollenſtein, the family 
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of Hirſchberg bequeathed to the cloyſter of Maldſachſen, by which it was 


diſpoſed of in 1348 to the Burggraves John and Albrecht. It has obtained 
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town privileges and immunities in the ſame manner as Vunſiedel has, but 
has been greatly reduced by war, fire, and the declenſion of its mines, 

The Weiſſenſtadt Weyber See or lake, is one of the largeſt in this princi- 
pality, containing to the number of three hundred acres. The river Eger 
ſupplies it with water, and in it are bred very delicious carp and perch. 

Rem. In the market-town of Redwitz, which is for the moſt part en- 
vironed by this prefeCturate-captainſhip, is a ſpiritual inſpection of Bayreuth, 
but the place itſelf, together with its diſtrict, belongs to the town of Eger 
in Bohemia, and is walled. 

V. The upper- prefecturate of L1ic{TENBERG, to which appertains 

1. Lichtenberg, a market-town and citadel. This place is the ſeat of 
the upper- prefecturate, and in its nighbourhood the copper and iron-mine 
of dame rab, as alſo many ſorts of marble are found. 

Between Upper and Under-Steeben is a medicinal ſpring. 

2. Thierbach, a market-town, containing a prefecturate. 

3. Gerold/grun, a parochial-village, near which is an acid ſpring. 

4. Schwarzenbach am wald, a parochial-village, in the diſtrict belong- 
ing to it is dug a gray marble with yellow ſpots in it as if of ſome glitter- 
ing metal. 8 

5. Lauenſtein, anciently called Lowenſtein, a citadel and market-town, 
in which is a prefecturate. Hard by it is a r This place 
the Counts of Orlamund poſſeſſed themſelves of after the extinction of the 
Dukes of Meran, and ſtiled themſelves therefrom. 

6. Ludwigſladt, a market- town. 

VI. The upper-prefecturate of MuncnBERG : To it belongs 

1. Munchberg, in Latin Monchberg, a ſmall town, which is the ſeat of 
the upper- prefecturate, a judge- amt, revenue-amt, and a ſuperintendency, 
and contains in it a Latin ſchool. The Burggrave Frederick V. purchaſed 
this place in 1373 of Henry Vogt of Weyda. ; 

2. Hallerſtein, Sparneck, and Zell, all parochial- villages, ſtanding under 
one officer. Near the latter riſes the river Saale. 

3. The ſeven united villages, as they are called, namely Abornberg, 
Almbranz, Mayerbof, Layberſreuth, Jeſſen, Werrenbacb, and Oelſnitz, were 
purchaſed by the Burggrave Frederick V. in the year 1384, of the family 
of Sparneck, for nine hundred pound weight of hellers, or 3600 florins. It 
is the cuſtom here for the burghermaſters and council to fill up yearly on 
Innecents day, at Abornberg, the vacant places, and appoint the burgher- 
maſter- office, as alſo to treat of their common concerns. 

4. Steckenreth, a citadel and village, ſeated on the river Saale, and contain- 
ing in it a prefecturate. 

5. Mulchen, a village, which the Emperor Lewis, in the year 1325, and 
Charles IV. in 1355, permitted to be walled. 

VII. The upper-pretecturate of GeFREEs, to which belongs 

I, Gefr ees, 
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1. Gefrees, a ſmall town, in which the upper amt-office has its ſeat. 
This place ſuffered great damage by fire in the year 157. 

2. Berneck, a ſmall town, and the feat of a prefecturate, which was 
mortgaged by the Counts of Orlamund to the Burggraves, and in 1 338 it 
was agreed, that if Count Otto died without iflue it ſhould deſcend to the 
Burggraves of Nurnberg, which accordingly happened. 

3. Golderonacb, a ſmall-town, ſeated on the river Cr-nach, which runs 
quite through the middle of it, and containing an amt and a mine-office, 
This place was firſt begun to be erected in the year 1365, a gold mine 
being at that time diſcovered there, which proved very beneficial, but in 
1669 declined. In 1695, however, ſome gold was found here, of which 
double ducats were coined. Before the year 1365 this place aroſe out of 
three gentlemen's ſeats. In 1559 and 1630 it was burnt down. In theſe 

alſo is found a variety of marble. 

4. Stein, a village, containing an amit-office. 

VIII. The upper-prefeQurate of CRxusrx, to which belongs 

1. Creuſen, in Latin Crufina, a ſmall town, ſeated on the Red-Mayn, in 
which is the upper amt-office, and where great quantities of fine earthen- 
ware are alſo made. This place probably belonged to the burggravate 
before the year 1251, but in that year the Burggrave Frederick II. or III. 
ſuffered himſelf to be inveſted therewith by the Emperor Conrad. The 
Burggraves anciently cauſed money to be coined there. 

2. Old-Creuſen, a village. The Emperor Charles IV. granted to the 
Burggrave Frederick V. the liberty of raifing this place to be a walled 
town. 

IX. The upper- prefecturate of PEGxITz, to which belongs 

1. Pegnits, a ſmall-town, ſeated on the Pegnitz, and containing in it 
the upper-amt and revenue- office. This place came from the crown of 
Poland to the burggravate, King Wenzel, in the year 1402, granting it in 
fief, together with ſome other places, to the Burggrave Job» III. 

2. Lindenbard, a parochial-village, in which is a prefecturate-office. 

3. Plech, a market-town, containing an amt-office, belonging to which 
is the village of Spzes, the citadel whereof is fallen to decay. 

X. The upper-prefecturate of OsTERNOnE, fituated in the parochial- 
village, and mountain-citadel of Ofternobe, which lies near the ſeigniory of 
Rottenburg, belonging to the upper-palatinate. 5 

XI. The upper- prefecturate of NeusTADT at the Culmen, to which belongs 

1. Neuſtadt am Culmen, am rauben Culmen, or between the Culmen, a ſmall 
town, taking its name from the two mountains between which it lies. In 
it is the upper amt-office. The citadel of Culmen and ſome other villages 


were mortgaged by the I .andgrave Frederick of Leuchtenberg, and his fon 
Frederick, in the year 1281, to the Burggrave Frederick II. or III. for the 
lum of four hundred marks of filver, who afterwards diveſted themſelves 
Ti 


Vor. V. thereof; 
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thereof; upon which, in 1282, the Burggrave obtained the inveſtiture of 
it of King Rudblpb. In the year 4730, the Emperor Charles IV. granted the 
Burggrave Frederick V. the liberty of building a town between the two for- 
treſſes of the rough and light Culm.

i I. The prefe&turate-captainſhip of ExLaxG-: to which belongs, 
i. Erlang, the laſt of the ſix head-towns, as they are called, of this. 
| principality, lying not far from the Rednitz, which at this place receives 
| into it the Schwabach, and conſiſts of two towns, namely the Old and 
| New, the latter of which is otherwiſe called Chri/tzan-Erlang, and is en- 
vironed with a wall of free-ſtone ; but this is not yet quite bnithed. 

| Old-Erlang, a very ancient place, which belonged to the Ratingau and 
in which a church was built for the uſe of the avi, whom Charlemagne 
reincved thither. This town is four hundred paces long, but not by a. 
great deal ſo wide. It has a. peculiar magiſtracy of its own, and after the 
great fire, which happened there in 1706, was rebuilt again with greater 
regularity. So early as the year 1632 it was likewiſe deſtroyed by the ſame 
dreadful calamity. In it is a Proteſtant Lutheran church. | 

New, or Chriſtian-Erlang, a town,. which was begun to be erected in 

1686 by the Marggrave Chriſtian Erneſt, and was named from him, lies 
cloſe by Old-Erlang, being diſtinguiſhed therefrom by nothing elſe than 
the ſtraightntſs of its ſtreets. This place is one of the fineſt towns in 
all Germany, its ſtreets being perfectly ſtraight and broad, and the houſes 
in the principal of them two ſtory high, excepting. the corner ones which 
are three ſtory. In it is a ſquare of eight hundred paces, which is not yet quite 
finiſhed ; as alſo a market-place one hundred and ten paces long and broad, 
the eaſt ſide of which is occupied by the maggravial palace, built of free- 
none three ſtories in height; and behind it is a very large, pleaſant and 
fine garden, planted with rows of cheſtnut: and lime-trees, a Proteſtant 
Lutheran church, together with one for the French Calviniſis, and another 
for the German Calviniſts. The firſt of theſe churches is the fineſt. In 
1704 Chriſtopher Adam of Trockau founded a riding academy here; but 
in 1743 the Marggrave Frederick removed thither the Frederick univerſity, 
which had been founded by him at Payreuth in 1742, and which, on the 
fourth day of November, was obſerved accordingly with great ſolemnity, 
and ſubſtituted into the place of the above-ſaid riding academy. The gym- 
naſium here too was incorporated with it. This univerſity has a church of 
its own. The refugee French Calviniſis have ſet up ſome conſiderable ma- 
nufactures in this town, among which thoſe of ſtockings and hats are the 
molt profitable, Erlang, 
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Erlang, is the ſeat of the prefeQurate captainſhip, as alſo of a council- 
college of juſtice, -of a college of commerce, and a ſuperintendency. 

2. FRAUENAURACH, a market-town and prefecturate, which takes its 
riſe out of a nunnery of ladies, which formerly ſtood here. This nunnery 
was founded between the years 12 50 and 1260, and ſeculariſed towards 
the middle of the ſixteenth century. 

3. Eſchenau, a market- town, which together with its territory, is en- 
vironed by the territory of Nurnberg, and lies one large hour from Hero/z- 
berg. The Marggrave Frederick purchaſed this place of the family of 
Muffel, and reſtored it to the adminiſtration of its own Amtman., Ejchenau 
is a Bobemian fief. | | 

II. The provincial captainſhip of New/fad? on the Aifch, to which belongs 

1. Neuſtadt on the Aiſch, which is the fifth of the fix head-towns, as 
they are called, of this principality, and takes its ſurname from the rivulet 
of Aiſch. This town is the ſeat of the provincial captainſhip and a revenue 
ptefecturate, and contains in it a Prince's palace and a ſuperintendency, un- 
der which ſtand thirty-four perſons, as alſo a pariſh church, a hoſpital 
with a church in it, and a Latin ſchool. 5 

2. Dachsbach, a market- town and citadel, in which is a prefecturate. 

3. Emskirchen, a market-town with a vogtey in it, which was purchaſed 
in the year 1362 by Godfrey of Seekendorf for the ſum of 1200 lb. kellers. 
The French colony here has a church to itſelf. 

4. Frauenthal, once a nunnery, but at preſent a cloyſter-amt, together 
with its church is incorporated into one pariſh with Equarhofen, in which is 
an amt-office, or adminiſtration. | 

5. Munchaurach, alſo once a monaſtery, and at prefent a cloyſter-amt, 
ſituated on the rivulet of Azrach, containing a pariſh-church. At this place 
is a colony of French who have a church of their own. 

6. Munchſleinach, once a monaſtery, and now a cloyſter-amt with a pa- 
riſh-church belonging to it. | 

7. Birkenfeld, formerly a Ciftercian nunnery for ladies, founded in the 
year 1276 or 1278, and now a cloyſter-amt incorporated into one pariſh 
with the Schauerbeim. | 

Rem. The Aiſchgrund, in which the above places lie, and which takes 
its name from the Aiſch, which runs through it, is a fertile tract of ground 
adounding in tinkel or ſpelt, meadow-land, wine, veniſon and fiſh. 

III. The upper- prefecturate of BaytRsDoRF, to which belongs 

1. Bayerſdorf, a cloſe, well built market-town ſeated on the Reduit, 
and which in the year 1355 obtained of the Emperor Charles IV. town-pri- 
vileges, for which reaſon ſome call it a borough. This place is the ſeat 
of the upper-prefeCturate, a revenue and a judge-amt, as alſo of a ſuperin- 
tendency. In it the Jeus have a large ſchool. Bayerſdorf was purchaſed 
by the Burggrave Frederick V. in 1391 of the cloyſter of ks =" 

Iiiz 2, Utten- 
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2. Uttenreuth, a borough ſeated on the Schꝛosbach, and the greateſt part 
of the inhabitants of which are of Bayreuth and its prefecturate. 

3. Bruck, a village ſeated on the Rednitæ, in the Fraiſch, or criminal. 
juriſdiction of Bayreuth, in which are alſo ſubjects of Nurnberg, and the 
Knights of the Empire. To this place Charlemagne removed ſeveral of the 
Slavi. In the year 1282 the Burggrave Frederick II. or III. obtained this 
town in fief of the Emperor Ruds/pb. 

4. At Brand, Dennenlobe and Kalkreuth, a part of the inhabitants are 
ſubjects of Bayreuth, and belong to this upper-prefeclurate. 

IV. The upper-prefecturate of HoneNneck, to which belongs 

1. Hobeneck, a mountain-citadel, partly fortified and environed by the 
mountains around it, on which are vineyards. In the year 1387 an Impe- 
rial preſident ſentence was iſſued out againſt the Burggrave Frederick V. 
after he had laid out one hundred marks of gold on this fortreſs and its ar- 
pendages. 

2. Ipſkeim, in ancient records termed Is, a market-town ſeated on the 
Aiſch, below the foregoing mountain-citadel, and_in which is a reve- 
nue-amt. 

3. Mark-Lenkerſheim, a market-town, containing a preſecturate. 

4. Mark- Burgel, or Birgel, alſo called Bergel, a market-town ſeated on 
a high mountain near the river, with two churches in it and a criminal 
amt- office. This is a very ancient place, mention being made of it in the 
oldeſt records, and that fo early as the eighth century, The Burggrave Fre- 
derick IV. purchaſed one part of it, together with the toll, in the year 1307, 
of Count Frederick of Trubendingen; and ſoon after alſo the other part, 
called Lower-Hoffen, of the family of Baldern, of the houſe of Oertingen, 
for the ſum of 11,500 florins. Upon this the Emperor Charles IV. in the 
year 1355 conferred on it both town and market juriſdiction, with other 
privileges. 

5. Mark Burgbernheim, a market-town containing a vogtey and ſuperin- 
tendency, and which on account of the adjoining Wildbad, which is a good 
mineral-water, was inveſted with particular privileges by Charlemagne, Lo- 
tharius II. Henry VI. Charles IV. Lewis IV. and the Elector Albrecht of 
Brandenburg. Formerly this place belonged to the Counts of Trubendingen, 
of whom it was purchaſed in 1280 by the Burggrave Frederick II. or III. 

6. Randerſacker, a large village ſeated on the Mayn, and of which men- 
tion has been already made. This place has a vogt in common with the 
biſhoprie of Wurzburg, 

V. The upper-preteCturate of NEunor. To it belongs 

2 Neubsf, a market-town, in which is the upper- amt, and a revenue- 
office.

Rem. The Marggraves of Brandenburg-Calmbach are poſſeſſed of conſi- 
derable fiefs in the arch-dutchy of Auſtria, which we have treated of i 
Vol. iv. Theſe fiefs deſcended to them from the time of the Emperor 
Lewis of Bavaria, to whom the Furggrave Frederick IV. granted affiſtance 
againſt his competitor, Duke Frederick of Auſtria, enabling him to over- 
come his antagoniſt. Upon which the Emperor made the Burggrave a pre- 
ſent of the rich Auſtrian nobility, whom he had taken priſoners in the battle, 
together with their fiefs, which prifoners the Burggrave releaſed on con- 
dition, that they ſhould receive their fiefs for ever of the Burggraves, as the 
donation letters of 1328 teſtify. The Emperor Charles IV. confirmed this 
donation in 1363 in ſuch manner, that the Burggraves of Nurnberg, on 
account of all their fiefs in the dutchies and ſeigniories of the Dukes of Au- 
Aria, were to have the Roman Emperors, or Kings, and the Empire as their 
Superiors for ever. The number of theſe noblemen amounted to about 
1160, and the fiefs to thirty-two counties and ſeigniories, and two hundred 
common fiefs. 
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F. 1. O F the biſhopric of Eichſlett, or Aichſludt, John Baptiſt Hamann 
has publiſhed a pretty good land- chart, which in the Atlas of 
Germany conſtitutes the ſixty- eighth. 
$. 2. This principality terminates on the upper-palatinate, Upper-Ba- 
varia, the dutchy of Neuburg, the county of Pappenbeim, and the princi- 
pality of Ono/zbach, by which alſo ſeveral detached parts of it are en- 
vironed. 
$. 3. The principal rivers by which this country is watered are the A- 
mubl, which comes out of the principality of Ono/zbach, and in this biſhop- 
ric receives in it the little rivers of Aulauter, Schwarzach and Sulz, after 
which it enters into Upper-Bavaria. The Under and Upper-Retzat run alſo 
through ſome parts of this biſtopric. 
$. 4. In it we find ten towns and one market-town. Land-ſtates there 
are none here. The inhabitants are Roman-catholic. The epiſcopal juriſ- 
diction is divided into eight rural decanates, which have their refidence at 
Eichſlett, Berching, Spalt, Herrieden, Hilpoltftein, Eſchenbach, Neumark and 
| Ingoltadt.

F. 5. The place in the Nordgau, on which the town of Eichfett now 


ſtands belonged anciently to the Counts of Hir/chberg, one of whom, named 


Juitger, or Suigger, ceded it to St. Boniface, and the latter to his ſiſter's 
ton Milibald (for ſuch he was held.) At that time this place lay waſte, no- 


thing more than a chapel ſtanding on it. But Wilibald founded a cloyſter 


here, and near it houſes were gradually built, out of which aroſe a town 
at length, which from the vaſt oaks near it obtained the name of Eich}ert. 
Boniface conſecrated his relation firſt prieſt, and in the year 741, or as is more 
generally ſuppoſed in 745, biſhop of Eichſtett. This firſt biſhop of Eich. 
flett, pope Benedict XIII. canonized. Towards the erecting of this biſhopric 
Count Suigger gave a part of his eſtate. But Gebbard, the laſt Count of 


| Hirſchberg, in the year 1291 bequeathed his whole county to it, though a 


fief of Bavaria, and that notwithſtanding the Dukes of Bavaria had not 


agreed to this diſpoſition. 


Upon this there aroſe diſputes between the Dukes and the biſhopric, 
which however were at length decided. The Dukes of Bavaria ac- 
cepted-the teſtament, and ceded to the biſhopric the greateſt part of the 
county, but reſerved to themſelves the juriſdiction thereof. In 130g biſhop 
Philip cauſed the teſtament of Count Gebhard of Hirſcbberg to be con- 
firmed by the Emperor Henry VII. The other eſtates, of which the biſhop- 
ric conſiſts, have been for the moſt part acquired by purchaſe. 

$. 6. The epiſcopal title is : By the Grace of God Biſhop and Prince 
of Eichſtett. The epiſcopal arms are a croſier argent, in a field gules. A 


.biſhop's mitre crowns the ſhield, and behind it appears a ſword and a cro- 
fier. Formerly alſo the biſhops ſtiled themſelves Arch-chancellors of the 


Holy See of Mentz, and maintained, that by virtue of this dignity, they 
were poſſeſſed, during the vacancy of that archbiſhopric, of ſeveral 2 
leges. The biſhop of Eichſleit is perpetual chancellor of the univer 


ty of 
Ingolſtadt. 


§. 7. This biſhop fits in the council of the Princes of the Empire on the 
ſpiritual bench between the biſhops of Worms and Speyer, and at the Diets 


of the circle of Franconia between the reigning Marggraves of Branden- 
: burg-Culmbach and Onolzbach. His Imperial matricular evaluation amounts 


to two hundred and forty- ſix florins ; and to each chamber-term he pays 


two hundred and eighty-four rixdollars, fourteen kruitzers and a half. As 
a prelate he ſtands under the archbiſhop of Metz. 


$. 8. The highly worthy chapter here conſiſts of fourteen capitulars, 
and fourteen domicelli, who muſt be all of a nobility ſuitable to the founda- 


ſcent. 
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ſcent.. At the cathedral church here were anciently founded thirty-five ca- 
nonicates, or prebends, five of which are not of equal value with the reſt. 


Theſe canonicates are all divided alternately by the chapter, which alſo has 
the preſentation of twenty-two vicarſhips in Eichſlett. 

$. 9. The office of hereditary-marſhal of the biſhopric, the Counts 
Schenken of Caſtell enjoy; that of hereditary-chamberlain, the Barons of 
Schaumberg; that ef hereditary cup-bearer, the Barons of Eybe ; and that 
of hereditary ſewer, the Lords of Leonrodt. 

$. 10. The principal princely colleges here are, the ſpiritual council, the 
regency, or the aulic- council, and the. aulic-chamber. The epiſcopal ter- 
ritories are divided into eleven upper or adminiſtratory prefecturates, ſome. 
of which again have fome under-amts beneath them. 

$. 11. The right of holding the Imperial preſidical- court at Hirſchberg in 
this biſhopric, is poſſeſſed by the electoral- houſe of Bavaria from ancient 
times, that houſe having been inveſted therewith by the Emperor ; but on 
account thereof, it has had frequent diſputes with the biſhopric. Theſe 
diſputes, it is true, were adjuſted in a friendly manner in the years 1380 
and 1381, but ſprung up anew, and were again removed in 1392 by a ſti- 
pulation; on which occaſion alſo the letters of immunity granted by the 


Emperor Lewis to the biſhopric in the year 1330, to be ſubject to no other 


judge but the Emperor and his aulic-judge, were confirmed. In 1420 the 
Emperor Sigiſinund annulled this preſidical court. But the electoral-houſe of 
Bavaria rene wing it in 1749, and holding it at Buchsbeim under the open 
heavens, new diſputes aroſe upon this between that houſe and the biſhopric 
of Hochftift, which diſputes relate principally to the immunity maintained 
by the latter from the juriſdiction of this preſidical court, and is ſtill carried 
on before the Imperial aulic-council, without having ever been decided. 
The limits of the preſidical court are according to the preſcription of the feudal 
letters aſſigned as follows: The preſidical court of the county of Hrrſchberg 
begins above the Pfruning at the Danube, where the Laber falls into that 
river at Sinzing, and runs up along the Danube, and fo far into it as a horſe 
extends in length or a perſon can reach with a ſpear, paſſing on quite to Neu- 
burg on the Ried, and as far as Bergen to the cloyſter there; but the cloyſter 
lies in the provincial juriſdiction of Graiſpach, reaching from thence to the fo- 
reſt, which is called Ottenberger, and belongs to the provoſt of Rebd:rf, and 
towards Upper- Eichflett as far as that village. Theſe two villages juſt menti- 
oned are confined to the two preſidical courts of Graiſpach and His ſebberg ; 
they have letters from both preſidical courts, and in theſe may be teen the 
limits. From thence it runs along the wood of Werſſenburg, extending be- 
yond that wood; but the wood belongs to the preſidical court of Graiſpach, 
and reaches to Neuling; from thence it paſſes on to Neubaus, afterwards to 
the village of Walting, in which are two pariſhes, and there it has a ſmall 
rivulet within its limits by which the two preſidical courts are divided; from 
5 thence: 
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thence it runs to Altbeideł into the village there next to Mauk along the 
road from Weiſſenburg to Nurnberg quite to Roth and the Rednitz, and along 
the latter before Schwabach till that river mixes its waters with thoſe of the 
Schwarzach, and alſo along the Schwarzach quite to the Aichenbruck, and 
from thence to Raſch, and farther ſtill to the Raſchbach on Stockelsberg quite 
through the village to Trautenſbofen, and through that village towards the 
Thierjtein ; from thence again to the Farther Laber and quite down along 
the Laber till that river falls again into the Danube at Sinzing. 
$. 12. Thus much premiſed, now follows the more accurate deſcription 
of this principality, Toit therefore belongs, and that, 


I. To the UN DER-BISs HO RIC. 


1. Eichſtett, or Aichſtadt, the epiſcopal reſidence, lying in a valley on 
the river Altmubl. The preſent epiſcopal reſidentiary- palace, and the build- 
ing which ſtands over againſt, and in which are the princely, ſpiritual and 
temporal colleges, together with their chanceries and regiſtratures, were 
built a-new by Biſhop Francis Lewis, Baron Schenk of Caſtell. In the 
cathedral-church here, beſides the great choir, is, moreover, the choir of 
St. Willibald, together with nine prebendaries for as many canons ; and in 
it were pretended to be found, in the year 1744, the bones of St. Willibald, 
in honour of whom Tohn Antony II. cauſed a new coſtly high altar to 
be raiſed, which was dedicated in 1745. At the parochial and collegiate- 
church here, or the new collegiate-church of our Lady, is a foundation con- 
ſiſting of a provoſt, a dean, a cathedral and a town-miniſter, as alſo of 
ſome canons. At St. Walburg's church is a nunnery of Benedictines, and 
in it, in the high altar there, are laid up the breaſt-bones of that Saint, which 
yield the ſo celebrated Walburg oil*®. We find here alſo a college of 
Jeſuits with the Seminarium Willibaldinum, a Deminican cloyſter, a cloyſter of 
regular canoneſſes of the congregation of our Lady, a Capuchin cloyſter and 


* This cloyſter ſtands on a rocky mountain. The altar in the church is as broad as the 
church itſelf, and perhaps a rock. Above it is a ſmall cavity, the ſides and bottom of which 
are lined with gold, and a ſtone covers it This is called the coffin, and contains the breaſt- 
bones of St. / alburg, out of which an oil is ſaid to flow and force itſelf through the ſtone, 
where it is coilected in drops which are received into a golden trough, and from thence con- 
veyed into a golden bowl; after which it is diſtributed into ſmall vials for the uſe of pilgrims 
and benefactors reſorting thither, and employed for miraculous cures. This holy flux happens 
twice a year,, namely, in the ſpring and fall, and that on the name and tranſlation of 
St. WWalburg ; but ſometimes it iſſues not, and very often it appears at different ſeaſons of the 
year. Somewhat deeper than the church ſtands the brewhouſe, and this, at the very time in 
which the moiſture runs out of St. /Yalburg's grave, is fo full of water that there is ncither 
working nor ſtaying in it. The vapours, which are held here for oil, neither burn nor ſwim 
upon the ſurface of water, but perfectly mix themſelves therewith.

II. The prefecturate of the provincial-vogtey is an upper-prefeCturate, 
and its upper amt-man is always at the ſame time provincial-vogt at the 
Williba g. The eſtates of this prefecturate are among the firſt with 
which this biſhopric was endowed. In it is, 

1. The ſtrong citadel of St. Willibe/d'sburg, which ſtands upon what is 
called Willibald aberg, being ſituated about a quarter of an hour's diſtance 
from Eichſlett, on the other fide the Amubl. In this citadel the biſhops 
had their reſidence till the year 1725.

3. Upper -Eichiſlett, a village, ſeated on the Altmubl, and containing an 
iron foundery of the Prince's, as alſo a lofty furnace in which iron ſtoves 
and other things are caſt, Formerly this village was only a nobleman's 
ſeat. This place deyolved by exchange from the Counts of Oettingen to 
the biſhopric. | | 

4. Moſzhrunn, a gentleman's ſeat, anciently belonging to the Knights 
Templars and afterwards to the Knights of St. John, by whom it was diſ- 
poſed of, in the year 1329, to Biſhop Marguard I. for the ſum of 1200 
pounds weight of hellers. | : 

5. Adelſcblag, a village. 

6. Pfunz, a pleaſure-houſe of the Prince's, fituated about one hour's 
diſtance below Ezchfett, and diſpoſed of, in the year 1475, to the 
biſhopric. | | | 
7. Hoffſtetten, a citadel and village which, in the year 1466, was pur- 
chaſed of a noble family. | | p

2. Arnsberg, a citadel, ſtanding on a high rock on the river Aumull. 
The Dukes of Bavaria diſpoſed of this place, in 1475, to the biſhopric for 
the ſum of 14000 florins. 

3. Entering, a village, near which ſtands the old ruinous citadel of 
Rumburg. Jobn of Abſperg dilpoſed of this place, in 1546, to the biſhop- 
ric for the ſum of 18600 florins. 

4. Kunding, or Kinting, a village, ſeated on the Altmubl, which at this 
place receives into it the Schwarzach. This village was purchaſed, together 
with the eſtates of Haunſtettin, Mettendorf, Irlabill and Buch, in the year 
1561, for the ſum of 9800 florins.

1. Titting, or Dieting, a citadel, lying on the Anlauter, and which, in 
the year 1544, was diſpoſed of to the biſhopric. 

2. Raitenbuch, a large village, with a ſmall citadel belonging to it which

4. Pechthal, a citadel, which, in the year 1557, came by purchaſe to the 
biſhopric. ö | "2 &. The 
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5. The royal villages, or the ancient Imperial adminiſtration of the 
royal villages, was held by the old Counts of Hirſchberg in fief of the 
holy Roman Empire. On their extinction it reverted again, in 1305, 
thereto, and afterwards, for many years, was granted for life to ſeveral 
noblemen, who deſerved well of it. The Imperial adminiſtrators here had 
their reſidence in the Imperial city of Werſſenburg, to which this Imperial 
adminiſtration, with all its high and low juriſdiction, was mortgaged, in 
the year 1530, by the Emperor Charles V. In 1629, the city was obliged 
to cede this adminiſtration, at the Imperial command, to the biſhopric of 
Eichhlett; but by the peace of Wellphalia it arrived again to the poſſeſſion 
thereof; in which poſſeſſion it continued till the year 1680, when an Im- 
perial commiſſion mediated, that the Imperial city of Meiſſenburg ſhould, 
of the villages belonging to this Imperial adminiſtration, retain Mengen, 
but cede the reſt to the biſhopric of Eichſlett on its refunding the mortgage 
upon it. The villages appertaining to the biſhopric are Kabldorf, Peters- 
buch and Byburg, together with the hamlet of the Holy Crefs. 

VI. The upper, or adminiſtratory-prefecturate of Uyyer-MeszixG : to 
which belongs, 

1. Upper-Meſzing, a citadel, ſtanding on a mountain, with a village be- 
longing to it. This place was purchaſed, in 1465, of the Teutonick order 
for the ſum of 11700 florins. 

2. Jetenhofen, a citadel, which, in the year 1587, reverted to the 
biſhopric as a ſuppreſſed fief. At this place is an under amt-office. 

3. Burggriesbach and Lauterbach, two citadels, which were diſpoſed of, 
in the year 1398, to the biſhopric for the ſum of 14600 florins. 

4. Tannhauſen, an eſtate purchaſed by the biſhopric in 1398. 

VII. The upper, or adminiſtratory-prefecturate of DolxsTEINx: to 
which belongs, 

1. Dalnſtein, a citadel and ſmall town, lying on the Altmubl, and which, 
after the extinction of the Counts of Hirſhberg, came to the Counts of 
Oettingen, from whom it deſcended to the Lords of Heydect, and from 
them to William of Rechberg, from which laſt it came, in 1440, for the ſum 
of 3000 florins, to the biſhopric. 

2. Mernſhetm, a village, in which is an under amt-office. 

VIII. The upper, or adminiſtratory-prefeCturate of NAsSENFELs, which 
is among the very firſt poſſeſſions of the biſhopric. In it is, 

1. Naſſenfels, a citadel and borough, ſeated in the diſtrict in which once 
Kood the town of Aureatum. 

2. The villages of Mublbauſen, Meckenlohe and Buchſheim. At the laſt 
of theſe places the Elector of Bavaria held, in the way 1749, the preſidical- 
court of the county of Hirſcbberg under the open ſky. |

IX. The upper, or adminiſtratory-prefecturate of SANDSEE, which is 
ſurrounded by n of Onolzbach, the commandery of Oertineen 
belonging to the Teutonick order, and the adminiftratory-amts of Heydech 
and Hilpoliſtein, appertaining to the dutchy of Neuburg. This prefecturate 
was ſold, in the year 1302, by Count Gebbard of the Hirſebberg to the 
biſhopric of Eichſlett for 2400 pounds weight of hellers. To it belongs, 

I. Sandſee, a mountain-citadel. 

2. Pleinfeld, a conſiderable market-town, ſeated on the Retzat, and, 

3. Fugenſtall, a parochial-village. 

X. The upper, or adminiſtratory- prefecturate of WzrnrELs-Sealt, 
together with ABENBERG, is environed by the principality of Ono/zbach. To 
it belongs, 

1. Mernfel, a citadel, lying on the Retzat, and which was fold to the 
biſhopric, in the year 1284, for 1000 pounds weight of hellers. 

2. Spalt, a ſmall town, ſeated on the Retzat, with two collegiate foun- 
dations in it, which, in 1619, were united. At this place alſo is a rural 
decanate. The Burggrave Conrad V. of Nurnberg diſpoſed of this town, 
which was at that time but a market-town, under certain conditions, to the 
biſhopric of Eichſtett, in the year 1277, and, in 1295, fully. 

Of the citadel of Sandeſtron, which was ſold at the ſame time, no traces 
now remain. 

Zun-: heiligen Blut, a church to which pilgrimages are made. Near 
it ande a gueſt-houſe of the Franciſcans. 

4. The parochial-villages of Midale-Eſcbenbach and Waſſer2ell. 

5. Abenberg, a Citadel and ſmall town, in which is an under amt-office. 
At this place the ancient Counts of Abenberg had their reſidence, whoſe 
county, long before their extinction, deſcended to the Burggraves of Nurn- 
berg, and was fold by the Burggrave Conrad V. in the year 1296, for 4000 
pounds weight of hellers, to the biſhopric of Eichſtett. Not far from this 
place is a glaſs foundery for mirrours.

H. 1, O*® the principality of Ono/zbach, or the ſhare of the marggravate of 
Onolzbach, in the burggravate of Nurnberg below the Gebirg, Jobm 
George Vetter has delineated a good chart, which was engraved by Michael 
Kauffer, but has this remarkable in it, that the territories of both Marg- 
graves are extended quite to the gates of the city of Nurnberg. 
$. 2. This principality terminates on the Under-land of Bayreuth, the

houſe. The princely chancery and regency chamber here are fixed in the 
old buildings belonging to the foundation of St. Gumbrecht which have 
been repaired. This foundation was erected by one Gumbrecht in the ſe- 
cond half of the eighth century as a Benedifine monaſtery, but in the 
middle of the eleventh century was converted into a foundation of canons, 
and in 1563 ſecularized. It has its own foundationary amt-office. The 
Imperial preſidical court-houſe here, together with the council-houſe, 
the town or St. John's church, in which is to be ſeen the new 
burying-vault of the Princes, as alſo the new building of the gym- 
naſium illuſtre Carolinum which was opened in 1737, the correction- 
houſe erected in 1727, and the Jews ſchool, are all to be ſeen in what is 
properly called the town. Without it we find the porcelain manufacto 
erected in 1710, together with the caſerns for the foot, which are built 
between it and the citadel ſuburbs. In the latter ſtands alſo the large ſeig- 
niorial brew-houſe, together with what is called the Prince's garden, and 
pleaſure-houſe. Behind the well laid out TJager-/treet lies the beautiful 
large court-garden here, with the coſtly green-houſe and orangery. The 
New- Aulage is a new ſuburb lying on the ſouth- ſide of the town. In the 
Herried-Suburb is the church-yard of the Holy Croſs, and in the Upper- 
Suburb the ſpital, together with the orphan-houſe and the widow-houſe. 
The town owes its foundation to the above-mentioned building. In 1139 
there had long been a pariſh-church at Ansbach; and in a record of 12 59, 
this place is ſtiled C:vitas. The Burggave Frederick IV. purchaſed the 
town, together with the decayed caſtle of Dornberg in the year 1331, 
of the Counts of Oettingen, to whom it came by inheritance, on the ex- 
tinction of the family of Dornberg, for 23,000 pound weight of hellers. 
In 1634 it was garriſoned by Imperial ſoldiers, and at the ſame time the 
whole principality,” together with the adjoining countries, ſequeſtered, and 
an Imperial temporary adminiſtration eſtabliſhed, but this continued only for 
one year.

: II. The upper-prefefturate of SchwABACH. In it 

1. Swabach, one of the head-towns of this principality, and a principal 
mint-town of the circle of Franconia, as alſo the ſeat of the upper- amt, 
which takes its name from it, and likewiſe of a decanate, lying in a very 
fruitful ſpot on a river of that name, in a rugged and mountainous bottom, 
and being indeed not large but very populous. Excluſive of the Lutherar 
pariſh-church here, as alſo of a hoſpital with a church in it, and the La- 
tin ſchool, in this town likewiſe is a French Calvinift church, and a Jews 
ſchool. In the market-place here is a fine fountain adorned with caſcades 
and jet q Eaus. The mint, which was erected in 1733 and 1754, is 
very commodiouſly laid out. The new ſuburb before the Zallner gate is 
built in a very regular manner. Formerly there was a letter-foun 
here, in which the Schwabach letters, which were invented at and deno- 
minated from this place, were caſt. Exclufive of the common handicraft 
trades, here are alſo pencil-makers, and artificers in gold and filver-lace ; 
as likewiſe gold, filver, Leon or Spaniſh ſteel, and iron wire-drawers ; to- 
gether with braſs-turners, who make ſleeve-buttons, model-cutters, needle- 
makers, whoſe work is held in great repute far and near, and who make 
above thirty different ſorts of needles; artificers in braſs, who among 
other things make fine metal ſhoe-buckles ; ſtocking-weavers, of whom 
there are two hundred maſters in this town, who employ about three 
hundred looms ; tobacco-ſpinners, tapiſtry-weavers, who make fine 
tapiſtry, and divers of whom have removed to Vienna, Berlin, Dre/ſ- 
den, Stuttgardt, and other places, and there ſet up the like manu- 
factures; cloth and ſtuff-makers, cloth-ſhearers and preparers. In this 
town alſo is prepared an exceeding fine and beautiful meal, which is ex- 
ported far and near. Schwabach belonged anciently to the Dukes of Schwa- 
bach, and was made a donation of in 1133 to the cloyſter of Eberach, by 


Duke Frederick I. who arrived afterwards to be Emperor; which cloyſter 


diſpoſed of this place in 1281 to King Rudolph I. From this laſt it deſcended 
to the Counts of Naſſau, who ſold it to the Burggrave of Nurnberg, 
which ſale by ſome has been aſcribed to the Emperor Adolphus of Naſſau. 
But there is a letter of purchaſe extant, by which the firſt, Burggrave Fre- 
drick V. purchaſed the markt of Schwabach at the ſame time with the 
forts of Kammerſtein and Kornburg, namely in 1364, in which very year 
alſo he was inveſted with thoſe places by the Emperor Charles IV. In 1528 

Vor. V. L II thoſe 
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thoſe writings which are called the Articles of Schwabach were drawn up 
here, and were the beginning of the Augsburg confeſſion. In 1 529 an af. 
ſembly of the Proteſtant States was held here. In 1632 it was beſieged, 
taken, and plundered by the Imperialiſis, and at the fame time miſerab] 
laid waſte by famine and a plague. In 1686 the firſt French refugees ſettled 
at this place, 

At Kammerſtein, which is a parochial-village lying near it, was anci- 
ently a citadel, where the adminiſtrators of the preſent upper- prefecturate 
of Schwabach originally reſided. Out of the ſtones of the ruinous citadet 
here the Calviniſi church at Schwabach was built.

HI. The upper-prefecturate of CapoLzBuRG, to which belongs 

1. Cadolzburg, a conſiderable market-town, with a ſtrong citadel in it, 
and the ſeat of the upper-amt-office. . The ſeigniory of Cadolzburg was 
obtained by the Burggrave Frederick II. or III. in the year 1248, out of 
he ducal inheritance of the family of Merarn, and in 1265 he inveſted 


' therewith the abbey of Ekvoangen, but with a proviſo that the fealty thereof 


ſhould ceaſe whenever he ſhould obtain male-heirs, for which reaſon it 
was held by that abbey only for fixteen years. This place was formerly 


a burggravial reſidence; and the Marggrave Charles William Frederick allo 


frequently reſided there, and that too for a long time. 

2. The town-vogtey-amt of Langenzenn, which has its ſeat at 

Langenzenn, anciently named Cinna, or Cenna, once a market-borough, 
but now a ſmall town, ſeated on the river Zenn, in which is a good leathern 
manufactory. At this place alſo is a decanate. The ancient provoſtſhip 
here of Auguſline canons is ſecularized, and belongs, ever ſince the year 
1621, to the princely houſe of Bayreuth.

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citadel belonging to which was formerly much celebrated. This place 
devolved in the year 1292 from the family of Heydecł to the butggravate. 

4. The judge-amt of Haberſdorf, in the parochial-village of Haberſdorf, 
or Great-Haberſdorf. 

5. The Hefmarꝶ Furth is a large commercial and exceeding populous 
place, ſeated on the river Rednitz, into which, below this town, the Reg- 
nitz runs. Hofmark Furth is built irregularly, the new ſtreet excepted, 
but contains notwithſtanding many grand and fine houſes. In this town 
reſide an uncommon number of mechanics and artizans : Such as cannot 
be received into the gilds or fraternities at Nurnberg, or for whom the 
dues run too high, ſettling here, where every perſon is certain of meeting 
with reception. The Tews, who are very numerous at this place, conſtitute 
one third of the inhabitants; and have a great ſchool and a printing-houſe 
in the town. In the Lutheran church here the Imperial city of Nurnberg is 
poſſeſſed. of the right of patronage, The inhabitants are partly ſubjects of 
Brandenburg-Onolzbach, and partly of Nurnberg, and partly alſo of the 
chapter of Bamberg. The Burggraves of Nurnberg alſo held here anciently 
the Imperial prefidical-court ; but the chapter of Bamberg purchaſed the 
preſidical juriſdiction in civil matters, in lieu of the yearly payment of 
fifty florins for itſelf and ſubjects at Furtb and other places. The very 
ſubjects too of the chapter in and about Furth are obliged to give in 
yearly twenty-three meaſures of oats to the ſeigniory of Cadolzberg, and 
perform ſoccage in other reſpects. The ſafe conduct commiſſariate-amt 
of Onolzbach exerciſes all criminal juriſdiction. With this Hofmark are in- 
corporated certain villages. 

IV. The upper- prefecturate of BukGTHANN, to which belongs 

1. Burgthann, a mountain-citadel, ſeated on the Schwarzach. This 
place was obtained by the Burggrave Frederick II. or III. in the year 1288, 
ol the Emperor Rudolpbus. In it is the upper-amt and a revenue-office. 

2. Upper-Ferrieden, a parochial-village, ſo named by way of diſtinction 
from the neighbouring village of Under-Ferrieden. The Burggrave John II. 
purchaſed this place in the year 1335 of the chapter of Aich/agr. 

3. The vogt-amt of Schonberg, which is at 

Schonberg, a citadel and parochial-village. The Imperial city of Nurn- 
terg has conteſted the criminal juriſdiction here with the marggravial-houſe. 

V. The upper-prefeQurate of Rorn, to which belongs 

1. Roth, a ſmall town, ſeated on a rivulet of the ſame name, which below 
this place runs into the Reduitg. Roth is the feat of the upper- prefectu- 
rate, and contains in it a ruinous caſtle, with a ſmall Latin ſchool. In this 
town alſo are weavers of ſtockings, Spaniſh lace, and ſtuffs ; and Roth contains 
in it alſo an Imperial aſylum for ſuch as have been accidentally guilty of 
manſlaughter. 

2. The judge-amt of Georgens-Gmund, having its ſeat at 

L112 Georgens- 
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Grorgens-Gmund, which is a parochial- village. 

VI. The upper- prefecturate of STAuFF, containing 1 

1. Stauff, a citadel, in which is the upper- amt- office. The Burggrave 
Frederick IV. was inveſted with this place in the year 1328 by the Emperor 
Lewis of Bavaria. | 

2. Thalmeſzing, a market-town, ſeated on the Schwarzach. 

3. The vogtey-amt of Geyern is poſſeſſed in common by the Marggraves 
with the Barons Schenker of Geyern, whole ſhare in it is reckoned to apper- 
tain to the noble canton of Al:mbl. To this place belongs 

Geyern, a citadel, ſeated on a mountain. 

Etten/ladt, a parochial-village. 

Nenſlingen, a market-town. 

VII. The fortreſs of Wilzburg, or Wulzburg, ſtands on a high moun- 
tain, not far from the Imperial city of M eiſſenburg, and was formerly a 
conſiderable abbey of Benedictine Monks, which in the year 1588 was con- 
verted into a fortreſs, and obtained by the Imperiali/ts by ſtipulation in 163 1. 

VIII. The upper-prefeCturate of GUNZENHAUSEN, to which belongs 

r one of the chief towns of this principality, lying on the 
A'tmubl, and the place where the upper amt-man has his ſeat, as alſo the 
feat of a revenue-office, and a decanate. Excluſive of the pariſh-church 
here, in it alſois a hofpital with a church. This place was formerly in the 
poſſeſſion of the Lords of Sectendorf, and was ſold in 1368 to the Burggrave 
Frederick V. | | 

2. The vogt-amt of Weimerſheim, in which is 

Mei nerſbeim, a borough, containing a decanate on a mountain, Hard 
by this place ſtood the citadel of Fliglingen. 

3. The revenue-amt of Meiſſenburg, or Witzburg, which lies in the Im- 
perial city of that name. 

4. The adminiſtratory-prefecturate of Wald, ſituated in the parochial- 
village of Wald, on the Atmubl, and purchaſed by the Burggrave Frederick V. 
in the year 1375 of Conrad Fuchſen, which Burggrave was in the fame 
year inveſted therewith by the Emperor Charles IV. Aſter this it was given 
in fief to ſome noble families, but reverted again in 1749. 

IX. The upper-prefecturate of HonueNTRUDINGEN. In it is 

1. Habentrudingen, a citadel, lying near the Hanenkam, or Hoaynkam, 
(which is the name of a particular tract of country) and the houſe from 
whence the ancient Counts of Trubendingen, or Hohentrubendingen, derived 
their original. After theſe Counts had fold this citadel, together with the 
annexed ſeigniory, to the Counts of Oettingen, they had their reſidence at 
Gich and Gugel, and their ſeigniory in that tract extended over Seſz/tz, 
Bannach, and Stuffenberg ; but at laſt they declined ſo greatly as no longer 
to ſtile themſelves Counts, but only Lords of Trubendingen. Their eſtates 
and fiefs fell partly to cloyſters, as for inſtance to Lankbeim, and were 


partly 
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partly made away with by ſale. Their arms were two bends gules, in a field 
argent. The Burggrave Frederick V. brought this fortreſs, together with 
Heydenheim, to his own houſe in the year 1366. 

2. The adminiſtratory- prefecturate of HeypenueiM has ſprung up 
out of an ancient cloyſter there. This prefecturate has its ſeat in the 
market-town of Heydenheim. l 

3. The adminiſtratory-prefecturate of Os rug ixt, lying in the borough. 
of Oſtheim, To this prefecturate alſo belonged the decayed caſtle TI 
chenberg. 

4. The adminiſtratory- prefecturate of BxROLZZNH RIM, in the market- 
town of that name, which lies not far from the Altmubl. 

5. The judge-amt of Mertelſbeim, ſituated in the parochial-village of the 
fame name. 

6. The adminiſtratory- prefecturate of TREUCHTLINGEN, which has 
its ſeat at 

Treuchtlingen, a market-town, lying on the Altmubl, with a citadel in 
it, and a Proteſtant and Roman-catholic church. 

7. The adminiſtratory- prefecturate of SoLLNKoFEN, ſituated at 

Seilnhofen, a market-town, lying on the Altmubl, and having a houſe 
for the making of mirrours. | 

X. The upper-prefecturate of W ASsSERTRUDINGEN, to which belongs 

Wafertradinges, one of the head towns of this principality, lying on the 
Wernitz, and containing in it a citadel, and being likewiſe the ſeat of the 
upper-amt and revenue-ofice, as allo of a decanate. This place anciently 
belonged to the Counts of Hobentrubendingen, from whom it tell ſucceſſively 
to the Counts of Oxctingen and Hobenlobe, and in 1371 was diſpoſed of for 
33,000 Ib. weight of hellers to the Burggraves of Nurnberg. In the year 
1634 this place ſuffered greatly by fire. 

2. The cloyſter- amt of Aubauſen, ſeated in the parochial-village of 
Aubauſen on the Wernitz, and in which formerly ftood a cloyſter of Be- 
nedickines. 

3. The prefecturate of Rockx1NGEN, in which is 

Rockingen, a parochial-village and citadel, And 

Reichenbach, alſo a village and citadel. | 

4. The adminiſtratory-prefecturate of SCHWANINGEN, which. is ſeated at 

Schwaningen, or Upper-Schwaningen, a borough, containing a princely 
palace, with a fine pleaſure-garden to it. : 

5. The vogt-amt of Wittelſhofen, which has its ſeat at 

Wittelſhofen, a borough and citadel, lying on the river Sulz. 

XI. The upper- prefecturate of WinDsBACH, to which bel 

'F Winds, a ſmall town and citadel, lying on the Rednitæ, and the 


feat of the upper-amt and a revenue-office. This place belonged anciently 
:0 the Counts of Oettingen, of whom one of the family of Dornberg 2 
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chaſed it, and gave it to his daughter, who was conſort to one of the fa- 
mily of Heydeck, as a portion. Of this luſt Burggrave, Frederick II. or III. 
purchaſed it in the year 1292. ; 

2. The cloyſter-amt of Hei/sbrun. In it is 
* Feilsbrun, or Hailsbron, a ſmall tow:), ſeated on the rivulet of Schug. 
bach, and taking its name from a medicinal ſpring there, which the Marg. 
grave Charles William Frederick cauſed to be opened a-new and ſurrounded 
with a wall. This place formerly contained in it a cloyſter of Ciftercians, 
founded in 1132, but in 1582 this cloyſter was converted by the Marg. 
grave George Frederick into a gymnaſium illuſire, and the revenues belonging 
to it allotted to the uſe of the young ſtudents. This gymnaſium belonged 
in common to both the reigning Marggravial houſes ; but was aboliſhed in 
1737, at which time each houſe applied its ſhare in it to-the uſe of the 
gymnaſium in their own refidence-towns. 

3. The adminiſtratory- prefecturate of MERKEN DORT, which has its 
ſeat at | 

Merkendorf, a ſmall town, fold by Engelhard of Wolden, in the year 
1368, to the Burggrave Frederick V. In the year 1648 this place was re- 
duced to aſhes. Till 1719 it belonged in common to the two marggravial 
houſes ; but in that year came to the houſe of Onolzbach alone. 

4. The adminiſtratory-prefecturate of WAITEZ EN DORT, fituated at 

Waitzendorf, which is both a borough and citadel. This place was 
alſo poſſeſſed by the princely houſe of Ono/zbach, in common with the 
princely houſe of Culmbach, till the year 1719. 

XII. The upper- prefecturate of FRuchrwAxN G: To it belongs 

1: Feuchtwang, a town, ſeated on the river Sulz, and in which is the 
upper-amt, a revenue, and adminiſtration-office, as alſo a decanate. Near 
the town church here formerly ſtood a foundation of regular canons. At 
this place alſo is a Latin ſchool. Feuchtwang was anciently an Imperial 
city, but was mortgaged by the Emperor Charles IV. to the Burggraves for 
the ſum of 50,000 florins, and fully ceded by the Emperor Ruprecht in the 
year 1365, on the payment of 20,000 florins more. In 1388 it was re- 
duced to aſhes, and in 1645 taken with difficulty by the Bavarians. 

2. The cloyſter-adminittration-amt of Su/z, which has its ſeat at 

Sulz, a citadel and borough, lying on the river of that name, and for- 
merly containing a nunnery for ladies. 

3. The vogt-amt of Bechlefen, which has its ſeat at 


Bechbofen, a market-town, lying on the river Mieſet, and having a 
ſmall caſtle. 


4. The vogt-amt of Forndorf, ſituated at 

Forndorf, a citadel and village. 

XIII. The upper-prefecturate of CREILsUur IM, to which belongs 

1. Creilſheim, a town, ſeated on the river Jax-, and containing a citadel. 
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In this town lies the upper-amt and revenue- office, as alſo a cipitation- 
office, a decanate, a Latin ſchool and a hoſpital. Creilſbeim was pur- 
chaſed in the year 1399 of the Landgrave hn of Leuchtenberg. 

Betwixt this town and Burgberg ſtood the citadel of PFluge/au, which 
was purchaſcd at the fame time with Creilſbeim of the Landgrave of 
Leuchtenberg. 

2. The revenue-amt of Bemberg and Wieſenbach. In it is 

Bemberg, a borough, formerly containing a citadel. 

Wieſenbach, alſo a borough. 

3. The revenue-amt of Anhauſen and Lobenbauſen, in which is 

Anhanſen, a borough, formerly containing a cloyſter of Auguſtines. 

Lzbenhauſen, a borough, ſituated on the Jaxt, and which in the year 
1399 was purchaſed of the Landgrave Jobn of Leuchtenberg. The citadel 
here is fallen to decay. 

4. The revenue-amt of Gerhardsbron. In it is 

Gerhardsbron, or Gerabron, a market-borough, which, together with the 
ruinous old caſtle of Werdeck, was purchaſed in 1399 of the Landgrave 
Jobn of Leuchtenberg. 

5. The exchequer adminiſtratory- amt of Golabach, which has its ſeat at 

Goldbach, a parochial-village and citadel. | 

Rem. This village, together with Reinsbron, Neuenkirchen, and Ingel/adt, 
as alſo a part of Giebelſtadt, and other places and eſtates, belonged for- 
merly to the noble family of Geyer, the laſt male-heir of which, named 
Henry Wolfgang, was created Imperial Count of Geyer, in the year 1685, 
and his ſeigniories and eſtates exempted from the Imperial collectanean of 
nobles, and raiſed to a county of the Empire, he himſelf being alſo re- 
ceived in 1693 into the circle of Franconia on the bench of Counts both 
to ſeat and voice, after engaging for a certain matricular evaluation. But 
this Count dying without male-heirs the greateſt part of his eſtates de- 
volved to the electoral-houſe of Brandenburg, to which houſe he bequeathed 
them in 1696, and ſo early as the year 1704 alſo ceded them. The Marg- 
grave Charles William Frederick marrying the royal Pruſſian Princeſs Frede- 
rica Louiſa, obtained with her the eſtates formerly belonging to the Counts 
of Geyer, which eſtates were moſtly added to the upper-prefeCturates of 
Creiſſbeim, Creglingen, and Ufenheim. 

XIV. The upper- prefecturate of COLMBERG, to which belongs 

1. Colmberg, a mountain-citadel and a market-town. The Burggrave 
Frederick IV. purchaſed this place in the year 1318, together with Lauter- 
ſhauſen, of Count Frederick of Trubendingen for 6,200 bb. weight of hellers. 

2. The vogt-amt of Leuterſhauſen, which has its ſeat at 

Leuterſhaujen, a ſmall town, ſeated on the river Altmubl, and contain- 
ing a decanate. The Burggrave Frederick IV. purchaſed this place in the 
year 1318 of Count Frederick of Trubendingen for 6,200 lb. weight of hel- 
lers, at which time it was only a borough. 3. The

3. The judge- amt of Brunſt, in the village of that name. 
4. The vogt-amt of Fochsberg, formerly belonging to the noble family 
of Seckendorf. 

Fochsberg is a citadel and parochial-village ſeated on the river Altmyb!. 

5. The revenue-office of 1nſingen, which is a parochial-village, lying 
within the limits of the Imperial city of Rothenburg. 

XV. The upper-prefeCturate of CREGLINGEN, To it belongs 

1. Creglingen, a ſmall town and citadel, lying on the Tauber, and be. 
ing the ſeat of an upper-amt and a revenue-oftice. This place anciently 
belonged to the ſeigniory of Brauneck ; but Brauneck is to be ſought for 


below under the canton of Odenwald. 


2. The prefecturate of TAuBERZ LI, ſituated in the parochial- village 
of Tauberzell, which lies on the river Tauber. 

3. The vogtey of the four Mayn-villages, in which the provoſt of Nurz- 
burg has the poſſeſſion of certain tithes, but pays the Marggrave yearly 
proteQtion-oats and protection- money, for the ſecurity and defence of his 
ſubjects. Theſe villages formerly belonged to the ſeigniory of Brauneck, 
and are | 

Stefft, a market-town, ſeated on the Mayn, and which has thriven greatly 
ever ſince the year 1726, when divers immunities were promiſed to ſuch 
manufacturers and merchants, as inclined to ſettle there. In this tract grows 
a pretty good wine. \ 

The parochial-villages of Sickerhauſen, Obernbreit, Martinſheim, Upper- 
Ichelſheim, and Gnotſtadt. 

4. The prefecturate of SeGNnIT2, fituated in the village of that name, 
which lies on the river Mayn. In this preſecturate the Lords of Zobel are 
poſſeſſed of a ſhare. 

The following places which belonged to the Counts of Geyer, who be- 
came extinct in 1708, and which fell, in the manner above deſcribed un- 
der the article Goldbach, to the Marggraves of Brandenburg-Onolzbach : viz. 

Reinsbron, a citadel and borough, ſeated in the neighbourhood of the 
little town of Creglingen, in which is an adminiſtrator's office, and to which 
alſo belong the two following places: namely, 

Tngel/tadt, a citadel and village, lying between the Mayn and the Tauber. 

Neuenkirchen, a parochial-village. 

Giebelſtadt, a citadel and village, fituated not far from Ingelſladt, and 
partly belonging to this prefecturate. 

XVI. The upper-amt of Ufenheim, to which is annexed, 

enbeim, a ſmall town, ſeated on the Gollach, and in which is a princely 
palace, as alſo the upper-amt, and a revenue-othce, together with a deca- 
nate, a magnificent town-church, dedicated in 1731 ; a ſpital- church, and 
2 Latin ſchool. This place belonged anciently to the foundation of Fulda, 
and ſo early as the twelfth century to the Counts of Habenlobe, by whom 
it was fold in 1378 to the Burggraves of Nurnberg. 2. At 
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2. At Egerſbeim, a parochial- village, is an upper-amt bailiff. This town 
is. inhabited by the ſubjects of various Lords. 

3. Hoblach, in ancient records called Hohenlcch, a village, which is the 
original place of the Counts of Hohenlobe. 

4. The revenue-amt of Maynbernheim, having its ſeat at b 

Maynbernbeim, a ſmall town, lying not far from the river Mayn, and 
which in the year 1366 was a town, and came in 1500 to the marg- 
gravial-houſe. | 

5. The revenue-amt of Nepbanſberg, which has its ſeat at 

Stephanſberg, a citadel and borough, ſituated not far from the river 
Mayn, and environed by the territory of Hurzburg. This place was pur- 
chaſed in the year 1 502. 

6. The revenue and judge-amt of L:ttle-Lankbeim, ſituated at | 

Little-Lankbeim, a market-town, which lies not far from the foregoing 

lace. The amt- office here is alſo denominated from the ruinous citadel 
of Caſtell, ſituate not far from it. 

7. The revenue-amt of Brixenſtadt, which has its ſeat at 

Brixenſtadt, or Prichſenſiadt, a ſmall town, lying on the borders of the 
county of Caſtell, and which was purchaſed by the Burggrave Frederick V. 
in the year 1381, of King Wenzel of Bohemia. In 1632 this place was 
taken by the Imperiali/ts, by whom it was plundered and laid waſte. Here 
is ſtill an ordinary Imperial immunity or aſylum, for ſuch as have acci- 
dentally been guilty of man-ſlaughter. 

8. The prefecturate of Fuxs TEN ToORST, which takes its name from a 
ruinous citadel, and is environed by the biſhopric of Bamberg, being ſitu- 
ated in the neighbourhood of Burg-Haſzlach. 

XVII. The marggravial-houſe of Ono/zbach is alſo poſſeſſed of a ſhare 
in the large village of Randerſacker in the biſhopric of Wurzburg.

Of the TEU TONIC Order z general, but in 


particular of the Maſterdom of MERGENTHEIM, 
and the Bailiwick of FRANCONIA. 


1. T HE Tewutonick order was founded in the year 1190 in Paleſtine, 

and the Knights of this order were called Knights of the 
Virgin Mary, or brothers of the Teutonick houſe of our Lady of _ 
lem. They are to bind themſelves by vow to the defence of the Chri/tian 


religion and the Hely Land, and-likewiſe to the ſervice of the poor and ſick; 
M m m to 
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to be all of them Germans, and of true ancient nobility. Pope Celeſtine III. 
confirmed this order in 1191, r to the rule of St. Auguſtine, 
A like confirmation enſued alſo from the Emperor Henry VI. For its firſt 
ſuperior or head was choſen Henry of Waldpott Baſſenbeim, to whom ſuc- 
ceeded in the dignity of grand maſter Otto of Karpen, Henry Bart and 
Hermann of Salsa. The Saracens proving too | mg in Pale/tine the laſt- 
mentioned grand maſter retired from Jeruſalem to Venice, where he re- 
ceived an embaſſy from Duke Conrad of the Maſau, who applied to him and 
the Teutonick order for aſſiſtance againſt the ethnical Pruſtans. The order 
complied with the requeſt of this embaſly, the property of all lands which 
it ſhould gain of the Pruſſians being ſecured to it by the ſtipulations of 
1226 and 1228, and the country of Culm and Dobrina likewiſe ceded to it. 
The grand maſters therefore removed firſt from Venice to Marburg, and 
afterwards to Marienburg in Pruſſia. The order, indeed, gradually ſub- 
dued all Pruſſia, Courland, Semigallia, and Livonia, but again loſt theſe 
countries. But the grand maſter Albrecht, Marggrave of Brandenburg ob- 
taining, in 1525, a part of Pruſſia, in fief, as a ſecular dutchy, of the crown 
of Poland; the Knights, who were diſpleaſed with this innovation, returned 
to Germany, where they elected, in 1526, Walther of Cronberg as ſucceſ- 
ſor to the Teutonick maſter Di Theedorick of Cleen, on whom was conferred 
by the Empreor Charles V. the title of adminiſtrator of the grand maſterdom 
in Pruſſia. From that time, however, there were no longer any particular 
Teutomck maſters created in conjunction with the grand maſters, and the 
adminiſtration of the grand maſterdom is ever ſince become a mere title, 

F. 2. The ſuperior of this ſpiritual order, or the grand and Teutonick 
maſter ſtiles himſelf: Adminiſtrator of the grand maſterdom in Pruſſia, 
maſter of the Teutonick order in Germany and Italy, and Lord of Freu- 
denthal and Eulenberg. He is a ſpiritual Prince of the Empire, and en- 
Joys a high rank in the council of Princes thereof on the ſpiritual bench, 
following next after the archbiſhops, and thus preceeding all the prelates: 
On the contrary, in the circle of Franconia he is the laſt of the ſpiritual 
Princes, and gives his voice between On/zbach and Henneberg. On account 
of the countries which conſtitute him a State of the circle of Francona, he 
pays an Imperial and circular matricular evaluation of ore hundred and 
twenty-four florins, and to each chamber-term contributes two hundred and 
thirteen rixdollars, fix kruitzers and a half. 

$. 3. The arms and enſigns of this order are an erect croſs ſable, in a 
field argent, which arms Pepe Celeſtine III. granted to it. In the field too 
is a crols Or, which was conferred by King Henry of Jeruſalem, and in 
its center is ſeen the Imperial eagle beſtowed by the Emperor Frederick II. 

At each of the four corners is a lily Or, which was added to theſe arms 
by St. Louis of France. 
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$. 4. Theſe Knights muſt be of true old German nobility and prove their 
deſcent, Both Roman-catholics and Proteſtants may be inveſted with the 
order, and the Proteſtant Knights are permitted to marry. On ſolemn 
occafions the Knights wear a white mantle with a black croſs upon it, edged 
with a rim of filver. In other reſpects their dreſs is the ſame with that 
of other ſeculars, though not ornamented with the livelieſt or gayeſt 
colours, and they bear a golden croſs, as before deſcribed. This order has 
alſo its prieſts, who are ſubject to the rules of St. Auguſtine. 

$. 5. The ſeigniories and eſtates, which the Teutonicł order is ſtill poſſeſſed 
of in Germany (tor of them only we ſhall here ſpeak) and which they ob- 
*tained partly by purchaſe and partly by donation, lying contiguous, they 
would form a conſiderable principality. Theſe eſtates conſiſt in general of 
what is properly called the maſterdom of Mergentheim and twelve baili- 
wicks. The regency at Mergentheim conſiſts of a vice-ſtatholder, preſi- 
dents, houſe-commendaries and purveyors, together with a certain number 
of privy, regency, ſpiritual and chamber-counſellors. The bailiwicks, or 
provinces here, are to this very day divided into the bailiwicks of the 
Pruſſian and German territories. The former conſiſt of the bailiwicks of 
Aljace, Auſtria, Coblenz and Etch; the latter of the bailiwicks of Franco- 
nia, Old Bieſen, Weſtphalia, Lorrain, Heſſe, Saxony, Thuringia and Utrecht. 
Theſe bailiwicks are governed by provincial commendars {in Latin tiled com- 
mendatores provinciales, or archi-commendatores) who are choſen out of the 
counſellors, or conſiliarii, and confirmed by the grand-mafter. Theſe, to- 
gether with the counſelors, conſtitute the chapter, which is either ſum- 
moned to Mergentheim, or ſome other place, belonging to the order, and 
both are poſſeſſed of the right of chooling a grand-maſter. In the chan- 
ceries of the bailiwicks, beſides the provincial commendars, fit alſo tome 
counſellors, who are Knights of the order, together with a certain number 
of bailiwick or chancery-counſellors, and ſecretaries and clerks of that office. 
In weighty matters appeals lie from theſe chanceries. to the grand-maſter. 
The bailiwicks here are divided into commendaries, in Latin commend, 
which are adminiſtered. by commendars and again ſubdivided into prefectu- 
rates, A houſe-commendar looks to all judicial matters, diſcuſſing the 
ſmaller and referring affairs of greater importance either to the. common or 
provincial-commendar, under whom he ſtands.

Jacob Z:nk, aulic-counſellor of Saxe-Meinungen, This 
chart, in the Atlas of Germany, conſtitutes the ſeventieth. 
§. 2. This county terminates, to the eaſt, on the principalities of Coburg 
and Schwarzenberg; to the north, on thoſe of Gotha and Eiſenach; to the 
weſt, on the landgravate of Heſſe and the biſhopric of Fulda, and, to the 
ſouth, on the biſhopric of Nurzburg. Its extent, from north to ſouth, amounts 


pretty nearly to ſix German miles; and, from weſt to eaſt to about five and 
a half. $.3. In 
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F. 3. In moſt of its diſtricts agriculture is purſued with tolerable profit 
and ſucceſs. In ſome places alſo tobacco is cultivated. Near 1/menau are 
even yet mines of copper and filver, and with reſpect to thoſe of iron and 
ſteel they are ſtill more numerous hece. At Salzungen and Schmalkalden 
is made falt, and in ſome places alſo are medicinal ſprings. The principal 
river in this country is the Werra, which comes out of the principality of 
Hildburghauſen, and near the village of Srgrizz enters the county of Hen- 
neberg where, after dividing itſelf into two parts, it receives into it the little 
rivers of Schleuſz, Schwarza, Felde, and other ſmaller ſtreams, continues 
its courſe through this country into the landgravate of Heſſe.

In the thirteenth cen- 
tury it was divided into three principal lines; namely, into thoſe of Schleuſ- 
ing, Aſchach, and Hartenberg, In the year 1310 Count Bertbd X. was 
raiſed to the princely dignity ; notwithſtanding which the Princes of Hen- 
neberg have generally made uſe of the title of Count. Excluſive of what 
is even at this day reckoned as belonging to the princely county of Henne- 
berg, that houſe has alſo been in the poſſeſſion of the preſent principalities 
of Coburg and Hildburghauſen, which are called the new ſeigniory of Hun- 
neberg; as likewiſe of the prefecturate of Fiſchberg, which the foundation of 
Fulda has again releaſed, and ſeveral other places, which are now fallen to 
the biſhopric of Murgburg. In 1554 the Princes William and George Er- 
neſt entered into a league of ſucceſſion with the princely houſes of Saxe- 
Coburg and Heſſe. But the male ſtock of Henneberg becoming extinct in 
the year 1583 in the perſon of Prince George Ernejt, the proper princely 
county, or old ſeigniory of Henneberg, devolved to Saxe-Coburg, and the 
town and ſeigniory of Schmalkalden wholly to the houſe of Heſſe. The places 
and eſtates, which the biſhopric of Yurzburg has obtained, were incorporated 
with that fee before the extinction of the Princes of Henneberg. The above- 
mentioned country ſoon departed from the line of Saxe-Coburg, and was both 
poſſeſſed and governed in common by the electoral houte of Saxony, and the 
Dukes of Saxony, Altenburg, and Weimar. The Elector Fobn George I. left his 
ſhare therein to his youngeſt ſon Duke Maurice. But the princely ſharers of 
the county coming to conſider the inconveniency of their government 
thereof came to an agreement in 1660, at Weimar, concerning a diviſion of 


the

the country, by which diviſion the electoral houſe of Saxony obtained the 
ſhare it is poſſeſſed of at this day. Duke Frederick William II. founder of 
the line of Altenburg, obtained the towns and amts of Meinungen, Moſz- 
feld, and Themar, as alſo the vogtey of Bebrungen and other places for his 
thare ; which places, after the death of his fon Duke Frederick William Ill. 
which happened in 1672, fell to Duke Erneft III. founder of the line of 
Gotha, and after his death were d.vided in ſuch a manner between his third 
and fourth ſons Bernbard and Henry, that the former obtained Meinungen, 
Maſzfeld, Waſungen, Sand, Breitungen, and Salzungen; the latter, Rombild 
Bebrungen, Themar, and other places. Duke Bernhard of Saxe-Meinun- 
gen tranſmitted his country hereditarily to his ſon Duke Erneſt Lewis, and 
the latter alſo to his ſon Duke Antony Ulrich. Duke Erneft of Rombild dy- 
ing without heirs in the year 1710, his ſhare of the country fell to the 
princely houſes of Meinungen, Getha, Saalfeld, and Hildburghauſen. Duke 
William of Saxe-Weimar obtained in the diviſion of 1660 the preſent 
Meimar ſhare in this princely county; which was, indeed, divided among 
«he lines of I/eimar and Eiſenacb, which were deſcended frem him: But 
in 1741, the latter of theſe lines becoming extinct, it fell again entirely to 
the former. At preſent the princely county of Henneberg has the following 
Lords for its poſſeſſors, namely, the Elector of Saxony, the Dukes of Saxe- 
Weimar, Meinungen, Gotha, Coburg-Saalfeld, and Hilburghauſen, and the 
Landgrave of Heſſe-Caſſel. | 
$. 8. The above-mentioned Saxon Dukes bear this country in their titles, 
in as much as on account of their ſeveral ſhares therein, they ſtile themſelves 
priacely Counts of Henneberg. The armorial ſhield of Henneberg is di- 
vided into four fields. In the firſt and fourth is a pillar crowned in a field 
gules, and in the ſecond and third a hen fable, with red comb and creſt, 
placed on a mount verte, in a field Or. The Dukes of Saxony, after the 
extinction of the princely male line of Henneberg, adopted the Henneberg 
hen into their armorial ſhield. 
$. 9. At the Diet of the Empire in the council of Princes there- 
of is, on account of the princely county of Henneberg, one voice, 
which is alternately poſſeſſed by the Elector of Saxony and the Dukes of 
Saxe-Wimar and Hildburghauſen. At the Diets of the circle of Franconia, 
on account thereof, are three voices on the bench of Princes, which are 
called the Henneberg-Schleufingen, the Henneberg-Rombild, and Henneberg- 
Schmalkalden voice. In the beginning of the ſixteenth century the biſhop- 
ric of Wurzburg wanted, on account of the eſtates formerly belonging to 
Henneberg which it is in poſſeſſion of, to have alſo a voice in the circle, but 
was not able to procure one. The Imperial and circular matricular eva- 
luation of this country amounts to one hundred and ninety florins, which 
evaluation is divided in fuch a manner that the Elector of Saxony on ac- 


count of Schleuſingen, contributes thereto the ſum of forty-ſeven _ 
; J 
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fifty nine kruitzers and a half; Saxe-Meinungen the ſum of fifty-five florins, 
ſixteen kruitzers and a quarter; Themar, or Saxe-Gotha, thirteen florins, 
fifty-five kruitzers and a half; Bebrungen, or Saxe-Hildburghauſen, two flo- 
rins, twenty-nine kruitzers and three quarters; Melis, or Saxe-Gotha, forty- 
five kruitzers; Imenau, or Saxe-Weimar, ten florins, ſeventeen kruitzers ; 
Kalten Nordbeim, or Saxe-Meimar, alſo ten florins, ſeventeen kruitzers ; 
Rombild thirty-three florins ; and Schmalkalden, or Heſſe-Caſſel ſixteen. With 
reſpe& to the chamber-terms, there occur, on account of this country, in 
the uſual matricula, the following articles : viz. Henneberg-Schleuſingen pays 
to each term one hundred and ninety rixdollars, thirty-fix kruitzers ; the 
Elector of Saxony ſeventy- nine rixdollars, ſixteen kruitzers ; Saxe- Meinungen 
ſixty-· three rixdollars, thirty- nine kruitzers ; Saxe-Weimar thirteen rixdol- 
lars, eighty-one kruitzers and three quarters; Saxe-Eiſenach thirteen rix- 
dollars, eighty-one kruitzers and three quarters; Saxe-Hildburghauſen two 
rixdollars ſeventy-eight kruitzers ; Saxe-Gotha ſixteen rixdollars, ſeventy- 
ſeven kruitzers ; Heſſe-Caſſel, on account of Henneberg-Schmalkalden, allo 
nineteen rixdollars, eight kruitzers and a half; the biſhopric of Wurzburg, 
on account of the Henneberg lands, forty rixdollars, thirty-three kruitzers ; 
and Saxe-Meinungen, on account of Henneberg-Rombhild, eighty-one rixdol- 
lars, fourteen kruitzers and a half. The princely Counts of Henneberg are 
hereditarily marſhals of the biſhopric of Wurzburg. 

$. 10. Having given this general account of the country of Henneberg, 
we are now more accurately to deſcribe the ſhares which each of the 
above-mentioned (F. 7.) princely houſes is poſſeſſed of in this princely 


county. 


I. The electoral hou ſe of Saxony, 


In its ſhare of the country which reverted to it on the death of Duke 
Maurice William of Saxe- Zeitz, adminiſters all regency and chamber mat- 
ters by what is called a ſuperintendent- amt, or ſuperintendency. Conſiſ- 
torial affairs here the conſiſtory looks to, and the country itfelf is divided 
in the following manner: v. 

1. Into the town and prefecturate of SculRusiNd R. In it is 

Schleu/ingen, formerly the reſidence-town of the Prinees of Henneberg, 
and at preſent the ſeat of the electoral Saxon ſuperintendency, lying on the 
little river Schleuſz, and having a citadel. This town is not large, and on 
account of the adjoining Thuringian wood, has but little land fit for tillage. 
In it, however, is a ſuperintendency, and a gymnaſium, which Prince George 
Erneſt cauſed to be conſecrated in the year 1577, and which belongs in 
common to all the Dukes of Saxony, who are poſſeſſed of any ſhare in the 
princely county of Henneberg. Schleu/ingen alſo contains a commendary be- 
longing to the order of St. John which was founded in 1291. The town-

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council here is immediately ſubject to the Prince. This place was entirely 
conſumed by fire in 15 53, and the greateſt part of it alſo in 1632. 

The Wilbe/msbrunn is a medicinal Peng riing in a woody tract about 
one half hour's diſtance to the ſouth of Schleuſingen. 

Hirſchbach, a village, ſeated on the Erla, wherein are ſome iron 
Hindernau, a parochial-village, together with divers other villages and 
ſeats. 

2. The prefecturate of SunLa, to which belongs 

Subla, an open town, lying on the river Haſel, and being the ſeat of a ſu- 
perintendency. This place contains in it ſome manufactures of ſteel, as 
alſo fuſtians and ticks, which were once however of greater importance 
than at preſent. Formerly alſo there was a falt-work here. In the year 
1590 this town ſuffered greatly by fire, in 1634 ſtill more, and in 1753. 
ſo very much that above — hundered houſes were burnt down in it. 

Heinrichs, a borough, ſeated on the Haſel, and containing ſome ſteel 
and iron foundaries. | 

Marz:sfeld, a parochial-village. | 

122 efecturate of Run N DOOR, in which is to be remarked 

, 2 large parochial- village, with a citadel in it. Not far from 
this place ſtands the high mountain of Dolmar, on which is erected a fine 
ſeat and pleaſure-building. 

Dillatt, a village ſeated on the NHuſel. 

Rebr, a parochial-village, ſituated in a very fruitful tract. 

Schwarza, a parochial-village, with a citadel in it, and a paper-mill, 
belonging to the Counts of Sto/berg-Wernigerode, under the jutiſdiction of 
the Elector of Saxony. Count Albrecht, who, in the year 1549, concluded. 
the line of Rombild- Aſchach, and had: for wife Catherine daughter to Count 
Botho of Stolberg, reſided at this place. | 

4. The prefecturate of BznsHavsen, which is governed by the officers 
of Kubndorf, and one half of which formerly belonged to the princely 
houſe of Heſſe, which houſe exchanged its ſhare therein im 1619 for the 


Saxon ſhare in the prefecturate of Hallenberg. In this prefecturate is to be. 
remarked | 


Bensbauſen, a borough. 

Viernau, a village and farm. And 

Ebertſhauſen, a parochiak village, containing a nobleman's eſtate. 

5. The domain and farm of Yefra, originally called YVeferau or Veſera, 
lies on the river Schleuſz, which not far from hence runs into the Werra, 
and was formerly, namely in 1131, an abbey of Præmonſtratenſian Monks, 
as alſo, till the time of Prince Milliam IV. the buryal-place of the Counts 
and Princes of Henneberg. The great cloyſter-church here is ſtill in being. 
At this ple ce alſo is a ſtud of horſes. It is to be obſerved by the way that 
the name cf this place ſhews that the Verra was anciently. called the cr. 
See p. 35. 6. The 
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6. The domain and farm of Robr, ſituated a quarter of an hour's diſtance 
from the above-mentioned village of Rohr uuder the prefecturate of Kubn- 
derf, and formerly a nunnery. Near the old cloyſter-building here ſtands

II. The ducal houſe of Saxe-Weimar is poſſeſſed of 
1. The old Weimar ſhare, which conſiſts of the prefecturate of ILMx- 


v au, and comprizes in it 

1imenau, a ſmall mine- town, ſeated on the Im, hard by the Thuringian 
wood, which formerly belonged to the Counts of Kzrfenberg, by whom 
it was diſpoſed of in 1343 to the Counts of Henneberg for the ſum of 2000 
marks of fine filver, by the latter for ſome time mortgaged to the 
Counts of Schwarzburg, till at length, after many revolutions, it came again 
to Henneberg. In the years 1603 and 1624 this place ſuſtained great da- 
mage by fire, and in 1752, er with the caſtle and arſenal, was en- 
tirely burnt down, excepting fix houſes which ſtood in the ſuburbs. The 
mine-office has the inſpection of the copper and filver-mines here, but theſe 
were formerly much more conſiderable than at preſent. The Latin ſchool 
here is of no conſideration. 

The parochial-villages of Mertinrode and Haida.

In this town, as co-heirs and noblemen, reſide the 
Lords of Stein, Altenflein, Febde, Manſbach, Thann, &c. In it alſo is an 
inſpection- office which has the care of the pariſhes belonging to it. 

Helmerſhauſen, a market-town, ſeated on the Herpf below the old caſtle 
of Hutsberg, At this place alſo is a free farm, called the farm or ſeat of 
Henneberg, which has always been conſidered as an appendage to the caſtle 


of that name, for which reaſon it ſtill belongs to the Duke of Saxe-

In the Fulda prefecturate of Fiſchberg, which was formerly 
mortaged to the Princes of Henneberg, ſee p. 19, the princely houſe of 
Saxe-Weimar took poſſeſſion in 1741 of the following hereditary eſtates, 
ſubjects, rents, revenues, &c. belonging to Henneberg; namely of ſeveral 
meadows and fields, together with all taxes, quit-rents, reliefs, juriſdiction 
and ſuperiority, &c. thereto 1 as alſo of ſeveral mills and inns; 
of the rivulet of Felde, which runs from Kalten-Nordbeim through Fiſch- 
bach; of Diedorf, and the whole prefecturate of Fiſchberg; of the above. 
mentioned little village of Andenbauſen; of the ſeveral pariſhes, churches, 
and ſchools in the prefecturate of Fiſchberg ; of two eſtates and four feudal 


houſes at Fiſchbach ; together with two eſtates at Mieſentbal, and a noble- 
man's ſeat at Diedorf. Compare p. 19. 


HI. The ducal houſe of Saxe-Heimar. 


This houſe is poſſeſſed of the greateſt ſhare in this country, which ſhare 
lies in the middle thereof, extending from the boundaries of the principa- 
lity of E:ſenach quite to the biſhopric of Wurzburg. To it belongs 

1. Meinungen, or Meiningen, a town, ſeated amidſt high mountains on 
the river Werra, which Duke Bernhard of Saxony, on his obtainment cf 
it in 1681, choſe for his reſidence, and cauſed a new palace, with a chapel 
or church, to be built, naming it from his conſort Elizabethenburg, and 
in this palace as well the princely library and cabinet of medals, as alſo 
the Henneberg archives, which belong in common to the electoral and 
princely houſes of Saxony, are to be ſeen. At this palace likewiſe the 
princely regency, the chamber and conſiſtory have their ſeats. In the town 
we find one pariſh-church, together with a Latin ſchool, an orphan-houſe, 
and a houſe of correction and ſpinning. It contains alſo a ſuperintendency. 
The manufactures of fuſtian here were formerly more conſiderable than at 
preſent, the burghers applying themſelves now to the culture of tobacco. In 
the year 1542 this town came by exchange from the biſhopric of Wurzburg 
to the Counts of Henneberg in lieu of the prefecturate of Mainburg. In 1461 
and 1475 it ſuffered greatly by fire. 

2. The prefecturates of MEIN NN and MAszFELD, comprehending 
1. The Werra-Grund, in which is 
Under-Maſzfeld, a parochial-village and citadel. 
Upper-Majzfeld, allo a parochial- village.

The parochial-villages of Leuterſdorf, Vachdorf, and Belrieth, in the laſt 


of which is a citadel. 
2. The Juchſen Grund, lying on the rivulet of Fuchſen, and containing 
in it | 
Juchſen, a parochial-village, in which is a princely domain, and a noble- 
man's ſeat. 
Rutſchenhauſen, or Rixenhauſen, alſo a parochial-village. 
Sophienluft, formerly called the Memelsfeld-hof, which Sophia Elizabeth, 


dutcheſs by marriage of Saxe-Meinungen, purchaſed of the laſt owner 


Baumbach, and cauſed to be enlarged and improved, calling it after her 
own name. 

3. The Sulzfeld-Grund, in which is 

Sulzfeld, a parochial-village. 

Henneberg, alſo a parochial-village, with a domain. On a mountain near 
this village ſtood the ſtem-houſe of the Counts of Henneberg, which build- 
ing, in 1525, was reduced to aſhes by the rebellious peaſants. Prince 
Henry XIII. was the laſt who reſided therein, and alſo died there in 1405. 

Hermansfeld, a parochial-village, near a ſmall lake, and therein an iſland, 
on which formerly ſtood a chapel dedicated to St. Wolfgang, to which fre- 
quent pilgrimages were made. There is now a hunting-houſe ſtanding 
here, which is ſtill called Zum Wolfgang. 

4. The Herpf-Grund, ſeated on the brook of Herpf, and containing 

Herpf, a parochial-village, which is environed with a wall. At this 
place formerly were co-heirs. The adjoining mountain of Zur Gebe is 
reckoned the higheſt in this princely county. 

Bettenhauſen, a parochial-village. 

Seba, a' ſmall village, containing a free farm, and near it a ſmall but very 
deep lake. 


Stepferſbauſen, containing a nobleman's eſtate, together with SE, are 
both parochial-villages. | 

Dreyfigacker, alſo a parochial-village, with a domain belonging to it. 

5. Wilmars, a village, in which alſo are ſome ſubjects of Baron Stein. 
6. Berkach, a village, containing ſubjects both of Wurzburg and Baron

Formerly 
there was an Auguſtine nunnery at this place which anciently belonged to 
the foundation of Hersfeld. King Henry IV. tos frequently reſiding here, 
it was from thence alſo called Kongsbreitungen. |

The other lies before the Nappen- gate, and the water 
of this is only between fix and ſeven loths. The pannery here, or the right 
of ſalt- works, depends on chancery-writ. 
Not far, or at moſt about one quarter of an hour's diſtance from the 
town, is an acid ſpring called the Grundbef. 
On a mountain too at no great diſtance from the town of Salzungen, 
formerly ſtood a citadel, named Frankenſtein, which had its own Lords. 
7. The prefecturate of ALTENSTEIN belonged anciently to the Lords 
Hunden of Wenkheim, together with the high and low juriſdiction thereof; 
but theſe Lords becoming extin in 1722, it reverted, as an open fref, to 
the princely houſe of Saxe- Meinungen.

8. The prefecturate or ancient ſeigniory of Round, formerly belong- 
ing to the Hartenberg- Rombild line of the houſe of Henneberg. Count Ber- 
thold, the laſt of this line, wage a5 conſiderable ſum of money of the 
Counts of Mansfeld, as a ſecurity it mortgaged to them the whole 
ſeigniory of Rombild, This Count therefore dying without heirs in the 
year 1549, the Counts of Mansfeld took 9 of the ſeigniory which 
was oppoſed by the Princes of Henneberg of the Schlemſing line. In 1 555 the 
Counts of Mansfeld ceded to the Dukes of Saxe-Meimar the entire ſucceſ- 
ſion of Rombild, with the mortgages of Lichtenberg and Brucke- 
nau, in exchange for the prefecturate of Oidiſſeben, and the ſum of 50,000 
guldens. After the extinction of the line of Saxe-Rombild in the year 
1710, two thirds of this ſeigniory came to Saxe-Mezinungen, and one third 
to Saxe-Coburg-Saaifeld. In it is 

Rumbild, a town, containing a citadel called the Glucksburg. In. Nombild 
alſo is a ſuperintendency and a Latin ſchool. Near the town- church for- 
merly was a foundation of twelve eanons. In the year 1606 this place 
was almoſt entirely conſumed by fire. In 1676, 1714, and 1723 it ſuf- 
fered again, though not in ſo. great a degree, by the ſame ca- 
lamity. 

OLA mountain not far from the town ſtood the citadel of Hartenberg, or 
Hartburg, formerly the reſidence: of a particular branch of the Henneberg 
line, which afterwards became extinct. Duke Henry of Saxony cauſed ſome 
pleaſure-buildings to be erected at this place in the year 1701. 

The villages of Hayna, Milz, Hindfeld, Mentbauſen, Weſftenfeld, Gleich- 
enbergen, Lind, Sundbeim, Eicha, or by the Ezche, Zeilfeld, and Sulzdorf 
alſo belong to this ſeigniory, together with one half of Schwiggerbauſen, 
the other half of it belonging to the Lords of Bronſart, and the cent or 
hundred of Rothbauſen and Rapperſhauſen, the former of which. villages 
belongs as to the reſt to the cloyſter of Bildbauſen, and the other to the 
family of the Truchſes, In the co-hereditary village of Trap/tad?, the 
pteſecturate of Rombild, the kellery of Konig /bofen, the chapter: of Wurz- 
burg, and the Barons of Fauft are poſſeſſed each of a ſhare, but the Di 
refforium/is veſted in the prefectuate of Rombrld alone.

Tn the centre of the town ſtands an old houſe of 
the Prince's called the Heſenbof. Elizabeth, filter to the Landgrave Pbilip, 
and dutcheſs of Saxony, having made it her place of reſidence towards the

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middle of the ſixteenth century. In this town alſo is a collegiate- church, 
in which were formerly twelve canons, together with a town- church, 
which is poſſeſſed in common by the Lutherans and Caluiniſis, and a Latin 
ſchool. The falt-pits here in conjunCtion with the neighbouring mines of 
iron and ſteel, as alſo the forges, bring in conſiderable adyantages to the 
town, Which carries on a great trade in iron and ſteel wares. The meet- 
ing, which the Proteſtant Princes held here in the years 1529, 1530, 
1531, 1533, 1535, 1540, the league which they concluded here in 
1531, and the theological articles drawn up by Dr. Luther, which they 
cauſed to be confirmed by their teachers, have rendered this town of 
great note in hiſtory,

\. 1. A Tolerable view of this county is to be had in Yetter's chart of 

the principality of Ono/zbach. It is for the moſt part environed by 
the biſhopric of Bamberg, the county of Caſlell, and the ſeigniory of Speck- 
feld; as alſo by the Underland of the principality of Bayreuth, the princi- 
pality of Onolzbach, and the biſhopric of Wurzhurg. This county in its 
greateſt extent, as it lies contiguous, is four German miles long, but in ſome 
parts only half a one, though in others above five quarters of a mile broad.

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F. 2. The inhabitants here are partly of the Proteſtant Lutheran, and 
partly of the NRomiſb church. 

F. 3. The anceſtors of the preſent Princes of Schwarzenberg were origi. 
nally ſtiled Lords of Seinſbeim. Theſe Lords came to be divided into the 
lines of Seinſbeim and Schwarzenberg, the former of which was firſt 
raiſed to the dignity of Baron, and afterwards to that of Count, and 
flouriſhes ſtill in Bavaria. The latter procured that other country in Fran- 
conia, and in 1417 was raiſed to the Gonity of Baron, in 1566 to that of 
Count of the Empire, and in 1671 to the ſtate of Prince, which princely 
dignity Joſeph Adam obtained in 1747 for all his poſterity. Theſe Princes 
ao are poſſeſſed of the princely landgravate of Kletzgau, of the ſeigniory 
of Gimborn and Neuſtadt, of the dutchy of Crumau and ſeveral ſeigniories

: ED The title of the reigning Prince is, Prince of Schwarzenberg, f 
tbe holy Roman Empire princely Landgrave in the Rlettgau, Count of Sulz, 
Duke of Craman, and Lord of Gimborn, of the holy Roman Empire here- 
ditary aulick judge of Rothweil, and Lord of the ſeigniories of Murau, 
Wittingau, Frauenberg, Poſtelberg, Wildſchutz, orlick, Reiffenſtein, 
Dragoniz, Protowin, Winterberg, and Chinau. His arms are a ſhield 
quarterly, the firſt and fourth fields of which are argent and azure, di- 
vided eight fold length wiſe, on account of Schwarzenberg; and in the third 
and fourth quarter is ſeen a black raven picking out the eves of a Turks 
head, in memory of the fortreſs of Raab in Hungary which was taken from 
the Turks in 1598, by Count Adolphus. 

$. 5. In the year 1674 the Princes of Schwarzenberg obtained, on ac- 
count of the princely county of Schwarzenberg, both ſeat and voice in the 
council of the Princes of the Empire, and, ſo early as the year 1672, a 
place on the bench of Princes in the circle of Franconia. Their Imperial 
and Circular matricular evaluation on account of this princely county, and 
likewiſe on account of the ſeigniory of Scinſbeim, is forty-nine florins. To 
each chamber-term they contribute, on account of Schwarzenberg or Ho- 
benlandsberg, ſixteen rixdollars, and on account of Seinſteim thirty-five. 

$. 6. At the citadel of Schwarzberg reſides the princely regency over the 
princely county of Schwarzenberg and the ſeigniory of Sernſhezym. The 
chancery- director here is at the ſame time upper-amtman of the nine pre- 
fecturates, of which both cougtries conſiſt, and over which is alſo appointed 
a Centgrave whoſe buſineſs is to took to the criminal juriſdiction.

Who in the circle of Franconia have obtained both voice and ſeat on 
the bench of Princes, are derived from the following origin. The 
Pfalzgrave Frederick the Viftorious, who after the death of his brother 
Lewis IV. in the year 1449, took upon him the guardianſhip of his ſon 
Philip then under age, but afterwards retained the eleQorate-palatine for 
life; made, indeed, a promiſe that he would never marry, but notwith- 
ſtanding this promiſe took Clara of Tettingen, or Dettingen, to wife, on 
whom he begat two legitimate ſons, named Frederick and Lewis, and 
to theſe he bequeathed the ſeigniories of Scharfeneck, Weinsberg, Neuſtadt 
on the Rocher, Meckmubl, Utzberg, and Umſtadt, but with conſent of his 
brother's ſon Philip, whom he adopted and appointed as his fon and ſuc- 
ceflor in the electorate. But Frederick the elder of his two ſons dying in 
1474, he allotted theſe ſeigniories in inheritance to His younger ſon Lewrs. 
After his death, however, the Pfalzgrave Philip obtaining the electorate, he 
allowed the faid Lewis only the ſeigniory of Scharfeneck, claiming all the 
reſt to himſelf; and on the contrary gave him the county of Lowenſtein, 
which has been already deſcribed ; which county he was obliged, in the 
year 1510, to receive in fief as a ſubject of Duke Ulrich of Wurtemberg, 
whence as at that time ſo it alſo yet ſtands under the ſovereignty of Wur- 
timberg. The Emperor Maximilian created this Lewis a Count, and from 
him it is that the preſent Princes and Counts of Lowenftein-Wertheim de- 
rive their deſcent. This Count died in 1524. His grandſon Count Lew: 
married Anna, third daughter to Count Leuis of Stolberg, Konig ſtein, 
and Wertheim, by which marriage the counties of Wertherm, Rochefort, 
and Montaign, together with the ſeigniories of Breuberg, Herbemont, and 
Chaſſepierre devolved to the houſe of Lowenſtein. This Count alſo died 
in 1611. His ſon, Count Chriftopher Lewis, married Elizabeth, daughter 
to Count Joachim of Manderſcheidt, and thus brought the county of Vir- 
nenburg, with other eſtates, . to the houſe of Lowenſtein. This Count 
Chriſtopher is the founder of the elder and Proteſtant line of this houſe, 
which is ſtiled the Lowenſ/tein-Wertheim-Virnenburg line, and ſtill continues 
in the State of Counts. His brother, Count Jobn Theode -ick, founded the 
Roman-catholic line of Lowenſtein-Wertheim-Rochefort, which, in the year 
1711, obtained the dignity of Prince of the Empire, and of theſe we are 
here properly to treat. In the year 1730 this line was admitted in the circle 
of Franconia to the bench of Princes, on a promiſe of accepting and 
paying down a matricular evaluation of fixteen florins, till ſuch _ 8 ; 
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ſhould have provided itſelf with immediate Imperial eſtates, on which the 
uſual evaluation, and that ſuitable to a Prince of the ciccle might be grounded. 
At the Diet of the RY it as yet enjoys neither place nor voice in the 
council of the Princes thereof, And as the princely voice in the circle of 
Franconia is not founded on the ſhare which this line poſſeſſes in the county 
of Wertheim, ſo the deſcription of that county is not to be ſought for 
here but lower down, under the countries in its proper place.

1. F this county Mr. Charles Chapuzet has delineated a 
O land chart, 7 hich * heirs 2 to be engraved in P3 
and in the Atlas of Germany is the ſeventy-firſt. 

F. 2. This county borders on the maſterdom of Mergentheim, the bi- 
ſhopric of Wurzburg, the pry territory of Hazfeld, the principality of 
Onolzbach, the territories of the Imperial cities of Rotenburg and Swabian- 
Hall, the dutchy of Wurtemberg, and a part of the electorates of Mentz, 
as alſo on the palatinate. According to Chapuzet's chart, its greateſt extent 
from weſt to eaſt is about five German miles and three quarters, and from 
north to ſouth ſix and a half. It was anciently much larger, and formed 
nearly one third of all Franconia. Its name it derives from the family ſeat 
of Hohenloch, otherwiſe called Holloch, Honloch, Holla, &c. which ſtood not 
far from the preſent Brandenburg-Onolzbach town of Ufenheim, near the 
village of Hollach. 

F. 3. It has its mountains, valleys, and plains. - The ſouth-ſide of the 
firſt furniſhes the traveller with a proſpect of fine vineyards, which in ſome 
places adjoin to each other for ſeveral hours diſtance. The north-ſide is 
6497 for agriculture, and on the tops of theſe mountains are commonly 
ound valuable woods of oak, fir, pine, beech, and birch, in which a 
great variety of game find ſhelter. In the valleys is good meadow-ground, 
whence alſo the breed of cattle here is goon Their agriculture alſo turns 
to good account, particularly about Yebringen and Kupferzell. At Weiſz- 


bach is a falt-work. At Mainbard, Haſſelbronn and Under-Eppach are medi- 
cinal ſprings.

F. 4. This county contains in it ten cities, three market-towns, and 
twelve citadels. 

$. 5- The Reformation, which was begun here in 1540 was thorough 
completed in 1556; ſo that ever ſince that time the whole country has ac- 
knowledged the Proteſtant Lutheran church. But in 1667 Count Lewis 
Guſtavus of Hebenlohe-Schillingsfurft going over to the Roman-catholic church, 
and his elder brother Count Chriſtian ot Hohenlohe-Bartenſlein ſoon after 
following him, hereupon aroſe many vexations and grievances to the 
Proteſtant ſubjects in the Hobenlobe-M aldenburg countries, at that time under 
Counts, but now under Princes, from the year 1718, though ſtill more 
from 1728, and moſt of all from 1744. The ſtate of the church here is 
as follows : Firſt, there are three churches in common belonging to the 
whole houſe of Hobenlobe, namely thoſe at Oebringen, and the feudal 
parifhes of W 2 and Schupf, of which a larger account has been 
given below. Next, there are till fifty-nine pariſhes in the county; for 
to the principal line of Neuenſlein belong thirty-ſeven, and to that of Va. 
denburg twenty-two. About the year 1579 was erected a general or upper 
conſiſtory at Ochringen, before which all caſes of greateſt importance in 
the church, and likewiſe the matrimonial affairs of the whole county were 
to be brought. At that time alſo conſiſtorial regulations in common were 
made; but as all manner of inconveniences were found to ariſe there- 
from, ſo matters relating thereto were decided at the Proteftant adminiſ- 
tration- office of Oehringen, or at the particular conſiſtory and the inſpection- 
office in each ſeigniory to which they belonged, though always according 
to the rule of the above-mentioned conſiſtorial regulations; or if they re-

F. 7. According to Mr. Hanſelmann's reſearches and illuſtration of the origin 
and propagation of the family of Hehenlobe, we muſt form to ourſelves the 
following conception of it. Conrad the Miſe, Duke in Franconia and Lor- 
rain, had a ſon named Otto, whoſe third ſon Cuno, or Conrad, gave tiſe 
to che younger line of this ducal Franconian family, and whoſe ſhare in the 
dutchy of Eaff-Franconia conliſted chiefly of the country between the _

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and the Tauber, in that tract where the citadels of Hohenlech, Braunecb and 
Speckfeldr, and the fort of Bernbeim lie. The third fon of this laſt, wiz; 
Hermann Count of Eaft-Franconia, who lived towards the cloſe of the 
tenth, and in the beginning of the eleventh century, was poſſeſſed in the 
dutchy of Franconia principally of a ſhare in the countries on the Tauber 
g/, and Kocher, of which the county of Hobenlobe at this very day con- 
fiſts, His great reputation appears from hence, namely that he had for 
his conſort in his ſecond marriage the mother of the Emperor Conradus Sas 
licus, But that Princeſs being his aſſigned father's brother's widow, and 
ſuch marriages being at that time with difficulty allowed; we ſhould with 
fill greater probability derive this Count Hermann, to whom all the Counts 
of Hobenlobe owe their original, from Duke Eberhard of Franconia, bro- 
ther to King Conrad I. as the ſolidly learned Mr. Counſellor Chriftian Lud- 
wig maintains we ought to do. Be this as it will, Siegyreid the eldeſt ſon 
of this Count Hermann founded the old extinct hne of Hbenlobe at 
Weickerſheim, and from the ſecond fon Eberhard, who reſided at the citadel 
of Hobenloch, is deſcended the prefent houſe of Hobenlabe. Ulrich and 
Gidfrey, ſons to the latter, and who lived in the twelfth century, ſeem firſt 
to have ſtiled themſelves from the citadel of Habenloch. Ulrich had his reſi- 
dence at Ufenheim, and probably from him deſcended the Dynaſtæ of 
Ufenbeim and Speckfeld, who occur till the cloſe of the thirteenth century. 
Count Godfrey is the firft known Burggrave of Nurnberg. Frederick the 
Elder, grandſon to this laſt, had in his fon Conrad two ſons, named 
Godfrey and Conrad, who ſhared the lands of Habenlobe among them. Con- 
rad the younger fixed his reſidence at the caſtle of Brauneck, there found- 
ing a peculiar line; but the elder Count, named Godfrey, retained his re- 
ſidence at the caſtle of FHÞbenloch. From Albrecht, eldeſt fon to the latter, 
is deſcended the line of Spechfeld, which became extinct in 1412; and the 
ſecond fon, Crato, or Craft I. propagated the ſtill flouriſhing houſe, 
George his grandſon in the fifth generation, and who died in 1551, is 
the general ſtem-father to the preſent Counts; his ſon by his firſt wife, 
namely Lewis Caſimir, founding the principal line of Neuenſtein, and his 
lon, by a ſecond venter, named Eberhard, founding the principal line of 
Maldenburg. |

9. 1, T HE county of Caſtell lies for the moſt part on the Steigerwald, 

between the princely county of Schwarzenberg, the ſeigniory of 
Limburg-Speckfeld, the biſhopric of Wurzburg, and the Brandenburg- 
Onlzbach prefecturate of Lyttle-Lankbeirm. The prefecturate of Remlingen 
is environed by the biſhopric of Wurzburg and the county of Wertherm. 
It was formerly far more conſiderable than at preſent, but by wars, bad oe- 
conomy, inſolence, diviſion among the brothers, and the erection of cloyſters, 
has been greatly reduced. The biſhopric of Wurzburg has in particular 
drought to itſelf ſome conſiderable places in this county, as for inſtance the: 
towns of Gerolzbofen and Volkach, (the latter of which is mortgaged to the 
diſhopric) and alſo that of Schwarzach. 

9. 2. The Counts of Caſtell are deſcended from the old Dukes of Ea/t- 
Franken, by means of the Counts of Rothenburg, yet Count Gerlach, who 
lived about the year 1019, and ſome of the ſucceeding Counts ſtiled them- 
klves Counts of Hoben-Caftell, by way of diſtinction from the WIT 

| alle 
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Caſtell in the Nordgau, from whom the now extin& Counts of Sulzbach 
derived their deſcent. In the thirteenth century the houſe of Caſtel] di- 
vided itſelf into three branches. The firſt of theſe branches ſprung from 
Count Henry Il. and became extin& in his ſons; the ſecond aroſe from 
Count Hermann III. and ended in his grandſons; and the third from Count 
Frederick II. who has propagated that line. Conrad III. and George III. 
ſons to Count Wolfgang, who conſiderably improved the county and died 
in the year 1546, divided it, in conſequence of their father's will, into two 
equal ſhares. Their brother, Henry V. who at firſt was an eccleſiaſtic, 
obtained of his brother George, after the death of Conrad, one half of his 
ſaid brother's ſhare, and both of them entered into an agreement, in the 
year 1586, on account of the diviſion of the county. Wolfgang VI. fon to 
Count George III. who founded the principal line of Remlingen, had for his 
ſucceſſor Wolfgang George, who divided his ſeigniory in ſuch a manner that 
his eldeſt fon, Wolfgang Theodorick, had his ſeat at Caftell, and Frederick Mag- 
nus, the younger ſon, his at Remlingen. Godfrey II. fon to Count George III. 
founded the principal line of Rudenhauſe b | 

F. 3. This county is at preſent, for the moſt part, a fief of Vuraburg. 
but the Counts enjoy alſo their own conſiderable feodal-court ; in motters 
relating to which they do not regulate themſelves by the biſhop's feodal-court, 
but by the rights commonly preſcribed. Ever fince the year 1168, they 
have been hereditary cup-bearers to the biſhopric of Wurzbarg. By virtue 
of the hereditary union entered into, in the year 1560, between Count 
Conrad III. Henry V. and George III. which was afterwards confirmed by 
the Emperors Ferdinand I. in 1562, and by Maximilian II. in 1566, cach 
particular ſenior of the whole family is at the ſame time adminiſtrator of 
the feodal ſeignories of the whole houſe, and is inveſted only with the office 
of hereditary cup-bearer by the biſhopric of Wurzburg. 

$. 4. The arms of the Counts of Caſtel! are a ſhield quarterly gules and 


$. 5. At the Diet of the Empire they are poſſeſſed of two voices in the 
college of the Imperial Counts of Franconia; and in the circle of Fran- 
conia they enjoy ſeat and voice betwixt Hohenlobe and Wertheim. Their ma- 
tricular-evaluation to the Empire and Circle, fince the year 1678, has been 
only eighteen florins ; that is to fay, on account of Caſtell four florins, 
thirty kruitzers ; on account of Remlingen the like ſum ; and on account of 
Rugenhauſen, nine florins. To each chamber-term this county pays eighteen 
rixdollars, eighty-four kruitzers and a half.

bach prefecturate of Lttle-Lankberm, which belongs to the upper-prefec- 
turate of Uſenherm, is yet commonly called the prefecturate of Caſtell.

F. 1. T HE county of Wertheim lies betwixt the archbiſhopric of Mentz 
and the brſhopric of VWuraburg, a part of it being bounded alſo 
by the county of Erbach. The Mayn runs Kg it, and in this county 


tions it yields alſo a good growth of wine. 
S. 2. The ancient Counts of Wertheim in 1398 divided this county into 
two parts and ſeveral governments. Count John, the elder brother, ob- 
tained for his fhare the town of Vertbein, together with the prefecturates 
of Remlingen, Freudenberg, and Lautenbach; and Count Michael, the 
younger brother, the ſeigniory of Breuberg, together with the prefecturate 
of Schwanberg. From this diviſion aroſe two ſevetal lines in this houſe, 
but theſe lines, in 15 56, became extinct in male heirs in the perſon 
of Count Michae/. By his conſort Catharine Counteſs of Stelberg and 
Konightein he left a daughter four months old, and named Barbara, 
who died fourteen days after him, and to her ſucceeded her mother. His 
father-in-law, Count Lewis of Stolberg and Kznightein, endeavoured to 
bring over the fief of the county of Mertbeim to himſelf and poſterity, and 
in 1556 actually obtained the regalia from the Empire, together with the 
Bohemian and Fuldan fiefs. He alſo exerted himſelf in reſpect to thoſe of 
Wurzburg, and in the ſame year a capitulation was propoſed to him by the 
Muraburg chancery, by which the Wurzburg fiefs were greatly extended. 
Accepting them therefore, as is faid in behalf of the Lowen/tein fide, out of 
ignorance; he obtained the inveſtiture for himſelf, the male-heirs of his body, 
and both his eldeſt daughters, v/z. the above-mentioned Catberine, Counteſs 
dowager of Wertheim, who afterwards married Philip Count of Ebenſein; 


and Elizabeth, who was firſt conſort to Count Theodorick of ae, 
5 an 


and afterwards, namely in 1594, to William, Baron of Krichingen. His 
third daughter, Anne, conſort to Count Lewis of Lowenſtein, was paſſed 
over in the capitulation; notwithſtanding which the father ordered in 1 566 
that all his daughters ſhould make the beſt of, enjoy and poſſeſs his allotted 
counties and ſeigniories, to be held in equal ſhares by them and their poſ- 
terity : Which paternal ordination the three K9nigfein husbands to theſe 
daughters, namely the Counts of Eberftein, Manderſcheidt, and Lowenſtein, 
ſolemnly accepted and confirmed. But Count Lewis of Stolberg and - 
nig/tein dying in 1574, Count Lewis of Lowenſtein in his own name, and 
that of his lady and male-heirs, in conjunction with both his brothers-in- 
law Ebenſtein and Manger ſcheit, took poſſeſſion of the county. In 1576 
theſe three ſharers came to an agreement relating to the government thereof 
in common. But the ſecond Konig/tein heireſs, being married in 1 594 to 
William, Baron of Krichingen, this laſt ſought to annull the father's ordi- 
nation, for which reaſon Lowenſtein refuſed to admit him into the partner- 
ſhip. It is true, that in 1596 mY came to a previous agreement, but that 
agreement was not adhered to; fo far from it that this ſecond ſiſter, who 
was married to the Baron of Krichingen, after the death of her eldeſt ſiſter, 
cauſed Julius biſhop of Wurzburg, in the name of the Wurzburg inveſti- 
ture, and under a pretence that Anne, Counteſs of Lowenſtein, was incapa- 
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ble thereof, to deprive the latter and her huſband in 1598, by force og 


arms, of the greateſt part of the county of Vertbeim. But at laſt the 
Lowenſtein houſe arrived to the quiet poſſeſſion of their ſhare of the county, 
which it till retains, | 

The origin, hiſtory, and diviſion of the Lowenſtein or Lowenſtein-Wer-

A conſiderable part of the county of Wertheim, the biſhopric of 
Warzburg, on the extinction of the old Counts, brought to itſelf, and a ſmall 
ſhare thereof is likewiſe come to the Counts of Ca/te//. The reſt the Princes 
and Counts of Lowen/tein-IVertheim poſſeſs ; but as I am not abls juſtly

to aſſign the preſent ſhare of the latter, it is moſt adviſable to deſcribe the 
county according to the ſtate in which-it was poſſeſſed by the laſt Counts 
thereof. Thoſe parts therefore which have deſcended: to Wurzburg and 
Caftell ſhall be taken notice of ſo far as I am acquainted with them, but 
think it neceſſary here once for all to obſerve that the places and eſtates 
next following, are partly Imperial. Bohemian, Wurzburg, and Fuldan 
fiefs ; and partly alſo Wertheim property. Thus to the ancient county of 


1. Wertheim, the capital thereof, lying on the river Mayn, which at this 
place receives into it the Tauber, after having divided the town. In it are 
two Lowenſtein-IWertbeim reſidentiary palaces, as alſo a pariſh-church, at 
which in 1419 was founded a- canenry, and which the Lutherans as well 
as Roman-catholics make uſe of in common, together with a Latin ſchool. 
The. magiſtracy. here however is wholly Proteſtant: The town with its 
appendages, and the old Weribeim ſtem- houſe, are held in fief from the 
crown of Bohemia ;. but one third of the criminal juriſdiction of Wertheim is 
a fief of Wurzburg. On the other fide of the Mayn lies Kreutz-Wertheim. 

At the entrance of the town lies the conſiderable ſeat of Zur Alen 
Heid, which is alſo a Bobemian hef. 

2. The prefecturate of REMLINGEN, containing. 

1. Remlingen, a market-town, in which the houſe of Lowenſtein-Wertbein,

The ſeigniory of Breuberg belongs in common to the houſes of Low- 
mhein-Werthim and Erbach, being a fief of Fulda. The ancient Lords 
of Breuberg were a conſiderable houſe. Their male line became extinct 
in the fourteenth century in the perſons of Arrees and Eberhard, Lords 
of Breuberg, each of whom was poſſeſſed of one half of this ſeigniory. 
Arroes, who died ſo early as the year 1329, bequeathed his half to his 
daughter Mechtild, her husband, and their heirs; and in caſe ſhe died 
without iſſue, to her ſiſter Cunigunda, who was married to Conrad of Trym-

Mary, aunt by the father's ſide to Michael the laſt Count 
of Wertheim, and conſort to Eberhard Schenkens, Lord of Erbach, was, in 
1549, declared by virtue of a cameral ſentence heireſs to the ſixth part of 
the inheritance of her late father; but in 1551 came to the followins ® 
agreement concerning this right of inheritance, namely, that as long as 

Ccunt Michael of Wertheim ſhould leave behind him legitimate male heirs 
of his body, they ſhould enjoy it; but in caſe of his death without male 
heirs, the ſons of the Countels Mary, Counts of Erbach, or their ligitimate 
male heirs and poſterity were to ſucceed to her portion of the ſeigniory of 
Breuberg, which laſt accordingly happened. The above-mentioned ſhare of 
Luctart in one half of the ſeigniory of Breuberg came by her ſecond mar- 
riage to the houſe of Epflein. Her grandſon Eberhard of Epſtein ceded 
this ſhare in 1441, with right of redemption, to his ſon-in-law Philip 
Schenken Lord of Erbach, for the ſum of gooo guldens of Francfort cur- 
rency. And Anne the laſt daughter of the houſe of Epllein marrying Bots 
Count of Stolberg, ſhe brought the rizht of redemption to one half of Breuberg 
to the Stolberg houſe, of which alſo Count Lewis of Konig ftein and Stol- 
berg availed himſelf, and redeemed the Epſlein half of the ſeigniory of 


his three daughters, as mentioned above (5. 2.) in the hiſtory of the 
county of Wertheim. And thus it continued for a long time in the poſeſ- 
ſion of three Lords; but the families of Eberſtein and Manderſcheidt becom- 
ing extinct, it deſcended to the houſe of Lowenſtein-Wertbeim alone, in 
which houſe alſo it ſtill continues, though that of Stolberg is by no means 
ſatisfied with it, but even yet bears the ſeigniory of jk = m its title. 
This ſeigniory conſtitutes a prefecturate which Lowenſtein-Wertheim and

Breuberg, a ſtrong mountain-citadel, ſeated on the rivulet of Mumling, 
and containing a chapel. The coſtly aquaiſats, which formerly furniſhed 
this citadel with water, were demoliſhed by Turenne in the year 1675 
but there is ſtill a very deep well in the citadel, 

Sandbach, a parochial-village, fituated below Breuberg, to the church of 
which the citadel is united, and the laſt Vertbeim Counts, who were Lords 
of Breuberg, lie buried in it. 

Neuſtadt in the Reſenav, which has the title of a ſmall town, but 1s 


incor- 
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incorporated into one pariſh with Sandbach. In its church Divine Service 
i performed only every fourteen days. 

Hoch, or Hoeſt, a lous borough with a Proteſtant pariſh-church in 
i, lying on the river ling, and formerly containing a Benedictine nun- 

, which ſtood under the inſpection of Fulda. This place belonged 

to the Elector- palatine. 5 

Grumbach, Crumparb, or 1 a village, which had an- 
cently Lords of its own, but which probably belonged to the Breuberg 
line. This place takes its furname from the river Mumling, on which it 
ſtands. 
Kirch-Brambach, other wiſe called Braubach or Branbacb, a parochial- 
village with a Proteſtant church in it, and formerly containing a citadel. 
Bellſtein, or Beilſtein, a village. 
Seckmauern, a vi lage with a church in it, which had formerly a curate 
of its own, but is now incorporated into one pariſh with that of 
Vielbrun, a parochial-village. 
8. The prefecturate of LiTTLE-HeuBacn, or HE1BAcn, alſo called 
HeipBacn, which has its ſeit in the market-town of that name, lying on 
' the river Mayn, and being well-built and inhabited. In this town is a 
citadel, and in 1753 it obtained the right of holding yearly two fairs for 
horſes and cattle. Hub, was dupoſed of by the Counts of Erbach in 
the year 1721 to Prin e Dominicus of Lowenſtein-Wertheim, but on con- 
dition that on the extinction of his male line the place ſhould revert 
gratis to it in the ſtate it ſhould then happen to be, no account of any 
charges for its improvement or other expences being to be brought to the 
male heirs of the houſe Erbach at ſuch tune extant; and that in cale the 
female deſcendants of Lotenſtein-Mertbeim ſhould oppoſe it, the male line 
of Erbach ſhould be entitled of their own authority, and that without any 
judicial proceedings, to enter upon poſſeſſion of the Eſcheat, But if 
the male line of Erbach ſhould drop firſt, and after them alſo the male 
line of Loawenſtern, that in ſuch caſe the daughters of both ſides or their 
heirs were to divide Little-Heibach among them in ſuch manner that the 
heirs of each line ſhould obtain one half thereof. The ProtePant ſubjects 
were to be in no wile aggrieved in the exerciſe of their religion, nor the 
Stmultaneum to be introduced into the pariſh-church there, and neither in 
nor near the borough any Roman-catholic chapel to be built, but the 
princely houſe was to confine the exerciſe of the R:man-cathclic religion, 
both for itſelf, its court, and officers, to the limits of the citadel. The 
Proteſtant curate was to be appointed by the princely houſe, but the perſon 
ſo pitched upon was to be-referred for examination to the conſiſtory of 
Erbach, and on obtaining from thence a gocd teſtimony to be conſecrated 
and preſented by one or two curates out of the ſeigniory of Breuberg. That 


when ever the Proteſtant curate or ſchoolmaſter, or the ſubje&s of ow 
place- 
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place ſhould think themſelves interrupted or agrieved in the quiet and full 


enjoyment of their revenues and the exerciſe of the Proteſtant religion, and 
the miſunderſtanding ſhould be of ſuch a nature as not to be adjuſted in a 
friendly manner, both houſes were in ſuch caſes to chooſe certain arbitrators 
for the judicial deciſion of the ſame.; and in caſe the houſe of Lowenſtein 
ſhould be negligent in this point, or refuſe to abide by the determination of 
the arbitrators, the houſe of Erbach ſhould be entitled to redeem the bo- 
rough with its appendages, on paying down the redemption money, Gc. 

Rem. The houſe of Lowenſtein-Wertheim is alſo poſſeſſed of the county 
of Lowenſtein under the juriſdiction of the Duke of Wurtemberg, (ſee above, 
p. 214, as likewiſe of the ſeigniories of Chaſſepierre, Cugnon, Herbemont, 
Feullr, Orgeo, Havreſſe, Hatton, and of one third of Neuchateau in the 
dutchy of Luxemburg, (ſee Vol. iv. p. 280 ;) as alſo of the county of Virnen- 
burg in the circle of Weſiphalia, (ſee Vol. iv. p. 484 ; and the ſeveral ſeigni- 
ories in Bohemia, as namely Heyde and Alt/attel, both which lie in the 
Pilſner circle, &c. together with ſeveral places belonging to the eſtates 
of the immediate nobility of the Empire. |

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E HE county of Rieneck (not Rerneck) is environed by the archbiſhopric 
of Mentz, the county of Hanau, and the biſhopric of Wurzburg be- 


ing ſituated on what is called the Spart. This county had anciently 


ſome conſiderable Counts of its own, who held their eſtates in fief of the 
Elector of Mentz, the biſhopric of Furzburg, and the EleQtor-palatine. 
Their line became extinct in 1559 in the perſon of Count Philip, upon 
which the county was divided as follows: that is to ſay, the biſhopric of Jurz- 
burg reſumed its fiefs, which confiſted of the prefecturates of Rothenfel:, 
Schonrain, and Aura in the Sinnegrund, already mentioned. But the pre- 
fecturate of Wildenſtein, or cantred of Eſchau, a palatine fief, was ceded in 
property by the Elector-palatine in the year 1560 to the Counts of Erbach ; 
and the reſt of this county fell to the archbiſhopric of Mentæ, which firſt 
ſettled a part of it on Margaret, of the houſe of Erbach, relict to the laſt 
Count thereof, but afterwards difpoſed of the faid part in fief, in the year 
1673, to Count John Hartwig of Neoſtitz, and in 1684 one half alſo of the 
Biebergrund, together with a fourth of the little town of Rzeneck, and 


the village of Scbaibach to the Counts of Hanau. The Elector of * 
0 
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ſo early as the year 1567, was admitted, on account of this county, in the 
afſembly of the circle of Franconia to feat and voice; beſides which the 
right of ſeat and voice on account of this county at the Diets of Franconia, 
and likewiſe at that of the Empire, and the college of the Counts of 
Franconia was diſpoſed of to the above-mentioned Count of Neftitzz. At 
preſent this county pays to each Roman month twenty-eight florins, namely 
on account of Rzeneck eight florins, fiſty-four kruitzers; and on account 
of Lobr nineteen florins, fix kruitzers. Under the nine hundred rixdollars, 
twenty-one kruitzers and a half, which the elector of Mentz pays to each 
chamber-term, is alſo included his evaluation for Rieneck. We are to re- 
mark here 

1. The ſhare of the Counts of Rieneck in this county, containing in it 

Rieneck, a ſmall town and citadel, ſeated on the rivulet of Sinn, and of 
which the county of Hanau is poſſeſſed of one fourth. See Vol. iv. 

Schaibach, a village, alſo ſeated on the Sinn, of which likewiſe the county 
of Hanau poſſeſſes one fourth. 

2. The ſhare of the archbiſhopric of Mentæ, or the preſecturate of 
Lou, to which belongs 

Libr, a ſmall town, near which the rivulet of the fame name falls into 
the Mayn. At this place alſo is a rural chapter, and a very good manu- 
fcture for the making of glaſſes and mirrours.

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9.1. O F the county of Erbacb, Bernard Kanzler has delineated a chart 

which is to be found in the Atlas of Blaeu and Janſſon. This 
chart however ſtands in need of improvement and diſtribution, In 
Sconeider's hiſtory and lineage- table of the houſe of Erbach is alſo to be 
met another chart of this county. 

\. 2. The county of Erbach lies on the Odenwalde, being environed by 
the archbiſhopric of Mentz, the electorate-palatine, the upper county of 
Katzenelnbogen, and a part of the county of Wertheim. Its length amounts 
to above five and its breadth to four German miles and a half. 

9. 3. It is indeed a mountainous country, but well cultivated, and alſo 
pretty fruitful, The more barren lands are ſuffered to reſt between five 
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and ten years; after which the buſhes, heath, and whatever elſe they are 
over-run with, are cut down in time of harveſt, dug and tore out with the 
roots, and a part alſo of the turf, and being laid together in heaps, as ſoon 
as they. become dry, are ſet on fire; the aſhes of which are ſpread abroad, 
and then is the land ploughed up and ſown. This labour is called grubbing. 
In general there are cultivated yearly in this county about 73,911 coombs 
of rye, ſpelt, wheat, barley, oats and buck-wheat, which are ſufficient for 
the uſe of the inhabitants. They alſo cultivate yearly to the amount of 
44,000 coombs of potatoes. The beſt paſtures and meadows here lie in 
the vallies. There are alſo annually prepared at leaſt three hundred cent- 
ners of pot-aſh in this county. The wine in the prefecturate of Schonberg 
on the Bergſiraſz is called the Berg/traſzer ; but that which grows near 
Reichenberg is better and not unlike Rheni/h. The wine of Wildenſtein alſo 
is good, but the other wines here are of no great value. Its foreſts are 
become thin, and many pieces of ground which were formerly taken up 
with woods have been converted into arable land; but at preſent they begin 
again to plant wood. The breeding of cattle here is pretty conſiderable. 
There are good ſtone-quarries and marble here. Formerly, but-that- only 
tor a little while, ſome mines of ſilver, copper, lead and quickſilver were 
Likewiſe worked here, and there are even ſtill ſome good mines of iron, 
which are kept open; and in the ſmelting-furnace near Funſtenau are 
yearly ſmelted, within the ſpace of twenty weeks, about 3360 centners of 
that metal; and near Michel/tad?, and in. the villages of Scbellnbach and 
Gammelsbach are iron forges. The rivulets which take their riſe in this 
country, among which the Mumling is the principal, all diſcharge themſelves 
into the Mayn, Rhine and Nectar, and abound in fiſh. 

F. 4. The inhabitants amount to between twenty-three and twenty-four 
thouſand fouls. The country, as well as the houſe of Erbach, profeſſes 
itſelf of the Lutheran church. Its exports conſiſt of fine meal made of 
ſpelt, oats, buck-wheat, wood, coals, pot- aſn, cattle, iron, nuts, honey and 
wax. The wooll produced here is manufactured into cloth, 

F. 5. The ancient Dynaſtæ of Erbach, after their attainment of the pala- 
 tine-othice of hereditary cup-bearer, generally ſtyled themſelves Schenken, or 
cup-bearers, of Erbach, or Schenken Lords of Erbach. In the year 1532, 
the Emperor Charles V. with the conſent of Lewis, the EleCtor-palatine, 
raiſed Schenten Eberhard, Lord of Erbach, and the legitimate heirs of 
his body and deſcendants, to the State of Counts of the Empire, and the 
ſeigniory of Erbach to the degree of a county. Count: George Albrecht, 
great-grandſon to the ſaid Eberhard, who died in the year 1647, bad, among 
other children, two ſons, who founded two principal lines of the houſe of 
Erbach: that is to fay, Count George Lewis that of Erbach, and Count 
George Albrecht that of Furſtenau. The former of theſe lines became extinct 
in the year 1731, in the perſon of Count Frederick Charles, upon 3

ſhare in this country fell to the latter, which is divided again into three 
lines; namely, into thoſe of Erbach-Erbach, Erbach-Schonberg and Erbach- 
Furſtenau. 

0h The county of Erbach is for the moſt part a fief of the Elector- 
palatine, and on the raiſing of the houſe of Erbach to the dignity of Counts, 
the feodal-rights were expreſsly reſerved to that of the Elector. The office 
of hereditary cup-bearer, which the Counts of Erbach hold in fief of the 
EleRor-palatine, was firſt obtained by George, Lord of Erbach, who lived 
in the firſt half of the thirteenth century ; but, according to others, his 
grandfather Eberhard, Lord of Erbach, who is placed in the twelfth century, 
was the firſt hereditary cup-bearer to the palatinate on the Rhine. 

5.7. The title of this family is, Counts of Erbach and Lords of Breuberg. 
Their arms are a ſhield quarterly, whoſe firſt and fourth quarters are divided 
gules and argent; on the former of which they have two ſtars argent, but 
on the latter a ſtar gules, for the county of Erbach. The ſecond and 
third quarters have two feſſes gules, in a field argent, for the ſeigniory of 
Breuberg. 

\. 8, The Counts of Erbach are poſſeſſed of two voices at the Diet of the 
Empire in the college of the Counts of Franconia. At the circle of the ſame 
they fit between Rieneck and Limburg. To each Roman month they pay 
forty florins, and to one chamber-term twenty-ſeven rix-dollars, two kruit- 
zers and a half. | 

9. 9. At Micbelſtadt is a regency in common, and likewiſe a common 
ſuperintendency of the Counts of Erbach. The affairs of the Empire and 
Circle are managed in common by a privy-council, 

F.10, To the county of Erbach belong the following prefecturates: viz. 

Erbach, anciently called Erdtpach, an old citadel and a ſmall town, ſeated 
in a narrow valley amidſt high mountains on the river Mumling. The pro- 
per and original town of Erbach conſiſts only of fixteen houſes, which 
ſtand by the citadel, and together with it, are ſurrounded with a wall; but 
without this wall many other houſes have been built, which have the appear- 
ance of a ſuburb. This place was incorporated anciently into one pariſh with 
Mcheliadt, but obtained a chapel, which at length acquired the right of a 
pariſh-church. | 

The village of Erbach lies at no great diſtance from the town, and 
through it runs a rivulet which on a meadow hard by the town finks into the 
earth, and below it paſſes through a mountain, on the other fide of which, 
=_ — the Stockbeim mill, it iſſues out again, and at length runs into the 

mling. 

Waurzberg, a village, which is partly the property of Erbach, but for the 
moſt part is a fief of Hefſe-Darmſtadt. The latter ſhare in it is poſſeſſed by 
the family of Ingelheim. This place pays taxes to the canton of Odenzeald.

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2. The prefecturate of MicueLSTADF.

to it, though as a He/tan fief, was ſold in the year 1714, after many diſputes 
about it, by the houſe of Erbach to Heſſe-Darmſlad! for the ſum of 207 500 
florins. It conſiſted of the following places: viz. Dannenberg, or Tannen- 
berg, a citadel, which was laid waſte in 1399 ; of Seebeim, a village ſitu- 
ated below it; of Bickenbach, alſo a village, near which was ſituated the 
citadel of Bickenbach, which was the family ſeat of the ancient lords of 
Bickenbach; and likewiſe of the villages of Alsbach,. Bedenkirchen, Balkbau- 
ſen, Great-Robrbeim, Jugenbeim, Staffeln, Malchen and Wurzelbach. Theſe 
places belong, to this very day, to Zwingenberg, which is an upper-prefec- 
turate of Heſſe-Darmſtadt. See above, p.75. The houſe of Erbach has 
been poſſeſſed alſo of a ſhare in the fortreſs of Habizheim and its appendages 
but this fortreſs, in the years 1530 and 1664, was alienated to others, and 
et preſent is principally poſſeſſed by the houſe of Lewenftein-Wertheim. 
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F. 1. OF the proper ſeigniory of Limburg, Homann heirs, in the year 
1749, publiſhed a chart, which in the Atlas of Germany conſti- 
tutes the ſeventy- ſecond, and took its riſe from the meaſurements which the 
Lords of-the county cauſed to be made ; but might and ought to have been 
much more accurate than it is. | 
$. 2. This ſeigniory lies in Swabia, being environed by the dutchy of 
Wurtemberg, the provoſtſhip of Elwangen, the principality of Onolzbach and 
the territory of the Imperial city of Swabian-Hall; and in its greateſt ex- 
cent, from ſouth to north, is almoſt five German miles, but from welt to 
eaſt only four and a half. The ſeigniory of Speckfeld, which belongs to it, 
lies in Franconia, being environed by the princely county of Schrwarzenterg, 


the 
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the ſeigniory of Seinſheim, the county of Caſtell and the biſhopric of 
Wurzburg. In length above two German miles, and between one and 
one and a quarter broad. Through the former runs the river Kocher, 
which in it receives the rivulets and brooks of Roth, Eibach, Egelſ- 
bach, &c. having their riſe therein. The rivulet of Bubler allo riſes in this 
ſeigniory. 

4 * The ancient Lords, but afterwards the Counts, of Limburg, who 
were the hereditary cup-bearers of the holy Roman Empire, and always 
free, divided themſelves into two principal lines; namely, into theſe of 
Speckfeld and Gaildorf. The latter became extinct in its male-heirs in the 
year 1690, and the former in 1713, in the perſon of Count FVolratb. The 
electoral- houſe of Brandenburg, in the year 1693, cauſed the expectancy 
of the Imperial fiefs of Limburg to be conferred on itſelf by the Emperor 
Leopold, which expectancy the Emperor Foſeph, in 1706, and the Emperor 
Charles VI. in 1712, thought fit to ratify. The laſt Count of Limburg 
therefore dying in the year 1713, the King of Pruſſia took poſſeſſion of 
his country, but at length ceded it to the allodial heirs, and the Emperor 
ſequeſtrated the Imperial fiefs, but, in 1728, conferred the inveſtiture of them 
on King Frederick Wilkam, as Imperial Sub-vaſſal. In the year 1742, 
King Frederick II. transferred theſe Limburg Imperial fiefs to the princely 
houſe of Brandenburg-Onolzbach ; which tranſlation was approved of by 
the Emperor Charles VII. in the year 1744. In 1746, the Marggrave 
Charles William Frederick of Brandenburg-Onolzbach determined at length, 
by an agreement, the tedious diſputes with the allodial heirs of Limburg, 
which agreement was alſo appproved of by the King of Pruſſia as well as 
by the Marggrave of Brandenburg-Culmbach, and, in 1748, interchanged 
and ratified. By virtue of this agreement the allodial heirs ceded to Bran- 
denburg-Onolzbach, (1.) three quarters in the circle- voice of Limburg- 
Gaildorf- Schmidelfeld ; in conſequence of which the princely-houſe of 
Onolabach took upon itſelf the payment of ſeven florins of the ſingle 
tax of the Empire and Circle. (2.) The whole of the military feodal-court 
of Limburg, or the noble vaſſals and occupiers of military fiefs, who were 
allied to the whole houſe of Limburg by homage, together with the inveſti- 
ture of all feodal eſtates, parts, rights and dependencies which they were 
poſſeſſed of, without exception, and particularly the ſhare which was to 
fall to the poſterity of Solms-Rodelheim and Saxe-Gctha-Roda, who derived 
their deſcent from the Counteſs Juliana Dorothea, confort to Wurmbrand 
and Counteſs by birth of Limburg-Gaildorf, all ſuch vaſſals and feoffees.. 
3.) The ſingle ſubjects lying near and commodious to both the Ono/zbach 
upper- prefecturates of Creiſſbeim and Ufenbeim, the feoffees and. eſtates. of 
Upper-Speltach, Goldbach, Ingerſbeim, Gollachoftbeim, Pfablenbeim, Herren- 
Bergtheim and Seyderzell, together with all the rights, &c. derived there-- 


tom; as alſo the whole village of Markert/fiofen and the Limburg, tree, 
proprietory, 
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proprietory ſubjects of Under-Sontherm and Unmenhsfen. On the other 


hand, Brandenburg-Onolzback ceded to the allodial heirs of the. houſe of 
Limburg, in lieu of a genuine male and female fub-vaſſalage of the Em- 
pire, all and every the Limburg, Imperial, feodal immunities and regalia 
of what denomination ſoever, and as many of them as were declared un- 
doubted fiefs of the Empire by the concluſum of the Aulic- council of the 
Empire of the year 1710, with exception however of the Imperial feodal- 
toll at Swabian- Hall and Geiſglingen below the gates, and both the convoys 
belonging thereto in that part to Muntbeim and Gerſzlingen,' as being what 
the princely houſe of Orolzbach reſerved to itſelf, though the proprietary 
eſtates there, of the Limburg allodial heirs, were alſo to be toll- free. 

$. 4. The frequently mentioned allodial heirs of Limburg, of the Gail 
dor, Schmidelfeld, Sentbeim and Speckfeld lines, with whom this agreement 
was made, are, (1.) Wilhelmina Chriſtiana, Counteſs-dowager of Solms- 
Aſſenbeim, and Counteſs by birth of Limburg-Gaildorf. (2.) The Princeſs 
Maria Sophia Charlotta Wilh. Dor. Frederica, conſort to Hobenlabe-Barten- 
lein, on account of her mother Chriſtina Magdalena, Landgraveſs-dowager 
to Heſſe- Homburg, and alfo Counteſs by birth of Limburg. (3.) The chil- 
dren and heirs dignified with the title of Counts, of the Lady Amone Sophia 
Frederica, Counteſs-dowager of Lowenſtein-Wertheim, and Counteſs alſo by 
birth of Limburg-Schmidelfeld, Sontherm and Speckfeld. (4.) The children 
and heirs, dignified with the title of Counts, of the Lady Frederica Au- 
gulta, Countets and conſort to Schonburg-Waldenburg, and likewiſe Counteſs 
by birth of Limburg-Schmidelfeld, Sontheim and Speckfeld. ( 5.) Juliana 
Franciſca, conſort, Wildgraveſs and Rhinegraveſs of Grumbach, and Coun- 
teſs by birth of Proſz:ng and Limburg. (6.) Jobn Lewis Vollrath, Count 
of Lowenſtein-Wertheim, in the name of his conſort Frederica Wilhelmina 
Auguſta, Counteſs of Erbach and Limburg. (7.) Frederick Lewis, Count 
of Lowenſtein-Wertheim, as Count of Limburg, &c. (8.) Amelia Alexan- 
drina Frederica, Counteſs-dowager of Rechtern and Counteſs by birth of 
Limburg, &c. (9.) Chriſtiana Carolina Henrietta, Counteſs of Gravenitz 
and alſo Counteſs by birth of Limburg, &c. (10.) The two daughters of 
Frederick Erneſt, Count of Welz and Limburg; namely, Mar. Freder. 
Amone Chriſt. Elizab. Eleonora, and Wilhelm. Carol. Franciſca. Excluſive 
ot thete, the poſterity of Solms- Rodelbeim and Saxe-Gotha-Roda, who were 
deſcended from the Counteſs of Juliana Dorothea, conſort to Wurmbrand 
and Counteſs by birth of Limburg-Gailderf, are alſo poſſeſſed of a ſhare in 
the country of Limburg. 

F. 5. The allodial heirs of Limburg enjoy, on account of this county, at 
the Diet of the Empire, in the college of Francoman Counts, two voices. 
In the circle of Franconia two voices were alſo granted to the houſe of 
Limburg in 1589; but on this condition, that in caſe the Speckfeld and Gail- 
dor, lines ſhould be united, there ſhould remain to Limburg only one voice. 


But 
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but, in the year 1721, the circle of Franconia determined for the future to 
allow this houſe two voices, under the title of Limburg-Speckfeld and Lim- 
burg-Gaildorf. In the latter voice, which takes precedence of the other, 
Brandenburg-Onolzbach has, by virtue of the agreement mentioned in (F. 3.) 
three quarters, but the remaining quarter the deſcendants of the Counteſs 
Juliana Dorothea, conſort to Limburg-Gaildorf ; viz. Solms-Rodelbetm and 
Saxe-Gotha-Rhoda are poſſeſſed of. The whole county contributes to one 
Roman month ſixty- four florins : that is to ſay, Limburg-Gaildorf twenty 
florins, twenty kruitzers ; Limburg-Speckfeld eighteen florins, forty-eight 
kruitzers, and Limburg-Sontbeim twenty-four florins, fifty-two kruitzers. Of 
this matricular-evaluation Brandenburg-Onolzbach has, as is already men- 
tioned above in F. 3. taken upon itſelf the ſum of ſeven florins. To 
each chamber-term, in which Brandenburg-Onolzbach is not concerned, 
Limburg-Speckfeld pays twenty-one rixdollars, fifty-nine kruitzers and a half, 
and Limburg-Gaildorf the like ſum. 

$. 6. Theallodial heirs of Limburg have not hitherto, as far as I can learn, 
divided the country, though for ſome years paſt ſuch a diviſion has been la- 
bouring. It conſiſts, as is already ſhewn above,

T HE ſeigniory of Reichelsberg, or Reigeliberg, lies between the little 
towns of Aub and Rottingen, which belong to Wurzburg. On the 
death of Conrad of Brauneck it fell to the biſhopric of — which 
ceded it by way of exchange to the biſhopric of Furzburg, and the latter 
inveſted therewith Conrad of Weinſperg. In the year 1521, Catherine of 
Meinſperg, conſort to Count Eberhard of Konigftein, diſpoſed of this ſeigni- 
ory and hkewiſe of one half of the town of Aub, to the biſhopric of Jurz- 
S © KL burg, 
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burg, for the ſum of 49,300 florins in gold. In the year 1600, the biſhopric 


ſued, on account thereof, for a voice in the circle of Franconia, but could 
not prevail. Afterwards it inveſted the Barons of Schonborn in ſuch a 
manner with this ſeigniory, that they were thereby empowered to avail 
themſelves of the title, and all the honours and dignities which the Lords 
of Reichelsberg anciently enjoyed, and promiſed alſo to anſwer in their name 
for all the taxes of the Empire. The Barons of Schonborn addreſſed them- 
ſelves upon this, in the year 1684, to the circle of Franconia, and ſought 
to be received, on account of Rerchelsberg, to the degree of States of the cir- 
cle, which was alſo effected: but, as by virtue of the receſs of the Diet of 
the circle for this year, their reception was granted on this condition, that 
they ſhould promiſe to procure for tkemſelves immediate eſtates, and ſuffer 
them to be charged with a proportionable matricular- evaluation; the biſhopric 
of Wurzburg paid the Roman months and chamber- terms for this ſeigniory; 
and it was reckoned in the Vurzburg upper- prefecturate of Rottingen, 
already mentioned, whence it appears that the preſent Counts of Schonbern 
enjoy only the Rezchelsberg voice at the Diets of the Empire and Circle, and 
take their title therefrom without being actual poſſeſſors of the ſeigniory 
itſelf. At the Diet of the Empire they enjoy alſo, on account of this ſei- 
gniory, a voice inthe Francoman college of Counts.

Formerly the Lords, but afterwards the 
Counts, of Limburg held this ſeigniory in fief of the Dukes of Wurtemberg ; 
whence, on the extinction of the former, in the year 1713, it reverted to 
the latter. Duke Eberhard Lewis made a donation of it, in 1718, to the 
Counteſs Chriſtina Wilhelmina of Wurben ; which donation ſhe again made 
cver, in 1726, to the houſe of Wurtemberg in fief ; but at the ſame time it 
was ſtipulated, that her brother, Count William Frederick of Gravenitz, 
ſhould poſſeſs it in common with her. To this laſt the circle of Franconia 
granted, in the year 1727, both ſeat and voice on the bench of Counts. 
She likewiſe paid a matricular-evaluation of five florins, and was poſſeſſed 
alſo, at the Diet of the Empire, both of ſeat and voice in the Franconian 
college of Counts ; but Duke Charles Alexander of Wurtemberg again ſup- 
preſſed this ſeigniory ; and it belongs at preſent to the princely eſtates of the 
chamber of accounts. The voice, on account thereof, in the circle of Franco- 
nia, is alſo ſuppreſſed ; and for this reaſon it pays no taxation to the circle. 
Of Welzheim, or, as it is called in the land-charts, Welzen, is a market-town,

HE ſeigniory of Hauſen, or Hauſſen, lies within the limits of the 

ſeigniory of Limburg, and conſiſts of the village of that name. It is 
a male-fief of the Elector of Bavaria, which reverted after the extinction 
of the Counts of Limburg, and.upon that was given in fief, firſt to the 
Baron of Dankelmann, but afterwards to the Baron of Bredow. In the 
agreement made between Brandenburg-Onolzbach and the Limburg allodial 
heirs in the year 1746, I find this Hauſer adduced as an Imperial male ſub- 
vaſſallage dependent on the Elector of Bavaria as a noble male fief, which 
was acquired anew by the princely houſe of Brandenburg-Onolzbach, and 
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appertaining thereto with the high and low juriſdiction, as alſo the chace 
within all its boundaries, together with all rights, immunities, and appen- 
dages. On account of this ſeigniory is paid the ſum of one florin to each 
Roman month. |

F the Imperial city of Nurnberg itſelf, and likewiſe of the country lying 

| for one mile round it, John Bapt. Hamann has publiſhed a proſpect and 
plan. Moatth. Seutter has given us five other ſheets, which partly lay be- 

fore the eye an accurate 45 of the town of Nurnberg, together with 2 
general repreſentation of the Nurnberg territory and the Nurnberg circuit 

within what is called the Grenz-Maſſer; and partly alſo the criminal cir- 

cuit of the fortreſs and adminiſtratory- prefecturate of Lichtenau, with the 

circuit of the adminiſtratory-prefecturates of Herrſbruck, Reicheneck, En- 

geltbal, and Hobenſtein, which were firſt delineated for the uſe of the 

magiſtrates, but were for a long time kept private. On the ſecond is an in- 

ſcription importing that they were executed by Chriſipober Scheurer. Theſe 


charts are alſo to be found in the Deliciæ Topo-geograpbice Nortbergenſes. 
I ſhall deſcribe 


1. The city of Murnberg itſelf. 


Nurnberg, in Latin Norimberga, is a large and well-built town, but 
not populous, fituated in a ſpot which is indeed ſandy, but well culti- 
vated and fruitful, and on account of the many pleafure-ſeats near it, as 
alſo the beautiful and large villages round it, extremely pleaſant. It 
ſtands on the Pegnitz, which runs through the middle of the town, and 
over it, excluſive of divers wooden bridges, are laid alſo fix others of ſtone. 
This town is environed with double walls, which are fortified with ſeve- 
ral ſmall and large towers, and theſe again with canon, and a broad and 
deep ditch, in circuit about a ſhort German mile. The number of its 
ſtreets amounts to above five hundred, and that of its houſes to $000, 
which latter are alſo for the moſt part large and built of ſtone ; but yet 
the number of its inhabitants is by no means proportionable to the largeneſs 
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of the town. For though in many houſes there reſide two or three 
families, yet in moſt is but one, and ſeveral remain quite uninhabited, The 


magiſtrates and almoſt all the inhabitants are Lutherans, but on account 


of their having formerly received the Interim, ſeveral Roman-catholic cuſ- 
toms are ſtill retained in their Divine Service. Excluſive of the two 
pariſh-churches here of St. Sehald and St. Laurence, Nurnberg contains alſo 
four others, which have their ordinary preachers, together with eleven 
churches and chapels, in which ſometimes deacons, and ſometimes thoſe who 
are candidates for the prieſthood preach. In general there are ſix preachers in 
this town, thirty-five deacons, and two vicars. The few Calviniſtis here, 
who have a preacher of their own, perform Divine Service out of the town, 
in a houſe ſeated in a garden and fitted for that purpoſe. In the Teutonick 
houſe, which ſhall be mentioned hereafter, the Roman-catholic ſervice is 
tolerated. The town of Nurnberg is divided into eight parts, or quarters, 
improperly ſo called, and one hundred and thirty-one captainſhips. Theſe 
parts are, 1. The quarter at the Vine-market, which is divided into thir- 
teen captainſhips. In this quarter lies the pariſh-church of St. Sebald, in 
which one preacher and eight deacons officiate, and the principal things to 
ſeen in it are the braſs monument of St. Sebald, together with the creation 
of the world by the celebrated Albrecht Durer, who was himſelf a Nurn- 
berger. The Latin ſchool near it is ſupplied with eight teachers. The 
roof of the Auguſtine church here is ingeniouſly contrived. 2. The quar- 
ter at the Mi/k-market, containing fourteen captainſhips. In this quarter 
lies the Imperial fortreſs, being an old-faſhioned citadel ſtanding on a 
mountain, in which the firſt counſellor, as Imperial bailiff, always has his 
reſidence, and is tiled the Caſtellan. The principal remarkables here are 
the Emperor's chapel, with the old tower belonging thereto, as alſo the 
chapels of St. Waldburg and St. Margaret, together with the obſervatory, 
and the deep well. Not far from the Imperial fortreſs here ſtood the old 
citadel of the Burggraves of Nurnberg, which was burnt down in 1420, 
and in 1427 was diſpoſed of by the Burggrave and EleQor Frederick to the 
town. At preſent it contains a granary, a pentagonal tower, and a priſon. 
The church of St. Mary, which is alſo called the predicant or deminican 
church, likewiſe ſtands here. In the predicant cloyſter is kept the great library 
belonging to the town. In this part alſo ſtands the chapel of St. Maurice. 
3. The quarter at the Gilgenbf, which confiſts of fourteen captainſhips. At 
St. Giles's church in this quarter, which is built in the modern tafte, and is 
the fineſt in the whole town, one preacher and fix deacons adminiſter. In 
an old cloyſter allo near it ſtands a gymnaſium, whoſe upper claſſes are under 
the care of a certain number of profeſſors, and its lower ones under one 
rector and four preceptors. The abbey, which formerly ſtood near this 
church, was once under an Imperial matricular-evaluation of forty florins, 
but by virtue of a ſentence of the chamber-court in 1567, is exempted 
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from the town Sine cnere. 4. The quarter at the Salf-market contains in 
it twenty-two captainſhips. The council-houſe here is one of the moſt 
magnificent in all Germany, and in its apartments are to be ſeen ſome ex- 
cellent paintings. At the church of our Lady officiate one preacher and 
two deacons. Near the great and rich ſpital, in which no leſs than four 
hundred people are always maintained, lies the church of the Holy G69, 
having for its miniſters one preacher and eight deacons, and in this church 
are kept the greateſt and principal part of the jewels of the Empire, as for 
inſtance the crown, the ſcepter, the ſword and I ial apple, but theſe 
are only ſhown to reigning Princes, perſons deſcended from ancient noble 
houſes, and the embaſſadors of Emperors, on which occaſions the ex- 
pences the magiſtrates are at amount to above thirty florins. The pretended 
relics belonging to it, namely the ſpear with which our Saviour's fide was 
opened, a thorn of his crown, and a piece of the manger whereia he lay 
when an infant, are hung up at a great height in the vault of the church 
in a ſhrine of ſilver gilt. The Latin ſchool in the ſpital is ſupplied with 
five teachers. 5. The quarter near the barefooted Tip contains in it 
twenty-one captainſhips. In this quarter ſtands the ſecond pariſh-church 
of St. Laurence, at which one preacher and eight deacons officiate, and 
near it is a Latin ſchool under the direction of eight teachers. In this 
quarter alſo ſtands the church of the barefooted Friars, near which lies a 
hoſpital for foundlings, together with the church of St. Catherine, neac 
which formerly ſtood a nunnery ; as alſo that of St, Martha, with a ſmall 
hoſpital ; the church of St. Clare, near which likewiſe formerly ſtood a 
nunnery, and the building, in which the academy of painting, erected 
here in 1662, has its —— 6. The quarter at the Corn-market con- 
fiſts of ſeventeen captainſhips, Near the church of St. Salvator formerly 
ſtood a Carmelite-cloyſter. The arſenal here is Iikewiſe a large, regular, 
and well provided building. 7. The quarter near the Cartbuſians conſiſts 
of fifteen captainſhips, containing in it the church of Marienell, near 
which formerly ſtood a charter-houſe, and the chapel of the twelve apoſ- 
tles. 8. The quarter near St. Elizabeth alſo conſiſts of fifteen captainſhips, 
At St. James's church in it officiate one preacher and three deacons, and 
the Latin ſchool near it conſiſts of three teachers. The Feutontck houſe 
here is the reſidence of the commandery of Nurnberg, and in the church 
of St. Elizabeth, in this quarter, the Tewtonick order celebrate their form 
of worſhip, and the deacons of St. Jacob alſo have their maſs or hours 
of prayer there every day early in the morning. 

The patriciate here took its riſe in 1198, the Emperor Henry VI. affilt- 
ing here, at that time at a tournament, at which time he alſo raiſed thirty- 
eight burghers families to the degree of nobility. In its carefulneſs to main- 
tain its nobility it has greatly the ſuperiority over almoſt all other degrees 
of nobility in Germany; The noble families belonging to it are thoſe of 
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Pfnzing of Henfenfeld, Tucher of Simmelſdorf, Holzſchuber of Aſpach, Scheurl 
of Deferſdorf, Ebner of Eſchenbach, Haller of Hallerſtein, Kreſz of Kreſſen- 
ein, Loffelbolz of Colberg, Grundberr of Altenthann, Geuder of Heroldſberg, 
Pomer of Muffel, Malaſtromer of Reichelſdorf, that of Harſdorf, the Welſer 
of Neubef in the Hof, or Imbef, that of Voltamer, the Furer of Heimenderf, 
and thoſe of Behaim and Stromer, out of which twenty families, who are 
capable of aſſuming the office of Councellors, thoſe of the council are or- 
dinarily choſen. If one of theſe families ſhould become extin& there are 
ſtill four other noble families here, one of which would ſtep into the place 
of the extinct line; namely thoſe of the Gugel, the Oelbafen of Schollenbach, 
the Th and the Peſzkr. Over the judicatories and prefecturate offices 
here the following families, moreover, preſide, vig. the Peller, the Petzen, 
the Dilberren, the Murr, the Fezer, the Wolker, and the Schleicher. The 
council of Nurnberg conſiſts of thirty-four noble, and eight handicraft 
countellors. The former are divided into twenty-ſix burgomaſters, and 
eight old Genannte. Theſe twenty-ſix burgomaſters conſiſt of thirteen old 
and thirteen young ones; and every four weeks an old and a young one 
preſide. The thirteen old bur ers compoſe the ſeven firſt counſellors, 
who are ſtiled the ſeptemvirate, and look to the moſt important and ſecret 
affairs of the town, and frequently fit alone; together with the fix next to 
them who compoſe the councillors of appeal. Of the former the three 
firſt are ſtiled the ſupreme head-people, and are always Imperial councilors. 
The firſt of them is alſo Imperial bailiff, reſides at the Imperial fort, and 
is ſtiled the Caſtellan. Out of the thirteen younger burgomaſters as 
well as out of the older ones, all the offices which hereafter occur, are 
filled up. The eight old Genannte, in many of the prefecturates, form the 
deputations. Laſtly, the eight handicrafts go alſo yearly, at certain times, 
to council, and theſe are compoſed of the goldſmiths, the brewers, the 
tanners, the taylors, the cutlers, the clothiers, the bakers, and the furriers, 
who are nominated the leſſer council. The great council here, which 
muſt conſiſt of two hundred perſons, is compoſed of perſons elected by the 
burghers from the higheſt to the loweſt. The judicatories in Nurnberg 
are the appeal and upper-court, together with that of the town and mar- 
riage, the country, the peaſant- court, the under-court, inſtituted for the 
recovery of ſmall debts, the quinquevicate-court for the reparation of 
injuries, the foreſt-court belonging to the wood of Sebald, the foreſt- 
court of Laurence wood, and the wild-honey-court in the latter. The 
juriſdictions here are, 1. The bailiff-oftice, 2. The tax-office. 3. The 
adminiſtratory - office for the county, as for inftance, the upper-pre- 
fecturate of the adminiſtratory-amts ſituated therein. 4. The war- 
othce. 5. The ſupreme guardian and eccleſiaſtical- office. 6. The build- 
Ing-ottice. 7. The toll-office. 8. The brewery-office. 9g. The office 


for the levying of toll upon wine. 10. The pawn- office, or lending-houſe. 
11. The 
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11. The corn-oftice. 12. The cenſor-office, eſtabliſhed for the govern- 
ment of handicrafts. 13. The tallow-office. 14. The rent-maſter's 
office. 15. The ſheriff's, or inquiſition-office. 16. The office belonging 
to the town charity. 17. The country charity office. 18. The Sebald 
wood office. 19. The Laurence wood office. 20. The ſpital-office, be- 
longing to the order of the Holy Ghoſt. 21. The cloyſter-office of St. Clare 
and Pillurcutb. 22. The twelve fraternities of Mendel. 23. The twelve 
fraternities of Landauer. 24. The ſpital of St. Martha, erected for the 
reception of pilgrims. 25. The arſenal-office. 26. The cheſt-office. 
27. The mint-office. 28. The office belonging to the orphan-houſe or 
foundling-hoſpital. All theſe ſeveral offices are filled up with deputies 
of the council, deliberators, aſſeſſors, adminiſtrators, &c. Some of them, 
namely as for inſtance, N” 17—22, and 24—26, are to be conſidered as 
adminiſtratory country prefecturates, they having their juriſdiction there. 
Nurnberg has no particular conſiſtory, but the magiſtracy in it exerciſe all 
conliſtorial rights in capital matters. The greateſt part of the clergy in the 
town are referred io the ſcholarchate and the eccleſiaſtic office, and thoſe 
who officiate at the ſpital to the upper adminiſtrator thereof, that is to the 
firſt councellor at the Imperial fortreſs, for their firſt inſtance. Moſt of 
the country curates are referred to the adminiſtratory- prefecturates, and 
ſeventeen of them to the country charity office. The town-court prefides 
in matrimonial affairs, and the theological faculty at Altorf confecrates the 
new ecclefiaſtics. The military ' of this town conliſts of ſeven 
companies of foot, each of which in time of peace contains one hundred 
men, but in time of war is one hundred and eighty-five ſtrong ; of two 
companies of cuiraſſiers, each conſiſting of eighty-five men, and two 
of invalids, amounting to two hundred and twenty-ſix. Out of the 
burgherthip twenty-five ſtandards are always kept in arms, each of which 
contiſts of between three and four hundred men, excluſive of two hun- 
dred gunners, and two companies of the town cavalry. 

I ſhall not inſiſt here upon the great reputation which divers Nurnbergers 
have for a long time paſt acquired in the arts of painting and engraving, 
but only mention the number of its ingenious artiſts and handicrafts people 
who execute in ivory, wood, and metal, numberleſs ingenious things at 
a very low price, which are-exported all over the world. It is true, indeed, 
thote toys do not bring in ſo much money to the town at preſent as they did 
formerly, but this article is even yet conliderable, Nurnberg being one of 
the greateſt trading towns in Germany. Geography is much indebted to the 
celebrated ſhop for land- charts eſtabliſhed here by Jen Bapt. Homann, and 
this ſhop is allo a real ornament and a great honour to the town. 

The Nurnbergers are originally deſcended from the Neærici, who quitting 
their own country ſettled in the ancient Nerdgau, and there founded the 
Calirum Nericum. Lambertus Schafnaburgenfis furniſhes us with the Rm 
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account of the town of Nurnberg, that account being written in the year 
1072 : Clara et celebris valde his temporibus (ſays he) per Galliam erat 
memoria Sancti Sebaldi in Nurnberg. It is probable that the town belonged 
neither to the dutchy of Franconia, nor even to that of Stabia, but was 
immediately ſubject to the Emperor; whence alſo the Emperor Lyotharius 
was empowered to confer it on Duke Henry the Proud, who was father to 
Duke Henry the Lion. The Emperor Charles IV. and Minzel promiſed to 
keep it annexed to the Empire. At the Diet thereof in the college of the 
Imperial cities it enjoys the third place and voice on the Swabran bench, 
but on the bench of the Imperial cities in the circle of Franconia the firſt. 
In the Imperial matricula of Worms this town is rated to one Roman month 
at 1480 florins, which ſum conſtitutes about one ſeventh part of the tax 
of the whole circle of Franconia. But this evaluation being reduced in 
1678 Nurnberg alſo was remitted one third of her ſhare in it, and her rate 
fixed at nine hundred and eighty-ſix florins, by which it ſti!l continues to 
pay the above-mentioned proportion. In 1701 it was charged only with 
leven hundred and ninety-fix florins ; but in 1720 its evaluation was raiſed 
to eight hundred and twenty-eight. This new evaluation it paid till the 
year 1738, but from that time has conſented only to the ſeventh part of the 
common impoſts of the circle, To each chamber-term it contributes eight 
hundred and twelve rixdollars. 

The tract next adjoining round the town is environed with lines, on 
which too the weſt are two ſconces called the Bern and Stern- 
Sconce. 


2. Of the territory belonging to the town. 


1. The tract called the Nurnberg circle, or compaſs, is ſurrounded by 
the rivers Schwarzbach, Pegnitz, and Schwabach, to which the Nurnberg- 
ers give the title of the border-waters. It comprizes within it two con- 
ſiderable Imperial foreſts, called the Sebald and Laurence foreſts, which 
conſiſt of pines: The former lies between the Schwabach and Pegnitz; 
the latter between Pegnitz and Schwarzach. Each of theſe foreſts ſtands 
under an office which is denominated from it, and both of them under the 
foreſt- office or juriſdiction at Nurnberg. 

On the ſide of the Sebald foreſt is to be remarked. 

1. Grundlach, a market-town and citadel, ſeated on the rivulet of Grund- 
lach, and belonging to the noble family of Pfinzing Henſenſeld, which is alt 
poſſeſſed of the neighbouring village of Reutres. 

2. Heroldſberg, a market-town and citadel, The Ammonen were pol- 
ſeſſed of this tawn in the time of ws Emperor Frederick II. from whom 
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it deſcended to the Counts of Naſſau, and from the latter to the Burg- 
graves of Nurnberg. The Burggrave Frederick gave it to Duke Suantibor 
of Pomerania, with his daughter Anne, and other places in dowery. In 
1391 it was ſold to the Geuder family, which is ſtill in poſſeſſion of it. 
The noble Geuder criminal juriſdiction over this town and an adjoining dif. 
trict, which, excluſive of other places, alſo comprizes in it the following, 
is diſclaimed on the fide of the Marggrave of Brandenburg. 

3. Kalchreut, a parochial-village and citadel, belonging to the Haller: 
of Hallerſtein. 

4. Neubef, a citadel and village; and Beerbach, a parochial- village, be. 
longing to the family of Welſer, which exerciſes the criminal juriſdiction 
over theſe places. 

On the ſide of Laurence foreſt lie alſo many places belonging to the pa- 
tricians of Nurnberg; together with others, as for inſtance, Fiſchbach, a 
parochial-village and citadel, the ſubjects of which belong for the moſt 
part to the family of Harſdorf; Megelderf, alſo a- parochial village; and 
Pillnreuth, formerly a cloyſter, which is united with the C/aren-pretecturate 
of Nurnberg, &c. ; 

Of the immunities of the town of Nurnberg in the Hofmark of Furth 
we have treated above, under the principality of Ons/zbach. 

Feucht, a market-town, containing a pariſh-church, and being the capital 
of all the Zzedlers, (a people who have permiſſion to breed bees and collect 
honey) as alſo of the Zzedel eſtates. Here too the Zeidel- court is held 
vearly on the firſt of May, at which court the complaints of the poſſeſſors 
of the Zeidel eſtates are taken into conſideration. 


II. The following adminiſtratory-prefecturates, which Rand 
under the rural adminiſtratory- prefecturate of Murnberg. 


I. Within the lines which ſurround the neareſt tract to the town of 
Nurnberg is | 

1. The adminiſtratory- prefecturate of WonkD, having its ſeat in the 
market-town of that name, which lies on the river Pegnitz, and conſtitutes 
a ſuburb of Nurnberg. At the pariſh-church here officiate one curate and 
one deacon Frederick I. elector of Brandenburg and Burggrave of Nurn- 
berg ſold this place to the town of Nurnberg. 
2. The adminiſtratory-prefecturate of GosTENHoF, having its ſeat in 
the great borough of Goftenhef, which is alſo conſidered as a ſuburb to 
Nurnberg. 

3. The Veiber hoſpital of St. John, together with a pariſh-church and a 
church-yard to it, which contains in it divers very conſiderable and re- 
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markable monuments. The hoſpital here has its own adminiſtration- amt 
which preſides over its own inhabitants and eſtates. 
On the Pegnitz are erected caſerns in which ſome ſoldiers reſide, who 
have a curate of their own. | 
11. Without the lines are | 
1. The Weiber hoſpitals of St. Leonhard, St. Peter, and St. Jah, which 
have their pariſh-churches. They enjoy likewiſe their own adminiſtration- 
offices, which preſide over their ſubjects and eſtates. 
2. The adminiſtratory-prefecturate of ALTORF, in which is 
Aitorf, or Altdorf, a ſmall town, containing about two hundred and 
eight hearths. It conſiſts principally of one large ſtreet, which is called 
the Markt, and of ſeveral little ones, but theſe are rendered difagrecable 
by the many dunghills in them. At the pariſh-church here a profeſſor of 
divinity always preaches, and the two deacons belonging to it are likewiſe 
rofeſſors of divinity. The citadel here is an ancient ſtone building, con- 
liſting of twelve large courts, in which the Aller, adminiſtrator has his 
reſidence. In the year 1575 a gymnaſium was founded here, which, in 1578, 
obtained of the Emperor academical immunities, was conſecrated in 1 580, 
and in 1623 raifed to an univerſity. The fine univerſity- ſtructure conſiſts 
of a building three ſtory high, which is terminated by two wings, and con- 
tains in it the valuable library belonging - to the univerſity, an anatomical 
theatre, and a chymical laboratory. In the main body of it alſo is an 
obſervatory. Without the town lies a large botanical garden, which is 
kept in a good condition. Altorf is a place of antiquity, and of it mention 
is made in ſome records fo early as the year 912. It belonged anciently to 
the Counts of Naſſau, from whom it deſcended to the Burggraves of Nur 
berg. The Burggrave Frederick conferred it in the year 1390 on his daugh- 
ter Anne, who was married to Duke Suantiboy of Pomerania. That du- 
cal houſe ſold it in 1393 to the Pfalzgrave Ruprecht, who was afterwards 
Emperor. It continued with the Pfalzgrave till the year 1504, at which 
time the Pfalzgrave Ruprecht was put under the ban; and among other 
Imperial States the execution thereof was alſo conferred on the town of 
Nurnberg, which, excluſive of other places, took poſſeſſion alſo of the town 
of Altorf, which was adjudged by right of conqueſt to it, and alſo retained 
as property by virtue of the agreement entered into in the year 1521 with 
the Pfalzgrave. In 1448 it was ſtormed by the Marggrave Albrecht, arid 
one half of it burnt down. In the ſixteenth century it was often taken, 
and in 1553 for the moſt part reduced to aſhes by the Marggrave 4/brecht 
the younger. 
Raſch, a parochial-village, ſeated on the Schwarzach, and in which the 
family of Welſer are poſſeſſed of a ſhare. 
The villages of Retenbach and Weiffenbrun. 
3. The adminiſtratory- prefecturate of Laur comprizes in it a part of 
the foreſt of Sebald and Laurence. In it is Lauf, 
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Lauf, a ſmall town, ſeated on the Pegnitz, and containing a citadel, with 
about two hundred and thirty-ſeven hearths. At the time this place was 
diſpoſed of in 130% by Godfrey of Scbluſſelberg to the town of Nurnberg, 
it was omy a village, which the Emperor Charles IV. erected into a town.

{ome records executed there by the Emperor Wenzel prove. 

Brunn, a ſmall village, ſituated not far from the Rothenbach, and near 
which anciently ſtood an Imperial foreſt and chace-citadel, which in 1449 
was deſtroyed in the war of the Marggrave Albrecht. | 

4. The adminiſtratory-prefeCturate of HERRsBRUCK, which is reckoned 
the largeſt, and with reſpect to its criminal juriſdiction extends over four 
adminiftration-offices, which are, | 

1. The adminiſtration-office of Herrſbruck itſelf, containing in it 

Herrſbruck, a ſmall town, fituated on the Pegnizz, and containing a ci- 
tadel, with about two hundred and twenty-five hearths. Formerly this 
place alſo contained a provoſtſhip, which the Pfalzgraves of the Rhine diſ- 
poſed of in 1529 to the town of Nurnberg. 

Alten-Sittenbach, a village, containing a filial-church, which is incorpo- 
rated into one pariſh with Herr/bruck. 

Pommelsbrun and Aalfeld, both parochial-villages. 

Kirchen-Sittenbach, alſo a parochial-village and citadel, which the fami- 
Yes of Vclkamer and Pfinzing are poſſeſſed of in truſt. To this pariſh 
bclong alſo the filial churches of Upper-Krumbach and Alfaltern. 

Vorracb, a parochial-village and citadel, belonging to the family of 
Scheurl, and lying on the river Pegnitæ, appertaining alſo in part to this ad- 
miniſtration- Office, and partly to the rural adminiſtration- office of Velden. 
ſcbenbaclb, a parochial- village and citadel, belonging to the family of 
Ebner. 

Reichenſchwand, a parcchial-village and citadel, which is the property of 
the family of Furtenbach, and lies on the river Pegnitz. 

Henfenfeld, alſo a parochial-village and citadel, belonging to the family 
of Pfinzing. The citadel is a Bobemian fief. | 

2. The adminiſtration-office of Reichenect, containing in it 

Reicheneck, a citadel, ſeated on a high mountain, and belonging anciently 
to a conſiderable noble family, which adminiſtered the office of cup-bearer 
at the court of Bavaria. The Emperor Charles IV. brought this citadel 
from the Dukes of Bavaria to the crown of Bohemia, but afterwards ceded 


it again to the ſons of Lewis by way of mortgage, from whom at length 
it came to the town of Nurnberg. |

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Happurg, a citadel and parochial- village, to whoſe church is annexed the 


filial church of Kernſpach. 
Firrenbach, alſo a parochial-village. 


Thalheim, a village and citadel, containing an iron-foundery, and be- 


longing to the Holz/chubern of Aſpach, or the bare-footed Monks. 

z. The adminiſtration- office of Engelthal, in which is 

Engelthal, formerly a nunnery of Auguſtines, the revenues belonging to 
which are allotted towards the maintenance of the univerſity of Altorf. At 
this place 1s a pariſh- church. N 

Offenhauſen, a parochial- village, containing but ſixty ſubjects, thirty- nine 
of which belong to this adminiſtration-office. | 

Entenberg, alſo a parochial-village. 

Odenſos, a parochial-village, environed with walls, and ſeated on the 
river Pegnitæ. The criminal juriſdiction within this village appertains to 
the ſeigniory of Rothenberg, but without it to the rural adminiſtration-office 
of Herrsbruck. 

4. The adminiſtration-office of Hohenftein, under which are thirty-ſeven 
ſubjects. The lofty mountain-citadel of Hchen/tein anciently belonged to a 


noble family who ſtiled themſelves from it. Afterwards it came to the crown 


of Bohemia, next to the Dukes of Bavaria, and from them to the town of 


Nurnberg. 
5. The adminiſtration- office of VELDEN, in which is 


Velden, a ſmall town, ſeated on the river Pegnitz, and _— citadel 


and about ſixty-eight hearths. In the year 1376 the Emperor Charles IV. 
conferred on this place, which was before but a market-town, the privileges 
of a borough. 

A part of the parochial-village of Yorrach, already mentioned. 

Hauſeck, a ruinous citadel, which in the year 1507 was diſpoſed of by 
Tobi Hallern, as a Bohemian fief, for the ſum of 2,500 florins, to the coun- 
cil of Nurnberg, with all its appurtenances and fifteen ſubjects. 


6. The adminiſtration-prefeturate of PE TZENSTEIN, in which are 


many iron-mines, and in ſome parts alſo a yellow coloured earth, together 
with the following remarkable places, viz. | 

Petzenſtein, or Betzenſlein, a ſmall town, of about ſeventy-eight fire- 
places, and containing a citadel. Anciently this place, together with Stier- 
berg, belonged to a nuble family, and came in 1355 to the crown of Bo- 
hemia, but afterwards to the Landgraves of Leuchtenberg, next to the Pfalz- 
graves, and laſtly to the town of Nurnberg. 

Stierberg, a decayed citadel, near which is a hamlet, containing ten ſub- 
jets. This place has ſhared the ſame fate with Perzen/tern. 

Leupoliſtein, a nobleman's ſeat, containing a hamlet, and belonging to the 
family of Eglof/tern. 

7. The adminiſtration-office of HILPOLTST IN, in which is 

Hilpoliſtein, 
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Hilipoliſtein, a citadel and market-town, ſeated on a mountain. This 
place belonged anciently to the Dukes of Bavaria, of whom in all pro- 
bability the noble family of Hilpoliſtein held it in fief, and in 1353 was 
fold to the crown of Bobemia, but was firſt mortgaged to the family of 
Seckendorf, afterwards to that of Rięſenberg, and at laſt, namely in 1503, 
to the town of Nurnberg. 

Wildenfels, a decayed citadel, which is alſo a Bobemien fief, and to it be- 
long certain farms and eſtates. The council of Nurnberg purchaſed this 
citadel in the year 1511 of the brothers Conrad and Frederick Pelecken. 

Strollenfels, an old citadel, which the family of Mildenſtein are poſſeſſed of 
as a palatine ſub-vaſſalage, but is a Bobemian hef. 

St. Helena, a parochial-village, belonging to the Tuchers of Simmelſdorf, 
to whom alſo appertain the village of Vinterſtein, in which is a citadel, to- 
gether with thoſe of Graſſengſee and Grafenbergerbill. 

The parochial-villages of Walkersbrun, Igenſdorf, and Stockach. 
8, The adminiſtration-oftice of GRAFENBERG, which is wholly en- 
vironed by the foregoing, and comprizes in it only 

Grafenberg, a ſmall town, in which is a citadel, and about one hundred 
and forty hearths. This place belonged to an old family called the Gra- 
fen or Grafenberger, one of whom held it in fief of the crown of Bobemia, 
though on condition that it ſhould be a male and female fief, and ſhould 
fall to the next relations. Afterwards it became divided into a number of 
parts, which were gradually purchaſed by the town of Nurnberg. 

9. The adminiſtration-oftice of LiIicuhTEN AV, which is divided from 
the foregoing, and lies in the center of the principality of Onolzbacb. 
— 

Lichtenau, a market- town, ſeated on an iſland in the Retzet, with a 
ſtrong citadel in it which anciently belonged to the family of Hardeck, who 
fold it in 1406 with all its appurtenances to the council of Nurnberg. The 
Marggrave Albrecht took this citadel in 1552 and razed it, but the city of 
Nurnberg Cauſed it to be rebuilt anew. 

Immelgerf, a parochial-village. 

Sachſen, alſo a parochial-vylage.

1. Of the town itſelf. 


R OTHENBURG above the Tauber is ſeated on a mountain, and 
receives the water for its neceſſary uſes out of the river Tauber, by 
means of a machine, by which it is forced up the mountain, and from 
thence aſcends in a direct line to what is called the Kingenthurn, from 
which it falls down again, producing three fountains in the town. Rorhen- 
burg is environed with ditches and walls, the latter of which are fortified 
with towers. The inhabitants here profeſs the Lutheran doctrine. In the 
town are five churches, but there is ordinarily no preaching but in two of 
them, namely, in the pariſh- church of St. James, and that near the hoſpital. 
The gymnaſium here conſiſts of ſeven claſſes, and the like number of teachers. 
In it are maintained twelve Alumni who have a candidate of the holy order 
tor their inſpector. The ſeat of the order of St. John is inhabited by an 
adminiſtrator. The council is divided into the inner and outer, the former 
of which are choſen out of the latter. Rothenburg is a very ancient place. 
Formerly it boaſted ſome Counts of that name, one line of whom ſtiled 
itſelf from the ancient citadel here, which is now converted into the noble 
foundation of Camburg. Theſe Counts are ſaid to derive their original from 
an Eaſt-Franconian Duke named Gosbert ; but of the more modern gene- 
alogy-tables of their family little account is to be made, eſpecially as it is 
known that other Franconian Counts beſides theſe of different houſes were 
tormerly ſtiled Counts of Rothenburg, and that barely on this account, 
namely, becauſe they reſided at Rothenburg. But the real family of the 
Counts of Rothenburg became extinct about the year 1110 in the perſon of 
Count Henry, who ceded the town of Rothenburg to the Empire. The 
Emperors Conrad IV. and Lewis mortgaged it to the houſe of Hohenlobe ; 
but the laſt time of it being mortgaged it redeemcd itſelt, and in 134 5 ob- 
tained from the Emperor Lewis an afſurance that it ſhould not be mortgaged 
any more, which aſſurance alſo the Emperors Charles IV. and Wenzel like- 
wiſe confirmed. At the Diet of the Empire it poſſeſſes the eighth place 
and voice in the college of Imperial cities on the Sabian bench, and 
at the circle of Franconia on the bench of Imperial cities the ſecond, 
To a Roman month it contributes one hundred and forty-eight florins, and 
to each chamber-term one hundred and fixty-two rix-dollars, thirty-two 
kruitzers and a half, | 
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2. Of its territory. 


The beſt view of its territory is to be had in Chapuze?'s chart of the 
county of Hobenlobe, and in that of Vetter's of the principality of 
Onolzhach. It is ſurrounded with a land-fence, which conſiſts of a living 
hedge, ditches, high towers, and in ſome parts alſo of lakes, mountains, 
and wood. In it the following places are principally to be noticed: viz. 

1. Gebſattel, a citadel, ſeated on the Tauber, and belonging to the noble 
foundation of C:mburg. 

2. The parochial-villages of K:rnberg, Neuſes, Dettwangen, Schweinſ- 
dorf, Gattenbofen, Steinsfeld, Obrenbacb, and Scheckenbach. 

3. Upper and Lower-Nordenberg, two {mall hamlets, which preſerve the 
memory of the ancient Lords of Nordenberg, who were hereditary purvey- 
ors of the holy Roman Empire, and had a caſtle at Upper-Nerdenberg, 
which caſtle, in the year 1408, was pulled down by order of the Emperor 
Ruprecht. In 1407 they diſpoſed of the caſtle of Nordenberg, together 
with the ſurrounding villages belonging thereto, as namely Schreinſdort, 
Harderſhofen, Steinfeld, and Mindelibacb, to the town of Rethenburg. 

4. Endſee, Enſe, or Enſexheim, a hamlet, ſeated On an inland lake, and 
formerly containing a citadel, to which belonged a conſiderable ſeigniory, and 
whoſe ancient poſſeſſors were knights bannerets. This place has been alie- 
nated partly by the owners themſelves, and partly after their deceaſe came 
to the houſe of Hebenlobe, by whom it was fold in 1367 to the town of 
Rothenburg. The citadel here the Emperor Ruprecht ordered to be de- 
ſtroyed in 1408. | 

Steinach below Endſee, a parochial-village, the pariſth-church of which 
is fled up by the ſeveral ſeniors of the houſe of Caſtell. 

6. The parochial-villages of Schmerbach, Wildenthierbach, Spilbach, Leu- 
zenbron, Leuzendorf, Bettenfeid, Lobr, and Gammesfelden, in the laſt of 
which is a citadel ; together with thoſe of [n/ingen, Haufen, Brettheim, 
Under-Ofthetm, Under-Wermtz, and Wettringen, near the laſt of which riſes 
the Tauber, as alſo that of Ratbach. 

7. Under-Gailnau, a parochial-village on which the Emperor Charles IV. 
in 1373 conferred town-privileges, notwithſtanding which it till continues 
a village. Hard by it lies Upper-Gatlnan, formerly a very ſtrong citadel. 
Theſe places were anciently poſſeſſed by the Counts of Hobenlabe, but in 
1406 Count John of Hobenlobe diſpoſed of them to the town of Rothenburg 
for the ſum of 9000 florins. In chat very year too the citadel was pulled 
down by order of the Emperor awprecht. | 

8. Seldenect, a citadel, not far from the Tauber, and which was pur- 
chaſed by the town of Rothenburg in the year 1404 of the Burggrave Fre- 
derick of Nurnberg, for the ſum of Sooo florins. 

9. Reinsburg, a citadel, lying not far from Raibach.

1. Of the town itſelf. 


WINDSHEIM, a town, ſeated on the river Aiſcb, is principally 
divided into the inner and outer. The prevailing religion here is 
the Lutheran, and in the town is one pariſh-church, together with a hoſ- 
pital-church, and a good Latin ſchool. The government of the place is 
under the direction of an upper-judge, and twenty-four counſellors, who 
divide themſelves into the inner and outer college. In the former fit 
thirteen, but in the latter only twelve perſons. The preſident of each 
of them is one of the four burgomaſters in office, who every quar- 
ter of a year take their turn in the government. That the town is a 
very old place y__ from hence, namely, that in a record of the Em- 
peror Lewis I. of the year 822 it occurs as a villa, and in ſome ancient 
records is even ſtiled villa regia. Its oldeſt privilege known at preſent was 
conferred on it by the Emperor Adolphus in the year 1295. In the four- 
teenth century it was mortgaged to the Burggraves of Nurnberg, but re- 
deemed itſelf, and thereupon, in 1360, obtained of the Emperor Charles IV. 
aſſurances that it ſhould never be mortgaged again, but continue always an- 
nexed to the Empire, which promiſe the Emperor Wenzel alſo confirmed. At 
the Diet of the Empire it poſſeſſes the twenty-firſt ſeat and voice in the col- 
lege of Imperial cities on the Swabian bench, and at that of the circle of 
Francenia the third an the bench of Imperial cities. To a Roman month 
it pays twenty-nine florins, and to each chamber-term thirty-fix rixdollars, 
eight kruitzers. In the ſixteenth century the greateſt part of the circle- 
diets of Franconia were held here. |

8 CHWEINFURT, in ancient records termed Svinford, and Swin- 


furt, is generally denominated in Latin Suevafurtum, or Trajectus Sue- 
vorum, the Swabians once having a paſſage here over the Mayn, but 
over that river a ſtone bridge is now built. The town itſelf is addicted 
to the Proteſtant religion, and its principal churches are the pariſh-church, 
and that near the hoſpital. It alſo contains a gymnaſium. Of the two 
prelate-forms here, one belongs to the cloyſter of Eherach, and the other 
to that of Bildhauſen, both of which appertain to the biſhopric of Vurz- 
burg. Anciently there was an Imperial land-judicatory at this place, and 
the Franconian upper-court was alſo held here. The Imperial ſheriff, 
whoſe office is ſtill in being here, is elected by the council. This council 
conſiſts of twenty-four perſons. The town was anciently a villa regia. The 
German Kings and Roman Emperors-have honoured it with Margyraves and 
Burggraves, who were poſſeſſed of conſiderable hereditary eſtates in and 
about the town, and the laſt of theſe named Eberhard was biſhop of Eich- 


flett ; but. their own eſtates were exchanged for the Imperial ones of Gred- 


ing, and then annexed to the Empire. The town itlelf was mortgaged 
by the Kings and Emperors Albrecht, Henry and Lewis to the Counts of 
Henneberg, and by the laſt again one half of it to the biſhopric of Wurzburg, 
but it redeemed itſelf, and upon that obtained aſſurances in the years 1361, 
1362, and 1368, of the Emperor Charles IV. and in 1387 ef the Emperer 
Wenzel, as alto in 1407 of the Emperor Rupreckt, and in 1417 and 1431 
of the Emperor Sigiſmund, that it ſhould never be mortgaged again. At 
the Diet of the Empire it poſſeſſes the nineteenth place and voice in the 
college of Imperial cities on the Stwabian bench, and at that of the 
circle of Franconia the fourth on the bench of the Imperial cities. To a 
Roman month it pays thirty-four florins, and to each chamber-term fixty- 
{even rixdollars, ſixty kruitzers. In 1253 or 1254, and alſo in 1553 this 
town was wholly confumed by fire. In 1532 the Proteſtant Princes held 


an aſſembly here. In 1631 and 1647 it was taken and fortified by the 
Swedes, Nearit is a fine growth of wine.

W EISSEN BURG on tbe Nerdgau, in ancient records alſo called 
Wizenburch, lies in the neighbourhood of the fort of Wulzburg be- 
longing to the Marggrave of Onolzbach, being ſurrounded by the Onekbach 
upper-prefeCturate of Gunzenhauſen and the county of Pappenbeim. The 
prevailing religion here is the Lutheran, and it contains two churches. In 
it alſo is a mineral bath. The riſe and firſt commencement of its Imperial 
freedom is not known. In 1262 it was beſieged by Duke Lewis of Bava- 
ria, by whom it was taken and burnt, and laid level with the ground. 
In 1314 it was mortgaged by the Emperor Lewis to the biſhopric of Eich- 
/tett, and in 1325 by the ſame to the Burggraves of Nurnberg, but it redeemed. 
itſelf again, and upon that obtained of the Emperors Charles IV. and Menzel 
in the years 1360 and 1387 aſſurances that it ſhould never be mortgaged 
again, but be kept annexed to the Empire. At the Diet of the Empire 
it poſſeſſes the thirtieth place and voice in the college of Imperial cities 
on the Swabian bench, and at the circle of Franconia the fifth or laſt on 
the bench of the Imperial cities. To a Roman month it contributes 
thirty-four florins, and to each chamber-term thirty-three rixdollars, ſeventy- 
hve kruitzers.

Of the ancient Imperial adminiſtration here over what is ftiled the 
royal villages, which the town of Veiſſenburg was poſſeſſed of as an Im- 
perial mortgage, mention has been made above under the bithopric of 
Eichſtett.

Cr. HIS circle, on account of its extent, cannot well be repreſented 
on one ſingle ſheet of the uſual ſize of land-charts, fo as to 

afford us a diſtin and comprehenſive view of it, for which reaſon it is di- 
vided into the ſouth and north; to each of which a proper ſheet is allotted: 
but there is ſtill, however, wanting a juſt mathematical and hiſtorical repreſen- 
tation of the ſea-coaſts. The charts of the ſouth part which were publiſhed 
by Sanſon have been improved by Jaillot and copied by Mortier. Thoſe 
which de Witt, Viſſcher, Valk and Dankert, as alſo the firſt which Hamann 
publiſhed, are equally faulty with the foregoing. In the year 1731, He- 
mann's heirs publiſhed a better in the largeſt fize, which chart was delineated 
by Philip Henry and Frederick Zollmann ; and, in 1734, they gave us alſo 
another, in the uſual form or ſize, with the improvements of Zollmann and 
Zurner; which chart, in the Atlas of Germany, conſtitutes the forty-fifth. 
Of the north part of this circle de Witt, Viſſcher, Valk, Dankert and Homann 
have furniſhed us with ſeparate charts ; all which require an improvement. 
That of Homann's conſtitutes the ſixtieth in the Atlas of Germany. |

proper order, are the Elector of Saxazy, the Elector of Brandenburg, Saxe- 
amar, Saxe-Eijenach, Saxe-Coburg, Saxe-Gotha, Saxe- Altenburg , Saxc- 
Querfurt, the Hither and- Farther-Pomerania, Camin, Anbalt, Quedlinburg, 
Gernrade, Walkenried, Schwarzburg-Sonderſhauſen, Schwarzburg-Rudoltadt, 
(to the two laſt of which houſes the Elector of Saxony, by virtue of an 
azrcement made in the year 1719, has promiſed at future Diets of the 
Empire to procure two places ſuited to their princely dignity) Mansfeld, 
Stolberg, Barby, the Counts of Reuſfjen and the Counts of Schonherg. 

. 4. In this circle the Elector of Saxony has always been ſole fummoning 
Prince and director; but ever ſince the electoral-houſe of Saxony went over 
to the Romi/b-catholic church, it appeared dangerous to the electoral houſe 
of Brandenburg, that the direforium of this circle, which is wholly addicted 
to the Proteſtant religion, ſhould remain on the former footing. What 
negotiations were carried on, on this head, in 1718, between both the electo- 
al- houſes and the Elector of Brandenburg and Anbalt, appear from Moſer's 
German State-right, p. 27, p. 2679—277. The Diets of the Empire have 
been formerly held, for the moſt part at Leipſict, and ſometimes alſo at 
Frankfort on the Oder, as likewiſe at Tuterbock : but ever fince the year 
1683, in which year the laſt Diet was held, theſe have been diſcontinued. 
The chancery of the circle is kept at Dreſden. 

$. 5. In the year 1682, the military ſtate of the whole Empire being 
ſettled, at an average, in times of peace at 40,000 men, to the ſhare of the 
upper circle of Saxony fell 1322 horſe and 2707 foot ; and at the partition 
of the 300,000 florins granted to the operation- cheſt of the Empire in 1707, 
to this circle were allotted 31,271 florins, twenty-eight kruitzers. Thus it 
has obtained an equal evaluation with the circles of Burgundy, Swabia, 
Wi/iphatia and Lower-Saxony, though in fact it is much larger than cither 
of them. 

$. 6. The collective members of this circle, the preſent Elector of Saxony 
excepted, are addicted to the Proteſtant religion.

formed by the Counts and Lords in the receſs of the circle of the year 
1654, came to a reſolution that it ſhould happen in ſuch manner alternately 
by the collective States of the circle, agrecably to the number and order of 
their voices, and that the electoral and princely houſes, quite down to Au- 
alt, ſhould, according to the order and number of their voices, each name 
one aſſeſſor of the chamber-court, the three foundations one, and the Counts 
and Lords alſo one: but the alternate nomination of an aſſeſſor between 
this and the circle of Lower- Saxony, is not at preſent kept up, the whole 
circle now actually nominating only two ale lors of the chamber - court, 
agreeably to the regulation concluded upon in the aforementioned receſs of 
the circle. 

$. 7. In the year 1571, the towns of Leipzig, Berlin, Stettin and Saalfeld 
were appointed mint-towns to Upper-Saxony. The laſt mint-proof of this 
circle was held, in 1680, at Francfort on the Oder; ſince which time they 
have been diſcontinued.

8. 1. DAM FREDERICK ZURNER, who was firſt curate at 

Skaſſa, and afterwards geographer and land and limit-commiſlary 
to the King of Poland, Elector of Saxony, has, at the command of Au- 
guſtus II. meaſured and delineated, with uncommon ſkill and application, 
the electoral Saxon territories. From theſe his labours and drawings ſprung 
up the very magnificent Atlas Auguſteus, which is kept at Dreſden, and con- 
fiſts of a general and ſpecial part, each of which contains forty charts in the 
uſual large ſize. A more accurate deſcription of it is to be found in Dr. 
Eberh. Dau. Hauber's additions and improvements to his Sketch of a cir- 
cumſtantial hiſtory of land- charts, P- 11. ſeg. Were theſe charts but rendered 
ſtill more perfect by ſome new reſearches and labours, and permitted to be 
engraved and publiſhed, they would form an excellent Atlas: but thoſe 
only of the ſuperintendencies of Grofſen-Hayn and Dreſden have been made 
public; though there are many drawings of Zurner's, which falling into 
Peter Schenk's hands furniſhed him with an opportunity of collecting a S 
Atlas, to which, in the year 1751, was added what is called a Complete Geo- 
graphical Deſcription ; but this laſt is very defective and erroneous. Schrether

ber of particular charts of the electorate of Saxony, which ſhall be hereafter 
mentioned under each circle and prefecturate : but all theſe ſpecial charts of 
the Saxons hitherto publiſhed ſtand more or leſs in need of improvement.

Kaſen, and engraved on 
copper by Peter Schenk : the ſecond, and by much the beſt of them, was 
delineated by Zurner at the command and expence of the Sovereign, under 
the title of a new electoral Saxon poſt-chart, on two very large ſheets, and 
publiſhed by Peter Schenk in the uſual ſize : but theſe charts being delineated 
at a time when Zurner had ſcarce meaſured one tenth part of the electoral 
Saxon territories, they are ſtill full of faults ; for which reaſon a new edition 
of them, with improvements, on two large ſheets was ordered to be pub- 
liſhed by command of the Sovereign. Homann's heirs alſo, in the year 
: 1752, publiſhed a chart of the high-ways thronghout the eleQtorate of 
| Saxony, which was delineated, in 1728, by J. C. K. and this chart, in the 
Atlas of Germany, conſtitutes the forty-ninth. Laſtly, it is moreover to be 
\ obſerved, that this electorate is the only country in all Germany whoſe high- 
ways are accurately meaſured, and the diſtances marked upon large and 
ſmall ſtone-pillars, or miliaries; which excellent inſtitution, ſo worthy of imi- 
tation, was enacted by royal command in the year 1722. An electoral 
Saxen policy-mile contains 16,000 Dreſden & ells, or 293337 Rhineland + 
feet. 

$. 2. The electorate conſiſts of the dutchy of Saxony, the greateſt part 
of the marggravate of Nſeiſſen, a part of the Vogtland and the northern 
half of the landgravate of Thuringia. The Luſatias and the electoral Saxon 
ſhare in the princely county of Henneberg, appertain not to the circle of Upper- 
Saxony ; for which reaſon they have been already deſcribed above. All the 
1 countries which at preſent belong to the electoral-houſe of Saxony, taken 
- together, amount to about ſeven hundred and twenty-nine ſquare geogra- 
phical miles, being of equal bigneſs with the whole circle of — the 
electoral Bavarian countries and the Kingdom of Praſſſia put together.

him, excepting in real actions. A Land-ſtate is one who, either with re- 
ſpe to his fortune, or on account of a certain privilege, or elſe on account 
of deſcent, enjoys both ſeat and voice at provincial and fele& Diets. The 
provincial Diets conſiſt of three claſſes. To the firſt belong the prelates, 
which are the foundations of Mer/ſen, Merſeburg and Naumburg. 2. The 
Counts and Lords: namely, formerly the Counts, but at preſent the 
Princes, of Schwarzburg, together with the Counts of Mansfeld, Solms, 
Stolberg, Barby and Schonburg ; and, laſtly, the two univerſities of Leipzig 
and Wittenberg. The Prelates, Counts and Lords form together a peculiar 
college ; and the univerſities alſo, ever fince the year 1666, another ; but 
their deputies have their places among the prelates. To the ſecond 
claſs belongs the nobility in general. Each nobleman who, by virtue of the 
electoral ordinance of the year 1530, can produce eight degrees of deſcent 
both by the father's and mother's fide, and is poſſeſſed of an ancient imme- 
diate nobleman's eſtate, enjoys both ſeat and voice at the provincial Diets, 
and is alſo ſummoned by a private or ſealed order; but he has only one 
voice though poſſeſſed of two, three or mere immediate eſtates. Any 
ancient nobleman, however, having a new immediate eſtate, may indeed 
appear, but has not his expence defrayed unleſs he be expreſly mentioned 
in the Sovereign's ordinance iſſued for that purpoſe. Compoſed of this 
nobility each of the ſeven circles of the electorate takes its ſeat at aſſemblies 
at a table to itſelf, according to its reſpective rank, though each member 
indeed ſeats himſelf, without diſtinction, juſt as occaſion or fancy lead 
him. Every circle has its director and co-direQor, who fit always in the 
middle at the table. The mediate nobility are ſummoned together, at the 
command of the regency, by the Amtmen ; but appear only by deputies, 
of whom two at moſt are ſent out of each prefecturate. The third pro- 
vincial claſs is formed of the towns in general, of which there are ſeventeen 
in the electoral circle, ſeven in that of Thuringia, twenty-three in that of 
Meiſſen, fifteen in that of Leipzig, thirty-two in the circle of the Erzgebrrg, 
five in that of the Vogtland, and three in the circle of Neuſladt, amounting 
in all to one hundred and two. 
The general provincial Diets here are ordinarily held every fix years, the 
provincial grants uſually extending to that time, or whenever a new regency 
commences. The regency diſpatches for that purpoſe printed ſummons 
to each immediate vaſſal of Prelates, Counts and Lords, nobility, towns 
and univerſities, ſummoning them to appear in perſon ; but the mediate 
vaſſals are convoked by the Amtmen of the reſpective prefecturates to which 
they belong. The immediate vaſſals y_ in perſon at the provincial 
Diets ; the Prelates, Counts, Lords and towns by their deputies : the laſt 
of whom, according to their bigneſs, ſend two, three or more repreſenta- 
tives; and the mediate vaſſals, out of each prefecturate, two or three * 
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inveſted with full power. The opening of the Sovereign's fition 
happens ordinarily in the Sovereign's preſence, in a hall in the electoral 
palace. If during the provincial grant any weighty matters occur which 
admit of no delay, or even other matters, have continued undiſcuſſed at 
provincial Diets; Diets of ſelection, deputations and conventions are held, 
which are ordinarily appointed every two years. Selections are made out 
of the three provincial claſſes, and are termed the leſſer or greater. The 
leſſer ſelection of the nobility conſiſts of forty-two perſons, who preſide at 
two boards, at which the Stadtholder of the bailiwick of Thuringia and the 
commandatory of GrifHtadt have both ſeat and voice. The other forty per- 
ſons are, five out of the electoral circle, including the bereditary-marſhal ; 
eleven out of the circle of Thuringia; fix out of that of Meiſſen; ſeven out 
of that of Leipzig ; one out of the foundation of Yurzen ; four out of the 
Erzgebirg ; four out of the circle of the Vogtland, and two out of that of Neu- 
fadt. By this leſſer ſelection others are choſen out of the greater one of the 
nobility, according to the above-mentioned circles, in order to fill up the 
place of the deputed ; and after the nomination made by the Sovereign, are 
confirmed as ſuch by his privy-council. The greater ſelection comprehends 
in it ſixty perſons, at which at the ſame time appear the deputies of the 
Counts and Lords of Schonburg. The deputed perſons are nominated out 
of the nobility in general and the circles by the leſſer ſelection, each circle 
having therein the following: viz. the electoral circle fix ; that of Thurin- 
gia fifteen ; that of Meifſer nine; that of Leipaig ten; the foundation of 
I/urzen two; the circle of the Erzgebirg ſix ; that of the Vogtland eight, 
and that of Neuſladt four. The dignity of hereditary-marſhal is hereditary 
in the noble houſe of Loſer of the houſe of Salis, and mult properly be re- 
ferred to the electoral circle, that circle being the preſiding one. If at any 
time the hereditary-marſhal happen to be a minor, the oldeſt of the family 
bears the directorium in his ſtead. The archives of the province are alſo 
committed to the care of the hereditary-marſhal, and in theſe are kept the 
original records. In the three archives of the circles of Thuringia, Mei/- 
ſen, the Erzgebirg and the Yogtland are kept only the vidimus copies of the 
original records which are to be found in the principal archives. Laſtly, 
with reſpect to the ſelection of the towns, to the leſſer ſelection appertains 
Leipzig, which bears the directorium as well here as throughout the whole 
of the towns, Wittenberg, Dreſden and Zwickau, which four are the pre- 
iding towns, Freyberg, Chemnitz, Langenſalze and Torgau : To the greater 
ſeletion, Annaberg, which alſo bears the directorium, Weiſſenfels, 2 
Eulenburg, Hayn, Weiſſenſee, Herzberg, Schmiedeberg, Schneeberg, Lieben- 
werde, which at the towns is poſſeſſed of the right of convocation, Marien- 


berg, Plauen, Neuſtadt on the Orla, Weyde, Dolitſch, Wurzen and Tennladt. 


All this is more fully deſcribed in The complete account of the provincial and 


ſeletion Diets of the eleflorate of Saxony, from the year 1185 to 2728, | — 
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liſhed by Dr. Dan. Godfrey Schreber from a manuſcript which came to his 
hands. See p. 9—38. 

§. 5. This electorate has had the happineſs and honour of giving riſe 
to the Reformation in the ſixteenth century, and the Proteſtant Lutheran 
church is the prevailing ſect here. The King and Elector Frederick Auguſtus 
going over, in 1697, to the Roman-catholic religion, he gave that fame 
year the moſt gracious aſſurances that he would moſt powerfully maintain 
the Land-ſtates and the whole of the ſubjects, in the enjoyment of the 
Augſburg confeſſion and the liberty of conſcience which had been happily 
handed down to them, as alſo in their churches, worſhip, ceremonies, 
univerſities, ſchools and all other prerogatives which they were poſſeſſed of 
at that time; that he would neither undertake nor ſuffer any alteration to 
be made on that account, nor force any body to embrace the religion which 
he himſelf had adopted. By virtue of the peace of Altranſtadt, concluded 
berween this King and Charks XII. of Soeden, in the year 1706, it was 
agreed, that in this electorate and in Luſatia no alteration ſhould at 
any time be permitted, introduced or granted, either in or to the Proteſtant 
religion ; and that no churches, ſc , academies, colleges, cloyſters, or 
any other places, where ſuch foundations might happen to be erected, 
ſhould ever be ceded to thoſe of the church of Rome. The like aſſurances 
were made alſo on the part of the electoral Prince, afterwards the reigning 
King, Frederick poof way on his embracing the Roman-catholic religion : 
and on his Majeſty's entering on the government of his countries, he gave 
likewife, in 1734, an aſſurance ſubſcribed by his own hand, in which he 
promiſed and declared, for himſelf and ſucceſſors in the electorate, on the 
word, troth and faith of a King, Elector and Sovereign, that he would leave 
undiſturbed in its whole extent the ſtate of the Augsbarg confeſſion, with 
all churches, worſhip, ceremonies, uſages, univerſities, country and other 
ſchoo's, benefices, incomes and profits, piæ cauſæ, juriſdictions and immu- 
nities belonging thereto, in ſuch manner as they had been happily handed 
down, occupied and enjoyed ever ſince, and were alſo at that very time poſſeſ- 
fed and uſed: like wiſe that he would himſelf neither pretend nor ſuffer others 
to break in upon them ; and that all that had been regulated and concluded 
upon for the benefit of the Proteſtant religion and the Augsburg confeſſion 
in theſe countries by the peace of Weſtphalia, and particularly by its fifth 
article, reſpeCting the ſtate of religion, was to remain in full force and 
effect, and to be maintained firm and inviolable by his Majeſty and his ſue- 
ceſſors in the electorate. The above aſſurances, however, were not to 
prejudice the exerciſe of his Majeſty's religion, in proportion, manner and 
wiſe, as it is grounded in the above-mentioned peace of Weſtphalia, and 
the judicial cuſtoms of the Roman Empire. 

In Hempel's tables, which have been mentioned above ($. 4.) the num- 
ber of pariſh-churches in the villages of this electorate is computed at 15 12 
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and the filial churches belonging thereto at ſeven hundred and one; con- 
ſequently of both here are 2218; and the number of the preachers in the 
ſeveral ſuperintendencies and inſpections amounts to 2135. In the towns 
are about two hundred and forty pariſh-churches, excluſive of thoſe 
of the citadel, hoſpital, and burial-places. The pariſhes here are divided 
into ſpiritual inſpeCtions, and theſe laſt again into the following conſiſtories, 
viz. under the upper conſiſtory at Dreſden, which is here conſidered only 
as an under conſiſtory, ſtand thirteen inſpections, which have their ſeats 
at Dreſden, Freyberg, Leiſznig, Biſchofswerda, Pirna, Oſchatz, Meiſſen, An- 
naberg, Hayn, Waldheim, Chemnitz, Colditz and Dobrilugk. Under the 
conſiſtory at Leipzig ſtand twenty-two inſpeftions, namely thoſe at Leipzig, 
Eulenburg, Grimma, Borna, Rochlitz, Penig, Zwickau, Plauen, Oelſnitz, 
Weyda, Neuſtadt on the Orla, Frauenpreiſnitæ, Pegau, Delitzſch, Weiſſen- 
fels, Freyburg, Eckartsberga, Langenſalza, Weiſſenſee, Sangerhauſen, Quer furt 
Heldrungen. Under the conſiſtory at Wittenberg ſtand eighteen inſpections, 
namely thoſe at Wittenberg, Grafenhaynichen, n, Herzberg, Baruth, 
Seyda, Schlieben, Kemberg, Torgau, Gommern, Belzig, Liebenwerda, Clo- 
den, Bitterfeld, Zabna, Dahme, Juterbog and Barby. To the foundation 
conſiſtory at Wurzen, belongs the inſpection of Wurzen ; to the conſiſtory of 
the foundation of Naumburg at Zeitz the inſpection of Zeitz; to the con- 
ſiſtory of the foundation at Merſeburg, the churches in the prefecturates of 
Merſeburg, Lutzen, Schkeuditz and Lauchſlad; to the conſiſtory of the 
county of Schonburg the inſpections at Glauchau, Hartenſlein, Lichtenſtein, 
Loſznitz and Waldenburg. Under the conſiſtory at Eiſleben ſtand all the 
churches in the county of Mansfeld, which are divided into eight deca- 
nates, excluſive of the prefecturate of Arnſtein. At Ebeleben is an inſpec- 
tion-office of the Prince of Schwarzburg's, at Roſzla a conſiſtory of the 
Count of Stolberg, and at Sonnewalde a conſiſtory of the Count of Solms. 
Over all theſe conſiſtories is placed the eccleſiaſtical council and the upper 
conſiſtory at Dreſden. Both theſe are connected together; and the latter, 
which has been conſidered above barely as an under conſiſtory over a num- 
ber of inſpections, occurs to us again in this place in as much as in con- 
junction with the eccleſiaſtical council, it diſpatches orders to all under- 
conſiſtories. But the eccleſiaſtical council here, as well as the upper-con- 
ſiſtory, have each their own peculiar departments; and in weighty caſes 
both apply to the privy-council. 

The Calvinifts as well as the Roman-cathalics have at Dreſden and Leip- 
2/7 the free exerciſe of their religion. 

$. 6. The ſciences flouriſh in this electorate; book-printing being at no 
place more common, and book-ſelling no where more conſiderable than at 
Leipzig. The univerſities of Leipzig and Wittenberg have retained and 
even increaſed their ancient reputation, At xy mh are ſocieties for the li- 


beral arts and the German language. At Merſſen, P/orte and Grimma are 
princely 
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princely or country- ſchools, which were founded by the Elector Maurice 
and there are likewiſe gymnaſia and good ſchools at Werſſenfels, Merſe- 
burg, Zeitz, Naumburg, Freyberg, Leipzig, Dreſden, Chemnitz, and other 
towns. Theſe numerous and well woo Hi inſtitutions facilitate educa- 
tion and promote the reception of the ſciences in an uncommon manner, 
producing many able, learned, and celebrated men. | 

$- 7. The uſeful and fine manufactures and fabricks are likewiſe very nu- 
merous in this electorate. Great quantities of yarn too are ſpun here, thread 
bleached, coarſe and fine linen wove, andtick made, together with cerecloth, 
fine lace, ribbon, edging and paper. The porcelain which is manufactured at 
Meiſſen is famous throughout all Ewrype, and known alſo in the other principal 
parts of the world. Fine glaſſes and mirrors are made here, and out of the 
ſerpent-ſtone all manner of things. Of the foundaries in which the co- 
loured earths, and falts, and fixed ſemimetals are purified, and prepared for 
all manner of uſes mention has been made above (5. 3.) Iron is wrought 
here into black and white plates in the greateſt quantity, as alſo in other 
ſhapes. Steel, braſs, and ſpineback are made and worked here. $ 
has alſo its manufactures of gold and filver. Cotton, wool, and filk are 
made up here in hankerchiefs, neck-cloths, canvas, nettle-cloth, fuſtians, 
cloths, freezes, flannels, mock-velvet and many other ſtuffs, velvet, pluſh, 
and ſtockings. It makes alſo gloves, caps and hats. The dye-houſes are 
likewiſe excellent, and fine tapeſtries are alſo made here. In theſe manu- 
factured wares, as well as in the natural productions of the country, namely 
in corn, flax, aniſe, fennel, woad, ſaflor, or wild-faffron, and garden- 
fruits, wood, blue, or ſtarch, arſenic, &c. as allo in cattle, wool, and 
many other articles an important foreign commerce is carried on. Leip- 
2tg is not only the greateſt trading town in this electorate, but alſo one of 
the greateſt in all Germany. | 

$. 8. The preſent Electors and Dukes of Saxony are deſcended from the 
Marggraves of Meiſſen, who acquired firſt the landgravate of Thuringta,, 
and afterwards the electorate of Saxony, and other countries and places, as. 
will appear below from their particular hiſtory. The firſt Marggrave of 
Meiſſen, who in 1422 was Elector of Saxony, was named Frederick the 
Warſiike. To his fon the Elector Frederick II. or the Mild, ſucceeded in 
the government his ſons the Elector Erna and Albrecht, who for twenty 
years governed in common, butin 1485 divided the countries among them, 


founding two principal lines, which were named after them. The electoral 


dignity was at firſt veſted in the Erneſtine principal line, Frederick the Wiſe 
and Jobn the Con/tont, ſons to the above-mentioned Elector Erneſt, enjoy- 
ing it ſucceſſively, and after them Jobn Frederick, ſon to the latter: But 
this laſt was put under the ban by the Emperor Charles V. in the year 1547, 
and together with the electoral dignity, ſtript of all his countries and ſub- 
jets, which were made a donation of to Duke Maurice of the — 
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line. Duke Maurice, however, was obliged to allow the children of Febn 


Frederick a yearly income of 50,000 guldens, and for the imburſement 
thereof to grant certain prefecturates, places and eſtates ; out of which, and 
the countries afterwards added thereto, aroſe the preſent poſſeſſions of the 
Dukes of Saxony of the Erne/tine line, whoſe further hiſtory will occur be- 
low. George, fon to the above-mentioned Duke Albrecht, founder of the 
Albertine principal line, obtained by virtue of his father's teſtament, the 

aternal hereditary countries; but his brother Henry only a ſmall frec- 
bench in Meiſſen. After the death, however, of the former the latter ar- 
rived to the regency, in which he was ſucceeded by his ſons Maurice and 
Auguſtus, In 1547 Duke Maurice obtained of the Emperor Carles V. the 
Saxon electoral dignity, which was taken from John Frederick of the Er- 
ne/tine line, together with all his countries and ſubjects; and from this time 
forwards the electoral dignity has continued in the Abertine line. His bro- 


ther Auguſtus, who ſucceeded him in the regency and electoral dignity, 


propagated the electoral Albertine branch. This Prince entered into a ſti- 
pulation in 1554 with his couſin, the depoſed Elector John Frederick, on 
account of the ſucceſſion and electoral dignity, and gave him alſo ſome 
towns in Thuringta, paying him moreover an old debt of 100,000 guldens, 
and likewiſe forming between both their families an hereditary union. He 
increaſed his country with ſome conſiderable territories, and alſo within it 
put matters on a very regular footing. His ſon and ſucceſſor the Elector 
Chriſtian I. who entered on the regency in 1586, had firſt his eldeſt fon 
Chriſtian II. and afterwards the ſecond fon John George I. for his ſucceſſors. 
The latter acquired to his houſe the marggravates of Upper and Lower Lu- 
ſatia, with hab countries; but by his will in 1652 divided the electoral 
lands among his four ſons, the eldeſt of whom, namely, Duke John 
George II. ſucceeded to the electorate; Duke Auguſtus founding the colla- 
teral line of Werſſenfels or Querfurt; Duke Chriſtian, that of Merſeburg, and 
Duke Maurice, that of Zeitz. Jobn George II. was ſucceeded in the 
electoral dignity by his fon Jobn George III. and to this laſt ſucceeded his 
eldeſt ſon John George IV. and after his death the ſecond ſon Frederick Au- 
guſtus I. or 22 II. who in 1697 embraced the Roman-catholic reli- 
gion, and was ſoon after elected King of Poland. In 1718 he took poſ- 
ſeſſion of the hereditary lands of the line of Zeit. After his death, which 
happened in 1733, his Roman-catholic ſon alſo named Frederick Augu/- 
tus II. or Auguſtus III. entered upon the electoral regency, being likewiſe 
in the ſame year elected King of Poland, and has lived to ſee the extinction 
of the Merſeburg collateral line, which happened in 1738, as alſo that of 
the collateral line of Werſſenfels in 1746: So that in him the electoral 
Saxon countries, which had been divided, were again united. In 1756 
the whole electorate was reduced to the ſubjection of the King of Pruſſia,

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$..9. An Elector of Saxony ſtiles himſelf : Duke of Saxony, Juliers, 
Cleve and the Berg, as alſo of Engern and Weſtphalia, Arch-Marſbal and 
Elector of the holy Roman Empire, Landgrave in Thuringia, Marggrave of 
Meiflen, and likewiſe of Upper and Lower Luſatia, Burggrave of Magde- 
burg, Princely Count of Henneberg, Count of the Mark, Ravensberg, 
Barby and Hanau, and Lord of Ravenſtein.

$. 10. Among the Electors in general he is reckoned the fixth, but 


among the temporal ones in particular, the third. The prerogatives and 


privileges which an Elector of Saxony enjoys, as arch-marſhal of the holy 
Roman Empire, have been briefly deſcribed above, p. 533. He inveſts the 
Counts of Pappenbeim with the office of hereditary-marſhal of the Empire. 
Whenever the Empire too has no ſupreme head, he is adminiſtrator of the 
Empire in the countries where the Saxon right is of force, which vicariate 
{ome derive from the old dutchy of Saxony, others from the office of arch- 
marſhal, and others again from the palatinate of Saxony ; which laſt differs 
not in reality from the palatinate of Thuringia ; for that which the Thurin- 
gians once poſſeſſed was the Saxon. The electoral houſe of Saxony ſuffers 
itſelf to be expreſsly inveſted with this palatinate by the Emperors. 

F. 11. In matters relating to the Proteſtant States and their religion, the 
electoral houſe of Saxony enjoys the directorium and the diftature of the 
Empire, though at preſent he is of the Roman-catholic church. When- 
ever the electoral ſee of Mentz becomes vacant, the Elector of Saxony alſo 
appropriates to himſelf, as arch-marſhal, the directorium at the Diet of the 
Empire. His imperial matricular-evaluation, on account of the electorate, 
amounts to 1984 florins. He alſo anſwers for the county of Leiſanig in 
the ſum of twenty florins ; for the county of Beichlingen, in the ſum of 
twenty-four florins ; for the ſeigniory of Tautenburg in twenty, and for the 
ſeigniory of Wildenfels alſo in twenty. He pays alſo on account of the pre- 
fecturates of Weida, Sachſenburg, Arnſhaug and Ziegenruck the ſum of one 
hundred and 2 florins ; on account of its half of the Yogtland, three hun- 
dred and four florins; and for the county of Mansfeld one hundred and 
thirty-five. On the other hand it exempts the biſhoprics of Merſſen, Mer ſc- 
burg and Naumburg, fine enere. To a chamber-term the Elector of Saxory 
contributes cum exemtis the ſum of 1545 rixdollars, and on account of 
Mansfeld eighty-three rixdollars, ſixty-two kruitzers. 

F. 12. The privy cabinet, whoſe care extends to State-affairs, has the 
direction of three departments, and has alſo the propoſition and regu- 
lation therein, namely the department of domeſtic State-affairs, the de- 
partment of military affairs, and the department of foreign affairs of State. 
The privy-council likewiſe looks to ſpiritual and temporal matters, and has 
the inſpection and direction of all other military and civil colleges. It is filled 
with ſuch as are actual privy-counſellors, referendaries, ſecretaries, regiſters 
and clerks. The privy military council-college looks to military —_ 
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and comprizes in it the principal expedition, or chancery ; the gene ral mi- 
mary commiſſariate, which again divides itſelf into the expedition of the 
commiſſariate and ammunition-office, and the general military number.

On the marriage alſo of a new ſovereign, as likewiſe 
on other occaſions, it is cuſtomary to make a donation in money. In 
1660 the country obtained the full directorium of all the taxes. The elec- 
toral prefecturates and domains, which are uſually farmed out, the mines 
and wood-floats bring in annually very confiderable ſums of money to the 
electoral cheſt. It is aſſerted that the electoral Saxon countries yield and 
bring in yearly between fix and ſeven millions of rixdollars. In 1758 it 
was ipulated that the electoral exchequer ſhould pay to the military cheſt 
of the King of Pruſſia for the incomes of that year one million of rix- 
dollars, and the land- ſtates of the electorate for the taxes and other land- 
revenues, two millions and ſeven tons of gold in rixdollars. 

$. 14. There are uſually maintained in this county about 20, ooo regulac 
troops, excluſive of a well regulated land- militia. 

§. 15. The whole electorate is divided into circles, which according to their 
order of rank are, the electoral circle, the circle of Thuringia, that of Meiſ- 
ſen, that of Leipzig with the foundation of Wurzen, the circle of the Erz- 
gebirg, that of the YVogtland, and the circle of Neuſtadt, excluſive of two 


other foundations, namely, thoſe of Merſeburg and. Naumburg-Zeitz. Next 
follows a more accurate deſcription of each.

F. 1. TH E electoral circle, or the dutchy of Saxony has been exhibited 
on a chart of four ſheets, publiſhed by Homann's heirs in the 
year 1752, and this in the Atlas of Germany conſtitutes the forty- ſixth. 

F. 2. It borders on the circles of Meiſſen, Leipzig, and Thuringia, the 
principality of Aubalt, the Mark of Brandenburg, and likewiſe on Luſatia. 
A part of it is ſeparated by the principality of Azhalt from the „. 
and larger part. Its ſt length, as well as its greateſt breadth, is eſ- 
timated at about ten German miles. 

$. 3. The fruitfulneſs of this country is not very remarkable, there be- 
ing in it many ſandy bottoms. The Eibe runs through a part of it, and 
between Gorſdorf and Elfter receives the Black Eiter. The Mulde alſo 
waters ſome tracts of this country. | 

F. 4. This circle contains in it twenty-four towns, three boroughs, four 
hundred and ninety-four, (or according to Hempel's tables, only four *

old. The ancient dutchy of Saxony comprized in it three large countries, 


namely, Eaſinbalia. Engern, and Weſtphalia. In Eaſtphalia again were 
reckoned. the Ea/iphali who were ſettled in the countries of Brunſwick.and 
Luneburg, the North people in Holflein, and the Eaſterlings or Eaf# people 
on the. river Saale and Elbe quite to the Old Mark. The Eaſterlings were 
alſo called: Nortb-Thuringt, but this name became obliterated by time, and 


the country itſelf has ſince been called Eaſt Saxony. Witikind was Duke 
of the Saxons; but it is diſputed whether this name, which all apply to 
him, denotes a civil or military dignity.? It is certain, however, that he 


was poſſeſſed of conſiderable eſtates of his own in Meſphalia. His conſort: 


Geva was fiſter to Siegrid, King of the Danes. The Emperor Charle- 


ſubdued this country of the Saxons. Ecbert, or Egbert, ſecond 


grandſon to Witikind by his daughter Haſala, or Giſela, who was married 
to Bruno Prince of the Angrii, was, indeed alſo ſtiled Duke; but it cannot 
be proved that he belongs to the Saxon Dukes in a political ſenſe. His 
conſort was Saint Ida. From his elder brother Bruno Prince of the Angrii, 
deſcended Ludol/ph, who was at firſt. Count between the Rhine and the Weſer, 


but in the year 842 was by the Emperor Leuis created Duke of the whole 
dutchy of Saxony, and died in 859. His conſort Oda was daughter to 
Count Billung. The dutchy of Saxcny was ſucceſſively governed by his 
ſons Bruno and Otto, and after them by Henry fon to the latter, who was 
elected in the year 919 German King. The ſon and ſucceſſor in the Empire 
of this laſt, namely, the Emperor Octo I. conferred the dutchy of Saxony 
(from which however that on the er is a diſtin& dutchy) on Hermann, 


ſon to Count Billung, who tranſmitted it by inheritance to his fon Bernard, 


the latter alſo to his ſon Bernhard II. he again to his ſon Ordulf, and this 
laſt to his ſon Magnus, who leſt no male heirs behind him but ſome daugh- 
ters, of whom only the two eldeſt, namely, Mulfhild and Eilika are here 


to be remarked. The former of theſe was conſort to Henry the Swarthy, 
Duke of Bavaria; but the latter to Otto of Aſcania. The dutchy of Sax- 


ory was now to deſcend to Duke Henry the Swarthy by virtue of bis con- 


fort; but the Emperor Henry V. conferred it on Lotharius fon to Count Geb- 
bard of Supplingenburg, who ſucceeded. him in the Empire. Gertrude,

The preſent dutchy of Saxony is not to be confounded with the 
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daughter to the latter married the ſon of Duke Henry the Swarthy, named 


Henry the Magnani mous (but whom his enemies called Henry the Haughty) 
Duke of Bavaria, who obtained of his father-in-law either in 1126 or 


11127 alſo the dutchy of Saxony. But King Conrad III. tripped him of it, 
and conferred it on Adelbert Marggrave of Salgwedel, commonly tiled 


Albert the Bear, and ſon to the above-mentioned Otto of Afeania by his 
conſort Eiliba, but he was driven out by the Saxons. Henry the Lion, fon 
to Henry the Magnanimous, arrived again to the poſſeſſion of all his paternal 
countrics, and was a very powerful Prince, commanding from the Rhine to 
the Weichſzl, but was by the Emperor Frederick I. in the year 1179, unjuſtly 
put under the ban, by which means he loſt his countries and eſtates in 
Italy and Swabia, as alſo the dutchies of Bavaria and Saxony, inſomuch 
that he only retained his hereditary eſtates and conquerred countries, toge- 
ther with the fiefs which he held not of the Empire but of other Lords, 
and even in theſe his enemies afterwards made great encroachments. In 
this place we are only to mention ſomething of the previous diſmemberin 

of the dutchy of Saxony at that time. The unfortunate Duke Henry th 
Lion retained Eaſiphalia almoſt entirely, and the greateſt part of it even 
belonged to his hereditary eſtates, which the Emperor could not deprive 
him of. But Weſtphalia and Engern were divided by the Emperor, and 
given one part of them to the archbiſhop of Cologn, the other (which ex- 
tended through the tract of the Lower-Rhine, the biſhoprics of Munſter, 
Oſnabruck, and Minden, which by the Weſer was ſeparated from Eaffphalia) 
to Bernhard of Aſcania, ſon to the above-mentioned Albert the Bear, whom 
he declared Duke of Saxony. This new Duke, however, obtained no part 
.of the dutchy of Saxony except the title, neither did he venture to aſſume to 
himſelf any degree of power in the ſhare of the dutchy of Weſtphalia and 
Engern, which had been conferred upon him; the Marggrave of Sa/zwede! 
or Brandenburg did not ſubmit to him; the Landgraves of Thuringia no 
longer acknowledged his power; the Vendiſb Lords, over whom Henry 
the Lion had exerciſed a ſevere ſubjection, raiſed up their heads; the Counts 
of Holſtein, Ratzeburg, Danneberg, Oldenburg, Schwerin, Heya, Dieplulx, 
Luchau, with ſome others in Saxony refuſed any longer to own the ſuperi- 
ority of the new Duke; the archbiſhops of Hamburg, or Bremen, and 
Magdeburg, as allo the biſhops of Oſnabruck, Paderborn, Verden, Hildeſheim, 
Munſter, Halberſtadt, Minden, &c. together with the town of Lubeck, ſet 
themſelves likewiſe at liberty. For which reaſon Count Henry of Aſcania, 
firſt-born ſon to Duke Bernhard, preferred the county of Anhalt to the 
dutchy of Saxony, ceding the latter to his younger brother Duke Albert. 
This Duke Albert, however, re-annexed ſeveral parts of the old dutchy 
by his bravery and conduct, ſubjecting to his dominion Count Henry of 
Schwerin, and reducing alſo Ratzeburg and Lauenburg, and even laying the 
foundation of a new principality in Lower-Saxony. This ſhort hiſtory * 
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ried thus far of the dutchy of Saxony is collected out of the third and fourth 
volumes of the Origines Guelſ, in which are to be found its proofs. In 
the family of Manig remained veſted till the fifteenth century the dutchy 
of Saxony, and the cletoral dignity founded thereon, but after the death of 
Duke Albert III. the Marggrave Frederick of Meiſſen, who was alſo Land- 
grave of Thurjugia, was, in 1422, by virtue of the expectancy obtained in 
1420, 7 with the dutchy of Saxony, or the Saxon clectoral dignity, 
by the Emperor & . . | | 

The preſent eleRoral circle belonged not to the old dutchy of Saxony. 
but the Marggrave Alert the Bear toak this country from the Mend, and 
it became his ſon Bernharg's property in the inheritance of Aſcania. This 
Bernhard therefore qbtaining the dignity of a Duke of Saxony, the name 
of the dutchy of Saxepy became applied at length to the portion of it in 
this country; and the eleRaral dignity being attached to the dutchy it. has 
obtained the title of the electoral circle. In the middle age the

I. The cirele-amt of #ittenberg, in which alſo is reckoned the county 
of Barby, containing both together twenty-two immediate and nineteen me- 
diate vaſſals, with about one hundred and fourteen villages. ' But the county 
of Barby having a peculiar place and voice at the Diets of the circle of 
Upper-Saxony, its deſcription is to be ſought for further on in its proper 
place.

1. Of Wittenberg, in Latin called Witteberga, or Leucorea, lying not 
far from the Elbe, over which it has a ferry, and the head-towu of. the 
electoral cirele, being under immediate vaſſalage, and the ſecond among the 
four preſiding towns, as they are called, in the narrower ſelection of the 
towns, as alſo the ſeat of an aulic- judicatory, before which the mediate 
and immediate vaſſals of the electoral circle appear y in the firſt, and 
partly in the ſecond reſort. In it too is the ſeat of the aſſize, as alſo a con- 
ſiſtory, together with that of the general ſuperintendency of the electoral 
circle, a ſpiritual inſpection, the cirele-· amt, and a famous univerſity founded 
in 1502, at which in 1517 the Reformation took its riſe by means of Mar- 
tin Luther. This town is not large but fortißed. The old citadel here was 
formerly the electoral reſidence. Near it ſtands an arſenal. The citadel- 
church, or the cathedral. of A Saints, is the univerſity- church, and a pro- 
feſſor of divinity its provoſt. In it js ſaid to be Lurber's monument, with 
ſeveral other curioſities. In the large tound tower, which ſtands by it, are 
kept the common archieves of the electoral and princely Saxon houſes. At 
the pariſh- church belonging to the town ſtands the general ſuperiotendency. 
The Latin town-ſchool here contains ſix teachers. The univerſity- library 
is kept in what was formerly an Auguſtine cloyſter. The ficſt founder of

4. Old-Feſznitz, Niemeck, Priorau, Ramin, and Roitzſcb, the laſt of 
which conſiſts of eight ſhares, as alſo Schic rau, are all church-villages with 
noble eſtates. Veen likewiſe is a church-village. | 
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8.71. O* the landgravate of Thuringia are extant ſome old drawings 
taken by John Mellinger and Advlarus Erichins ; the latter of 

which have alſo been copied by Blacmo, Fanſſon and others. The chart 
ubliſhed by J Bapt. Homann, was firſt improved, in the year 1729, by 
bis ſon Fobn Chriſt. Homann, and afterwards, in 1738, by Frederick Chriſtian 
Leſſer. The laſt edition of this chart is to be found in the Atlas of Germany, 
in which it conſtitutes the fifty-firſt ; and in number fifty-five is likewiſe to 
be found a chart of Ea/t-Thuringia, publiſhed by Homann's heirs, in the 
year 1747, on two ſheets. 
FS. 2. The circle of Thuringia forms the north part of the landgravate 
of that name. The country is well watered, yields good paſturage and 
abundance of corn, particularly wheat, which is excellent, as alſo fine 
woods, and produces woad at Langenſalza, together with ſaflor, aniſe, fen- 
nel and wine in other places; and has alſo a conſiderable breed of horſes, 
horned-cattle and ſheep. Of theſe natural productions of the country a great 


part is exported.

$. 3. Thuringia contains in it forty«ſeven towns, fourteen boroughs, ſix 
hundred and ſeventy- four (or according to Hempel's table eight hundred and 
thirty-three) villages, three hundred noble eſtates, two hundred and fifty- 
two pariſh-churches at the villages, ninety- ſix filial-churches, ſeven ſuper- 
intendencies and five under-conſiſtories. Among the towns there are four 
here which belong to the ſelection of the towns; namely, one to the leſſer 
and three to the wider ſelection; ſeven. general towns, which belong to the 


third claſs of the provinces, and one hundred and ſeventy-ſix immediate 


vaſſals. | 
$. 4. Thuringia takes its name from the ancient Thurizgs ; but the mo- 


dern Thuringia, which lies nearly between the Saale and. the Werra, the 
foreſt of Thuringia and the Harzwalde, is but a part of the ancient Turin 
gia, (a country formerly comprized under that name, ) extending itfelf. much 
tarther every way. In the fixth century the Franks and Saxons ſubjected 
the Thuringians to their dominion, whoſe country from that time forwards 


became divided into the north and fouth. The limits between both were 


not ſo much the Un/trut as the foreſt of Harzwalde and the river Helme which 
flows in the golden Aue or meadow. North-Thuringia: towards the north 
extended itſelf beyond the Harzwalde quite to the river Eile, and belonged to 
the Saxons.” It was united with the dutchy of Saxony, loſt its name, and 
was at length annexed to Eaſphalia, or to the eaſtern part of the country 
of Saxony. Sour h- Thuringia belonged - to the Franks, and comprized in it 
the modern Thuringia, together with a large ſhare of, the modern Franca- 
nia, Heſſe, &c. It was divided into ſeveral cantons or Pagi, over which 
Counts were appointed. Fill the eleventh century it ſtood under the E 
perors and Kings, and befides the Counts we find alſo ſome Dukes men- 
tioned, to whom the German Kings entruſted the government of this coun- 
try. In the eleventh century the Emperors. Conrad II. and Henry. III. 
made Count Lewis the Bearded (of whoſe pedigree ſome account. has been 
given above) a donation of certain eſtates, in Thuringia, to which that 
Count added likewiſe ſome others by means of purchaſe and marriage. 
His ſon Lewis II. who was alſo ſurnamed the Springer or YVaulter, reſided,, 
it is true, at the paternal citadel of Schauenburg, but built, moreover, other 
citadels. His ſon again, named Lewis III. was by the Emperor Latharius 
created, in the year 1152; Landgrave of Thuringia, after having ſtripped 
Hermann of Winzenburg of that dignity. And thus this Lewes. is reckoned 
the firſt of that name among the Landgraves of Thuringia. His race be- 
came extinct in the year 1247 in the perſon of the Landgrave Henry Raſpc.. 
Sephia, daughter to his elder brother St. Lewis, was married to Henry V. 
Duke of Brabant; and Henry I. ſon to them both, and ſurnamed tbe Child, 
aſpired now to the landgravate of Tburingia: But the Marggrave Henry 
the Iiluftrious of Meiſſen, ſiſter's ſon to the laſt-mentioned Landgrave, an- 
azxed the langravate to himſelf, as well on account of a — LP 
right:

countries among them which had been partly taken from out of Thuringia, 
and partly out of the Oferlande, and of which hereafter a more accurate ac- 
count ſhall be given, to the children of Jahn Frederick, in lieu of the yearly 


revenue allowed them of 50,000 guldens. 

$. 5. The Elector of Saxony, it is true, has inſiſted on a voice on account 
of the landgravate of Thuringia in the council of the Princes of the Em- 
pire, but has always been refuſed. The Dukes of Saxony of the Erngline 
line were the parties who ſed it, and theſe alledged, that they bad hi- 
therto carried their voices ſingly on account of the countries of Tburingia, 
for which reaſon no general voice could take place on account thereof. 
The Elector of Saxony in reply to this ſays, that the -Ernefiine lines were 
not poſſeſſed of the whole landgravate of Thuringia, but only of certain 
confiderable portions of it. | 


$. 6. The ſhare belonging to the electoral houſe of Saxony in Thuringio, 


is contained in the circle of Thuringia, which comprizes in it 
The following thirteen immediate prefecturates, viz. 
1. The circle-amt of Texflad?, in which is 
Ten/tadt, a town under immediate vaſſalage, and belonging tothe 
ſelection, containing alſo in it near fix hundred houſes. This place hes be- 
tween Langenſalza and Weiſſenſee, and was firſt environed with a wall be- 
tween the years 1448 and 1489; for the building of which the ſtones of 
che three forts or citadels which formerly ſtood nigh this town were made 
uſe of. The Thuringian circle-amt was removed to this place in 1659, 
and that even before the town belonged to the prefecturate of Langen/alzs. 
In 1684 above one third of Tenfladt was conſumed by fire; in 1732 it ſuf- 
fered alſo greatly by the fame dteadful calamity ; and in 1748 above one 
hundred and ſixty of its beſt houſes were reduced to aſhes. The ſpiritual 
inſpection, which was formerly held here, was in 1750 aboliſhed.

Pforte, or Schulpforte, the principal of the three ſovereign or provincial 
2 of the electorate, and lying on the river Saale, 2 ant. di- 
ſtance from Naumburg. In it formerly was a conſiderable monaſtery of 
Ciftercians, which Duke Maurice converted in 1543 into what is at preſent 
called the Prince's ſchool ; in which to this very day one hundred and fifty 
ſcholars are maintained and taught gratis. This place is under immediate 
vaſſalage. The ſuperintendency too, which formerly was held here, was 
aboliſhed in 1749. | 

Memleben, a parochial-village ſeated on the Un/irut, in a pleaſant and 
fruitful tract between Nebra and Wiebe, The BenediFine monaſtery which 
formerly ſtood near it was one of the moſt celebrated in all Thuringra, and 
in it died the Emperors Henry and Ocho I. This monaſtery was diſſolved 
about the year 1545, at which time it became an electoral manor, and the 
lands were farmed out; but the uſe thereof applied in 1551 by the Elector 
Maurice towards the better maintenance of the Schulpforte. 

K:fen, a village ſeated on the Saale, and containing a good ſalt-work. 

Together with twenty-three other villages, among which are the church- 
villages of Altenburg, Benndorf, Liſdorf, Upper-Mollern, Pomnitz, Pappel, 
Rebhauſen, Spielberg, Tauchwitz, Zockwar, &c. 

3. The prefecturate of TauTEnBURG. In it 

Tautenburg, an ancient citadel ſeated upon a mountain about one German 
mile's diſtance from Camburg, and having a parochial-village and a ſeigniory 
annexed to it which belo to the Schenken, who ſtiled themſelves 
from hence the Schenken of Tautenburg. On their extinction, it came ſuc- 
ceſſively into the poſſeſſion of the family of Werthern, the Dukes of Saxe- 
Zeitz, and Count Maurice of Saxony, and at length reverted again to the 
electoral houſe, which on account thereof pays to each Roman month the 
ſum of twenty florins. | 
= Frauenprieſnitz, anciently called Priefuitz, or more fimply Brieſnitz, a 

market-town, citadel and ſeigniory, formerly belonging alſo to the Schenken, 
and which together with its nunnery, has had the ſame fate with the ſeig- 
niory of Tautenburg. At this place is a ſuperintendency, under which ſtand 
fifteen mother and filial churches. In 1638 it was entirely burnt down. 

Niedertrebra, a noble eftate and church - village ſeated on the Im, and 
belonging formerly, together with the preceding places and ſeigniories, to 
the Schenken, after which it paſſed to the Counts of Werthern, and from them 
to Duke Maurice of Saxe-Zeitz, who in 1677 diſpoſed of it to a member 
of the family of Erfa, and this laſt to one of the family of Bodenbauſen, to 
which family it ſtill belongs. 

Together with ſeventeen villages, among which are the church-villages 
of Martendorf, Pfublsborn, Poppendorf, Poxdorf, Staudnitz, Wetzdorf, &c. 

4. The prefecturate of TREFFURT, with its annexed vogtey, is co- here-

and the ſeven villages belonging to its prefecturate and vogtey. 

The following prefecturates were in the poſſeſſion of the now extin& 
Dukes of Saxe-Meiſſenfels, who were a collateral line of the electoral houſe 
from the year 1652 till 1746, vis. 

5. The prefecturate of WEe1ssENFELS, of which Matth. Seutter has en- 
graved a chart, and which contains in it one hundred and ſeventy- one vil- 
lages, and thirty-three immediate vaſlals. Theſe villages are ranged under 
three tribunals. In this prefecturate we ſhall remark, | | 

1. Weiſſenfels, in Latin Leucopetra, a well built town ſeated on the 
river Saale, and under immediate vaſſalage, being reckoned the ſecond 
alſo in the greater ſelection of the towns. On a white rock above the town 
it has a fine citadel which was the ordinary relidence of the Dukes of Saxe- 
Weiſſenfels, and was called Augu/tusburg ; as allo an arſenal, which was 
{tripped by the Pruſſians in 1756; a town-church, another church near 
what was formerly the cloyſter of St. Clara; a hoſpital containing a ſmall 
church, a fuperintendency, under which ſtand eighty-two churches, a 
gymnaſium illuſtre, erected out of the above-mentioned nunnery, and from 
its founder Duke Auguſtus, named Auguſteum, a Latin ſchool, and manu- 
factures of filk and velvet. At the royal hunting-houſe, which lies before 
Niekel's-gate, reſides the provincial huntſmaſter of the circle of Thuringia. 
This town with its appurtenances was anciently a county. In 1757 a con- 
fiderable number of the troops belonging to the circle had poſted themſclves 
in it, but were driven from thence by the Prufians, and for the facilitating, 
of their flight burnt down the large and ſpacious covered wooden bridge

2. The tribunal of Burgwerben. To which belongs | 
Burgwerben, a parochial-village, with a noble eſtate annexed to it and ap- 
pertaining to one of the family of Funk. * 
Great- Kayna, a filial village, having alſo a noble eſtate. 
Crellwitæ and Uechtritz, two parochial-villages, containing noble eſtates. 
Together with fix other parochial-villages. 
z. The tribunal of Sz&/en. To which belongs 
Steffen, a ſmall town, in which the family of Berlep/ch at Grebitz are 
poſſeſſed of the juriſdiQtion. 
- Skeblen, or Schkoblen, another ſmall town with an eſtate annexed to it, 
which is under immediate vaſſalage, and belongs to the Count of Hm. 
Formerly there was alſo a provoſtſhip in this town, whence the preacher 
at the parith-church here is ſtill frequently called provoſt. Not far from 
hence likewiſe formerly ſtood a palatium provinciale, or juriſdiction 


Court. 
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Dreyſzig, a borough, citadel and ſeigniory belonging to the Count of 


Liſen, a parochial-village, formerly containing a cloyſter under the di- 
rection of a provoſt, whence the curate ſtill enjoys the title of provoſt. 

Langendorf, a village, which in conjunction with Obergreiſz/au forms one 
pariſh, At this place alſo is a kind of royal domain, which was formely a 
nunnery, but is partly likewiſe a foundation erected by a pious carrier, 
named Cbriſtopber Buchen, as an orphan-houſe, but which was afterwards 
converted into a foundation, in which people of all ranks, ages and ſexes, 
who wanted to paſs their life peaceably, were ſure to meet with an agree- 
able ſupport ; the young alſo were inſtructed here in ſuch things as were 
uſeful, and poor children maintained and taught. 

Untergreiſzlau, Lobitz, Great-Goſtewitz, Grobitz, Meineweh, Meyben 
and Cal ches, all parochial-villages with noble eſtates belonging to them. 

4. The tribunal of Mo/ſen. To it belongs 

Molſen, or Haben Molſen, a ſmall town in which a provincial court is 
yeacly held. In 1639 this place was almoſt wholely conſumed by fire. 

Teuchern, alſo a ſmall town and eſtate under immediate vaſſalage, and at 
preſent belonging to one of the family of Funk. . 

Wablitz and Gottewitz (commonly called Gietz) Zembſchen with Jaucba, 
Oberneſſa, Webau with Roſſeln, Reuden and Naundorf, all parochial-villages 
with eſtates. _ | 

6. The prefecturate of FREYBURG, containing cighty-cight villages and 
eighteen vaſſals, The villages here are ranged among five tribunals, In it 
we ſhall take notice of 

Freyburg, a ſmall town lying on the Un/irut, and under immediate vaſ- 
ſalage, but having both ſeat and voice at the Provincial Diets. At this 
place alſo is an old citadel ſtanding on a mountain, together with a ſuper- 
intendency, to which belong ſeventy-nine parochial and filial churches, and 
which is divided into five circles, namely, into thoſe of Freyburg, Lauch, 
Nebra, Mucheln and Bedra. In the year 1631 this town was plundered and 
ſet on fire by the Impertialiſis. In 1682 it ſuffered greatly again by fire, 
and in 1740 was almoſt wholly burnt down. In it is one of the five tribu- 
nals belonging to the prefecturate of the ſame name. 

Mucheln, a ſmall town under immediate vaſſalage, and having both ſeat 
and voice at the Provincial Diets, as alſo being one of the five tribunals be- 
longing to the prefecturate of Freyburg. In the year 1631 this place was 
plundered and burnt by the Imperzali/is; and in 1718 the greateſt part of it 
was again conſumed by fire. 

St. Micbeln, a filial-village, wag br into one pariſh with the former, 
and belonging to the prefecturate of Meiſſenfeli. 

Laucha, a ſmall town under immediate vaſſalage, and having both ſeat 
and voice at the Provincial Diets. This town lies in a fertile and pleaſant 
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meadow on the Uuſtrut, and in 1419 obtained town-privileges, as alfo in 
1483 the upper and lower juriſdiction. In it 1731 was all burnt down but 
twenty houſes. 

Nebra, a ſmall town under immediate vaſſalage, and ſeated on the L- 
flrut. Its citadel is poſſeſſed by the Count of Heym as a noble eſtate. It 
belonged formerly to a line of the Schenken. Duke Milliam the Brave ceded 
it in 1458 to the Lords of Niſmitz in lieu of his half of the citadel and town 
of Freyburg. In 1641 it was almoſt wholly reduced to aſhes by the Swedes, 
and in 1655 was again conſumed by fire. 

Burg-Scheidungen, a church-village lying on the Unfirut, with an eſtate 
annexed to it longing to the family of Schulenburg, was anciently 
a town and fortreſs, which devolved at length as an Imperial fief to th- 
biſhoptic of Bamberg, by which it was given again in fief to other poſl:(- 
ſors; as for inſtance in 1376 to Gebbard a noble Lord of 
Bruno XI. in whom this Querfurt line became extinct, ceded the fief in 
1495 to Prince Weoldemar of Anbalt; ſince which the princely houſe of 
Anhalt has conſtantly received it in fief of the biſhops of Bamberg, but 
generally again inveſted others with it by way of fub-fef. 

Carſter „a church-village, in which is one of the five tribunals of this 
prefecturate. - 

Roſzbach, a church-village, alſo containing one of the five tribunals of 
this preſecturate. In the neighbourhood of this place in 1757 happened 
one of the moſt glorious actions that ever was known; Frederick II. King 
of Pruſſia, with a ſmall army and a very inconſiderable loſs, routing with the 
greateſt eaſe a powerful army of the combined French and Impertalifts. 
| Eicliſtett, a village, alſo containing one of the five tribunals of this pre- 

ecturate. 

Ge/eck, à parochial village, with a nobleman's ſeat under immediate vaſ- 
falage, and containing a citadel-church, in which the principal divine ſer- 
vice here is performed ; but in the village-church alſo hours of prayer are 
obſerved, and other divine rites celebrated. In this town alſo formerly was 
a famous Benedictine cloyſter. | 

Aberſreda, Balgſtadt, Baumerſroda, Bedra, Branderoda, Braunſreda, 
Crumpa, Eulau, Gleina, Groſt, Kirchſcheidungen, Markrobliz, Oberſchmon, 
fanciently called Schman) Oberwundſch, Tudenderf, Oecblitæ, Reinſdorf, 
St. Ulrich, Schnelrada, Vitzenburg, Weiſchutz, Wetſſenſchirmbach and Zo- 
$icker, all church-villages with eſtates. 

Zſchlciplitz, a noble eftate and village, anciently called Wei ſſenburg. At 
this place was a nunnery. 

7. The prefecturate of ECKARTSBERGA, in which are fixty-ſeven vil- 
lages and thirty-five immediate vaſſals, namely, 

1. Eckartsberga, an open little town under immediate vaſſalage, and 
having both ſeat and voice at the Provincial Diets. In it is an old ruinous 

| mountam- 
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mountain- citadel, and a ſuperintendency. This town ſuffered greatly by 
fire in the years 1562, 1681 and 1744, and in former times, together 
with its appurtenances, conſtituted a county. 

2. Bibra, or Bebra, an inconſiderable little town, which in the year 
1707 was ſet on fire by the Swedes, and the greateft part of it burnt down. 
At this place is an electoral manor. Formerly there was alfo a cathedral 
church here, of which the moſt certain and oldeſt account extant occurs in a 
record of the Emperor Henry V. bearing date in 1107. But that fo early as 
the year 768 one of the four ſpiritual courts of Thuringia was, as ſome aſ- 
ſert founded here, is difficult to be believed, and ſtill more difficult to be 

ed. 

* The county of Beichlingen has had formerly Counts of its own, who 
were ſtiled from it and formed a very ancient, conſiderable and powerful 
family who were hereditary marſhals in Thuringia; but gradually alienated 
their eſtates and became extinct in 1567. A conſiderable part of theſe 
eſtates the Lords of Mertbern procured to themſelves by purchaſe ; Hans of 
-rthern purchaſing in 1519 of Count Adam of Beichlingen the county of 
Beichlingen, with the town of Culleda, and in 1526 and 1528 two villages 
more in the ſame county, after which in 1 520 the above Lords received from 
Duke George of Saxony the inveſtiture thereof. The Elector Jabn George I. 
alſo inveſted George of Vertbern in 1633 with the noble vaſſals of the 
county, whom Count Adam of Beichlingen, at the time of his diſpoſing of 
the county, had reſerved to himſelf. The family of Ferthern divided itſelf 
in the fifteenth century in the ſons of Frederick of Werthern, named John 
and Thilo, into two principal lines, of which that of This became extinct 
in 1710. The John line was divided again, 1. Into that of George, to 
which again belongs, (1). That of Frobndorf, which ſtill continues in the 
rank of nobles. (2). That of Great-Newbauſen, and (3). That of Beich- 
lingen, both which lines, ever fince the year 1702, are poſſeſſed of the 
dignity of Counts of the Empire. 2. Into that of George Thilo, which 
ales itſelf of Werthern and Brucken, and ſtill continues in the rank of 
nobles: And 3. Into that of Jobn Henry, to which belong three collate- 
ral lines, viz. the Counts of Bachra, the Barons of Viebe, and the noble 
family of Laa. The Counts of Wertbern are poſſeſſed of the office of 
hereditary door-keepers of the Empire. To the _ of Beichlingen, as 
diſpoſed of in the manner above-mentioned, to the family of Mertbern 
belon 

Beichbugen, a citadel, ſtanding on a mountain : together with 

The church-villages of Atenbeichlingen, Burſgwenden, Hemmleben, Leu- 
bingen, and Stodten. 

4. The ſeigniory of Wiebe has belonged to the Barons and Lords of 
Vertbern, ever fince the time that it was purchaſed by Dieterich of Werthern 
in the year 1452 of the Counts of Schwarzburg as a ſub-fief thereof. This 
ſeigniory is divided into two parts, and comprizes in it With, 
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Wiebe, a ſmall town, ſituated not far from the Unfirut, and which in 
the year 1342 was ſet on fire and deſtroyed. In 1609 alſo it was wholly 
burnt down, and in 1700 and 1712 ſuffered likewiſe greatly by the fame 
dreadful calamity. | 
The church-villages of Bachra and Donndorf, in the latter of which was 
formerly a nunnery, in which the family of Werthern founded a ſchool: 
together with the villages of Garnbach, Langenroda, and Loſſa. : 
5. The ſeigniory of PFrohndorf, anciently belonging to the Counts of 
Beichlingen, but which was mortgaged by them in 1448 to the Counts 
of Stolberg and Schwarzburg ; and in 1467 was fold out-right. In 150 5 
was purchaſed by the Lords of Werthern of the Counts of Stolberg with 
conſent of the Counts of Schwarzburg, and held as a fief. It ſtill belongs to 
the Lords of Wertbern, who are poſſeſſed therein of a ſpiritual under-court, 
and contains in it the church-villages of Backleben, Batgendorf, Ellerſleben, 
Frobndorf, Great and Little-Neubauſen, Orhſhauſen, — Rei genſtedt. 

6. The bailiwick of Thuringia, belonging to the Teutonick order, is ſub- 
ject to the Elector of Saxony as ſovereign, and the lieutenant thereof is a 
free-holder. In the leſſer ſelection of the nobility he enjoys the firſt voice, 
if preſent, in perſon, His annual revenues are eſtimated at 6000 guldens, 
To this bailiwick belong four commanderies : vig. 

1. The commandery of Zwetzen, in which is 

Zwetzen, or Zwatzen, a church-village, ſeated on a mountain on the 


river Saale, and in the neighbourhood of Jena. This village is the head

Cbriſtian William of Munchbauſen, the an- 
cient poſſeſſor of this nunnery, cauſed the old buildings, which ſtood in 
a pleaſant valley, to be pulled down, and in their room, in 1732, new ones 
to be erected in a magnificent taſte on a mountain at ſome diſtance, which 
buildings he allotted for a foundation of Lutheran ladies ; but this regula- 
tion was never brought to bear. 

8. Kloter-Haſeler, or Upper-Haſeler, a church-village, ſituated on the 
river Haſel, and having the privilege of holding a fair, and formerly allo 
ccataining in it a nunnery. 9. Reſleben, 
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9. Roſeleben, or Raſſel, a borough, with a pariſh- church belonging to it 
ſeated on the Un/irut, at the entrance of what is called the Golden Au or 
Made. Formerly there was an Auguſtine nunnery at this place, which 
at preſent belongs as a noble eſtate to the family of Witzleben. Henry of 
Witzleben, in 1554, founded, in what was formerly a cloyſter here, a good 
ſchool, which is till extant, and the ſcholars belonging to it are either 
maintained gratis, or pay but an inconſiderable ſalary. In 1686 the cloyſter 
buildings, together with the greateſt part of the borough, were burnt down; 
but in 1730 a beginning was made for reſtoring them, by erecting a new 
{chool-houſe, which was finiſhed in 1742. The cloyſter-community has its 
own preacher. * | 

10. Leutenthal, Sachſenhauſen, Nikelſhauſen, and Lindeberg, are four 
ſovereign farms. 

11. Allerſtadt, Auerſtiadt, Bucha, Burghaſeler or Under-Haſeler, Burg- 
kelzhauſen, Dermſdorf, Eſzleben, Goſznitz, Herrngoſſerſtadt, Nauſeſz in the 
valley, Upper-Rerſſen, Rotenberga, Steinburg, Tauchard, Vebra, and l- 
nerſladt, all church-villages with noble eſtates. 

8. The prefecturate of SANGERHAUSEN contains in it twenty-five vil- 
lages, and eighteen immediate vaſſalages. In this prefecturate is 

e a town, under immediate vaſſalage, and having both ſeat 
and voice at the Provincial Diets. This town lies in the neighbourhood of 
the foreſt of Harz. In it are computed ſeven hundred hearths, and it 
contains alſo an old citadel with a church in it, and two other pariſh- 
churches, viz. one in the lower the other in the upper-town ; together 
with a hoſpital and a foundation of the Holy Ghoft with a church belonging 
to it, as alſo two other hoſpitals with churches, a good Latin ſchool in 
what was formerly a monaſtery of Augu/tines, and a ſuperintendency. 
lt is one of the oldeſt towns in Thuringia, and formerly, together with its 
appendages, conſtituted a proper ſeigniory, which came by marriage to 
Count Lewis the Bearded, and after the extinction of the Landgraves of 
Thuringia, to the Marggrave Henry of Meiſen. Under his fon the Marg- 
grave A/bert, and that probably by virtue of his act of alienation, it fell, 
together with Landſberg, to Henry one of the Brandenburg Marggraves of 
the A/canien line and fon to John I. whoſe daughter Sophia brought it to 
her conſort Magnus the Pious, Duke of Brunſwick. His fon again named 
Duke Magnus with the Chain, mortgaged Sangerhauſen in 136g (not in 
1367) to the Marggraves of Meiſſen, to whom he alſo ceded it in 1372 
on condition that it ſhould be at liberty to redeem theſe countries again 
within two years ſpace. In the laſt- mentioned year it was almoſt laid level 
with the ground by what was called the Society of Star-bearers, in Latin 
Secretas Stelligererum. In the years 1398, 1431, and 1519 it was almoſt 
. conſumed by fire. The commendatory's palace here belonging to 


the T-utonick order has been appropriated by the council to itſelf. 
IWalhauſeu, 
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and in 1457, 1474, 1565, 1590, 1598, and 1640, either the _- 
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Walbauſen, a market-town, with a citadel and eſtate of the Barons of 
Aſeburg. This place was anciently an Imperial palatine town, which in 
1115 was deſtroyed, and afterwards converted into a market-town. 

Kaltenborn, a ruinous cloyſter, which was once a magnificent building. 

Roda, formerly a cloyſter of Præmonſtratenſes, but at preſent a noble 
eſtate, belonging to the family of Schulenburg. 

Roblingen, a citadel, in which formerly was kept the prefecturate- office 
of three villages, but this was afterwards united with that of Sangerbauſen. 

Grulienberg, a church-village, formerly alſo containing a peculiar pre- 
feQturate-office. i | 

Oberſdorf, a parochial-village, with a royal domain. 

Beyernaumburg, Brucken, Hackpfuffel, and Schonewerda, all church- 
villages with noble eſtates. 

9. The prefecturate of SAcusENBURG, in which is 
Sachſenburg, a church-village and citadel, lying near the Unfirut at the 
foot of the mountain of Finne. The old decayed c tadel of this name ſtands 
not far from it on the mountain, and was firſt founded by the Saxons. 

The parochial-villages of B:/zing ſleben, Cannawurf, and two others. 

10. The prefecturate of We1ssENnseE, containing in it twenty-ſeven 
villages and nineteen immediate vaſſals. In this prefecturate is 

Weiſſenſee, a ſmall town, ſituated in the center of Thuringia, near what 
formerly conſtituted an inland lake, which was divided into the greater and 
leſs, or into the upper and lower, between both which it lay ; but the for- 
mer being drained in 1705 and converted into arable and meadow grounds, 
a ſmall part of it only remains at preſent, and this alſo has been ſince 
dried up. The town itſelf is under immediate vaſſalage, and belongs to the 
greater ſelection of the towns, containing in it alſo an old decayed citadel, 
and a ſuperintendency. On account of its fidelity to its Sovereigns, in the 
time of the great inſurrection of the peaſants in the year 1525, it obtained 
of Duke George letters of freedom; by virtue of which it is only to py 
one half of the ſeveral cuſtomary provincial grants, evaluations, taxes, and 
tenths; whence it ſtill pays but one half of the tax upon liquor. In the 
years 1212, 1248 or 1249, 1354, and 1750, it was entirely burnt down, 


or at leaſt a conſiderable part of it conſumed by the ſame dreadful cala- 
mity. The palace of the commendatory of the Teutonic order, which once 
{ſtood here, the magiſtracy =. wholly to itſelf in 1594. 
Kindelbruck, a ſmall town, under immediate vaſſalage, and lying on the 
Wipper. This place has both ſeat and voice at the Provincial Diets. In 
the year 1291 it was till a village, but in that year obtained the ſame 
privileges with the town of Werſſenſee. In 1372 it obtained full town-pri- 
vileges, and in 1507 permiſſion alſo of being environed with walls, a begin- 
ning towards which was made in the following year. In 13 59, 1528, 1569, 
1582, and 1650, it ſuffered greatly by fire. Colleda, 
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Culleda, otherwiſe called Colln on the, Unstrut, that river running not far 


fom it, as alſo Kub-Colln, from the great breed of cattle, in its neighbour. 
hood, is a ſmall town belonging to the Counts of Werthern. Hans of Wer- 
thern purchaſed this 2 in 1519 of Count Adam of Beichlingen, and 
brought alſo hereditarily to himſelf from the abbey of Hersfe/d the office 
of bailiff over it. In the year 1683 it ſuffered great damage by fire. Near 
the burying-church here formerly ſtood a Benedictine nunnery. 

Gebeſee, a market-town, lying on the Gera, and having a noble citadel, 
near which ſtands a church, one capital church, three hundred and fifty 
houſes, and four free farms. In the years 1641 and 1745 this place ſuſ- 
tained great damage by fire, and in 1750 the greateſt part of it was burnt 
down, Count Adam of Beichlingen purchaſed it in 1522 of Duke George 
of Saxony. In 1567 Bartholomew, the laſt Count of Beichlingen died at this 
place, upon which it reverted again to the Elector Auguſtus of Saxony, 
and fince that has already obtained a ſeventh new owner, who is at preſent 
the Lord of Olderſbauſen. 

The commandery of Griſſſtadt, or Grieffſtett, belonging to the Teutonick 
bailiwick of Heſſen. This commendatory has both ſeat and voice in the 
leſſer ſelection of the nobility. Belonging to the commendam is a church, 
and to the village another. 

Griſfſladt, a parochial-village, lying not far from the Un/trur. 

Strausfurth, a parochial-village and noble eſtate, belonging to the Baron 
of Munchhauſen, and containing an orphan-houſe. Between this place and 
the church- village of Vebra the Emperor Henry IV. obtained a great victory 
over the Saxons. In 1592 ſeventy-four houſes were burnt down here. 

Bendeleben, Cranichborn, Ganglſommern, Groſſenfurra, Groſzmonra, 
Gruningen, Lutzenſommern, Niedertopfſiadt, Noda, Ottenhauſen, Schilfe, 
Schonfled, T. ay, and Wenigenſommern. 

Gunſtadt, a parochial-village, very famous for its fair, which is called 
the Indulgence of Gunſtadt. . 

11. The prefecturate of LANGENSALZA comprizes in it thirty-ſix vil- 
ages, and thirty-three immediate vaſſals. Among them is 

Langenſalza, the capital of all the electoral Saxon Thuringia, lying on 
the Salza, in a ſpot very fertile in corn, and being under immediate vaſ- 
lalage. This town belongs to the leſſer ſelection of towns; contains an 
ancient citadel, which in old times was called Dryburg; about nine hundred 
houſes, two pariſh-churches, one ſuperintendency, whoſe ſpiritual juriſ- 
diction is divided into the upper and lower circle; a Latin ſchool, and 
ſome manufactures of ſtuffs ; and carries on moreover a good trade in half 
lilks, ſerges, corn, and other commodities. Formerly it belonged at firſt 
to the cloyſter of Homburg, which ſtood at no great diſtance from it, but 
afterwards fell to the Lords of Salza, and in 1211 was made a town. The 
Lords of Salza, who became extinct in 1409, ſo early as towards the mid- 
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dle of the fourteenth century alienated this town ; at which time one half 
of it came to the Landgraves of Thuringia, and afterwards the whole of it 
In the years 1483, 1 500, 1662, and 1711, it ſuffered great damage by fre. 

Thamſbruck, vulgarly called Thomaſbruck, and otherwiſe alſo Thungitbruck 
or Thingsbruck, a ſmall town, lying on the Un/trut, and having both ſeat 
and voice at the Provincial Diets, as alſo a citadel, and above two hundred 
houſes. In 1421 this place was endowed with town-privileges and freedom, 
At it was formerly an amt-office. In the year 1335 it was laid waſte by 
the Counts of Brfart, and in 1632 ſet on fire by the Imperialifts. 

The commandery of Nagelſtadt, or Negelſtett, which is alſo otherwiſe 
called Neilſtett, belongs to the bailiwick of Thuringia of the Teutmick 
order. The parochial-village of this name lies on the Unſtrut, containing 
in it about one hundred and fifty-fix houſes, and the upper part thereof 
belongs to the prefecturate of Langenſalza, but the lower to the comman- 
dery juriſdiction here. In 1715 fixty-two dwelling-houſes were burnt 
down at this place. 

Great-Gottern, or Biſhop's Gottern, a conſiderable market-town, contain- 
ing two churches, a foundation and a hoſpital, and which in 1598 loſt no 
leſs than one hundred and forty-three houſes by fire, excluſive of barns 
and ſtables. ; 

Old-Gottern, containing two pariſh-churches, Cammerforſt, Clettſtadt, 
Freyenbeſxingen, Henning jleben, Little or Wenigen-Vargula, Merxleben, Mul- 
verſtadt, at which is a cloyſter, Neunbeilingen, Opperſhauſen, Schonſladt, 
containing two pariſh-churches ; Seebach, Ufhboven, Weberſtedt, and Zaun- 
roden, all church-villages with noble eſtates. 

12. The prefecturate of WENDELSTEIN, in which is 

Wendelitein, a ruinous citadel, containing a chapel and a manor, and 
ſtanding on a mountain not far from the Un/trut. At this place is a ſtud 
of horſes belonging to the Electors. The family of Vitzleben were long 
poſſeſſed of this citadel, and from them it came by way of mortgage to 
the family of Hyſaler in the year 1626, in lieu of the ſum of $6,500 
florins ; which family ceded their right therein to the Elector Jan George J. 
who in 1656 obtained it entirely by a ſtipulation. 

Arid eight villages. 

13. The prefecturate of StTTICHENBACH, which borders on the county 
of Mansfeld, aroſe out of what was formerly an abbey of C:/tercran 
Monks, and was alſo called Sichem. This abbey was founded by the abbey 
of Walkenried, and in 1141 honoured with its firſt abbot, but in 1547 was 
laid waſte, and then ſecularized. From the Counts of Mansfeld it came 
to the electoral houſe of Saxony, and though ceded hereditarily by that houſe 
to Lewis of Wurm, yet after his death it reverted again to the Elector Jobn 
George I. To this prefecturate belong the villages of Sirtichenbach, Roben 


Schirmbach, Great and Little-Ofterhauſen, having pariſh-churches. We 
| e 
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Rem. The two laſt prefecturates were in 1687 annexed to the principality 
of Querfurt ; but when the latter, together with the other countries be- 
longing to the collateral line of Meiſſenfels, reverted on the extinction of 
that line to the electoral houſe, theſe prefecturates were again taken from it. 

The principality of Querfurt, which indeed is reckoned in the circle of 
Thuringia, occurs below in its order as a peculiar State of the circle of 
Upper-Saxony. 

The ſhare of the county of Mansfeld, which is under the ſovereignty of 
the elector of Saxony, belongs alſo indeed to the circle of Thuringia, but 

hall be firſt properly deſcribed below under the whole county of Mangfeld. 

The ſhare of the countries of the Prince of Schwarzburg, over which 

| the Electors of Saxony exerciſe certain high privileges, are alſo to be men- 

toned and deſcribed below under the principality of Schwarzburg. 

| The countries of the Counts of Stollberg, which ſtand under the ſove-

| E by Fred. 4 Witt, Olaus Johannes Gothus, David — Ls others, 
are not ſo good as the ſmaller one thereof, which is to be found among 

the neweſt general charts of the ſouthern half of the circle of Upper-Saxony, 

though not even that is without its defects. . 

F. 2. Of the circuit and limits of the marggravate of Merſſer it is impoſ- 
ible to treat either juſtly or intelligibly without diſtinguiſhing the times 
and the ſometimes leſs confined, but at others the more general acceptation 
of that name. Its firſt beginning it received in the tenth century from the 
fort and town of Meiſſen, and its limits were afterwards gradually extended. 
But I ſhall only ſhew in this place what was underſtood in the fourteenth 
century by the marggravate of Meiſſen. The brothers Frederick, Balthaſar, 
and William, marggraves of Meiſſen, divided the whole of the marggraval 


countries in 1382 into three parts, namely, into the Meiſnerland, Oſterland, x 
and Thuringia., What was at that and in the following times reckoned as i” 
belonging to the proper marggravate of Meiſſen, appears from the heredi- 4

The county of Brene, while it appertained to the marggraval houſe, was 
alſo reckoned in the Ofterland. The marggravate of Landsberg like wiſe 
belonged thereto ; but that marggravate, after having been for ſome time 
in ſtrange hands, coming again in 1347 to the Marggraves of Mze!/ſen, it 
was for ſome years conſidered as a diſtin country of the Ofterland, and 
borne particularly in the maggraval title. In what latitude the name cf 
Oſterland was taken from 1382 forwards, may be alſo ſeen from the here- 
ditary union mentioned above; by which in the principality of Ofterland 
were reckoned Leipzig, Delitzſch, Zorbig, Pegau, Luckau, Borna, Greitz/c", 
Altenburg, Schmolln, Krymitz/chau, Werda, and Ronneberg ; as allo the 
Yogtland and the biſhops of Meiſſen, Naumburg, and Merſeburg ; together 
with all the abbots, prelates, and their foundations, palaces, towns, markets, Cc.

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Now though all the Ofterlande towns are not mentioned in this place, yet 
ſuch occur as will ſuffice to ſhew us the limits between it and the Meiſter. 
Thus the Ofterland reached from the Saale not quite to the Mulde, there 
being a tract on the weſt ſhore of that river, about a mile in breadth, 
which is ſtill reckoned in the Meiſænerlande. See S. M. I. F. R's. Diſſertation 
on the Oſterlande, publiſhed in Kreyſig's Supplement to the Hiſtory of the Elec- 
toral Saxon Countries, T. iii. p. 69, ſeg. In ſucceeding and more mo- 
dern times the hitherto deſcribed Ofterland was reckoned as belonging 
to the marggravate of Meiſſen, and according to this limitation, or extent, 
the marggravate terminates on Luſatia, Bchemia, Franconia, Thuringra, 
the principality of. Anhalt, and the electoral circle, being indeed at this 
day for the moſt part in the hands of the electoral houſe of Saxony, but 
is alſo ſome of it in the poſſeſſion of the Erneſline line of the houſe of 
Saxony, the Counts of ja os and the Marggraves of Brandenburg-Culmbach. 
The greateſt ſhare which belongs to the electoral Sax:n, and of which 
we ſhall here treat, is to be ſeen in F. 6. 

$. 3. The natural productions, manufactures, and works, mentioned 
above ($. 3, and 7.) in the general introduction to the electorate of Saxony, 
are for the moſt part to be found in this excellent country; in particular 
the important minerals, and that which is prepared from them. The rivers 
by which it is watered have alſo been deſcribed there. 

$. 4. We know of no elder Marggrave of Meiſſen with any degree of 
certai ty than Rigda, who lived about the year 980 under the Emperor 


Otto II. To him ſucceeded Ecard I. to this laſt his brother Guncelin; 


af erwards Hermann, ſon to the foregoing, and next to him Eckard II. bro- 
the to this laſt. On the death of the latter, which happened in 1046, the 
Emperor Henry conferred the Mark of Meiſſen on Count Dede II. fon to 
Dab I. Count of Mettin, from whom it came to his ſon Henry, and to 
the ſon of this laſt, named Henry the Younger, who died in 1127 without 
heirs; upon which the Emperor Lotharius made a donation of the marg- 
gravate of Meiſſen to his couſin Conrad, whom he alſo created Marggrave 
in Lower Luſatia. This laſt left the marggravate of Merſſen to his 
eldeſt fon Otto the Rjch, under whom the filver mines at Freyberg were diſ- 
covered. To him ſucceſſively ſucceeded his fons Albert and Theodorick, and 
to this laſt his youngeſt ſon Henry the Illuſtricus, who brought the land- 
gravate of Thuringia to his houſe, and gave it to his eldeſt ſon Albert; to 
his ſecond ſon 'Theodorick, Meiſſen ; and to his third ſon Frederick, the Often 
land. After Theodorick's death Frederick with the bitten Check, and elder ſon to 
his elder brother Albert, arrived to be Marggrave of Meiſſen, but died in 1326, 
and was ſucceeded by his ſon the Marggrave Frederick the Stern, whoſe ſon, 
Frederick the Rigid, propagated this line. Frederick the Warlike, ſon to the 
latter, brought, in 1422, the electorate of Saxony to himſelf and houſe.

The county of Brene, while it appertained to the marggraval houſe, was 
alſo reckoned in the Ofterland. The marggravate of Landsberg likewite 
belonged thereto ; but that marggravate, after having been for ſome time 
in ſtrange hands, coming again in 1347 to the Marggraves of Meiſſen, it 
was for ſome years conſidered as a diſtin country of the Oſterland, and 
borne particularly in the maggraval title. In what latitude the name cf 
Oſterland was taken from 1382 forwards, may be alſo ſeen from the here- 
ditary union mentioned above; by which in the principality of Oter/avd Þ} 
were reckoned Leipzig, Delitzſch, Zorbig, Pegau, Luckau, Borna, Groiteſcbh, 
Altenburg, Schmolln, Krymitz/chau, Werda, and Ronneberg ; as alſo the 
Vogtland and the biſhops of Meiſſen, Naumburg, and Merſeburg ; together 


with all the abbots, prelates, and their foundations, palaces, towns, * Ec. 
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Meiſſen ] CERM A NT. 
Now though all the Oſterlande towns are not mentioned in this place, yet 
ſuch occur as will ſuffice to ſhew us the limits between it and the Meiſter. 
Thus the Offerland reached from the Saale not quite to the Mulde, there 
being a tract on the weſt ſhore of that river, about a mile in breadth, 
which is {till reckoned in the Meiſænerlande. See S. M. I. F. R's. Diſſertation 
on the Oſterlande, publiſhed in Kreyſig's Supplement to the Hiſtory of the Elec- 
tiral Saxon Countries, T. iii. p. 69, ſeg. In ſucceeding and more mo- 
dern times the hitherto deſcribed Ofterland was reckoned as belonging 
to the marggravate of Meiſſen, and according to this limitation, or extent, 
the marggravate terminates on Luſatia, Bohemia, Franconia, Thuringia, 
the principality of. Anbalt, and the electoral circle, being indeed at this 
day for the moſt part in the hands of the electoral houſe of Saxony, but 
is alſo ſome of it in the poſſeſſion of the Erneſline line of the houſe of 
Saxony, the Counts of Reuſen, and the Marggraves of Brandenburg-Culmbach. 
The greateſt ſhare which belongs to the electoral Sax:n, and of which 
we ſhall here treat, is to be ſeen in F. 6. 

$. 3. The natural productions, manufactures, and works, mentioned 
above ($. 3, and 7.) in the general introduction to the electorate of Saxony, 
are for the moſt part to be found in this excellent country ; in particular 
the important minerals, and that which is prepared from them. The rivers 
by which it is watered have alſo been deſcribed there. 

$. 4. We know of no elder Marggrave of Meiſſen with any degree of 
certain ty than Rigda, who lived about the year 980 under the Emperor 


Olto II. To him ſucceeded Echard I. to this laſt his brother Guncelin; 


af:erwards Hermann, ſon to the foregoing, and next to him Ecłard II. bro- 
the: to this laſt. On the death of the latter, which happened in 1046, the 
Emperor Henry conferred the Mark of Meiſſen on Count Dedo II. fon to 
Deb I. Count of Mettin, from whom it came to his ſon Henry, and to 
the ſon of this laſt, named Henry the Younger, who died in 1127 without 
heirs; upon which the Emperor Letharius made a donation of the marg- 
gravate of Meiſſen to his couſin Conrad, whom he alſo created Marggrave 
in Lower Luſatia. This laſt left the marggravate of Meiſſen to his 
eldeſt fon Otto the Rieb, under whom the filver mines at Freyberg were dil- 
covered. To him ſucceſſively ſucceeded his fons Albert and Theodorick, and 
to this laſt his youngeſt ſon Henry the Hluſtricus, who brought the land- 
gravate of Thuringia to his houſe, and gave it to his eldeſt fon Albert; to 
his ſecond ſon Theodorick, Meiſſen ; and to his third ſon Frederick, the Offer - 
land. After Theodorick's death Frederick with the bitten Check, and elder ſon to 
his elder brother Albert, arrived to be Marggrave of Meiſſen, but died in 1326, 
and was ſucceeded by his ſon the Marggrave Frederick the Stern, whoſe ſon, 
Frederick the Rigid, propagated this line. Frederick the Warlike, fon to the 
latter, brought, in 1422, the electorate of Saxony to himſelf and houſe. 
His ſucceſſors have been deſcribed above in the general hiſtory of the elec- 
torate. §. 5. The 
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$. 5. The Elector of Saxony has, indeed, as well on account of the 
marggravate as the burggravate of Meiſſen, ſued for two ſeparate ſeats and 
— ni the council of the Princes of the Empire, but has hitherto been 
refuſed. 
$. 6. The marggravate, as far as it belongs to the electoral houſe of 
Saxony, Comprizes in it the circle of Meiſſen, together with that of Leipzig 
and the foundation of Furzen, as alſo the circle of Erzgebirg, the circle 
of the Yogtland, and that of Neuſtadt, to which moreover are to be added 
the foundations of Merſeburg and Naumburg-Zeitz, Next follows the more 
accurate deſcription of it. 


The CIRCLE of 
M E 1 S S E IV. 


This circle terminates on that of the eleQorate, Luſatia and Brhemia, 
and alſo on the circles of the Erzgebirg and Leipzig, comprizing in it 
likewiſe what formerly conſtituted the foundation of Meiſſen. A part of it 
is very beautifully exhibited in Zurner's charts of the dioceſe and prefecturate 
of Dreſden, as alſo of the dioceſe of Grofſenhayn. Peter Schenk has engraved 
both theſe charts, and Matthew Seutter likewiſe has copied the firſt, The 
circle contains in it forty boroughs, four market-towns, 1393 (or accord- 
ding to Hempel's tables only 1049) villages, two hundred and eighty-three 
immediate vaſſals, one hundred and eighty-nine mediate ones, and twenty 
ſovereign palaces. To it belong the following prefecturates: vix. 

I. The four Meiſænian prefecturates. In the town of Meiſſen were for- 
merly ſeveral juriſdiftions ; namely, that of the Marggrave, who was poſ 
ſeſſed of the center of the citadel ; that of the Biſhop, who was proprietor 
of the hindmoſt part; that of the Burggrave, who poſſeſſed the Noo part ; 
and that of the Provoſt of St. Ara. Out of theſe juriſdictions aroſe what 
are called the four prefecturates of Meiſſen, each of which has not a pecu- 
liar extent of country ſubject to its office, but only certain villages which lie 
ſcattered up and down. Theſe prefecturates are, | 

1. The hereditary or circle- prefecturate of Meiss EN, containing in it 
fifty-five immediate and twenty-five mediate vaſſals, with three hundred 
and twenty-four villages. In it is 

Meiſſen, in Latin Miſena, a town, ſeated on the Elbe and the rivulets 
of Triebiſch and Meiſe, which pour themſelves into it, from the laſt of 
which alſo it takes irs name. It ſtands partly on mountains, partly in the 
valley, and belongs to the greater ſelection of the towns, being under im- 
mediate vaſſalage, and likewiſe the ſeat of the four Miſnian prefecturates, 


as alſo of a ſuperintendency, under whoſe ſpiritual juriſdiction ſtand two 
towns, 
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towns, in which are eight churches, together with twenty-nine mother- 
churches in the country, four filials, and three chapels, and this again is 
divided into the circles of Nauftadt, Zſcheyl, and Zebr. The biſhopric 
here, which was firſt founded in the year nine hundred and forty-eight, 
but in the year nine hundred and ſixty- eight was fully ſettled, and ceded 
in 1581 by the laſt biſhop thereof, namely, Jobn IX. of Haugwitz to the 
Elector Auguſtus, had a conſiderable ſpiritual juriſdiction belonging to it, 
which was divided into nine archdiaconates. By virtue of a ſtipulation 
made with the chapter in 1663, or of an abiding capitulation, an Elector 
of Saxony, on entering upon his government, is conſidered at the ſame time 
2s poſtulated biſhop of Meiſſen, renews and confirms the ſaid capitulation, 


and ſuffers himſelf to be done homage to thereupon. Alſo according to 


this capitulation both the Elector and poſtulated Biſhop and the Chapter are 
to be and continue of the Proteſtant Lutheran church. Of the eſtates of 
the biſhopric thoſe only are ſtill remaining to it which conſtitute the procu- 
tacy- prefecturate hereafter to be deſcribed. The chapter conſiſts of a 
provoſt, a dean, a ſenior, a chanter, and five canons. The burggravate, 
which formerly exiſted here, has alſo ſometimes enjoyed princely dignity. 
To it belonged a part of the citadel of this place, together with the citadel 
of Frauenſtein, the county of Hartenſtein, the ſcigniory of Wildenfels, and a 
number of villages. By virtue of certain ſtipulations made with the laſt 
Burggraves in the years 1428, 1439, and 1546, it came all gradually to 
the electoral houſe, which on account thereof wants a peculiar place and 
voice at the council of the Princes of the Empire, but has hitherto obtained 
neither. Of the old citadel here which ſtands on a mountain, the fore 
part which belonged to the Burggraves, and the hind part which belonged 
to the Biſhops, are now become ruinous, and the center or marggraval part 
only ſtill remains, which is otherwiſe called A/bretſchsburg, and in this 
part alſo is carried on the celebrated manufacture of the excellent Miſuian 
porcelane, The former Benedictine cloyſter of St. Afra here was converted 
by Duke Maurice in 1543 into a princely ſchool, called the Afrancum, the 
number of ſcholars, who are taught and maintained gratis in which, has 
been raiſed from ſixty to one hundred and eighteen. Beſides this there is 
moreover a town- ſchool here called Franciſcaneum. The churches in and 
near the town are the cathedral, in which is the princely burying-vault, the 
town and pariſh-church, the cloyſter or Franciſcan church, the church of 
St. Afra near the provincial ſchool, and three burying-churches belonging to 
the head church of St. Afra, which has many others united with it both in- 
the town and country, and together with the provincial ſchool ſtands im- 
mediately under the upper conſiſtory at Dreſden. At this place allo is a 
manufactory of cloth. The firſt foundation of this town was began by 
King Henry I. about the year 930. In the year 1545 Duke Maurice eſ- 
abliſhed a conſiſtory here, which. was removed. by the Elector Augu/tus: 
in. 


in 1580 to Dreſden. It is true that the Elector Chriftian I. again erected 
a conſiſtory here in 1588, but in 1606 this was _ entirely ſuppreſſed 
In 1745 the Pruſſians had their head-quarters and the head-hofpital for 


their ſick at this place, and in 1757 they burnt down the ingenious wooden 
bridge here over the Eibe. 


In this tract grows alſo a good wine. 


Lommatſzch, commonly called Lumtſzch, a ſmall town ſeated on the 
Fahne, and under mediate vaſſalage, but poſſeſſed of the heredi juriſ- 
diction in property, and farming the upper juriſdiction. This town has alſo 
a ſeat and voice at the Provincial Diets. In 1727 and 1730 it ſuffered 
great damage by fire. 

Rieſſa, a market-town ſeated on the Elbe, with a nobleman's eſtate 
which aroſe out of what was formerly a Benedictine nunnery, but at preſent 
belongs to the family of Han. 

Scharffenberg, a mountain-citadel lying on the Elbe, and belonging to the 
family of Miltitz. In this place is a chapel. It was anciently alſo an im- 
portant fortreſs, and in this tract was a profitable mine of ſilver. 

Under it lies Nauſladt, a parochial-village, from which a circle of the 
Miſnian ſuperintendency takes its name. 

2. The procuracy-amt of Meiſſen, which conſiſts of thirty-five villages 
and the board-lands or domains of the biſhop of Meiſſen, of which the 
chapter enjoys a part, and out of which certain ſtipends are paid for the 
uſe of ſtudents at Leipzig and Wittenberg. 


3- The foundation- amt of Aleiſſen, which conſiſts of twenty-two villages, 
and belongs to the chapter. 

4. The ſchool-amt of Meiſſen, conſiſting of forty-two villages, and for- 
merly belonging to the cloyſter of St. Afra; but the revenues of it are at 
preſent allotted towards the ſupport of the Prince's ſchool at Meiſſen. 
II. The upper prefecturate of DRESDEN, containing in it forty imme- 
diate vaſſals, nineteen mediate ones, and one hundred and eighty- one vil- 
lages. In it is 

1. Dreſden, one of the fineſt towns in Germany, ſtanding in an 
agreeable ſituation on the river Elbe, on each fide of it is ſituated, and 
into which the Veiſeritz falls at this place. By means of this river ſeveral 
thouſand fathoms of wood are brought down here from the Gebirge. Dre/- 
den is fortified, and under immediate vaſſalage, and appertains to the leſſer 
ſelection of the towns, being the third among the four preſiding ones, and 
alſo the ſeat of the high colleges, of which we have treated in the intro- 
duction to this electorate. It conſiſts of three parts, of which the two firſt 
were united in 1550 under one magiſtracy. 

Dreſden, the electoral reſidence town, which is alſo otherwiſe called 
New-Dreſden, as having been founded ſince Old- Dreſden, or the preſent 
Neuſtadt, that is to ſay, firſt in the year 1020, though in a record bearing 
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date in 12 16 lt is ſtiled a town, and thus obtained town- privileges ſooner 
by two hundred yeats than Old-Dreſden. This part lies w ths right of the 
river Elbe, containing in it two market- places, which are called the old and 
new. The eleQtoral reſidentiary palace here is an old building, which was 
erected in the ſixteenth century, and after the great damage it ſuffered by 
a fire in 1702, was again rebuilt, In it are divers magnificent apartments, 
but the principal thing to be obſerved here is that called the green vault, 
which vies with the moſt magnificent and celebrated collections of rarities 
in Europe. This cabinet lies in the inner court of the palace, and takes its 
name from the green vault, in which it was at firſt kept: There are, how- 
ever, ſtill ſome green apartments here. It is thought that the Elector Au- 
guſſus made the firſt beginning towards this collection, ſince whoſe time it 
has been gradually encreaſed. It is divided into ſeven apartments; in the firſt 
are ſeen all manner of models of metal ſtatues and buſtoes in plaſter of Paris; 
in the ſecond is a variety of curious works in ivory ; in the third, pure ſilver 
work; in the fourth gilt ſilver plate, and veſſels of pure gold; in tho fifth, 
pure precious ſtones, and curioſities formed out of them; in the fixth the 
arms of the ſeveral Saxon countries, the crown, ſceptre, and Imperial ap- 
ple which were uſed at the royal coronation in Poland, and other pieces ; 
and in the ſeventh ſome very rare jewels, Sc. In the Zwinger-garden and 
its fine buildings is ſeen a cabinet of artificial and another of natural curioſi- 
ties, which do very great honour to Germany, and in particular to the elec- 
torate of Saxony; as alfo cabinets containing chirurgical, anatomical, phyſical 
and mathematical inſtruments, together with copper-plates and other things 
worthy to be ſeen, and likewiſe the royal library. The other remarkable 
buildings and ations in this reſidence- city are, the opera-houſe, the 
aſſembly-houſe, the ſtables, the outſide of which is grand and the infide 
well contrived, and in which alſo are contained the electoral picture-gal- 
lery, and the armoury; the arſenal, which was ſtripped by the Pruſſians in 
1756, and under which large building lies the electoral cellar ; tHe palace 
of the electoral Prince on the 7. +75 lang the palace of the other Princes 
of the royal and electoral houſe in the Pirna-ſtreet ; the electoral chancery- 
office, the mint-office, the foundery, the ſtaple of the Mui, porcelane, 
the court- diſpenſary, the Turkiſb garden, which is ſituated in the Plau- 
fireet; the royal foundation for Royman-catholic boys and girls in the ſame 
ſtreet, the academy for painting, which lies in the Crefs-/ireet, in what is 
called the houſe of our Lady, which was inhabited by the widow of Chr:- 
ſtian I, Count Brubl's palace, ſtanding in Auguftus's ſtreet, and his gall 
of paintings at the rampart ; the palace of Prince Luhomirſer, the hotel de 
Saxe, and other grand palaces and buildings. The churches here are, 1. The 
church of the Holy Croſs, which is the head church, and at this the ſuper- 
intendent of the dioceſe of Dreſden officiates. That dioceſe is divided into 
the circles of Plau, Kaditæ, Leubnitz and Radeberg, but in general com- 
Vor.

toral garden containing a palace. In the ſuburbs before the Viſdruf gate 
are, the churches of St. Anne and St. James, the latter of which ſtands 
near an hoſpital, as alſo that of St. Bartholomew, likewiſe ſtanding near a 
hoſpital ; the Lazar church, the large poor-houſe, the foundling-houſe, 
the great charity-ſchool founded by the merchant Ebrlicb, the court 
kitchen- garden, with the orangery, the Birkenbolz garden, the counteſs 
of Meſzinska's garden, behind the Burgerwreſe ; the iron, copper, and ſilver 
founderies ; the boring-mill, the marble founderies, and mill for the 
polithing of glaſs mirrors, 

The Elbe-bridge, which joins this and the following town, is one of the 
moſt celebrated in all Germany, being built of pure fine free- ſtone, ſtand- 
ing on very large foundation- blocks, and conſiſting of ſeventeen piers and 
arches. This bridge was on each fide widened 5 King Auguſtus II. by 
the erection of a commodious paſſage and reſting- places for foot-paſſengers. 
On it ſtands a gilt crucifix placed on an artificial rock, and over-againſt 
it two ſtatues, one of which repreſents the kingdom of Poland, the other 
the electorate of Saxony, and between them are neatly engraved, in ſtone, 
the royal and electoral arms. | 

The Neuſladt, near Dreſden, was otherwiſe called Old-Dreſden, as bein 
older than the foregoing, being indebted for its firſt riſe to a fort Bonded 
there by Charlemagne in the year 808, though it was firſt raiſed from a bo- 
rough to a town in the year 1403. In the market- place here is ſeen a metal 
equeſtrian ſtatue gilt, repreſenting Auguſtus II. and which was erected in 
1736. From hence runs a long walk of lime-trees, which extends quite 
to the Hack- gate. The Caſern building here is extenſive, and ſerves among 
other things for the inſtruction and proviſion of about a hundred children, 
containing in it alſo the anatomical theatre. The huntiog-houſe, the 
tion-houſe, in which numbers of wild beafts are kept; the riding-houſe for 
the cadets, the electoral college, and in particular, that called the Japan- 

alace, with the very rich and valuable ſtock of home and foreign porce- 
he in it; as alſo the garden belonging thereto are likewiſe remarkable.. 
In this part is the church of the three wiſe men, and a Latin ſchool, 

The Friderichſtadt at Dreſden lies near the refidence-town, on the ſpot 
on which formerly ſtood the village of Ora. This une the Elector Au- 
guſtus converted into a farm, and near it the Elector 7obn George II. in the 
year 1670 founded a town, which he named New/ad:-Qftra, but King 

| 3 | Frederick: 
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Frederick Auguſtus II. Friderichſladt; and in 1725 endowed it with a pecu- 
liar pariſh. The electoral farm is ſtill extant. In this part is Count Bru/!/'s 
{ummer-palace, together with a walk of trees which begins at the e- 
rita- bridge, and extends quite to what is called the Schaferey, or ſheep-cotes. - 

About the year 1730 the number of houſes in Dreſden, including the 
ſuburbs, were eſtimated at about 2 500 only, and that of the inhabitants af 
not much above 40,000, in which number was included the garriſon ; but 
in 1755 there were reckoned here about 80,c00 men, or according to 
others 90,000, In this city and its neighbourhood many ingenious and fine 
manufactures are carried on, and wares made; as namely, fine cloths, 

es, ſtockings and ſtuffs, ſome of which are wholly linen, others mixed 
with filk; as alſo knitting manufactures, lace and embroidery, Sang 
leather, fine cut glaſſes in the glaſs-houſe at the Meiſeritæ, mines of mineral, 
which make blue colour, gold and ſilver manufactures, &c. In the mirror 
— — before the Wilſdruf-gate, the mirrors which are caſt near 
Senftenberg are poliſhed. Here is alſo a moſt ingenious foundery for bells 
and cannon. In the ſawing of marble, as well as the carving of it, in ſta- 
tuary, in painting, and in enamelling we find here likewiſe the moſt excel- 
lent performances and artiſts, By means of the Elbe too a conſiderable 
commerce is carried on here. In 1429, 1491, and 1614 Dreſden ſuffered 
greatly by fire; and in 1756 it was ſeized by the Pruſſians. 


To the town-magiſtracy here belong the following prefecturates and

2. Pilnitz, an agreeable pleaſure-houſe and manor belonging to the ſo- 
vereign lying on the Elbe. This houſe conſiſts partly of an old citadel and 
partly of a new building erected in a fine taſte by King Auguſtus II. and

This town has frequently and particularly in 1744 
ſuſtained great loſs by fire. | 

4. Kotſchenbroda, a market- town, in the neighbourhood of which grows 
a pretty good wine. 

5. Keſſelſdorf, a parochial-village, in which in 1745 a very bloody en- 
gagement happened between the Saxons, who had entrenched themſelves 
there, and the Pruſſians, to the diſadvantage of the former. 

6. The parochial-villages of Wilſchdorf and Lauſa, which belong to 
Count 8 and are at preſent ſequeſtrated to the upper prefecturate 
at Dreſden. | 

. Cunnerſdorf, Grunberg, Upper-Kreyſcha, Lockwitz, Lomnitz, Peſterwi 
Schenfld, Seyferſdorf, Wachau, Weiſzig and Weisſftrop, all — 
having noblemen's eſtates. | 

III. The prefecturate of Dipol DIswWwAL DA contains in it ſeven imme- 
diate, two mediate vaſſals, and twenty-eight villages. In it is

= but in 1408 it came to the Marggraves of Meiſſen, who fo we wal 
the thirteenth century were for a long time in poſſeſſion thereof. This place 
likewiſe is a Bobemian fief. On a high rock near it ſtands 

Sonnenſtein, a fortreſs, between which and the fortreſs of Konigſtein the 
Saxon army, conſiſting of 17500 men, encamped and entrenched itſelf in- 
the year 1756 ; but on its endeavouring to —_ the Eibe into Babemia, was 
compelled by the Pruffians, who held it cloſe blocked up at Ebenheit, below 
Lilienſtein, to ſurrender priſoners of war. 

2. Konigſtein, a ſraall town, under mediate vaſſalage, and lying on the 
Elbe. This place enjoys both ſeat and voice at the Provincial Diets. It 
conſiſts of one hundred and feventy-fix houſes, and has a good fuſtian ma- 
nufacture. The name of a town was firſt given it in ſome records bearing 


date in the year 1460. In 1639 it was reduced to aſhes by the Swedes. The 


next to it, and that too on the high rock beneath which it lies, is 

The mountain-fortreſs of Konig/tein. Of this laſt the firſt certain account 
to be found of it bears date in the year 1289. It belonged originally to Bo- 
bemia, but in 1396, King Wenzel mortgaged it, er with Pirna and 
Lilienſtein, to Burkard, otherwiſe named Stirnad of Winterberg or of Ja- 
nw:!cz 3 ſoon after, however, it came to the Burggraves of Dobna, and 
from them to Willem, Marggrave of Meiſſen, who ſtripped them of it, in 
1403, as rebellious ſubjects. Ever fince this it has continued annexed to 
the marggravate of Meiſſen as a Bobemian fief. In the year 1425, the old 
citadel here was ed by the Huſſites, upon which the rock lay deſolate 
till about the year 1483, when it was conferred on ſome private people. 


Duke George, however, reſuming it into his poſſeſſion, founded thereon, 


in 1516, a Czleflzne cloyſter, which was filled with Monks from Oybin near 
Zittau ; but on the breaking out of the Reformation it was deſerted by 
them. The EleQtor Chriſlian I. in the year 1589, began to build a fortreſs 
on the Konigftern, which his ſucceſſors, John George I. and Jobn George II. 
cauſed to be carried on; and, from the year 1731, was rendered ſtill more 
complete. The rock on which it ſtands is perfectly ſteep, as if rendered fo 
by art, and in many alſo has projections in the manner of baſtions 
from whence the fides of the rock may be raked and defended. On the 
fide towards Dreſden its aſſent is eaſieſt, for which reaſon it is fecured on 
that part by good works and a triple row of cannon ranged one above ano- 
ther. The fortreſs can neither be undermined nor raked by ſhot from the 
circumjacent mountains, and having in it a well nine hundred Dreſen ells 
deep, the water of which is about eighteen ells high, together with ciſterns 
for collecting the rain and ſnow-water, and in cafe of need a ſufficient 
ſock of wood for many years to come; as alſo fruit-trees, gardens, paſtures 
and land proper for agriculture, large ſtores of wine and magazines filled 


with corn, meal and other neceſſarles ſufficient for many years; it is im- 
| poſſible 
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poſſible to reduce it by blockade. It ſerves not, however, ſo much for the 
defence of the country as for a ſafe retreat to the Sovereign and for the ſafe 
keeping of the archives and other things of value. It is fo ſituated, indeed 
that it commands the Eibe, and is able to defend the little towns below 1 
There is always a ſmall garriſon here with a commanding officer; and it 
has likewiſe a church of its own with a preacher. In the year 1756, it 
2 declared neutral during the war and till ſuch time as peace ſhall be 
reſtored. | 

3. Dobna, in ancient records called Donyn, Donin, Dona, Dhona and 
Donau, an open, little town under mediate vaſſalage and conſiſting of about 
one hundred houſes. This place lies on the Muglitx and partly alſo on a 
hill called the Taſchenberg. It enjoys both ſeat and voice at the Provincial 
Diets, and, excluſive of the principal and parochial-church here, contains 
moreover a church near the hoſpital. In the years 1608, 1611, 1663, 
and likewiſe at other times, it ſuffered great damage by fire. 

On the mountain-citadel near it are ſtill to be ſeen ſome traces of the old 
burg or fort of Dobna, which was the original ſeat of the ancient and cele- 
brated Burggraves of that name, who ſtill continue to flouriſh in the 
Kingdom of Prufjia. The Marggrave M illiam of Meiſſen deprived them of 
this fort in the year 1403, and razed x. The EleQor of Saxony holds 
one half of the citadel, with its appurtenances, as a fief of the crown of 
Babemia. 

4. Gottleube, a ſmall mine- town, having both ſeat and voice at the Pro- 
vincial Diet, and whoſe council, on account of the houſes in it, is under 
immediate vaſſalage; but to its prefecturate belong the upper and hereditary 
juriſdiction. This place is alſo a Bohemian fief. 

5. Berggieſæbubel, another ſmall mine-town, under immediate vaſlalage, 
and having feat and voice at the Provincial Diets, er with a mine- 
office. At this place is an acid- ſpring called the Friderichſbrunn, as alſo a 
warm bath known by the appellation of the John George bath. 

6. Liebſtadt, a ſmall town and citadel, in an agreeable fituation in a fine 
valley, and being a noble eſtate. This place, after repeated changes of its 
owners, was purchaſed, in the year 1751, by the commiſſion-council of 
Franconia. | Sag Dor 

7. Barenſtein, or Bernſtein, a pretty little town, with a ci onging 
to it, lying on the Fro and which, in the year 1734, conſiſted of 
fifty-four houſes. This place is a Bobemian fief. In 1495, Dr. Peter, of 
Barenſtein, with the conſent of Duke William, founded a market-town near 
his citadel here, on which Duke George conferred town-privileges. Towards 
the middle of the ſeventeenth century, Baren/tein came, after a thirty years 
ſequeſtration, to Wolfgang of Luttichau, but in the century after to Hans 
Henry of Schonberg, and by virtue of his teſtament, in 1711, to the Count 
of Helzendorf. In the years 1622, 1630, 1669, 1723 and 1738, 8

8. Schmiedeberg on the Weiſſeritz, a ſmall town and nobleman's eſtate, be- 
longing in part to the Lord of Bulaw. | 

9. Weeſenſtern, or Meſenſtein, a village, containing a nobleman's eſtate and 
citadel, and belonging to the family of Bau. The citadel has a chapel 
and preacher of its own. This place is a Bobemian fief. 

10. Great-Sedliz, a village, with an electoral domain and citadel belong- 
ing to it, which 1s united into one pariſh with Dobna. The citadel here was 
conſtructed on a fine plan by its former owner, Count Auguſtus Chriſtopher 
of Wackerbarth, and had a beautiful pleaſure-garden likewiſe erected near it. 

11 4 Zebiſta, an eſtate of Count Brubl's, with a citadel and family- 
church. 

12. Cotta, Langenhennerſdorf, Maxen, Ottendorf, Reinhardſgrimma, 
Rebrſdorf and Struppen, all parochial-villages with noblemens eſtates. Ga- 
mig, Zuſchendorf, and other noble eſtates with villages. 

13. Between the above-mentioned village of Cotta and the village of 
Rotbwernſdorf, is dug at the Gottleube the fineſt Pirna ſand-ſtone, which is 
found extremely * for the tendereſt ſort of ſtatuary work, for which 
purpoſes alone it is dug. 

14. The ſeigniory of Lauenſtein, which is under immediate vaſſalage, 
and ever ſince the year 152 1 has appertained to the noble family of Bunau. 
Ttns ſeigniory comprizes in it, 

1. Lauenſtein, anciently called Lawenftein, or Lowenſlein, a ſmall town. 
Near it was formerly dug a rich tin and iron-mine ; and here has alſo been 
diſcovered a jaſper-quarry, which has continued ever fince unworked, partly 
becauſe the jaſper in it is too brittle and partly becauſe it defrays not the ex- 
pence. This place is a Babemian fief. 

2, New-Geyſzing, a ſmall town, ſeated in a valley between mountains, 
and parted by what is called the Gey/zing's-brock from Old-Geyſzing, which. 
belongs to the prefecturate of Altenberg in the circle of the Erzgebirg. At 
this place is a mine-office belonging to the family of Bunau, which has the 
direction of the tin- mine here. 

3. A part of the mine-town of Zienwald, which ſtands on Bohemian 
ground on the borders of Saxony. One fourth of this place belongs to the 
Lords of Bunau at Lauenſtein and Weeſenſtein, and has its own mine-lots, 
which are drawn together in the name of the Unized Zwitterfeld. A fine 
tin is dug at this place.

n it is, 

1. Habenſtein, a ſmall town, ſituated on the borders of Bohemia, and having 
both ſeat and voice at the Provincial-Diets. This place confiſts of upwards 
of one hundred houſes, and the inhabitants maintain themſelves principally 
by ſpinning and the weaving of linen. In the year 1724, the greateſt part 
— RING In it is an old citadel, and Hobenſtein is alſo a Bobe- 
mian fief. a 

2. Neuſtadt, near Hobenftein, a ſmall town, under mediate 
and having both ſeat and voice at the Provincial Diets. The inhabitants of 
this place make great quantities of linen and ſtockings. Anciently it belonged 
to the Biſhops of Me:ſſen. In the year 1708 it was burnt down, and in 
1755, again ſuffered great damage by fire. 

3. Sebnitz, a (mall town under mediate vaſſalage and wholly ſurrounded 
by mountains. This place has both ſeat and voice at the Provincial Diets, 
and its inhabitants ſubſiſt principally by linen-weaving. In it, in particular, 
is made an excellent ſtriped, variegated ſilk tick, which is very ſtrong and 
extremely proper for night-gowns and other uſes. 

4. Schandau, a ſmall town, under mediate vaſſalage, and lying on the 
river Elbe. This place bas both ſeat and voice at the Provincial-Diet. The 
inhabitants employ themſelves in ſpinning linen and woollen yarn, floating 
timber down to Dreſden, and in trading in corn. In the years 1678 and 
1704, Schandau ſuffered great damage by fire. 

5. Weblen, or Mellau, a ſmall town, under mediate vaſſalage, alſo lying 
on the river Elbe. This place likewiſe enjoys both feat and voice at the Pro- 
vincial Diets. Its church is a filial of the State-church in the village of Vb- 
len, which lies not far from it; and the town is alſo a Bobemian het. 

6. Lobmen, a borough, anciently belonging to the Bobemian family of 
Chlomen, or Lohmen, which was poſſeſſed in theſe parts of a conſiderable 
tract of country, in which were included Hobenftein, Rathen, Weblen, Ro- 
nigſtein, Lilienſtein and Schrectenſtein. This tract extended quite to Dip- 

poldiſtwalde, but was taken from them, on account of their extortions, + 
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the Marggraves of Me:ſſen, and at firſt given to the family of the 

but afterwards to that of Saalbauſen, of whom the Lonk of MS” 
chaſed it. 

a” Lichtenhayn, a parochial-village, formerly a market-town and united 

with the little town of Schandau here into one pariſh, 

8. pe pa Eſchdorf and Ulberſdorf, all parochial-villages and noble- 
mens eſtates. ; 

9. Rathen, a village, ſeated on the Elbe, and being a Bohemian fieſ. 

10. Ebenbeit, a place conſiſting of a few houſes and lying beneath the 
rock of Lilienſtein, where, in 1756, the capitulation of the Saxon army, 
at the time of its ſurrender to the Pruffians, was drawn up. 

The rock of Lilienſtein is higher than that of Konigſtein, lies over againſt 
it and had anciently a ſtrong citadel, of which ſome traces are ſtill to 
de ſeen. : 

VI. The prefecturate of SToLPEN, containing in it ſeventeen immediate 
and thirty mediate vaſſals, together with eighty villages. 

1. Biſchofswerda, in Latin Epiſcopi inſula, is a town under immediate 
vaſſal ige, and alſo poſſeſſed of the upper and hereditary juriſdiction. It enjoys 
likewiſe both ſeat and voice at the Provincial Diet. This place lies on the 
NMeſenitæ, being ſituated upon what was formerly a werder, or iſland, and 
is alſo ſtill, excluſive of the above-mentioned river, ſurrounded with ſeveral 
ponds ; among which that of the biſhop is the largeſt. Beſides the town- 
church here it has likewiſe another for interments. The ſpiritual juriſdic- 
tion of its ſuperintendency is divided into the German and Wendiſh admini- 
ſtration, and comprizes in it three towns, fifteen mother and fix filial- 
churches. Bzſchofswerda pays only one half of the tax levied upon liquor. 
It trafficks alſo in white yarn. The Miſnian biſhop, Benno, in the year 
1076, erected this place into a town; and, in 1559, it came by exchange 
from the biſhopric to the marggravate of Meiſſen. 

2. Stolpen, a ſmall town, under immediate vaſſalage and lying. on the 
river Weſenitz, This place enjoys both ſeat and voice at the Land-diets, and, 
excluſive of the principal and parochial- church here, contains in it another 
for interments. On a mountain near it ſtands a citadel with a church in it 
the fortifications of which were demoliſhed by the Pruſſians in the year 1756. 
Out of this rock too a very hard ſtone is Ge which is uſed by way of 
beating-ſtones for book-binders and gold-beaters, as alſo for touch- ſtones. 
The town itſelf belonged formerly to the biſhopric of Meiſſen, but, in 15 50, 
the Elector Auguſtus brought it by exchange to himſelf. In the year 1632, 
it was reduced to aſhes by the Croats, and, in 1723, it ſuffered great da- 
mage by fire. Hard by it lies 

Altſtadt, a borough, on the ſite of which anciently ſtood the town of 
fockrym. This place was deſtroyed, in the year 1429, by the Hufftes, 
and afterwards the preſent town rebuilt on the ſpot on which it ſtood, that 
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is to ſay cloſe to the citadel, for which reaſon it was called Stalpe

3. Neuſalza, a pretty little town, belonging to the Counts of 
* by Job of Salza, with the conſent of the Elector, in the — > 
on Spremberg ground, for the reception of the exiles out of Hungary, Bobe- 
mia and Moravia ; though at preſent there is not one Bohemian inhabitant 
in It. 

4. Spremberg, a borough, citadel and nobleman's eſtate, belonging to 
the Counts of Hoym. 

5. Godau, a parochial-village, the church belonging to which was 
founded in the 1076. Formerly alſo it contained an amt-office of the 
biſhop of Meiſſen. 

6. Wilthen, Beyerſdorf, Biſchdorf, Steinichtwolmſdorf, Putzkau and Upper 
Ottendsrf, all parochial-villages with noble eſtates. 

7. Liebentbal, a ruinous citadel, belonging to the biſhops of Meiſſen; 
and which, together with its appurtenance, conſtituted a peculiar prefectu- 
rate. This citadel is a Bobemian fief. ? | | 

VII. The prefecturate of RaDtBERG, together with that of Lavszxitz, 
containing in them eight immediate, one mediate vaſſal and twenty-three 
villages. In theſe prefecturates is, 

1. Radeberg, a ſmall town, under immediate vaſſalage, and having both 
ſeat and voice at the Land-diets. This town ſtands on the river Roder, 
with a citadel without, and is a Bohemian fief. 

2. The Auguſtusbrunn, ſituated about half an hour's diſtance from this 
place, is a medicinal-ſpring which was diſcovered in the year 1717. Its 
waters are uſed both for drinking and bathing. 

3. Little-Wolmſdorf, together with Great and .L:ttle-Robrſdorf, as alſo 
Lichtenberg and Great-Naundorf, are all parochial-villages. - In the firſt of 
them is a nobleman's eſtate. 

4. Lauſznitz, an electoral hunting-ſeat and citadel, which, in conjunction 
with its appurtenance, formerly conſtituted a peculiar prefecturate. 

5. Grafenhayn, a manor. | 

VIII. The prefecturate of Moki rz Bux, which contains in it three im- 
mediate, two mediate vaſſals, and thirteen villages. In this prefecturate is, 

1. Moritzburg, a fine citadel and hunting-ſeat, erected, in the year 1542, 
by the Elector Maurice, but which received great improvements from King 
Auguſtus II. in 1698. This place was for a long time likewiſe called Dia- 
nenburg.

2. Eiſenberg, a market-town. 

3. Nauenbef, a parochial-village with a nobleman's eſtate. 

IX. The prefecturate of GROSsENHA NN, containing in it fiſty- nine imme- 
diate, eleven mediate vaſſals, and one hundred and ſeventy-three villages. 
Among them is, | 

4 1. Hayn, 
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1. Hayn, or Greſſenhayn, a town under immediate vaſſalage and belong- 
ing to the wider ſelection of towns. This place lies on the Roder, and ſince 
the great fire which reduced it almoſt wholly to aſhes in the year 1744, 
has been regularly rebuilt, - In it, excluſive of the principal church, ſtands 
moreover the Monks church here, together with another, as alſo a good 
Latin ſchool. It is Iikewiſe the feat of a ſuperintendency, the ſpiritual 
juriſdiction of which is divided into the circles of Senftenberg-Finſterwald, 
Mublberg, Ortrand-Eiſterwerd, Zabeltitz and Radeburg-Lampertfwald, and 
4 comprizes in it eight boroughs, two market-towns, forty-eight mother- 
churches in the country and thirty-ſix filials. Here are alſo ſome manufac- 
tures of cloth, ſtockings and gloves: and a fine green colour is likewiſe pre- 

here, which in foreign countries is known by the name of Saxon green. 
The citadel which formerly ſtood here was laid waſte, in the year 1 540, by 
fire, The woad-trade likewiſe flouriſhed much once at this place, it being 
the ſtaple for that part of it which came out of Thuringia. 

2. Ortrand, a town, under immediate vaſſalage, and having both 
ſeat and voice at the Provincial- Diets. This place lies on the river Pulſnitz. 
Formerly alſo it contained a citadel and a peculiar amt-office. 

3. Bheerwerda, a ſmall town, ſituated on the Black Elſter, with a citadel 
belonging to it, which ever ſince the year 1727, has been a ſovereign domain. 
This place is held in fief of the crown of Bohemia. 

4. Radeburg, likewiſe a ſmall town, ſituated on the Roder, with a citadel 
in it, and belonging at preſent to the Princeſs Sophia Chrift. Charl. Frid. Erd. 
mutha of Naſſau-Saarbruck, who is alſo Counteſs by birth of Erbach. 

5. Muckenberg, a borough and nobleman's eſtate, belonging to the family 
of Lowendal, The church here is a filial of that at Bockwitz. To this no- 
bleman's ſeat belong five villages. The electoral-houſe receives it in fief 
from Bohemia. 

6. Cratau, in old records called Krocka, a market-town and a nobleman's 
eſtate, belonging at preſent to the Schaffer family. In the year 1745, this 
} place ſuffered great damage by fire. 

7. Zabeltitz, a parochial-village and nobleman's eſtate, belonging at pre- 
: ſent to the Counts of Wackerbarth. This place alſo is a Bobemian a fief. 
þ 8. Kalkreut, a ſovereign manor, containing a ſtud of horſes and a 
1 pheaſantry . | 
9. Coſelitz, Frauenbayn, Glaubitz, Merſchwitz, Oelſnitæ, Rodern, Saat- 
bayn, Sacca, Schonfeld, Sckaſſa, Seuſzlitz, Strauch, Mulda, all parochial- 
villages with noble eſtates. The ſecond, third and ſeventh of theſe places 
are likewiſe Bobemian fiefs. bs ITS 1 

10. Zeithayn, a parochial- village, belonging to the Counts of W/ferſaorf; 
and famous Gris ———— which King Auguſlus II. made there in 
the year 17 zo, at the expence of five millions of rixdollars. On the ſpot 
which is uſed for this camp and the exerciſing of the army, are erected ſix 
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pyramids, and medals have likewiſe been ſtruck upon it, and a grand 
eſentation thereof engraved in copper. 

X. The prefecturate of SENFTENBERG, containing in it three immediate, 
three mediate vaſſals, and twenty- nine villages. This prefecturate belonged 
formerly to the Lower- Luſatia and appertained to the family of Polenz, who. 
diſpoſed of it, in the year 1446, to the EleQtor Frederick, upon which it 
was added to the marggravate of Meiſen. In it is, 

1. Senftenberg, a town under immediate vaſlalage and having both ſeat and: 
voice at the Provincial-Diets, together with a citadel which is environed with. 
ditches and ramparts. This place is likewiſe a Bobemian ſief. 

2. Friderichſtbal, an electoral manufactory for the making of mirrours. 
which King Auguſtus II. cauſed to be built, and in which looking-glatic of 
an extraordinary fize and beauty are made. Some pieces are caſt here which 
are from ninety to one hundred inches big. Theſe mirrours are poliſhed 
at Dreſden. 

XI. The prefecturate of FinsTERWALDA, containing in it ſeven villages. 
This prefeQurate lies in the Lower-Luſatia, but ſo early as the fifteenth. 
century was a part of the marggravate of Merſſen; and, in the years 1436, 
1445 and 1486, came into the diviſions of the electoral houſe. For ſome 
time the family of Minkwitz, and after them that of Dieskau, were poſ- 
ſeſſed of this prefecturate; but the latter diſpoſed of it, in 1625, to the 
EleQor Jobn George I. Afterwards it belonged to the Merſeburg collateral- 
line of the electoral houſe, on the extinction of which» it came again to the 
principal line. In it is | 

Fin/terwalda, a ſmall town with a citadel, but formerly bigger, better and 
more thriving than at preſent. This place is a Bobemian ſief. 

XII. The prefecturate of MunLBERG, containing in it eleven immediate, 
fix mediate vaſſals, and forty-nine villages Among them is, 

1. Mublberg, a town, ſituated on the Elbe and under immediate vaſſalage. 
This place enjoys both ſeat and voice at the Land-diets. In the old town 
ſtands an ancient citadel and a church, and in the new town here is alſo 
another church, which ſerves. hkewiſe for interments, and a Latin ſchool. 
Maublberg, together with its — — anciently conſtituted a ſe- 
—— ſeigniory. Not far from this place, on the heath of Lochau, the 

lector John Frederick, in the year 1547, was vanquiſhed and made pri- 
ſoner by the Emperor Charles V. This place is alſo a Bobemian ſief. 

2. Borſcbætz and Schwetitz, two electoral farms. 

3. Kreynitz, a parochial-village and nobleman's eſtate. 

XIII. The prefecturate of ToxG au, containing in- it twelve immediate 
and — mediate vaſſals, with fixty-eight- villages. In it we ſhall

1. Torgau, a town under immediate vaſſalage, and belonging to the leſfer 
ſelection of towns. This place lies on the Elbe, from which, in the year

8. Dorrenteichenbacb, Kiitzſchen, Kober ſbayn and Roctnitæ (a part of the 
laſt of which belongs to the foundation of Nurgen) together with > Roiteſeh, 
Strellen and Trie/tewitz (the laſt of which alſo in part belongs to the foun- 
dation of Schwernitz) as alſo Treſsin, Melſau and Weſznig, all parochial vil- 
lages with noble eſtates. 

XIV. The prefecturate of OscnaTz, containing in it thirty-two imme-- 
diate, . nine mediate vaſſals, and ninety-eight villages. In this prefecturate is, 

1. Oſcbatæ, in ancient recerds ſtiled Oreck, Ozzet and Ozzets, a town 
under immediate vaſſalage, and having both ſeat and voice at the Provincial 
Diets, It lies in a fertile ſpot, is the Er of a ſuperintendency, whoſe ſpi- 
ritual juriſdiction is divided into the upper and lower circle,. and extends 
over four towns, comprizing in it fix churches, fotty- one mother- chorches 
in the country and nineteen filials. In this town alſo are three churches; 

namely, 
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namely, the principal church, the cloyſter-church, near which formerly 
ſtood a Franciſcan cloyſter, and that for interments, together with 2 
Latin ſchool. It derives good. ſubſiſtence as well from agriculture, as 
cloth-weaving, and ſeveral other manufactures. It was probably founded 
by the Wends. In a record of the Emperor Henry IV. of 1065, by which it 
was incorporated with the biſhopric of Naumburg, it was at that time 
called a town. In 1616 it. was burnt down, ever fince which time a 
hundred building places have continued empty here. | 

2. Strebla, a ſmall town and nobleman's belonging to the noble fa- 
mily of Pfug. This place was anciently a ſeigniory, the proprietors of which 
ſtiled themſelves Burggraves, and were likewiſe Burggraves of Leiſanig. 
The Emperor Henry IV. made a donation. of it to the biſhopric of Naum- 
burg, and this laſt in 1238 in fief to the Miſnian Marggrave Henry the 
Lluſtrious. In 1304 the biſhopric diſpoſed of it to the Lords of Henburg. 
In 1370 the Emperor Charles IV. purchaſed it to the crown of Bohemia, 
but his ſon Wenzel conferred it in 1384 on one Otto Pflug a nobleman. 
The eſtate here is divided into the Trebnitz and Gorzig ſhare, and the place 
itſelf is a Bobemian fief. | 

3. Dablen a (mall town and nobleman's eſtate, belonging to the Counts 
of Bunau. In 1304 this town, together with Strebla, was diſpoſed of by 
biſhop Ulrich of Naumburg to the Lords of Lenburg, but muſt have te- 
K in to the biſhopric, as Biſhop Gerhard ſold it in 1367 to the 
Duke of Pollen, Prince of Schweidnitæ, and yh, ax of Luſatia. Aſter- 
wards it appertained for a conſiderable time to the family of Schleiniz, next to 
Chriſtopher Looſz, who brought it to himſelf, but ceded it in 1619 to the 
electoral houſe in exchange for Szoſchifz, After this it became the pro- 
perty of the family of Doring, and at length devolved by marriage to the 
houſe of Bunau. 

To it belongs the parochial-village of Schmarrnewitz. 

4. Borna, a hial-village and noble eſtate, at preſent belonging to 
an inhabitant of Starſcbedel, being incorporated into one pariſh with it, 
and lying about a quarter of an hour's diſtance therefrom. 

5. Bornitz, a village and nobleman's eſtate, belonging to an inhabitant 
of Schonberg, and remarkable on account of the ancient marggraval Miſnian 
Sewers von Borne, or Burne, who are otherwiſe called the Burnis, and 
were poſſeſſed either of both, or at leaſt of the laſt village and eſtate. 

6. Old-Oſchatz, Borlen, Canitæ, Cavertitz, Groba, Groſzbobla, Hef, Lam- 
perſwalda, and Naundorf, all church-villages having noble eſtates, 
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With the foundation of WURZEN. 


T HE. circle of Leipzig, including the foundation of Vurzen, termi- 
nates on the Meiſenian and Erzgebirg circles, as alſo on a part of the 
dutchy of Altenburg. on the biſhoprics of Merſeburg and Naumburg-Zeitz, 
and on the Thuringian and electoral circles. Of the prefecturates belong- 
ing to this circle engravings have been publiſhed, as namely, that of the 
circle-amt of Leipzig by P. Schenk the Younger and Jobn George Schreiber; 
thoſe of the ecturates of Delitſch and Bitterfeld (belonging to the 
electoral circle) as alſo that of Zorbig by the ſame, and M. Seutter ; thoſe 
of Wurzen, Eilenburg, and Duben, alſo by Seutter ; and thoſe of Colditz, 
Leiſenig, Rochlitz, and the ſchool-amt of Grimma by the ſame, It contains 
in it thirty-two towns, one market-town, 1056 (or according to Hempel's 
tables only 947) villages, two hundred and fourteen immediate and one 
hundred and fifty mediate vaſſals, and conſiſts of the following prefecturates; 
namely, 

I, The circle-amt of Leipaig, containing in it forty-one immediate, twenty- 
five mediate vaſſals, and one hundred and fifty-three villages. In this pre- 
fecturate is 

1. Leipzig, formerly called Lipzł, that is, the place of lime-trees, and 
in Latin Lipſia, one of the fineſt and moſt celebrated towns in all Ger- 
many, lying in 519 224 of latitude, in a pleaſant and fertile plain on the 
Pleiſſe. In its neighbourhood are ſome other rivulets, as namely the Barge, 
the Elfter, and the Luppe. Its circuit indeed is eſtimated only at 89 54 paces; 
but Leipzig has alſo ſome large and well built ſuburbs, with fine gardens. 

Between the town itſelf and the ſuburbs a fine walk of lime-trees was laid 
out in the year 1702, which runs quite round the town. In the town-ditches 
alſo are planted mulberry-trees. The ſtreets here, ever ſince the year 1701, 
have been provided with upwards of ſeven hundred lamps ; and, fince the 
year 1742 ſewers have been erected for the cleanſing of them, as alſo 
many fine large houſes built which look like palaces, and the town itſelf is 
populous, It is under immediate vaſſalage, and in the leſſer ſelection of the 
towns reckoned the firſt, It bears alſo the directorium as well here as 
among the collective towns at the Provincial Diets, is moreover the ſeat 
of the circle-amt, as likewiſe of the upper aulic-judicatory, of the upper 
poſt- office, of an aſſize, of a commerce-court, of a book-commiſſariate, of 

a con- 


a conſiſtory, under which ſtand twenty-theee ſuperintendencies; of a ſuperi 
tendency whoſe ſpiritual juriſdiction is divided into the circles of — Rath, 
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Delitzſcb- Zorbig and Arnfiein, and which comprizes in it in twelve 
churches lying in five different towns, — mother-churches in the 
country, and thirty-five filials. It is likewiſe the ſeat of a very iſh; 


and famous univerſity, which was founded and dedicated in 1409, and con- 
fiſts of four nations, namely of the Miſuian, Saxon, Bauarias or France 
man, and the Poliſh, and contains in it fix colleges ; as alſo of two good 
Latin ſchools, namely, thoſe of St, Nicolas and St. Thomas; and likewiſe of 
two celebrated ſocieties, as namely, a German ſociety, and another for the 
encouragement of the liberal arts. Leipzig is alſo one of the four towns 
where the contingents of the Empire are paid in; and likewiſe one of the 
principal trading towns in all Germany, in as much as it enjoys not only 
an important foreign trade, but alſo at its three celebrated fairs, which are 
kept at Eaſter, Michaelmas, and the beginning of the new year, carries on 
a very extenſive commerce both in domeſtic and foreign wares. It is like- 
wiſe poſſeſſed of the ſtaple· right, by virtue of which all ſtaple commodities 
imported within fifteen German miles round muſt be unladen here, at leaſt 


for three days, and offered to fale to ſuch of the trading and mercantile 


people here as are burghers, and then for the firſt time carried farther, but 
to be unladen no where elſe. JO COYNE: QIANTE A L030 

The Pleiſſenburg here is a ſtrong citadel on the Plerſſe before Peter's-gate, 
and in it, in 1 7 52, was founded a mint. In a chapel alſo at the fame place 
the Roman-catholics perform their worſhip. In the centre of the town is a 
ſpacious and fine market-place, near which alfo the council-houſe ſtands. 
The exchange near the A/b-market is well built, and the roof of its hall 


well painted. The cloth-hall here contains likewiſe the grand council- 


library. The fix colleges of the univerfity are the Pauline-college, in which 
is the univerſity-library, the anatomical theatre, the convictorium, and the 
phyſical- garden, near the Prince's houſe ; the great Prince's college, the 
little Prince's college, Peter's, or the Jeſuit's college, our Lady's college, 
and the new or red college. The churches here are thoſe of St. Nicolas 
St. Thomas, the New church, Peter's church, near which is alſo a Seminarium 
Catechetarum, the univerfity-church in the Pauline-college, the church near 
the correction and orphan-houſe, St. John's and the hofpital-church before 
the Grimma-gate, as alſo the Lazaret church before the gate of Ranſtadr. 
The Calviniſis, ever ſince the year 1707, have been roſeſſcd in the court of 
the exchequer-houſe of a large room for the celebration of their public 
worſhip, which is performed in French. Mention has already been made of 
the Roman-catholic chapel. All forts of manfactures are made in this town, 
gold, ſilver, filk, wool, and linen yarn being worked here in all manner of 
ſtuffs, velvets, ſtockings, cloths and linen. There are alſo houſes here for the 
dying of filk, as likewiſe for the making of tapeſtry and linnen, and the 
printing of cotton. Leather and Berlin, or Pruſſian blue, Gc. are moreover 


prepared 
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75 here, and the orphan-houſe is — — to the culture of ſilk. 
n Leipzig are computed about twenty bookſellers, fifty French and Italian 
mercantile and trading people, one hundred and fifty wholeſale dealers, 
above two hundred and fifty retailers, and many dealers in cloth. The town 
itſelf in all probability received its original from the Sorbenwends. Dithmar, 
in his chronicle; ſpeaks of it ſo eatly as the year 1015, under the title of a 
town. According to the received opinion it belonged to the biſhopric of 
Merſeburg, till Conrad Marggrave of Meiſſen brought it in 1134 by ex- 
change to himſelf. In 1519 a theological conference was held here between 
Dr. Luther and Dr.'Eck, and in 1641 another appointed between the Saxon 
or Lutheran, and the Brandenburg and Heſſian, or Calvinift divines. In 1547 
this town was beſieged in vain by the Elector John Frederick, as alſo in 
1637 by Banner the Swediſh general. In 1631 and 1632 it was taken by 
the Imperiali/ts, and in 1642 by the Swedes. In 1745 and 1756 it was gar- 
riſoned by the Prufians, to whom it was obliged to pay very conſiderable 
ſums of money by way of contribution. The larks, which are caught in 
great numbers in the neighbourhood of this town, are much noted. 

2. Taucha, a ſmall town under immediate vaſſalage, together with a ci- 
tadel and a nobleman's eſtate, ever ſince the year 1 569 have belonged to the 
council of Leipzig. This town lies on the Barde. In 1750 it loſt twenty- 
two of its beſt houſes by fire. The villages of Grafedorf Cradefeld, Ph. 
tx and Portitz, which are incorporated into one pariſh with the church 
here, appertain alſo to the council of Leipzzg. | 

3. Rotha, a ſmall town, citadel and nobleman's eſtate, belonging to the 
Barons of Frieſe, and containing two churches. 

4. Liebertwolkwitz, a ſmall town, which in the year 1752, on the ex- 
tinction of the family of Fullen, came by virtue of a marriage with the heireſs 
and daughter of the laſt owner, to the Counts of Yizthum. At this place, in 
1707, the ſtipulation on account of the S:ilefian religious freedom, which 
was concluded at Altranſtadt between the Emperor and King Charles XII. 
of Sweden, was ſubſcribed by that King and the Imperial plenipotentiary 
Count Wratiflaw. 

5. Old-Ranſtadt, a parochial-village and nobleman's eſtate, which with 
ſome other villages is ſurrounded by the biſhopric of Merſeburg, and for- 
merly belonged to the Barons of Frieſe, but at preſent appertains to the 
Cammanſch family. Charles XII. of Sweden in 1706 and 1707 had his head- 
quarters at this place for almoſt a whole year, and concluded here in 1706 
the well known peace with King Auguſtus II. and with the Imperial pleni- 
potentiary Count Wrati/iew, in 1707, the celebrated ſtipulation on account or 
the religious freedom of the Proteftant inhabitants of the dutchy of SH. 

6. Gautzſch, Groſzdeuben, Groſwpozſna, Greſzftadeln, Groſzſchocher, Gulden

II. The prefecturate of DeLiTzcn, containing in it nineteen mediate 
vaſſals and one hundred and twenty-one villages. This ptefecturate be- 
longed formerly to the Merfeburg collateral line of the eleQoral houſe, and 
comprizes, 

I g Delitzſcb, or Dolitæſeb, in Latin Delicium, a town under immediate 
vaſſalage, and belonging to the greater ſelection of the towns. In it is a 
citadel with a chapel and three churches, namely, one patochial-church, 
one for interments, and one hoſpital- church. To the ſpiritual juriſdiction 
of the ſuperintendency here belong five churches which lie in three towns, 
nineteen mother-churches in the country and ten filials. Great quantities 
of woolen ſtockings are knit here. In 1527 this place was burnt down, 
and in 1661 a great part of it was conſumed by the lame dreadful calamity 


2. Landsberg, a' town under mediate vaſſalage, and near which 
on a high mountain to the eaſt formerly ſtood the - citadel of the 
2raves of Landiberg, at which is ſtill a chapel. The Marggrave Theodorick, 
who ſucceeded his father Conrad the Great, in the marggravate of Luſatia 
and the Ofterland, was the firſt founder of the fort of Landilerg. and fre- 
quently ſtiled himſelf only Marggrave thereof. This title, as far as appears 
from records, was firſt aſſumed by him in 1180, and though originally, 
and that too for a good while, it was merely perſonal, yet the Emperor 
Lewis of Bavaria and Charles IV. made no ſcruple of conferring on the 
circumjacent country the title of a Marggravate, as from records 
bearing date in 1328, 1329, and 1348. After the d of the abovemen- 
tioned Marggrave Theodorick, berg with its other countries came to 
his brother Dede the Fat, who, as far as is known, did not tile himſelf 
from them as his elder brother Conrad did. After his death, which hap- 
pened in 1210, his hereditary countries deſcended to his coufin the Marg- 
grave Theodorick of Meiſſen, who thus alſo, as well as his ſon Henry the I 
luſtrious obtained the ſovereignty over Landiberg. About the fame time 
likewiſe the family of the Lords of Lendsberg began to make a figure, and 
were for ſome time perhaps poſſeſſed of the fortreſs of that name. 
rick, ſecond fon to the Marggrave Henry the Aluſtrious of Meiſen, obtained 
the whole Oflerland, and relided conſtantly at Lendsberg, ſtiling himſelf 
likewiſe no other than Marggrave of Landsberg, which his ſon and ſuc- 
ceſſor Frederick the Stammerer alſo did, and though he inherited likewiſe 
the greateſt part of Meiſſen and the Luſatias, yet he retained the Zandsberg 
at the ſame time in his title. During the troubles between the Landgrave 
Albert, ſurnamed the Degenerate, and his ſons, fell by means 
not very well known, into ſtrange hands; a Henry, fon to Jubm I. deſcended!

This place belongs 
to the greater ſelection of the towns, has three churches, and near it on 
the other fide of the mill-trench ſtands an old mountain-citadel, In it too 
is a ſuperintendency, under whoſe ſpiritual juriſdiction are two towns, 
twenty-three mother- churches in the country, and twenty-one filials. The 
ancient Lords of 1/burg, who were originally common nobles, but afterwards 
advanced to the ſtate of Lords, were for a long time vogts, or marggraval 
amt-headimen of Eilenburg, but in 1302 and in 1325 became poſſeſſed of 
this town. They likewiſe acquired to themſelves by degrees thirteen other 
towns; and divers villages ; but their eſtate lies partly in Meiſſen about the 
Torgau, Belgern and Mublberg, and partly in the Lower Laujatia, near Do- 
brilug and Sonnewalde. The Marggrave "William the One-eyed, purchaſed 
the town of Eilenburg, not of the Lords of Lhurg, but of thoſe of Colditz. 
The laſt Lord of Iburg, of the Miſnian line, was lain in the battle be- 
tween King Matthias of Hungary and Duke Jahn of Sagan. The Pruſſian 
Lords of Lhurg ſeem to be deſcended from Botho the Elder of and 
Lord of Sonnewalde, who lived in the fifteenth century. In 1018, 1384 or 
1386, 1435, 1449, and 1533, this town was conſumed by fire.

1. Grimma, a town lying on the Mulde, and under immediate vaſſalage. 
It enjoys both ſeat and voice at the Land-Diets, and contains alſo an old 
ruinous citadel. Grimma is divided into the Upper and Lower, in each of 
which is a church, excluſive of another for interments, and the hoſpital- church 
of St. George, which lies before the bridge-gate. The Prince's or provin- 
cial ſchool here was firſt founded by the Elector Maurice at Merſeburg, but 
not ſucceeding there, was on the 14th of September 1 5 50, opened here. It 
was fixed in what was formerly the Auguſtine cloyſter, and has a church 
of its own. The number of ſcholars taught and maintained in it has in- 
creaſed from ſeventy to eighty. Of the prefecturate belonging to it a fuller 
account follows immediately. Befides this, there is alſo a town-ſ{chool here. 
The fpiritual juriſdiction of the ſuperintendency at this town lies partly on 
this fide and partly on the other fide of the Mulde, comprizing in it eight 
churches which lie in four towns, and forty-eight in the villages. The 
ſubſiſtence of the inhabitants depends, excluſive of the common means, 
more particularly on wood, cloth and thread; the dealers here in the latter 
greatly frequent the Leipaig fairs, their thread being exported far and near. 
This town was the firſt in all Saxony that imitated the Exgliſh flannel ; and 
2 flannel printing-houſe has been founded here. The wooden wares, which 
are floated thither down the Zſchoppau and Mulde, muſt be alſo unladen and 
expoſed to ſale at this place. 

2. Nauenhof, an open little town, and a noble eſtate under immediate 
vaſſalage lying on the Barde. This place, ever ſince the year 1557, has 
belonged to the family of Ponickau. | 

3. Brandis, a ſmall town and noble eſtate under immediate vaſſalage, 
and belonging to the family of Bodenhauſen. Ditmar makes mention of 
it in the year 984. In the thirteenth century it belonged to the family of 
Brandis, and after having been poſſeſſed by feveral families, came at length, 
namely, in 1690, to that of Bodenbauſen, though at firſt in part only, but 
afterwards entirely. In 1637 it was wholly burnt down, and' in 1664 and 
1696 again ſuffered great damage by fire.

3. Hubertsburg, a magnificent. pleaſure and hunting ſeat, lying in a pleas 
ſant tract, which King Augu/ius III. as, electoral Prince, cauſed, to be built 
between the years 1721 and 1724. | | | 

4. Collmen, or Cullmen, anciently called Cullmitz, a parochial-village and 
electoral domain lying on the river Co/lmenberg, at which in 1185, 1198, 
1200, 1205, 1218, 1219, 1233, 1254, and 12 59 were. held ſome Pro- 
vincial-Diets under the open ſky. The wood bordering on this mountain, 
which is alſo covered with timber, and ſurrounds both that, the village and 
its fields, is for the conveniency of the par farce hunting, cut through with 
avenues, one of which extends from the ſmall hunting-ſeat of Hallah. 
which lies at the end of the village, quite to the: citadel, of Hubertsberg, 
ſituate at about one hour's diſtance therefrom.

It lies on the, Freyberg 
Mulde, and contains in it, excluſive of the town and pariſh-church, another! 
alſo for interments, being likewiſe the ſeat of a ſuperintendency, to whoſe 
ſpiritual juriſdiction belongs the town itſelf, together with ſeven. mother- 
churches in the country and fave fizals, In this town are mechanics, _ 
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gether with manufacturers in cloth, lace, knitted ſtockings, linen and fuſ- 
tian, as alſo in hats and combs, and the bleaching of yarn and linen. In 
the Mulde too is a trap for the catching of falmon. The citadel here is 
called Mildenſtein. Anciently this place had its Bu ves, who became 
extinct in 1538. The Elector of Saxony anſwers for this old vate 
to the Empire in one horſe and two foot, or twenty flotins. In the 
year 1700 Leiſanig was conſumed by fire. 

2. Dobeln, a town under immediate vaſſalage, and having both ſeat and 
voice at the Land-Diets. This place lies between two branches of the 
Freyberg Made, and contains in it, excluſive of the town and pariſh-church, 
another alſo for interments, together with a hoſpital- church. In it are 
made fine hats, as alſo good country-cloths, fine linen, damaſk,” and tick. 
In 1292, 1333. 14300 1450 and 1523, it was conſumed and laid waſte 
by fire. In 1730 it again ſuffered great damage by the ſame dreadful 
calamity. The citadel, which formerly ſtood here, was the ſeat of the 
Lords of Dobeln. Anciently too there was a ſeparate amt-office here. 

3. Old-Leifenig, a parocihal- village. | 

4. Hermſdorf, Rittmitz, Schweta, Zitten and Ziegra, all parochial- 
villages, with noble eſtates. | 

X. The prefecturate of RocnrITz, containing in it fifteen immediate, 
eleven mediate vaſſals, and one hundred and thirty villages. Among 
them is, | an 

1. Rochlitx, a town under immediate vaſſalage, and having both ſeat 
and voice at the Land-Diets. This place hies on the Mulde, contains in it 
above four hundred. houſes, and to the weſt, on a high gray rock near it, 
ſtands alſo a. citadel. Bocblig is likewiſe the ſeat of a ſuperintendency, 
Whoſe ſpiritual juriſdiction comprehends under it three towns, ten mo- 

ther-churches in the country and two filials. It has alſo three churches, 
one of which lies near the hoſpital, together with a burying-place and a 
good Latin ſchool. In this town too cloths, ſtuffs, and linen are made. 
It was anciently the head- place of a county. In 1632 and 1648 it ſuf- 
fered greatly by fire, and in 168 1 was wholly burnt down. On the point 
of the high Rochlitæ mountain, or wood, not far from the town, are ſome- 
excellent ſtone-quarries, the red ſtone dug in which is exported far and 
near; and in theſe quarries grows alſo ftone-marrow.. Marble, jaſper,, 
chalcedony, and other beautiful tones are likewiſe found here. 

2. Geithayn, or Geithen, a ſmall town, under immediate vaſſalage and 
having both ſeat and voice at the Land-Diets. In it are two churches. Not 
far from hence ſtands the Wickerfhayn church, with which a part of what is 
called the Newmarkt, or fuburbs ; as alſo the villages of Wrickerfhayn and 
Narſdort, are incorporated into one pariſh. | s 

3. Geringfwalda, a ſmall town, under immediate vaffalage, and having 
both ſeat and voice at the Land-Diets, Near it the Lords of — 
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whoſe firſt ſeat in Meiſſen was this little town, founded a cloyſter, which is 
at preſent a noble eſtate. Not far alſo from this little town lies Old. 
Gering fwalda, a village, containing a church ; and near it ſtands the ancient 
citadel of Fur/tenwald. 1 1 

4. Hartha, a ſmall town, under mediate vaſſalage, and having both ſeat 
and voice at the Land-Diets. Near this village hes the farm of Stein. 

5. Waldbeim, a ſmall town, under mediate vaſſalage, and lying on the 
Zſchopa, over which a covered ſtone-bridge is laid. This place has both 
ſeat and voice at the Land-Diets, and is alſo the ſeat of a ſuperintendency, 
under whoſe ſpiritual juriſdiction ſtand three churches, lying in two towns, 
together with five mother-churches in the country and one filial. The 
building which ſerved formerly as an Auguſtine monaſtery was converted, 
by the Elector Chriſtian I. into a hunting-ſeat, or citadel, which, in 
1716, was allotted and ordered for a correction, poor and orphan- 
houſe ; and the citadel- church rendered commodious for the uſe thereof. 
Here are likewiſe ſome manufactories, and in particular a houſe for the 

rinting of flannels. In 1684, Waldbeim was conſumed by fire. The 
ace Chriſtian I. purchaſed this town, in 1588, of the family of Kar- 
its.

6. Mitweyda, a ſmall town, under immediate vaſſalage and lying on the 
Zſchopa. This place enjoys both ſeat and voice at the Land-Diets. In it are 
ſome cloth and ſtuff-manufaQtures, In 1624 and 1672, it ſuffered greatly 
by fire. ;

XI. The prefecturate of CorLpiTz, containing in it fix immediate, fix- 

teen mediate vaſſals, and fixty-nine villages. In this prefecturate we ſhall 

remark, 

1. Calditæ, a town under immediate vaſſalage, and lying on the river 
Mulde. This place enjoys both ſeat and voice at the Land-Diets, and con- 
tains in it likewiſe an old citadel, near which is a large park and a ſuperin- 
tendency, to whoſe ſpiritual juriſdiction belong two towns, eleven mother- 
churches in the country and ſeven filials. There are numbers of linen-weavers 
in this place. | 

In its neighbourhood is made a good ſoap and fullers- earth; the latter of 
which is principally uſed by the cloth-makers. 

2. Lauſzig, or Lauſigt, anciently called alſo Luzke, a ſmall town un- 
der mediate vaſſalage. Count Wiprecht of Graitſch founded here, in 
1105, a Benedictine cloyſter. This place was at that time only a village, but 


ſo early as the year 1157, was fortified, and endowed with the privilege ot 
holding a market. 3. Callmen 
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a3 Collmen, Leipaitæ, and Zſchirln, all parochial-villages, having noble 
tes. 

XII. The prefecturate of BoxxA, containing in it twenty-ſeven imme- 
diate, the like number of mediate vaſſals, and one hundred and twenty-five 
villages. In this prefecturate is, 4 | 

1. Borna, a town under immediate vaſſalage, and ſituated between two 
branches of the river Viebra. It enjoys both ſeat and voice at the Land- 
Diets, and has two churches belonging to it, one of which lies without the 
town and is uſed for a burying place; together with a ſuperintendency, 
whoſe ſpiritual juriſdiction is divided into three circles, and comprizes in it 
three churches lying in two towns, forty-one mother-churches in the 
country and twelve filials. In the year 1549, this place was reduced to 
aſhes. In 1668, ninety-two houſes and eighteen barns were burnt down 
here; and, in 1750, almoſt the whole town was deſtroyed. The family of 
Von Borna, who were ſewers to the Marggraves of Mciſſen, were poſſeſſed 
of this town till towards the year 1260. 

Not far from hence lie the villages of A/:tadt-Borna and Wenigen-Borna. 

2. Frohburg, a ſmall town, citadel and nobleman's eſtate, lying on. the 
river Wiebra and belonging to the family of Hardenberg. At this place is 
_ a good pottery-ware. In the year 1719, it ſuffered great damage 
by fire.

4. Choren, which is otherwiſe called Kobren, a borough, both belonging 
to the family of Einſiedel. 

5. Benndorf, Bubendorf, Deutzen, Gnandſtein, Great-Hermſdorf, Hayni- 
chen, Hohenkirchen, Hopfgarten Kauffungen, Kieritzſch, Kitzſcher, Lub- 
ſebwitx, Molbis, Nenkerſdorf, Neukirchen, Pricſænitæ, Rudigſdorf, Steinbach, 
Syra, Thierbach, Witzmitz, Wolkenburg and Zopen. 

XIII. The prefecturate of PEG au, containing in it ſixteen immediate, fix 
mediate vaſſals, and fixty-ſeven villages. This prefecturate belonged to the 
Zeitz collateral line of the electoral houſe of Saxony; and on the extinction 
thereof reverted to the latter. In it is, 

1. Pegau, a town, under mediate vaſſalage and lying in a pleaſant ſpot 
on the river E/fer. This place enjoys both ſeat and voice at the Land-Diets. 
Excluſive too of the principal and parochial-church, here is, moreover, 
another for interments, together with a Latin ſchool and a ſuperintendency, 
under whoſe ſpiritual juriſdiction are comprized two towns, nine mother- 
churches in the country and three filials. This place was originally, and 
even ſo long as till the year 1090, only a village. The celebrated Count 
Wiprecht of Groitzſch founded a Benedictine cloyſter here, which was 
finiſhed in 1095, and conſecrated in 1096. In the ſame year alſo Pegauranked 
as a town, and was made a donation of by Count Viprecht to the new cloyſter, 
which continued in poſſeſſion thereof till the year 1307. In 1106, the abbey 
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was itſelf rendered immediately ſubject to the papal fee, and by various do- 
nations greatly enriched. In 1545, Duke Maurice, with the conſent of his 
brother Duke , purchaſed the cloyſter of the council of Pegau, tagether 
with the buildings and eſtates thereof, as alſo the upper and lower juriſdic- 
tions, for the ſum of 9500 florins. The preſent ami-houſe here ſtands on 
the ſpot on which formerly ſtood the cloyſter. In 1644, Pegau was cloſely 
deſieged by Torſtenſon the Swedrſh general. 

2. Groitzſch, a ſmall town, not far from the E/fer, in a pleaſant 
fpot between the rivulets of Schwenke and Schnauder, and belonging at preſent 
to the family of Winkler, who are likewiſe Barons of Sc . The 
old Counts of Greitzſch are famous in hiſtory, particularly the brave Count 
Wiprecht, who was alſo Marggrave of Luſatia and Burggrave of Magdeburg. 
One half hour's diſtance — lies Alten-Groitz/ch, a village, in which 


formerly was an adminiſtration. 


3. Schweren, a village, ſeated on the canal near Pegau, and anciently 
called Schworz. In the year 1084, this place was erected into a town and 
fortified by Count Miprecbht, but funk again to a village. 

4. Audigaſt, Bohlen, Elftertrebnitz, Great-Storkewitz, Medewitzſch and 
Wiederau, all parochial-villages containing noble eſtates. 

5. The adminiſtration of Lobnita, belonging to the Counts of Werther, and 


comprizing in it Lobnitz and other villages. a 


XIV. The foundation amt of Vurzen, containing in it twenty-two 
immediate vaſſals and ſeventy-ſix villages. The S:ates of the Vogtland 
circle, in the larger ſelection, wanting, at the Land-Diet of 1718, to procure 
to themſelves the precedency of the States of the foundation of Wurzen, 
and maintaining that the circles ought to follow each other without interrup- 
tion, and not be ſeparated by the admixture of the States of the foundation ; 
the latter, and in conjunction with them thoſe alſo of the Leipzig circle, 
added, by way of reply, that, by virtue of the conſtant poſtulation, and the 
thereby eſtabliſhed capitulation and agreement of the foundation of Meiſſen, 
they were received in the above manner into the hereditary countries, and 
were not to be ſeparated from them again ; that there was alſo a gracious 
order, bearing date in March 17, to be found in the acts of the Diet of 
1661, by which the States of the foundation were annexed to the no- 
bility of the Leipzig circle, and conſequently to be conſidered, in this re- 
ſpect, as no other than States of that circle, to the direction of which ſome 
alſo among them had been choſen at different times by the whole circle; 
and thus they ought to enjoy the like privileges with them, as the province 
at the nomination of the perſons of the larger ſelection, and the Sovereigus, 
by the confirmation thereof, had always graciouſly allowed it, and added 
them immediately to the Leipzig circle. The concluſion therefore of theſe 
diſputes was, that they ſubmitted to the ſentence of the leſſer ſelection: 
upon which that ſelection decreed, by a majority of voices, that the _ 
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of the foundation were, for the alledged reaſons, abſolutely belonging to 
the Leipzig circle, and not to be ſeparated therefrom; and conſequently 
ought, together with the latter, to take precedency in the greater ſelection 
of the States of the Yogtland and Neuſladt circles: and here at length the 
matter reſted. In the narrower ſelection of the nobility this foundation has 
the filling up of one. place ; and in that of the wider, of filling up two, 

The foundation has its own regency, which conſiſts of the captain of the 
foundation, a chancellor, fix cSunſeilors of the foundation, a ſecretary 
and ſome clerks, and ſtands immediately under the privy-council at Dreſden. 
Theſe, in conjunction with the ſuperintendant, form the conſiſtory of the 
foundation, under which ſtand twenty-one pariſh- churches. With reſpect 
to other matters, the foundation has its own peculiar amt-man and tax- 
receiver. 

The chapter of Wurzen conſiſts of a provoſt, a dean and ſix canons. 

1. Wurzen is a town under immediate vaſſalage and lying on the river 
Mulda. It belongs to the larger ſelection of towns. Wurzen itſelf is 
but ſmall, but the ſuburbs here are much bigger, and contain in them alſo 
the old citadel and the cathedral-church, er with that of St. Wenzelaus 
and thoſe of the hoſpital, or burying-ground, as alſo a Latin ſchool. The 
beer here is reckoned equal to any in Saxony, and exported in great quanti- 
ties. We find here alſo many houſes for the dying of cloth ; and ſeveral 
fine bleaching- grounds for linen. Knitting too is much practiſed here. Under 
its ſuperintendency ſtand twenty-one preachers. This town, with its ap- 

rtenances, was in old times a county, which the ſecond Miſnian biſhop, 
by name Yolkrad, purchaſed to the * 2 of Meiſſen. The eleventh biſhop 
of Meiſſen, by name Herwig, founded, in 1114, a collegiate-church at 
Wurzen, or the foundation, which is ſtill extant here; which founda- 
tion, in 1581, entered into a Capitulation with the Elector Auguſtus ; by 
virtue of which the adminiſtration of it was ceded to him ; but the further 
poſſeſſion of its eſtates was reſerved to the canons. The Elector Jobn 
George I. brought it at the ſame time with the biſhopric of Meiſſen, namely, 
in 1653, wholly to his own houſe; and afterwards enacted, that his 
ſon, John George II. and his ſucceſſor in the electorate, ſhould poſſeſs 
hereditarily the biſhopric of Meiſſen and the foundation of Wurzen. The 
canons of the biſhopric of Meiſſen hold their yearly convention at this place. 
In 1704, Wurzen ſuffered greatly by fire. 

2. Falkenbayn, Great-Zſchepa, Kunitzſch, Muglenz, Nitzſchwitz, Thal- 
witz and Zſeborna, all parochial-villages, containing noblemen's eſtates. 

3. Boblitz, Korlitz, Kubren, Luptitz, Nembtau and Pauſitæ, all likewiſe 
parochial-villages. 

4. The noble eſtates of Adekoitz, Ammelgoſzwitz, or Ammeljuſtewitz, 


Burkartſhayn, Droſchkau, Goldhauſen, Hohburg, Lieberſee, Lofſe, Martin/-

It termi- 
nates on the Leipzig and Miſman circles, as alſo on Bohemia, the Yogt- 
land and Neigſtadt circles, the ſeigniories of Reyfz and the principality of Allen- 


burg; and has its name from the mountains here, which are very rich in 


ore, and in which alfo it abounds. On the ſearching and working of this 
ore and the other minerals here, as well as on fome manufactures, the 
fubſiſtance of the inhabitants depends, as they cannot receive it from 
agriculture. This circle contains in it, including the ſeĩgniories of the Count 
of Scbonburg, fifty-four towns, ten mine and market-towns, feven hundred 
and ſixty-one (or accordinggo Hempel's tables only fix hundred and ſixty-five) 
villages, one hundred and twenty-one immediate, and one hundred and 
forty-two mediate vaſfals ; and conſiſts of the following prefecturates: 
namely, 

I. 67 the circle amt of Freyberg; which contains in it twenty immediate, 
ſeventeen mediate vaſfals, and ſeventy- eight villages. In it is, 

1. Freyberg, the principal mine-town of the Elector of Saxony, lying on that 
Mulde, which takes its name from it, and the rivulet of Lu/itzz, or Munzbach, 
which after running through the town falls into the Mulde. This town is 
about 7 500 ells in compaſs, conſiſts of about 2000 houſes, and in the year 


1725, 
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1725, the number of its inhabitants was eſteemed at 60,000. It is environed 
with a double wall, each of which has towers and out-works to it, but the 
inner of the two the greateſt number. Round it runs alſo a lined ditch. 
The circumjacent country is fertile, but the tract about it pretty moun- 
tainous. The town itſelt- is under immediate vaſſalage, and belongs to the 
lefler ſelection of towns. It is likewiſe the ſeat of the circle-amt and 
an upper mine-office, which has the direction of the whole Miſuian mine- 
circle, as alſo of all the mines of the country, of a mine-aſſize, which is ap- 
pointed by the council, and from which ſentences relating to mine-affairs 
are finally received; of an upper tenth- office, which has the inſpection of all 
other tenth- offices; of a mine-office, which has in particular the inſpection. 
of the mine-works ; and of a ſuperintendency, whoſe ſpiritual juriſdiction is 
divided into two circles, namely, into the firſt or lower, and into the ſecond: 
or upper; and comprizes in it nine towns, fiſty- eight mother-churches in 
the country and fourteen filials. The citadel] of Freudenſtein lies not far 
from the Kreuz-gate, being ſeparated a little from the town and environed

Bohemia ſhould be obliged to expoſe their wares to public ſale, for three 
whole days, to the Freybergers. diſcovery of the filver mines here, in 
the year 1171, gave occaſion to the building of this town, which was 
done in 1175; at which time the villages of Chritianſdorf and Leſenitz were 
joined, erected into one town and furrounded with walls. The greateſt 
fires it has ſuffered by, were thoſe of 1395, 1386, 1471 and 1484. In

1. Chemnitz, or Kemnitz, a town under immediate vaſſalage, and be- 
longing to the leſſer ſelection of towns. This place lies on the river Kem- 
nitæ, being pretty large, and containing in it a citadel with a church which 
was a Benedictine cloyſter till the year 1 548, and lies ſomewhat diſtant from 
the town; as alſo a ſuperintendency, whoſe ſpiritual juriſdiction is divided 
into the circles of St. Jobn and St. Nicolas; and comprizes in it jfix towns, 
forty-two mother-churches in the country and nineteen filials, together 
with a good Latin ſchool, and, excluſive of the principal church, another 
alſo at the burying-ground, and one near the hoſpital. Here are likewiſc 
many ſtuff and linen-weavers, and this town has fine bleaching-grounds. In 
former times it was an Imperial city, but, in 1308, ſubmitted itſelf to the 
Marggrave Freaerict, at firſt as Protector, but, in 1312, fully and as 
Sovereign.

IV. T RANKENBERG, Containing in it one imme- 
diate, one mediate vaſſal, and twenty villages.

1. Frankenberg, a town under mediate vaſſalage, and baving both ſeat and 
voice at the Land-Diets. This town lies on the T/chopa, conſiſts of about 
four hundred houſes, and the greateſt part of its ſubſiſtance it receives 
from the weaving of ſtuffs, a very good fuſtian, or dimity, in particular 
being made here, which manufacture was firſt brought here out of Brabant 
in the year 1585. Frankenburg belonged formerly to the Lords of Schon- 
berg, by whom it was diſpoſed of, in 1669, to the Elector Jan George II. 
In 1712, it was almoſt wholly conſumed by fire. 

2. Sachſenburg, an old mountain-citadel, ſeated on the T/chopa. 

3. Licht „a village with a fine citadel in it, the property of the 
Counts of Watzdorf. In this citadel is a chapel. 

4. Eberſdorf, a village, containing a ſmall foundation which Margaret, 
conſort to the Elector Frederick II. built at this place after the recovery of 
her ſons Ernelt and Albert, who had been knidknapped by Kunzen of Kauf- 

en. 
=y The prefecturate of NossEN, containing in it four immediate, fix me- 
date vaſſals, and ſeventy-three villages. In this prefecturate is, 
1. Naſſen, a ſmall town under mediate vaſſalage, and lying on the Frey- 
berg Mulde, having both ſeat and voice at the Land-Diets.

4. Altenzelle, anciently a rich Ciſtercian cloyſter, ſeated on the Freyberg 
Mulde, and in 1548 ſecularized.

5. Marbach, a fine and large village, divided into the upper, middle, 
and lower; the latter of which is commonly called the Roſenthal. This 
village is under the direction of an hereditary judge, whoſe revenue is 
conſiderable. 

6. Auguſtusberg, otherwiſe called Kaſeberg, an eſtate of the Baron of 
Seiffertitz, incorporated into one pariſh with Neſſen. 

VI. The prefeCturate of GRYLLENBURG, with THARAND, containing 
in it three immediate, three mediate vaſſals, and thirteen villages. In it is 

1. Gryllenburg, or Grillenburg, a citadel and hunting-ſeat, lying in the 
wood of Therand, and built in 1558 by the Elector Auguſtus. 

2. Tharand, an old mountain-citadel, ſituated in the Wild Weiſtritz, 


and which formerly, together with its appurtenances, conſtituted a ſeigniory. 


Below it lies 
3. Granaten, a borough, under mediate vaſſalage. 

4. Braunſdorf, a nobleman's eſtate ; Fordergerſdorf, a parochial-village, 
with which Hintergerſdor is incorporated into one pariſh ; Somſdorf, allo 
a parochial-village, and other villages. 

VII. The prefecturate of FRAURENsTEIN, containing in it two imme- 
diate, two mediate vaſſals, and nineteen villages. Among which is 

1. Frauenſtein, a ſmall town, under mediate vaſſalage, and lying below 
a mountain-citadel, which anciently belonged to the burggravate of Me:i/en, 
and together with it was diſpoſed of in 1439 by the Burggrave Henry II. 
to the Elector Frederick II. Upon this the family of Scheinitæ became poſ- 
ſeſſed of it for a time, and after them the family of Schonberg. In 1647 
the EleQor John George I. purchaſed it again, and erected it and its appur- 
tenances into a prefecturate. In 1728 it was wholly conſumed by fire. 

2. Rechenberg, a market-town and citadel, ſeated on the Freyberg Muli, 
and containing a filial church, being united into one pariſh with Naſſau. 

3. Mulda, a parochial-village and nobleman's eſtate. 

VIII. The 
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VIII. The prefecturate of Al TENVBERO, containing in it two immediate, 
five mediate vaſſals, and twelve villages. In this prefecturate is 

1. Altenberg, a little open free mine- town, under immediate vaſſalage, 
and having both ſeat and voice at the Land-Diets. This place lies near 
the ſource of the two little rivers Meiſſeritg. It contains in it hardly two 
hundred houſes, of which almoſt one third lie towards the bottom, but 
the reſt ſtand on an eminence, and are called the New town. The oc- 
caſion of building this place was owing to the rich tin- mine here, which 
was diſcovered in 1458. The tin which this vein yields is reckoned the 
beſt next to that of the Engliſb and Bohemian. The mine-office here has 
the inſpection of this mine-work. At this place alſo has been diſcovered a 
cement-ſpring. Great quantities of lace too are wove here. In 1531 al- 


moſt the whole town was burnt down. In 1576 it ſuffered a ſecond time 
by a great fire. In 1639 it was ſet on fire by the Swedes, and in 1675 the 


greateſt part of it was for the fourth time burnt down. 

2. Glaſzhutte, a ſmall town, ſeated in the midſt of mountains and emi- 
nences, on the river Maglitæ, and taking its name from the rich glaſs-ore 
which was formerly dug there. This place is under mediate vaſſalage, but 
enjoys both the upper and hereditary juriſdiction, and has alſo both ſear 
and voice at the Land-Diets, being likewiſe together with Berg-Greſzhubel, 
the ſeat of a mine-office. The filver, tin, and iron mines here were for- 
merly more profitable than at preſent. But the filver-ore as it cannot 
be worked at this place, is ſent to Freyberg to be tried. 

3. Old-Geyſzing, a ſmall town under mediate vaſſalage, and having both 
ſeat and voice at the Land-Diets. This place is ſeparated by the rivulet 
of Geyſzing from New-Geyſzing in the prefecturate of Pirna. The miners 
here work partly at the Neufange, and partly alſo and chiefly at the Zinn- 
walde. In Geyſzing's ground are between fix and ſeven mills, together with 
three ſmelting- huts. 

4. St. Georgenfeld, a mine-town, which in the year 1671 was erected in 
the outmoſt borders of Bohemia, and in 1728 was till further enlarged by 
the expulſion of the Proteſtant inhabitants out of their ſhares in the Zinn- 
walde by their Bohemian Lords of the Roman-catholic perſuaſion. It con- 
ſtitutes properly one fifth part of the mine-town of Zinnwald. 

6 5. Barenfels, an electoral foreſt and hunting ſeat, lying on the Werſ-

6. Schellerau, or Neudorf, a parochial-village. 

IX. The prefecturate of LAUTERSTEIN, containing in it ten immediate, 
two mediate vaſſals, and twenty-five villages, and conſiſting of the lower 
part, which formerly conſtituted the ſeigniory of Lauterſtein, and was ob- 


tained by the family of Berbiſdorf of the Burggraves ot Leiſænig, at firſt by 


way of mortgage, but afterwards hereditarily; by which family the faid 


lower part of it was diſpoſed of in 1559 to the Elector Augufizs, who 
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raiſed it to a prefecturate. In Steinbachen's hiſtory of the little town of 
Zoblitz is to be found a ſmall land-chart of this prefecturate. We ſhall 
remark here | 

1. Lauterſtein, a citadel which was laid in aſhes in 1639 by the Swediſb 
cavalry, and ever ſince that time has lain waſte. This citadel was ſeated 
on a rock at the conflux of the Red and Black Water. The oppoſite Burg- 
berg or Old-Lauterſtein is ſtill more ancient than it. | 

2. The farm of Lower-Lauterſtein, or that called the Schweiz farm of 
Neudeck, and the Huttenfeld or Geiſelroda. 

3. Zeblitz, a ſmall town, under mediate vaſſalage, and having both 
ſeat and voice at the Land-Diets. This place conſiſts of one hundred 
and ten houſes, and the inhabitants ſubſiſt principally by working 
the ſerpent- ſtone, which is found here, into pitchers, bowls, tea, and 
coftee-diſhes, mortars, cups, writing implements, boxes, pipes, caſkets, 
candle- ſticks, ſnuffers, tobacco-boxes, gaming and deſert tables, and other 
ingenious trinkets ; as alſo by trading in lace, yarn, linen, and the other 
more common Occupations. 

The ſerpent-ſtone is dug juſt above the town, and farther on to the 
eaſt of it is found a red ſpecies which is reckoned among the fineſt, 
and for that reaſon is alſo conſidered by the Sovereign as his property; 
together with a yellow, green, brown, gray, and black ſcrt. In the elec- 
toral red quarry is alſo found aſbeſtos of divers colours, together with

4. Rothenthal, an iron-foundery. 0 

5. Olbernbau, a parochial-village and nobleman's eſtate. , 

6. The upper part of what was formerly the ar”; of Lauterflein 
and which the Lords of Ber6:/dorf are ſtill poſſeſſed of. This part contains 
in it Forchbeim, a parochial-village, which is divided into the upper and 
lower, and in each of them is a nobleman's eſtate ; Midale-Sayda, a paro- 
chial-village and nobleman's eftate ; Upper and Lower-Sayda, and other 
villages. 

*. The prefecturate of WolKENSTEIN CUM RAUENSTEIN, containing 
in it fourteen immediate, twenty-eight mediate vaſſals, and fifty-two vil- 
lages. In it 1s | 

1. Weilkenſtein, a ſmall town, under mediate vaſſalage, and having both 
ſeat and voice at the Land-Diets. This place ſtands on a rock on the 
river Zſcbopa, and contains a citadel, The town with its appurtenances 
formerly conſtituted a ſeigniory. F 

The Mollenſtein warm baths,. or the bath of our Lady on the Sand, lies in 
an agreeable valley at about half an hour's diſtance from this place. 

2. Marienberg, a mine-town, under immediate vaſſalage, and the ſtreets 
of which are regularly laid out. The filver-mine here was formerly more 
profitable than at preſent, but is notwithſtanding even yet 8 

enough. 
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enough. Cobalt and iron are likewiſe found here, and vitriol and fine ſulphur 


prepared, as alſo fine lace made. The medicinal bath in this town is ren- 
dered warm for uſe. At Marienberg is a mine-office. 


3. Annaberg, or St. Annaberg, a mine-town under immediate vaſſalage, 
and the ſeat of a mine-office, as alſo of a mill-office and a ſuperintendency, 
whoſe ſpiritual juriſdiction is divided into the Buchholz and Marienberg circles, 
and comprizes in it eighteen boroughs and mine-towns, twenty-eight mo- 
ther-churches in the country and eight filials. The occupation of its inha- 
bitants conſiſts partly in mining, but partly alſo and chiefly in the lace- 
trade. Not far from the town lies the Schreckenbersg, in which are ſome 
celebrated ſilver- mines, and from which alſo the Schreckenberger, a piece 
of coin, has received its name. The filver-mines here were ſo profitable 
from 1496 to 1500, that in theſe four years they yielded 124,838 gold 
guldens in clear gain, and this gave occaſion to Duke George to found this 
town: But at preſent their produce is not by a great deal ſo conſiderable. 
In 1731 this town ſuffered great damage by fire. | 

About one half hour's diſtance from it, in what is called the Roſenau, 
lies the Wieſenbad, which was formerly named Sophrienbad, and before 
that Job's bath. It belongs, together with the village, to the Count of 
Watzderf. Vitriol alſo is prepared here. . 

4. Goftadt, Joſladt, or Joſephſladt, a ſmall mine-town under mediate 
vaſſalage, and having both ſeat and voice at the Land-Diets. This place 
lies on the borders of Bohemia. 

5. Buchholz, or St. Catherinenberg by the Buchholz, a ſmall mine-town 
under immediate vaſſalage, and likewiſe having both ſeat and voice at the 
Land-Diets. At this place conſiderable quantities of lace- work are made. 

6. Geyer, a ſmall mine-town under immediate vaſſalage, and having 
both ſeat and voice at the Land-Diets; as alſo a mine-office. Near it is a 
mine of filver and tin ; and at this place ſulphur, vitriol, alum, and arſenic 
are likewiſe prepared. | 

7. Ebrenfriederſdorf, or Irberſdorf, a ſmall mine-town, having both ſeat 
and voice at the Land-Diets, and owing its riſe, which began in 1407, to 
to the neighbouring tin-mines on the Sauberge, but which at preſent no lon- 
ger yield any more of that mineral. At this place alſo is a mine- office. 

The ſtone-quarry of Grerfenſtern lies within the juriſdiction of the town, 
and takes its name from the rough rock of Grerffenſtein. ; 

8. Thumb, a ſmall mine-town under .mediate vaſlalage, and containing 
a nobleman's eſtate. This place enjoys both ſeat and voice at the Land- 
Diets, and belongs at preſent to the Lord of Schutz. | | | 

9. Lengefeld, a market and mine-town, ſeated on the Habe. 

10. Rauenſtein, a mountain-citadel, belonging at preſent to the family 
of Baudis. The Elector Auguſtus purchaſed this citadel in 1 567 of the fa- 
mily of Gunterode, and erected it together with its appurtenances into a ſe- 
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parate preſecturate, but this prefecturate in 1596 was united to that of 
Mollenſtein. Rauenſtein is incorporated into one pariſh with Lengefeld. 

11. Drebach, a conſiderable mine-town and noble eſtate belonging to 
the family of Bunau. 

12. Wieſa, an electoral domain and a filial of Schonbrun. 

13. Gelenau, Groſzhartmanſdorf, Tannenberg and Weiſzbach, all parochial- 
villages having noble eſtates. 

XI. The prefecturate of STOLBERG, containing in it three immediate 
and mediate vaſſals, and twelve villages. The Elector Auguſtus purchaſed 
this prefecturate in 1563 of the family of Schonberg. In it is, 

1. Stolberg, a ſmall town under immediate vaſſalage, and having both 
ſeat and voice at the Land-Diets. In this town reſide numbers of clothiers. 

2. Niederzwonitz, a parochial-village ears | churches and a 
nobleman's eſtate, and belonging to the Lord of Schonberg. 

XII. The prefeQturatz of GRUNHALYN CUM SCHLETTAU, containin 
three immediate, fourteen mediate vaſſals, and twenty-eight villages ; 
among which is, 

1. Grunbayn, a ſmall mine-town under mediate vaſſalage, and in which 
formerly ſtood a conſiderable Ciſtercian abbey for Monks, out of whoſe ſe- 
cularized eſtates was erected in 1553 the prefecturate of Grunbayn. 

2. Elterlein, a ſmall mine-town under mediate vaſſalage, and having 
both ſeat and voice at the Land-Diets. This place was purchaſed to this 
prefecturate in 1559 of the Lord of Harten/tein. In 1717 it ſuſtained great 
damage by fire, 

3. Zwonitz, alſo a ſmall mine-town under mediate vaſſalage, and having 
both ſeat and voice at the Land-Diets. This town confiſts of one hundred 
and ſeventy hearths, and anciently belonged to the abbey of Grunlayn. In 
1708 it was almoſt entirely conſumed by fire. 

4. Schlettau, an old little mine-town under mediate vaſſalage, and having 
both ſeat and voice at the Land-Diets. This place lies on the T/chrpa, 
and contains in it a citadel, Formerly it belonged to the abbey of Grun- 
bayn. In 1733 it ſuffered conſiderably by fire. 


5. Zſchoken, a parochial-village and noble eſtate belonging to the 
Count of Schonberg, and confiſting of one hundred and twenty-four hearths, 
thirty-two of which belong to Schonberg, and twenty-eight to S9/ns- 
Wildenfels. 

XIII. The circle-amt of SCHWARZENBERG CUM CROT TENDORF, con- 
taining in it eight immediate, eleven mediate vaſſals, and forty-ſeven villages. 
In this amt or prefecturate is, 

1. Schwarzenberg, a very old little town under mediate vaſſalage, and 
having both ſeat and voice at the Land-Diets, as alſo a mine- office. This 
place lies on a rivulet called the black-water, and contains a citadel which 
is built on the point of a high rock, and was anciently called Schwarz- 


burg, 
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burg. The laſt poſſeſſors of the town, and likewiſe of the ſeigniory which 
was named from it, were the family of Tettau, who diſpoſed of the latter in 
1533 in property and hereditarily to the Elector Jam Frederick for the 
fum of 126,000 guldens. To it belonged, excluſive of the little town of 
Schwarzenberg, alſo Eybenſlock and Aue, together with the mine-towns 
of Gotteſgab and Platten, which belong at preſent to Bobemia, and fourteen 
villages. In this town and its neighbourhood are ſeveral iron-forges ; 
and the mines here yield both tin and lead. The adjoining ſovereign foſ- 
ſil-work yields alſo all manner of crude and prepared colour-earths. . 

2. Schneeberg, a mine- town under immediate vaſſalage, and belonging 
to the larger ſelection of towns. In it is a mine-office; and it ſtands 
on a mountain not far from the Mulde, being likewiſe wholly ſurrounded 
by mountains. It contains one town and parochial-church, as alſo a 
hoſpital and orphan-houſe, with a church and a good Latin ſchool. In it 
are made thread, filk, gold and filver-lace. The filver-mine here, which 
was diſcovered in 1471, gave occaſion to the building of this towr, 
which in 1479 obtained its right conſtitution, and in 1481 ſtill greater im- 
munities. In 1543 one hundred and thirty-eight houſes were burnt 
down here. 

Schneeberg and its circumjacent territory is famous for its ſiver-mines, 
which on their firſt diſcovery yielded unuſual profit. In 1477 Duke Albert 
of Saxony dined in the St. Georgenzeche on a hewn maſſive block of filver by 
way of table, out of which were afterwards made four hundred centners of 
that metal. At preſent its profits in ſilver are not great, but much more 
conſiderable is the Sovereign's double ſmalt-work in 

Oberſchlemma, which was formerly a private work, and in the year 
1651 was bequeathed by the laſt poſſeſſor, Jabn Burchard, to the then elec- 
toral Prince Jobn George II. after which, namely in 1682, the ſmalt- work 
at Jugel was alſo removed hither. In this part likewife is Schindler's co- 
lour-work on the Mulde; and one German mile from Schneeberg the work 
of Pfannenſtiel, which lies alſo not far from Schneeberg ; together with the 
Z chopenthal near Tſchopau. In theſe works the fineſt blue colour or ſmalt 
is prepared in the largeſt quantities, and exported far and near, from 
cobalt, which muſt be delivered there at a fixed price out of all parts of 
the country. Theſe four ſmalt-works ſtand firſt in a general fellowfhip, 
or partnerſhip, ſo that one obtains as much cobalt from the mines as the 
other, and each alſv makes the ſame quantity of colours, only that the 
ſovereign work obtains and again gives out a double delivery, Next the 

ers of each work are united under a particular fellowſhip, and main- 
tain at each work their ſeparate factor of accounts for the dividing of the 
profits, in proportion to their reſpective ſhares. |

4. Eybenſtock, a mine-town under mediate vaſſalage, and having both ſeat 
and voice at the Land-Diets, as alſo a mine- office. This place lies on the 
Dorfbach, which runs into the Mulde about a quarter of a German mile's 
diſtance below the town. It contains about three hundred and twenty houſes. 
The inhabitants ſubſiſt by mining, and trading in lace, which they weave 
themſelves. Of 2 importance the former of theſe articles are to 
them the experience of latter times may ſhow. In 1748 there were ſmelted 
in the territory of this mine-office 393+ centners of tin, and 5290 loads of 
iron-ſtone landed and meaſured out, as alſo eight hundred and twenty 
loads of refined tin wrought into balls or plates. The true and real origin 


of the town is not known. That it belonged to the ſeigniory of Schwarzen- 


berg, and therewith came to the electoral houſe of Saxony, has been men- 
tioned above under the town of Schwarzenberg. At that time this place 
was only ſtill a market-town, though it afterwards obtained the privileges 
of a borough. , 

With the parochial-church of Ezben/fock are united the following adjoin- 
ing forges ; namely 1. The Muldenbammer, or Windiſchthal, on the Mulde. 
2. The Under-Blauenthal; and 3. The Upper-Blauenthal, both which lie 
on the Mulde: And 4. The Wildenthal, lying on the Great-Buckau. Theſe 
conſtantly deliver many black and white, or tinned iron plates, which are 
exported in great quantities beyond Leipzig to Hamburg, Amſterdam and 
London, as alſo to other row and countries. 

For other matters we find in the tract of Eybenſtock ſometimes alſo grains 
of gold, together with amethyſts, topazes, opals, agua marina's, good 
loadſtones, and white tranſparent quarze. 

22 Stadt, a town under immediate vaſſalage, and having 
both eat and voice at the Land-Diets, as alſo a mine-office. This place was 
founded in 1654 by the Proteſtant-miners, who were driven out of the little 
Bohemian maine-town of Platten, and was named after the Elector Fehr 

e I. On the corn which is cultivated near the town the inhabitants 
would hardly be able to ſubſiſt even for a few days, but on the other hand, 
their breed of caitle here is good, the women weave lace and the men 
apply themſelves to mining. At firſt tin only was found here, but in 
1662 a ſilver vein was diſcovered at this place, and upon that a ſilver-hut 
eſtabliſhed, though at preſent the ſilver- ore dug here is delivered in at 
Freyberg. We alſo ſometimes find here a copper-ore. Its cobalt is deli- 
vered in at Schneeberg. Emery alſo is prepared here; not to mention 
other minerals which are found at this place, 
| With

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With its church are united, 

The forges of Wittichſthal, which were firſt founded by Caſpar Wittich, 
in the valley hard by the Faſtenberge. At this place too white or tinned 
iron- plates are prepared; together with | | 

The glaſs-houſe of Jugler. | | 

6. Deutſch-Wrieſenthal, ſo called in contradiſtinction to Bohmiſch-Wiejen- 
thal, from which it is ſeparated by a bound or meer. This place lies on 
the borders of Bohemia, and is divided into 

Under, or Old- ieſentbal, which is an ancient mine-town containing 
two forges, and into 


Neuſtadt, or Upper-Wieſenthal, a ſmall mine-town, having both ſeat and 


voice at the Land-Diets. A beginning was made with the building of this 
place in the year 1526 by Proteſtant Bobemians. The Lords of Schonburg 
conferred on it, with Duke George's conſent, the firſt mine immunities. 
It has one common mine-office with Scheibenberg. The inhabitants ſubſiſt 
chiefly by the mines and forges, and by their traffic in lace. Both places 
devolved from the Lords of Schonburg to the electoral houſe of Saxony. 

7. Scheibenberg, a ſmall open mine-town under mediate vaſſalage, and 
having both ſeat and voice at the Land-Diets. The mine-works here yield 
filver, iron, &c. The town itſelf has one common mint-office with Upper- 
Wieſenthal. In 1710 it was almoſt wholly burnt down. 

8. Aue, alſo a {mall mine-town under mediate vaſſalage, and having both 
ſeat and voice at the Land-Diets. This place hes on the Mulde, and con- 
tains about one hundred and one houſes. Not far from it is the white 
earth- pit, out of which the earth for the Miſuian porcelane is dug. 

Beyond the Mulde, betwixt this town and the Schneeberg, lies the forge 
of Auer. 

9. Crottendorf, a large parochial-village fituate on the Z/chopa, and con- 
taining an electoral hunting-houſe. Much lace is wove here. Formerly, 
together with its appurtenances, it conſtituted a ſeparate prefecturate, which 
the Lords of Schonburg diſpoſed of in 15 59 to the Elector Auguſlus. 

10. Carlseld, a mine-town and forge ſeated on the river W/i/tzfch. This 
place was firſt founded in 1678 by Viet Hans Schnorren, and ſo named 
after George Charles of Carlowitz. 

I 1. Soſa, a mine-town, lying about one hour's diſtance from Eyben/tock, in 
a valley through which runs the S %, and containing in it one hundred fire- 

ces. Its inhabitants are chiefly miners. 

12. Hundſbubel, a ſmall mine-town containing a church, which is a filial 
to that of Barenwalda. | 

13. Baca, or Buckau, a mine-town conſiſting of about one hundred 
and forty houſes. 

14. Oberſchlemma, a parochial- village of ſeventy-five fire · places, and 
joining immediately to the Schneeberg. In this place is the above- deſcribed 
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double electoral ſmalt- work. To the church here that of Klefterlein, where 
the Emperor Frederick founded a cloyſter in 1173, is a filial. This place 
alſo together with Zella, belongs to the family of M olſer ſdorf. 

15. Schonbeyda, a parochial-village, which is the property of the noble 
family of Planitz. It has arrived to its very thriving condition by means 
of the lace, iron-plates and wares ſold here. Hard by it lies the foundery of 
Schonbeyda. 

XIV. The prefecturate of WiesExBURG, containing eighteen villages, 
The EleQtor Jobn George I. purchaſed this prefecturate in 1618 of the 
council of Zwickau : But the Elector Jobn George II. ſold it again in 1664 
to Philip Lewis, Duke of Holſtein-Sonderburg, whoſe line from thence ob- 
tained the title of M ieſenbur g. Duke Leopold, of Holdftein-Wieſenburg, in 
whom this line became extinct, ſold it again in 1725 to the electoral houſe. 
In it is, 

1. Wieſenburg, a citadel lying on the Mulde. 

2. Kirchberg, a (mall town of about two hundred houſes, and which 
in the thirty years war ſuftered great damage by fire. At this place is a 
manufacture of cloth. 

3- Zſchorlau, a mine-town ſeated about half an hour's diſtance from the 
Schneeberg, on the rivulet of that name, and containing one hundred and 
forty dwelling-houſes. : K 

With this town are united into one pariſh Neidhardſihal, not far from the 
Aulde ; a foundery commonly called Schwefelbutte ; the Schindler ſmalt- 
mill, lying on the Mulde; Albernau, a nobleman's eſtate and manor ; and 
Burckhardſgrun. 

4. Hirſchfeld, a parochial-village conſiſting of eighty-ſix dwelling- 
houſes, exclufive of the parſonage and ſchool-houſe. 

5. Schongu, alſo a parochial-village and manor. 

XV. The prefecturate of Zwickau cum WeRpau, containing in it 
thirty-ſix immediate vaſſals, twenty mediate ones, and one hundred and 
twenty-one villages. In it are ſome pits of ſtone-coal which lie between 
Planitz, Bockwa and Wilka, as alſo ſome free-ſtone quarries not far from the 
coal-ſhaft of Planitz ; marble and lime-ſtone in the ſeigniory of Wildenfels; 
quarries of filver at Werſzbach, and in its territory rock-quarries not far from 
Zwickau, and in the tract of Planitz. The places to be remarked 
here are, 

I. Zwickau, in the oldeſt records called Zioickowe, but commonly in 
Latin, through miſtake Cygnea, or Cygnavia, a town under immediate vaſ- 
ſalage, and belonging to the narrower ſelection of towns. It is the laſt of 
the four preſiding towns, lies on the river Mulde, is one of the largeſt 
towns in all Meiſſen, has a citadel, which is ſeparated from it by a ditch, 
and is called Ofterſtein ; as alſo a church which lies in the upper part of the 
town, together with another in the lower part, and a third in yy aur] 

uburbs, 
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ſuburbs, a good Latin ſchool, in the library belonging to which are above 
20,000 volumes, and a ſuperintendency whoſe ſpiritual juriſdiction is di- 
vided into three circles, in which are fifteen boroughs and mine-towns, to- 
gether with ſixty-ſix mother and filial churches in the country. At this 
lace is alſo a manufacture of cloth. They likewiſe make here great num- 
rs of cards (an inſtrument indiſpenſably neceſſary to the ſeveral handy- crafts 
and manufacturers who deal in wool, hair, cotton and flock-lilk) as alſo 
good fole-leather. The trade carried on here is in theſe cloths, cards and ſole- 
leather, and they trafhc likewiſe in deal, iron, ſtone-coals, ſand-ſtone, marble, 
ſhiver and corn. The town itſelf was anciently an Imperial city, but in 
1308 choſe the Landgrave and Marggrave, Frederick with the bitten Cheek 


for its protector, upon which it fell entirely under the marggraval ſove= * 


reignty. In 1530 a mint-office was founded here, which in 1 534 was 
again removed to Schneeberg, and from thence to Dreſden. In 1602 a con- 
ſiſtory was erected at this place, which is called both the Zwickau and 
Vegtland conſiſtory: But this in fix years afterwards was ſuppreſſed, and 
annexed to the conſiſtory of Leipæig. In 1383 and 1387 Zwickau ſuffered 
great damage by fire. ; | 

2. Werdau, a (mall town under mediate juriſdiction, and which was pur- 
chaſed by the Elector Frederick of the Burggrave of Dobna. This place at 
firſt had ſeparate officess of its -own, but was afterwards annexed to the 
ptefecturate of Zwickav. In 1504 it was entirely burnt down, in 1547 
plundered and fet on fire, and in 1671, together with the citadel, again 
conſumed by the ſame dreadful calamity. In it are manufaQtuzes both of 
cloth and ſtuff. 

3. Crimmitzſchau, a ſmall town, having both ſeat and voice at the Land- 
Diets, and lying on the Pleiſſe. In this town are manufactures of ſtuffs and 
linen, as alſo a dyery, a flanel and calamanco-printing. Its name has hitherto 
been found for the firſt time under the year 1212, at which time a family 
was ſtiled from it, which _—_ to have become extin& towards the cloſe 
of the 13th century; at leaſt fo early as the year 1291 the Lords of Schon 
burg were in poſſeſſion of this little town, and in 1414 it was ſubject to the 
marggraval ſovereignty. In 1430 it was reduced to aſhes by the Bohemians. 
In 1457 it was no longer under the Lords of Schonburg, but under the 
Lords Reuſſen of Plauen. In 1468 it was again wholly burnt down. In 
1472 it was no longer in the juriſdiction of the Lords Rewſfſen, but under 
that of the electoral houſe of Saxony, which kept its Amt-men, or officers 
at this place, but ſoon after mortgaged it, though in 1500 it redeemed 
it again, and ceded it in 1524, with a right of redemption, to Ebrenfried 
dom Ende; but in 1528 conferred it as an hereditary male-fief on Hers of 
Weiſfjenbach. In 1583 it came to the family of Einſedel, in 1605 to that of 
« Starſchadel, next to the houſe of Bofen, and afterwards to that of Ber 
dorf, which is till in poſſeſſion thereof. we 
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4. Fanlenbauſen, Gablenz, Langenheſſen, Lauterbach, Lichtenthanna, 
Marienthal, Maſel, Neumark, Oelſmtz, Planitz, Schonfels, Stangengrun, 
Steinpleiſæ, Trinzig, and Ziegelheim, all parochial villages, having noble 
eſtates ; together with Schwerinſburg likewiſe a noble eſtate, 

5. The ſeigniory of Wildenfels belonged anciently to the Dynaſte of 
Wildenfels, who were ſtiled from it, and were States of the Empire, as alſo 
of the circle of Upper-Saxony, but became extinct in 1600: Upon which 
this electoral Saxon fief devolved to a line of the Counts of Solms-Laubach, 
which ſtiled itſelf from it, and on account thereof belonged to the firſt 
claſs of the electoral Saxon province. The arms of the ſeigniory are a 
roſe ſable, in a field Or. The Elector of Saxony anſwers for it to the Em- 


ire for each Roman month in one horſe and two foot, or twenty florins. 
To it belongs, 


Wildenfels, a ſmall town and citadel, ſtanding on a mountain ; toge- 
ther with 
The parochial-villages of Weiſzbach, Hermerſdorf, and Reinſdorf, as alfo 


twenty-eight houſes in that of Zſcbolen; and likewiſe the villages of Har- 
tenſdorf and Orthmanſdorf. 


6. The Imperial Counts of Schonbwrg are, on account of their ſeigniories, 
alſo referred to the prefecturate of Zwickau ; but as they more properly 


belong to the cirele- ſtates of Upper-Saxony, I wave-the deſcription of their 


leigniories till we come to the end of that circle.

The CIRCLE of the 
es. as.

T* IS circle terminates on that of the Erzgebirg, Bohemia, the principality 
of Culnhach, and the ſhare of the Counts of Reuſſen in the Vogtland, 
and contains in it fifteen towns, and three hundred and twenty-three (or 
according to Hempel's tables only two hundred and fixty-fix) villages, to- 
gether with twenty-three immediate, and one hundred and thirty-two me- 
diate vaſſals. | 

It comprizes in it that part of the Vogtland which appertains to the elec- 
toral houſe. I ſhall not however here treat of the Vagtland in general, but be- 
low under the ſhare which the Counts of Reuſſen are ſtill poſſeſſed of. This 
circle, with other countries, was by the teſtament of the Elector Jobr 


George I. conferred on his youngeſt ſon Duke Maurice, who was the 


founder of the collateral line of Zeitz; but in 1718, after the death of 
| Duke 
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Duke Maurice William, came again together with his other countries to 
the electoral houſe. To it belong the three following prefecturates: viz. 

I. The prefecturate of VoiGTsBERG, containing in it ten immediate, 
fifty-four mediate vaſſals, and one hundred and twenty-ſeven villages. In 
this prefecturate is 

1. Voigiſberg, in ſome ancient records written Yoigt/ſburg, a mountain- 
citadel, concerning which it is falſely pretended that it was built long be- 
fore the birth of Cbriſt, and after the manner of the Romans, whereas 
it is wholly Gathick. According to the conjecture of ſome it was firſt 
built, as was alſo Oelſuita, by the Sorben-Wends, and obtained its preſent 
name from the vogts of the Empire. In a writing of 1349, which was 
addreſſed to the V Charles IV. by all the vogts of Weyda and Plauen, 
it is ſaid that both they and their predeceſſors been in poſſeſſion of the 
citadel of Yoigtſberg as an Imperial fief. In 1356 they loſt the ſeigniory 
of Voigiſberg in the war with the Landgraves of Thuringia, but obtained 
it again in 1547; though together with Plauen it was again mortgaged in 
1 560, and alſo fully ceded in 1569 to the electoral houſe of Saxony. At 
the citadel is the ſeat of the amt- office. Beneath it lies | 

2. Oelſnitæ, a town, under immediate vaſſalage, and having both ſeat 
and voice at the Land-Diets. This place ſtands on the Eifer, and con- 
tains in it about three hundred and eighty fire-places and two ſuburbs, ex- 
clufive of the principal church, as alſo of a hoſpital church, and another ſmall 
one for interments, and is likewiſe the ſeat of a ſuperintendency, the ſpiri- 
tual juriſdiction belonging to which is divided into the upper and lower circle, 
and comprizes in it five towns, er with twenty mother churches in the 
country, and three filials. In years 1430, 1519, 1632, and 1720, 
it was wholly deſtroyed by fire. Oelſuita has always belonged to the 
ſeigniory of the Voigiſberg, and near it in the E/fter is a pearl-fiſhery. 

3. Aderf, a ſmall town, having both ſeat and voice at the Land-Diets, 
and likewiſe lying on the Eier. This place too has always belonged to 
the ſeigniory of the Yorgt/berg. In 1711 it was almoſt wholly deſtroyed 
by fire. | 

1 Mark-Neukirchen, or ſimphy Neukirchen, in ancient records ſtiled in 
Latin Negfanum, a ſmall town, under mediate vaſſalage, and having both 
ſeat and voice at the Land-Diets. The dealers in fiddles here travel far and 
near with their wares. The Barons of Schlick have been for ſome time paſt 
poſſeſſed of this place. 

5. Schoneck, a ſmall free town under immediate vaſſalage, and which 
only with reſpect to its woods and the rents ariſing from what was formerly 
the Hof-felde, belongs to the prefecturate of the Voigiſberg. It ſtands on 
an eminence, and contains about one hundred and thirty little houſes, 
which need not be built larger or increaſed more in number. The Em- 
peror Charles IV. in the year 1370 Urn on this little town, at that time 
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ſubject to him, ſome very extraordinary immunities, as namely i 
es and rights with the Bohemian town of Ellnbogen ; among which this 
is chiefly to be remarked, that it pays no exactions to its Sovereigns, but 
preſents them only, when they viſit it in perſon, once a year, in 2 new 
wooden bowl, with five pound weight of hellers. This immunity Schoneck 
enjoys to this day, and it was confirmed to it as well by the Bobemian King 
Wenzel, as alſo in 1424 by the Landgrave and Marggrave William, and 
all the ſucceeding Electors of Saxony. But when in 1708 they moſt humbly 
preſented to their Sovereign and King, as he paſſed through their town for 
the firſt time, a new wooden bowl with hellers ; there were found amon 
the latter 6063 pieces, which in value were hardly reckoned equal to ten 
rixdollars. In 1680 this town was all burnt down excepting a few houſes. 

6. Schadenbeck and Kaſſel, two villages united into one pariſh with Adorf, 
and having town-pnivileges. | 

7. Klingenthe!, a parochial-village and mine-place, the inhabitants of 
which are deſcended from the Proteſtant Bobemians, who ſettled there. 
They are for the moſt part fiddle-makers and miners. 

8. Schonberg, Droda, Poſſeck, and Bobenneukirchen, all parochial-villages 
and noble eſtates, belonging to the family of Reitgenſtein. In the firſt of 
theſe places is a good medicinal ſpring. ' 

9. Boſenbrunn and Triebel, two parochial villages, belonging to the family 
of Brandenſtein. 

10. Werda and Tirperſdorf, two parochial-villages, having noble eſtates. 

Rem. The miniſters of Zebern, Krebes, Miſzlareuth, Wiedersberg, Sach- 
grun, and Eicbigt, as alſo of Gefell in the prefecturate of Plauen, are, on 
account of the diſpute between the electoral houſe of Saxony and the princely 
houſe of Brandenburg-Culmbach, ſtiled the diſputed miniſters. The Marg- 
grave — Brandenburg-Culmbach, actually exerciſes the right of patronage 
over them. ö 

II. The prefecturate of PL Auxx, containing in it thirteen immediate, 
ſeventy- eight mediate vaſſals, and one hundred and ninety-one villages. 
In it is 

1. Plauen, the head town of this circle, and likewiſe of the electoral 
Saxon ſhare in the Fegtland, and belonging to the wider ſelection of towns. 
It lies on the river er, and contains an old citadel, which is called 
Ratſchauer, together with one pariſh-church, and another for interments, 
as alſo a Latin ſchool, and a ſuperintendency, whoſe ſpiritual juriſdiction 
is divided into the Theuma and Taltitz circles, and contains in it ten towns, 
twenty-ſeven mother-churches in the country, and twelve filials. Here 
are alſo manufactures of cotton and cloth, and likewiſe another for cotton- 
printing. The Teutonicł order had formerly a commendary at this place. 

Rem. About a quarter of an hour's diſtance from this town ſtood an- 
ciently the citadel of Dobenau, which now lies quite waſte ; though there 


\ 


is ſtill extant a fmall eſtate of that name. To this citadel belonged a con- 
ſiderable territory, and to this territory among other places the town of 
Plauen. The former Counts of Eber/tein were in fon of this territory- 
of Dobenau, and inveſted the noble Lords of Reuſſen, who were likewits, 
vogts of Plauen, with the town and ſeigniory of Plauen, and other portions 
of it. In 1328 Hermann Count of Eber/tein, with the conſent of his brother 
Otto, Canon of Hildeſheim and Minden, made a ſtipulation with Henry the 
Elder, Vogt of Plauen, and his heirs, that both he and they ſhould for the 
future hold all the then fiefs of Eber/tein in the territory of Dobenau, of 
the Bobemian King Jabn and his ſucceſſors. This Henry the Elder, Vogt 
of Plauen, as alſo his ſon Henry, had fo early as the year 1327 conferred 
the ſeigniory of Plauen in fief on the Bohemian King Jan, at which time 
to this ſeigniory were alſo reckoned the citadels of Lubow, Fohanneſgrun, 
Schoneck, Plonſwicz, Stein, Tirbit, and Ganſdorf. Plauen, was for a long 
time ſtill the reſidence of the burggraval line of the Vogts of the Empire; 
but Henry II. Burggrave of Meiſſen and Lord of Plauen, engaging in a 
difficult proceſs with ſeveral of his vaſſals and being thereupon put under 
the ban, the execution thereof was conferred on the Elector Erneft and 
Duke Albert of Saxony, who in 1460 took Plauen and in 1466 at laſt ſti- 
pulated with the ſaid Burggrave, as he was again ſet free from the ban, 
that they ſhould retain Plauen, and give him only a fum of money. But 
the Elector Jabn Frederick being put under the ban of the Empire in the 
year 1547, Henry V. Burggrave of Merſſen, and deſcended from the Lords 
of Plauen, again took poſſeſſion of that place; but after his death his ſons 
mortgaged it in 15 50 together with other ſeigniories, to the Elector Au- 
Suh of Saxony, who in 1569 fully purchaſed both that and the Yorgrsberg 
of chem it did | 

2. Elſterberg, a ſmall town, ſeated on the Eifer, and belonging to the 
Lord of Bu. This place was anciently a ſeparate ſeigniory, which be- 
lo to a family who were tiled therefrom, and who likewiſe as well 
as the Counts of Araſbaugt were deſcended from the Counts of Lobdeburg. 

3. Netzſchkau, a ſmall town, belonging to the Count of Bee. 

4. Mylau, alſo a ſmall town, belonging to the nobles of Planitz. This 
place is of great antiquity, inaſmuch as together with its appurtenance it 
was ſo fully a ſeigniory, and that ſo early as the year 1212, that the Em- 
peror Frederick was enabled to inveſt therewith at the ſame time with 
other places Ottocar King of Bohemia. The firſt poſſeſſors ſtiled themſelves 
from it, and their race continued till the middle of the fixteenth century, 
but before it became extinct, this ſeigniory ſo early as about the year 
1364 was already in the hands of the Lords of Næuſſen, and in the fif- 
teenth century in the poſſeſſion of the family of Metaſch. From the laſt it 
came to the Lords of Baſen, and at length to the nobles of the Planitz. 


5. Reicben- | 
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5. Reichenbach, a town, belonging to the noble family of Metzſch, 
and containing in it near ſeven hundred houſes, together with two churches 
and a Latin ſchool, in which are five teachers. Formerly there was alſo 
at this place a commendary of the Teutonic order. In the year 1697 a 
ſpiritual inſpection was erected here, but in 1720 again ſupprefſed. The 
greateſt part of the inhabitants are clothiers, and dealers in cloth; their 
method of dying here is alſo held in great eſteem, the moſt beautiful 
ſcarlet in the whole electorate being made at this place. In 1681 a fire 
conſumed about one fourth of this town ; and in 1720 above five hundred 
houſes, together with all the public buildings, were deſtroyed by the like 
dreadful calamity. 

6. Lengefeld, or Lengenfeld, a ſmall town, belonging to the nobles of the 
Planitz, whoſe inhabitants ſubſiſt for the moſt part by weaving and deal- 
ing in cloth. 

7. Trenen, or Dreyen, a very ancient little town, belonging to the family 
of Feilitz/ch, and divided into the upper and lower. 

8. Auerbach, alſo a ſmall town, which is the property of the nobles 
of the Planitæ. This place carries on a trade in cloth and iron-wares ; 
the former of which are made here, but the latter at the neighbouring 
iron-founderies. f 

Theſe founderies are thoſe of Morgenrothe, Rautenkranz, Thannenberg f. 
thal, M alabauſer, the Gottberg, Sachjengrund, and Mefzinghammer. 

9. Falkenſtein, a place belonging to the family of the Trutz/chler, and which 
by Marbach, in his deſcription of the petty town of Scbonect, as alſo b 
others, is called a ſmall place. In the neighbouring village of Ellfeld is an 
eſtate, and a forge, as alſo ſome braſs works. In the territory of the mine- 
amt of Faltenſtein in that part called the Mild Wand, which lies about two 
hours diſtance from Auerbach, is a quarry of excellent . 

10. Mubltrof, a ſmall town, belonging to the Barons Bodenhauſen. 

11. Gefell, alſo a ſmall town, having both ſeat and voice at the Land- 
Diets. Over the church here the Marggrave of Brandenburg-Culmbach 
exerciſes the right of patronage. 

12. Bergen, Cleſchwitz, Geilſdorf, Jofznitz, Irſerſgrun, Kurbitz, Leub- 
nitz, Limbach, Neunderf, Plobn, Poblen, Reuth, Radau, Roderſdorf, Rup- 
pertſgrun, Schwand, Syrau, and Taltitz, all parochial-villages with noble 
eſtates. 

III. The prefecturate of Paus A, containing five villages. In it is 

1. Pauſa, a ſmall town, under immediate vaſſalage, and having both 
ſeat and voice at the Land-Diets. 

2. The as 7 of Lind, Upper and Under-Reichenau, as alſo of Unter- 
birg, which laſt is united with the pariſh-church of Paſa. 

3. Eberſgrun, a parochial-village. 7 
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HIS circle terminates on a part of the circle of the Erzgebirs, as alſo 

on the principalities of Altenburg and Saalfeld, and the ſeigniories of 
the Counts of Reuſz; and comprizes in it the old Gaus or Pagi of Orla 
and Weyda. In it are ſeven boroughs, together with two market-towns, 
and two hundred and twenty-nine (or according to Hempel's tables two 
hundred and twenty-two) villages, as alſo ſeventy-five immediate, and 
twenty-two mediate vaſſals. It is divided into three prefecturates, which 
in conjunction with the amt of Sachſenburg, conſtituted the four aſſured 
amts, as they are called, which Jahn Frederick II. Duke of Saxe-Gotha was 
firſt obliged to mortgage in 1567 to the EleQtor Augu/tus, by way of ſecu- 
rity for the coſts laid out on the latter in the execution of the ban of the 
Empire againſt him ; but afterwards in 1660 he conferred them on Duke 
Maurice of Saxe-Zeitz, at which time they were alſo ceded in property by 
the Erneſtine line of the houſe of Saxony to the electoral houſe. On the 
extinction of the line of Zeitz theſe prefecturates came again to the elec- 
toral houſe ; and they ſtill enjoy to this very day a ſeparate Imperial matri- 
cular evaluation (ſee p. 536. 

I. The prefecturate of AxnsHAauc with TRIP TIE, contains in it thirty- 
nine immediate, eleven mediate vaſſals, and one hundred and one villages. 
This prefecturate is no part of the Vogtland. In it is 

1. Arnſhaug, or Arnſbaugł, an old citadel, ſeated on an eminence, and 
containing a chapel. The former Counts of Arn/haugh, have only been in 
poſſeſſion of the upper part of the Gau of Orla. Count Otto, the laſt of 
this houſe, died in the beginning of the fourteenth century, and the 
Marggrave Albert of Meiſſen married his widow Adelbeid; and his fon the 
Marggrave Frederick with the bitten Cheek her daughter, that is to ſay, his 
ſtep-mother's, and thereby brought the county of Anſbaug to his houſe. 

2. Neufladt on the Orla, the head town of this circle, being under im- 
mediate vaſſalage, and belonging to the wider ſelection of towns. In it is 
a Citadel, which Duke Frederick Henry of Saxe-Zeitz built and inhabited, 
as alſo two churches, and a ſuperintendency, whoſe ſpiritual juriſdicton is 
divided into the upper and lower circle, and contains in it five boroughs, 
together with one market-town, thirty-one mother churches in the country, 
and forty-ſeven filials. At this place is alſo a mine-otfice for the circle of 
Neuſtadt. ; * 
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3. Triptis, a very ancient little town under immediate vaſſalage, and 
having both ſeat and voice at the Land-Diets. In the year 1561 an amt- 
office was founded here, and to it were annexed fourteen villages. Duke 
Maurice William of Sexe-Zeitz mortgaged this town for a time to Jahn George, 
noble Banneret and Baron of Meuſebach. The Landgrave Frederick of Thu. 
ringta, in the year 1328, inveſted Henry the Younger, Vogt of Plauen, and 
his heirs for ever, with the towns of Triptis, Auma, Ziegenruck, and their 
appurtenances ; but the ſons of the ſame Landgrave took poſſeſſion of them 
again by force of arms. 

4. Auma, a ſmall town under immediate vaſſalage, and lying on the river 
of the like name. This place has both feat and voice at the Land-Diets, and 
the council has alfo purchaſed the ſuperiority over it. That it belonged for 
ſome time to the Vogts of Plauen, has been ſhewn above under Triptis. 

5. Ranis, a ſmall town and juriſdiction poſſeſſed in common by the fa- 
milies of Brandenſtein, Breitenbauch, Geyersberg and Brockdorf. The Land- 
grave William III. purchaſed the fort and ſeigniory of Ranis of the Counts 
of Schwarzenburg, and, in 1465, made a donation thereof to Eberhard of 
Brandenſtein. | 

6. The ſeigniory of Oppurg, which takes its name from the old citadel 
of Oppurg which the famous Marggrave Wiprecht was poſſeſſed of. After 
his death it deſcended to Milliam, Count of Arnſbaug, with all its appurte- 
nances ; as, namely, Cella, Poſitz, Nimritz, &c. This laſt poſſeſſor ap- 
pointed Maurice of Brandenſtein, Caſtellan thereof, to whom he alſo ſoon 
after made a donation of the Wrprecht eſtates which he had himſelf 
purchaſed. Henry of Brandenſtein was inveſted, in 1354, by the Landgrave 
Frederick with the citadel of Oppurg, and alſo obtained leave to ſurround it 
with walls and towers: for which reaſon too, in honour of the faid Land- 
grave, he called it Friedenſtein, which name it long bore ; but, in 1667, 
the Brandenſtein eſtates of Oppurg, Crobitz, Grunau and Knau, being all 
fold, John Albert, Count of Ronov and Bieberſiein, brought them, by pur- 
chaſe, to his family. After him Kay of Rumobr obtained them, who cauſed 
the old Frieden/tein, which ſtood on an elevated rock, to be demolithed at a 
great expence (there being above 3000 rixdollarſworth of gunpowder con- 


 1umed on that occaſion) and a new building to be erected in its ſtead, which 


was completed in 1705. The daughter and heireſs of this laſt, namely Auna 
Sophia, widow to Einſiedel, left Oppurg to her tons, from whom it came, in 
1745, to Count Julius Gebhard of Harm, who has improved both the cita- 
del and the garden. To it belong the parochial-villages of Under and Upper- 
Oppurg. 

T — Colba with Pofitz, Caſpeda, Dreitzſch, Gutterlitaæ, Lem- 
nitz, Moderwitz, Moſzbach, Nimritz, Schwarzbach, Meni genauma and 
Wernburg, all parochial-villages with noble eſtates. 

8. W:ltewitz, allo a parochial-village with a ſovereign domain eſtate which 
was formerly a nunnery. II. The 
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IT. The prefecturate of Wevypa with Mirprxrunr, containing in it 
thirty-two immediate, ſix mediate vaſſals, and one hundred and three villages. 
This prefecturate is a part of the Yogtland. In it is, 

1. Weyda, a town under immediate vaſſalage, and belonging to the 
wider ſelection of towns. This place lies not far from the E/fter on the 
IWeyda water, which runs through the middle of the town. To the ſpiri- 
tual juriſdiction of the ſuperintendency here belong three towns, in which 
are the like number of churches, together with fifty- ſeven mother-churches 
and nineteen filials in the country. Anciently there ſtood in this tract on 
the Veitaberg a citadel and a town named Gr/zberg, which was pulled down 
in the twelfth century and built anew on the other {ide of the Eiter, and 
named from the water Veyda. From this citadel of Gi/zherg the anceſtors 
of the Counts of Reuſſen originally ſtiled themſelves, having obtained both 
that and the ſeigniory belonging thereto by marriage. The Vogts of the 
Empire likewiſe remained in poſſeſſion thereof till the fourteenth century, 
at which time, in that called the Vogtland war, they fell to the ſhare of the 
Landgraves of Thuringia. In 1633 and 1756, this town was wholly de- 
{troyed by fire. In it are made fine calamancoes and camlets, and at the 
citadel here has alſo been eſtabliſhed a peculiar privileged manufacture of 
woollen ſtuffs, together with a dyery. 

2. Berga, an open little town, ſeated on the Elſer and containing a citadel 
and nobleman's eſtate. 
that as well to the line refiding at the citadel as alſo to that at Marker/dr/. 

3. Munchenbernſgorf, a market-town and noble eſtate under immediate 
vaſſalage to the family of Leubnz. 

4. Wildenfurt, formerly a monaſtery of Præmonſtratenſes which II 
e Rich, Lord of the whole Yogtland, founded in 1193; but which at pre- 
ſent, together with the manors and villages belonging thereto, conſtitutes 
an electoral amt- office. Under it is 

Cronſchwitz, in ancient records ſtiled Cronfioitz, or Crunſwits, a village, 
containing a manor, on which Jutta, con fort to Henry the Elder, Vogt of 
Gera, founded, in 1239, an Auguſtine nunnery which has been ſecularized. 
All theſe villages are united into one pariſh with, 

5. Veitsberg, a parochial-village, lying on the E//er. 

6. Burkerſdorf, Clodra, Culmitzſch, Endſchutz, Frieſuitæ, Kubderf, Lin- 
denkreuz, Markerſdorf, Stet ndorf, Teichweljramſdorf, Ublerſaerf, Welfer- 
dorf, commonly called Wolſderf, all parochial-villages, containing noble 
eſtates. 

III. The prefecturate of ZiEGENRUCK, comprehending in it four im- 
mediate, five mediate vaſſals, and twenty- ſix villages. This prefecturate 
alſo belongs to the vegtland. In it is, 

1. Ziegenruck, a ſmall town under mediate vaſſalage, and lying on the 
Saale, as alſo having both ſeat and voice at the Land-Diets,

This, place belongs to the family of Matador, and 
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2. Goſzitz, a parochial- village; together with Nau, Liebſchutz and 
Neidenberge, all parochial-villages, having noble eſtates. 
3. Licbengruna, a market-town, the church belonging to which is a filial 


of that of Lieb/chutz, In 1718, this place loſt ſeventy-eight dwelling-houſes 
by a fire.

5 1 O this foundation P. Schenk has engraved a land- chart under the 

title of A geometrical general draught of the foundation of Merſe- 
burg; and, in 1745, publiſhed alſo a new one: both, however, have till 
their defects. 

$. 2. This foundation is environed by the prefecturates of Leipzig and 
Pegau in the Leipzig circle, as alſo by thoſe of Werffenfels and Freyberg in 
the circle of Thuringia; by the prefecturate of the like name in the princi- 
pality of Querfurt; that of Schraplau in the county of Mansfeld, and by the 
Saal circle of the dutchy of Magdeburg. In its greateſt length, which is 
to be computed from Zwenkau to beyond Deutſchenthal, it extends above 
five miles of 16000 ells each; and in its greateſt breadth, which is from 
Ternau, in the prefecturate of Lutzen, to beyond Kolza in the prefecturate 
of Schhenditz, three and a half of the like miles. 

$. 3. Their agriculture here is very good and conſiderable, fo that much 
corn may be exported out of it, which is of particular advantage to the- 
neighbouring Saal circle of the dutchy of Magdeburg. Millet alſo and great 
quantities of flax are cultivated here. It contains likewiſe but few holts. 
The rivers and ponds in it yield great numbers and various ſorts of fiſh. 
Theſe rivers are the Saale and the Eier; the latter of which, as well as its 
branch the Luppe, falls into the Saale. At Lauchſtadt is a medicinal and an 
acid ſpring; and there is alſo here a ſalt- ſpring. 

$. 4. In the whole foundation are reckoned ſeven towns, one borough, 
two hundred and twelve (or, according to Hempel's tables, two hundred 
and twenty-five) villages, and ſeventy-eight noble eſtates. 

F. 5. The Emperor Otto the Great, ſo early as in the year 955, reſolved: 
upon ſounding a biſhopric in his town of Merſeburg, and, in the year 962, 
he alſo obtained for that purpoſe a papal bull, which was confirmed in 967. 
He was not, however, able to bring this foundation fully to bear till the. 
year 968, when this new biſhopric was ſubjected to the archbiſhopric of 
Magdeburg. The Emperor probably ceded to the biſhop the hereditary 


juriſdiction 
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juriſdiction over the town of Merſeburg ; and, in 974, that prelate alſo 
obtained the regalia within the ſame: but at what time the citadel, with its 
prefecturate, fell to the ſhare of the biſhops, is unknown; though that 

could not happen before the thirteenth century. The ſecond biſhop, 
named Gyfiler, who was likewiſe archbiſhop of Magdeburg, divided the 
eſtates of the biſhopric and converted it into an abbey : but the Emperor 
Henry II. again reſtored the biſhopric in 1007, appointing Wigbert arch- 
biſhop thereof; at which time alſo the greateſt part of the eſtates which 
had been torn from it came again to the biſhopric. The Marggraves of 
Meiſſen have always appropriated to themſelves the ſuperiority over it; and, 
though the Marggrave Frederick reſigned it in 1288, and Biſhop Sigi/mund 
of Lindenau obtained alſo, in 1541, of the Emperor Charles V. ah advan- 
tageous reſcript, that both he and his biſhopric, in his State of Prince, 
ſhould be left to the freedom and evaluation of the Empire; yet the biſhops 
are conſidered by the Marggraves and Electors as provincial- ſubjects or 
vaſſals, and have been obliged to own themſelves provincial States of Saxony, 
the biſhopric even ſtill to this very day belonging to the firſt claſs of the 
electoral Saxon province and therein to the college of the prelates. In the 
ſixteenth century this biſhopric profeſſed the Proteſtant religion. From the 
year 1561, Princes of the electoral houſe of Saxony have been conſtantly 
poſtulated by the chapter as adminiſtrators of the biſhopric : but the Elector 
Jabn George I. who, in 1592, was poſtulated as adminiſtrator, and, in 
1603, actually entered upon the regency thereof, reſigned the adminiſtra- 
tion of it, in 1650, to the chapter, cauſing his third ſon, Chri/tian, to be 
poſtulated by them as adminiſtrator ; who alſo, in 1653, obtained in a 
great meaſure the regency of the biſhopric; and, in 1656, after his father's 
death, acquired it entirely, as he did likewiſe, by virtue of his teſtament of 
1652, the Lower-Luſatia, together with the ſeigniories of Dobrilug and 
Finſterwalde, and the prefecturates of Delitgſcb, Bitterfeld and Zorbig. 
Thus this Prince became the founder of the Merſeburg collateral line of the 
electoral houſe, which line became extinct, in 1738, in the perſon of Duke 
Henry; upon which King Auguſtus III. aſſumed the regency of the 
foundation, and by a perpetual capitulation united it for ever to his elec- 
toral houſe. 

8. 6. The arms of the foundation are a croſs ſable in a field Or. The 
Dukes of Saxe-Merſeburg have alſo bore the ſame arms; but at preſent they 
remain only in the chancery-ſeal of the regency of the foundation. 

F. 7. This biſhopric has indeed been charged with an Imperial matricular- 
evaluation of ten horſe and thirty foot, or two hundred and forty florins ; but 
the Elector of Saxony exempts it /ine onere. 

$. 8. The chapter conſiſts of pure Proteſtant Lutheran perſons of ancient 
genuine nobility, and thoſe of ſixteen canons major, among whom are fix 


prelates, and four minor canons. To it belong the villages of Habenlebe. 
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Kotzſchen, Leuna, Lindnamſdorf, Poppitz, Prebitz and Ryſſen. It has alſo 
ſome ſubjects at Geiſelmundorf, Kotzfchlitz and Tragarth. To the provoſt- 
ſhip here are annexed the villages of Goblitzſcb, Kaja, Meyben, Nieder- 
wunſch, Oberklobikau, Sittel and Venenin, as alſo one half of Atzendorf. It 
is likewiſe poſſeſſed of ſubjects at Grefzſcorlop, Rabna and Z weymen. 

$. 9. The foundation has its own regency, together with a peculiar cham. 
ber- college and conſiſtory. | 

$. 10. The prefecturates into which it is divided are the following: 
namely, 

I. The prefecturate, or kitchen-amt of MeRsEBURG, comprizing in it 
forty-five villages and nineteen noble eſtates. In this prefecturate is, 

I. Merſeburg, in Latin Martisburgum, a town ſeated in a pleaſant tract 
on the river Saale. Within the liberties of the chapter ſtands the epiſcopal 
palace, together with the cathedral, in which are to be ſeen, among other 
things, the metal monument of the Emperor Rudolph of Sabia, his right 
hand, which he loſt in 1080, in the battle againſt the Emperor Henry IV. 
and the burying- vault of the Dukes of Saxe-Merſeburg ; as alſo the gymna- 
ſium, or foundation-ſchool, the reſidence of the ſuperintendant of the foun- 
dation, the chancery-houſe, the chapter-houſe, the curiæ or abodes of the 
canons, and other buildings. The town itſelf has a parifh-church of its 
own, and draws its beſt ſubſiſtance from the ſtrong beer which is brewed 
here and exported to diſtant places. 

Its ſuburbs, that is to fay the Neumark? and the Altenburg, ſtand under 
the amt-office. Each of theſe has its own church, and in the latter are 
alſo to be found an orphan-houſe, a water-engine, by means of which the 
water is conveyed out of the Saale into the palace, the town and ſuburbs ; 
th e palace-garden, the Jagerbef and the Baubef. 

The ancient county of Merſeburg was probably erected by Charlemagne. 
The Counts have refided in this town, but it belonged as little to them 
as it did to the prefecturate, they being poſſeſſed only of the ban, and at 
firſt of ſome regalia in, it, The extent of this county cannot be determined 
with any degree of certainty. The firſt Count in Merſeburg, of whom we 
have any certain account, was named S:gfrid, and was Count of this 
place in the year 932. The laſt Count, whom we have any tolerabls 
knowledge of, was alſo named Sigfrid, and died in 1038. hat was 
the ſucceeding fate of this county remains ſtill a ſecret to this very day. 
The two. laſt Counts whom we know with any degree of certainty, namely, 
Burchard and the above- named Sigfrid, at the fame time adminiſtered 
the palatine county, to which belonged a conſiderable tract of land about 
Alied, Querfurt and Eiſaleben. We likewiſe find ſome Burggraves hers 
who were ſtiled from Merſeburg, and whoſe chief reſidence was fixed by 
the Saxon Emperor at the citadel of Merſeburg, which, together with the 
burgward, belonged to them in property. _ 
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This town has, in the fourteenth century, and more particularly in 13287, 
as alſo in the fifteenth century, ſuffered by great fires; which calamity 
likewiſe befell it in 1662, and in latter times. In 1757, the Auſtrian 
and circle troops burnt the Saal- bridge at this place. | 

2. The | progemang oo here are divided into thoſe ſituate in- the 
Gefilde, and the Aue. Among them are the parochial-villages of Collenberg 
and Liebenau, together with a Sovereign's manor, which was formerly a 
citadel; as alſo Niederklobikau, Schladebach, Spergau and Wallendorf. The 
noble parochial-villages which at the ſame time are poſſeſſed of noblemens 
eſtates, are thoſe of Frankleben, Geuſa, Kreypau, Kriegſted and Nauendorf. 

II. The prefecturate of LuTzen, containing in it ſeventy-two villages and 
twenty-four noblemens eſtates. In this prefecturate is, 

1. Lutzen, a ſmall town containing a citadel. Near this town, in 1632, 
happened the famous battle between the Swedes and Imperialiſis, in which 
the former got the better, but at the ſame time loſt their great King 
Guſtavus Adolphus. On the ſpot on which he was found dead nothing 
more than a bare ſtone has been erected, which is ſtill to be ſeen. 

2. Mark-Ranſ/tadt, a ſmall town, which, in the year 1707, was for the 
molt part burnt down. ; 

3. Eyſzdorf, a borough. 

4. Keuſchberg, a parochial-village, near which King Henry I. defeated 
the Hunns in the year 933. | 

5. Groſzgobren, Groſzgorſchen, Moſchwitz, Piſſen, Quefitz, Rocken, Skeut— 
bar and Starſiedel, all parochial-villages. 

6. Dolitz on the Saale, Eythra, Kotzſchau, Pobles and Teuditz, are all no- 
ble. parochial-villages, having noble eſtates. 

III. The prefecturate of ZwexnKAav, which was ſubjected, in the year 
1655, to the officers of Lutzen, one ſingle village only belonging to it. In 
this preſecturate, however, is, a 

1. Zwenkau, a ſmall town and citadel lying on the Eifer. In the year 
1429, the greateſt part of this place was reduced to aſhes by the Huſites. 

2. Zeſchwitz, a. parochial-village. ; 2 

IV. The prefecturate of Scuhxxupirz, containing forty-eight villages and 
twenty-four noblemens eſtates. In it is, 

1. Schkeuditz, or Skeuditz, a ſmall town, ſeated on the Elfer, and con- 
taining a hunting-houſe of the Soveceign's,. as alſo an amt-houſe; but the 
old citadel which ſtood here is no longer in being. In this town lkewile is 
a noble eſtate.. 

2. Breitenfeld, a noble eſtate and village, belonging to- the family of 
Brofigk, and remarkable for the great battle which happened near it, in tte: 
year 1631, to the diſadvantage of the Imperial general Tia, but which is 
uſually called the battle of Lezpzig,. though fought ſomewhat above half a

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3. Curſdorf, Gundorf, Hanichen and Horburg, the laſt of which has a 
fair, together with Rog/itz and Ruckmarſdorf, all parochial-villages, 

4. Groſzdolzig, Little-Liebenau, Leutzſch, Oberthau, Webren, Weſzmar and 
Zoſcben, all noble parochial-villages, containing noblemens eſtates. 

V. The prefecturate of LaucusTApT, comprizing in it twenty-nine 
villages and eleven noblemens eſtates. In this prefecturate is, 

1. Lauchſtadt, a ſmall town under immediate vaſſalage, and containin 
a citadel and a manor. At this place is a medicinal and an acid ſpring. In 
1631, Lauch/ladt was miſerably laid waſte by the Impertali/'s. In 1651 and 
1701, it ſuſtained great damage by fire. 

2. Scbaaf/tadt, alſo a ſmall town, containing a nobleman's eſtate belonging 
to the family of Lobſe. In the year 1670, this place ſuſtained great damage 
by fire. 

* The village of Dolitæ am Berge, in which is a nobleman's eſtate and a 
pariſh-church; as alſo that of Hol{cben, containing a pariſth-church ; Neu- 
kirchen, having a nobleman's eftate and a parith-church ; Upper and Lower- 


Beichlitz, with a nobleman's eſtate and a pariſh-church ; Upper and Lower- 


Deutſchenthal, with a pariſh-church ; Paſſendorf, containing a nobleman's 
eſtate, and Schlettau, in which is a pariſh- church.

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81. Or this biſhopric John George Schreiber has delineated and engraved 
\ a chart which Homann's heirs republiſhed in 1732. This chart 
conſtitutes the fifty-ſeventh in the Atlas of Germany. 

F. 2. It lies partly on the Saale and partly on the E/er, the former part 
of it being wholly ſurrounded by the circle of Thuringta, and the latter by 
the ſame, as alſo by the circle of Leipzig, the principality of Altenburg and 
Count Reuſz's ſeigniory of Gera. Excluſive of good tillage it wants not alſo 
the culture of wine. 

$. 3. In the whole foundation are five towns and one hundred and forty 
(or according to Hempel s tables one hundred and twenty-one) villages. 

$. 4. The Emperor Otto IJ. founded this biſhopric, in the year 968, at 
Zeitz; and, e in 1029, it is true that the cathedral-church was 
removed to Naumburg, yet all the canons did not quit Zeitz, but there 
ſill remained there a collegiate- church. Julius Pflug, famous for his learn- 
ing and prudence, who died in the year 1 564, was the laſt biſhop hereof, 
and after him Duke Alexander of Saxony was poſtulated to be admini-

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ſtrator of the biſhopric, who dying the year following, upon that his 
father, the Elector Auguſtus, aſſumed the . K. which the 
following Electors have alſo filled up. In the year 1653 the Elector Yu 
George I. ceded to his fourth fon, Duke Maurice, the adminiſtration of this 
biſhopric under certain reſtrictions, which adminiſtration after his father's 
death he alſo fully obtained, and likewiſe by virtue of his teſtament, the 
ſeigniory of Tautenburg, Frauenprieſznitz, and Lower-Trebra, together 
with the prefecturates of Foigtaberg, Plauen, Pauſa, Triptitz, Arnſhaug, 
Weyda, and Ziegenruck ;. and in like manner alſo the electoral Saxen ſhare 
in the princely county of Henneberg, purchaſing likewiſe of his brother, 


the Elector John George II. the prefecturate of Pegau, and founding the 


Zeitz collateral line of the electoral houſe of Saxony, To him ſucceeded 
in the regency of the foundation, and likewiſe in the remaining hereditary 
countries, his ſon, Duke Maurice William, who in 1715 made public pro 
feſſion of the Roman-catholic religion; for which reaſon by virtue of the 
ſtipulation entered into with the Proteſtant chapter, he became incapable 
of retaining the biſhopric, and therefore reſigned it ſoon after into the hands 
of the King and Elector Frederick Auguſtus I. but retained his hereditary 
countries till his death, which happened in 1718, (before which he made 
profeſſion again of the Proteſtant doctrine) and upon that they were taken. 
into poſſeſſion by the electoral houſe. The biſhopric of Naumburg, as 
well as thoſe of Meiſſen and Merſeburg, is united to the electoral houſe 
by virtue of a perpetual capitulation. 

$. F. The ſhield-armorial of this biſhopric contains a ſword and key, 
placed croſſwiſe over each other, in a field gules. It is charged, indeed, 
with an Imperial matricular-evaluation of fix horſe and twenty foot, but is 
exempted by the Elector of Saxony ſine onere. 

$. 6. The Proteſtant-chapter of Naumburg conſiſts of twelve capitulars, 
fix præbendati majores, and four prabendati minores; but the collegiate: 
foundation of Zeitz, which is alſo Proteſtant, has ſeven canons. 

§. 7. The foundation belongs to the firſt claſs of the electoral Sax: 
province, and has its own regency, together with a peculiar chamber-col- 
lege and conſiſtory. The latter of theſe is filled up by the counſellors of 
the regency, in whom likewiſe is veſted the choice of the ſuperintendency 
of the foundation. 

& 8. The towns and prefecturates belonging to it are the following ;. 


namely, 
I. The town and prefecturate of NaumpuRG. In it is 
1. Naumburg, the head-town of the biſhopric, lying in a fertile and 
leaſant tract not far from the Saale, which in theſe parts receives into it the 
Da ſtrur. Naumburg conſiſts 
Of the town itſelf, which ſtands under the juriſdiction of its council, and 
contains a ſmall citadel together with three churches and. a. town-ſchool. 


Us 
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Its yearly fair, which begins on the 29th of July, or on St. Peter and 
St. Paul, enjoys very conſiderable privileges. In the years 1336, 1446, 
1457, 1463, 1505, 1517, 1532, 1714, and 17106, this place ſuſtained 
great damage by fire. To the town belongs the village cf Rodichen, 

Of the liberty, which comprizes in it the cathedral-church, the cathe- 
dral-ſchool, and divers Burghers houſes, which ſtand all together under 
the juriſdiction of the chapter. Under the juriſdiction of the provoſtſhip is, 

Ofterfeld, a ſmall town ſituated betwixt Naumburg and Zeitz. 

2. The prefeCturate of St. GEORGENKLOSTER, which has ariſen out of 
the eſtates of the ſuppreſſed Benedi&;ne monaſtery at St. Georgen, which 
ſtood on a little mountain before the town of Naumburg. This monaſte 
was founded in the beginning of the eleventh century, and laid waſte in 
1532 by a fire, as allo in 1547 by the Spanzards, and in 1637 by the In- 
perialiſts. On the death of its laſt abbot the Elector John Frederick cauſed 
this cloyſter, as well as that of St. Maurice to be ſeized, upon which the 
other buildings were pulled down. To its prefecturate belong the paro- 
chial-villages of Great- Jena (formerly called Deutſch-Fena) Little-Fena for- 
merly called allo J/endiſch-Tena) Scbelſitæ, or Zſche{ſitz, Niederbolzhauſen, 
Zorbau, Kretzſchau, Coſſelitz, and Abt-Lobnits. | rf 

3. The prefeCturates of SCHoNBURG and SAALECK, which are united 
with that of St. GzorGe. To the former belongs the parochial-village of 
Schonburg, as alſo the village of Paſſenlayn, in which is a filial-church, Ec. 
To the latter belong the parochial-villages of Saaleck, Lachſted, Little- 
Heringen and Puntſchrau. 

II. The town and prefecturate of ZriTz. In it is 

1. Zeitz, in Latin Ciga, a town ſeated on the Elſter, and containing 
a Citadel, which from its founder Duke Morz7z, or Maurice, is named the 
Mcritzburgy contains in it one church, and is the ſeat of the regency of the 
foundation, the chamber and the confiſtory. There is alſo a ſuperinten- 
dency in the town, and excluſive of the foundation-church it has likewiſe 
three others, together with a foundation-ichool. In this town too we find 
a manufacture of cloth. 

Not far from hence ſtood the Benedi&ine cloyſter of Boſau. 

Under the juriſdiction of the provoſtſhip of Zeitz ſtands the village of 
Kretſ=chau, in which is a pariſh-church, as alſo thoſe of Roden, Zeſchderf 
and Greitſchen, all lying in the prefecturate of Zeitz; Doberſch, Under- 
Werſchen and Godewitz, ſituated in that of Werſſenfels. 

2. The prefeCturate-is divided into four diſtricts, which are, 

1. The Profen diſtrict, containing in it 

The parochial-villages of Draſchwitz, Langenaue and Theiſen, as alſo the 
village of Prefen, &c. 

Zangenberg, a parochial-village and noble eſtate belonging to the family 
of Ufet. 

2. The 
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2. The Langendorf diſtrict, comprizing in it 

The parochial-village of Aulick, in which is a nobleman's eſtate, though 
the place itſelf belongs in part to the prefecturate of Pegau ; as alſo thoſe of 
Langendorf, Maſnitz, Wuitz, and other villages. 

Etrzoldjhayn, a noble eſtate belonging to the family of Tumpling. 

3. The Zrpſendorf diſtrict, containing 

The parochial villages of Gleina, Lebas, Sprra, and Zipſendorf. 

IVurgwitz, a nobleman's eſtate, to which is annexed the hereditary ju- 
riſdiction of Stockſdorf, &c. 

Wildenborn, a nobleman's eſtate, poſſeſſed of a conſiderable juriſdiction. 

4. The For diſtrict, which contains in it 

The parochial-villages of Great and Little-Porten and Ofzig. 

The noble eſtates of Geuſznitz and Rippicha, both which have paro- 
2 annexed to them; as alſo thoſe of Dragſcrf, Kubnaorf, and 
Silbitz, 

Creſſen, a ſmall town, nobleman's eſtate and citadel, at preſent belonging 
to the Counts of Flemming,” and lying on the E//tcr. | 

3- The juriſdiction of Breitingen, which appertains to the family of 
Boſe, and comprizes in it 

Breitingen, a parochial-village and nobleman's eſtate. 

Regis, a ſmall town, ſeated on the Pl/eiſſe. 

The villages of Blumeroda, Hageneſt, and Ramſdorf, in which is a 
pariſh-church, as alſo that of Mildinbayn. 

III. The prefecturate of Ha vNnsBuRG, in which are the parochial-villages 
of Haynsburg and Salfitz, containing a nobleman's eſtate, together with 
that of Schłauditz.

§. 1. T HE firſt chart of the Mark was delineated by Elias Camerarius, 
and inſerted by Gerbard Mercator in his Atlas. After him 
Olaus Johannes Gothus delineated another, as well on four ſheets as on one, 
both which were engraved by Blaeuw, Janſſon, and Mortier, and likewiſe 
by others, though without mentioning the author's name, and that too 
ſometimes with improvements, and ſometimes even for the worſe, as by 
Sanſon, Faillot, and Seutter. The Lord of Gundling alſo has publiſhed a 
chart of the Mark. 
Vor. V. 4 L ; 5. 2. To 
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g. 2. To the north it terminates on Mec#lenburg and Pomerania, to the 
eaſt on Poland, to the ſouth on Szlefia, the Luſatias, the electorate of 
Saxony; the principality of Aulalt, and the dutchy of Magdeburg, and to 
the weit alſo on the dutchy of Magdeburg, and likewiſe on that of 
Luneburg. Its greateſt extent, from welt to eaſt, namely, from Dieſdorf 
to Drieſen, amounts to between forty-ſeven and forty-nine German 
miles; and its greateſt extent, from ſouth to north, to twenty- four or thirty, 
according as you meaſure it, either through Zofſen and Straſæburg or through 
Sommerfeld and Schievelbety, In other parts its extent every way is very 
unequal and generally ſmaller. 

8. 3. The Mark, as well as other countries, is not throughout equal! 
fertile. Some tracts in it are very ſandy, notwithſtanding which theſe lands, 
when properly cultivated, yield rye, ſmall barley and oats in abundance, 
and the corn here is thinner ſhelled than that which grows in a fatter ſoil. 
The inhabitants know alſo how to employ theſe ſand-bottoms to advantage 
either in vineyards or gardens, or how to plant it with pine-trees, which thrive 
well in theſe parts. The Old and the Ucker-Mark, together with the 
Havelland, the Ruppin circle, and ſome others, but in particular the Bruch- 
dirfer on the Oder, have a very fruitful bottom, producing wheat, ſpelt and 
great barley in plenty. The Mark in general has, under the government 
of the great King Frederick William, and his ſtill greater ſon and ſucceſſor 
Frederick II. acquired a quite different form. Agriculture here is univer- 
{ally improved, large tracts of waſte land have been cultivated, ſuperfluous 
woods grubbed up, and in thoſe parts villages erected, as alſo deep and large 
moraſſes rendered dry and fraitful. Agriculture, however, is not the prin- 
cipal thing followed in the Mark; for, though on the one hand me corn 
is exported out of it into the dutchy of Luneburg and Hamburg, yet, on the 
other hand, it receives again the like quantity out of Pomerania and Sileſia. 
Potatoes are very plentiful at Teltow in the Middle-Mark, and at Freienſtein 
in the Prignitz are cultivated the ſmall fort of turneps, which are alſo ex- 
ported; in the circles of Zauch and Teltow is much millet, buck-wheat 
and flax; in the Ucker-Mark great quantities of good tobacco; in ſome 
tricts the herbs for dying, as crap, woad, and clary. The woods 
here are of great importance as they turniſh the inhabitants not only with 
fuel for domeſtic uſes but likewiſe for their glaſs and iron-houſes, charcoal, 
tar and weed-athes, large quantities of timber for houſe and ſhip-building, 
which is partly exported to Hamburg, Holland, France and other places ; 
and bring into this country yearly many tons of gold in return. Care alſo 
is taken to keep theſe woods, for the benefit of poſterity, in good condition: 
but its moſt important ſubſiſtance ariſes from the breeding of cattle, and in 
particular from the breed of ſheep, in as much as by means of their fine 
wool divers excellent woollen manufactories have been eſtabliſhed here. For 


the improvement alſo of their breed of theep, King Frederick II. has cauſed 
| | rams 
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rams to be imported from Spain and England. The culture likewiſe of 
ſilk is carried on here with good ſucceſs and is continually increaſing. The 
principal minerals in the Mark are a good clay and fine porcelain earth, as 
alſo all manner of colour-earths, together with alum near Freienwalde, ſalt- 
petre and amber, which are found in different places ; and iron-ſtone. Not 
far from Freienwalde lies the principal medicinal- ſpring in it. Of the ca- 
pital rivers of Germany two run through the Mark, namely, the Elbe and 
the Oder. The Elbe forms the eaſtern limits of the OA Mart, and thoſe 
of the weſtern the Prignitz, between both which countries it paſſes, after 
having quitted the dutchy of Magdeburg. Below Havelberg, and likewiſe 
over againſt Werben, it receives into it the Havel, which rites in the ſeig- 
niory of Stargard near the village of Klatzeburg, and below Spandau the 
Spree, as it comes from Luſatia; Doſſe which riſes between Metenburg and 
Pribor, not far from the village of Maſſau in the dutchy of Mecklenburg, and 
other {mall rivers. The Oder comes out of Sileſia, runs through the Neu- 
mark, receives into it the Marte as it comes out of Poland, into which, not 
far from Zantok, the Netze, which alſo iſſues out of Poland, pours itſelf ; 
and into this laſt the Drage, which ariſes in the Newmark. It likewiſe ſeparates 
the Neumark from the Middle and Ucker-Mar+k, and then enters into Po- 
merania, where are alſo formed many uſeful canals. That of Plauen ſhortens 
the water-paſſage between Berlin and Magdeburg by about one half, and 
was carried on, by order of King Frederick II. till finiſhed ; that is to ſay, 
from June 1, 1743, to June 5, 1745, under the direction of the engineer 
Mabijtre. It begins near Parei on the Elbe, interſets the He and the 
Stremme, having three ſluices on it which check the fall of the water out 
of the Elbe into the Havel, which is twenty-one feet in height, and pro- 
mote its paſſage z after which it paſſes on by Plauen into the Havel. 
This canal is 8655 perches, or four German miles and a quarter, in 
length, being beneath generally twenty-two ; above, that is to ſay, at the 
ſurface of the water, twenty- ſix, and in ſome places between forty and fifty, 
feet broad, with bridges laid over it at nine different places. The Spree and 
Oder are joined by means of a new canal which was ordered to be cut by 
the Elector Frederick William, and completed between the years 1662 and 
1668. This canal iſſues cut of the Spree into the lake near Aſulroſe in 
the Middle-Mark, and from thence runs partly along the Sch/ubbe, partly 
through it and into the Oder, being three German miles in length, five 
Rheinland perches broad and fix feet deep. The Havel and Oder are joined 
immediately by the canal of Finow. This canal begins at Liebenoalde in 
the Havel, paſſes on into the river Fino, or Finow, and below Lower- Fino 
runs into the Oder. King Frederick II. cauſed it to be completed between 
the years 1743 and 1746, and on it are thirteen ſluices. The Oger-canal 
runs out of the Oder from the village of Guftebreſe to the prefecturate of 
Neuenbagen, falling again near Jutzo, or about one German mile below

Oderberg into the Oder. This canal was opened in 1753. There are alſo 
divers inland lakes here, ſome of which, in the Mrdale-Mark, have a com- 
munication by means of canals and fluices, which are partly newly done 
and partly only enlarged. The Elbe and the Oder abound not ſo much in 
ih as the Huvel, the Spree and ſeveral leſſer rivers. Some lakes alſo have 
no great plenty of them, but others yield abundance of fiſh. 

$. 4. The countries of which the Mark conſiſts have been peopled by 
inhab:tants from various places. The moſt ancient of theſe whom we 
tnow with any degree of certainty are the Suevi, in particular that branch of 
them called the Semnones. The greateſt part too of the Wends emigratin 
in the fifth century, they ſettled here; but theſe laſt being gradually ſabdued 
by the Sax9s, moſt of them again retired. Albert the Bear invited new its 
inhabitants out of Holland, Seeland, Flanders, and other countries ſituate on 
the German-ſea, to come and ſettle here and in the neighbouring countries; 
and theſe were afterwards joined by others out of the adjacent Upper and 
Lower-Saxony, nay even out of diftant countries. During the thirty years 
war, and particularly in 1638 and 1639, the Mark was greatly thinned of 
inhabitants by the ſword, peſtilence and famine. The Elector Frederick 
William invited the French Refugees into his country and conferred upon 
them conſiderable privileges, which privileges were enlarged by King Fre- 
derick I. whereby many hundreds of families were prevailed upon to ſettle 
in the Mark. Alſo ſo late as ſince the year 1688, divers Lorrainers and 
Walloons (the greateſt part of the latter of whom had originally ſettled in the 
palatinate, for which reaſon they were called Palatines) as alſo Swiſs, Bo- 
hemians and Germans out of other countries were received into the Mart; 
and thereby the number of inhabitants in it became gradually greatly en- 
creaſed, inſomuch that, till the year 1756, they were eſtimated at about 
800,000 men. | 

In the whole Mark are reckoned one hundred and twenty towns, and - 
the number of villages in it appears to be above 2500. 

At ſuch times as in the name of the towns, and on public occaſions, affairs 
of general importance are to be diſcuſſed, confirmed and ſubſcribed, the 
head places of the Mark uſually obſerve the following order in giving their 
voices and likewiſe in their ſubſcriptions : viz. Brandenburg, Berlin, Koln, 
Stendal, Prenzl*v, Perleberg, Ruppin, Frankfurt and Kuſtrin, In other 
reſpecis the towns are divided into immediate and mediate ; the former of 
which are thoſe that ſtand immediately under the Sovereign and his high 
colleges, the latter ſuch as ſtand under ſovereign or noble prefecturates. 

Each Mark has its own province, which conſiſts of the nobility and the 
towns, and each province likewiſe have their director. The general province 
of the whole Mark of Brandenburg has its provincial-houſe in the Spandau- 


rect at Berlin, in which houſe it aſſembles. It has alſo its director and 


delegates in hides of land, houſe-taxes, delegates for the new beer-tax, 
perpetual 
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provincial treaſurer, ſecretary, receiver, exciſe-maſter and clerk. Whenever 
the nobility and towns are jointly obliged to raiſed collections, the nobility, 
by virtue of the receſs of 1643, contribute about 410 rixdollars to the 
1000, but the towns pay 590. The hereditary marſhals of the Mark of 
Brandenburg are the Ganſes, noble Lords of Putlitz; its hereditary cham- 
berlains, the Counts of Schwerin; its hereditary cup-bearers, the family of 
Hacken; its hereditary ſupreme purveyor, the family of Schulenburg; its 
hereditary ſewers, formerly the family of Hverbeck, but, in 1740, the Counts 
of Munchow obtained that office; its hereditary treaſurers, the family of 
Schenk ; and its hereditary rangers, that of Groben. | 

§. 5. The greateſt part of the inhabitants of the Mark profeſs themſelves 
of the Proteſtant Lutheran church, the preachers belonging to which are 
ranged under fixty-nine ſpiritual inſpections, and their heads partly ſtiled in- 
ſpectors and partly alſo provoſts. Not only the royal and electoral houſe, but 
likewiſe a conſiderable part of the inhabitants, profeſs themſelves of this 
church. The entertained, or refugee Bohemians, have their own peculiar 
mode of worſhip and are Reman-catholics. Every inhabitant here enjoys 
an unreſtrained liberty of conſcience. | 

$. 6. The fine and numerous manufactures and fabricks here, the 
greateſt part of which were introduced by the refugee French, and are to be 
found at Berlin and Pot/dam, make cloths and divers forts of woollen-ſtuffs, 
as, namely, camlets, calamanco's, ſtamine's, flannels, &c. filk-ſtuffs and 
velvets, tapeſtries, gold and filver-lace, leather, tobacco, ſugar, all manner 
of purified colour-earths, alum, faltpetre, gunpowder, divers forts of wares 
in wrought and caſt-iron and ſteel, braſs, arms, very large and excellent 
mirrours, a very fine and true ſort of porcelain, which exceeds even the 
Miſnian in whiteneſs, and other things. At Berlin are alſo excellent paint- 
ers, ſtatuaries and engravers. Admirable things are likewiſe performed 
here in the jewelling, goldſmiths and enamelling way ; and fine mathe- 
matical inſtruments made. The Berlin coaches are famous and in great 
eſteem every where. By means of thele ſeveral manufactures, fabricks and 
arts, a ſaving is made not only of large ſums of money, and the ſame kept 
in the country, but wares to the amount of many tons of gold are alſo ex- 
ported to other parts. By means too of the above-deſcribed (5. 3.) navi- 

ble rivers and canals, this trade is greatly promoted. 

$. 7. The ſciences are in high eſteem and much practiſed in the Mars, 
and for the advancement and promotion of them the common Latin ſchools, 
with the gymnaſia, the univerſity of Frankfurt on tbe Oder, and the academy 
of ſciences at Berlin, are of ule. 

$. 8. It has been already remarked above (in \. 4.) that in old times the 
Suewi, and in particular the Semnones, who were a branch of them, reſided 
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in this country; and that after their emigration, which happened in the fifth 
century, the Vends came here in their ſtead. To theſe principally belonged 
the Wilzi or Lutizi, who were rendered tributary by Charlemagne ; but they 
retained nevertheleſs their King, and, towards the cloſe of the ninth cen- 
tury, again regained their liberty. King Henry I. and the Emperor Otto 
the Great, had, in the tenth century, many negotiations with the end.. 
Under the latter they bound themſelves, indeed, not only to pay tribute 
but alſo to receive Chriſtianity ; and for the propagation of it the Emperor 
founded here the biſhoprics of Brandenburg and Havelberg ; but neither 
their tribute nor their Chr:i/tranity was of any long continuance, for which 
reaſon the wars betwixt the Germans and the Vends were carried on with va- 
rious ſucceſs. The preſent Old-Mark, however, which was a part of Saxony, 
had, from the time of Charlemagne, its own Counts, of whom Theodorick 
was the firſt. Concerning this Prince we know for certain that, about 
the year 974, he enjoyed the title of a Marggrave : but this marggravate, 
which was erected againſt the Wends who dwelt on the Baltick, is, with 
reſpect to the eaſtern marggravate, which was erected in Meiſſen, tiled 
the Nertbern, and from the capital feat of its Marggraves, the marggravate 
of Selrwwedel. In 1056 too it came to the family of the Counts of Stade, 
together with the marggravate of that name. Lather Udo I. was the firſt 
Marggrave of the houſe of Stade. He was ſucceeded by his ſon Uds I. 
and this laſt ſucceſſively by his ſons Henry the Long and Luther Uds II. 
Henry, fon to the latter, was, during his minority, namely, until the year 

1114, under the tutelage of Rudolph his father's brother, whoſe fon, Udo II. 
ſucceeded him alſo in the marggraval dignity, but was depoſed by the Em- 
peror Letharius and the marggravate conferred on Conrad of Plotzkau, and 
after his death, in 1135, on Albert the Bear, whoſe father, Otto, was of 
the Aſcanizn line, and his mother, E:r/ika, daughter to Duke Magnus of 
Saxony, and the laſt of the Billung race. This Marggrave Albert the 
Wendjh, was, by King Pr:ibizlaus, who had no children of his own, ap- 
pointed heir to all his lands between the Elbe and the Oder, or, in other 
words, to the preſent M:ddle-Mark, Prignitz and the Ucker-Mark ; all 
which this Marggrave Albert thus brought firit to the German Empire, and 
was the firſt likewiſe who from the town of Brandenburg ſtiled himſelf a 
Marggrave thereof. By bringing under his ſubjection the Wends, as alſo by 
the propagation of Chrri/tzanity, the introduction of divers of the Netherland 
and German nobility, the building of a. greater number of towns and the 
encouragement of handicraftſmen, this Prince gave the Mark quite a dif- 
terent and more improved form. To him ſucceeded, in 1170, his fon 
Otto l. who annexed the arch-chamberlainthip and the electoral dignity to 
the Mark ot Brandenburg. His grandſons, Jan and Otto III. brought the 
Ccker-Mark to their family, of which Mark the Dukes of Pomerania, 
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in the days of Albert the Bear had made themſelves maſters, together with 
a conſiderable part of the Neumark and Lebus. 

Theſe Princes governed at firſt in common, but in 1262 they ſhared 
the countries among them, and each of them founded a ſeparate line, 
namely, Jobn the elder line, and Otte III the younger. Henry, who died 
in 1320, was the laſt Marggrave of Brandenburg of the Aſcanian race. 
Upon his death the Emperor Lewis of Bavaria conterred the Mark, with the 
approbation of the States of the Empire on his ſon Lewis the Elder, who was 
at that time under-age, but this Prince afterwards ceded it to his brothers 
Lewis the Reman and Otto, who in 1356 were alſo inveſted therewith by 
the Emperor Charles IV. Otto led an irregular life, and fell at variance 
with his father-in-Law the Emperor Charles IV. to whom in 1373 he was 
obliged to cede the Mark of Brandenburg in lieu of a debt of 200,900 
dollars, which had never been diſcharged. The Emperor cauſed homage 
to be paid by the Mar# to his fon Wenzel, but the latter arriving in 1378 to 
be King of Bobemia, he ceded the Mart to his brother Sigiſmund, who in 
1388 mortgaged it to 7%, Marggrave of Moravia, for the ſum of 20,000 
Bobemian guldens, and this laſt again to William, Marggrave of Miſaia. 
The Neumark was mortgaged by the Emperor Sigiſmund in the year 
1402 to the Teutonick order in Pruſſia. After the death of the Marggrave 
Feobſt the Mark of Brandenburg reverted in 1411 to the Emperor Sigiſmund, 
who in the very ſame year ceded it again by way of mortgage to Frederick V. 
(or VI.) Burggrave of Nurnberg, and in 1415, hereditarily and in property 
with all its appurtenances, to the electorate and the arch-chamberlain's office. 
Of this Burggrave and new Elector, as alſo of his anceſtors, we have 
treated above in the circle of Franconia under the articles Culmbach and 
Onolzbach, in p.412, 493. His eldeſt ſon, the Marggrave Jobn, reſigned the 
electorate to his brother Frederick. This Elector, namely Frederick II. 
made a ſtipulation in 1442 with the Dukes of Mecklenburg, by virtue of 
which on the total extinction of the ducal male-line of Mecklenburg, all the 
{aid Dukes territories fall to the electoral houſe of Brandenburg; tor which 
reaſon the Mecklenburg ſubjects alſo ought to pay homage to our Elector 
and his heirs. In 1455 Frederick purchaſed the Neumark of the Teutomick 
order; and in 1469 ceded the electorate to his brother the Marggrave A.- 
bert, who for his bravery was ſtiled both the German Achilles and Ulyſſes. 
The latter was alſo poſſeſſed of the Franconian principalities of Culmbach 
and One/zbach, which he bequeathed to his two younger ſons, but left the 
electorate of Brandenburg to the eldeſt fon, Jabn the Great, who accord- 
ingly took poſſeſſion of it in 1486. To him ſucceeded in 1499 his fon 
Jobn Joachim I. who in 1 524 ſeized as ſuperior the vacant county of Ruppin, 
and died in 1535. Under the fon and ſucceſſor of the laſt in the electorate, 
namely Joachim II. and his brother, Jeb of Kuſftrin, the Reformation in 
the Mark was undertaken with much prudence. The Elector Jabn George, 
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ſon to the ſormer, ſucceeded in the government. This Prince again united 
the province of the Neumark with the other provincial eſtates, and obtained 
likewiſe of Poland the coinveſtiture of Praia. His grandſon and ſucceeding 
Elector, namely, Joln Sigiſmund, was married in 1594 to Anna eldeſt 
daughter to Duke Albert Frederick of Pruſſia, and this Princets in right of 
her mother, Maria Eleonora, was next heireſs to the countries of Yu 
liers, Cleve, and the Berg. The Elector Jobn Sigi/mund died in 1598, and 
had for his ſon and ſucceſſor Jaacbim Frederick, who thoroughly united the 
biſhoprics of Brandenburg, Havelberg, and Lebus, with the electorate. By 
virtue of the ſtipulation concluded in 1598, at Gera, with his couſin the 
Marggrave George Frederick, he eſtabliſhed the right of primogenitureſhip, 
together with the indiviſtbility or non-diſmembering of the Mark and its 
acquiſitions for ever in his houſe. This ſtipulation was confirmed in 1599 
at Magdeburg, as allo in 1603 at Onolzbach, and eſtabliſhed as a funda- 
mental law of the houſe of Brandenburg. The laſt of theſe ratifications 
ve occaſion to the devolution or ſucceſſion of the Franconian principalitics 
ot Culmbach and Onolæbach which happened in the fame year, which the 
Elector gave up to his brothers the Marggraves Chri/tian and Joachim Er- 
ne/t, and their poſterity, but the Newmark remained ſtill to the electorſhip. 
The Elector alſo took upon himſelf the tutelage of his infirm couſin, Duke 
Albert Frederick of Pruſſia, and to his fon Jebn George reſigned the dutchy 
of Jogerndorf in Sileſia. He died in 1608. His ſon and ſucceſſor Tobn 
Sigiſmund, inherited in 1609 the important countries of the laſt Duke of 
Fuliers, Jaln William ; but the Pfalzgrave of Neuburg, by name Wolfgang 
Willam, likewiſe took poſſeſſion of a part thereof. In 1611 this 
Prince alſo obtained in Poland the inveſtiture of the dutchy of Pruſſia. 
In 1614 he went over, together with his whole houſe to the Calvini 
church, and died in 1619. To him ſucceeded his fon George William, 
whole government was very unfortunate ; but on the other hand the fon 
of this laſt, namely, the Elector Frederick William the Great again re- 
trieved the deſolate ſtate of his countries, entered into a ſtipulation with 
the Pfalzgrave of Neuburg on account of the Juliers ſucceſſion, and by 
virtue of the peace of }/e/?phalia had annexed to himſelf the greateſt part of 
the farther Pomerania, as alſo the archbiſhopric of Magdeburg, which he 
erected into a dutchy, together with the biſhoprics of Halberſtadt, Minden, 
and Camin as principalities. In 1657 too he concluded the Bamberg ſtipu- 
lation with the crown of Poland, by virtue of which Pruſſia was admitted 
to be a ſovereign dutchy. In 1668 he took poſſeſſion likewiſe of the caſtelany 
of Draheim, and in 1671 of the county of Regenſtein. His ſon, the Elector 
Frederick III. purchaſed in 1696 of the Elector of Saxony the hereditary 
vogtey and all other rights over the town and abbey of Quedlinburg, toge- 
ther with the Imperial vogtey and bailiff- prefecturate of the town of 
Nordbauſen, as allo the prefecturate of Pererſberg, not far from Halle. In 
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1699 he took poſſeſſion of the county of Hobenſtein. In 1701 he raiſed his 
dutchy of Pruſſia to a kingdom, and himſelf to the regal dignity. As King 
he is ſtiled Frederick I. In 1702 he obtained of the Emperor the privile- 


gium de non appellando for all his royal countries, and upon this erected the 


high tribunal at Ber/in. In 1707 he brought to his family the county of 
Tecklenburg, together with the ſovereign principality of Neufchate! and 
Valengin. This Prince died in 1713. To him ſucceeded his ſon Frederick 
William, who in 1713 obtained by the peace of Utrecht a part of the 
dutchy of Gelders, and in 1720, by virtue of the peace with Sweden, Stettin 
in Pomerania, together with the diſtrict between the Oder and the Peene, as 
alſo the iſlands of Uſedem and Molin. In 1732 he likewiſe brought the 
diſpute on account of the Orange ſucceſſion to an advantageous concluſion. 
He drew alſo many thouſands of new inhabitants into his country, and in 
particular of rich Pruſſians; raiſed the manufactures and commerce to a 
flouriſhing ſtate, improved the policy, diſtribution of juſtice, and revenues 
of his kingdom, endeavoured to promote the knowledge of the Chriſtian 
doctrine for the practice of godlineſs, maintained a ſtrong and very well 
diſciplined army, and accumulated, notwithſtanding, a very conſiderable 
treaſure. He died in 1740. To him ſucceeded his fon Frederick II. who 
in 1740 began to ſupport the rights of his houfe to the S:/efiar: princi- 
palities of Fagerndorf, Lignitz, Brieg and Molau, as alſo to the ſeigniories 
and diſtricts of Beuthen, Liebſchutz, Tarnowitz and Oderberg by a brave 
army; and by the preliminaries of the peace of Breſſaw, and the treaty of 
peace which enſued thereon at Berlin in 1742, as alſo by the ſtipulation of 
peace, reconciliation and friendſhip entered into at Dreſden in 1745, ob- 
rained all the Lower, together with the greateſt part of Upper Sileſia and 
the county of G/atz, with full ſovereignty and independency of the crown 
of Bohemia. In 1744 too he took poſſeſſion of Eaft- Frieſeland, but on the 
other hand in 1754 diſpoſed of all the ſeigniories, domains, countries, Ec. 
ſituate in the province of Holland, and ariſing from the Orange ſucceſſion, to 
the hereditary Stadtholder of the United Netherlands. The qualifications and 
feats of this King are remarkably great. Under his government the Maræ 
of Brandenburg has been ſtill better cultivated, and the manufactures, fa- 
brics and commerce in the royal and electoral countries raiſed to a great 
perfection; the policy and diſtribution of juſtice conſiderably improved, and 
the army brought to an aſtoniſhing and alarming degree of greatneſs and 
excellency. 

$. 9. The royal and electoral title runs thus: ig. Frederick, King in 
Pruſſia, Marggrave of Brandenburg, of the Holy Roman Empire Arch- 
Chamberlain and Elefor, Sovereign and Supreme Duke of Sileſia, Scverei gu 
Prince of Orange, Neufchatel and Valengin ; of the county of Glatz, 
Gelders, Magdeburg, Cleve, Juliers, the Berg, Stettin, Pomerania, be 
Caſſubi and Wends, Mecklenburg and Croſſen Duke; Burggrave of 
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Nurnberg; Prince of Halberſtadt, Minden, Camin, Wenden, Schwerin, 
Ratzeburg, Eaſt-Frieſeland and Mors; Count of Hohenzollern, Ruppin, 
the Mark, Ravenſberg, Hohenſtein, Tecklenburg, Schwerin, Lingen, 
Buren and Leerdam ; Lord of Ravenſtein, the countries of Roſtock, Star- 
gard, Lauenburg, Butow, Arlay, and Breda; Tc. 

The arms on account of Pruf/ia are a crowned eagle ſable, with trefoil- 
ſtalks Or on the wings, and the letters F. R. on the breaſt in a field argent; 
on account of the Mark of Brandenburg an eagle gules, weaponed Or, with 
trefoil-ſtalks of the ſame on the wings, in a field argent; on account of the 
arch-chamberlain's office, a ſcepter placed palewiſe in a field azure ; on ac- 
count of the dutchy of Geneva, a cheſs-table divided into five fields Or 
and four azure; on account of Orange, a belt Or with a blue hunting- 
horn; on account of Nerfchatel, a pale gulrs beſet with three chevrons ar- 
gent in a field Or; on account of Magdeburg a ſhield divided gules and ar- 
gent ; on account of Cleve, eight ſceptres Or, in a field purple (or accord- 
ing to others) united in a ſmall ſhield argent, in which is ſeen a round

% 10. The Elector of Brandenburg is poſſeſſed among the Electors in 
general of the ſeventh place, and among the temporal ones in particular of 
the fourth. As arch-chamberlain of the holy Reman Empire, he carries the 
ſcepter before the Emperor, and ſerves him in a filver hand-bowl with the 
water for waſhing his hands. His hereditary-chamberlain is the Prince 
of Hohenzollern, ſee above p. 225. His electoral evaluation amounts to 
ſixty horſe and two hundred and ſeventy-ſeven foot, or 1828 florins. The 
biſhoprics of Brandenburg, Havelberg and Lebus he exempts fine onere. 
To each chamber-term he pays eight hundred and eleven rix-dollars, fifty- 
eight kruitzers and a half. In the council of the Princes of the Empire 
the Elector of Brandenburg has hitherto enjoyed five voices. 

$. 11. Of the Pruſſian order of Knights of the Black Eagle, which King 
Frederick I. inſtituted in memory of the great ſolemnity held on occaſion 
of placing the royal crown upon his head, an account is to be found 
under the kingdom of Prufia. And in the ſame place likewiſe mention 
has been made of the order of Knights Pour le merite, which was inſtituted by 
King Frederick II. ſoon after his entrance upon the government. Its ſym- 
bol is a croſs placed on a ſtar of eight points enamelled blue and gold, 
and in its upper-moſt corner is to be ſeen the letter F with a royal crown 
over it, and in the three other corners, the words Pour le merite in golden 
letters. In the four corners of the croſs are four golden eagles diſplayed. 
The Knights wear this ſymbol of their order pendant at their breaſts on a 
black ribbon about two fingers in breadth, with two ſmall filver borders 
running round the neck. 
$.12. At Berlin are the og high and principal colleges : viz. 
1. The privy State-council, which aſſembles once a week. In this council 
all the members of the actual privy miniſters of State and war, as alſo thoſe 
who are in the provinces, when they come to Berlin, have both ſeat and 
voice. In it too are propoſed matters of grace, as alſo other important mat- 
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ters juſticiary and criminal, and the falling or vacant inveſtitures conferred, 
thote of the Sileſian Princes excepted, who are inveſted by the King himſelf 
from the throne. 2. The cabinet-miniſtry, which looks to foreign State affairs 
and conſiſts of the privy miniſters of State, war and the cabinet. It is divided 
into two departments, of which one attends only to German State affairs or 
concerns of the Empire. King Frederick William erected this miniſtry in 
1733. 3. The general ſupreme directory of the finances, war and domains, 
the plan of which was formded by King Frederick William, in 1723, at 
the hunting-palace of Schonebeck, and actually opened in the beginning of 
the year 1724. Its office is to look to all the finance and domain affairs 
throughout the whole of the royal and electoral countries, whence alſo all 
war and domain chambers therein are of courſe under it. The King him- 
ſelf is preſident, and the heads of the fix departments belonging thereto, 
who have certain privy finance-counſellors under them, are actual privy 
State and war miniſters, and act as vice-prelidents and direCting miniſters 
at the general ſupreme directory of the finances, war and domains. Under 
the firſt department ſtand Pruſſia, Lithuania, Pomerania and the Neu- 
mark; under the ſecond, the electoral Mark of Brandenburg, Magdeburs 
and affairs relative to the duties on ſalt; under the third, Cleve, Gelders, 
Mrs, Eaſt-Frieſeland, Neufchatel, the Orange ſucceflion and the affairs of 
the invalids ; under the fourth, Halbenladt, Minden; Ravensberg, Lingen 
and Tecklenhurg ; the fifth takes cognizance of matters of commerce, ma- 
nufactures and fabricks ; and the ſixth of the magazines, proviſions, march- 
ing, quartering, ſaltpetre and ſervice matters. The head of the poſt-office 
for the improvement of the roads, and likewiſe the director of the province 
of the electoral Mark, both of whom are alſo actual privy State and war 
miaiſters, and likewiſe vice-preſidents of the general directory, act in concert 
with the ſame, and indeed the former of them with all the departments, 
but the other with the ſecond. 4. The ſpiritual department, which takes 
care of church, univerfity-ſchool-matters and affairs relative to the poor, 
and has for its head an aQual privy State and war miniſter. 5. The general 
poſt- office, which provides for the poſt- matters and every thing elſe that has 
relation thereto throughout the whole of the royal and electoral countries, 
Sileſia excepted. 6. The ſupreme court, or tribunal of appeals, which is 
the higheſt juſticiary college in all the royal and electoral countries, and to 
which the appeals from the ſeveral regencies or governments lie. 7. The 
chamber-court, which decides in all proceſs matters throughout the elec- 
toral Mark, and conſiſts of two ſenates. The chief preſident thereof and 
likewiſe of the tribunal, is the great chancellor for the time being. 8. The 
war and domain-chamber of the electoral Mark, which looks to the farm- 
ing out of the royal prefecturates and mills, as alſo to the finances and do- 
mains, and in general to all matters which regard the royal revenues ariſing 
trom the electoral Mark of Brandenburg. q. The ſupreme war and do-- 
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main- chamber of accompts, which inſpects the accompts of the ſeveral 
caſh-officers in the royal and electoral countries, and diſcharges the accompt- 
ants. King Frederick Milliam erected this chamber in 1723, and in 1743 
the two departments of which it at firſt conſiſted were united. 10. The 
ſupreme Lutheran conſiſtory, which was erected in 1750, and is employed 
in filling up the places of preachers and ſchoolmaſters, as alſo in the exami- 
nation of ſuch as are propoſed as candidates for that purpoſe. This conſiſtory 
is likewiſe conſulted on the filling up of the theological chairs at the royal 
univerſities. 11. The direftory of the Calviniſt church, which was 
founded in 1713, and takes cognizance of the concerns of the ſeveral Cal- 
viniſt churches in the royal countries. 12. The war- conſiſtory. 13. The 
pupil college of the electoral Mark, which being appointed for the tutelage 
of minors, audits their accompts and provides for the ſecure lodgment of 
their capitals. 14. The ſupreme medicinal college, which obtained this 
title in 1725. 15. The ſupreme mine-office, which was erected in 1705. 
16. The general provition-office. 17. The general falt-cheſt and falt- 
factory. The French nation have an upper and under judicatory of their 
own, as alſo their own reviſion-tribunal, ſupreme conſiſtory and ſupreme 
directory, which is ftiled the Confer] Frangots. 

$. 13. With reſpect to affairs of police, the ſeveral towns here ſtand un- 
der the tax-councils, of which there are in general ten throughout the 
whole Mark; and the flat country under its provincial-councils, but theſe laſt 
again under the war and domain-chambers. | | | 

$. 14. The ſources of the royal revenues arifing from the Mar# are, The 
royal domain-office, together with the foreſts, poſts, mines, mints, ſalt- 
offices, charges, ftamp-paper, ſtamped cards, ſervice, excife, impoſts upon 
beer and grinding, or the buſhel-tax, the war and grinding meaſure, tolls, 
protection- money paid by the Jews, the contribution, or tax on hides, of 
land and houſes, and the new beer money. Theſe ſeveral revenues are col- 
lected into different cheſts; as, namely, into thoſe of the exchequer, or 
domain-cheſt, the general poſt-cheſt, general ſalt-cheſt, charge-cheſt, 
ſervice-cheſt, upper tax-cheſt, and, laſtly, likewiſe into the general domain 
and general war-cheſts. The ſum total of the yearly revenues ariſing from 
the Mark are eſtimated at about two millions and a half of crowns. 

$. 15. In the Mark are ſtationed a conſiderable part of the Priſſian 
troops in time of peace, and therein in particular at Berlin, as ſhall be 
ſhewn below under the deſcription of that royal city ; bat for the whole of 
the Pruſſian troops the ſubjvined remark is to be conſulted. 

. 16. The Mart of Brandenburg is divided, in general, into the electoral 

and New-Marks. The electoral Mark comprizes in it the Old-Mark, the 
Prignitz, the Middle-Mark and the Ucker-Mark. Theſe Marks, or pro- 


vinces, are again divided into circles, and over each is placed a land- council. 
Remark: 
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Remark on the power of the royal Pruſſian houſe under King Frederick II. 


The power of the royal Pruſſian and electoral Brandenburg houſe, has 
riſen, under King Frederick II. to a height which has attracted the aſtoniſh- 
ment and attention of all Europe, This power is not ſo much founded on 
its extent of territory; for, compared with ſeveral other Eurcpean States, it 
is but ſmall ; but on its excellent internal conſtitution, as well as on the 
great inſight of its governor into the connection of the different parts of 
the body politic, and likewiſe on his own wife and indefatigable paternal at- 
tention to the government of the State, 

The whole of the countries and States of this royal and eleQoral houſe, 
as poſſeſſed by King Frederick II. after the peace of Dreſden in 1745, 
amount at moſt to about 3000 geographical ſquare miles, and contain in 
them nearly five hundred towns. In the fix years laſt paſt, that is to ſay, 
from the year 1750 to 1756, there are, as I am well informed from an 
account communicated to me by one of my colleagues, throughout the 
whole of theſe countries, one year with another, 1,66, 567 perſons baptized, 


and about 1,25,348 deaths. In order to find out the number of inhabi- 


tants here, which ſome eſtimate at five millions, the laſt of theſe ſums is 
to be multiplied by thirty-eight. The whole of the- royal yearly revenues 
are rated at near twenty millions of dollars. The contributions of the ſeveral 


ſubjects here are fixed once for all, and at no time, not even in the moſt 


difficult conjunctures of war, are afterwards either raiſed or renewed. Ac- 
cording to the complete liſt of the royal Pruſſian army, which was printed 
in 1753 at Amſterdam, with amendments, it conſiſted at that time of 
1,46,257 men, which in time of peace requires the ſum of 10,932,960 
dollars for their yearly maintenance, excluſive of the charges of mounting 
and remounting, quartering and levying, which may ariſe to about one 
fourth more: ſo that thus the ſum total of the money required for their 
maintenance one year amounts nearly to fourteen millions of dollars. The 
diſcipline of theſe troops, as well as their expertneſs at their exerciſe is not 
to be equalled ; and they are always kept conſtantly complete as well as in 
perpetual readineſs to march. For their ſubſiſtance, the ſeveral royal and 
electoral countries are divided into cantons or ſmaller circles, out of which 
cantons, each regiment, nay even each company, has a ſeparate one to 
itſelf, and out of theſe its recruits are to be drawn; for which reaſon the 
ſeveral regiments are always quartered upon ſuch, or at leaſt not far from, 
thoſe cantons out of which they draw their recruits, In times of peace, 
however, the greater part of theſe recruits are hired for money out of the 
country ; and ſuch as are levied from among the cantons in the country 
have yearly nine or ten months furlows granted them in order to enable 


them 
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them to carry on their buſineſs either as burghers or peaſants. The above- 
mentioned army has conſiſted of 10340 cuirafſiers, 11938 dragoons, 10116 


huſſars and 1,13,556 foot; among which were 4423 ſuperior officers and 


10040 inferior ones. A regiment of cuiraſſiers conſiſts of five ſquadrons, 
a regiment of dragoons of ten, and a regiment of huſſars of the like num- 
ber. A ſquadron again of the two firſt contains one hundred and fixty-fix 
men, and a ſquadron of the laſt one hundred and fourteen complete. A 
regiment of foot conſiſts uſually of two battalions, each of which comprizes 
in it fix companies, that is to ſay, one of grenadiers and five of muſquetiers, 
Two of the Pruſſian regiments, however, conſiſt of three battalions ; 
namely, the regiment of the guards and that of Anhalt-Defſſau. A field- 
battalion contains in it eight hundred and fixty-four, and a garriſon-batta- 
lion ſeven hundred and twenty.

I. The OL D- MARK. 


§. 1. HIS Mark is divided, towards the eaſt, by the Elbe, from the 
Prignitz and the dutchy of Magdeburg, being terminated alſo by 
the latter to the ſouth and in part likewiſe to the weſt, but in other parts 
by the dutchy of Luneburg, with which, in 1691 and 1692, a boundary receſs 
was concluded. It was formerly larger than at preſent, divers places having. 
belonged thereto which are now partly annexed to the dutchy of Lune- 
burg, and partly alſo to the once archbiſhopric, but at preſent to the dutchy,, 
of Magdeburg. Its extent now, from eaſt to weſt, or from Merben on the 
Elbe to the cloyſter of Dieſtor, amounts to nine German miles; and from. 
north to ſouth, that is, from the village of Streſow near Snackenburg to 
Ur/leben near Erxleben, to eleven, 
$. 2. It was anciently a part of Saxony, and therein of Eaſipbalia, or 
Eaſt-Saxony. In the eleventh, twelfth and thirteenth centuries, it was 
either ſimply called the Marꝭ, or the Norib-Mark ; but in a couple of re- 
cords bearing date in 1196 and 1197, Ducatus Tranſalbinus ; and in the 
provincial receſſes of the Mark, the country beyond the Eibe; and laſt of all the 
Old-Mark. The laſt of theſe names was firit given it after the year 1325, 
at which time Duke Otto the Liberal, of Brunſwick, who had obtained 
this country by his marriage with his conſort Agnes, widow to the Marg- 
grave Waldemar, the laſt of the Aſcanian race, to whom it was bequeathed 
as a jointure, ſtiled himſelf Lord of the O/d-Mark, in order thereby to di- 
5 5 ſtinguiſh 
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Kinguiſh it from the Mark which the Marggraves of the houſe of Bavaria 
were poſſeſſed of. The faid Duke Orto had, indeed, ſo early as the year 
1323, ceded up his rights in the Mark of Brandenburg to the Emperor 
Lewis IV. but it appears, that this ſtipulation only regarded the ſucceſſion 
to it after his death; at leaſt Duke O7 ſtill, that is to ſay, after that time, 
governed the country; and it was, in the year 1343, that the Ol/d-Mark 
was firſt fully ceded to the houſe of Bavaria; for which ceſſion he was 
promiſed the ſum of 3450 marks of filver, the laſt payment of which was 
not made to the Dukes Magnus and Erneſt till 1348. 

$. 3. This country, indeed does not enjoy in all parts a fat and clay land, 
but up and down has alſo ſandy or ſtony bottoms : though in general it 
may be tiled a fertile country; particularly fince the time in which under 
the government of King Theodorick Milliam conſiderable tracts of morally 
and waſte grounds have been cultivated ; as for inſtance near Senda! and 
Flechtingen, together with the Seli/chebruch near Oftingerſleben, the prefec- 
turate of Burg/ta/l and Neuendorf, and certain tracts alſo near Dalen, Injel, 
Schwarzloſen, Vehten, Deez, the Horſt, and Kriegholz near Bomezien, oge- 
ther with the tract formed by the conſtruction of a dam one hundred and 
four perches in length, and eighteen broad, as alſo thoſe of the two nine 
feet wide ditches near Great-Garz, and the farms formed by the help of 
dykes which have been eſtabliſhed at Iden by the family of Kannenberg. 
By theſe means their paſturage, and thus of courſe their brerd of cattle here, 
is conſiderably improved. Potatoes were firſt cultivated in this province of 
the electoral Mark, and from thence diſſeminated into the other provinces. 
Near Luderitz, Vehten, Uchdorf, and in particular near L:ttle-Schwarzloſen 
in the prefecturate of Borgſlall the ſmall turnep grows in plenty. The 
herb too for dying called ſaw-wort is gathered and exported from hence 
in great abundance, 

§. 4. The above deſcribed improvement of the ſoil of this Mark has 
alſo promoted the encreaſe of its villages and inhabitants. At preſent there 
are computed in it fourteen petty towns, together with five hundred and 
ſixty-four villages, ten manors, ten ſheep-folds, eight mills, and fifteen 
fingle farms. Of noble families who have ſettled in it here are ſixty-ſix, 
and the greateſt part of the eſtates here are in the hands of the Lords of 
Alvenſleten, Schulenburg, Jagow, Putlitz, Biſmark, Luderitz, Teetz, and 
Kannenberg. 

$. 5. The ſupreme tribunal of the Old- Marꝭ lies at Stendal, and the 
Por captain in it is preſident of the ſame. The provincial directory 

re conſiſts of the provincial director aſſiſted by a certain number of pro- 
vincial counſellors and the provincial receivers. Under them ſtand the pro- 
vincial ridings, according to which the taxes or contributions are laid. 

$. 6. What Enzelt, Henareich, and others have written concerning the 
tour parts, into which the Ola- Mart was formerly divided, is without 


foundation. 
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foundation. They call them the Balſamerland, the Tangerland, the Sen- 
land, and the land of Zermund. Counſellor Lenz in his Grafen Saal, 
224, ſeq. tells us that the north part of the Old- Mart, or the Balſamer- 
nd, which was fituate between the Eibe, the Aland, the Bieſe, and a part 

alſo of the Uchte had its name from the rivulet of Balſam, which falls into 
the Ucht, and comprized in it Arneburg, Seebauſen, and Werben, being 
alſo called the Miſche; but the ſouth part conſtituted the Saxon ſhare of 
the Mar/inerland, the latter of which was bounded to the north by the 
Balſamerland, to the eaſt by the Elbe, to the ſouth by the territory of Mag- 
deburg and the Obre; and by the Milde, Bieſe, and Uchte, as far as to Sten- 
dal to the welt, and conſequently contained in it Tangermund, and Gar- 
delegen, together with the prefecturates of Burſtall, Calbe, and the county 
of Ofterburg. 

$. 7. We ſhall deſcribe 

I. The ſeven immediate towns in their order. Among theſe is 

I. Stendal, formerly called alſo Steindal, the head-town of the Old- 
Mark, lying on the Uchte in a level ſurrounded on all ſides by mountains, 
and which ſince the year 1712, but more particularly between the years 
1720 and 1740 has encreaſed in buildings and inhabitants. This town 
bears the directorium among the ſeveral towns of the Old- Mart, and is 
the ſeat alſo of the ſupreme tribunal therein, and likewiſe of a ſpiritual 
inſpection. It is divided into four pariſhes, and thus contains in it four 
principal churches, among which is the cathedral church of St. Nzcholas. 
At this place allo lies the general ſuperintendency of the Ola- Mark and the 
Prignitz. This foundation was firſt erected by the Marggrave Henry in the 
year 1188, and ſtood immediately under the papal chair. It conſiſted of 
a provoſt, a dean, and ſome canons. In 1551 it was made a donation of 
together with all its revenues to the univerſity of Frankfurt on the Oder. 
The town-ſchool here was placed in what was once a Franciſcan monaſtery. 
The cloyſter of St. Catherine was formerly ſupplied with Benedictine Nuns, 
and that of St. Anne, with nuns of the order of St. Francis. After the in- 
troduction of the Reformation theſe cloyſters tis true were ſtill preſerved, 
but came over to the Proteſtant religion, and over each of them was ſet a 
Domina. The refugee French have introduced divers manufactures into it. 
They have here likewiſe a tribunal of their own. Anciently there were great 
numbers of clothiers at this place. The Marggrave Albert the Bear railed it 
about the year 1151 from a village to a town. Formerly alſo it belonged 
to the Hanſe. In 1595, 1680, and 1687 it ſuffered greatly by fire. 

The magiſtracy of this place is poſſeſſed in the village of Hemert of three 
noble eſtates, together with one half of the upper and lower juriſdiction, 
as alſo of the right of patronage, and likewiſe of the village of Belkens, to- 
gether with the upper and lower juriſdiction and the right of patronage over 
the ſame. | 
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From this town a circle and provincial riding-houſe are denominated. 


2, Salzwwedel, in the moſt ancient records called Saltsvedele, Saltwidele, - 


and Saltwedel, and in the thirteenth century alſo So/fwedel, and laſtly Salz- 
zwedel, a town, ſeated on the Teeze, and lying in a low and moraſly 
tract, whence alſo, according to Mr. P. V. Gerken's conjecture, its name 
denotes a citadel or town built in a ſwampy ſoil. It conſiſts of the old and 
new town, each of which has its own ſeparate limits, gates, ſtreets, 
churches, ſchools, and magiſtracy. In the old town ſtands the church of 
St. Mary, at which formerly was a provoſtſhip, but at preſent is the ſu- 
perintendency of the ſpiritual inſpection of Sa/zwede/. The two churches 
of both the cloyſters, which formerly ſtood here, are ſtill in good condi- 
tion. The ſchools of the old and new town were, in 1744, united into 
one, which is kept in the former. The church belonging to the ancient 
Franciſcan cloyſter which ſtood here is likewite ſtill in a good condition. 
The old fort is the hereditary inheritance of the family of Reel. The prin- 
cipal ſubſiſtence of the inhabitants conſiſts in the brewing of beer, as alſo 
in the making of cloth, and the manufactures of ſerge, freeze, and ſtock- 
ings, together with thoſe of ſeveral handicrafts which have ſet up here. 
Linens too of various ſorts, patterns and colours for clothing are made at 
this place; and a briſk trade is carried on therein. In 1535, 1595, 1630, 
and 1705, this town ſuſtained great damage by fire. The ſuburbs called 


 Bockhorn lie to the welt of it. On the new town the Marggrave John and 


Otto conferred, in 1247, town-privileges equal to thoſe of the old town of 
Salzxvedel, as alſo other immunities and rights. It is ſeparated by a branch 
of the Jeege from the latter, and contains in it one parochial and one 
hoſpital-church. | 

Salzwvedel was formerly reckoned among the Hanſe-towns. Whether 
the ancient Marggraves had their feat in the old town of Salswedel 
and therein in what is called the Burg or fort, or at one German mile diſ- 
tance therefrom in the village of Ol Salzwedel, wherein is ſtill a wall 
which appears to have belonged to a fort, is uncertain. With reſpect to 
other matters we find not in the oldeſt records and archives of the town 
any more than in the ancient hiſtorians the leaſt traces, that either in 
or about this place ſalt was formerly made, or at leaſt that there were ſalt- 
ſprings here. Therefore the name cannot be derived therefrom, notwith- 
ſtanding that towards the cloſe of the ſeventeenth century were diſcovered 
before the Luchau gate, not far from what is called the Hoterſburg, on the 
borders of Lumeburg, in a tract abounding with ſalt- petre, tome traces of ſalt- 
ſprings, and that for trial thereof (but which muſt needs have ſucceeded very 
differently) ſalt was made here. A circle and provincial riding are both 
denominated from this place. 

3. Gardelegen, or Gardeleben, a town, ſeated on the Milde, and contain- 
ing in it two churches, together with four hoſpitals, two of which alſo have 
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churches belonging to them, a ſpiritual inſpection, a Latin ſchool, and a 
manufacture of cloth. In the year 1306 this place was wholly burnt down. 
In 1658, 1667, and 1685 it alſo ſuffered great damages by fires, and in 
1757 very ſevere exactions by the French. At Gardelegen anciently reſided 
certain marggraval Princes, who ſtiled themſelves Counts thereof. From 
it too a circle and a provincial riding have their names. That called the 
heath of Gardelegen is a conſiderable wood. 

4. Sechauſen, a town, which is wholly ſurrounded by the river Aland. 
At this place is a ſpiritual inſpection. The principal ſubſiſtence of its inhabi- 
tants conſiſts in agriculture, and the breeding of cattle. The greateſt fires 
it has ſuffered by were thoſe of 1653, 1669, 1676, and 1722. From it 
a circle and provincial riding have obtained their names. 

The adjoining eſtate of Kammerhof, which is commonly called the See- 
hauſen Kamps, is an inheritance of the council-houſe. 

5. Tangermunde, a town, lying on the river Tanger, which below this 
place pours itſelf into the Elbe. In it is a ſpiritual inipection, and a Latin 
ſchool. The principal ſubſiſtence of its inhabitants is drawn from agri- 
culture and the brewing of beer. The town itſelf contains two ſuburbs, 
which are named the New/tadt and the Hunerdorf or Hunrederf. The fort 
here is ſeparated from the town and environed by a deep ditch. In it re- 
ſides the officer of the preſecturate of Tangermunde. Nxar it too the ſhips 
going up and down the Elbe put in and pay down a pole-tax. In the year 
1617 this place was deſtroyed by fire. In 1676 and 1678 it ſuſtained great 
damage again by the ſame dreadful calamity. From it a circle and provin- 
cial riding take their name. 

6. Ofterburg, a ſmall town, near which the river Uchte falls into the 
Bieſe. At this place is a ſpiritual inſpection. Its principal ſubſiſtence is 
drawn from agriculture. In 1521, 1565, 1573, and 1631 it ſuſtained 
great damage by fire. Anciently there were Counts of this place and A.- 
tenbauſen, who were poſſeſſed of a conſiderable territory. Counſellor Lenz 
has treated of them in his Grafenſaal, and ſpeaks of Wernern Lord of Vel- 
theim, who flouriſhed in the eleventh century, as the firſt Count of Of- 
terburg and Altenhauſen known with any degree of certainty. Count Sig- 
rid II. who died in 1236 was the laſt Oerburg Count of the YVeltheim 
family. 

7 "Warben, a ſmall town, ſituated not far from the Elbe, which oppc- 
ſite to this place receives into it the Havel. Here is alſo a ſpiritual inſpection 
and a commandery of the order of St. John. The principal ſubſiſtence of 
its inhabitants is drawn from agriculture and the breeding of cattle. A part 
of the territory belonging to this town lies beyond the Ee in the Prignitz. 
On the Werder in that part where the Havel runs into the Elbe, the Swedes 
built them a ſconce in 1631, which was deſtroyed in the following year. 

II. The ſubſequent royal prefetturates: vis. 
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1. The prefecturate of SALzwepter. Among the places belonging to 
it are the following : namely, 

The Perwer, a village, which looks like a ſuburb to Salzwedel. The 
inhabitants of this place belong partly to the juriſdiction of the prefecturate, 
partly alſo to that of the Lord of Schulenburg, and partly to that of the coun- 
cil of the old town of Salzwedel, on account of the hoſpital of St. George: 
Almoſt at the end of the Perwer lies the church and the cloyſter of the 
Holy Ghoft, the convent belonging to which conſiſted of regular canons ; 
and at a greater diſtance from it lies St. George's church and hoſpital, in 
which twelve poor women are maintained. 

Old-Salzwedel, a village, one German mile from the town of Salzwedel. 
to the eaſt end of which is to be ſeen a wall which is ſuppoſed to be the 
remains of the ancient reſidence of the Marggraves of Salzwedel. 

2. The prefecturate of DisToRF, which has its name from the Augu/tine 
nunnery of Dz/torf, founded about the year 1161, and was at firſt called St. 
Mary's ifland, or Marienwerder, and that probably for this reaſon, namely, 
becauſe it was ſurrounded with dykes and ditches. At preſent it conſiſts of 
twelve Proteſtant conventuals, one half of whom are of noble, and the 
other half of burgher extraction, and their ſuperior ſtiled Domina. Di/- 
torf has three fairs. To it belong the villages of Abvendorf, Wendiſch-Bod- 
denſtadt, Fabrendorf, Peckeriſe, Ellenberg, Waddekath, &c. together with 
Viere, a royal manor. 

3. The prefecturate of ARENDSEE, containing in it the lake of that 
name, which is one ſmall German mile in circuit, but twenty or thirty 
fathoms and more in depth. To this prefecturate belongs, 

Arendſee, an open little town, ſeated on the juſt deſcribed lake, and di- 
vided into the old and new. The former ſtands immediately under 
the prefecturate- office, but the latter has a magiſtracy of its own to whom 
belongs the under tribunal, that of the upper being annexed to the pre- 
tecturare The juriſdiction of the police both in the old and new town is 
enjoyed by the magiſtracy alone. The Bened:#ine nunnery for ladies, 
which formerly ſtood here, is at preſent converted into a Proteſtant noble 
cloyiter, in which reſide an abbeſs and fix ladies. From this town a circle 
and provincial riding take their names. | 

Benkendorf or Benikendorf, together with Great and Little Chuden, and 
other villages. 

4. The prefecturate of TAxGERMUNDE, the officer belonging to which 
reſides in the fort near Tangermunde and Rein, in the Sovereign's houſe. To 
this preteCturate have been added the eſtates and territories which the So- 
vereign poſſeſſed here as board-lands. Of the places belonging to it I 
ſhall remark 

Kaibue or Kolbuw, which is otherwiſe called Kalebue, a village, ſituated 
near Tangermunde, and containing in it ten ſubjects belonging to the pre- 

fecturate. 
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fecturate, The Wends, who reſided here ſo lately as in the time of the 
Maiggraves of the houſe of Bavaria, obtained from the above Marggraves 
divers privileges and immunities. 

Arneburg, a ſmall town, lying on the Elbe, and which in the tenth 
century was a noted place and a barrier citadel againſt the Yends. In the 
year 1005, it was fortified anew by the Emperor Henry II. Its agreeable 
ſituation on an eminence invited ſome Saxon Emperors frequently to make 
it their place of reſidence. Divers of the marggraval line too, as well 
men women, have relided here. Formerly alſo there was a founda- 
tion at this place. The principal ſubfiſtence of its inhabitants is received 
trom navigation and their traffick in corn, as alſo in agriculture. The 
hiſtory of the ancient Counts of Arneburg has been treated by Counſellor Lenz 
in his Grafenſaal, who informs us that the county of Arneburg, or the Balſamer- 
land, was about the year 1067, incorporated by purchaſe with the marggravate 
of Sa/zwedel, but ſoon after obtained a new line of Counts and Burggraves. 
From the town of Arneburg are denominated a circle and provincial riding, 

Buch, a pretty little town, ſeated on the Elle and ſtill having rather the 
appearance of a village. Inſtead alſo of its former magiſtracy, it is governed 
by a bailiff and four intendants. In ſome ſovereign letters of 1571, 1645, 
Sc. it is ſtiled a ſmall town, but in other reſpects is only a borough. 

5. The prefecturate of BapinGeNn, which has its ſeat in the village of 
Badingen between Stendal and Gardelegen. 

6. The prefecturate of NRUrNDORT. To it belongs 

Neuendorf, formerly a Ciftercian nunnery, founded by the Marggraves 
Jobn and Otto. At preſent it is wholly Proteſtant, and conſiſts of a Domina 
and fix ladies. 

Truſtat, or Treuſtat, once a manor, which, in 1702, was declared a pe- 
culiar village, and at firſt inhabited by ſome Calviniſi French; but to them 
ſucceeded ſome Caluini/t Germans. 

Lezlingen, a royal hunting-houſe, out of the ancient manor belonging to 
which a large village, having a church of its own, has ariſen, The Lez- 
lingen heath, or wood, here is very conſiderable. 

7. The prefecturate of BoxGsTALL, which was exchanged, in 1562, 
by the Lords of Biſmark for that of Schanbauſen and the cloyiter of Krev:er 
with its annexed villages. In this prefecturate is 

Borgſtall, a citadel and village containing a pariſh-church. 

The Tholle and Pleetz, both new villages. 

Danneufelde and Staats, two parochial-villages: and 

Salchau, a royal manor, near which Prince Leepoid of Anhalt-Deſſau built 
him a hunting-houſe. 

III. The prefecturate of Dau BECk, or DamBKE, which aroſe out of 
what was formerly a Benedictine nunnery, and, in 1545, was granted by the 
Elector Joachim II. to Levin of the Schulenburg, as well the elder as 


younger, and their heirs, for ſixty years; but, in 1607, was allotted 2 
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the Elector Jaachim Frederick to the princely ſchool founded by him at 
Joachimſibal, which was accordingly firſt put in the enjoy ment of its reve- 
nues in the year 1645 and 1646; though the inſpection of its adminiſtration 
in economical matters was ſtill left to the electoral amt- office, till at length 
the Elector Frederick William, in 16 50, entruſted and conſigned the revenues 
of this prefecturate, as well as thoſe of the other eſtates of the Joachim/thal 
gymnaſium, which is now fixed at Berlin, to a peculiar immediate ſchool- 
directory under the Sovereign. This office cauſes ſuch directory to be ad- 
miniſtered by an aſſumed officer in the ſame manner with the royal pre- 
fecturates. The yearly revenues ariſing from it amount to 6000 rixdollars, 
To it belongs, 

1. Dambek, a village, containing a pariſh-church and lying about cne 
hour's diſtance from Sal wedel. 

2. The villages of Old- Sælæwedel, Brewitæ, Brieze, Great-Bierſtat, Cheine, 
Deſſau, Great-Griſchow, Greſeritz, Guſzfeld, Hagen, Henningen, Jebel, Jeg- 
geleben, Konigſſiat, Kubjelde, Ladekate, Leeze, Malſdorf, Maxdorf, Prezier, 
Rademin, Rieze, Reckl:ngen, Schieben, Stedentram, Sienvw, Thuritz, Viezke, 
Walfitz and Winterfeld, together with the deſolate limits of Wet and 
Umfelde ; all which, however, do not belong entirely to this prefeCturate, 
but only a part of them, inaſmuch as both royal and noble ſeats and eſtates lie 
therein; and the prefecturate is poſſeſſed in ſeveral only df certain feats, farms 
and rents. 

IV. Certain noble places and juriſdictions. | 

1. The very ancient family of the Lords of the Schulenburg, which at 


preſent is divided into the old and young Counts, or into the family of 


Lieberoſe and Apenburg, and has a judge over it in common, who, exclu- 
ſive of feodal and other matters which are reſerved for his deciſion, deter- 
mines likewiſe in ſuch caſes as have relation at the ſame time to different 
houſes or their ſubjects. This family is principally poſſeſſed, 

1. Of Betzendorf, a ſmall town, or borough, conſiſting of a citadel and 
two noble ſeats, together with certain manors and two ſheep-folds, as alſo 
of the Fore and Hinder-Moblgemut, with about forty fire-places and ſome 
free-houſes. The building moſt worthy of obſervation in it is the old ſtein- 
houſe and that which formerly conſtituted the burg or fort in common of 
the Lords of the Schulenburg of this place, ſome remains of which are till 
to be ſeen here in a morals. At this place alſo, and at Apenburg, the Schu- 
lenburg ſpiritual inſpection over the churches in the boroughs and villages 
is alternately held; in which inſpection the Lords of the Schulenburg 


are poſſeſſed of the right of 3 The Marggrave Albert took 


this place, in 1202, from the family of Nochern; Otto II. mortgaged it, 
in 1204, to Werner and Theodorick of the Schulenburg, for the ſum of 2000 
marks of ſilver; and his brother Albert diſpoſed of it, in 1214, to the 


family of the Schulenburg, as an hereditary fief, in conſideration of 7000 


marks. 2, Of 
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2. Of Apenburg, a ſmall town or borough, which occurs ſo early as in 
the records of the twelfth century, and was conferred, in 1349, by the 
Marggrave Lewis the Elder, on the family of the Schulenburg. In it is ſeen 
the noble houſe, together with the old fort and the ſeat of the Schulenburg 
tribunal, in which the judge in common of the Lords of the Schu- 
lenburg reſides ; and eighty hire-places. © With reſpe&t to the ſpiritual 
inſpection, which is alternately held here and at Betzendorf, ſee this latter. 
The provincial-court is held twice a year, once at this place and once at 
Betzenderf. 

3. Of Rittleben, a noble citadel and eſtate, ſituated near Apenburg, and 
which, in 1747, on the deceaſe of Hans George of the Schulenburg, fell 
to the Lieheroſe line. 

4. Of the provoſtſhip near the church of St. Mary, in Old-Salzwed:l, which 
was conferred, in 1545, on Levin the Punger of the Schulenburg, tor his 
life, and afterwards in fief on him and his couſin of the ſame name, but 
called the Elder; to the poſterity of the latter of whom it ſtill remains, hav- 
ing been ceded to them by the former. 

5. Of Walſleben, K:bbel, Mahlwinkel and Ofterwobl. 

6. Of the following vogties, which belonged to the very ancient family 
of the Lords of Bartenſſeben, and, as that family became extinct in the per- 
ſon of Gebhard Werner in the year 1742, are now fallen to his only daughter 
Anna Catherina Adeibeid, widow to Count Adolphus Frederick of the Schulen- 
burg at Betzendorf, and her ſons. 

1. The vogtey of Steimłe, ſituated in the moraſſy wood of Dromling. 
-This vogtey comprizes in it fix places, two of which belong to the prefec- 
turate of Kneſebeck in Luneburg. 

2. The vogtey of Rohrberg on the Je, to which belong ten places. 

3. The vogtey of Metzdorf on the Bizſe, to which belong twelve places. 
-Among them 1s 

Bellingen, a large village, celebrated for the {mall turneps of the Mart 
and the great quantities of white cole-cabbage raiſed in it: together with 

Erxleben, which is not to be confounded with the place immediately fol- 
lowing ; and other places. 

2. The Lords of A venſleben are poſſeſſed of, 

1. The juriſdiction of Erxleben, which lies between the territories of 
Halber/iadt and Magdeburg, being ſeparated almoſt on all fides from the 
remaining tracts of the O/d-Mark. This juriſdiction conſiſts of fix parochial- 
villages ; namely, Erxleben, Uhbrfleben, Eimerſleben, Oſftingerſleben, Bregen- 
flat and Horſingen. The once large lake near O/tinger/leben was drained, in 
1719, and that alſo of Bruch near Erxleben in 1721, and both of them 
converted partly into arable ground and partly into paſture lands. The foreſt 
near Erxleben is conſiderable, 


2. Tſenſchnibbe, 
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2. Jenſchnibbe, or the Iron-Schnippe, is a ſtrong houſe or caſtle, ſeated 


on the Milde, not far from Gardelegen, and has been poſſeſſed by the family 
of Albenſleben ſince the year 1343. 


3. The juriſdiction of Kalbe, comprizing in it 

Kalbe, a ſmall town, ſeated in a ſwampy werder, or iſland, on the Mile, 
and environed by that river. This place, in the feodal letters and other 
records is ſtiled a town, but in other reſpects is only a village of about eighty- 
five fire-places. In 1324, the family of Nrocbern diſpoſed of it to that of 
Alvenſlcben. The ſtrong old caſtle here is now ruinous. At this place is 
alſo a ſpiritual inſpection belonging to the noble family of Alvenſleben. 

Innerhalb werders, lying towards Salzwedel and Arndſee, together with 
twelve entire villages, and part likewiſe of three others; as alſo Auſſerbalb 
werders, lying near Gardelegen, and ten whole villages ; among which are 
Great-Engerſen, Berge, Schenkenhorſt, &c. 

Biſmark, a ſmall town of ſeventy-five fire-places, and lying about half a 
German mile's diſtance from the Bieſe. This place had formerly a fort. 
The Lords of Alvenſleben adminiſter the upper and lower tribunals at this 

lace by their collective judges. In 1676, Biſmark was entirely conſumed 
fire. 

The juriſdiction of Zichtow, the tribunal of which, as alſo the judge be- 
longing thereto, has its reſidence at the noble ſeat of Zichtow. The villages 
belonging to this juriſdiction lie before the wood of Dromling. 

3. The Lords of Jagow are Sn of Great and Little- Auloſen, as alſo 
of Scharpenhufe, Streſau, Oevelgunne, Pollitze, Kalberwiſch, Uchtenhagen, 
Kahlenberg, Vielbaum, Garze, Kruden, Natewiſch and Gerbe, all villages be- 
longing to the inſpection of Sechauſen. 

4. The Lords of Biſmark, ever ſince the year 1562, at which time they 
ceded the prefecturate of Borg/all to the eleoral houſe, are poſſeſſed of 

Kreveſe, a noble citadel, or palace, on whoſe ſite formerly ſtood a Bene- 
dictine nunnery, which after the Reformation was ſuppreſſed by the Sove- 
reign. To this citadel belong fourteen villages, together with fix ſeats in the 
Wiſchen. 

— and Fiſcblecł, villages which formerly conſtituted a prefec- 
turate. Theſe villages lie indeed beyond the Elbe, in the circle of Jerichau, 
in the dutchy of Magdeburg, but deſcending to the Lords of Biſmark, were 
diſmembred from it and added to the O/d- Mars. 

5. The Lords of Schenken are poſſeſſed of Flechtingen, near which is a 
conſiderable foreſt, as alſo of Boddenſebl, Lemſebl and Haſſelburg. 

6. Luderitz, appertaining to the Lords of Luderitz. 

Feetze, which belongs to the Lords of Jeetze. 

8. The Lords of Kannenberg are poſſeſſed of Krumbke, Buſche, Iden, Berge, 

Beverlaak and Robtenbof. 


9. Tylſen, 
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9. Tyiſen, belonging to the Lords of the Kneſebeck. 

10. Kladen, Berta and Lind/tat, appertaining to the ſeveral noble fami- 
lies ſtiled therefrom. | 
11. That tract which formerly conſtituted the eſtates of Chwalcowſty, Mol- 


lendorf, Pleetz, Renger/lag and Bilberg, is in the poſſeſſion of the Counts of 
'Wilkenttz. 
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§. 1. THE Prignitz, in the electoral confirmations of the immunities 

of the province and towns, is always called the YVormark, and 
never the Prignitæ. The etymology and ſignification of the latter of theſe 
names is not very well known. 

F. 2. It terminates on the Elbe and Havel, the dutchy of Mecklenburg and 
the circles of Ruppin and Havelland in the Middle-Mark, being ten German 
miles and a half long, and ſeven and a half broad. 

F. 3. The arable land here is, according to its goodneſs, divided into four 
claſſes. The care of King Frederick William for the improvement of the 
ſoil of the Mark has likewiſe been extended to this province, and the 
Wendfeld, near Banekow; as alſo to the tracts near Semlin, Dalmin, Witſtok 
and Roſenwinkel, which have all been rendered more fruitful by his means. 
When the Elbe overflows its banks in the ſpring and lays the circumjacent 
arable and paſture-lands under water, ſuch circumſtance, as well here as in 
the O/d-Mark, is of advantage to it, the land being thereby manured ; but 
when the inundations happen in ſummer, a little before or after the feaſt of 
St. Jobn, it is of very great prejudice. At Fretenſtein the ſmall turnep is much 
cultivatzd. The heaths of Eldenburg, Zechlin and Leuzen, the laſt of which 
is otherwiſe called the Dargard, are conſiderable woods. 

$. 4. The Prignitz contains in it eleven towns and two hundred and forty- 
fix villages. The immediate towns here are, in their reſpective order, 
thoſe of Perlberg, Pritzwalk, Kyritz, Havelberg and Lenzen. The town 
of Witflock is alſo immediate, but having been once epiſcopal, is not reckoned 
among the former. The nine ſpiritual inſpections here ſtand under the ge- 
neral ſuperintendant of the O/4-Mark and Prignitz. In this country have 
ſettled fifty-four families of Counts, Barons and nobility. 

$. 5. This province is divided into ſeven circles : namely,

I. Into the circle of Per/berg, to which belong eighty villages. 
We ſhall remark here, 


1. Perlberg, the head town of the province, and lying on the Scepenitz, 
which divides itſelf at this place into two branches. Of theſe, one paſſes 
by the town, but the other divides itſelf again, near the wall-houſe, into 
two other branches, both which run through the centre of the town. Per/- 
berg contains in it above three hundred and ſixty-nine dwelling-houſes. At 
the head-church here relides the inſpector of the ſpiritual inſpection of Peri- 
berg. Near the hoſpiral of the Holy Gbo/t is a ſmall church with a peculiar 

reacher and catechiſt belonging to it. The principal ſubſiſtence of its in- 
2 is drawn from handicrafts and agriculture. The town bears the 
directorium among thoſe of this province. Formerly it ſtood for ſome 
time under the Counts of Mecilerburg. In 1638, it was miſerably plun- 
dered and laid waſte by the Swedes, In 1621, 1626 and 1638, it ſuffered 
damage by fire. | 

2. The royal prefecturate of ELDdexBuRG, which formerly belonged to 
the family of Qvitzou, in whom are ſtill veſted the manors of Szeſo and 
Sterbitz. 

3. The Ganſe, which the noble Lords of Putlitz are poſſeſſed of. In this 
tract 1s | | 

Wittenberge, a ſmall town, fituated on that called the Olu- Eibe, which 
not far from this place receives into it the Szepenttz and Kartau, and after- 
wards unites itſelf again with the real Elle. The Barons of Putlitz are 
poſſeſſed of a toll at this place on the latter. The town itſelf contains 
about one hundred burghers and inhabitants. In the ſeventeenth century it 
ſuffered by three ſeveral fires, the laſt of which happened in 1686. On two 
mountains hard by it, which are called the Baron Mountains, or Freyrburg, 
are ſtill to be ſeen two Barons houſes. The Lords of Pulizz, ſo early as 
the year 1270, ſtiled themſelves from this place. 

Woltſhagen, and eighteen other villages. 

4. Kumleſen, a village, ſeated on the Elbe, and the proprietor of which 
was likewiſe poſſeſſed of a toll at this place. Kumlc/er belonged to the now 
extinct family of Mollendorf. 

5. Stavenau, appertaining to the Lords of Kei/?. 

6. Kleetzke, a village, which is the property of the Counts of Kamele. 

7. Schilde, a village, belonging to the Lords of Gravenztz. 

8. Karſtatt, a village, appertaining to the Lords of Kar/tarr. 

9. Quitzew, a village, which is the property of the Lords of Plabten. 
This village is the original place of the Lords of Quizzes. 


II. Into 
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IT. Into the circle of Prizwalk, containing in it fifty- ſix villages, 
We ſhall remark here, 


1. Prizwalk, an immediate town, ſeated on the Domnitz and containing 
a ſyiritual inſpection. In the year 1642, one half of this plice was burnt 
down. Ian 1654, it again ſuffered conſiderable damage by the ſame dreadful 
calamity. 

2. Zum beiligen Grabe, a cloyſter, containing one abbeſs and twenty- 
ſeven ladies. 

3. Marienflies, or Stepenitz, alſo a cloyſter for ſix ladies. 

4. Freienflein, a (mall town of one hundred and ſixteen fire-places, and 
belonging to the Lords of Winterfeld. In the year 1718, this place was 
wholly deſtroyed by fire. Near it grows the ſmall turnep in great plenty. 
Not far from hence alſo riſes the Stepenitz. 

5. Metenburg, a ſmall town, belonging to the Lords of Robr, and con- 
taining in it about one hundred burghers. In the op 1574, one half of 
this place was deſtroyed by fire. Not far from it riſes the river Doſe. 

6. Putlitz, a ſmall town, which is the original place of the Ganſe, who 
are likewiſe Lords of Putlitx; and under their juriſdiction it ſtill continues. 
In it is a ſpiritual inſpection. In the years 1684 and 1691, Putlifz was 
almoſt entirely deſtroyed by fire. 

7. Grabow, a village, belonging to the Lords of that name. 

8. Frebne, Burghagen, Schonhagen, and other places, all the property of 
the Lords of Burghagen. 
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III. Into the circle of Yritæ, which contains in it twenty- four 
| | villages. 


In this circle we ſhall remark, 


1. Kyritz, an immediate town, fituated on the rivulet of Jagelitz, and 
containing a ſpiritual inſpection. This place is very conſiderable for its 
agriculture. In the years 1562, 1622, 1636 and 1674, it ſuffered great 


g namely, the Bork lake, which begins at the village of Bork, and near Karn- 
Y 2a is called the lake of Karnzau, or the Salz; and the Great, or Stolp lake. 
The three which paſs under thoſe names are called the Upper Lakes, and 
have a communication with the Under Lake by means of a canal.

damage by fires. To the magiſtracy here belong ſome adjoining lakes; as, 
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IV. Into the circle of Havelberg, which contains in it twenty 
villages. 


In this circle is, 


r. The Havelberg, an immediate town, ſeated on the Havel, by which 
it is ſurrounded and rendered an iſland. To this ifland there is no other 
paſſage than by three draw-bridges. Near the town-church here reſides 
an inſpector of one of the ſpiritual inſpections of Havelberg. The long 
bridge here leads to the cathedral and the mountains fituate beyond one of 
the branches of the Havel. The ancient biſhopric here was founded in 
946, by the Emperor Otto I. The laſt of its biſhops was the eldeſt ſon of 
the Elector John George, namely, the Marggrave Joachim Frederick, who, 
in 1598, was likewiſe reigning Elector. After him no particular biſhop 
was ever elected or put in his place, but the chapter till continues in its 
original inſtitution. On this chapter King Frederick II. conferred, in 1755, 
a peculiar diſtinction and Fr. e which is of gold enamelled with 

urple, and terminates in eight points. On the right fide of it is ſeen the 
raſan eagle, and on the four corners the letters F-R. but on the other 
fide is a repreſentation of the patroneſs of the chapter, namely, the Virgin 
Mary, with her fon Jeſus. This croſs is worn pendant at a white coloured 
watered ribbon terminated with purple. To this foundation appertain three 
manors : vig. to the cathedral, alice and Kummernitæ, with the nine vil- 
lages of Toppel, Netzau, Dollen, Gumtau, Granzau, Goricke, Schenhagen, 
Breddin, Bendelin, Schonermark, Studenitz and Nitzau, all which lie in the 
Prignitz, At the cathedral is alſo a peculiar ſpiritual inſpection. The 
mountains ſituate beyond one of the branches of the Havel, and of which 
mention has been made above, are to be conſidered as ſuburbs, and con- 
tain on them about three hundred houſes. Theſe mountains are called the 
Wendeberg, the Neueberg, the Fiſchkauferberg, the Biſchofsberg, the Lebm- 
kuble, the Ziegelberg, the Sperlingsberg and the Schonberg. The Ziegellerg 
belongs to the town; the Br/cbofsberg, with the epiſcopal prefecturate of 
Plattenburg, formerly deſcended to the Lords of Saldern; the reſt of theſe 
mountains are annexed to the chapter. Great quantities of brandy are 
diſtilled in this town, and numbers of ſtockings knit. Here are alſo many 
fiſhermen, and ſhips or boats for the Elbe are likewiſe built at this place. 
The greater part of the wood which is tranſported to Hamburg by means 
of the Elbe is firſt corded here in that part called the Elbboden. In 1627, 
the whole place was deſtroyed by fire; and, in 1635, 1647, 1658, 1661 
and 1747, it alſo ſuſtained great damage by the ſame dreadful calamity. 


2, The 
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2. The Havelrt, near the Subre, the latter of which is a large and con- 
fiderable meadow belonging to the town of Werben, and the former the 


name of the place ſituate between the villages of Ni Eau and 2uitzobel, 
where the Havel goes into the Elbe. | 

3. Rubſlat, a village, belonging to the Lords of Grumbłau, and in the 
church of which. is the hereditary burying-place of the family of Quitzoro, 
to whom it formerly appertained. To this village is alſo annexed Belau. 


V. Into the circle of Lenzen, which comprizes in it thirty- 
ſeven villages. 


In this circle we ſhall remark, 


1. Lenzen, an immediate town, fituated in a fine ſpot not far from the 


Elbe, and ſtanding on two lakes, one of which receives into it the Locke- 
nitz, and near Eldenburg runs into the Elde, which laſt- mentioned river 
runs alſo into the E/be. The new town here is ſeparated from the old by 
wet ditches, but is environed by the ſame wall. In this town alſo is an in- 
ſpection. In 1558, Lenzen was entirely demoliſhed by fire. In 1627, 
1630, 1638, 1646, 1652, and in particular in 1703, it ſuſtained likewiſe 

eat damages by the ſame dreadful calamity, Over the Elbe, in this part, 
Fes a ferry; and at this place alſo is eſtabliſhed a toll on the ſame river. 


2. The royal prefecturate of LENZ EN, which has its ſeat at the old fort 


fituate near the town, or, rather, in a building which was erected between 
the years 1725 and 1727, out of the ſtones of the old fort.. To this pre- 
fecturate belongs Bakern, with other villages, 


VI. Into the circle of Vino, comprizing in it nineteen 
villages, 


We ſhall take notice of, 


1. Witftock, an immediate town, lying in a ſwampy bottom. Through 
it paſſes a branch of the Deſſe, but that river itſelf runs round the town 
and below it receives the Cine At Miiſleck are two churches, together 
with a ſpiritual inſpection. Formerly it belonged to the biſhops of Have/- 
berg, who reſided in the preſent ruinous palace here; for which reaſon it 
belongs not to the States of the Mark, but is immediately ſubje& to the 
Elector. To this town appertains the village of Ra#/fede, with other places. 

2. The royal prefecturate of GoLDBECK, ſituated on the river Doſe. . 


3. The royal prefecturate of ZECHIIx. The name of Zechlin is applied 


both to a village and a borough : The latter of theſe lies under the amt- 


houſe, 
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houſe, on the ſite of which formerly ſtood an electoral palace. Not fa 
from hence too is a cryſtal and glaſs-houſe. 


VII. Into the circle of Vilſnacb, comprizing in it ten 
villages. 


In this circle we ſhall take notice of, 


1. Wilſnack, a ſmall town ſeated on the Kartau, and containing a fpiritual 
inſpection. This place, together with the villages of Legde, Great and Little 
Luben, and the manor ot Oevelgunne appertains to the Lord of Saldern; 
whole ſeat here is called the JYudenbof. All theſe ſeveral places formerly 
belonged to the Plattenburg. Wilſnack became anciently very famous by 
means of a piece of ſuperſtition there, no leſs than three hoits being wor- 
ſhipped at this place, which hoſts, in 1383, remained untouched in the 
church when it was burnt down, and upon each of them was ſcen a drop 
of blood. To theſe hoſts numerous pilgrimages were made from the re- 
moteſt countries; by which means this place roſe from a village to a 
ſmall town. At length the hoſts, which had been fo long miſapplied to 
the purpoſes of ſuperſtition, were burnt in 1552 by the Lutheran preacher, 
Joachim Ellefeldt. In 1690 this town was almoſt wholly conſumed 
by fire. 

my The Plattenburg, a citadel lying on the Kartau, and formerly be- 

longing to the biſhops of Havelberg, but in 1551 was ceded by the EleQor 
Feachim II. to Matthias of Saldern, whoſe poſterity are ſtill in poſſeſſion 
thereof.

6.3 T HIS country terminates on the Prignitz, the dutchy of Magde- 


burg, the Saxon electoral circle, the Lower-Luſatia, the Neu- 
mark, the Uckermark, and the dutchy of Mecklenburg. The Marggrave 
Albert the Bear receiving this country in inheritance of the Vendiſh King 
Bribizlaus, or Henry, it was from the town of Brandenburg ſtiled the 
Mark thereof, but afterwards by way of diſtinction from the O/d-Mark 
which is fituated beyond the Elbe, was named the New-Mark, which laſt 
appellation alſo it retained till the fifteenth century, when the name of the 
Neumark was peculiarly applied to that province or country now ſo called; 
whereas the country, of which we are here to treat, received the name of 
the M:ddle-Mark. 5 
§. 2. The 


— 
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F. 2. The molt fertile part lies in the Bruch- villages on the Oder, in the 
circles of Havelland and Ruppin. In theſe circles, as alſo in thoſe of the 
Zauch and Niederbarnim the lands are divided according to their ſeveral 
degrees of fertility into four clafſes ; in that of the Oberbarnim into fix, and 
in thoſe of the Teltow, Lebus, Breskow and Storhow, into ſtill a greater 
number. Under the King's Frederick William, and Frederick II. many 
marſhy and unſerviceable tracts in it have been greatly improved ; as for in- 
ſtance near Kopenih, Belitz, Kapzau, Wuſtermark, Hoppenrade, Rohrbeck, Dy- 
ratz, Lichterfelde, Prizerbe, Nauen, Ratenau, Rhinau, Neuſtadt on the Daſſe, 
Schwante, Granſee, Rauſchendorf, Zehlendorf, Liebenwalde, Kreutzbruch, 
Oranienburg, Toachimſthal, Ranft, Ilau, Buckau, Zieſar, Luderſdort, 
Lowenbruch, Genſbagen, Vielſleck, Krampfubl, Stremmen, I uſterhauſen, 
Werder, Protzel, Rebfeld, Geilſdorf, Hirſchfeld, the Frankfurt meadows, 
the Arenſdorff Bruch, Gieſendorf, Charlottenburg, Plauen, Bagau, Mark- 
grafpieske, Friederſdorf, Storkau, and the Bruch near Ku\tr:n. Among 
theſe the moſt important improvements have been made in the Konigſhorſt, 
between Na en and Febrbellin, and the manors in the great Oderbruch, 
ſituated betwixt Hrietzen and Kuſt in. In ſeveral parts ot this Mark they 
alſo apply themielves to the cultivation of vines. Near Teltow grows the 
favourite {mall turnep in great quantities. In the tracts of Zauch and Teltow 
likewiſe much millet and buckwheat is produced near Neubrandenburg, 
clary and woad are cultivated, and we alſo find here ſaw- wort. The 
culture of ſilk too ſucceeds well here in many places. In ſome parts in it 
are conſiderable heaths or woods. Near Feienwalde is a medicinal ſpring; 
On the commons, or open fields, a traveller can hardly ride one fingle 
German mile without meeting with a brook, river, pond, or lake. Of the 
laſt ſeveral have a communication with rivers. The moſt remarkable of 
theſe is the Miggel, or Miggelſea near Kopenik, through which runs 
the Spree. | 

F. 3. In the whole Mzrddle-Mart are towns, and about 1000 
villages. The ſettled nobility here are numerous. The Proteſtant Lutheran 
churches are ranged under their ſeveral inſpections. 

$. 4. The Middle-Mart is divided at preſent into eight circles, which are, 

1. The circle of Havelland. This Havelland takes its name from the Ha- 
vel, which ſurrounds it to the eait, ſouth, and welt, and by means of the 
canal of Plau is joined to the Eibe, and by means of that of Fino to the Oden. 
Theſe canals have been treated of above under the general introduction 
to the Mark. Through the centre of the Havelland runs the canal called 
the Hauptgraben, which is furniſhed with fluices, and not far from Sper- 
dau begins in the Havel, after which it falls into the Rhine, which divides 
this circle from that of Ruppin. This graben, or canal, is very commo- 
dious for the wood and other trade carried on here. Of the fruitfulneſs of 


this. 
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this country mention alſo has been made more than once. The circle is 
divided into, 

I. The proper Havelland, in which is, 

1. Brandenburg, an immediate town, from whence the whole electorate 
takes its name, and which upon public and general occaſions, ranks the firſt 
among the ſeveral towns of the Mark in giving in its vote and {ubſcribing. 
It lies on the Havel, which not only divides the old and new town from 
each other, but alſo ſeparates the fort from them both, and likewiſe en- 
virons the new town to the left of it with a particular trench, on which a 
fluice has been erected. The Wengs retaining this country {till in their poſ- 
ſeſſion, Brandenburg in their language was called Brannibor, that is, Wald- 
burg. Charlemagne made himſelf maſter thereot ; but towards the cloſe 
of the ninth century under King Arnulph the Wends recovered it again, 
King Henry I. deprived them of it a ſecond time by force in the year 928, 
aboliſhing their idolatrous worſhip which they performed to the Triglaf on 
the mountain of Harlung, and built thereon a church in honour of the 
Virgin Mary; from which time the mountain has had the name of the 
Marienberg. At preſent the church is no longer in being, but the moun- 
tain is planted with wines. The Emperor Otto I. in the year 949, erected 
a biſhopric at this place. Under the Emperor Otta II. the Vends retook 
the town ; and though towards the cloſe of the tenth, century it fell twice 
again into the hands of the Germans, yet it was ſoon after loſt. In 1101 it 
was reduced anew by the Marggrave Luther Udo II. but came again under 
the power of the Wends, whoſe King Pribizlaus, eſtabliſhed his reſidence 
at this place, which together with the whole country was made a donation 
of to the Marggrave Albert the Bear. 

The old town here contains about four hundred inhabitants, and the 
new town about twice that number. Both theſe towns ever ſince the year 
1714 have been under the direction of one magiſtracy. Each of them con- 
tains in it two churches. At the head-church of the new town reſides the 
ſuperintendent of the ſpiritual inſpection of this place. The building which 
formerly ſerved as the biſhop's ſeat, and ſtood in the old town, was con- 
ferred in 1561, by the electoral Prince Fobn George, as adminiſtrator of the 
biſhopric, on a branch of the family of Bardeleben, who diſpoſed of it in 
1567 to Matthias of Saldern, and by the widow of the latter it was allotted 
in 1569 for a town-ſchool, which is ſtill called the Salderiſb-ſcbool. In the 
new town is alſo a Latin ſchool. At Brandenburg likewiſe is a ſmall co- 
lony of French Calvini/ts, together with a manufacture of cloth, fuſtian, 
and canvas. In this town too is carried on a good trade and navigation, and 
on the Havel at this place a toll is eſtabliſhed. 

The fort here looks like a ſuburb. In it lies the cathedral church, as 
alſo the reſidences of the greateſt part of the members of the chapter, and 
a riding- ſchool, in which young noblemen are inſtructed. Under biſhop 
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Matthias of Ingau the Proteſtant doctrine and worſhip were introduced into 
the chapter. After his death Duke achim of Munſterberg was elected bi- 
ſhop in the year 1546, and he dying the electoral Prince Jahn George took 
upon him the adminiſtration of the biſhopric, which, on his entering upon 
the electoral dignity in 1571, was laſt of all aſſumed by the electoral 
Prince Joachim Frederick. The chapter, however, has been kept up, and 
conſiſts ever fince the year 1568 of ſeven perſons, who are the provoſt, 
the dean, the ſenior, the ſub-ſenior, and three other canons. King Fre- 
derick II. in 1755 conferred upon it a peculiar diſtinction and chapter-croſs 
of gold enamelled with violet, and terminating in eight points. The chapter 
is poſſeſſed beſides of the great and ſmall Domkietz near the town, as alſo 
of the villages of Barnewitz, Buckau, Butzau, Damme, Graningen, Mu- 
zelitz, Garlitz, Marzabn, Tremmen, Zacho, Schmerzke and Saringen ; to- 
gether with the manors of Seblenſdorf, Net, Feldmark, Gapel, Mutzan, 
Muggenburg and Grabau. 

Near the old town is a lake, the length of which is eſtimated at two 
German miles. 

2. Potſdam, an immediate town ſeated on an iſland formed by the Havel 
and ſome neighbouring lakes, and being about four German miles in cir- 
cuit. It appears from records that Potſdam was in being fo early as the 
eighth century. In the. fourteenth and fifteenth centuries it was but a 
mean place, and belonged to the family of Rochau, who ceded it in 1416 
to the electoral houſe. The Elector Frederick Wiliam made it his pleaſure- 
ſeat, and in 1662 built the caſtle here, which was afterwards enlarged by 
King Frederick I. and adorned with a fine portal. King Frederick William 
began to make ſome very coſtly additions to the town ; for which purpoſe he 
cauſed ſeveral moraſſes to be filled up and built upon, and a canal of fifty 
paces wide and 2000 in length to be carried on out of the Havel through 
the center of the town to a branch again of the ame river. This canal is 
planted on both fides with trees, and environed with well built houſes. 
The town itſelf is divided into the old and new, and the Friederichſladt, to 
which alſo belongs the Bedengraft. King Frederick II. has raiſed the caſtle 
one ſtory, enlarged it with two wings, and adorned it with magnificent 
apartments. The old houſes in the neighbourhood of the caſtle are pulled 
down, and inſtead of them new, regular, and grand buildings have been 
raiſed for the owners at the King's expence. Before the caſtle is a large 
place or ſquare adorned with Roman columns, in which the ſoldiers that lie 
here in garriſon are daily exerciſed. The pleaſure-garden adjoining to the 
caſtle is beautifully adorned with hedges, water-works, gildings and ſta- 
tues. In the market-place is erected a pyramidal obeliſk of four ſides, 
which are compoſed of variegated Silgſan marble, and is ſeventy-five feet 
in height. On each ſide ſtands a marble buſt of the Kings from Frederick I. 
to Frederick II. The pedeſtal of it is of white Talian marble, and at each 
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corner is a ſmall ſtatue of the ſame. The town-church, which ſtands 
not far from the caſtle, is a fine ſtructure. The garriſon- church here is 
large, and has a marble pulpit, under which lies the monument of King 
Frederick Milliam. In the lofty and beautiful tower of this church is placed 
a very fine and accurate ſet of chimes. The French church here is a neat 
building, ornamented with a cupola. The church of the Holy Ghoſt has alſo 
a lofty tower toit. The council-houſe is a new building, having a fine cu- 
pola. In the large orphan-houſe, which was founded in 1724, are main- 
tained, brought up and educated above 2000 ſoldiers children of both 
ſexes. Belonging to it is one Lutheran and one Calviniſt preacher. To this 
foundation is annexed the neighbouring village of Bornſtadt, together 


with the gold and filver manufacture, and the magazine at Berlin. The 


foundery for arms here is important. We find likewiſe in this town a 
velvet and filk manufactory, as alſo other manufactures and fabrics. 
In it too ordinarily reſide the King's guards, both horſe and foot, with 
other battalions, by way of garriſon. The ſtalls for the horſes of the for- 
mer is a ſpacious, regular, and beautiful building. 

Near the town are numbers of vineyards, on the planting of which the 
Elector Frederick William cauſed the layers to be brought out of the beſt 
wine- countries. In the park, which is interſected with viſtas in form of a 
ſtar, ſtands a royal hunting-houſe called the Star. += 

Not far alſo from the town is 

Sans Souci', a royal pleaſure-palace, which preſents the eye with a re- 
markable fine proſpect. King Frederick II. ſoon after his acceſſion to the 
crown cauſed this palace to be erected on a deſolate mountain in a very in- 
genious, fine, and grand taſte both within and without. This mountain 
is cut into fix terraſſes, to each of which we aſcend by twelve ſteps, and 
againſt the walls upon each terraſs are planted the beſt vine-ſtocks, which 
are kept under glaſs-caſes. On the upper-part of the mountain, whence 
we have a moſt agreeable view of the town and its adjacent territories, 
ſtands the palace, which is indeed but ſmall and only one ſtory high, yet 
on account of its regularity, elegancy and ornaments, conſiſting of the 
greateſt maſter-pieces in ſculpture, painting, and the other arts, is admir- 
able. The ſtatues from the cabinet þ ram. ay which was formerly in the 
poſſeſſion of the cardinal Polignac, are likewiſe to be ſeen here. In the center 
too of this palace is a round hall lined with marble, which by means of 
its magnificent columns, excellent paintings, and the beauty of its floor, 
the marble of which is diſpoſed in the form of flowers after the Floren- 
tine manner, ſtrikes the eye very agreeably. On the top of it is a cupola, 
which ſupplies it abundantly with light. One of the apartments in this 
palace is wainſcotted with cedar, ornamented with foliage of gold, and in 
this apartment is kept a ſmall library. Behind the palace is a covered ſe- 
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micircular paſſage, adorned on each fide with columns; befides which the 
palace is ſurrounded alſo on three ſides of it with fine gardens. 

3. Werder, a ſmall town ſeated on an iſland, or Werder, in the midſt 
of the Havel, and having but one acceſs to it, and that by means of a bridge. 

4. Spandau, a town which is indeed not large, but thriving and well 
inhabited. It ſtands on the Havel, by the ſeveral branches of which it is 
allo ſurrounded, and at the gate of Streſo here, that river receives into it 
the Spree. In the town is a correction and ſpinning-houſe. Before it, in 
that part where the Spree runs into the Havel ſtands a fort, which, as well 
on account of its works as of the rivers and moraſles around it, is a place 
of very conſiderable ſtrength. Near it too, fince the year 1722, an excel- 
lent foundery for arms has been eſtabliſhed. The Elector George William 
was obliged in 1631 to cede this fortreſs to the Swedes, who reſigned it 
again in 1634. 

5. Nauen, a town, which ſince the fires it has ſuffered by in 1414, 1513, 
1570, 1626, 1696, 1743, has been almoſt entirely built anew. This 
place is famous for its agriculture and its breed of cattle. 

6. Rateno, a town ſeated on the Havel, from which a canal is drawn 
round the old town quite to that river, and lined with free-ftone. This 
canal is furniſhed with fluices, through which all veſſels are to paſs on pay- 
ment of a certain toll. The town itſelf contains in it to the number of ſix 
hundred fire-places, and is divided into the old and new. The latter of 
theſe was founded about the 1730, and adorned with very grand 
houſes, in which divers noble families reſide. In 1675 the Elector Frede- 
rick William ſurprized the Swediſh regiment of colonel Wangelin at this place, 
part of whom were cut to pieces, and the reſt with their colonel made pri- 
ſoners. In 1738 the Land-ſtates, at the expence of upwards of 16000 rix- 
dollars, erected a grand ſtone monument in the new town to the honour of 
this great elector; on which monument he is repreſented ſtanding, with 
four priſoners of a gigantic ſize at his feet. On the four ſides of the pede- 
ſtal are ſome German inſcriptions relative to the above-mentioned happy 
ſurprizal of the Swedes at this place, and their defeat near Fehrbellin and 
Warſchau, as alſo to the taking of the fortreſs of Stralſund in 1678. In 
1576 and 1591 this town was almoſt wholly deſtroyed by fire. 

7. The prefecturate of ORANIENBURG; to which belongs 

Oranienburg, formerly called Betzau, a ſmall town ſeated on the Havel, 
with a conſiderable citadel belonging to it. The Marggrave John ceded this 
place and its prefecturate in 1439 to the family of Arnim, which continued 
in poſſeſſion of them both for ſeveral years, till they purchaſed their redemp- 
tion. The Elector Joachim IT. built here a hunting-houſe. The Elector 
Frederick William hkewiſe erected a conſiderable citadel here, which in 
honour of his conſort Leutſa, Princeſs of Orange, he named Oranienburg; 
and this name the town alſo has from that time obtained. King Frederick J. 
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cauſed the citadel to be enlarged and beautified, and King Frederick II. 
made a donation of the town and prefecturate to his brother Auguſtus 
William Prince of Pruſſia. The above-mentioned Electoreſs Louiſa founded 
an orphan- houſe here, the children in which are well brought up. In 1 590 
and 1671 this place was deſtroyed by fire.

Prezerbe, a ſmall town, of about one hundred and twenty fire places, 
and fituated on the Havel. 


Ketzin, a thriving borough, ſeated in a very fertile ſpot on the ſame river. 


11. The royal prefecturate of PoTsDam, which bas its ſeat in the above 
deſcribed town, and to which belong the manors of Gelto and Pirſchbeide, 
with ſeveral villages. | 

12. The royal preſecturate of FanuRLAanD. 

13. The royal prefecturate of SAN Do, in the above deſcribed town of 


that name. 

14. Plauen, a ſmall town and citadel, ſeated on the Havel, which at 
this place ſpreads itſelf into a great lake, called the lake of Plauen. In this 
town was a porcelain manufacture. Plauen, together with the villages 
belonging thereto, as alſo the citadel, and a ſhare in the above-deſcribed 
little town of Prezerbe, and a village of Kutzko in the territory of Magde- 
burg, was obtained in part by Curt of Arnim, in the year 1577, in lieu of 
his ſhare in the Bieſentbal, and partly alſo purchaſed of Werner, a noble of 
Plotbo; whoſe ſon Leonard of Arnim diſpoſed of all theſe conſiderable 
eſtates in the year 1610 to Chri/topher of Gorne for the ſum of 80000 
dollars. The Lords of Gerne are till OR of this little town, and 
likewiſe of the places of Brie/t and Ni þ 

2. Into the Glzn, a little country of about ſixteen villages. To it belongs, 

Cremmen, a ſmall town, containing about three hundred fire-places. 
The King enjoys the juriſdiction at this place in common with the Lords 
of Reder, and thoſe of Lutte, Pful, and Haake, fo that the King is poſ- 
ſeſſed of ſixteen, and the nobles together of eight ſhares therein. The 
town itſelf is old, and of it mention is made fo early as the twelfth cen- 
tury. The Lords of Bredo had one of their three original ſeats at this 
place. In 1331 the Marggrave Lewis fought with ill ſucceſs here againſt 
the Dukes of Pomerania; but in 1413 the Elector Frederick I. won a 
battle at this place againſt the ſame Dukes, aſſiſted by thoſe of Qui7zo. 
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3. Into the little country of Bellin, a great part of which belonged to 
the at preſent extinct family of that name. In this county lies 

Febrbeilin, a (mall town, ſeated on the Nhin, over which is a paſſage at 
this place. This town is properly called Bellin, and was the original fear 
of the family of that name, but from the ferry, which formerly waſted 
paſſengers here over the Rhin, it has been called Fehrbellin. In the year 
1616 inſtead of this ferry a bridge was erected here. At this place allo is 
a royal prefeCturate-office, together with a - ſpiritual inſpection. In 1675 
the Elector Frederick William with 6000 horſe only defeated 13, oog 
Swedes at this place, who were under the conduct of General Wrange!: To- 
gether with nine villages, which are partly royal, and partly noble. 

4. Into the little country of Frieſack, in which is 

Frieſack, a (ſmall town, under the juriſdiction of the Lords of Bred, 
who have one of their three original ſeats at this place. In the fourteenth 
and fifteenth centuries Frieſack was a ſtrong free-booting citadel, poſſeſſed 
by the family of Qyitzau. 

Together with fix villages, which almoſt all of them belong to the family 
of Bredau. 

5. Into the little country of Rhino, in which is 

Rhino, a ſmall town, taking its name from the river Rbin, and ſtanding 
under the juriſdiction of the Lords of Haagen : 

Together with eleven villages, belonging to the ſame noble family. 

6. Into the prefecturate of KoniGsnorsT, which was formerly a mo- 
raſſy and — — wood fituated between Frbrbellin and Nauen. This 
wood was five German miles in length, and between one and one and a 
half broad. King Frederick William, between the years 1719 and 1738, 
under the inſpection of the ſupreme ranger, the Baron of Hartefeld, aſ- 
fiſted by the ſkilful architect, war and domain counſellor Sto/zen, cauſed it 
to be rendered capable of improvement ; that is to ſay, ſeveral ditches were 
made here, eighteen perches in breadth, the water carried off, and trees 
and ſhrubs grubbed up, on which occaſion great quantities of amber, and 
at a depth of fourteen feet whole trees of oak were found. To the great 
expence, which this undertaking produced, the poſſeſſors of the ſeveral 
meadows adjoining thereto, were all, without diſtinction, obliged to con- 
tribute ſomewhat. Upon that this tract of land was converted into a royal 
prefecturate called Kong/hor/?. It conſiſts moſtly of low lands, and 
a little agriculture, which is productive of rye, barley, oats, and buck- 
wheat, but principally yields excellent — and breeds of cattle, and 
fince the year 17 52 has alſo had a ſtud of the fineſt outlandiſh horſes. The 
fix manors here of the Lobe of Sund, the Nordbef, the Teutſchof, the Kubbor/?, 
the Kienberg, and the Hartefeid are filled with the fineſt Holland, Eaſl-Frieſe- 
land, Hollein, Lithuanian, and Pomeranian cows, and the management 
of them given to Dutch farmers. We meet in this tract with milk, butter, 
| and 
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and cheeſe of the fineſt fort; and numbers of oxen and ſheep are alſo 
fattened here. In 1737 a church was built at this place. 

7. In the circle of Havelland are, excluſive of the above-mentioned 
places, many others belonging to nobles, as for inſtance, Badingen, Great 
and Little-Babnitz, Bamme, Beſzin, Bucho, Buſchko, Carpzo, Dalgo, Dechto, 
Dobritz, Duratz, Eutz, Falkenerde, Fargeſer, Ferbitz, Gerſdorf, Glienicke, 
Gora, Gutenbahren, Hirſchfeld, Ketzner, Koſchko, Lenzke, Leutzke, Lins, 
Lowenberg, Markee, Marquard, Neubauſen, Paretz, Parey, Priort, Retzo, 
Ribbeck, Riwend, Schonaich, Schonwalde, Segefeld, Selblang, Semlen, Sotz- 
ker, Wilmerſdorf, Witzke, and Great-Zietben. 

II. The circle of Niederbarnim, which comprizes in it eighty-five villages, 
and contains, 

1. Berlin, the capital of the whole royal Pruffian and electoral Branden- 
burg territories, and likewiſe one of the largeſt, fineſt, and moſt populous towns 
in all Germany, and even one of the principal in Europe, being the reſidence 
of the royal and electoral houſe, as alſo of the ſupreme and ſome other 
high colleges, and conſiſting properly of five towns, which agreeably to the 
contents of the privileges of King Frederick William of 1714, are ſtiled the 
royal reſidence-towns, and united under one town-council. They have 
alto their peculiar ſuburbs; and in Berlin too are divers fine 22 with 
other beautiful and grand buildings. Its ſtreets likewiſe are for the moſt 
part broad and ſtraight, and ſome of them very long and grand. There 
are alſo ſeveral large and beautiſul places or ſquares here, together with 
pleaſant walks, and twenty-five churches, fourteen of which are Lutheran, 
eleven Calvini/t, and one Roman-catholic ; an academy of ſciences, an 
academy of arts and painting, a Collegium Anatomico-chirurgicum, five gym- 
naſia, two public libraries, many excellent and important manufaQtures 
and fabrics, and it is a ſeat likewiſe for the fine arts. Its circuit is not leſs 
than that of Paris. In 1755 there were reckoned here 5326 houſes, and, 
including the garriſon, with the wives and children belonging thereto, 
126,661 perſons, among 2 were 6541 French, 1253 Bobemians, 
2595 Jews, and 26,325 ſoldfers, having wives and children. Its police 
is in divers reſpects excellent. It lies on the Spree, which paſſes through 
it in two principal branches, and ſeparates Cola from Berlin, New Coln from 
the Od Ciln, and the Friderichſwerder from this laſt. The exciſe here 
2mounts annually to be between four and five tons of gold. 


With reſpect to the five reſidentiary towns of which this capital is com- 
poſed, theſe are, firſt 


The proper Berlin, which according to diſſertation of the ſupreme . 


confiſtorial counſellor Suſzmilch, was firſt, that is to ſay, in the twelfth 
century, under the Marggrave Albert the Bear, built by ſome Germans, or 
by the coloniſts invited thither from the Netherlands and the Rhine, and 
from a dam laid in the Spree, which is till in being, for the keeping up 

or 
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or turning off of the water, which was anciently called Bar and Berlin, 
came to be named to dem Berlin, or ſimply Berlin, and ſoon after was 
pitched upon for the marggraval reſidence, and endowed likewiſe with 
many and very important privileges, among which in particular was that 
of coining. It was deprivcd of its conſtitution which nearly approached to 
that of a republic by the Elector Frederick I. on account of its commotions 
and rebellions. In this town are thirty-nine ſtreets. In the fine King's 
ſtreet here is ſeen the council-houſe, at which the town-council of the 
five ſeveral reſidentiary- towns aſſemble, as alſo the governor's houſe. The 
hoſpital and church of the Holy Ghoft here are old buildings. In the {tre-t 
which has its name therefrom is the Joachimſibal gymnaſium of the Calviuiſis, 
which takes its name from the town of Foachim/tthal, in which it wa: 
founded by the Elector Joachim Frederick, and conſecrated in 1607, but 
removed hither in 1685. To it belongs the prefectutate of Dambec# in 
the Ola Mart, together with thoſe of Seebauſen, Blankenburg, Foachim/ihal, 
and Neuendorf in the Uckermark, and other eſtates. In this gymnaſium al io 
a Seminarium theologicum has been founded. In the Spandau ſtreet here 
lies the magnificent garriſon-church, which was dedicated in 1722. At 
the Lutheran pariſh-church of St. Nicolas is a provoſtſhip. In the great 
provincial houſe at certain times the province of the Mart of Brandenburg 
aſſembles yearly, and the provincial treaſurer reſides conſtantly therein. In 
the Heydereuter ſtreet is the ſynagogue of the Jews. The new market is 
the largeſt and moſt regular in all Berlin. In it ſtands the Lutheran pariſh- 
church of St. Mary. At the corner of the Roſe-/ireet lies the new Main- 
guard. In the Clyfter-flreet is the Calviniſt pariſh- church, which was de- 
dicated in 1703, together with the new French church conſecrated in 1726, 
and the Kornmeſſer or Calviniſt orphan-houſe. The royal magazine hard- by 
was anciently the electoral burg or fort. In it is kept a great quantity of 
rough Mark wool, which is divided among poor manufacturers ; but on 
the other hand the ſtuffs made from it are delivered in there again, after 
which they are died and diſpoſed of to the merchants. The miniſter of 
ſtate, namely, Jobn Andrew Kraut, firſt projected this foundation, and in 1723 
the whole arrangement was reſigned to the great orphan-houſe at Potſdam. 
The Lutheran gymnaſium at Berlin lies in what was formerly a Franciſcan 
cloyſter, the church belonging to which, otherwiſe called the church in 
the gray cloyſter, alſo adjoins to it. In the Stralausſtreet ſtands the large 
and fine Frederick's hoſpital, in which above eight hundred children receive 
inſtruction gratis. This hoſpital has a church of its own, belonging to 
which is both a Lutheran and a Calvini/t preacher. The building which 


formerly ſerved for the commandant's houſe, and was ſituate in a bulwark or 


' baſtion, is now the ſeat of an excellent porcelain manufacture, which is the 
property of its projector the rich merchant Megelin. The porcelain made 


therein is conſiderable whiter than the Miſnian, and alſo full as good, but 
equals 
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equals it not hitherto in its paintings. At the King's is kept the court 
of the cadets, in which 2 body bo that St reſide, 
beard, and are inſtructed in all noble exerciſes, it being an admirable nur- 
ſery for the army. At the Stralau gate within the bulwark, lies the new 
and conſiderable royal victualing- office. Between the King's and the Span- 
dau gate is alſo another victualing-houſe. 

The ſuburbs of this town are — though errroneouſly, ſtiled the 
Ronigſtadt, but by others are divided into three viertel or quarters. Theſe 
quarters are 1. The Kong fuzertel, which conſiſts of eighteen ſtreets. In 
it is the church of St. George with a hoſpital. 2. The Spandau viertel, 
which is alſo called the Sephienſtadt, and contains in it twenty-four ſtreets. 
In this quarter is a Lutheran and French church. In the Friderichſtad: 
lies the ſumptuous garden of Count Reuſſen. In the Oramenburg-ſtreet lies 
the garden in which the conſort of King Frederic Wilkam formerly reſided, 
and which was called Mſonbijon. The building belonging to it conſiſts indeed 
but of one ſtory, yet is very fine and pleaſant. Before the Spandau gate 
is the Char:te allotted by King Frederick Villiam for the uſe of the poor, 
ſick, and infirm, in which alſo has been erected a ſchool for midwifery. 
This quarter contains one Calvimft and one Lutheran preacher. 3. The 
Stralau Viertel conſiſting of thirteen ſtreets. At the Kraut's fireet herein 
lies what was formerly Nau s, but afterwards the excellent garden of Count 
Haack. In this quarter are two other remarkable gardens ; namely, that 
of the houſe of Belvedere, and that of the Kraus garden. Before the Stralau 
gate ſtands a ſugar refinery. Before the Oranienburg gate is the large and 
grand invalid-houſe, which King Frederick II. cauſed to be erected and 
conſecrated in 1748. On it is the following inſcription : viz. Leaſo & in- 
vifto Militi; and in it dwell fix hundred ſoldiers and thirteen officers, who, 
together with their wives and children amount to about 1000 fouls. Each 
ſoldier, excluſive of his mounting guard, has every fifth day fix ggr. in 
money, and ſeven pounds of bread, and exclufive of lodging, is like wiſe ſu 
plicd gratis with tuel. At each end of this great building is a ſmall — 
one for the Lutherans the other for Roman-catholics. 

A principal arm of the Spree runing between the proper Berlin and 
Cala, tome bridges have therefore been laid over it. Of theſe the principal 
is the long bridge which leads from the above-mentioned Kzng's-ftreet to 
the citadel ſquare, being lined on the outſide with a moiſt beautiful free- 
tone and conſiſting of five arches. This bridge is one hundred and ſixty 
teet long, and ornamented with an excellent metal ſtatue, repreſenting the 
great Elector Frederick William. 

Celn on the Spree was probably, as well as Berlin, built in the time of 
the Marggrave Albert the Bear by the Netberlandiſis and Nether-Reniſh co- 
loniſts, and perhaps alſo by thoſe that came thither from the quarter of Cologne. 
It was formerly a ſeparate town, and had allo its own walls and gates, = 
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theſe on the enlargement of the town were gradually pulled down. The 


Spree environs it with two of its branches, thereby forming it into an iſland. 


It lies indeed properly in the circle of Te/tau, but is moſt conveniently de- 
ſcribed here. In it are twenty-five ſtreets. As we come out of Berlin over 
the long-bridge, the firſt remarkable thing we meet with here, is the cita- 
del-ſquare, and therein the very grand and internally magnificent royal pa- 
lace, which, reckoning from the ground, is four ſtories high. This palace 
is not throughout of one regular and uniform plan, the ſeveral Electors, 
down from Joachim II. having made additional buildings thereto. King 
Frederick I. however, is to be confidered the principal founder of it, and 
had not death cut him off in the midſt of his plan, this building would 
have exceeded all other European royal palaces whatever in extent and 
magnificence. The State and other chambers here, in which the royal 
perſonages reſide, are ornamented with excellent paintings and ſumptuous ta- 
peſtry in the moſt beautiful manner, and in particular with ſuch a quantity 
of gold and ſilver furniture as is not to be met with in any European court. 
For other matters we find alſo in this palace the royal cabinet of artificial and 
natural curioſities, together with the palace-diſpenſary, and the royal li- 
brary. Not far from it too ſtands the new and magnificent Calviniſt cathe- 
dral church, which was dedicated in 1750, but is too low. In the vault 
beneath it are the burying-places for the royal and electoral corps. The 
broad-ſireet here is really of conſiderable breadth, and ornamented with 
magnificent and ſumptuous buildings, among which are the royal ſtables, 
Hard by it lies the new riding-academy. At St. Peter's church is a pro- 
voſtſhip, and not far from it the Coln, or Petrin gymnaſium, which is Lutheran. 
The Colin market is decorated with grand houſes. The Friderichſgraſt and 
the New Stechbabn boaſt likewiſe fine houſes, of which numbers alſo are to 
be ſeen in other parts of this town. The Mublendamm lies juſt in the centre 
between Berlin and Coln, and near the adjoining grand and very profitable 
royal mills, which ſtand under an amt-office of their own, runs the great 
road from Berlin to Coin. 

New-Coln is now become a conſiderable part of the old town of Cer, 
from which it is ſeparated by the Spree, and conſiſts of about four ſtreets, 
which lie along the rampart and the Spree. In that called the Rampart-/treet 
are ſome excellent houſes, as alſo the Salzhef, where the ſtaple of the ſalt 
from Halle is kept, which ſalt is exported from hence to the other royal 
territories by means of the new canal and the Oder. In this part like 
is the houſe and obſervatory of the late privy-counſellor Bernhard Frederick 
of K. In the ſugar-refinery, which was founded not far from the 
bridge on the Spree by the celebrated Splitgerber the merchant, out of one 
caſt of fix pans 12,000 Ib. weight of ſugar are made, and the 100,000 
carthen ſugar-loaf moulds neceſſary to each refinery are conitructed here by 
2 maſter and ſixteen journeymen, In this ſugar-houſe, and in that allo 
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before the Stralau-gate, as much ſugar is prepared, as is ſufficient to ſupply 


the whole Prufian countries. 

The Coin ſuburbs lie in a fine and pleaſant ſpot and a fruitful plain, con- 
ſiſting of ſome ſtreets, as alſo of many gardens and ſome arable land, which 
will in time be cultivated. Thoſe ſuburbs were in 1736 incloſed within 
the outer wall. 


Before the Kopenick-gate lie the Kopenick-ſuburbs, which have their own 
Lutheran church. The council's farm here ſtands very pleaſantly, com- 
manding a fine proſpect quite round it, particularly along the Spree. 

The Friderichſwerder was built by the Elector Frederick Wilkam on a 
ſwampy werder, or iſland, and conſiſts of nineteen ſtreets, among which 
that called the Leipzig- rect is principally to be remarked, and does great 
credit to the town. The Lutheran church here with the hoſpital of 
St. Gertrude were rebuilt anew in 1744. In the Frederick-/treet lies what 
is called the Prince's houſe, being a very fine building. The two head 
teachers of the gymnaſium in the Friderichſwerder are x rnately Lutheran 
and Calviniſt. With this gymnaſium is united the ſchool of Friderichſtadt. 
The German church here is made uſe of both by the Lutherans and Calvi- 
niſts, the forenoon ſervice on every other Sunday being performed therein 
the latter, and that in the afternoon by the former. This building is only 
ung by a wall from the principal French church. Not far from the ſluiee 

ere lies the ſtaple for the excellent mirrors caſt near Neuſſadt on the 
Doſſe, in which are to be found pieces from ninety to a hundred inches. 
At preſent this work and magazine is poſſeſſed by the royal privy military 
counſellor Krug of Nidda. The new mint is a fine ſtone building two 
ſtories in height. The fluice here is built of freeſtone on a beautiful and 
durable model, and promotes the navigation on the Spree. The bridge 
laid over it leads to the Packbef, where all goods and wares of the merchants 
are unladen which come either by land or water. At the ſame place alſo 
the exciſe and toll is collected by the King's officers, but the cellerage 
there by the magiſtrate to whom it belongs. In the great Jager reet here lies 
the royal hunting-houſe. In the market is a German and a French church. 
The royal arſenal is a large, excellent, grand, well furniſhed, and ex- 
tremely well diſpoſed building, having ſcarce its equal. The royal 
foundery fronts one fide of it towards the rampart, and in the bulwark to- 
the right hand of this foundery, towards Doretheen/tad?, lies the laboratory. 
Over againſt the arſenal is the palace of the Prince of Pruſſia. In the ſtaple 
rampart-ſtreet ſtands alſo the French council-houſe, at which not only the 
court-days are held, but the place likewiſe where the ſupreme French di- 
rectory, the ſupreme tribunal, and ſupreme conſiſtory aſſemble. In this 
ftreet too lies the French college, which was founded in 1689. 


The Dorotheenſtadt, or Neuſtadt, was founded by the Elector Frederick 


William, and named after his conſort, It lies between the Friderich/- 
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werder, the Friderichſtadt, the park, and the Spree, being indeed not large 


but pleaſantly ſituated, and conſiſting of fix ſtreets, which are regularly laid 
out and ornamented with fine and grand houſes. The palace here of 
Prince Henry Lewis is a ſumptuous building. The King's ſtables form a 
large and grand ſtructure. In the ſecond ſtory of its fore-building was for- 
merly held the academy for arts and painting, which was founded in 1699 
by the Elector Frederick III. but at preſent this academy have their meet- 
ings in a private houſe, the fore-part of theſe ſtables having been burnt 
down in 1743, though fince rebuilt and allotted to the uſe of the academy 
of ſciences, which was founded by King Frederick I. in the year 1700, as 
a ſociety for the improvement of the ſame, but by King Frederick II. 
has been converted into an academy. This academy is divided into four 
claſſes. By the members of it is compoſed the calendar for the royal coun- 
tries, which brings in R to the academy between 10 and 12, ooo rix- 
dollars. It contains alſo a library and a cabinet of medals. In this fore- 
part too of the ſtables are found the obſervatory and the anatomical theatre, 
for the greater improvement of which a Collegium Profeſſorum Medico-chi- 
rurgicum has likewiſe been founded here. In a part alſo of the ſecond 
wing of the ſtables has been eſtabliſhed a fine tapeſtry manufacture. Op- 
polite to them ſtands the palace of the Marggrave of Swedt, and between 
that and the Spree lies the royal building-yard. The lime-rom is a great 
addition to the beauty of the Dorotbeenſtadt. It is nearly 1200 paces in 
length, and ſerves as a walk. The opera-houſe too here is a magnificent 
building, founded by King Frederick II. in 1743, and by the ſame mo- 
narch extremely well laid out both within and without. On it is the fol- 
lowing inſcription, viz. Fredericus rex Apollini & Mufis. The adjoining 
Roman-catholic church, which is dedicated to St. Hederorg, is a fine build- 
ing conſtrued after the model of the Maria rotunda at Rome. In that 
which was formerly the park are very pleaſant walks, together with alleys, 
and a labyrinth. In the church at the Dorotbeenſtadt the Lutherans and 
Calviniſts preach alternately, and as ſoon as their public worſhip is over the 
French likewiſe begin theirs, 

The Friderichſtadt was founded by the Elector Frederick III. immediately 
on his acceſſion to the government. It exceeds the four other reſidentiary- 
towns in largeneſs, as conſiſting of twenty-three ſtreets, which with one 
another are fix perches wide, being likewiſe ſtraight, and all extremely 
well built. The Friderichaſtreet is one ſtraight line a quarter of a German 
mile in length, and thoſe of the Leipzig and marggrave-ſtreets are yet 
longer. The former of theſe, which is alſo called the Potſdam-/treet, has 
not its equal, being ornamented with grand and magnificent buildings, 
among which the palace of the Count of Reuſgen is particularly to be re- 
marked. The number of fine and ſumptuous houſes and palaces in the 
Wilhbelmſ-flreet is very great. In a fine building too in the ſame ſtreet is the 
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gold and filver manufacture, belonging to the great orphan-houſe at Perf 
dim. On the Wilbelm's market ſtands the grand palace of the order of 
St. Yen, in which alſo the maſter refides. The Lime-Hreet is finely paved, 
and planted with a double row of limes. In theſe ſtreets ſtands the mag- 
nificent college to which in 173 5 were removed the tribunal, the chamber. 
court and conſiſtory. The Jeruſalem church, and the new church (which is 
likewiſe called the Market and Frederick's church) together with that of 
the Holy Trinity, are occupied and uſed in common by the Lutherans and 
Calviniſis. The ſchools founded at the church of the Trinity by the ſu- 
preme conliſtorial counſellor Jobn Julius Hecker, and which conſiſt of 
a German, a Latin and a real-ſchool, are all grand and eminent. 
Thoſe Bobemians of the Proteſtant Lutheran religion, who in 1720 emi- 
grated out of their own country, and at firſt ſettled themſelves at Great- 
Hennerſdorf in Upper-Luſatia, but after the year 1732 came here, are 
poſſeſſed of a church of their own called Bethlehem, and in this church not 
only the Bohemian but German alſo is preached. A part of theſe Bohemians 
too are come over to the Calvini/t church, and have procured a preacher 
of their own. In this part likewiſe ſtands a French church. 

Without the walls by which the Friderichſtadt is environed, and about 
a quarter of a German mile from the town towards the village of Schonberg, 
on the road to Potſdam, lies the hop, or pbyſical-gardem which belongs to 
the royal academy of ſciences, 

The ſpeedy and great encreaſe which this met-opolis has experienced 
under the government of the Elector Frederick William is aſtoniſhing. Be- 
fore the year 1645 in Berlin and Coln (of both which towns only this capi- 
tal at that time conſiſted) were but 1236 houſes. In 1662 the Frid rich/- ? 
werder was begun to be built. In 1681 and 1683 orders were iflued for | 
building New-C9/n. In 1674 letters of freedom were granted for the erec- 
tion of the Dorotbeenſtadt, and in 1691 permiſſion likewiſe given for build- 
ing the Friderichſladt. The ſuburbs before the Kopenick, the Spandau, the 
King's, and the Stralau gates were about the ſame time built by degrees. 

In 1747 there were reckoned in the five reſidentiary towns here and their 
ſuburbs 5513 houſes, and in 1755, as has been already obſerved above, 
5826. Till 1690 there were about 14,000 perſons in Berlin, but in 1747 its 
inhabitants were computed at 106,909, and in 1755 at 126,661, including 
the garriſon. This great encreaſe received its riſe with the arrival here of 
the Caltinift French, who have alſo brought manufactures and trade into 
great credit. In 1755 there were in this city no leſs than 443 filk looms 
one hundred and forty-nine of half-filks, two thouſand eight hundred and 
fifty-eight of woollen-ſtuffs, four hundred and fifty- three of cotton, two hun- 
dred and forty-eight of linen, four hundred and fifty-four of lace-work, 
thirty-nine for filk and three hundred and ten for the manufacture of 
woollen ſtockings. The academy eſtabliſhed here for the improvement of 
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arts and painting has furniſhed theſe ſeveral towns with numbers of 
great artiſts in all ſorts of ingenious devices. The large quantity of the pro- 
ductions of art, manufactures, and fabrics in this city ſupply it with a very 
conſiderable and advantageous trade. In 1757 a ſtraggling party of Au- 
ſtrians made an irruption into the ſuburbs of the Kopenick, and extorted 
from the inhabitants to the amount of 200,000 rixdollars. 

In the quarter of Berlin are ſome pleaſure-houſes, among which is 

Scbonbauſen, properly called Lewer-Scbonbauſen, a pleaſure-houſe of the 
conſort of King Frederick II. This houſe lies about half a German mile 
from Berlin, on the river Pano, which ſupplies the fine pond in the ſump- 
tuous garden here with water. In the reign of King Frederick I. a new 
canal was laid out at this place, and furniſhed with fluices, in order to af- 
ford a paſſage by water to Berlin and Charlettenburg ; but the wind having 
driven great quantities of ſand into it this canal is again fallen to ruin. 

Roſenthal, a pleaſure-houſe, lying near the foregoing. 

Malcho, a village, containing a fine houſe and garden founded by Paul 
von Fuchs, but after his death purchaſed by King Frederick I. who ſome- 
times alſo reſided in it. On the death of the latter the Marggrave Chri/tian 
Lewis became poſſeſſed thereof. 

Friderichsfelde, which lies about half a German mile from Moalcho, 2 
pleaſure-houſe, founded by the miniſter of ſtate Joachim Erneſt of Grumks. 
The Marggrave Albert Frederick uſed to reſide in this houſe, after whom 
it was polleſſed by his ſon the Marggrave Frederick Charles. 

2. Berno, a (mall town in which is a little colony of Calviniſt French. In 
the years 1638 and 1639 the Swedes diſtinguiſhed themſelves by their ill 
behaviour at this place. Its beer is peculiarly eſteemed. 

3. The royal prefecturate of Lanmex. 

4. That of MuLLENBEcK. 

5. That of ScuonEBECK, containing large heaths and fine hunting- 
grounds; on which account King Frederick William uſed to amuſe himſelf 
yearly at theſe parts, particularly in hunting the wild boar. 

6. The town and royal prefecturate of LIE BETN WAI Dr, which were 
poſſeſſed by the Lords of Arnim till the year 1413, when they were re- 
deemed by the then ſupreme adminiſtrator of the electoral Mark, and af- 


terwards by the Elector Frederick I. | 
Liebenwalde is a ſmall town ſeated on the Havel, and in it the above de- 


ſcribed canal of F:now commences. 

7. The following noble places and eſtates ; namely, Bir4bs/z, Blumberg, 
Ballendorf, Bornicke, Buch, Caro, Eiche, Falkenberg, Pregerſderf, Gliemke, 
Heeſen, Lanke, Liebenberg, Prenden, Schonflies, Schonhauſen, Stolpe, Taſ=- 


derf, Vogeifterf, Utzdorf and Wartenberg. 


III. Into 
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III. Into the circle of Oberbarnim, which comprizes in it 
ninety-two villages, and contains, 


I. Brietzen, alſo called Wrietzen, the capital thereof ſituated not far 
from the Oder, on which a toll is collected at this place. Brietzen is alſo 
the ſeat of a ſpiritual inſpection. In 1433 this town was entirely reduced 
to aſhes by the Huſites. In 1663 it ſuffered great damage by fire, and in 
1664 was almoſt deſtroyed again by the ſame dreadful calamity. 

2. Strauſberg, a town, taking its name from the little lake of Straus 
near it, the length of which is computed at full a quarter of a German 
mile. In this lake are fiſh of a very good flavour. The inhabitants are 
for the moſt part clothiers, and ſupply a great part of the army with bays. 
At this place is alſo a ſpiritual inſpection. In the year 1402 it was burnt 
by the 7 cata and Qyitzauens. In 1521 it likewiſe ſuffered by fire. 
3. Neuſladt-Eber „a town {ſeated on the river and canal of 
Fino, Fine, or Vine, of which an account has been already given. Cn 
it at this place is a lock of freeſtone for the navigation of boats, and 
fluice-tolls are alſo paid here. The town itſelf conſiſts of two parts, of 
which that lying towards the hill of Drachenkopf, and containing in it the 
church and town-houſe, is called Eberſwalde; the name of that on the 
Han is Neuſtadt. In the year 1751 King Frederick II. at his own expence, 

built a particular ſuburb of eighty houſes for the accommodation of ſuch 
cutlers as ſhould come and ſettle here. At the Unterthor the Finow is 
joined by the Schwarze. | 

A little way off too at Hegermuble are copper and tin-works. The copper 
worked in theſe is not the product of the Mark, but is brought from Ro- 
thenburg in the circles of Saal in the dutchy of Magdeburg. Here are alſo 
b-aſs-works with two foundaries for black and white tin-plates, and an iron 
and wire forge, all which ſeveral works lie on the Finow. 

4. The royal prefecturate of BIESENTHAL, which formerly belonged 
to the Arnim family, who were in poſſeſſion of one half thereof before the 
year 1427, and in that year made an abſolute purchaſe of the other half 
from Matthias of Ucbtenbagen. But in 1577 the Sovereign conferred ſome 
other lands on the above-mentioned family in lieu of the ſaid prefecturate. 
In it is, | 

1. Bieſenthal, a ſmall town having a caſtle. This town lies on the Fino, 
which at this place firſt receives that name, and takes its riſe out of ſome 
marſhes in theſe parts, but more particularly out of four lakes. 


2. The villages of Rudenitæ, Danewitz, Schopfurt and Freudenburg, to- 
gether with, 


5 5. Oderberg, 
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5. Oderberg. a town lying on the Oder, and defended by a fort ſituated 
on an iſland, on which the Swedes made two fruitleſs aſſaults in 1637 and 
1639, but in the firſt of theſe aſſaults ſucceeded fo far as to lay the town 
in aſhes. 

6. The town and prefecturate of FxeienwaLDe, containing, 

1. Freienwalde, a (mall town ſeated on the Oder, and at which a toll is 
paid. At this place likewiſe is a ferry leading to the Middle-Mark. Frien- 
walde formerly belonged to the Uchtenhagen family. In a pleaſant valley 
at a little diſtance from the town is a medicinal ſpring, which has been in 
great reputation ever ſince the year 1684, and near it is a lodging-houſe 
for gentry and another for the poor. On the Marien plain, which lies with- 
out the town, betwixt the hills of Marien and Schloſze are ſome alum- 
works which ever fince the year 1738 have belonged to the great orphan- 
houſe at Potſdam, and furniſh almoſt all the King's dominions with that 
commodity. 

Obſ. Under Frederick II. a winding tract of land on the Oder was cut 
through, and thereby a moraſs five or fix miles in circuit rendered arable, 
ſo as to afford ſubſiſtence at preſent for 1200 families. 

2. Sonnenburg, a farm. 

7. The prefecturate of FI DLAN D, which was originally a convent be- 
longing to the family of Robel, of whom it was purchaſed by the 
grave Albert Frederick, whoſe ſon the Marggrave Frederick Charles. Albert 
is the preſent owner of it. 

8. The royal prefecturate of OrD-LAxDbsBE RO, in which is, 

1. Old-Landsberg, a ſmall town, having a caſtle. In the year 1709 
King Frederick I. purchaſed this place of Count Schwerin, and conferred it 
as a dowery on his third conſort. Its former name of New-Schwerin is now 
out of uſe. 

2. Krummenſee, a farm. 

9. The royal prefecturate of RuperspoRF. 

10. The following villages and noble eſtates ; viz. Bazello, Bedicke, Bieſ- 
2 95 Boller ſdor f, Bretzel, Bruno, Great and Little-Bucko, Dalewitz, Dan- 
neberg, Frankenfeld, Garzin, Garzo, Gielſaorf, Gruno, Grunthal, Harne- 
kopf, Haſelberg, Haſenholz, Hohen-Fino, Io, Kothen, Kunerſdorf, Lict- 
terfelde, Luderſdorf, Mogelin, Ranft, Reichenberg, Schonfeld, Schulzendorf.

IV. The 
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IV. The circle of Lebus, containing ninety-four villages. 
In this circle is, 


1. Frankfurt en the Oder, the ſeventh of the eight principal cities in the 
whole Mark, being finely ſituated on the river from which it takes its ſur- 
name. Excluſive of the cathedral or church of St. Mary here, the head 
of which is alſo inſpector of the eccleſiaſtical inſpection in theſe parts, in 
this town likewiſe is the Unter&irche, near which once ſtood a Franciſcan 
monaſtery, together with the church of St. Nicalas where the Caloinifts 
have their meetings. The univerſity here was founded by the Elector 
Joachim I. and his brother Albert, and in 1506 was conſecrated. The pro- 
feſſors in this univerſity are partly Cakoini/t and partly Lutheran. In the 
great college here lies the univerſity library and a phyſic-garden. The uni- 
verlity is the proprietor of the villages of Schleuſz and Rox in the Old Mart, 
and likewiſe of the revenues belonging to the ſuppreſſed foundation of the 
cathedral of the Stendal. In the bifh 
once belonging to the biſhops of Lebus, the Elector Frederick William in 
1671 founded an academy for the martial exerciſes. . Excluſive too of the 
Lutheran free-ſchool here, in this town is alſo another for Calviniſis called 
Frederick's ſchool, together with two ſuburbs named the Guben and the 
Lebus, in each of which is a church. On the other ſide of the bridge lead- 
ing over the Oder lies the dam which is built on, but the fort erected there 
in 1663 has been razed. Frankfurt was anciently a Hanſe-{cwcn. 

The corporation is poſſeſſed of the villages of Schwet. 

2. Mulroſe, in ancient records ſtiled Melraſen and Melraze, a ſmall 
rown deriving its charter from the Marggrave Otbo, which charter was 
confirmed in 1275, with additions, by his ſons the Marggraves Orbe 
and Albert, Mulroſe ſtands on a lake "teams whence the canal made be- 
tween the years 1662 and 1668, and of which an account has been already 
given, run on both fides, ſo as to open a communication between the 
Oder and the Spree, by the former of which it is joined at the village cf 
IWriezig and by the latter in the Werchen lake at Nevenhauſe. 

3. Munchelberg, a town, to which belongs the farms of Schlagentin ; 
at this place alſo is an eccleſiaſtical inſpection. 

4. The royal K ng of LeBus, formed out of the ſequeſtrated 
biſhopric of Lebus, which in 965 was founded in Red Rua by the 
Poliſb Prince Mieziflaww, but the particular place of its ſee is not known. 
That Prince's ſucceſſor, Bole/ſaw, ſettled and improved this biſhopric, which 
at firſt, however, bore not the name of Lebus. About the year 1300 it 
was called the biſhopric of Gor:7z, but at length the biſhopric of Lebus on 


occaſion 


op's palace, which is ſo called becauſe - 
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occaſion of that city's being added to its territories, which name it likewiſe 
retained after the building of the cathedral at Furfenwalde. Lebus was al- 
ways municipal; inſomuch that on the biſhop's being regiſtered in the ma- 
tricula in 1521, not only the Elector of Brandenburg but likewiſe the biſhop 
himſelf remonſtrated againſt it. On the deceaſe of biſhop Fob» VIII. in 
1555 the management of the dioceſe was committed to the care of the 
Marggrave Toachim F ederick of Brandenburg, who, on his acceſſion to the 
electoral dignity in 1598, ſecularized the biſhopric and at the ſame time 
ſuppreſſed the chapter. The upper prefectutate into which it was converted 
is four miles in length and three broad; and contains in it four ſmall towns, 
together with thirty- four villages and ſixteen farms, and through the midit 
of it runs the Oder. A part of this prefecturate lies in the Numark. It is 
a fertile ſpot, but not much improved. In Kortum's hiſtorical account of 
the ancient biſhoprics of Lebus is a ſmall map of the country belonging to 
this prefecturate, but without any aſcertainment of its bounds. The large- 
neſs of its extent has cauſed it to be divided into ſeveral bailiwicks. In it is 

1. Lebus, a ſmall town ſeated on the Oder, being 1200 paces in length 
taken in a direct line, though formerly much larger, and containing 
about 14000 inhabitants, with three or four churches. This town has 
been frequently ſacked. It lies low among hills, fo that it cannot be ſeen 
at one view, and therefore makes but a mean appearance. It was originally 
ſubject to Poland, but afterwards devolved on Boleflaw, Duke of Silgſia, who 
in 1250 bequeathed both the town and its lordſhip to the Marggraves Orho 
and Jobn of Brandenburg. In 13 54 the Elector Leis, the Reman, left the 
caſtle and city of Lebus to the biſhopric, to which it afterwards alſo gave 
title. The biſhop's caſtle here was wholly deſtroyed by a fire in 1631. Near 
the town is a royal farm. 

2. Furſtenwalde, a ſmall town ſituated on the Spree, on which river there 
is a lock at this place. Furſtenwalde is a bailiwick, and in 1354 was an- 
nexed by the Elector Lewis the Roman to the biſhopric. In 1373 biſhop 
Peter transferred the ſee of Lebus to this towh. In 1432, 1633, 1676 it 
was conſumed by fire, and in 1732 ſuffered again by the ſame dreadful 
calamity. 

. Seelo, a ſmall town ſtanding on an eminence. 

4. Sachſendorf, a village and royal farm, which is alſo the ſeat of a 
bailiwick. 

5. Golzo, another village and royal farm, which is likewiſe the ſeat of 
2 bailiwick- amt. 

6. Friedrichſaue, a royal farm. 

7. The bailiwick of Bleyen and Cuſtrin. : 

8. Wellup, a royal farm, and the ſeat of a bailiwick. 

9. Wilhelmſaue, a royal farm. 

Vor. V. 4 R 10. Geritæ, 
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10. Goritz, a ſmall town ſeated on the other ſide of the Oder within the 
circle of Sternberg in the New-Mark. This town lies not far from the 
above-mentioned river. It was formerly a place of confideration, and for 
ſome time alſo the metropolis of the dioceſe, after the removal of its ſee 
out of Poland into the Mark; but in 1326 the people of Frankfort demo- 
liſhed the cathedral at this place, which was rebuilt anew at Lebus. Near 
Geritz is a royal farm. 

11. Frauendorf, a village, lying not far from the above-mentioned town, 
and being alſo a royal farm and the ſeat of a bailiwick. 

5. Bucko, a ſmall town, the property of Count Flemming, and famous

6. The bailiwick of Nuilitz, which was granted to the Marggrave A. 
bert Frederick, and is now enjoyed by his ſon the Marggrave Frederick 
Charles Albert. 

7. The commandery of Lietzen, belonging to the grand- 
maſterſhip of the order of St. John, and producing about 8000 rixdollars 

annum. This bailiwick takes its name from 

Lietzen, a ſmall town, having a village near it of the like appellation. 

8. Falkenhagen, a little place belonging to the Bobendorf family. 

9. The bailiwick of Biegen. King Frederick William and Frederick IT. 
ſucceſſively granted this bailiwick to the Ryfian miniſtefs, Prince Menzihoff 
and Erneſt Jobn Count Biren, who in 1737 was elected Duke of Courland, 
and likewiſe to Count Munnich. To it are annexed Pilgram, Hobenwalde, 
Dubero, and the farm fituated in the little town of Mulroſe. 

10. The following eſtates and places appertaining to nobles ; viz. Beh- 
lendorf, Bodelzig, Carzig, Damdorf, Diederſdorf, Falkenberg, Falkenhagen, 
Friederſdor f, Gartſdorf, Guſo, Hermerſdorf, Hoben-Jeſar, Kienitz, Kleſzin, 
Kunerjdorf, Laſſo, Madelitz, Markendorf, Munchbofe, Oberſdorf, Platho, 
Peterſdorf, Peterſhagen, Sieverſdorf, Steinhofel, Trebenitz, 7. reppelin, Tu- 
cheband, Wilmer/dorf, Morin, Wulerko and Wulko. 


V. The circle of Te/to, containing one hundred and twenty-five 
villages. 


In this circle is, 


1. Coln on the Spree, which has been already mentioned under the ac- 

count of Berlin. 
2. Telto, a ſmall town, the neighbourhood of which is noted for a de- 
licious fort of ſmall turneps, as is alſo the country in general for fine wool. 
3. Charlottenburg, a fine palace ſituated on the Spree, with a garden be- 
longing to it laid out in a very fine taſte, In this palace is kept the in- 
valuable 
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valuable collection of antiques once belonging to cardinal Pelignac, It 
obtained the name of Charlottenburg from Sophia Charlotta, ſecond wife to 
King Frederick I. who having built a ſeat with ſeveral houſes at the village 
of Lutzen, called it Lutzenburg, but the place being enlarged, after her de- 
ceaſe, by the King, his majeſty in honour of his conſort conſerred on it het 
name, and by charter raiſed it to a town. 

4. The town and bailiwick of Kopenick. 

Kopenick, is a little independent town ſeated on an iſland in the river 
Spree. King Frederick I. to whom as EleQor this bailiwick belonged, 
built him a ſeat at this F N A ſmall colony of French refugees have ſet- 
tled here. In 1579 and 1711 the greateſt part of the town was deſtroyed 
by fire. A walk has been laid out from this place to Berlin, along the 
banks of the Spree, 

The Miggelſce, commonly called the Miggel, is one half of a German 
mile in length and a quarter broad, being alſo the principal lake in the 
Middle-Mark, though lying towards Kopenick it is reckoned within the 
circle of Lower-Barnim. Through the middle of it runs the river Spree. 

5. The royal prefeturate of TRERBBIxN, having its ſeat at 

Trebbin, a (mall town ſeated on the Nude, and which the Elector Fred:- 
rick I. took poſſeſſion of in the year 1413. 

6. The lordſhip and prefecturate of Zossex, having its ſeat at 

Zoſſen, a ſmall town containing a caſtle. In the years 1588, 1641, and 
1671, this place was deſtroyed by fire. At it is an ecclefiaſtical inſpection. 
The Flies, or Sane, in its courſe near this town, receives into it the water of 
a canal, which has been cut through this marſhy country: Not far too 
from hence lies 

Sperenberg, a village, near which on a mountain on the Krummen lake 
is a lime-kiln, the lime made in which is not fit for building, but having 
been firſt pulverized is uſed by mirror-makers, and likewiſe for the 
cleanſing of plate, as alſo of gold and ſilver toys and diamonds. The dark 
blue made here is reckoned the beſt in its kind. | 

7. Mittenwalde, a ſmall town ſeated on the Sane, which is otherwiſe 
erroneouſly called the Notte, or Note, and frequently alſo the Flies. That 
river at this place paſſes through a ſluice. 

8. Schenkenland, which in 1460 was incorporated with the electoral 
Mark, and fince that has belonged to the Barons Schenken of Landsberg, 
but in 1718 was purchaſed by King Frederick Milliam for his ſecond fon 
Auguſtus William. In it is, 

1. The lordſhip and bailiwick of Vuflerbauſen, containing 

Wufterhauſen, a ſmall town, having a caſtle ſeated on the river Saxe. At 
this place alſo is an eceleſiaſtical inſpection. 

2. The lordſhip and bailiwick of Teupit a, to which belongs,

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1. Tenpitz, a (mall town containing a ſeat. Teupitz ſtands on a lake of 
the like name. 

2. Buchbolz, alſo a ſmall town, having a ſeat. 

9. Gieſendorf, Kiekebuſch, Macheno, Roziſz, Schulzendorf, Selcho and 
Wolterſdorf, all eſtates formerly belonging to their reſpective nobles, but 
purchaſed for Prince Augu/tus William, fecond fon to King Frederick 
William. 

10. In the circle of Telto ſtill are the following places and noble eſtates: 
viz. Great and Little Beer, Great and Little Beuthen, Blankenfeld, Brietz, 
Dalem, Dalewitz, Diederſdorf, Genfhagen, Glaſo, Groben, Gunſdorf, He- 
werſdorf, Keitzendorf, Great and Little Kienig, Kietz, Lobenbruch, Malo, 
Pramſdorf, Rangſdorf, Rubljdorf, Schlaberndorf, Schmarjendorf, Scbono, 
Stanſdorf, Stegelitz, Waſdorf, Waſmanſdorf, Wilmerſdorf, and Great and 
Little-Ziethen. 


VI. The circle of Zauch, containing one hundred and 
{1x villages. 


In this circle is, 


1. Treuen-Brietzen, an independent town ſeated on the Niepelitx. In 
1296 this place was walled in by the Marggraves Otho and Conrad, who at 
the ſame time conferred on it a charter. It was at firſt ſimply called Briet- 
zen, but for its _—_ to the 3 Lewis the Raman, was honoured 
with the epithet of Treuen, or Faithful. In the year 1641 this town was 
laid waſte by the Swedes. | 

2. The town and prefecturate of BELITz, containing 

Belitz, a town ſeated on the Nepelitz, and which flouriſhed by means of 
the pilgrimages formerly made there, but in 1526 and 1563 was burnt 
down, and in 1700 ſuffered again by the ſame dreadful calamity. 

3. The prefecturate of SAARMUND, to which belongs 

Saarmund, a ſmall town ſituated in a fine country on the river Saar, which 
iſſues out of the lake near Jurgendorf and Greben, and below this town, or 
more properly below the caſtle or Burg as it is called, though at preſent only 
a fiſherman's hut, joins the Nude or Nutte, which at Pot/dam runs into 
the Havel. 

4. The prefecturate of LENIN, which was formed out of the rich Cier- 
cian convent of Lehnin, founded by the Marggrave Albert the Bear, and 


completed by his fon O:ho I. but was raiſed to a prefecturate by the Elector 


Teachim II. In it lie interred ſeveral Princes and Princeſſes. The prefectu- 

rate comprehends under its juriſdiction twenty-four villages and farms; and 

wore alſo reckon in it L | 
Herder, 
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Werder, a ſmall town ſeated on an iſland in the Havel, and of which 
mention has been made above under the circle of the Haveland, it being 
included therein in a deſcription of that territory which was ſent me. 

5. The prefecturate of ZigGEsAR, having its ſeat at Ziegaſar or Ziegeſer, 
otherwiſe called Zzeſar, a ſmall town containing a caſtle, which was for- 
merly the reſidence of the biſhops of Brandenburg, divers of whoſe inſtru- 
ments bearing date in the 13th century are figned by them and given from 
hence. 

To this prefecturate belong the little town of Prezerhe, with the large 
village of. Ketzin, which has been deſcribed already in the circle of the 
Haveland. | 

6. The territory of Barwald, which lies betwixt the Saxon preſecturate 
amts of Futerbock, Dabme, Schlieben and Schweinitz, and belongs to a gen- 
tleman of the name of Einſiedel. This tract of land is called the Noble fief of 
Barwalde, and contains in it Hermſdorf fief and ſeveral villages, as namely 
Coſzin, Meinſdorf and Wiperſdorf. 

7. Leitzko, or Lietzke, a town ſtanding on a hill, which is environed by 
the dutchy of Magdeburg, and belonging to the Barons of Munchbauſen. At 
this place formerly was a convent. The neighbouring country, quite to the 
circle of Saxony, is called the Fleming. The Barons Munchhauſen are like- 
wiſe proprietors of Hohbeck and Ladenburg. 

8. Bliendorf, Cammer, Ferrich, Foben, Glienicke, Golwitz, Golze, Ge- 
thin, Grabo, Great-Lubbars, Great-Kreutz, Jeſerich, Kemnitsz, Kieſel, Little- 
Brieſen, Little-Lubbars, Korzin, Krahne, Memſdorf, Meſdunk, Pernitz, 
Pleſo, Recko, Rhino, Schonfeld, Stegelitz, Streſo, Stucken, Trechwitz, Marko, 
Weiſſen, Wendiſchborg, Werbig and Wildenbruch. 


VII. The circle or county of Ruppin, 


Which to the ſouth terminates on the Haveland, from which it is ſepa- 
rated by the river Nin; weſtward on the Prignitz; northward alſo on 
that river and the dutchy of Mecklenburg; and to the eaſt on the Ucker- 
Mark ; being five German miles in length and above three broad. In this 
circle are eight towns and one hundred and twelve villages. The ancient 
Lords of this county were deſcended from the Counts of Lindo, who re- 
ſided in the principality of Anbalt about two German miles diftance from 
Zerb/t, and were of the ſame race with the Counts of Arnſtein, Mulingen, 
and Barby. The firſt Count of Lindo occurs in a record of the year 1158, 
under the name of Werner ; but it is only from Count Ulrich who lived 
in 1315 that the genealogical ſucceſſion can be regularly traced. His ſons 
Gunther, Ulrich, Adolphus, and Buſſo governed unitedly. Count Ulrich 
propagated the family, and his fons Ulrich, Albert, and Gunther likewiſe 
ruled jointly. The ſecond of thefe in 1372 mortgaged the county of * 
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dau to the Princes of Aubalt. His ſons were named Ulrich and Gunther, 
Albert ſon to the latter, on the deceaſe of his father in 1426, ſucceeded to 
the government. In 1457 he ceded the county of Lindau to the houſe of 
Ankalt, with power of redemption, and dying in 1460 was ſucceeded b 
his ſons Jobn and James; the latter of theſe died firſt, and on the deceaſe 
of the former his ton Joachim became Sovereign. Joachim was ſucceeded 
by his ſon Wichmann, who on his father's death in 1520, being a minor, 
entered on the. government, but died in 1524, and in him the family of 
the Counts of Lindau and the Lords of Ruppin, as they ſtiled themſelves, 
became extinct. So mean were the circumſtances of this Jaſt Lord at his 
death that he had neither carriage nor horſes to fetch him a phyſician from 
Berlin, for which purpoſe he wanted to borrow the ſum ot one hundred 
guilders trom New Ruppin. On his death the county of Ruppin eſcheated 
to Joachim I. Elector ot Brandenburg as Lord paramount, who was likewiſe 
for laying his hands on the county of Lindau, but together with Meckern, 
that was left as a fief of Brandenburg to the houſe of Anbalt. 

The towns and bailiwicks of the county or circle of Ruppin, among 
which is, | 

1. New-Ruppin, the capital of the country, ſeated on a large lake 
formed by the river Nin, and being the largeſt moſt populous place, and 
likewiſe the town of the greateſt trade in this lordſhip. In it are above 
eight hundred burghers, with two Lutheran churches, in one of which, 
namely the convent-church, lie interred divers of the ancient Lords of the 
country: Here is alſo a Calviniſi church and a grammar-ſchool. Neu- 
Ruppin deals largely in cloth of its own manufacture, and likewiſe 
in beer and grain; but the greateſt part of the latter comes from Pome- 
rania and Mecklenburg. It was built in 1194, and has been frequently de- 
ſtioyed by fire. 

2. Old-Ruppin, an open little town ſeated on the above-mentioned lake, 
oppoſite to Neu- Ruppin, and having a caſtle which was once the reſidence 
of the Counts of Lindau and the Lords of Ruppin, but is now fallen to 
decay. This place is the ſeat of a prefecturate- office, and belonged to 
King Frederick Il. as hereditary Prince. 

1 aaa - 5 on the Daſſe, next to New-Ruppin, the beſt town in the 
8 At this place formerly ſtood a caſtle belonging to the Lords of 
Pletho. 


4. Granſee, or Granſey, a ſmall town, but one of the moſt ancient in the 
whole lordſhip. 

5. Lindo, likewiſe a ſmall town which was probably ſo called by the 
Counts, from their original ſeat in the principality of Anbalt. Excluſive of 
other fires this place ſuffered greatly by that dreadful calamity in 1746. It 
is, however, the ſeat of a royal bailiwick, and contains one Lutheran and 
one Calini/t church, and without the town is a foundation for ladies, 


which 
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which was formerly a Præmonſtratenſian nunnery; but at preſent is the re- 
ceſs of a Domina and ſix ſiſters, who muſt be of noble deſcent. 

Neuftadt on the Doſſe, a ſmall town which is the ſeat of a royal baili wick. 
This place has ſucceſſively belonged to the Vinterfeldi, the Robrs, and the 
Counts of Konigſmark, and afterwards alſo to the Landgrave of H:ſe- Ham- 
burg, who exchanged it with Frederick I. for Meſerlingen. The Calvini/'s 
have a ſmall church here. Whilſt the Landgrave of Heſſe-Homburg was 
their proprietor they ſet up a glaſs-houſe, and afterwards a manufactory for 
mirrors here, the latter of which when the place fell under the Sovereign's 
poſſeſſion, was very conſiderably improved by Hans Henry von Mor, to 
whoſe ſon King Frederick William, in 1721, granted the ſole property of 
the work. After that it came to Jobn Henry Colomb, who in 1741 tranſ- 
ferred it to Mr. Krug of Nidda, a commiſſioner of the war-office. At firſt 
the mirrors made here were blown, but Colomb introduced caſting, and 
that with ſuch ſucceſs, that the moſt beautiful plates have been caſt here 
from ninety to above one hundred inches in length. Three different forts of 
glaſſes are made here, viz, the common, the cryſtalline, and the cryſtal ; and 
a moſt vivid blue and ruby-coloured flax has been invented for the borders. 
The warehouſe at Berlin for the reception of theſe mirrors lies in what is 
called the Unterwaſter-flreet, which is in that part named the Friderich/- 
werder. 

About half a German mile's diſtance from Neuſtadt lies the Habe Ofen, 
erected in 1694 by Baron Dankelmann, in which filver is ſeparated from 
the copper brought there out of Rotenburg in the dutchy of Magdeburg, 
and where bombs and bullets likewiſe are caſt. | 

7, ng wa a ſmall town, near which the river Rhine has its ſource. 
The ſeat here is one of the three original family houſes of the Lords of 
Breda, to whom it formerly belonged. In proceſs of time it became the 

roperty of a gentleman of the name of Beville, of whom King Frederick 
Bi. purchaſed it in 1736, he erected it into a town and gave it to the 
hereditary Prince afterwards Frederick II. who converted the feat here into 
2 fine palace. In 1740 this town was 1 by fire. In 1744 Frede- 
rick II. conferred it on his brother Prince Frederick Henry. 

8. Wildberg, a ſmall town, formerly containing a ſtrong caſtle. 

9. The following villages and noble eſtates: viz. Barſito, Baumgarten, 
Brunn, Buſcho, Buto, Campebl, Canto, Carve, Caterbo, Dannenfeld, Deſſo, 
Dolgs, Dretz, Drieplatz, Ganzer, Garto, Garz, Germendorf, Gnevi ko, 
Ketzlin, Krenzlin, Kudo, Langen. Loyo, Leddin, Linde, Luchfeld, Me- 
2eltin, Nackel, Planig, Protzen, Rauſchendorf, Ribbeck, Schonermarck, Se-

Which lies betwixt thoſe of Telta, Oberbarnim, Lebus and Lower Luſatia. 
In this circle are one hundred and ſeven villages, and it is compoſed of 
the lordſhips of Bee and Storko, which paſſed from the Strelen family to 
that of | Biberfiern, by the latter of which,” with the conſent of Lewis 
King of Hungary and Bohemia as Lord parimount, it was mortgaged in 
1518 to Thierry biſhop of Lebus. On * ſecularization of that biſho 
King Ferdinand I. in 1558 transferred theſe lordſhips with right o Fo 
demption to Jahn Marggrave of Brandenburg; and at length in 15 
Elector John George was inveſted with them in fief by Alanin Il. _ 
V hoſe ſucceſſors have from time to time kept up the inveſtiture. Theſe 
lordſhips produce a fine wool. In them lies, 
1. Beesko, a ſmall town, lying on the Spree. A duty is paid here to the 
Elector of Saxony on account of Lower-Luſatia. 
2. Storko, a (mall town which ſuffered very conſiderably by a fire in 1712. 
At this place is an ecclefiaſtical inſpection, . and a cuſtom-houſe for Lower- 
Luſatia belonging to the Elector of Saxony. |
